A REGUJfjATION /f)r declaring the*practire of Suttee, or of burning or hvry^ 
ing a iue the Widows of Hindoos, illegal^ and punishable by th^Criminal 
Courts. — Passed by the Governor General in Council on the ^th December^ 
1829, roiTcsponding with the 20l/i Aughun 1236 Bengal era; Pie 23rf Aughuit 
1237 Fusly ; the 2\st Aaghuu i 237 IVillnify ; the Qth Aughun iSQ6 Sum-- 
but ; and the Qlh Jumadi c-us^Sanee 121.5 Higacc. 

Preamhle. 'Plio praelire ot’Siittee, or of’ biirniii*^ or l)ur>’ing alive the Wi- 

^l«>\vs of rimiloo.s, i.'i revoltiii:; to the feelings of human iMture, it 
is no where enjoined by the religion of the Hindoos as an imperative duty, on the 
contrsTY a life of pnniy and retir<‘inont on the part of the Widow is more especially 
and preferably inculcated, and by u vast majority of tliat people throughout India tlio» 
practice is not kept up i\ r obsi*rv«<l : in some exteusiYe districts it (Iqes not exist: 
in those m which it has been most, frequent it is notorious that in many instances 
acts of atrocity have been po!l|?( trated which have been shocking to the Hindoos them- 
selves, and in tbeir eyo.s unlawfuliand wicked. The measures hitherto adopted to dis- 
courajfH and prevent such acts liiive failed of success, and the Governor ^General iii 
Uouncil is deeply impressed with the conviction that the abuses in question cannot be 
^foctually put an end to, without abolishing the practice altogether. _ Actuated by 
these considerations the Govc'riior General in Council, without intending to depart 
from one of the first and most iiuporiaut principles of the system of British Govern- 
inent in India, tliat all classes of the people be secure in the observance of their re- 
ligious U!iiig<>s, so long 11-? that system can be adhered to without violation of the para- 
mount dictates ol’j\istic.e and iiumanity, Jfas deemed it right to establish the following 
rules, which are hereby enacted to be in force from the time of their promulgation 
througlioiit the Territories iinrnediately subject to the Presidency of Fort William.

not exceeding Tveo Hundred Rupees, and in default of payment to be confined for 
any period of imprisonment not exceeding §ix Months.

sacrifice, gab shall either repair in person to the spot, or 

depute hiy Mohiirriror Jemadar, accompanied 
by one or more Burkendazes of the Hindoo religion, and it shall be the duty of 
Police Officers to announce to the persons assembled forth© performance of the Cere- 
mony that it is illegal, and to endeavour to prevail on them to ilispcrse, explaining to 
them that, in the event of their persisting iii it, tliey will involve themselves in a 
crime and become subject to punishment by the Criminal C mrts. Should tlie parties 
assembled proceed in defiance of these remonstrances to carry the Ceremony into 
effect, it shall be the duty of the Police Officers to use alllawfiil means in their power 
to prevent the sacrifice from taking place and to apprehend the principal persons 
aiding and abetting in the performance o£ it, and in the event of the Police Oflic( rs 
being unable to rpprehend them, th'^y shall endeavour to ascertain their names and 
places of abode, and shall immediately communicate the whole of the particulars to 
the Magistrate or Joint Magistrate for his orders.

desired by the party sacrificed to assist in putting her to death.

We have the pleasure to present to our readers a full report of the Proceed- 
ings at the Meeting of the inhaiutants of Calcutta, held at the Town Hall on 
Tuesday the 15th December, under th| following Requisition.

We the undersigned British Merchants and others, Inhabitants of Calcut- 
ta, request you will he pleased to convenie a Geneial Mteting at the Town 
Hall, at as early a period as possibly, for the purpose of Petitioning Parliament 
to throw open the China and India Trade, and to provide, on the expiration of 
the oMsting Charter of the East India Company, for the unfettere^pplicatiori 
of British Skill, Capital and Industry, to the Commercial and Agricultural re- 
sources of India,

forenoon, for the purpose ex]/ressed by the Requisitionists.

The nigliSheritpinviiiK read^lie requisition, Mr. John Palmer was called to tlia 
Cliuif by uccluniatiuii, uiid opened the business of the meeting in a brief address. 

f Mr. .Ion N Smith snid, that unaccustomed as he was to address so numerous and 
respectable an as.seinbly, he had to cluiiu the indulgence of the Meeting whilst he mov- 
ed the first resolution. He did not wish to see any motion brought forw'ard, which 
tended to change the existing government ; he did not desire to see it taken out of 
the hands of the East India Company, and placed in those of the Ministers of the 
Crown; that was a question to be decided by the Legislature in its wisdom, but 
whilst he acknowledged the indulgence of that government, whilst he admitted that 
he himself had arrived in this country nearly five and twenty years ago without a li- 
cenc.e and was permitted to remain, he thought that no member of it would deny that 
right which is inherent in every man, to petition, or object to representations being 
made to Parliament to do away with the regulations which at present exist, against 
the.admission of Europeans into this country ; to abolish the disgraceful and odious 
svstem of transmission, save in such cases as those, where their longer residence in 
the country might endanger the weal of the State. He said that, that bugbear Colonizati- 
ou of which they hud lieard and seen so much of late, w'as not worth petitioning for ; 
for in liis opinion the climate would never allow of its being carried to any great ex- 
tent, he thought that the general agricultural employment of Europeans could never 
be far promoted as a system in India. 

As this subject would b^much better commented upon by abler persons he would* 
not intrude longer uponllheir attention but read to them the resolution he intended 
to propose. 

** That this meeting considers itself called upon, adverting to the pending discussi- 
ons in the Legislature on renewal of the H. C. Charter, to make known arftl de^ • 
olare unreservedly to Parnament i is wishes and views in regard to such matters as 
more particularly touch the interests and welfare of this Country, whether the^dmi- 
nistration qf its Government be cond;icted for the future directly by Xhfi Mini sters of 
the Crown, or tUrougU the organ of the Eaiit India Company.” « 
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Mr. E. Tpottfh spconilod the resolution which was accordingly put by the Chair* 
man and carried iiiianimonsly. 

Mr. Brack FN said, in ?.ioving the second resolution, it is not mv intention to trou- 
ble you with .many observations, for it is the c lunterpart of on»» 1 had the honour to sub- 
mit, and comment upon in this Hall in November 18!;27, since w’hich period nothing has 
occurred to iiidiico me to alter the opinions I then delivered. ln(h*eil the propositiorisit 
'contains are so obviously true, that they require no support, bv either illustration or 
argument, the only wonderis that at this time of day this community should bo under tho 
necessity of petitioning Parliament for what is so^palpablv henefici d to any and every 
country under British rule, the unfettered opplication of .British skill, capital andiii- 
dustry to the commercial and agricultural resources of India,’' a necessity only t > h® 
explained by the anomalous constitution of the E"St India Company. Its political and 
its commercial interests were ill direct oppe.aition, and tlie latter b ing pai amount, 
the Free Trader became the victim of the collision to tho injury of all parties. To 
no other cause it is possible to attribute the restrictions imposed upon the ri’sovt and 
residence of Europeans in the country, a policy so manifestly absurd, and opposed to 
every liberal and enlightened principle^of Government. 

Mr. Br \(’kfn here read the following rc^^aolutiou wdiich was seconded by Mr. Wei^ 
vii.LE and carried unanimously. 

“ That this meeting deliberately adheres t(? the opinions expressed by a similar 
meeting on the 5th November I 85 ?/ in its leading resolution and embodied in Petitions 
to both Hoilbcs of Parliament, to tliis effect “ that the Commercial intercourse he- 
“ tween England and India is susceptible of great and indefinite extension, which 
“ is prevented by the imposition of extra duties on the Products in India, and by 
“ legal obstructions to the application of British Skill and Capital to the cultivation 
“ of those Products, and entertains a just confidence that tho wisdom and justice of 
** Parliament will, by the removal of aiudi impediments give an immediate irnpulsu 
•* to the Commercial prosperity of both Countries and incalculably promote the 
“ general interest of India.” 

„ Mr. Limovd read the next resolution, which was seconded by Mr. Willis and car- 
ried without dissention. 

“ That it is an obstruction to the industry of individuals prejudicial to good Govern- 
ment, and to improvement, and even attended with positive mercantile loss to tho 
Ilon’ble Company that it should continue “ to employ a considerable portion of its 
Territ(»'ial Revenue” in the production and munufactufe of tho dift’erent articles 
composing the internal and export Trade of the Counter y, where if also exercises the 
powers of Government. That the recognized evils of sueli a union of incompatible 
functions appear not susceptible of remedy by any nrnmgement short of the entire 
Abolition of that branch of the Company’s Commercial transactions in India.” 

Mr. G. A. PniNSF.pin proposing the fourth resolution, begged to draw' a distinc- 
tion between the present and the meeting of 1827 ; he was anxious to do so for the 
sake of preserving his owrii consistency in going further now’ than he w'as inclined to 
do before. In 1827 the prominent object of the. Meeting was the Sugar question, and 
it was then thought advisable, by some, to secs for the removal of other disabilities ; 
but on the same principle that the Catholic question wa*; not preised by it.s advocates 
that Se.s 6 ion of Parliament he was anxious that wc should not cinharrass with impor- 
tunate demands a Ministry lately come with power whom wc considered our friends 
— our friends because w’e knew them to be liberal men liaving enlarged views of com- 
merce and of the rights and liberties of British subjects. He wa.s therefore inclin d 
to confide much in their protection and that they should only demand that w hich Wiia 
the ostensible object of the meeting. But since these things w'ore a different com- 
plexioT. , every point was open to them now, for it was generally understood tliat the 
Indian question on its fullest and broadest basis w'as to be brought before Parliament 
during the next Session, a Sessions which perhaps had before this commenced, there- 
fore now or never Ihey should petition. If another reason w'ere wanting, there w'as a 
rumour in circulation tliut the intention of permitting Europeans to hold land had 
<-beHn disapproved of at home, a regulation which gave them'piirt of w’hat they desired ; 
this of Itself was a sufficient cause but whatever the result of that regulation was, i^; 
was the duty of the present meeting to come forward and show' its thunks to those 
.who, had been willing to accord even this favour. .. 

* Having said this much in vindication of his motive, he %^ould next proceed to rc- 
markaipon the resolution which he was about to propose ; it touched upon the CJiina 
'Irade wl^ich w'as to be looked upon in two ways ; witli Great Britain and with Bengal 
vid the oUier Presidencies of, India. It might ho said hs remarked, that the former 
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dHHild b<3 left to its advocates at home ns there were those in England who would not 
)f?sive tlje irovernmeut in ignonmce of the rights they claim ; but it was for this meet- 
ing to go into anil expose the arguments winch had been iisedfln its favour. The only 
two hi' had ever If.ird advanced were Ist.^hat the revenue of the tea trade ns it now 
existed was greater and more easily collecled. -dly, that in consequence of the pecu- 
liar habits of till* Chinese .'nd Klie manners of Europeans in China, the trade would be. 
liable to frequent int rniptioiis. A^'ith rotV^rem to the first, nothing in his opinion 
w'onld injure the trade except a reduction in the supply, for if under a different system 
the same quantity of tea was iniport«^ the Government h id it surely in its power to 
levy the same amount of duty. It did^ot appear that in England they had wanted a 
supply of that most useful and nec>‘8sary commodity, Snltpetro, or that its price had 
been raised since the contract with the East India Company liad ceased. 

AVith reference to the second objectfon, had they not the examples of other 
countries trading to China ; had they not the fact of the Opium trade carried 
on in the teeth of the Ciiiriese law and Yielding the Company an immense 
profit though they affected not to know of its exis*«nce. The trench had not 
found it cecessary to form a company fry the regulation of theirs, and it 
was strange to say tliat monopoly and a ^inpany were necessary to protect the 
British trade, when the Americans did not require either, whose sailors, assimu- 
lated to Englishmen, in appearance, infniannors and habits ; yet their trade was not 
stopped SI) -often as the Company’s. But there w'as this fact which showed the inex- *■ 
pediency of a Company having the e::ciusive trade; if one of their Shi ^committed-' 
an otlence all other British Ve-^sids were included all were made accountable, tlie tradb 
of all were stopped; then what w.is the intiiral inference? why. that under other 
circumstances each ivoiild b<* inado answerable for tliemsolves, and the general com- 
inercp would not then suffer for the offence of a particular vessel. 

Mr. Pnixsre said that with reference to the first branch of his argument it might 
perhaps he left safely in the hands of those in Euglimd, but Ik'* would make a few re- 
marks on the comMiercial relations of India with Great Britain. It must he adiriitted 
by all, that Ships muht be much beiiolifted afler their arrival in Indian ports if they 
were permitted to make circuitous voyages and he remembered the case of a vessel at 
Bombay lu 18^) wdiich was olft ri'd a very profitable cargo to China and yet she w'as 
not allowed a licorice because she wa.s not entirely the property of iudividuals in Bom- 
bay. But the asking for that licence was a restriction on the Merchants-of India, it 
was at least a restriction felt by them as a denial of their rights and liberties ; but 
what is the consequence of such a restiicfon ; if a ship in the course of o voyage was 
driven into the China se.ns, without it, she w'as liable to be captured by any of His 
IVIajesly’s Ships, and he remornbAed the case of the Shawfield which had been so taken 
as It fumed out illegally arid thus a valuable property of four lucks of rupecN was sa- 
crificed though in some yearsafter an indemnity was given amounting to sixty thou- 
ftnd rupees. Was not this sufficient to show that jfthe trade ns it existed was opened 
— It would be a benefit to the Shipping iiiteiest and an advantage to the consumers. 

From the example of tJie two last years if may be doubtful if tlw* outward freights 
in the trade between India and Great Britain will not be more extensive than the 
homeward ; what was then to be done iwth those sliips w'hicii came out without the 
certainty of a freight to Europe? and even allowing that (liey were to be in part load- 
ed, the fri'iglit, from competition, must b.' next to nothing; then how were ships to 
pav ? would not the expeiices fall in the end upon the consumers? but if permitted 
they could proceed to China and take home cargoes of teas, and this would give a ba- 
lance in their favour. 

He liad hitherto said nothing of the immense profit which the East India Company 
derive from their China Monopoly, but he knew of an act of Parliament which was as 
yet unrepealed and by this it was provided, that if the price of tea in England exceed- 
ed that for which it could be procured in any of the neighbouring continental countries, 
liberty would be given to import from thence, but t'-is was denied when applied for a 
short lime since. He wns not a friend to iniioiution nor experimentalist enough to 
wish to see that which was good, though not theoretically so, thrown aside for the 
sake perhaps of improvingji but he considered that nn extension of the monopoly of ’ 
tlie China trade would bf an experiment— an experiment of an exploded system a- 
gainst the improved and approved systems of the age. 

Mr. Prinsep then proposed the following Resolution which was seconded by Mr. # 
J. Allan and carried uuaiiiAously. 

“ 'I'hat the throwing open of the China Trade Mrmopoly to all subjects of GreatlBri- 
tain wdiere-soever resident, is not les.«^. desirabh; for India than for England, inasmuch 
»B it will aMiat ia removing oue of the greotest obstructions to our Commercial inter- 

• 
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course with the mother country, the difficulty of procuring adequate retuma for goods 
imported and will promote the general extension of Commercial intercourse in the 
East.” ^ 

Dwarkanavtii Tagore in proposing tli^'5th resolution said, altho’ unaccustomed 
to speaking in public and having never addressed an assembly so numerous as that 
before which 1 have now the honour to present myself, yet 1 feel it incumbent on me, 
in submitting this resolution to your attention to offer a few remarks corroborative of 
the opinions therein maintained. 

With reference to the subject more immediately before the meeting, I beg to state, 
that I have several Zemindaries in various districts ; and that L have found the eul* 
tivation of Indigo and residence of Europeans, have considerably benefitted the coun- 
try and the community at large; the Zomnndars becoming wealthy and prosperous, 
the Royuts materially improved in their condition and possessing many more com- 
forts than the generality of my countrymen where Indigo cultivation and manufacture 
is not curried on ; the value of land in the vicinity to bo considerably enhanced and 
cultivation rapidly progressing. 1 do not make these statements merely from hear- 
say, but from personal observation and experience as L have visited the places referred 
to repeatedly and in consequence am welf acquainted with the character and manner 
of the IiiJigo Planters. 

There may be a few exceptions ns regards the general conduct of Indigo Planters 
hut they are^xtrcmely limited and comparatively speaking, of the most trifling impor- 
tance. 1 may be permitted to mention an instance in support of this statement. 

Some years ago when Indigo was not so generally manufactured, one of my estates 
where there was no cultivation of Indigo did not yield a sufficient income to pay the 
Government assessment ; but within a few years, by the introduction of Indigo there 
is now not a Biggah on the estate untilled . and it gives me a handsome profit ; seve- 
ral of my relations and friends, whose affairs I am well acquainted with, have in like 
manner improved their property, and are receiving a large income from their estates. 

If such beneficial effects as these I have enumerated, have accrued from the bestow- 
ing of European skill on one article of production alone, what further advantages may 
not be anticipated from the unrestricted application of British Skill, Capital and indus- 
try to the very many articles which tliis country is capable of producing, to as great 
an extent and of as excellent a quality, as any other in the world, and which of course 
cannot be expected to be produced without the free recourse of Europeans. 

On these grounds 1 trust that the following resolution will receive the warmest 
support of the meeting. 

** That this Meeting considering one of the main legal obstructions to the Coumer- 
cial, agricultural and manufacturing improvements to consist in the obstacles which 
are opposed to the occupancy or acquisition of land by British subjects, and ogainsi 
their free resort to and unmolested residence within the limits of the Company's Ad- 
ministration, does approve and confirm the concluding prayer of the former Petitions 
to Parliament for the ** abolition of all such restrictions on the resort of the British 
subjects to, and on their residence in India, as are calculated to affect the Commercial 
prosperity of the Country.” 

Rammohun Roy, supported the resolution and said from personal experience I am 
impressed with the conviction that the greater our intercourse with European gentle- 
men the greater will be oiir improvement in literary, social and political affairs, a fact 
which can he easily proved by comparing the condition of those of my countrymen 
who have enjoyed this advantage, with that of those who unfortunately have not had 
that opportunity ; and a fact which 1 could, to the best of my belief, declare on solemn 
oath b.^foro any assembly. 

1 fully agree with Dwarkanauth Tagore, in tlic purport of the resolution just read. 

As to the Indigo planters I beg to observe that I have travelled through several dis- 
tricts in Bengal and Behnr and I found the natives residing in the neighbourhood of 
Indigo plantations evidently betu*' clothed and better conditioned than those who 
lived at a distance from such slations. There may be somd* p*. rtial injury dune by the 
Indigo Planters, but on the whole, they have performed more good to the generality 
of the natives of this country, than any other class of Europeans whether in or out of 
the Service. 

Dwarkanauth Tagore’s Resolution was seconded by jPrusunath Tagore and car- 
ried Mnanimously . 

Colonel Youno next rose and said the Resolution which 1 am about to propose for 
the coBsideratiou .''f the meetiug, although U does not stand early in the series suhoiitt 
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ted, is nerertheless one of the most imoortant, whether we regard its suhjeot matter, 
or its bearing remarkable iqfiaeiice on the proceedings of tlus day. In much that I 
might have had to oifeBto the Meeting on the great questions of Transmission and 
Colonization, 1 have been luckily anticipated by the gentlemen who preceded me ; 
the ground has been in a manner taken from under my feet ; but well taken, and to 
good purpose, as we saw by tSe acclamations with which the manly sentiments of my* 
friend on my left (Mr. Smith) were received. L;ttle therefore is now left forme to 
trouble you with, except to enforce the arguments of preceding speakers. 

In substance the 6th Resolution coikists of two main branches ; the first part being 
preliminary, and the ground-work of the second, which may be considered in the light 
of an inference from the premises set forth in the beginning. 

It sets out with expressing thanks and praise to our local Authorities for their ge- 
neral mildness and toleration, and for their particular acta of liberality towards tho 
British born classes, who have hitherto laboured under a strange proscription as to 
holding lands. It proceeds theq, to lament that such beneiicient dispositions have 
been thwarted by Superior Authority ; and thence inferring that we can place no solid 
reliance on the best dispositions of local and c*asual Rulers, it seeks to have equal 
rights and laws, equal safety for person ncPless than property, secured to all classes 
by the solemn sanction of King, Lords, #nd Commons. 

With your leave. Sir, as the resolution is somewhat long and complicated, I shall 
read it as it stands ; and then if 1 may intrude so far on your patience, offer a few re- 
marks illustrative of the matters it contains. 

That it is a duty we owe to the present Local Government in Bengal, a duty 
which we discharge with unfeigned pleasure, to express iu the strongest terms our 
satisfiiction and our thanks for the mildness and toleration towards the European part 
of the community which it has evinced and continues to maintain to the utmost of its 
Uinited powers. In particular we are bound to notice the removal of a national re- 
proach and an obstacle to improvement, by the recognition of a great principle, in ex- 
tending generally, the rule of 18*^4, for permitting Europeans to hold Lands for culti- 
vation of Coffee in their own names; but stripped of the obnoxious clauses in that 
former rule, which placed the property ns well as the person of the Planter at the dis- 
posal of the local authority. Witiiout perfect security for person and property it is 
manifest that true “ Commercial prosperity” cannot permanently exist nor the •* un- 
fettered application of European Skill, Capital and Industry to the commercial and agri- 
cultural resources of India” have place ; wherefore altho’ we feel entire confidence in tho 
liberal tlispositions of our present local Rulers, we desire the establishment of a legal 
right for all subjects of His Muj^ty to establish themselves and remoin in this part 
of hif Dominions subject only to the restraints of just and equal laws duly adminis- 
^red, in open Tribunals.” (Great ajiplaiise.) 

1 do not wonder, Mr. Chairman, that this important resolution is received with uni- 
versal satisfaction, or I may say with acclamatory applause. The facts it sets forth, are 
undeniably tru» ; that the government is mild and liberal in its practice : that it haS 
done much and would do more for us if permitted ; that its powers are limited, and 
dispositions thwarted ; and that we have «o security — no resource, but in an Appeal to 
Parliament, to establish our just rights, our most reasonable pretensions, on a footing 
of solid law. 

In speaking of the local Government I wish to render full credit and due honor to 
all its Members for the unanimity with which we have good reason to believe they con- 
enr, in the liberal dispositions which we acknowlege with gratitude and satisfaction* 
Suggestions have been invited from all classes ; opinions from all parties and of all 
kinds have been tolerated in writing, iu speech and in print ; the complaints of all who 
allege themselves to be aggrieved have been received, and enquired into by the pro- 
per functionaries, or referred to special Committees for investigation and reform. 

But although the measured and constitutional language of the Resolution I propose, 
offers its tribute of praise to the Government at large, it is impossible for us to conceal 
from ourselves that there is one Individual of the collective Council, who exercises ^ 
more than an individual r^ember’s share of influence in its proceedings— who, as he 
bears in the eyes of his country the chief responsibility for the faults of bis adminis- 
tration, is entitled, in justice, to a proportionate share of the applause bestowed oa 
measures that are deserving^f approbation. • ^ 

I need not say, that the Bidividual to whom I alludo is the Chief of the Government* 
Bill, although we forbear from particularising him in our recorded votes and Rdlolu- 
tions, through delicacy, or lest we should seem to flatter ; yet is there any good reason 
why ID these our discusssous amoog ourselves j the tongue should be tied.or the Ian* 
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of praise withheld, when praise is justly due ? I know of none ; and if I may' 
be allowed to allude ti> IP yself as discharging nii office unusual with me, that of com* 
mending Authority— in w hich, I fear, I have not the practice Wliich gives perfection — 
I feel the less restraint in speaking out in thdt strain of eulogy, because I liave only a 
Tery slight personal acqu iiiitance with Lord W. Bentinqk, and because there are m(‘a- 
•sifres and features of His Lordship’s administration, which I do not and cannot ap- 
prove, but regarding which opportunities have been afforded me of expressing dissent 
with the same freedom that 1 now employ in just praise. 

It would be foreign to the present purpose to touch further on tlio measures to 
which I allude, and concerning which there are prohah y different opinions among us ; 
but one observation 1 must make, that the present Governor General cannot fail to 
derive a satisfaction from the praises of our^’omraunitv, known to none who went be- 
fore him, and indeed to few men clothed with sucli terrific powers. He who submits 
himself and his acts to the latitude of public comment, there by stamps r. al value on 
the expression ot public praise j and must feel that such is indeed worthy, as well of 
the giver as the receiver. , 

The great measure of tho local Government, to which our resolution particularly 
refers— and m truth, the cliiefcau.se of our being assembled here this day — is that 
which recently ailov. ed Europeans to occupy fands in their own names. Suflx'r me to 
draw your attention briefly to the origin and progress of the existing system of restric- 
tions in this matter of holding lands. 

la 179.5 the first and famous Regulation was enacted, forbidding Europeans to be- 
eome owmers, occupiers, fanners, or even managers of landed property. This has 
been curiously .‘Styled u self denying ordinance — it was no siicli thing ; I'or those who 
enacted and confirmed it denied themselves nothing which thev w’ore likely, as ('om- 
pany’s servants, to covet ; its real effect, at least was to prevent intinsion and esta- 
blishment of interloping European settlers and land-holders, who it would seem by 
recent decisions, would not have been quite so easily ejected or banished from their 
free-holds as might he desired. 

Two years afterward.?, in 1797, the exclusion was extended to Benares ; notwith- 
stamiing remonstraiiccis from unfortunate men who had began to embark in agricuU 
tural* pursuits. 

After ten years, in t30.S, it was extended to tho western provinces. 

In 1818, twenty-five years after the original restriction, the first breach was effected 
in the system, by the grant of Saugur island to a soci ty of European and other ca)>i- 
talists — and wiiat has been the re.sult f that which wa.s a desolate w.'mte and fjoarful 
jungle, the abode of wild beasts is now in great part cleared, and covercil with crops* 
cattle, and a population thriving and orderly, tho' strange to sav they have not a pubU 
ftinctionary of any sort among them, not even a police myrmidon. 

In 1824, that is after thirty' one years, the Coffee land experiment w’as tried; 
and a further breach was effected in the rampart of restriction but clogged by 
doubf.s and timidities, by almost impossible conditions of occiipancv, and by claus- 
es which for the honour of tIio.se who ventured on this iiinovution, 1 will suppose 
were never meant to be enforced *, but intended ns a pence otfenng and propitiation 
to the evil spirit elsewliere ; claiises reserving pow'cr to the Company’s Executive at 
will and pleasure to annul grants, to break up and destroy the property and hopes of 
the industrious speculator. 

At length a better mra arrived in 1829 ; and after no less than thirty six years of 
foolish restriction, the Resolution concerning Coffee lands was extended to other agri- 
cultural pursuits. We owe this in the first instance to the activity of one of tlic pro- 
scribed class ; 1 fear to pronounce his name, when I confess that I believe him to be no 
better than a European, even an interlope’*. But his eiidtav iirs would have been of 
little avail in former times ; fortunately he had to deal with a new order of men and 
of things; and Goremmont readily granted the prayer of our Mercantile Community 
to let them hold lands, and so to put i.u end to a mass of falsehood, collusion, expence 
and opprefi ion. ' 

The new’ Resolution of Government too, I. speak it to the honor of Lord VV. Bentinck, 
.waS(di\*ested of the odious and absurd confiscatory clauses of the old Coffee- land 
Rule. Bur it was still essentially defective; from the im:;>ract. cable conditions an- 
nexe^, of obtaining the incompatible consent of all possible claimants, past, present, 
and future — to the land, to its rent, to fractions of its produce, to the right of cultivat- 
ing ; obstaclea enliauced by the almost indiviaible nature of the actual Land lie- 
'venue ayatein. * 
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To the solution of these, ns of other ogricultiiral difficulties howerefj it is 
known that the Governor General was applying himself; andfin the interim,, tracts of 
waste and jangle lands continued to be J^berally granted to enterprising Europeaa 
capitalists. 

Nothing in short could be nfore inviting than the prospects of the Country, undftr* 
the dispositions evinced by Riders who derided the bugbear colonisation as it has 
been well called this day; and who saw that the true interests of that Country con- 
sisted in the encouragement of capitii, skill and industry, from whatever quarter of- 
fered ; and in the security of property and person to all classes of subjects. 

The tone too of the frequent debates of last session in Parliament, were such as to 
encoiir-.ige the confident belief that every eminent man in England, connected with the 
affiiirs of India, was of the same mind as to the great question of more closely identi- 
fying India with England, by unrestrained intercourse and settlement ; and so of ex- 
cliauging the precarious tenure of the sword, for the firmer bonds of common interest 
and close connexion. ^ 

In this satisfied belief, we reposed ; everyone who hears me, knows that although 
we were aware of the impending discussions in Parliament on the arrangements te fol- 
low the expiration of the present CharteiSof the Company, no urgent or general neces- 
sity was felt, for any further expression of our own wishes, than that which we had 
so comprehensively stated in onr Petition two years ago ; a Petition which mainly 
contributed to make Ministers grant a Committee of enquiry, the great object of Mr. 
Whitmore, that talented and disinterested friend of India. We felt assured of obtain- 
ing onr prayer — free trade, free resort, free settlement ; we trusted to the activity of 
our excellent Agent Mr. Crawfurd to attend to our interests in detail, whatever might 
be the determination of the Legislature as to the organ through which the admiuistra-.^ 
tion of India should be conducted for the future. 

What then was our surprise and alarm, in the very midst of this pleasing, state 
of security, arising out of the known liberality of our own Government, and the sup- 
posed echo of that sentiment among statesmen at Home, when we suddenly learnt that 
authoritative deniinciatiuus had been received by Government, disapproving, annulling^ 
forbidding, vituperating all that had been done for Europeans, ail that yet remained to 
be done I If 1 abstain from giving vent to the strong language of disgust which rises 
within me while speaking of such things, Ihope 1 shall be believed, that it is not from 
feelings of respect for the autliora of the measures, be they whom they may. But 
when 1 remind you that in hours after the purport of the dispatches became gene- 
rally known, the requisition for tMs meeting, with more than 100 signatures of all class- 
es, was in the hands of the i^eriif, 1 leave any man to judge how strong and how gene- 
ral was the feeling among us, that we were in imminent 'jieril, and that it was 
Ingli time we should trust to our own exertions for the preservation of our own inter- 
ests, in that struggle to keep us back, which from the very circumstance of such a dis- 
patch arriving at such a crisis, was evidently impending in England. 

Let us then profit by the wholesome lesson of experience which we have now gained. 
Grateful as we feel to the liberal Government which has sincerely tried to promote our 
interests and the general good, we m. irk and learn that the beneficent intentions of Lo- 
cal Authority are comparatively powerless for our protection. Let us lose no time 
tlierefore, in soliciting that protection from the Supreme Authority of the Nation, 
whicli alono is competent to ensure to all classes, equal rights, just laws, and perfect 
security for property and person. 

Feeble as our distant vioce may be thought by some, let us remember that unanimi- 
ty imparts strength, and that it is nbounden duty we owe to the Local Government, 
which has done its best for ns, — to do our best, in return, by a tender ofour humble 
but respectable support at this critical time. 

The above Resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. R. Brown in a few words proposed the seventh resolution to this effect. 

" That the unequal duties levied in England upon articles of Indian produce, com- 
pared with the produce of other dependencies of the Crown are unjust in themselves 
on the consumer as w'ell a#the producer and constitute a great obstruction to the in- 
dustry and improvement of India and to the beneficial intercourse between the two 
countries.’’ ^ 

This resolution was sccon^d by Mr. Pbtrie and carried unanimously. ' 

Mr. LoNGueviLf.K Clarke in proposing the eighth resolution said that those wUcfi 
they hail already adopted, were rather of a local character, and related to the peculiar 
mercantile interests of the community, but he had now to propose one to them of a 
more extensive and general nature, and whicli was inseparable from Ae pubUc liber- 
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tieSj from mercantile weal, and from the private rights of individuals. The object of 
the resolution was to se^d forth a declaration on the part of the meeting, that it was 
their desire, that no ordinances or rcgnlatiors should be enacted for the future, with- 
out giving notice of their object and effect, to the people that were to be the subject 
, to them. This resolution was equal) V important to the governed and the governors, 
and involved the best inten sts of both. It was important to the Governors beruuse 
no axiom could be more true, Ihim, that it was the real interest of every Government 
to administer law, so os to obtain the approbation of their subjects, ^ow what chance 
was there of the people and their governors edmciding, if legislation was to be con- 
ducted without any communication between tlu‘m. The Govcniiiieiit might have the 
best intentions, but might be in the most perfect ignorance, and the people might he 
injured, when there was no desire to hariii,ifiiiless they had the opportunity of pointing 
outhowthcharniwouldari.se. No Government who consulted their own interest, 
could ever wiish to pass laws without previously apprising the periple of the object 
which w'as in contemplation. It was known to most, perhaps all of the meeting, that this 
Government possessed tlie power of passing certain laws or ordinances by virtue of 
two acts of Parliament ; the lir^Jt was'tlie 13th of the late King, by which the Go- 
vernor in Council Tvas empowered to inak^ ordinances and recnlations for the good 
order and Civil Government of the I’resideixjy, Imt these could not become law, until 
they had been registered by the Jiidgesof the Kiug'.s Court, nor could they he Regis- 
tered until they had been openly puhlislietl and suspended in the Court for at least 
twenty days. The .fudges also were hound not to register them, if they vrere repug- 
nant to the laws of the realm, and as the Meeting well knew, instance.s had occurred 
whore the Court had refused.- Under thisactof Parliament there was notice and pub- 
licity, hut he said that was insufficient, it ought to be made through the Newspapers, 
in order to he sufficiently general, and a longer time was required for so extensive a 
province. The other act of Parliament to which he had referred, was the 53rd of the 
late King. Ry this the Government were empowered to make laws for levying duties, 
customs, and other taxes ; hut here their Ordinance could not become nlaw unless it 
had the previous sanction of the Court of Directors, and the Hoard of Control, and if 
thev endeavour to enforce the Regulation by penalties it was necessary that it should 
be Registered by the Supreme Court. On this Act of Parliament is was unnecessary for 
him to dwell; the meeting knew how much it had been discussed in the celebrated 
Stamp question. Under this Act, the people had no previous notice of an intended 
law; it might be concocted in Calcutta with the profonndest secrecy, an Ambaseador 
or a Secretary might be dispatched to England with it, the approbation of the authorities 
at home obtained, and the first notice which those whom it affected could have, would 
be the command to yield obedience to the ordiminceV It was to remedy these defects 
that the present Resolution wa.s framed, and he Mould now tell them the grodhds on 
which he called for their support. 

The people in India had a right to demand a previous notice of intended Laws, on 
principles, inseparable from every good form of Goverruuent. 1’hey liad a right to call 
for it, because they had suffered, and where now suffering, from its not having been 
given to them ; they had a right to claim it,^ because it had been granted and recently 
grantedto other dependencies of the C'rown. Tie had .said that the people had a right 
to demand this previous notice on prinriples inseparable from every good govenimeiit : 
but he would not detain any assembly of Englishmen, or those w'l om he trusted lind 
imbibed their spirit from connexion and intercourse with Knplishiiieii, by arguing such 
atopic. By their constitution Englishmen had a right to assist in making their owm 
laws, and though circumstances like those which existed in India might compel them 
to forego their privilege, there would be no one hardy oiiough to argue, that they 
ought not to have notice of intended lHw^s, and an opportunity of remonstrating against 
tlieiV enactment. Again he urged that the people had a right to call for this previous 
notice, because they had suffered and wertr still suffering iruiii its not having been 
given to them. 

The meeting well knew that he was alluding to the Stamp Tax, and it would 
require but a short detail to substuntiato his pgroposition. That I'ax had 
been invented and got up in Calcutta, it had been seutihomc, (as it turned out) 
with sufficiently convincing representations, but those who were to pay it, 
an^ suffer by it, were sedulously kept in profound ignorance of the measure. It 
was confirmed by the Authorities in England, without being opposed by, or 
even known to the people in this country. Now Svhen the Calcutta Petiti- 
on was presented to the House of Commons, what was the first confession w hich 
it elicited fr m the functionaries of the Board of Control? Why that the Legislature 
never had cont<4*n plated, had never intended to bestow on the India Company the 
power of ttulimited Tamtiun, Such wiij their avowal, made ia the face of the couu* 
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try and which could not be controverted. Now was he sayins; too much when he ar- 
gued, that if the people of (hilcutia had possessed notice of this intended Tax, and 
had called upon the ]\Iinistrv not to permit it — that the Board of Control dare not ia 
the face of that cull, liave granted to the Tndia Company, tha^which they allowed the 
legislature never intencR'd to bestow. He believed that with such ihcontrovertiblo 
facts befur(! him, no reasonable man couNif doubt what would have been the result Of 
resistence on tlie part of the injinbitunts of Calcutta to tlie Stamp Regulation, had it 
been offered before the Autlionlie.s at home had couinutted themselves by giving their • 
consent. It was on this ground he alleged that they had suffered, au.d were suffering 
from not having this previous notice given to them of inUnded laws. Again he con- 
tended thut the people had a right to f laim tliis notice, because it had been recently 
granted to other dependencies of the Crown. Not a twelve month had elapsed since an 
Act had passed for regulating the Aduiinistration of affairs in New South Wales, and 
he w'ould hardly be accused of stretching hi^ argument too far, when be contended that 
tlie community in India were as worthy of*privilege and protection as the Inliahitauta 
of New South Wales. It was provided by this Act of Parliament, that the Governor 
might frame Laws, which he was to submit to a Legislative Council, and which was also 
appointed by virtue of the same Act. But these laws were not to be put in force with- 
out the consent of a Majority of the Council, nsr could they (and here was the impor- 
tant point) be even proposed to the Council^ without eight days notice of their object 
and ett'ect, liaviiig been previously given in the public Newspapers. Such were tlie 
safe guards, which witliiii the present y<^r the Legislature liad deemed it expedient to 
ensconce tlie luhabitunts of New South Wales, and the people here had therefore a 
right to appeal to this Legislature, and demand the same protection which they hud 
recently accord(3d to another settlement of the Crown. It was on these grounds he 
proposed the resolution which he would now rend to them. He had to ask pardon 
for having detained them so long, but yet before he sat down he would mention ano- 
ther argument in addition, to those which he hud urged, which had just suggested it- 
self to iiim. He alleged that this Resolution was in full accordance with the spirit, 
the intention, and the object, of the Acts which gave to the local government the pow- 
er of framing laws. By one of lliose Acts a notice was required, for the Regulation 
must be openly published in the Supreiu«3 (Jourt for twenty days before it was register- 
ed ; arguments Hguiustits Registry on behalf of the people ; had invariably been permit- 
ted. A full Court had unanimously determined thut it was the right of the people 
under tho Act of Parliament to be heard by their Counsel. Two of the present Judges 
had denied that right, but the third had ably contended for it. The question of right 
might therefore he still considered as mooted, so far as it could be by a divided Bench 
opposed to a unanimous one. Still however whetfier the people had or had not a right 
to be heard, thoy had under this act u right to a species of notice. Under the Mpcond 
Act of Parliament they iiad also si right to appeal, and it would indeed be trilling with 
legislation to say, you may oppose a Law when it is made, but you have no right to 

? |ppose the making ot* it. It was therefore that he contended that this Resolution was 
u accordance >viili tlie true spirit of these Acts of Parliament, and this was an ad<li- 
tioiinl reason for its being adopted. He had now detailed to them the circumstances 
in which the commiiiiiry iu India were placed and which to him appeared particularly 
to require the inciisure lie coutuinplated ; he had pointed out to them the arguments 
hy wliicli it could be supported, and he had only to read to them the Resolution and 
submit it to their judgment. * 

“ That this Meeting bearing in mind the circumstances attending the levying of 


against tlie enactnumr of Local Regulations which might by possibility render nuga- 
tory all general securines of property or person and aguinst which they have no means 
or opportunity afforded them of Petitioning or remonstrutiug here oral Home. That ia 
some degree such protection could bt; afforded them by extending to India the Regula- 
tions lately made for other remote Dependencies of the Crown, namely, that every en- 
actment requiring previous sane lion from uiitliority in England should be promulgated 
by the Local Government, a sufficient time before it is sent liuiiie, to enable those whose 
rights or property may be affected by it, to send in Rreprosentations through the [same 
channel, or take such st|ps as they may deem necessary for being fully heaid beforo * 
measures aro finally adopted which may affect their dearest interests.** 

Mr. Dickens spoke t(^the following effect : I rise Sir to second the Resolptiou. 
which has just been inoeed ; after the full, tho clear, and I believe, I speak but tho* * 
iiiiauimouB sense of this meeting, when 1 say — the very able manner, lu jrhicb 
the Resolutiott Uai bsea proposed, and the grounds of it developed sad ex* 
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g lained by Mr. Clarkn, it is not necessary forme to add much in support of it. 

ut 1 am anxious, on such an occasion, to add a few observations on my own part, and 
1 cannot altogether refrain from expressing the pleasure which 1 feel at seeing the 
InhabiCantsof Calcutta once again assembled in a Public Meeting, for public objects 
BO unexceptionable and exercising rights so important in themselves, and which no 
Community has ever exercised with more lAoderation. Let us cast our eyes back for 
a periodfof but two short years, and consider what has been the result of our former 
' exertions. The meeting of the Commercial body in 18^8 and the petition then agreed 
upon has given an unprecedented impulse to public feeling in England, and has brought 
to our aid a most important accession of strength. The meeting of 18ii7 in opposition 
to the Stamp Regulation, was, in that respeu unsuccessful j but there were other 
objects sought by that meeting, and objects of no small importance. It must be in tlie 
recollection of all who hear me that a division of opinion existed upon the Bench res- 
pecting a point of the utmost moment, a pQint on which rights of property to a most 
serious amount, perhaps indeed tbef titles to almost every estate in Calcutta depended. 
1 mean the power of Executors toselltlie lands of their testators for payment of debts. 
It must also be remembered, that though there was a decision of the majority of the 
Bench, in conformity with the usage which had been established and had prevailed 
since Calcutta was a British settlement, yet, there was good reason to fear that that 
decision might not be recognized in future and it became of the first consequence to the 
interest of all the Inhabitants of (Calcutta to obtain a declaration of the law. 'i'hat 
was one of the objects of the meeting of and on that point our efforts were 
crowned with complete success ; on the whole, then we have every reason to regard 
with satisfaction our efforts as a public body. The ends we have sought liave been in 
themselves grave and important, our meetings have been in a singular degree, undis- 
turbed by disagreement or by party spirit, and each instance of sucli success is the 
highest encouragement to preserverancc. To revert to the Resolution now proposed 
for your consideration ; it seems tome one, that as far as it goes, must meet with 
unanimous assent ; surel am, that no one in this meeting will deny that to so much 
security at least, we are entitled. 'J'he only objection that 1 cun anticipate is tliat the 
Resolution does not go nearly far enough, and that we are entitled to much more. 
Such objections I may well anticipate, lor if we look merely to what is desirable for us, 
and not to what is attainable, 1 need hardly say tliat we ought not to consider tliat the 
mere previous promulgation of Regulations which are to have tliobiudiiig force of law, 
is all the security which the inhabitants of Calcutta out to desire or to ask for ; fur be 
from me such sentiments. 1 hold directly the revcirse. I am satisfied that for all 
municipal purposes and for the end of self governiuent, there exists in Calcutta a 
public body in all respects most competent, and when 1 look to our Colonial possessi- 
ons and our Colonial polity in general, and see the powders of Government entrusted to 
bodies not superior in numbers or in intelligence to our own, and in some respects 
from their relative position to large classes of their popiilatiou disadvaiitageouslyisitii- 
nted as compared wuth ourselves, i am but fortified in iny conclusions. 8o much in 
order to obviate misconstruction and anticipate possible objections,! have thought it 
necessary to say. The question however, for this meeting is, not whether it would 
not be desirable to obtain more (w'hich at some time may be obtained) but whether 
wliat we now ask for, would not be an improvement of our condition, and whether by 
asking so little, wo do not ensure its attainment ' There is u'loiher and perhaps a 
weightier reason than all. This resolution is fairly within the spirit and meaning of 
the requisition. On some few subjects beyond it, a difference of opinion may fairly 
exist— and if 1 were to talk of local assemblies or legislative councils, whut more likely 
to create an instant division of opinion, to throw a brand of discord into tlie midst of 
this meeting and to destroy that unanimity which is our strength '1 1 wish to impress 
on those who bear me, my own conviction, that, in confining ourselves to a deinaiid at 
once so reasonable, and so moderate, we are certain of obtaining it ; Isay certain, for 
1 know not whose interest or whose inclination it can be to oppose us. 'J'he local 
Cioverument must desire it, it must tend to remove from them some odium at least, if 
not some responsibility. To the Government at home the same reasons apply, and 
what let me ask is there inoiir condition, so inferior to that of the inhabitants of New 
South Wales or the Cape, that a shadow of a reason can be adduced why we should 
not at leasit have the same protection against mischievous taxation or ill conceived 
^ laws, which they enjoy ' The wliole matter then resolves ksdf into this simple ques- 
tion, will what we seek be an additional security \ any improvement of our present 
condition ? After what has fallen from Mr. Clarke on this head, 1 need hardly 
^ .proceed to demonstrate at length that it will. In the present state of tilings a Regu- 
** -jation is promulgated here afttr it has been approved at h«.mc, aud it is only when 
pron^lgated that we know of its existence, and only then that we can oppose it cither 
bere or ia England. Need 1 aak you Gentlemen, conyersant as moat of }ou axe with 
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politics nnd public business at home, and acquainted with the unyariable springs of 
human action every where, whetlier there is not all the difference in the world in our 
chances of success in England when our representations are ^ade against a proposi* 
tion submitted but not yet acted upon ; or when they are sent home in the shape 
of a formal protest atid appeal, against a^ act dotte, where a minister of the Crown 
stands committed to its approval I In the latter case the weight to be upborne is too 
great and we are unable, (if l«may use tlie expression) to lay hold of our own end of* 
the lever witli sufficient force. In the latter case we have all the benefit of a compa- 
ratively unprejudiced hearing, and we can at least prepare and organise our opposi- 
tion. It is, 1 trust, unnecessary to say^ore, to induce you to support this Resolution, 
but before 1 conclude, [ must advert to a matter having indirect relotion to its subject, 
a thing whicli still dwells in rumour, but which even coming to us in that shape is to 
those who have the strong feeling that I entertain upon it sufficiently important to 
demand notice on this occasion. It is ramoured (and I wish to be understood as 
speaking of it only us a rumour) that there is a scheme not merely in agitation or in 
forwardness, but consummate and complete ; a scheme to improve our condition ; % 
scheme by which we are to have our local legislation carried on, not os heretofore* 
but by a Legislative f'ouucil armed with qiuch more extensive and undoubted 
powers ; a T..egis1ntive Council whether appointed by the Crowm, or the Company 
or the Local Guvernmenl, 1 know not, for nimotir is silent ; but appointed J should 
presume in any manner, but the only mianner nvhich the theory of the constitution 
recognizes, and with which the practice of former times in our colonial institutiona 
invariably agreed. It is rumoured then, that instead of the smallest tinct!ire of self- 
government, the least approach to Representation, tho Judges, of the Supreme Courts 
of the Crown and Company, or some of tliem are to bo introduced iQto<tbia projected 
Council. I state the matter as I have heard it and as a thing if true, far too important 
in its consequences to pass unheeded. The scheme mn-y be warranted by late colonial 
precedents, but such precedents I hold are examples to be avoided not imitated. All 
political theorists, in all times, and under whatever Torm of Government they may 
have written, or whatever form they may have preferred, have agreed, that the com- 
pletest separation of the Judicial from the legislative and executive powers, was that 
which afforded the best security for the impartiality of Justice. Does this need 
demonstration ? Need I tell you, acquainted ns you are with the state of society here, 
tliat in tins country above all other colonies of England the po&«ession of logislotive 
would be the posvscssioii of political power ? The fountain of Justice should be pure 
and sacred from all communication, from wiliiin or from without. But if its stream 
were thus sent to meander through the wide ocean of political adventure who could 
believe that its current would long run pure there, like the fabled stream of old? who 
could say with a Poet’s belief, ^ ^ 

• ** Doris amara suam non intermisceat undam V* 

lio ! those waters would commingle, aild a bitter potion would they afford to those 
who had to drink of them ! 

1 feel strongly ns 1 have said, on this subject, and have so expressed myself, but I 
rejoice that this meeting-shares the same sentiment. I trust that rumour has deceived 
us and that no such plan has been in agiltlion. 1 trust liowever that if it has, it will 
vnt be abandoned, T trust tliat it will go home, and be there rejected, and in such a 
manner as to prevent its future renewal. 

Mr. R. M. Martin said, it is with extreme reluctance that I rise to express my 
dissent to the motion which has been so ably, so eloquently and so energetically pro- 
posed to you by the learned Gentleman (Mr. Clarke,) but I do so under the impression 
that it is wanting in the most essential point uamelv the birthright and privilege of 
every Englishman, THE LIBERTY OF THE PRESS! 

IVlr. (Chairman, the most excellent and talented Gentleman on your left hand (Colonel 
Y'oung) has told us that we are not solely to rely on the good intentions and liberal 
principles ot the present local administration, hecuuse however, favourably disposed 
the Governor General in Council may he towards the Britons established in India, yet 
his Lordship is liable to, (ami already has Lad) bis beneficent intentioas thwarted by 
the controlling Executive^n^ngland. 

We have already seen how the patriotic and statesman -like order of Lord William 
Bentinck ( whereby Europeans were permitted to hold landin India) has met with utter 
condemnation from the C^rt of Directors and their friends and allies the Board of 
Control, how tlien can we he said to enjoy the liberty of free discussion, without viiich 
the present resolution will be effete 1 How can we be certain that the very next dis- 
patch from Leadenhall street, may notcoutaiu a peremptory order to check that liberty 
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we At present enjoy, (by suffercnce alone) and to ;;ag public opinion by stifingittf 
organ in its birth? The learned Gentleman in moving the present resolution has elo- 
quently cited to you tli^benohts of the law as at present in force in New South Wales ; 
where altho’ the Legislative council are numerous, yet no enactment can take place 
without its previous promulgation in the l^ewspapers of the colony for several days 
prior to its registry, and it is asked, why should not the same provisoin against abuses 
be made in India. i 

I must here observe that the illustration thus brought forward by a gentleman to 
whose opinion 1 shall ever yield the utmost deference is not substantially correet, be- 
cause in New South Wales, the freest duett ssioit oi all public acts is peimitted in the 
Newspapers of that col my, bounded by no other laws or restrictions, than those, 
which every good subject acquiesces in, namely those of the constitution of the 
British Empire. Gentlemen, permit me to give you an example of the good effects 
ibl’owing free discussion in the public prinU, as it is in allusion to tlie present motion. 

The Governor of New South Wales being desirous of imoosing a tax of four pence oti 
evei'jf News Paper publiched in the coloney, for the ostensible pnrpost? of encreasingthe 
revences of that country, but with the unavowed intention or checking the spread of 
liberty and free principles among the colonists, the latter instantly protested in lan- 
guage as strong and even vituperative as,any ever used in Englnud against an imposi- 
tion so iniquitous, so oppressive and despotic ; the result of which remonstrance was, 
that the very day the Government Regulatiofi was to be in operation and even after 
the Paper had been stamped, the government announced that the order “ was prema- 
ture and was accordinly suspended.” T ask then, what is the use of the present mo- 
tion, unless connected with the freest public discussion ? Where would be the use of 
posting up an intended Regulation on tbe walls of the Supreme Court, or indeed of 
posting it any where, unless it were permitted to the community at large to discuss its 
merits and descant upon the advantages or disadvantages of the proposed enntetment ? 

I did hope that at a constitutional Assembly of Englishmen, the lirst thing to be 
sought for would be their inherent privilege of canvassing those laws and regulations 
framed by their rulers, but as T perceive that ^le sense of the ]VIet‘ting is averse to 
entering on that question, 1 shall not trespass further on your time than by stating 
my dissent from the present motion, on the ground of its being inutile when uncon- 
nected with the freedom of the Press. 

Mr«CLARKi.'s Resolutiuu was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Bra rso v said that rill the former Resolutions had been carried wdlh such unani- 
mity that be did not anticipate any opposition to the one he w'as about to read which 
was to tills effect. 

“ That a Petition to both houses of Parliament be prepared, embodviiig the sub- 
stance of the foregoing Resolutions, and that the Petitions so prepared be left ftr sig- 
nature at the Exchange and subsequently transmitted by tlie standing Committee of 
Inhabitants to Mr. Crawfurdour general Agent, by the earliest opportunity, with in- 
Ftructions to forward their object with all his zeal and ability, and to place iliem for 
presentation ill the hands of Lords Lansdowne and Grenville, Messrs. Whitmore luid 
Huskisson, or such other Members of either House as circumstances may enable to 
act for us with tbe best elfect.' ’ , 

This Resolution was seconded by Mr. W. C. Hurry and carried unanimously. 

It was next moved by Mr. Palmer, seconded by Mr. PATiiich, and curried unani- 
mously, that a committee be appointed for the above purpose to consist of the gentle- 
inenr who had proposed and seconded the foregoing resolutions. 

llie Committee having agreed upon a Petition it was read as follows, by Colonel 
Young. 

THE PETITION. 

That your Petitioners, British and Native Inhabitants of Calcutta and others, are 
animated with sentiments of loyalty to the Crown, and anxious to multiply and draw 
closer the ties of interest and affection which connect the two countries, by the re- 
moval of those legal ebstructions to the application of Britj^fili skill, capital, and indus- 
try to the commercial and agricultural resources of India, wl ich are no less incompa- 
tible with national prosperity, than repugnant to the laws by which all other Bntisli 
Colonies and Dependencies are governed. Your Petitioners prefer no claims to ex- 
emptions, flours, or privileges, at the expeiice of any cluss or description of His Ma- 
jesW’s subjects ; and seek no otht*r stimulus to tlie adviAicenieut of this country in 
weinth, knowledge, and assimilation in all the elements of public strength and private 
liappineas, than would result from a fair participatioa in the care aud couiideuee of

Your Honorable House must be satisfied from the uniform result of experience in all 
ages and countries, that trade q^rinot be profitably conducted by a Government without 
the unjust and impolitic advantages of a Monop ly ; and that a Government trade inf 
concurrence with that of private Merchants, must not only- be attended with a waste 
of the public revenue, but be liable to come into unequal competition and injurious 
collision with the operations of individuals. These objections have long been acknow- 
ledged to be applicable to tbe Indian trade carried on by the East India Company and 
enforce the expediency of divesting that Corporation, while exercising any of the func- 
tions of Government, of the few commercinl establishments which still remain to them. 


The degree in which their Monopoly of the tea trade contracts the extent of commer- 
cial intercourse with China, and t nh-inces the price of tea, is equally well known to 
your Honourable House. The people of England are thus indirectly taxed more than 
twice as much as they would be directly, if yie trade were opened, and the capital 
stock of the East India Company (the dividenason which are now paid from the extra 
price levied on the consumer) were added to the national debt. Of tlie ships that 
would there be engaged in importing* tea into^ England, some would bring their 
outward cargoes to this country, whence there is at present a difficulty in procuring 
return cargoes but that resource and convenience to both countries is, with mnLj 
others, prevented by the Monopoly. 


The importance of providing reasonable checks on the power of taxation and local 
legislation, when entrusted to an executive Government, can never be undervalued by 
a British Parliament j but your Petitioners content themselves with submitting that all 
regulations requiring the sanction of the authorities in England, should be previously 

S uhlished, so that their representations on matters deeply affecting their interests, may 
e brought under consideration both here and in England, before proposed regulations 
are enacted. 

Your Petitioners therefore pray that your Honorable house will take the premises 
into your consideration, and grant such relief as to your wisdom may appear expedient* 


It was moved by Mr. Bhacken and seconded by Mr. Melville. That the Peti- 
tion now submitted, be approved and adopted.** 

Mr. MiNcriiN, rose and stated, that the duty of bringing to the notice of this Meet- 
ing the next resolution had been allotted to him, and in proposing the thanks of this 
Meeyng to Mr. Whitmore, he mlt so forcibly the importance of the able and success- 
ful exertions of that Gentleman, in behalf of India, tliot he trusted he should 
Imve tho satisfaction of finding that the resolution he had the honor to propose would 
meet with the decided approbation of the Meeting. It had, he said been already re- 
solved, that the Petition which had been read, should be presented to both houses of 
Parliament, but to secure a successful result to that application, they must mainly rely 
on the strenuous and unwearied exertions of the Hon'ble and independant members of 
both houses of Parliament, who have already so ably advocated the cause of India and 
pressed on the notice of both houses the imporiaiire of tlie question which will 
60 shortly bo brought before them on the renewal of the charter ; amongst this num- 
ber, he might justly he accused of ingratitude were lie to forget the name of Mr. 
Whitmore. To him and to his exertions, this country was most deeply indebted, and 
when they consider that the motives which have actuated his conduct iiave been pure- 
ly digioterested and have arisen solely from his anxiety to promote the best interests 
of his country they would be felt assured most cordially agree in the Resolution now 
proposed. 

Tie said it afforded him the highest pleasure to be enabled, on such an occasion as the 
present, to offer bis tribute of praise to the able and indefatigable exertions of Mr. 
Crawfurd. In every case, in which the interests of this country were concerned they 
could rely with confidence on the exertions of that gentleman and feel assured that be 
was ever at his post, read ]f to afford all the assistance and information in his power toP 
obtain. They could ndb but hail, with the highest satisfaction the success of Mr. 
Whitmore's late motion before the hou^, and they know, from the statement of that 
Honorable Gentleman, thf|jt the Munitions of War, the information on which that ap% 
plication was founded ancbwbicli was so forcibly and eloquently impressed on the uousi^ * 
bad been obtained from tbe stores of Mr. Crawfurd. He trusted be should ^ ex- 
cused in offering this tribute of respect to the talents and exertions of Mr. Crawfurd 
whilst bringing forward this present resolution, and as so much time had already been 
expended he would not detain them longer but merely. read the Resolution. 
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'** That the th&nka of this Meeting be offered to W. W. Whitmore, Esq. M. P. for hm 
disinterested, peraevering, able and at length saccessful exertions in Parliament on 
our behalf.” 

This motion was seconded by Mr. J. SmiiCi, and carried unanimously. 

Colonel Young in proposing the following resolution, said that as one of the Trea- 
* Hirers to the funds of the Inhabitants of Calcutta, he fluttered hinoself that both he and 
bis friend Mr Palmer had mniiaged them with some degree of economy. 

** That the Sub^riptioii for the support of our general Agency in England as hereto- 
fore, and for providing for the necessary expcnfos of our Petitions be continued, and 
that the Treasures do use all diligence in promoting the same.” 

This motion was seconded by JMr. Patrick and carri(‘d. 

It was moved by Mr. Pa lmeb, seconded by Mr Bracken, and carried unanimously. 
That the thanks of this Meeting be given t6 the Sheriff for his readiness in attending to 
the wishes of the requisitionists. 

Mr. (Ut.der returned thanks. 

It was nextmoved by Mr. J. Smith, seconded by Mr. Young, and carried unanimous- 
ly. That the thanks of this Meeting be^iresented to the veteran and revered Chairman. 


HINDOO TftEISM. 


Several learned and wealthy Hindoos have recently united in purchasing ground 
situated in the Chitpore Road, and erecting a biiildiiig on it to be a]>;)rupriated to 
religious purposes. The following extract from the Trust-Deed wiiich has been 
executed, is at least curious if not instructive, as exhibiting the tendenev of edu- 
cated natives to reject all the established forms of belief and worship under the 
comprehensive tolerance of a universal Theophilanthropism. 

” Upon trust and in confidence that thoy the said [Here follow the names of the Tnit- 
fees] or the surviors of survivor of them, or the heirs of such survivor, or fheir or his 
assignees, shall, and do, from time to time, and at all times, forever hereafter permit 
and suffer, the said messuage, or building, land tenements, hereditaments and pre- 
mises, with their appurtenances to be used, occupied, enjoyed, applied and ajipro- 
priaied, as, and for a place of Publio Meeting of all sorts and dc^scriptions of people 
Without distinction, as shall behave and conduct themselves in an orderly, sober» 
religious, and devout manner, for the worship and adr ration of the Eternal (Jnsoarch- 
able, and Immutable Being, who is the Author and Preserver of the Universe, bf^tnot 
under, or by any other name, designation, or title, peculiarly used for and applied 
to any particular Being or Beings, by anv man, or set of men whatsoever, and 
that no graven image, statue or sculpture, carving, painting, picture, portrait, ortho 
likeness of any thing shall be admitted within said messuage, building, land tene- 
ments, hereditaments and premises, and that no sacrifice, offering, or oblation of any 
kind or thing shall ever be permitted thereimj and that no animal or living creature 
shall within or on the said messuage, building, land tenements hereditaments, and 
premises, be deprived of life, either for religious purposes, or for food ; and that no 
eating or drinkiug (except such as shall be necessary by any accident for the ])re- 
seiit preservation of life) feasting or rioting, be permitted therein or thereon ; and 
that in conducting the said worship and adoration, no object animate or inanimate 
that has been, or is, or shall hereafter become, or bo recognized as an object of wor- 
ship by any man, or set of men, sliall be reviled, or slightingly or contemptuously' 
spoken of, or alluded to either in preaching, praying, or in the hymns, or other 
mode of worship that maybe delivered, or used in the said messuage or building; 
and that no sermon, preaching, discourse, prayer, or hymn be delivered, made, or 
used in such worship, but such as have a tendency to the promotion of the contem- 
^ plation of the Author and Preserver of the Universe, to «be promotion of chanty : 
morality, piety, benevolence, virtue, and the strengthenfog the bonds of union 
between men of all religious persuasions and creeds ; and also that a person of good 
, •repute, and well known for his knowledge, piety and morality, be employed by the 
^said trustees, or the survivors, or survivor of them, or the Weirs of such survivor, or 
theii^r his assigns, as a resident, superintendent, and for the purpose of superintend- 
ing the worship, so to beperformea as is hereinbefore stated and expressed, and that 
such woiAip be pt):fonned daily, or atlaast as often as once in seven days.** 
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On the 14th January, several Nathe Gentlemen, among whom were Baboos 
Gopee Aioiiun 13eb, iladakant Dt^, Nilrnoney Dey, i»owany Churn Mitter, 
and others, waited by appointment at Government ilouse, to present the fol- 
lowing Petition to the Right Ilonoiable the Governor General. His Lordship 
received them in the Council Chamber.^ 

To the Right Honorable Lo d William Cavendish Bentincky G. C. JB. and 
G. C. IL Governor General of India, Sfc, <Sjrc. 4'c- 

Mv Lord, — We, the undersigned, beg leave respectfully to submit the following 
Petition to your Lordship in Council, in ^nsequeiice of having heard that certain 
Persons taking upon themselves to represent the opinions and leeiings of the Uiu- 
duo InhabiiHuts ot Calcutta, have misi% presented those opinions and fceliugs, and 
that your LonUhip in Council is about to pass a Resolution, loundod ou such eiro* 
aeous siatenienta to put a stop to the practice of perforiuing Suttees, uii interterence 
with the Religion and Customs of the Hindoos, which we most earnestly deprecate 
and caniiot view without the most serious alarm. 

Witii the most profound respect for your Lordship in Council, We, the undersign- 
ed Hindoo luhabituuts ol the City of Culcuttu, beg leave to approach you in order to 
state such circumstances us appear lo us necessary to draw the attention of Govcrn- 
ineut fully to ilie measure lu coiitemplatiufi, and the light in \yhich it will be regard- 
ed by the greater part ot the more respectable Hindoo populutiou ot the Company *a 
Territories, who are earnest in the belief, as well as m the prolessiun of their religion* 

From time immemorial, the Hindoo Religion has been established, and in propor- 
tion to its antiquity has been its lulluciice over the mindsof its followers. In no reli- 
gion has apostucy been muie lare, and none has resisted more successfully the fierce 
spirit ol proselytcism which animated the tiist Muhoiuedun Conquerors. 

'J'hat the Hindoo Religion is founded, like all religions, on usage as well as precept* 
and one when immeuional is held equally sacred with the other. Under the sanction 
of inunemorial usage as well ns prfeept, Hindoo Widows perform, of their own accord 
and pleasure, uud tor the benelit of their Husband’s souls and for their own, the 
sacrihee ol sell-iminolatiou called Suttee — which is not merely a sacred duty but a 
high privilege to her who siucerely believes in the doctrines of her religion — and we 
humbly submit tliat any iiiteiierence with u persuasion of so high and seif-annihi- 
lating a nature is not only an unjust and intolerant dictation in niutiors of conscience* 
but is likely wholly to fail in procuring the end proposed. 

Even under the first Musselman Conquerors of llindostan, and certainly since this 
country came under the Mogul Government, notwithstanding the fanaticism and 
iutolerauce of their religion, no interference witli tlie practice of Suttee was ever at- 
tempted. Since that period, and for nearly a Century, the power of the British Go- 
vernment has been established in Bengal, Behar and Urissa, and none of the Go- 
vernors General, or their Councils, have hitherto interfered in any manner to ths 
prejudice of the Hindoo Religion or Customs ; and we submit that by various Actn 
of the Burhauient ot Great Britain, under the authority of which the Honorable Com- 
pany itsell exists,- our religion and laws, usages and customs, such as they have ex- 
isted from time immemorial, are inviolably secured to us. 

We learn with surprize and grief that, while this is confessed on all hands, the 
abolition of the practice of Suttee is attempted to be defended on the ground that 
there IS no positive law or precept enjoining it. A doctrine derived from a number 
of Hindoos who have apostatized from the religion of their forefathers, who hava 
defiled themselves by eutidg and drinking forbidden things in the society of Europe- 
ans, ond are endeavouring to deceive your Lordship in Council by assertions timt 
there is no law regarding Sitftee practices, and that all Hindoos of intelligence and 
education are ready to asaeiR to the abolition contemplated, on the ground that the 
practice of Suttee ia not authorized by the Lawa fundamentally established and ac- 
knowledged by all Hindoos as Sacred. But we humbly submit that, in a question so 
delicate as ihe interpietatioxi of our Sacred Books* and the authority eof our religioua 
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usages I none but Pundits and Bramlns, and teachers of holy lives, and known learn* 
ing and authority ough^ to be consulted; and we are satisfied, and flatter ourselves 
with the hope, tliat your Lordship in Council will not regard the assertion of men 
who have neither any faith nor care for the memory of their ancestors or their reli- 
gion: and that if your Lordship in Councir will assume lo yourself the dijficult and 
.delicate task of regulating the conscience of a whole .people, and deciding what it 
ought to believe and wliat it ought to reject, on the authority of its own sacred 
writers, that such a tusk will he undertaken only after anxious and strict enquiry 'and 
^tient crasultation with men known and re^renced for their attachment to tho 
Hindoo Religion, the authority of their lives and their knowledge of the Sacred 
Boo^ which contain its doctrines ; and if such an examination should he made sa- 
fisned we are confident that your Lordship in Council will find our Statements to be 
correct, and will learn that the measures will he regarded with horror and dismay 
throughout the Company’s dominions us tlie signal of an universal attack upon all 
we revere. 

We further beg leave to represent, that the enquiry in question has been already 
made by some of the most learned npd virtuous of the Company’s Servants, whose 
memory is still reverenced by the Natives who were under their rule, and that Mr. 
Uurreii Hustings, late Governor General, at the request of Mr. Nathaniel Sinitli, the 
thenChairman ol the Court of Directors (thrf former being well veiaed in many parts 
ot the Hindoo Religion) having instituted the enquiry, was satisfied as to the validity 
©t the Laws respecting Suttees — that a further and similar enquiry was made by Mr. 
Wilkins, who was deputed to, and accordingly did proceed to Benares, and remain 
there a considerable lime in order to be acquainted with the religion and customs in 
question, that his opinion was similar to that of Air. Warren 1 fastings; and that 
this opinion was since confirmed by Mr. Jonathan Duncan, whose zealous and excel- 
lent administration in Benares and other parts of Hindoostan, will long be remember- 
ed by the Natives with gratitude. 

In the time of Lord Cornwallis, some of tho Christian Missionaries, who then first 
appeared in tins country, secretly conveyed to the Council some false and exagge- 
rated accounts of the Suttee practice, and first advanced the assertion that it was not 
lawlul--His Lordship in Council after enquiry, and by the assistance of Mr. Duncan» 
was satisfied of its lawfulness, and was contented to permit us to follow our customs 
as before. 

^ In the time of Lords Moira and Amherst, a number of European Missionaries, who 
came out to convert Hindoos and others, renewed their attack upon this custom ^ 
and by clamour and falsely affirming that by compul ive measures Hindoo women were 
thrown into the fire, procured the notice of Government, and an order was is^ied re- 
quiring Magistrates to take steps that Suttees might perform their sacrifice at thSr plea- 
sure, and that no one should be allowed to persuade or use any compulsion. On the 
concurrent reports of various Gentlemen, then in the Civil Service, that in all instances 
which had come under their cognizance, the Widows wont to the funeral piles of 
their deceased Husbands cheerfully, these Goverpors General were satisfied, and no 
further interference was attempted. ^ 

The qualified measure last adverted to, did not answer the object proposed, and it 
proved (as we humbly submit) the impolicy of interference in any degree with mat- 
ters of conscience. 

The fact was, that the number of Suttees in Bengal considerably increased in 
consequence within a short time,— and in order to ascertain the cause, a referenco 
was made to the Sudder Dewanuy Adawlut, who could assign no satisfactory cause 
to account for it. Though it might, perhaps, have occurred to gentlemen of so much 
experience, that the interference of Govei.mient, even to this extent, with the prac- 
tice, was likely, by drawing to it the attention of the Native community in a greater 
degree than tbrmerly, to increase the number of votaries. 


From a celebrated instance relating to Suttees that we immediately hereafter beg 
>)eave to cite, your Lordship in Council will find, that 0n the occasion alluded to, no 
other good was obtained by on attempt to prevent tbe W&low burning with her de- 
ceased Husband than that religion was violated, and to no purpose a Suttee. In the 
time of Lord Clive, his Dewan, Rajah Nobkissen, end^^nvoured to prevent a Widow's 

S erforming the sacrifice by making her believe that haer Husband had been already 
ornt. and when she discovered that she had been deceived, offering her any sum 
.of money that might be required for her support as a recompense, but nothing would 
.satisfy her— she starved herself to death. His Lordship then gave orders that no one 
shquld be allowed to interfere with the Hindoo religion or custom. 
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' Independent of the foregoing statement, your Lordship in Council will see that your 
predecessors, after lont; residences in India, having a complete knowledge of the 
laws and customs of Hindoos, were satisfied as to such laws, and never came to a 
resolution by wliiph dftvout and runsrientious Hind>'os must be placed in the most 
pdinful of all predicaments, and either fnaego, in some degree, their loyalty to Govern- 
ment, and disobey its injunctions, or violate the precepts of tlieir'Religion. 

Before we conclTide, we beg to request your impartial consideration of the various 
Acts of Parliament passed from time to time since the reign of Ilia Majesty Georgn 
the Third, and , which have ever sinc^ been strictly preserved. The substance and 
spirit of which may bo thus summed up. viz. that no one is to interfere in any shape 
in the religion or the customs of Hindoo subjects. I'liese Acts, conceived in the 
spirit of the truest wisdom and toleration, were passed by men, as well acquainted 
fit least as any now in existence with our Laws, our Language, our Customs and our 
Religion, have never been infringed by the wisest of those who hove here ad- 
ministered the powers of Government, and we trust will he preserved for tlie future 
as for the past inviolated constituting as they do a most solemn pledge and charter 
from our Rulers to ourselves, on tlie preservation of whicli depend rights more 
■acred in our eves than those of property or fife itself -end sure we are that, when 
this most imnortant subject has been wefl and maturely weighed by your Lordship 
in council, the Resolution which has fifiled us and all faithful Hindoo subjects of the 
Honourable Company's (Government with concern and terror, will be abandoned, and 
that we shall obtain a permanent security through your Lordship's wisdom against tJic 
renewal of similar attempt. 

And your Petitioners shall ever pray, &c.

After a conference on the subject of the Petition, His Lordship delivered 
the following reply ; — 

The Governor General has read with attention the Petition which has been pre- 
flonted to him : and has some satisfaction in observing, that the opinions of the Pun- 
dits, consulted bv the Petitioners, confirm the supposition that widows are not, by 
the religious w’ri tings of the Hindoos, commanded to destroy themselves ; but that 
upo» the death of their liusbonds, the choice of a life of strict and severe moralitv is, 
every wliere, expressly oflfered : that in the hooks usually considered, of the highest 
authority, it ia commanded above every other course ; and is stated lo be adapted tp 
a better state of society 3 such as, by the Hindoos, isbelieved to have subsisted in for* 
mer times. 

Thus none of the Hindoos are placed in the distressing situation of having to dis* 
obey either the Ordinances of the Government, or those of their religion. By a virtu- 
ous life a ffindoo widow not only complies at "once with the (Laws of the Government 
and with the purest precepts of her own religion, hut affords an example to the exist- 
ing generation of that good conduct which is supposed to have distinguished the 
earlier and better times of the Hindoo people. 

The Petitioners cannot require the assurance, that the British Government will 
continue to allow the most complete toleration in matters of religious belief ; and 
ft at to the full extent of what it is possible to reconcile with reason and with natural 
justice they will be undisturbed in the observance of their established usages. But, 
Borne of those, which the Governor General is unwilling to recall into notice, his 
predecessors in Council, for t)ie security of human life, and the preservation of sociflft 
order, have, at different times, fouD<^ it necessary to prohibit. If there is any one 
which the common voice of all mankind would except from indulgence, it is surely 
ftat by which the hand ofiasoriis made the instrument of a terrible death to thff 
mother who has horn 04 him, and from whose breast he has drawn the sustenance of 
his helpless infancy. 

' Tlie Governor Generid has given an attentive coMideration to all &at hav beeiL , 
urged hy the numerous find respectable body of Petitioners : and has thought fit to 
make this further statement, in addition to' what had been before expressed ass tlie 
seasons, which mhii^mind,- have made it an urgent duty of the British Government 
to prevent the usage ia support of which the PeUtioa hsa been preferred : but if tho 
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Petitioners should still be of opinion, that the late Regulation is not in conformit^r 
witli the enactments of tlie Imperial Parliament, tliey have an appeal to the King in 
Council, which tlie Governor General shall be most happy to forward.

HINDOO CONGRATULATORY ADDRESS. 


To the Right Honnrable Lord IVi/liam Cavendiah Bentinck, K. C. B. and 
G. C. H, Governor GemraLin Louncily Fort William, 

Mv Lord, — With hearts lUled with the deepest gratitude and impre«sod with 
the utmost reverence wo the undersigned Native Inhabitants of Calcutta and 
its vicinity beg to be permitted to apiltoach your Lordship to offer personally our 
Jiumble but warmest acknowledgments Kir the invaluable protection which your 
Lordship’s Government has recently affordedcto the lives of the Hindoo Female part 
of your subjects, and for yuur humane and successful exertions in rescuing ns, for 
over, from the gross stigma hitherto attached to our character as wilful murderers 
of.females and zealous promoters of the practice of suicide. 

Excessive jealousy of their female connections operating on the breasts of Hin- 
doo Princes rendered those despots regardless of the cojiimon bonds ol society and 
of their incumbent duty as protectors of the weaker sex, in so much that with a 
view to prevent every possibility of their widows forming subsequent iittachments, 
they availed themselves of their arbitrary power and under cloak of religion in- 
troduced the practice of burning widows alive, under the first impressions of sor- 
row or despair, immediately after the demise of their husbands. This sy&'xmi of 
female destruction being admirably suited to the selfish and servile disposition of 
the populace, has been eagerly followed by them in defiance of the most sacred 
authorities such as Oofmaisiiuds or the principal parts of the Veds and the 
Bhugvud Geeta, as well as of the direct commandment of Munoo the first and tho 
greatest of all the Legislators conveyed in the following words. “Let a widow 
continue till death forgiving all injuries, performing ^^uste re duties, avoiding every 
sensual pleasure, &c.” (ch, v. v, 158 ) • > 

While in fact fulfilling the suggestions of their jealousy, they pretended to jus- 
tify this hideous practice hy quoting some passages from authorities of evidently 
inferior weight, sanctioning the wilful ascent of a widow on tlie flaming ])ile of her 
husband, as if they were offering such female sacrifices in obedience to the dictates 
t)f the Sbastrus, and not from the influence of jealousy. It is however very fortunate 
that the British Government, under whose ^-protection the lives of both the males 
and females of India have been happily placed by Providence, has, after diligent 
inquiry, ascertained that even those inferior authorities, permitting wilful ascent 
by a widow to the flaming pile, have been practically set aside, and that in gross 
violation of their language and spirit, the relatives of widows have, in the burning 
of those infatuated females, almost invariably used to fasten them down on the 
pile, and heap over them, large quantities of wrood and other materials, adequate to the 
prevention of their escape ; an outrage on humanity which has been frequently per- 
petrated under the indirect sanction of native officers, undeservedly employed for 
the security of life and preservation of pence and tranquillity. 

IlTmany instances in which the vigilance of the Magistrate has deterred the 
^native officers of Police from indulging their own iiiclina^on, widows have either 
made their escape from the pile after being partially burnt, ^r retracted their reso- 
lution to bum when brou^^ht to tlio awful task, io the mortifying disappointment 
of the insti^tors ; while in some instances tlie resolution to die has been retract- 
i-?d on pointing out to the widows the impropriety of thqjr intended undertakings 
and 0^ promising them safety and maintenance during life, notwithstanding the 
aevere reproaches liable thereby to be heaped on them by their relatives and 
frieuds. 
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In consideration of circumstances so dis^nceful in themselves and so inoompa* 
tihle wiib the principles of British Rule, jour Lordship in Council fullr impressed 
with the duties requirni^ of you hj justice and humnnitj, has deemed it incumbeut 
on you for the honor of the British naina to come to the resolution that the Uvea 
of your Female Itincloo subjects should he henceforth more elficiently protected ; 
that the heinous sii^of cruelty*to Females may no longer be committed and that the 
most ancient and purest svstem of Hitidoo religion should not any longer be set 
at nought by the Hindoos themselves. The Magistrates in consequence are, w» 
understand, positively ordered to execute the resolution of Government by all pos* 
Bible means. 

We are, my Lord, reluctantly restrained by the consideration of the nature of 
your exalted situation from indicating ouF inward feelings by jiresenting anv va- 
luable olfering as commonly adopted on sneh occasions, but we should consider 
ourselves highly guilty of insincerity and ingratitude, if w'e remained negligently 
silent, when urgently called upon by our feelings and conscience to express pabliclv' 
the gratitude we feel for the everlasting obligation you have graciously conferred 
on the Hindoo community at large. We, laowever, are at a loss to find language 
sufficiently indicative even of a small piytion of the sentiments we are desirous of 
expressing on this occasion. We must therefore conclude this address witli en-' 
treating that your Lordship will condescendingly accept our most grateful acknow- 
ledgments for this act of benovoleiice toa*ards us and will pardon the silence of tho8» 
who, though equally partaking of the blessing bestowed hy your Lordship, have 
through ignorance or prejudice omitted to join us iii this com'mou cause.

REPLY TO THE HINDOO ADDRESS. 


It is vory satisfactory to me to find, that according to the opinions of so many 
respectable and intelligent Hindoos, Nie practice which has recently been pro- 
hibited, not only was not required by the rules of their religion, but was at 
variance with those writings which they deem to be of the greatest force and- 
autliority. Nothing but a reluctance to inflict punishment for acts which might bo 
consciehtiously believed to be enjoined by religions precepts, could have induced; 
the British Government at any time to permit within territories under its protection 
an usage so violently opposed to the best feelings of human nature. '1 hose who 
present this address are right in supposing that by every nation in the world, ex- 
cept the Hindoos themselves, this part of their customs has always been made » 
reproach against them, and nothing so strangely contrasted with the better featureflk 
of their own national character, so inconsistent with the affections which unite fa- 
milies, so destructive of the moral principles on which society is founded, has 
ever subsisted amongst a (People, in other respects so civilized. 1 trust that the 
reproach is removed fb^ ever, and 1 feel a sincere pleasure in thinking that the 
Hindoos will thereby be exalted in the estiioation of mankind to an extent inqpme 
degree proportioned to tlie repugnance which was felt for the usage which has nAm 
•eased. * ^ w

My Lord, — We tbe undersigned, the Christian Inhehitanfs of Calcutta, hpg 
leave to offer to vour Lordship our warmest thanks and con^ratulatione on the pass* 
in;; of a Regulation for suppressing the inhuman practice of burning Hindoo 
Widows on the funeral piles of their deceasetMiusbands — immolations which outrag- 
ed the tenderest feelings and strongest ties of nature, and which had too long been 
t|he reproach of this country, and tbe astonishment of other nations. We enter- 
tain no apprehension, that an act of bennvolence which will for ever be comniemo«« 
yated, as one of the proudest events in your Lordship's administration, and as one 
of the most signal blessings which have yet been conferred on India, sanc’tioned 
8S it is by the pravers and applause of the most enlightened among our Hindoo 
and Mahomedan fellow subjects, can be misconstrued into a disposition to in- 
fringe the established principles of toleration, or to^ deviate from that candid and 
indulgent respect for the religious and civil rites, usages and customs of all classes 
of t|;ie Native population, which we trust *^wi]l ever continue to be an attribute of 
the British Government. 

We rather cherish a confident expectation, that it will be esteemed a pledge of 
the cordial interest, which their rulers take in their happiness, and of their willing- 
ness to extend to them, the various advantages which flow from useful knowledge 
and equal laws. 

While British Supremacy at length prevails undisturbed over this vast Empire, 
the objects which remain to occupy the cares, stimulate the ambition, and illustrate 
the history of Government, are the means of securing the stability of that Empire by 
promoting the civilizing arts of peace, the spread of education, the prosperity of 
agricultural, manufacturing and commercial industry, and the improvement of 
judicial and administrative institutions. In prosecuting such enterprizes your Lord- 
ship'will ahravs command our earnest wishes for their successful accomplishment, 
and in whatever it can be most beneficially applied, our humble but zealous co- 
operation.

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MEETING OF THE CREDITORS OF MESSRS. PALMER AND CO. 


[from the BENOAItllURKAKU AND ClillONlCLE, JANUARY 5.] 

. It is with great regret we have to announ ce the suapension of paymenta, by Messrs# 
Palmer and Co. of this City. Various rumours are in circulation in regard to the causes 
of this unfortunate event ; but we havb reason to conclude it ia connected with soma 
heavy demands on the firm from England, the existence of which, it was apprehended, 
might prove prejudicial to the interests of its constituents generally ; and it was deem* 
ed more fair and just to stop payment, with the view of making a rateable dividend ok 
the assets, and which, we are led to believer are very considerable. 

However unfortunate this event, we certainly consider the measura adopted more 
worthy of the parties than any temporary relief, by the appropriation of the securi* 
ties of the house to any separate creditor. 

We also understand that very extensive aid was available, but fenra were entertain* 
ed that such aid would have been ultimately rendered ineffectual, and that as the aa* 
sets of the house were greater at the prefent moment than they were likely to be at a 
later period it was better for all concerned to take the present step. It is supposed 
that under the management of Trustees the house will be enabled to wind up its oon* 
ccros with comparatively much less loss than might be expected. 


[from the BENGAL UURKARU AND CHRONICLE, JANUARY 7,] 

A Meeting of the Creditors of Messrs. Palmer and Co. took place at the Exchange 
Kooms, on Wednesday morning the 6th .laniiary, at 10 o’clock, for the purpose of 
considering tlie propriety of petitiouing the Judges of the Supreme Court for thO 
appoiutinent of certain persons to act as Assignees on behalf of the Concern. 

'fhe Hon’ble Sir Charles Metcalfe, Bart, having been called to the Chair, the Hpn’bla' 
J. fJ. Elliott, addressed the MeeUng in explanation of the course he and Sir Charles 
Metcalfe had adopted as Joint Attomies for the firm of Messrs. Cockerell, Trail 
and Co. of London, who were creditors of the late firm of Messrs. Palmer andCo* 
to the extent of about ^’400,000. 

Mr. Elliott stated that his doing so was a matter of duty to those who had appoint- 
ed him tlioir Attorney ; to Messrs. Palmer and Co. and to the Creditors of that firm, 
in consequence of reports which he understood were in cirotilation that Messrs. Pal- 
mer aiprl Co.’s failure w^as occasioned by the steps taken by Messrs. Cpckorell, Trail 
and Co, to obtain remittances to such amount as would reduce the debt to ,;£\Sd(),lXX) or 
Security for such amount as would reduce it to ^200,000 the credit to which Messrs* 
Palmer and Co. had been limited. 

To effect this object, it appears, Messrs.. Cockerell, Trail nnd Co. had sent out to 
Sir Charles Metcalfe and the Hon’ble Mr. Elliott u power of attorney and letter of in- 
structions, in consequence of which Mr.JSlliott had waited on Mr. Palmer to consult 
with him on the subject. 

This interview led to a correspondence w^hich Mr. Elliott held in his hand hut did 
not read, the Meeting preferring that this course should not be adopted. He stated the 
substance of some of the letters, from which it appeared that Messrs. Cockerell, Trail 
and Co. had been in the Jiabit of making large consignments of ffoods to Messrs. Pal- 
mer and Co. and not being satisfied with tlic manner in which the returns were made 
they had desired, as a measure of precaution, to associate a Mr. Spier with Mesars* 
Palmer and Co. as a joint Agent or Consignee. 

One Letter from Messrs. Palmer and Co. to Sir Charles Metcalfe, and Mr. Elliott 
stated, that previously to the receipt of the letters informing them of their appoint- 
ment, they (Palmer nnd Co.) had been engaged in large shipments of Goods for tpe par- 
tial relief of their excliange account, (these shipments were detailed) thatnot leaa than 
ten lakhs would have been tiie amount of the shipments by tlie early ships of tbn 
season, even had they be#n unacquainted with the measures taken by Messrs. Cocke- 
rell, Trail and Co. That the Attorneys must be aware that s House so much dependent 
upon credit in the place, could not stand against proceedings which affected that cre^t. 
That they ( Palmer and Co^ had no apprehensions arising from the confidence and 
discretionary powers given to Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott as Attorneys, but 
that the letter written to Mr. Spier, was oblonlated to do them barm, ■ as well by the 
discioaing of distrust as by the instructions themselves. That tliey therefore sent » 
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copy of tbeir letters to Mr. Spier on the subject, in which they had refhsed to abide 
by the conditions prescribed. That if the interference of the Attorniesor Mr. Spier’s 
measures should in anyway endanger the credit of the house, they would be ujfide^ 
the necessity of reBiimiug those funds and property to mef t the crisis, which they 
might otherwise send home to their friendeiiin London : on this account tliey could not 
say to what extent they would be made during the season. 

Messrs. Palmer and Co. admitted the fair pretension of Messrs' Cockerell, Trail and 
Co. to hold security for th^* sum due to them beyond 00 and stated that they 

had it in their power to grant it. But as their letter to them contains a menace ofdis- 
bonoring the drafts they might have drawn intermediately, should they be heavy 
(which they had been) they could not in justice to their general Creditors make over 
any property until they knew the issue, which they expected to he sufficiently appriz- 
ed of when their Mr. G. Prinsep’s letters^o one of the Partners of Messrs. C. T. and 
Co. dated the 16th of May, should have been received. 

The Securities that Messrs. Palmer-^nd Co. proposed were Indigo Factories to the 
extent of ten lakhs and a claim on Mr. Brownrigg exceeding five Inks which they were 
prepared to satisfy the Attorneys, wag in existence, if they were desirous of investi- 
gating it and which claim arose out of bad debts to the amount of about 30 lakhs created 
whilst he was in the house. ^ 

■ Some further correspondence took place in which the Attomies agreed not to inter- 
fere with themannerof conducting the sale of the goods belonging to Messrs, (’ockerell. 
Trail and Co. then in Messrs. Palmer andCo.’a Godowns, provided other matters were 
adjusted and the sales were so conducted as to render the property equally secure to 
the Consignors as under existing arrangements, but expressed themselves dissatis- 
fied with the securitv offered for the amount of their delit in excess to ^^200,000, in- 
asmuch as thev could not recognize, as an available security for Messrs. C. T. and 
Co. the sum stated to be due to Messrs. Palmer and (7o. by Mr. Broivnrigg, now a 
member of the former house. 

Messrs. Palmer and Co. also required, that the Attoroics ahould agree to a restitu- 
tion of such sum as might exceed ^2(y),()00, out of the proposed securities, sliould 
any of their Bills in England be dishonored : this Mr. Elliott stated was agreed to, as 
the Attomies were only instructed to effect a reduction to that sum. 

Thus matters appeared to have stood on the SOtli Dec. : on the 2d Jan. (Satur- 
day) Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott received notes rpque.sting .tlAu’r attenrlunce 
nt a meeting of the friends of Messrs. Palmer and Co. to he held the next morning at 
Messrs. P. and Co.’s office. At this meeting they attend i;d and Mr. Elliott declared 
that neither Sir Charles Metcalfe nor himself had, pb-eviously, anv idea of the proxi- 
mity of the distressing event which occurred the next morning, nor were they • aware 
of the nature or object of the meeting. 

Mr. Prinsep presented to the Gentlemen present at that meeting a stotemont hr 
which it appeared that it would require immediate assistance to the extent of 26 nr 30 
lakhs of rupees to enable the house to proceed. This sum, it was stated, the differ- 
ent houses might probably be disposed to advance rather than Messrs. Palmer and 
Co. should be ruined, provided Sir Charles J^etcalfe and Mr. Elliott as Attornius for 
Messrs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. would forego the .security demanded by fhem; and 
consent toils appropriation as a security for the sum to be advanced by the Calcutta 
House. 

Mr. Elliott stated that before Sir C. Metcalfe and himself could consent to do so, 
they required an assurance that the houses w'ould do wdiat was proposed. He was 
induced to make this stipulation because be had heard some of the gentlemen present 
express doubts on the subject. Sit Charles Metcalfe and himself were in consequence 
requested to retire. 

After two hours Mr. Smith of the bouse of Fergusson and Co. came out to them 
and stated that the Commercial Gentlemen present had come to the resolulion that it 
wasquite impossible to afford the relief necessary to continue the existence of the 
house. Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott then re-entered the'rooin, where they wej'e 
told that the state of the house was such as in the opinion«of many of the gentlemen 
present to render its ultimate failure unavoidable : that as prudent men, therefore, on 
this ground alone, some of them could not consider themselves as w'arrunted in ud- 
▼a^cing the money required. ^ 

l^condly. That the house had already committed an tt&c of insolvency by sending 
froX) their door on the evening preceding, a bill which was over due and thnf under 
thqse circumatances there was a doubt whether, iu law, Che securities which could ba 
giraa woidd be of any avail. 
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• Thirdly. Th;tt tli«*re lind boeii mention made by Mr. Prinsep, of the possibility of 
th() return of cortniti bill», under protest, a supposition which was founded on* some 
expression in one of the letters from AJessrs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. ( whicJi how- 
ever, had not been produced) and tJiat some of the Gentlemen*of the iMeeting had ap- 
prehensions on this point, apprehensions which other Ai embers as well as Sir OHarlea 
Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott, endeavoured to Overcome by a statement of their own con- 
viction that whatever necessity might occasion, no such intention could have existed 
as was plainly showA by the appointment of Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott as 
Attorneys. 

]\Tr. Elliott then stated that upon thcsdetermination of the gentlemen present being 
thus made known to Sir C. M. and himself. Sir Charles exclaimed “ Good God! 
cannot this calamity bo averted by any sacrifice on our parts V* the answer was, No f 
it cannot ; as prudent men we cannot advance the money and without it the house 
must stop. * 

INlr. Elliott then appealed to the meeting to say whether in the proceedings of 
Messrs. Cockerell, Trail ajiid Co. which had been conducted by himself and Sir 
( Miarles Metcalfe there appeared any thing which could he supposed to have led to the 
failure of the house. He asserted that such was in reality not the case. 'J'hat he ap- 
pealed to those Gentlemen who attended Meeting and many of whom he saw be- 
him, to say whether he had staled the proceedings and sentiments of the Meet- 
ing fairly ; if he had not done so, that he hoped they w'ould correct him should he 
have unintentionally misrepresented any thing ; but, that if he had not misrepresent- 
ed the case, and if the Gentlemen who were present and to whom he looked for a con- 
firmation of what he had said, did so confirm it ; he put it to the Meeting to decide 
whetlier Messrs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. and Sir Charles Metcalfe and himself ns their 
Agents, liad not been laid under a moat cruel and injurious imputation for which no 
just ground existed. 

Mr. Smith spoke in confirmation of the correctness of what had fallen from Mr, 
Elliott, and declared that lie had never seen, nor could he even conceive it possible 
for any Gentlonieii to have acted with greater kindness or more delicate coiisideratioa 
towauls all parties coucenied, than Sir Charles Metcalfe and the Hoii’ble John Elliott 
lias done upon the occasion adverted to. He for one had no hesitation in expVessiog 
his own conviction, that the immediate stoppage of the firm of Palmer and Co. had 
become inevitable from the pressure of other difliciilties, even had no such Power of 
Attorney ever boon executed, and this he believed to be the reason why the Gentle- 
iiieii present hud declined making the required advances. 

IMr. Bracken deemed it scarcely necessary for him after what lios fallen from Mr. 
•Smith, to state his entire concurrence in that gentleman’s report of the fair and con- 
siilenre conduct adopted by Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott, on the late uiifortu- 
uato event ; but lie thouglit it right to make a few observations regarding the decision 
which the mercantile gentlemen were reluctantly compelled to form, on the applica- 
tion from Messrs. Palmer and Co. 

It was on Saturday the 2d January, that several gentlemen from the Agency Houses 
ntteiided at their office, and Mr. Priiisep placed before them a poper purporting to ex- 
hibit the assets and obligations of the h^isefor the ensuing twelve months. 

By this tliere seemed a deficiency of about thirty Lac of Rupees, but Mr. Prinsep 
informed tbeiri there was a peculiarity in their present situation, inasmuch as Messrs. 
Coekeiell. Trail and Co. had sent out Powers of Attorney, authorizing Sir C. Met- 
calfe and Mr. Elliott to call upon them for security on account of their London Ex- 
change Account to the extent of 20 Lacs of Rupees or to make early reroittimces to 
the amount of about 15 Lacs. 

JMr. Prinsep added, that the T.ondon House had intimated that they might be under 
the necessity of returning bills drawn on them from Calcutta. ^ 

After considerable discussion during Saturday, the meeting was* adjourned until 
Sunday morning ; and Sir C. IM. and Mr. E. were, at the suggestion of some of the 
jMficantile Geiillomen, invited by Messrs. Palmer and Co. to attend. ^ 

At this meeting, it was deemed improbable, with any hope of ultimate success, to 
afford the relief j|pliciteuf; and he understood the majority were influenced. 

1. By the fear that return of bills would necessarily destroy the credit of^the 

Hou:;e, and render unavail^g the assistance required. • 

2. That by the wording of a clause in the Insolvent Act, it appeared doubtful -irbe- 
ther the security to be pledged for the money advanced, might not be rendered iava- 
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lid, wore the house to stop payment within a certain period ; and indeed whether an 
act tlidt had occurred had not already vitiated any instrument of the kind alluded to. ’ 

3rd. Without the operation of tliese causes whether the failure could have beed . 
long postponed. * 

In the first reason Mr. Bracken stated tlmt he did not participate, as he nerer be« 
b'eved Messrs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. intended to protest the hills drawn on them. 

Mr. Brown addressed the Meeting with reference to and in confirmation of what 
had fallen from Mr. Elliott and ftlr. Smith—but w-e wore unable to catch his meaning 
as much noise prevailed at the time— he spoket^'n alow tone and we were behind him 
at the time. 


Mr. Hogg after an eloquent speech, to which wo are unable to dn justice, conclud- 
ed by proposing that die Meeting do forthwith decide on the names of those they 
wished to be appointed Assignees.

Those who were pryent accepted the office and all tlie creditors present signed th# 
Petition which was immediately forwarded to the Court. 

The petition of the Creditors Jiaving been presented to the In.solvent Court, the 
Chief Justice remarked, that he considered the number of As.signeos mentioned in the 
list handed to him was inconvenient, and the Court had in consequence thought it ne- 
ces.sary to liave it reduced to thirteen ; he was glad however to see, that a selection 
had been made with a view to the interest of the different classes of creditors. 


The name of Mr. Palmer appeared at the head of the list, and the compliment, ob- 
served his Lordship', (with much feeling) thus paid him by the creditors, was most 
ilatt<u’iug, hut there was a legal objection to his becoming one of tho Assignees j it was 
in fact making an sssignnient from himself to himself. 

With respect to Huggoo Ram Oossain, he was the head Banian of the House, and as 
in all probability the Assignees ivould find it necessary in the discharge of their duties 
to h.ivc recourse to legal proceedings, he would bo the person most likely to render 
them all material information, but if ho were appointed one of the Assignees lie would 
be made a IMaintiff, and so would be incapacitated from becoming a witness. * 

Mr. J, W. Hogg was an officer in the Supreme Court, and as he had tho conducting 
or rather superintendence of all Equity proceedings, his name should be left out. His 
Lordship, after a good deal of desultory conversation had taken place on the duties of 
the Assignees, remarked that they should be particular in investigating the effects of 
the firm and sending in the certificate, as unless it appeared that there were available 
assets to the amount of half their debts, the Co irt would be unable to give the petition- 
ers the relief contemplated. 

It was ordered that the Common Assignee together with tlie Petitioners should as- 
sign to the undermentioned Gentlemen who have been appointed Assignees by the 
Court all the Esta te and Effects, which was done accordingly.

Host’s lionorablemoRtion ot' n nnme always revered, but viowmore so than ever, rraa 
received by those present at the meetinsc. We fenr to wound lijs feelings by the ex* 
pression of our own sentii^ents or by publishing those of our correspondents who have 
addressed iis on the subject, but ns we are still more fear! . 1 1 that our entire silence may 
bemisoonstrued, we think it our duly to jftnte that there waSbut one feeling at that 
meeiing— that there is, we hear ayd beliovc. the same feeling elsewhere, aild that it is 
of sucli a character as*to defy language to give expression to it. 'fhose who set a pro* 
per value on the good opinion of the pnblie, be they ever So IvSalthy, would readily 
Ipveaii their worldly possessions if tliey ^iiUl purchase the fair fame of that man, who 
in his pecuniary misrortime still holds the highest place in the public estimation. 

I’liere are many Avealthy and powerful men in Calcutta who are generally respected 
and esteemed— but there is one man to whom all look tvith affection and veneration ; 
for whom all would be Jiappy tosuftbr, iftheif sufferings could serve him ; and who in 
tiiis instance will have ample proof that a great and good man is even more beloved in 
his adversity than in the very meridian splendor of his prosperity. 


fpROAI THK BENGAL IIUBRARU AN1> CflRONTCT.F., FEBRUARY 

We have much pleasure in informing our ^renders, that a large proportion of the 
principal Native Creditors of the firm of Palm ku anu I’o. a'?sembled at tlieir Office 
on iSuuday the :ll8t January, to urge tli^ members of that firm to resume the con- 
duct of tlieir affairs. Sir Charles Metcalfe and several other European Creditora 
were present. 

After discussing various plans it was agreed, that the Creditors should petition the 
Court for permission to the above effect, stating their Avillingness to allow six years 
for til ' discharge of all claims, iu full with .0 per cent interest ; the fiiRt instalment 
to take place on the :31st January 1833, at the rate of 2.") per ct-nt per annum. 

Sir Charles Metcalfe gave it as his opinion, upon the statements produced, that a 
less term than eight years would not he sufficient ; but as the Native Centlerneii 
pressed iJie shorter term and some Avho had subscribed thereto had left the room, 
signed the paper submitted by them in the fblJowiug terms: 

** I consider this proposal, if practicable, to he highly advantageous to the credi- 
tors of ISIessrs. Palmer and Co. and I subsciihe to it ns a creditor on rtiy own part 
and ns far as is in my power on the part of Messrs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. hut na 
it seems most probable that the plan aviII not be practicable, 1 further subscribe in 
the capacities of creditor and agent for Messrs. (>ockcreU, Trail and Co. to the follow* 
ing terms : 

Interest at 5 per cent per annunf to bo paid anniinlly. 

On tlie 31st January, 18:53, 2,5 per cent, of the principal. 

On the .31st January of every following year, 1.5 per cent. 

Ill eight years all debts to be paid.'' 

The partners, who all attended, declared their confidence of iuccess if allowed the 
longer period, and tlieir readiness to devote themselves to the service of the Credi- 
tors even under the limitation of six yd&rs, which favourable contingencies might 
render sufficient.

THE KING against RAJKISSORE DUTT for forgery, before MR« justice BYANt 

• 

28th December, 1829, 

The Indictment contained twenty-four counts, in which the prisoner HajkisE^oro 
Dutt w'as clinrgLMi, with having on the 23d of /une 1829, forged and counterfeited B 
Promissory Note of the United Company, No. 688, dated 1st of October 1826, for 10,000 
rupees, in favour of Messrs, Mackintosh aud*Co, signed by authority of the Governor 
General in Council by E, MoUmy, ylrtt% Secretai'y to Government, with intent to de- 
fraud Elliot Macknauqhten and the United Company ; and with issuing it knowing 
it to be forged, with intent to defraud the same parties. 

The circumstances which led to this indictment as stated by counsel were princi- 
pally these. In the latter end of 1826 or beginning of 1826, a new Bank was esta- 
blished in Calcutta called the India Bank, the partners of which were said to be, tho 
prisoner at the Bar, Rajkissore Dutt, and a person named Raja Buddinath Roy. 

In 1828, IMr.E. Macnaughten had deposited with him, by the prisoner, Government 
Securities, upon a loan, to the amount of 40,000 rupees. 'The term of the loan having 
expired it was renewed in June last, when a further advance of 10, 0(X) rupees was 
added and then the Company’s Paper, the subject of the present indictment was 
deposited as security. 

A number of notes of tho Honorable E. 1. Company’s Paper, alledged to be forged, 
were produced by the Counsel for the crown, the whole of which had been found ia 
the prisoner’s possession. 

Three Papers for sicca rupees IQ.OOO each, marked 688 of 2495 of 1825*1826, marked 
C, A wnd D were put in evidence before the court. C was said to be genuine 
and A aud D forgeries. Abed been deposited with Mr. McNaghten, for the loan 
of sicca lupees 10,000. D with Major Campbell of the Artillery, and C was paid 
into the hands of an oAicer of the Supremo Court, in a case, in which Rajkissord 
Dutt was defendant, which papers were all /ac similes, 

Gooroopersaud Bose who has held a very responsible situation in the Bank of 
Bengal since 1814, swore, that^he knew Itie prisoner at the bar, and when he first knew 
him he the prisoner was in the habit of buying Horses and Carriages at auctions, and 
selling them ; this was about six-years since ; cannot say whether or not his dealings 
were extensive, lie subsequently earned on the business of a merchant, and witness 
heard that the prisoner purchased a vessel ; within the last two years he carried on 
the India Bunk. R:ija Buddinath was ostensibly thd prisoiiers’s partner. The Bunk 
was carried on by Dwarkenath JMitter, who conducted Rajkissore’s business. 

This witness proved Messrs. Dorin and Glass’s signatures to nine papers said to be 
forgeries. Both gentleman he said had filled the officn of Secretary to the Bank of 
Bengal. Ho believed all to have passed through the Bank. He also proved Mr. Holt 
Mackenzie’s signature to some of them. 

The witness believed the signatures of Mr. Holt Mackenzie, Mr. Morley, Mr. 
Secretary Prinaep and the vY . O. (for VVilliuin Uxborough, the gentleman who examines 
the Company’s Paper ingtho Accountant General’s Oliice) to be correct. 

. Wituess stated himself to be well acquainted with Company’s Paper, as he bss n 
great deal to do with it iu kis situation iu the Bank of Bengal, and that ha raads and 
writes English. f 
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Mr. Ozborough the Head Assistant in the Accountant Generars Office swore, 
that when the Company’s loan was opened in there were during a pressure for 

about two years, twenty men employed m “ filling up” Company’s Paper, not more 
than eight of whom could sit in the room with him, and that he could not say whether 
one Gourmobun Chuprassee, who is intho Accountant (xeueral’s Office, was' ever em- 
ployed in filling up the notes. 'I'he Government Paper used to be sent to the Go- 
vernment Secretary in a box to which there used to key, (ai?d when there was a 
key to the box it u'a«/s/it in it) by a Peon, who delivered it to the Jemadar of the 
Peons. There w*as no list kept of the number of Papers, which were sent to the Secre- 
tary to sign* Sometimes only one or two wert sent and sometimes 10, 20 or SO to- 
other. The box remained for several days at the Secretary’s Office, and then the 
JPeon was sent to see if the papers had been signed. Mr. Oxborough added, that Mr. 
Melony’s siguaturo on the paper marked A, said to be a forgery for Rs. 10,000, 
appeared to him genuine, and he woul<l pay money on it, if he had cash of Mr. 
Molony ’s in his hands. 

Mr. Huttman, the printer of the Company’s Paper looked at A D and C ; and said 
he should pronounce C (the Paper said to be genuine) as not having been printed by 
him, and A end 0 decidedly not. He stated that the form, for the Company’s Paper 
has been altered about three times sirfte he became the printer of it, viz. in 1833. 
I^me might have been printed in 1834 in anticipation qf the five per cent, loan, ” X 
judge that they were not printed by us from the appearance of the type and discre- 
pancies in the head line. A discrepancy may bo occasioned bv the drawing out of a 
letter in the printing and by its being improperly placed again.” 

** I received no instruction from Mr. Wood as to any words or letters. Since July 
1839, we have accounted for the paper but not previous. The Godown Sircar gives 
out as much paper as 1 mark copies on the proof ; all that he gives out does not go to the 
Treasury as there may be a few bad sheets.” 

Mr. Huttman added, that, The persons who attend at the press migkt, it was possible, 
introduce a few sheets into the heap and take them out when printed* 

Mr. Morley the Accountant General, thought it impossible, that interest could hava 
been paid on the Government Papers A, C and D, and said that interest had only been 
paid on one. 

H« also stated that at the opening of a Loan the Sub-Accountant General had a greafe 
deal to do with these papers. 1 may have had forty at once ; th^jcemay be sometiinea 
two or three hundred at once by accumulation, i have no recollection of ever having as 
1 supposed signed all papers in the registry, or ofthe«^fagree Moonshe bringing one or 
two bock saying that 1 had omitted to sign them. 1 do not remember its ever having oc- 
curred, but 1 do not say it may not have occurred ; my mind is free from any remem- 
brance of it. 1 should hope I have been always very careful in business. 1 should 
think the word to has been generally printed but 1 attach no weight to that. Mr. 
Oxborough keeps the blank printed forms. A, C and D bear the Company’s water 
mark. Thin paper is sent ou^ for the general purposes of the offices in Calcutta. I'his 
is the endorsement of interest on tlie back of both these papers as paid. 1 cannot say 
on which pf them interest has really been pnid^ Looks at A, C and D. On these 1 see 
three receipts for the payment of interest, with my initials. 1 cannot say on which of 
them interest was paid. 

Govenunent allowed Mr. Oxborough to receive payment of one rupee for searching 
the registry. 

The registry was in sheets sew'ed together, and if the person who keeps them was 
to abstract a aheet and place another instead, the most vigilant attention would nut 
detect him. 

Mr. H. T. Prinsep one of the Secretaries to Government stated, that he was Acting 
Secretary during the whole of the time of the new loan. In consequence of com- 
plaints, 1 had a piece of paper on which the hour was written in pencil at which the 
k. papers left the treasury to procure my signature. The duftree brought them to me in 
his hand. 1 cast my eye over them, looked at the number and amount. 1 cannot 
recollect having ever signed a note which had not been' signed by the Treasury 
officers. 1 may have done stu They were generally sent to me in the evening. 
1 sighed them whenever they came. I did not give or requif^ any receipt for the uum- 
"ber of papers. The duftree kept the.key of the hoz^ 1 was one moruiug augry because 
it walopen. 
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I remember sending a paper back to the Accountant Generars Offieb bteton tlie 
name of a person was spelt wrong. 1 do not remember sending back any other. * . 

To many of the papers* Mr. Prinsep could not Swear positively to his signature, iit 
fact he was not quite certain as to any. t 

Mr. Oakes the Deputy Accountant General, looked at the Company’s Papers marked 
A. C. and D. and said that the signature.* to them appeared like his, but t^collectinfr 
the checks of office » he thought, that he could not have signed the three notes ; he did not 
know however which was his signatiirf nor which was the Sectetary’s. Mr. Oakes 
stated also that the Company’s Paper went from the Treasury in an opelk box to the 
Secretary and remained till he signed them ; that he did not know what check the Se- 
cretary had to prevent him from signing two notes of the same number. He would pass 
in the course of business the signatures affiiPed to the several notes ‘.those of Mr. Mot- 
ley, Mr. Mackenzie, Mr. Prinsep, and Mr. Molony. The registry which is tlib prin- 
cipal check, and where all the papers are entered is first composed of or, twelve 
large sheets of paper, which are afterwards bound together in a volume. 

Mr.R.Udney, Assistant to the Aceountant General stated, I have been sizyearaand 
a half in the Treasury. I Was assistant tilf August. In one or two instances when 1 
have as I supposed signed all the pupeA brought to me wkh the Registry, the nativU 
has returned to me saying, 1 had signed the Registry but omitted to sign all the paperi. 
I applied to the Accountant General to know if 1 should sign them and he said 1 might 
do so. ( Loohs at his signature to eight pnjpers.) I should have passed these as my sig- 
nature hut looking at one, I think there is some difference in that of Mr. Dorin but I 
should have passed it. I think he should be better able to^idge of his own signature 
than I am. 1 also see Mr. Glass’s signature on them and should pass it as his. 

I have said, that after I had signed as I supposed all the papers, one has been brought 
back to me ; this did not occur frequently. I never signed three copies of the same 
paper in one day. 

Mr. J. Oorin said, I was for a long time in the Treasury: I know the prooeedings 
there well. 1 have seen very great alterations in the Company’s printed notes. 1 
have liud notes in my possession of a very indifferent kind of printing. 1 cannot tak^e 
upon myself to say whether the covenanted officer may not have, through the impro- 
per conduct of a clerk, signed two notes of the s.'ime number and aikiottlit. I can- 
not say but that I may have signed duplicate notes. If 1 found the note and the 
section (or Register) unsigned, I signed both, 1 have frequently sbeii the section 
uear^ filled up when brought A me by Mr. Oxhorough. He is generally much^in 
advance of the officer who signs ; this is when a loan is first granted. Th^re is nothing 
to prevent the abstroc- tion of a leaf and the substitution o^f another. 

Mr. Molony, Deputy Secretary to Government, stated^ 1 am the last of the Govern- 
ment officers who sign, 1 never sign without seeiug that oil the other officers have 
signed. L have signed .50, (30 or 100 papers a day. The papers were generally brought 
to me by my Duftree. I suppose he received them at the head of the stair-case 
from the Accountant Generars Peon. *lu the first instance there was no fized time 
for their coming. In consequence of complaints of delay, I ordered, that when the 
papers were brought tliey should be laid in my view on the table under a weight ; 
before that 1 believo they were not brought into the room as soon as they came. They 
were never brought to me in a box, always in the Duftree's liand. 1 have signed !S{00 
in a day *, they seldom come more than once a day, except under special circum- 
stances ; there was no list or inventory came with them, 1 gave no receipt for the bos 
or the papers, 1 did not return them with any list to the Treasury 

1 considered the signatures of the other officers as my voucher, I took no note of 
their numbers or dates. 

1 wrote my signature rapidly ; the signature would vary according to the number of 
the papers. 1 began to sign at the top of the heap and they were withdrawn by a man , 
as soon as signed, another paper would be placed on the top of the former one before 
the Ink was dry. I 

Mr. Beeby said, I kn^ the prisoner, lie was never employed by us, we 
bad some transactions wifli him. I have been exomined at the police. Rajkiseore Dutt * 
and Dwarkenath Mitter called at uiy office 5 or (3 years ago and proposed priliting 
Bilk of liidiog or any other Uttle jobs, i desired w to bring me i muster which 
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Dwarkenauth Mitter did after<rards; I considered the printings so inferior that I did 
not employ him. ^ 

X look at these papers. These four have the signature of Mr. Prinsep, I always 
look at the signatures of the Governme%t oiht^ers before I take Company’s Paper. 
I should as amerclianc have taken all these papers; 1 know that Knjkissor is not a 
good penman. 1 never saw him write any tiling b^t Jiis namu. The specimen of 
printing was so bad, that I would not employ him even for printing Bills of lading. 

Mr.^ Holt Mackenzie Secretary to Goverrilnent deposed. The pape s are brought 
to me in a box by my duftree; som times in his hand. 1 have signed several hundred 
iu a day, I sometimes begin at the top. sometimes at the bottom, I always looked at 
the aignafuies of the other odicers ; that was my warrant. 1 have signed 100 at once. 
If I could not sign them all in one day tHey have remained with me for some days^ 
% S or more. 

I'h:. ,jiiiiting was not always in the present form, it has been altered since the Inst 
5 per cent, loan, 1 have seen papers about which I had no suspicion printed carelessly, 
tliat is lightly. 'I'wenty thousand may have been struck off since this new form 
was adopted. Had these papers been prosentediu the current business, more espe- 
cially if there had been a press of business, I should have signed them ; there is 
nothing in the printing which would have made me stop. 

Mr. C. K. Robison, a magistrate, said, that he detained the prisoner when brought 
to him on his warrant, from the oOth July to the dih August, in a room inside his 
own in the police office, that he forbad any person having access to him ; that he docS' 
not believe the prisoner was tu'o days uithout food, while shut up in his room, and that 
the Attorney of Rajkissore Uutt, necer applied for leave to see him. That there is no 
Btanding order at the police office to prevent persons seeing their friends whilst under 
conffoement there, and that Rajkissore told him he came forward to tell the whole 
truth and exculpate every one else. 

Serjeant Major IMaCan swore that the Prisoner's Attorney did apply to Mr. Robison, 
to sec Rajkissore, that lie was in the room and heard it. That the prisoner was confined 
in the Town Guard and not in tlio room as stated by M. Robinson. 

The principal part of the deposition of Rajkissore Dutt at the police was as fol- 
lows I— 

** Prisoner’s Examination, Hook at ten papers marked from A . to K. Promissory Notes 
of Government, They all bear my signature and wer^^depo^ted by mo with various in- 
dividuals. These ten papers are not genuine, they are all forgerii s. Tliey werh fur- 
nished by Tsser Chunder Budder. The name of Holt Mackenzia was written by User 
Cliunder Budder ; he also forged the signature of hlr. Morley niul others. 1 was in 
the habit of getting a genuine paper, and he brought me ns many copies as 1 wished. 
I’lio writing in the body w’as executed by him. He ilid tliU at his house. Thc3<* pa- 
pers ai-e all copies of genuine papers which belong, ed to Biuidin.ith Roy ; the origin.ils 
belonged to me, and 1 renewed them in the name of BuiMinath Roy, because he 
became a partner. I mean a partner to tlic Bank of India. The leccipts for interest 
are all fictitiousi and are copies of what weie written on the {M-iuiine poper. The 
signature of Buddinath Roy was written by User Chunder lludiler 1 did not see him. 
After getting these papers I used them as deposits. All tlusc ton papers have been 
signed by me. User Chunder Budder shared with me in the profits. No one else 
did; my son-in-lnw' di«l not, he was manager of ni\ business in tlie Rank, and Sliip- 

g ing clerk, he got 100 Rs. per month. It was chiefly through him that 1 carried on 
usiness. Besides these papers now before me, there are five or ten lacks elsewhere. 
These are all in different person’s hands. The genuine papers are also deposited, 1 
particularly look at three papers with the signatures of Mackintosh and Co. The 
genuine papers are pledged. Buddinath Roy signed the genuine paper, ond laser 
Chunder copied the others. I redeemed the others and also the genuine note before 
interest was due, so as to draw it myself. The certificates are not forgeries. I found 
that the first two or three papers that went to the Treasury escaped detection. 1 look 
at thirty other papers from L to 1 and B to Q ; they are not genuine notes ; they are 
copies of different notes wdiich 1 have had. 1 do not know where the genuine papers 
are<Aowr, I uttered the whole of these as loans ; they amoin.t to four lacks and ninety- 
four thousand six hundred rupees. The same User ChunUer Budder executed all 
tbedi forgeries. The first endorsements are all forgeries, the subsequent are all 
geauine. luer Chunder Budder executed the signature of Mackintosh and Co.” 
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' Besides these ten end the thirty papers mentioned, there nre from fire to ten papers 
more, nil foqerics, in the hands of different individuals. 1 do no^ think there are mors 
than fifty hltogether. • 

On liis third examination of the same da^SJst July, at the police, the prisoner stat- 
ed “ I decline answerin:; any further questions, what 1 stall'd before was not true*** 

Bissenchunder IMtttre, an Accomplice, FW’ore that the prisoner’s son 'in-law, 
Dwarkenaulh Mittre and a IMr. Graham wl i was transported, used penernlly to write 
the signatures to the forged papers, thaU there was a press at which these papers were 
printed at the Rada Bazar, at Rajkissoren^utt's office. 1 have seen papers printed there 
similar to this. 1 dout know where this paper was printed. 

1 have seen the paper pome fresh from the press, 1 have seen 10, 20, 30 damped 
for the puipose of being printed, and as msny were printed off* in a day : the person 
who printed them delivered tliem to Rajkisson* Dutt, who on receiving them, fold(*d 
them up, put them in his box, and took them homo. Graham and Uwai:kenaulh 
IVlitter filled tliem up and wrote the indorsements on tliem. I have seen this done 
both at tiie office and Rajkissorc Butt’s housi^; Mr. Grulinm only was at tJie ofiice. 
\Vlien I say filliug up, 1 mean the body of the note ; when this was done the durwans 
used to he present sometimes ; there was n# particular time for it. flurry Sing and 
two otliers, Durwans were present. Gtahaui and Dwarkenaiitli used, to make tho 
indorsements for the interest ; Rajkissore was present some times, at others he was 
not. I do not confine myself to the indorsements for interest but to every thing 
which w'as on the back of the original, be it what it may. The signatures used to be 
obtained from the treoaury, previous to the filling up. 

The body was filled up before the signatures w ere obtained ; Dwnrkenauth after- 
wards wrote the signatures of the officers. Rajkissore Dutt may have been present 
on some occasions ; uheu we uent suddenly in, v e urre presnii* Those signatures of the 
Govenimeut Officers w ere made by Dw’arkeiiautli : sometimes he used a glass with a 
light placed under it, but affei he got the coinniand of his hand, he wrote wiUiout the 
aid of a glass. I’he part of the paper to which he used the light w'aa botli for the in- 
dorsements, and the signatures of the Governnieni officer.., but ulien he got the com- 
mand of his hand he did so no longer. 1 have deposited tliis paper myself anil seen 
entries in the hooks to that efi'ect, 1 cannot say that I have taken the paper which I 
buw so filled up to tlie Treasury to he examined by Mr. Oxborough. I think it wms 
bad, because they gave me a letter with it : there would have been no occasion to 
give a letter had it been good. Bissunuuth and Mookeem were the two printers. 
India Bank Notes and checks were also printed there. 'I'here were three presses, 
two iron and one wooden. The^hree pre.sses wTro in two rooms. ITie press for the 
India.Bank Notes, was kept in tlio same room as the press at which tlie Company’s 
Paper w'as printed. 

On his cross examination the following evidence wrns elicited with regard to Gour- 
mohun Cbuprassce, who is stated to be employed under Mr. Oxborough in the treasury. 

1 abscondt'd from Calcutta. I came and gave myself up, and a person has been 
rewarded, Bammobim Dutt ; lie is a kinsman and a friend of mine. Rammohun had 
spoken to^ Mr. Calder and then came A lue and said, 1 wms a poor man and it would 
be very right to give myself up ; he has taken pains to make me give myself up 
and thLi-efore he got the lew’ard. My younger brotlier had presented a petition to JMr. 
Calder, and he said, if 1 would state all that w'us true, it w'ould he for my benefit ; on 
seeing Mr. Culder’s order, wdiieli was shew'n to me at iny house, 1 gave myself up, ex- 
pecting 1 w’ould not I’H proseeuted if 1 told what was trin*. 1 told all the truth before 
tlie magistrate, and 1 answered such questions as he put to me. I have s.iid to-day, 
that I have set’ii Mr. Graham fill up, and Dwarkenauth wrile the Secretaries’ names. I 
have said so to the mag’strates. 'I'liey used first to take a parcel to Gourmohnn 
t huprassec, wlio after keeping them 10 or l.‘> duvs used to bring them ba6k. signed. 

J have seen him take them a -, ay and bring them buck, f Jiave seen him take 20 or 40 
lit a time. I have seen him doit more than ouce or twice ; so often that 1 cannot tell. Ho 
Uficd to do so previous to the hi'st tw’o years, hut siiiee, has not done it so fiequently. 
During llu* last two years, He may have taken papers in this manner ;> or (> times and 4 
or f) ar a time. 1 cannot state witli precision the latest period at which ho took them 
away. £ have been so,* employed for 4 years from a period of 4 or 5 mouths after 1 
entered his service. 

Rajkissore Dutt, did nof at first admit into hi.s confidence ; he told me these were 
papers which he had printed for Boyd and Beeby and for Bagshaw and Co. and thJila- 
)a. 1 did not then know Company's Paper, i afterwards did know it* 1 used to ba 
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tometim^s ftt the office till 2 o’clock in the morning. I saw them print these papers 
three months after 1, joined Rajkissore. Three months after I joined his service he 
CMUsedme to give a ilond to Thamia DeSouza, I brought money from ten or twenty 
places, where money was to be borrowed, but when I told Rajkissore Dutt, I was a 
poor man and should get into trouble, wli^n it was found what was going on, he told me, 
not to put my name to any Paper which had not beej examined^by Mr. Oxborough. 

1 had not charge of the papers which were brought by Gourmohun ; they took them 
and delivered them to me as they thought proper. 1 have said Gourmohun was in tlie 
habit of taking away papers and bringing thein, but I dont know that papers were pre- 
pared at Riijkissore’s in the manner in which 1 have stated, but there w'as a person of 
the name of Isser Rudder whom 1 w'ns told used to do so. 

Sir E. Ryan in suming up thus observad, ns to the checks at the Treasury. Gentle- 
men, I now come to comment on that part of the evidence wliich is called the 
checks, as to these papers which the officers of the Treasury say arc forgeries. Tlie 
first examination of the paper is by a native; WQ have no account of the manner in 
which it is conducted except by Mr. Oxborough, for that native is not called. The 
whole check depends on this, that the genuine paper, the genuine certificnte, and 
the registry are sent up to the officers al^tlie time tliey grant a new paper, which the 
native dijftiee places before them ; a false oee may be made, these papers may both 
be forged, and 1 think the conclusion, that it is impossible to obtain duplicate papers, 
cannot be safely drawn. You have not these natives before you, it is singular they 
were not called hut you arc not on that account to suppose that any thing wrong 
occurred. It is for you to consider whether there is evidence that there are such 
checks as would prevent the possibility of throe copies of the same paper issuing 
at once from the Treasury ; froin the evidence of Mr. Balstain, and Mr. Morley, it 
is impossible that interest could be paid more than once. 

His Lordship commented at great length on the evidence of Mr. Prinsep, and the 
jury retired at nine o’clock and returned a verdict of Guilty of uttering a forged 
paper knowing it to be forged.” 


THE XING against raja bitddinauth roy, for FonnERY, before tin. justicb 

RYAN AND A SPECIAL JURY. 

IQth January 9 1830. 

The defendant was indicted for n misdemeanor, in having on the 26tli of February, 
1829, forged, and put aw^ay knowing it not to be genuine, a certain alledgcd Govern- 
ment security Mo. 3699 of 182,5>26 for 20,000 sicca rupees ut 5 per cent, interest, with 
intent to defraud Archibald Golloway and the United Company. 

He was also charged with having forged a receipt for interest on the back of the 
paper, purporting to have been paid by a set of Bills upon the Court of Directors. 

The indictment contained 48 counts. 

The Raja, the Advocate General said in his opening speech, w’as a man of rank and 
of great fortune, and much looked up to in society, lie soinetimo since joined Riijkis- 
fiore Dutt in the establishment of the India Bank. Up to that period Rajkissore Dutt 
was a man of low rank and poor circumstances and until his connexion with t)ie Rajah 
he W'as not admitted into the society of respectable natives. From this period he rose 
to opulence, but wliat was more extraordinary lliis Bank was established, not fop 
commercial speculations, but for the ; nrpose of facilitating the putting away of falsa 
Company's Paper ns security for loans raised. 

The Jury would be told by witnesses, that immediately after the establishment of 
this Bunk, the system of forgery began. Presses and types were purchased, and a per- 
son of the name oflssurcliunder Bndder w^as found capablcuof imitating and forging the 
necessary signatures, but he was not found sufficiently expert and w'as soon succeeded 
by the defendant, and here he (the learnd advocate) would di'iw their attention, most 
p^ticularly, to one circumstance which he considered of vast importance. Rajkissore 
Dull was unable either to speak or write English, in this r%)ect ho was illiterate, hut 
An (he contrary the Raja was a man of education, and could both read and write English^ 
If not in a manner which could do credit to an Englishman, at least in a manner which 
IKonatiteof this country need be aaliamed of; he Wrote and read in a manner not un^. 
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lieeoEiing nn English gentleman. 'I'liey soon picked up a man named Dwarkenauth 
Aiitter, and here he would tell the Jury, that this man hod become an Informer, and 
that a great part of the circumstances of the case would be narrifted to them by him } 
that liis evidence must be deceived and credited with cau'iou. That he was an accom^ 
plice not to be believed without cuniirmatioi^, but if he was conhrined in part by other 
witnesses, he was entitled to beliei in all his evidence : ii credible. For if it wer^ 
otherwise Informers vvould be ct' no use ; if it were necessary to conGrm the entire 
of their statement by other testimony, then, he accomplice would be useless } this waa 
tlie law, and if he was misstating it, he w^ in the judgment of the court. 

The Advocate General said, that Dvvarkenauth Mitter would tell the gentlemen of 
the Jury, that for a long time, this system of forging was carried on by him and 
others, with the assistance of the Raja. That the press was used and these ialse pa- 
pers printed off, on Sundays and others days,*wben offices were generally shut, and no 
persons went to the Rank. That when Rajkissore Dutt and others weVe present, he 
waa called upon to affix the necessary signatures to these papers. That the defendant 
was in the habit of selecting tliose sufficiently well executed to avoid deteclion; and 
carrying them away with him and destroying thereat. 

hlr. H. T. Prinsep was colled and examined; his evidence was of the same nature^ 
as tliat given on the former trial. • 

Duarhfnavth Miiter Examined.— 1 know the defendant. I first became acquainted 
with him five or five and a half years since through Rajkissore Dutt, whose son-in- 
law 1 am. 1 remember the estahli^hment of the India Rank. ; the defetidant nnd Kaj- 
kisBore Dutt were the partners ; two other names were used but were fictitious. 1 
was employed at the Bank ; that, and the house of Rnjkissore Dutt and Co. were one 
concern. 1 knew Issur Rudder, first about 5 years ago ; he was a servant of the 
house of Kujkissore Dutt and Co.; he was never employed in the Bank nor for the 
Bank. 1 was employed in the Rank during its entire continuance. My duty was to 
call upon different gentlemen, collect, pay and receive money ; write letters, and 
execute other commissions. There was a press in the house for the printing of notea 
and other purposes. 'Diere wer<^ two or three presses ; the others were used to*print 
Company's Paper and Rills of Lading. 1 first knew of Company's Paper being print- 
ed, about 4 years, since. Two persons were employed to print the Company's Paper 
(Rissonauth and Mookeel) on Sundays, or such days as offices were usually shut. I 
and Rajkissore Dutt and others were present at times. This practice continued up to 
the time we absconded. When the Company's Paper was printed (1 speak of at 
first) the names, and other things used to be copied from an original paper. Issur 
Rudder used to do it He was dilRiharged and then J, Mr. Graham and Bistochunder 
used tb do so. Mr. Graham, 1 have heard, has been transported ; he wrote such 
names as 1 was unable to write. Bistochunder wrote the Persian, Bengalee, and 
Kaugree names. 1 wrote tlie names on the face of the paper, and to the receipts 
for interest. I'his was carried on to a great extent. Rajkissore and others have been 
present when 1 w'rote the names. The defendant used to compare the copy with the 
original, to see that both were alike. W hen 1 wrote the signatures, 1 did so to 
many papers and they w'ere then filled iin. Those that be, the defendant, found well 
done he put aside and destroyed the rest. They used to be left with Hajkissore Dutt. 
1 used to fill up the blnnks, and when required they used to be carried out and 
pledged. I, Rissonauth Chaukerbutty, Muddoosooden Seit, and Bissonauth Mitter^ 
used to pledge them by orders of Rajkissore Dutt. 

The Bank and the House were one. 'I he defendant had a 12 anna share and Roj- 
kissore Dutt the other 4 anna share. I'he funds were procured from the defendant 
and the original papers purchased with bis funds. 

I have had the use of pen, ink and paper in the Jail to write the name of the- 
Deity. I could write all these names on the Papers in a room by myself but not 
here, my hand would tremble. 

Crm-emmined. I cam^ from the Jail this morning where I have been for two or 
three months, 1 went there from the police, and was brought to that place from Boite- 
pore. 1 could nut copy# Mr. Pearson’s signature unless I learned it. Ishurbudder 
taught me to write these names, 1 practised under him foi five or six months. 1 leai]^- 
ed five signatures. 1 did nog write the letters CM DAG and ENTD CP well ; not to 
my satisfaction. 1 was apprehended at Boitepore by Mr. Harvey’s people, 1 had b^n 
gtiilty of aU these evil nets, and 1 fied for my life. 1 am willing and my conscience^ 
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would allow me to gii^e evidence ngninst others to save myselff ns long as it was the 
truth I told. I never had a v\ish to tell an untruth on onlh, lhad a wiali to tell the 
truth always ; the i^hole truth without reserve. 1 did jiot wish to give evidence 
against my father-iii-luw as it was not proper, and 1 spoke to Mr. Pearson and to the 
court, and I was let go down fiom theMvitness box at his trial. From the time I 
thought of giving evidence 1 intended telling the whole truth. 1 was told I would be 
allowed to give evidence after 1 had been 6 or 7 da^fs in Jail. *I was told so by my 
elder brother. Mr. Calder’s people were sent up the country for me. On my way 
down 1 met a servant of mine at Sulkey. 1 niet no Bramins on the way wdio came to 
me from Calcutta. Issur Chatterjee cooked tor me in the Jail. 1 got a message from 
my servant who met me on the Sulkoy road. 1 know that I will not be here excused 
for perjury, whatever 1 may be excused for that I have confessed. 

The first conversation lhad about confdbsing, was with my elder brother ; Rajkissore 
Dutt w’as present. 1 sent for my brother and said, T have got into this disaster. Jle 
said, What is to be done ? 1 said will you see if i cannot become a hing’i evidence,'^ ? 
i knew wliat H King's evidence was, for in a former case Parbutty Churn Bose was 
admitted King’s evidence and got oflk He came back and said he had spoken to Mr. 
Collier who had promised to speak to Mr. Pearson. At first 1 intended to give evi- 
dence against Rajkissore Uutt. Mr. Collier told him that Mr. Pearson said, if I 
could write all these names and give evideifce to that effect, ho would speak to Go- 
vernment and get me off. I said if I was excused from giving evidence against Raj- 
kissorc Dutt I would tell the whole truth. I know it w'as expected that 1 should 
prove that these signatures of the officers in the 1 reasury w^ere forgeries, or rather, 
that 1 should tell all I knew. The understanding with Mr. Pearson was, that Rajkis- 
Bore Diitt’s trial sliould come on first, mid I should not be examined except on trial 
1 heanl there was evidence enough against him without me. My elder brother first 
fipoke to me about the signatures of the officers ; he told me that Mr. Collier said tha 
Advocate General could not believe me unless he saw the signatures, and then he 
would endeavour to got me admitted as King’s evidence and if he could not, he would 
not show them at all. 1 was to get off by writing these signatures. The Sheriff came 
to me with a magistrate at the police* 1 did not then w^ite the names from appre- 
hension ; the promise was subsequent. ()ue day while I was at the police, Mr. Calder 
and the magistrate asked me to sign the names of these officers. Neither Mr. Calder 
nor Mr. Robinson asked me to write these names ; after 1 got the communication from 
Mr. Pearson 1 wrote the names and sent them to the magistrate. 1 wrote them looking 
at a paper of SOO sicca rupees which my elder brother had brought me. I could have 
done so by guess. 1 wrote the names of Holt Mackenzie, H. T. Priiisep, R. Udney 
and C. Morley ; all were not on the paper before mq. 1 had a notion of Mr. Macken- 
zie's signature but no copy. When I sent theso signatures iu, they were satisfactory. 

1 stipulated that Rajkissore Dutt’ s trial was to come on first and I should not be ex- 
amined upon it. I so stipulated with Mr. Collier, 1 aftei wards received a paper from 
Mr. Pearson to that eftecr. 1 cannot say how many days after, £ do not wish to speak 
by guess or to be entrapped ; perhaps four days. A long time after I had received 
that letter I went before the Grand Jury. After I had sent the specimen of the 
names, Mr. Collier and Mr Molloy called at the Jail and leturued the paper, saying, 
it would be more satisfactory to write before them. 1 did so. ’Hie next day, Mr. 
Molloy brought a whole parcel of papers and said, you liavo not written Mr. Malony’s 
signature, do sol L could not write this from my notion. RajKissore was not present, 
but I told him i had done so. VVe were upon intimato terms notwithstanding ; there 
was no dispute between us because 1 told him 1 stipulated not to give evidence 
against him. 1 was sworn bcfoie the Grand Jury in the ease of Rajkissore Dutt to tell 
the whole truth and 1 did so. 1 was examined principally us to facts, not to persons. 

1 have answered all such questions as they put to me. 

I know Juggerchunder Chowdry, he was a sircar in Rajkissore Dutt’s employment. 

I never took him to such places as you allude to ; it would not have been becoming 
in me, for he is only a sircar. I never met him in such places. 1 have sworn that I 
did not know a man of that name ; he was confronted w'ith me and I said, this is not 
the man ; I meant onotlier man of that name. 1 said 1 di(l,not know him. 1 had seen 
him but once. Risuochundcr was examined nt the time and said wb were well 
acquainted ; if you ask me my opinion 1 say, that is fi^se. 1 was married to 
Rajkissore Dutt’s claughterv about 6 years ago. 1 began to do business at 14 but not 
fo/veries, I know Rajkissore Diitfs fuioily to have been respectable and very 
opmilen,t. 1 know that Rajkissore had three vessels *aud a deal of mercantile 
qowzlon with Rangoon, and 1 haye been told he mode a great deal of money. I do 
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)kot know when the five per cent loan was opened, I do not know that he paid 
1,50,000 rupees in 4 per cent, papefb, «nd 1,50,000 rupees in cssh, but I know cm 
End paper were paid m. • lu May 18li!8, the India Bonk was opened. In the books of 
tlie merchondize of the House there were no false entries. 1 cannot say that ill the 
entries were genuine on the books, as to the papers I think they were false. ^ T do 
not know that it is usual for the terms of partnerships to be set out in the beginniii|{ 
of the books. • * 

1 began the study of forging in ISSd-ST’n Four or five days after t had the knowledge 
of Ills having been engaged in forgeries, fsser Budder began to instruct me. 1 hsd been 
accustomed to write English previous to this ; 1 used to write clihcks and invoices. I 
never forged any of them nor the proceedings of the courts in the MofussiU it would 
not have been productive of any good. I practised at all the names, till 1 could write 
them perfectly, i cannot recollect how man^papers were forged in any one year, I do 
not know whether or not 1 was engaged in 18^6. 

The first paper 1 forged was for 7000 rupees. 1 do not know whether it was seht 
out or destroyed. J believe 1 must have beguq in 18^6. 1 have perhaps forged JOO 
nr 150 papers. The only sum so large as 10,000 rupees that was ever obtained on forged 
paper was from Dr. Halliday. A large loax^ was negotiated for R^jkissore at tho 
Bengal Bank about two months previous Id our flight ; good and bad paper used to bo 
deposited there^ 1 Was a servant to the India Bank, X signed Bank Notes and gave 
myself out as Secretary and Treasurer { they so advertized me* 1 began to sign notes 
two months previous to our flight, after an advertisement to that effect had been pub« 
lished. 1 did not know that in January 18^4^9, the Raja wanted to get out of the Bank* 

1 do not know that the partners had a quarrel, but I am aware that it was referred to 
counsel to know if the Rajah could sign the notes and not be responsible, Raikissoro 
Dutt giving a paper stating that he had no interest. A few of the notes signed by tho 
Rajah were out when we flew ; he had signed about 50,000 Rupees worth. I never 
knew or heard that the Rajtt)Whenever he signed notes, got a deposit of Company’s Paper 
to the same amount from Ilajkissore Dutt. X Jiave said the Raja was present wJiea- 
1 signed the names of the officers to the papers ; it used to be at night { no person ac- 
companied him ; he used to come in his buggy. I do not now remember the lastlime 
he came. In February the last paper was signed, I signed no more since March, when. 
1 heard of the new felony act. 1 do not know of any respectable person who saw the Raju 
in the house On such occasions ; such acts as these are acta of secrecy and not done 
openly. When he came on such business he allowed no person to accompany him, 
but when he Went to tlie house on invitation, he went with his usual attendants* The 
Rajah is an English scholar ; he can read and write English well, 1 hare seen him- 
write a letter to Mr. Saunders. * 

I received wages ; a hundred Rupees a month, and whenever I wanted an hundred" 
or two hundred rupees from Rajkissore Dutt, I got it. That was all 1 got for my 
services. The Hajah put confidence in me because 1 was Rajkissore Dutt’s son-in- 
Isw. 1 did not know it would have turned out in this way. 1 thought they would< 
have only raised money upon the paper. I got laterly 100 sicca rupees per month*- 
1 remember S5,0(X) rupees having been coined at the mint into quarter rupees for the 
shrade of the Rajah’s mother. 1 took thS money to Mr. Saunders, 1 took the money 
from Rajkissore Dutt. 1 do not know that tliere was any settlement of accounts in 
J uue last, there were bonds given. 

My belief is that if I tell the truth, no matter whether the Rajah is convicted or acquiN 
ted, 1 shall be saved, and 1 have no desire that any one should be sacrificed for my 
safety. With reference to the blot : 1 asked to see the original paper, as if one papef 
had a blot and another copy was to be pledged, it used to be blotted in the same way 
that people might not detect it ( as foi instance, if one was to be pledged at the Bonk 
and the money paid, and it returned, if the counterfeit bad not a blot it might lead 
to detection if afterwards pledged them. 

At the time the Bank was established, the firm of Rsjkissore Dutt and Co. consisted' 
of Hajkisaore Dutt and RajkhdXuddenauth Roy. 1 speak of before the Bank was es- 
tablished. The money 1 have spoken of as deposited in the 5 per cent, loan, was the 
property of that firm. Bidbonauth Chukerbutty, who 1 have spoken of as negotiating 
paper, was the manager for tl^ Rajah who did not attend office himself. The defen* 
dant was at the house about t|p days previous to our flight ; he came at night. There 
was a noise in the Bazar about the end of i8S7 or beginning orl828, 1 know that both par> 
ners knew of it. R^jkiasore said to the Rajah, evil reports have been raised agsinst me. 
march, 1830. 2 3 
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Hesaidlknowofitybat what are you resolved upon? Rajkissore replied, it is difficult 
to carry on buisHeBt as people are suspicious and will not take paper in my name as de- 
posits, but if they are drade out in your name, we can take duplicates and we can deposit 
them without suspicion. The Kajoh said it would do well if Ke was kept out of barm 
and Rajkissore replied ; tliere is no doubt 1*^ keep you clear, for if not, how can we ex- 
pect to be safe. I^vi'ill get this renewed in your name, and after the noise is over wo 
will open a Bank and make plenty of money. This cqpversation ,was before the Bank 
was opened . Kaj kissore took the B onds to the Ilai ah. 

The Rajah gave money to the House as oc(^nsion required it, sometimes 25,OOD and 
oometiraes even 50,QOO Rupees. 'J'he largest sum he ever gave was 50,000 Rupees; 
flometiines there was that sum in his favour with the firm. 1 saw no Company's Paper 
of the Rajah’s in the House. There ivere papers in Rajkissore l>utt’s hands and also 
in the Rajah’s ; Ido not know to what amount. Rajkissore Dutt and Co. never drew 
finy interest on paper belonging to the Rajah himself. 1 heard from Rajkissore that 
profits would accrue from these transaction. 1 can form no estimate of the profits an- 
nually, nor was there any final adjustment of accounts. The Rajah had the greatest 
credit with the Company, i do not know the extent of his credit with the Bazar 
merchants. 1 know that Rajkissore Butt executed and granted a paper to the Rajah, 
but he gave none in return. 

The jury here requested that the witnessc might be allowed to write the forged 
aignatures, which he did, apparently to their satisfaction. 

Looks at three papers (the Bonds given by Rajkissore to the Rajah.) Two are dated 
the 10th June. They are written by me and by directionsof Rajkissore Butt. Ido 
not know when they weife delivered. All along, such papers were given to the defen- 
dant. These Bonds were given for the sums advanced to the House, that he might 
not appear a partner. One is for 87,000 rupees which was given to the House ; these 
lure napers, mentioned as depoaiied. They were deposited as no person would make 
a loan to him without a deposit and so it was mentioned. Some good and some bad pa- 
pers w'ere deposited with the defendaul. The defendant knew that some were bud. This 
oond was given for fear of any disaster, that the defendant might come down as a cre- 
ditor. X look at No. 2, this was given for the same reason. No. 3, is dated the 23d 
July 1829, two days previous to the breaking out of this business. It is signed by two 
writnesses, friends of the Rajah's. These bonds used to be drawn up for the balance 
in the books. 

The witness swore thst be had turned King's evidence for the purpose of sav- 
ing himself, and that the Government had promised he should not be called to bear 
witness against his father-in-law, Rajkissore Dutt, but that he was to endeavour by a 
true statement to convict Rojah Buddinath Roy, wno he said was in partnership with 
Ids father-in-law both in the commercial establisiiment and in the Bank of India, the 
former holding a 12 annas and the latter a 4 anna’s share. 

The witness swore to the Rajah's having been present for the purpose of examining 
find setiiig aside such papers as were well forged, and that he destroyed those that were 
not, the Rajah used to go at night alone to Rajkissore’s house in his buggy. Dwarke- 
naut Mittre stated that the first paper he himself forged was for Rs. 7,000, and that he 
forged about 150 papers, Mr. Graburn, and others used also to forge different signatures. 
I'he paper was printed at the India Bank, generally of a Sunday. 

CroM-exam/ned. — ^The sums lent by the defendant will appear in the books. I do not 
know where the books are ; they were shown me at the Grand Jury room. 1 do not 
know in which book these transactions are mentioned. 1 saw a book relative to Com- 
pany’s Paper, J cannot say the amount of papers out at the time of our flight. I'here 
was mention made of the papers deposited with the defendant. The paper-s deposited 
with him were entered in the same .’ay as those with other people. The Rajah’s 
books were shown to me and I said, 1 cannot speak as to books. 

To the Jury.— These are two bonds dated the 10th June. When this was written, 
the date was not affixed to it,— 1 speak from the difference of the ink. About this time 
there was a danger of these fogerios being discovered, ^in consequence of Frankisno 
Holdar's conspiracy. Sometimes bonds were drawn up to a larger extent. When 
1 say these wore given for fear of any thing happening to tl^ House, 1 mean any dis- 
covery of the forgeries. The papers used to remain promiscuously with both partners 
and then Oelolls came to negotiate loans, they used to ^e told, that papers would be 
lj&)ught fVom the Rajah's and that gave the transactions greater weight. The Rajah 
had many papers in his hauds, at the time of the flight ; he has got more than the 
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■monnt of tliote bonds in Us possession nonr. The greatest droolatien of the aotei of 
(be ludia Bank was 20,000 or 30,000 rupees* $ • 

Mr, G. //. Huttmanm,‘ —Sometimes two, sometimes tliree men are ensesed at ft 
press ; a bead native superintends themJ* No person superintends the press except 
tbe bead native and myself. Possibly a few extra copies might be struck off by soma 
of the pressmen* fl'lie forms %re kept standing. 

Mr. Uorin.—l now examine all papers sent into the Treasury ; before they wero 
sent to Mr. Oxboroiigh ; he used to cei|ify them by putting his name in the corner; 
these were certified by him, I examine now myself, as 1 found that he was not correct 
and so deceived me. Four lacks and twenty thousand rupees worth of paper wera 
rejected by the Treasury after the flight of Hajkissoro Dutt, all of which had heed 
examined and passed by Mr. Oxborough. • 

Mr, C. Hogg , — I know the defendant, I remember seeing him on the 28th of July^ 
at about lO A. M., (1 bad not seen him on the 27tb) on his coming to my office with ft 
large bundle of what purported to he Company’s Paper, which he soid had been de- 
'posited with him„by Kajkissore, for money lept, and which had turned out forgeries, 
and that he was o looser to the extent of two laics of rupees and upwards. He opened 
the papers and put them into my hands, toother with three Promissory Notes for 
which the papers were pledged as a security. He said Dwarkenauth I'agore had called 
upon him the previous^ evening, to speak to him about papers deposited with my 
brother and which had his endorsement. He then asked me what steps he ought t» 
take. He produced this slip of paper, W. and 1 wrote on that paper “ Buddenauth’ft 
endorsement” opposite those papers which he said bore his endorsement, as I thought 
it might be beneficial to my brother’s interest. He then put this slip, X into my 
hand containing a list of papers. He said that a duplicate of one of those which he 
aaid bore his endorsement, was in Major Campbell’s hands. 1 advised him to go to the 
Treasury, take the papers and state to the 'I'rcasury Officers all he had slated to me and 
to facilitate in every way he could, the apprehension of Xlajkissore Dutt. I had never 
seen my brother s paper for 20,(XK) rnpess. He at once agreed to go to the I'rcasury 
and 1 accompanied him in his carriage. Mr. Morley asked him to leave the papers 
there and he agreed. Mr. Morley asked me to make a list of them, and he, or some ono 
ill the Treasury would give a receipt. The defendant then desired me to take a receipt 
and went down to his carriage for the purpose of accompanying my brother as a mu« 
gistrate to his house. 1 then returned with the papers to my office and a clerk of mino 
made a list in my presence which I compared and then returned to tbe Treasury and 
saw Mr. Morley who desired me to take them to Mr. Oxborough, which I did, and he 
compared them with the list and gave the receipt I required : they were sealed up 
and I left thorn at the Treasury, f afterwards saw them opened by Mr. Robison and £ 
gave him the receipt. This is tlie envelop. It was in' the same state then, as when I 
saw It sealed up, except a cut half round the seal which appeared : as if Mr, Robison 
had intended to open it but liad thought better to do so in my presence* 


Major CampbelL-^l am acquainted with the defendant, I have known him for 10 or 
11 years. 1 am not acquainted with Rojkissore Dutt, I know him by pight, 1 have had 
no dealing wtli the Indian Bank. 1 have hod dealings with Kajkissore Dutt, and the 
defendant. No deposit of paper with ih% latter. 

supported Rajkissore Dutt because his family 
and bis (the Rajah s) ancestors, were acquainted. I have Impressed upon him tbs 
danger of it from the character I liad heard of Kajkissore Dutt. I have stated that 
character to the Rajah. I told hiin I had particular cause to enquire into his charao-

^le Rajah seemed to say, that their families had been acquainted and he seemed to

possession and took a memvandum of them. ^ 

riSiowk 1 P«pew* For these I received new notes in the name of the £ari of 
carnwarth and oneinmy owa name. For those that went to police, 1 got no hew notes. 
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The defendant looked at all and examined those in his own name. On the evening of the 
Bfth ; at about half past 8 o’clock he came to my house with a downcast air. On see« 
ing him, I informed h^n that he was aiiapected of being concerned and urged him to teH 
me the truth as 1 had been a great aufrerer. In reply he told me he had been a looser 
and shewed me a bundle which he had brought, purporting to be Government Securitien 
to the amount of 9,14,000 Rupees deposited with him on account of transactions with 
Kaikissore Putt. He said they arose out of a serie^ of transactions in signing notes 
for the India Hank. He said he was in the habit of receiving Company’s Paper to the 
amount of the noteshe signed. On the morniug of tlie 9Bth, he took a memorandum of 
the notes in my possession with reference ^ otlier papers m the possession of Mr. 
Hogg and others. Pwnrkenauth Mitter was tiie person with whom 1 was in the habits 
of dealing. The Rajah said Pwarkenauth was a most clever boy. 

Cross-examined .-—The notes 1 pointed oat to day were the cancelled notes. 

By the Advocate General . — Looks at L 1. I never saw this before. 

Cro!>8 examined-^ Lord Carnwarth delivered the papers to me about the time he was 
going to Madras. The loans were renewed on 1st of July last, with Rajkissore, by 
me and Mr. Glass : 1 took the paperfitoMr. Glass, and they were examined. Idid 
jiot think 'that the defendant was in the glitest interested in the notes but on the con- 
trary, the defendant told me that Rajkisspre Putt's family were highly respectable 
and he therefore supported liim. 1 remember the defendant's expressing Ins annoy- 
Snce at the use made of hia name in an advertisement in the papers by RajLissore. 
1 never understood that he was in the least interested in the Bank. I understood him to 
he his partner and lending money on low interest and taking security ; that I fancy is 
usual amongst rich natives. On the morning of 98tb, he came about 9 o'clock and 
told me, he was going to Mr. Hogg, he may have come on theSftb, as 1 before had 
vrf ed him to give me early notice if any thing was likely to happen Raikissore Putt ; 
this was perhaps two or three months previous. 

In the course of communication it was a matter of conversation, whether or not the 
defendant should compound his debt with llujkissore. Tlic defendant stated that be did 
not know w’here he was, but just as he vras starting to come tome, he had received u 
note from him which he had left behind and in which Bajkissore stated, that though 
he had fallen into didtculties, he tlie Uajali, need nor fear loss ns none of bis notes 
were due so no one could seize his property nnd proposed to assign it all to the defen- 
dant On this the conversation was, whether he ought not to compound and Kismo- 
hun Burrollsaid if he got .50,000 rupees he ought to burn the paper ; to this the defen- 
dant observed with great emphasis vjhUe I have life f uiH never burn* Mr.' Anley won 
present. Rajah fiuddenauth left my house about It o’clock with my advice to go totho 
Treasury with his paper. That paper consisted of 14 notes ; ho showed them to me 
1 said I did not tliink they were worth a rupee. 1 had been that day at the Treasury 
both morning and evening ; in the morning my papers were declared to he good aii^ 
in the evening to be bad, I understood Rajah Buddenauth Roy to have supported Raj- 
liissore with money for many year, 1 do not remember when the India Bank, was ea- 
tahlislied, 1 think it was about two or two and a half years ago. X was applied ta 
take a share in it. 

Re-examineis'^l do not temember the defendant telling me, that he had lost by any 
other papers. He complained oi Rajkissore's having discredited him by an advertise-^ 
ment ; since then he continued to support him. lie appearnd to think it was an offence,, 
nottiiathe would have objected to his name being used, but that it was unauthorized. 
1 understood that he lent money at low interest to Rajkiesore and he has toldnis ho 
took security for tEe noteshe signed. He has never said where Rajkissore could get 
security. 

Court.— The letter from Kajkissore„ tl defendant brouglit over to my house and read 
the Bengalee and explained it to me, I might know that letter again he took it away. 
The address was writtea badly in EnglUU ; he seemed to think it was written by 
Pwarkenauth Mitter. 

Jury . — have seen the advertisement relative to the^ establishment of the India 
Bank and notes signed by the defendant, but still I think he was not a partner, but 
lather lent money and gave the use of his name. 1 had transactions with Rajkissore, 
B£t that I thought the defendant was responsible, but 1 knew be was supported by the 
defendant, and I felt confident, that if any thing was goihg wrong, 1 should have had 
from the defendant. The defendant stated, that whenever he signed notes, h* 
look pbpor gg geourity gnd I uaderstood tkgt the notes were cgsh for tbgt gectirzty. 
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The far g§d paper bearing the signature of the Rajah, amounted to lacks of r4i« 
pees. The proceedings in this case, were very similar to thosp on Kajkissor Dutt^a 
trial. ^ 

Sir E. Ryan in his charge to the jury 8tat|d that their Terdiot must entirely depend 
upon the evidence of the informer D^rkenauth Mittre, and after citing an extract 
from the charge of Logil Ellenbortugh in the trial of Colonel Despand for high treason* 
as to the evidence of accomplices, the learn', d judge thus sumed up. 

His Lordship read over the evidence ^of Dwnrkenauth Mittre and remarked, that 
though Rissencbunder bad not been called, still the counsel for the defence could have 
examined him ; particularly, if as it ha<i been stated, his name vras upon the back of tho 
indictment, a fact which his Lordship was ignorant of, or he should have undoubtedly 
put him in the box himself. * 

Much stress his Lordship said had been laid upon that part of the evidence which 
went to show, that the funds of Kajkiasore Dutt could have been made available ta 
the establishment of such a system of forgery.. Dwarkenauth had said, that he had 
none, save that furnished by the defendant, and this was confirmed by the statement 
of Rajah Buddenauth Roy to Major Campbelh 

His Lordship remarked, that the evidence of the accomplice, if credited, had raoda- 
jOut the charge fully, for he stated, thot the defendant was present when he forged the 
name of Mr. Holt Mockenzie upon tlie paper. With reference to some papers lie said, 
that the defendant assisted in the forging and selected those best executed and least 
likely to lead to detection, and to others, he said they were forgeries to which he attach- 
ed his name and part of those turned out copies of some taken by him to the treasury* 
To all he said, they were printed at the office of Rajkissore Dutt, aud one was depo- 
sited with Colonel Galloway, and he was a ccompanied by the son of Gooropersaud 
Bose. In both facts he was confirmed ; in the one by the printer of the Government 
Gazette, in the second by Shrenaut Bose. 

His Lordship felt bound to say that nothing contradictory appeared to him m tho 
evidence of the informer, though he had listened to him with great attention, while he 
had been tried in n variety of ways and been cross-examined at great length, but whe- 
ther or not he was the witness of truth, was for the jury to say. 

His Lordship made a few comments on the evidence of Dwarkenauth Mittre and said 
there was nothing extraordinary in the dofendant telling Mr. Hogg that the papers he 
took to the treasury were forged, lor he had been so informed by Mmor CampbelL 
but his remark when recommended to destroy them, “while 1 live I will never burn,*’ 
was of great importance, 'leaking it hy itself, it W’ns the conduct of an innocent man* 
but the jury should consider it, coupled with that part of evidence of Dwarkenauth, 
where he said, these papers and the bonds were given, thst in case any thing happen- 
ed, the defendant might be held clear ; they would see whether it was not reconcila- 
ble with that or whether it was the conduct of an innocent roan i they would also taka 
into consideration his conduct at the time the forgeries were first discovered. 

Sir E. Ryan, next remarked upon the festimony of tho officers in the Treasury, and 
as to the impossibility of getting three papers of the same number and date through 
that office, or procuring payment of interest twice on a poper of tho same amount, and 
said, that if the jury believed, that the signatures to all were the genuine signatures 
of defendant, it would be difficult to suppose he had not a guilty knowledge. The 
witnesses who had been called to prove them genuine had said, it was now difficult ta 
apeak to signatures, but they believed them to be his and the defendant had called no 
evidence to show they were not. 

His Lordship in conclusion said, he had now commented upon those circumstances 
which had presented themselves to him. if thero were any which he had omitted ho 
wi» sure the ingenuity of the jury would suggest them to him. If they believed tho 
evidence of Dwarkenauth Mittre the charge was proved, but if they thought he was so 
contaminated with the guilty Jtnowledge ns not to be worthy of belief, it was there du^ 
ty to acquit him. Qn the contrary, if they were of opinion that he had spoken con-t 
Bistent with truth, he hadahown him to be a guilty participator, and witliout referenco 
to what might be the consequences or whatever their feelings might be, they ought to. 
find hiin guilty. •

IMy Lord,— W e have the honor to submit for the favourable consideration of your 
Lordship in Council, the circumstances under which loans were advanced by the 
Bank of Bengal on Deposit of Company’s Papers, lately declared at the Treasury to 
be forgeries. 

About September 1828, some forgeries of Company’s Paper had been discovered, 
and to protect the Bank from imposture or loss from such a cause, Mr. Wood then 
the President, made the following minute which was approved of by the Directors 
present, and entered on the proceedings of the Bank ot the 9th of October, 1828 : 

** With reference to the Forgeries lately discovered. Ordered that all Company’s 

Paper tendered for the Bank to take, be sent to the Head Assistant (uncovenanted) 
** at the Accountant General’s Office, for him to examine and certify, or that he be 
" allowed one hundred rupees (Sa, Rs. 100) per mensem in lieu of the fees which 
** would be at the rate of one rupee each paper, for his trouble Avith tlie same. 

(Signed) H. Wood.” 

Your Lordship in Council will please to observe that when this minute was made 
Mr. Wood, was both Accountant General, and President of the Bank, and may be 
considered as then representing Government both ut the Treasury and the Bank. 

From the date of the above minute, no money has ever advanced on deposit of any 
Government Securities, until such securities have been sent to the Treasury and tfiere 
examined and certified in the manner prescribed in the minute. 

About ten weeks ago, some Company’s Papers were tendered for deposit by Raj- 
kisBore Dutt, and sent in usual course to the Treasury where they were examined 
and certified : the Secretary to the Bank (Air. Dorin) on receiving these Papers tlms 
Terified, thought he perceived some peculiarity in the printing which excited his sus- 
picion, and he sent the Papers back to the Treasury, requesting that they might bo 
more carefully examined : tliey were returned a second time with as assurance that all 
was right, and Air. Dorin thinking tliat further objection would be unjustifiable, 
received tlie Papers. It is the practice of the Bank, when there is any pressure in 
tho Money Alarket, to allow parties to renew their loans, granting fresh bonds: iu 
Buch cases, as the paper has been once verified at the Treasury, it is not sent again 
on the day when the order for renewal is passed, but on''llie following day, nnd before 
the new Bond is executed. In conformity with this usage, the loan of Bissonauth 
Chuckerbutty a Sircar of Rajkissore DuU, was ordered for^renewal on the 9th July, 
and on the afternoon of that day Mr. Dorin, retainini; his suspicion, carried the 
^pers to the Accountant General’s Office, where he submitted them to tlie exami- 
iwtioaof the Treasury officers who said, they entertained no suspicious respecting the 
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the papers and believed them to be true and genuine. Mr> Dorin brought back the 
papers to the Bank and on the morning of the 10th, they were |ent to the Treasury 
in usual course, and verified before the Bond was executed by tue party seeking the 
renewal. Mr. Dorin coiifli not have ventured to pronounce bad, any Government 
Securities that were considered genuin^and|rue at the Treasury, but on the 10th he 
retained his suspicions so strongly, that he sent for renewal one Paper for S5,000, and 
this Paper was receivad for that ipirpose, on tlic IJth he carried to the Accountant 
General’s Office all the Papers respecting w lich he entertained any doubt and requir- 
ed a renewal of the whole : but some fears were then entertained at the Treosury 
and only two of the Papers were received. On the 14th, the whole of the remaining 
papers which he considered suspicious, wore again sent, but the Accountant General 
would neither renew the notes, nor declare them bad, nor would the Treasury Offi- 
cers give any answer until the 27th when the duplicate notes turned up. Thus 
Government SecuTi.ie8 to the amount of nearly five lakhs lay for IS days before the 
Treasury officers vi’ho were unable to state whether tlioy Wore genuine or forged. On 
the 10th Mr. Dorin waited on Mr. Hogg wlio is a Bank Director and also a Magistrate, 
and communicated to him his suspicions adding that the Government Officers believ- 
ed their signatures to be genuine. 

Mr. Hogg stated that he would immediately secure Rajkissore Dutt and his Papers, 
if any public officer would declare that he believed his signature to have been forged, 
but that he would not expose himself and defeat the ends of justice by apprehending 
a man for forging a signature which would be declared genuine, by the individual whoso 
signature it purported to be. Mr. Hogg saw Mr. MacKenzie on the following day and 
learning from him that he (Mr. MacKenzie) and the other public ofificers believed the 
signatures to be genuine, it was detcrqiiaed that nothing could then be done. 

At the next meeting of the Bank Directors on the 16th, Mr. Dorin produced the 
papers and stated all that had passed. The Directors said that it would be vain to 
attempt any proceedings unless the security could be declared bad, and at the same 
time determined not to embarrass the Public Officers, by insisting on a renew'sl of the 
papers, particularly as they considered the interest of the Bank protected by the 
verification of the Paper at the Treasury. 

Having mentioned in detail the circumstances which preceded the detection of the 
false paper, we now beg leave to state the grounds, upon which wo rest our applica- 
tion to your Lordship in Council, to be saved harmless from any loss the )iank might 
sustain from having advanced loans on the Securities, said to be forged. We submit, 
that the examination of the Paper at the Public Treasury by an Officer appointed to 
discharge that duty and authorized^o require a fee for his trouble, is a verification of 
the Paper binding upon the Government, and that if it were otherwise, the examina- 
tion would be an idle form, tending only to deceive the public and to require from 
them fees for which no service w'os rendered. 

It will, ve premuse, be conceded that every individual circulating a negotiable ro- 
curity,«is bound to state on application whether or not any such security is genuine 
and a public body is equally under an obligation to afibrd such information when 
required. ^ 

A Merchant about to purchase or receive a Bill of Exchange can apply to the Draw- 
er or Acceptor who would be hound by regard to his character and credit to admit or 
deny his signature and would he bound by his admission. 

It is not so when securities are issued by the Goveniment of the country : no indivi- 
dual can apply to any Member of the Government to ascertain the genuineness of any 
public security. He must apply at the proper office, and there he cannot dictate the 
mode of examination nor the person by whom that examination shall be made. He 
pays the fixed fee, complies with the prescribed forms, and having had his paper exa- 
mined in the manner fixed by the proper authorities, rests in perfect security. 

The Registry like any other book of account is kept for the information of Govern- 
ment not of tiie public. It matters not to an individual how a paper may stand in the 
Registry, or how any other Government book may designate it. All he wants to 
know is, w'hether or not the paper is genuine : and if he applies at the only place 
where that information cail be afforded and pays the fixed fee, we submit that the Go- 
vernment are morally bound to save harmless that individual who has advanced hit ^ 
money on the public faith. *We say morally, because we wisli to avoid aHusion (p 
mere points of law, feeling, satiftiied that your Lordship in Council will determint

this most impottant question upon the broad principles of good fhith, aud regard H$ 
pnblic credit. ( 

Your Lordship in Council will observe that the Secretary to the Bank considered 
the examination at the Treasury so conclusive, that he received the papers so exa« 
mined, although his own suspicions continued in full force : not deeming it ri^t to 
act on his own vague surmises iu opposition to a deaeration of the Government Treo« 
Bury. If Government should repudiate the acts of their Officer on this occasion, wa 
declare we know not how the public can e**er feel safe in any transaction j where the 
Government do not personally intervene, Uiiiess the prescribed duty should be per^ 
formed under the provisions of an Act of Parliament, or under a Government Regular 
tion. We believe that all the Treasury Officers will admit, that the papers now de» 
dared to be forged, would all have been renewed in ordinary course if they had been 
sent to the Treasury witliout an intimati6n from Mr. Dorin of his doubts, and we beg 
respectfully to submit for the consideration of Government that it would be most in» 
jurioiis to public credit if it should appear that nearly live lackhs of Company’s Pa- 
per liad been at the Treasury for 13 days and tliat no public Officer or Clerk could say 
whether it was good or bad» 

We have already mentioned that Mr^Dorin’s suspicions were not excited by any 
doubts respecting the signatures of the Sqpretaries and other Public Officers but by 
the general appearance of the printing, which he thought more faint than usual, and 
particularly by a peculiarity in the letter N” in the word " until” and in the letter 
** L” in the words '* Accountant General.” The duplicate papers were discovered ou 
the 1^7tli, when the greatest alarm and Consternation were gpread. Almost every per- 
son who had paper in deposit hurried to the Treasury to have it examined and on that 
and the following day nearly tliirteen lakhs of false piiper, were produced. Some of us 
were present when the papers were brought in for examination, and we can state tliat 
the Treasury Officers did not attempt to form any opinion from the signatures but 
were guided solely by the peculiarity in the printiuj; which we have mentioned. Wo 
beg of Government to consider the situation in which the public are placed when the 
signatures of the officers whose names authenticate the whole Indian debt are aban- 
doned, and a trifling peculiarity in printing is resorted to, as the test of authenticity. 
Forgeries to a considerable extent have frequently been practised and individuals de- 
frauded and ruined, but they have always been detected when they reached the public 
bodies, or individuals whose securities they purported to be, and we believe that iJiis 
is the first time that negotiable paper has been issued either by a public body or pri- 
vate individuals where the parties circulating the securities have been Unable to ascer- 
tain the verity of their own paper. 

We do not take the liberty of imputing blame of negligence in any quarter, but if 
there has been negligence and incaution, whereby multitudes have been plundered 
and ruined, we earnestly submit tliat any loss arising from such improvidence ought 
to be borne by those who were thus devoid of ordinary caution, and aught not to fall on 
individuals who had no control over the form or mode or issuing the paper, and hod 
protected themselves from imposture by every means that human pnideuc#could 
Biiggest. In the case of individuals this argument would be powerful, but, when 
addressed to the Government who issued sufh securities we trust it will be deemed 
conclusive. 


We have reason to believe, that interest has been paid on several of the papers 
stated to be forged, and we submit, that the payment of interest is a recognition of 
the paper as genuine, and binding on the Govenimeut. It is a declaration by the 
public officers) acting on behalf of Government that the paper is what it purports to 
he, slid all who issue negotiable securities are bound to know their own signatures. 
If a person whose name had been forged on a Bill of Exchange as the acceptor, 
should admit his bond-writing in err r, he would still be bound to make good the 
amount to the person who advanced money on the faith of that admission, and fur- 
ther if a man should accept a Bill purporting to have been drawn by another whose 
name hod been forged, that acceptor would oe bound, and could not avoid payment, 
by shewing that the signature of the drawer bod been forged, because a merchant is . 
bound to know not only his own hand-writing but that ef his correspondent. These 
principles have not been fixed by any arbitrary enactment, they have been deauced 
from experience, as necessary for the maintenance of publiE; faith and fair dealing, 
and as such only we urge them in illustration. The paper circulates on the credit of 


trnment, and it would ill accord with that credit, it^ecurities were proclaimed 
pne day, by the payment of interest and afterwards repudiated as forgeries by . 
ery authorities who had pronounced them good and gehuine. Thus far my Lord, 
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rre hare addressed ourselres to Government as if the signatures Jad been forged ; but 
it is very generally believed, and in that belief we coneur, that tlie signaturea of the 
Public Ofiieers are genuiifb, but have been surreptitiously obtained, and we under* 
stand that this is the opinion of the Mugis|rato who has investigated the case. ^ If 
your Lordship in Council should be of the same opinion, we presume no objection 
would be made to paj^auy securi^ signed by the Public Officers authorized to per- 
form tliatdijty on behalf of llie (jovernor (. eneral in Council.^ From what we have 
already stated, it will be seen, that the Ibihlic Officers all believed their signatures 
to be genuine, even after suspicious Jiud^een excited, and we will venture to add 
that almost every individual in Calcutta, acquainted with their signatures will state, 
tliat they believe- tliem to be reak We have heard that some of these officers now 
l^giu to entertain doubts, but such doubts were never expressed or entertained until 
aftor the duplicate papers hud turned up ; and although wc confide implicity on whaC 
these gentlemen state, we cannot exempt them from the infirmities and prejudices in- 
cideut to human nature. The atmosphere through which they now see is impregnated 
with doubts and suspicious and must tend to deceive them ; their very anxiety will 
serve to perplex them, and they must have a predisposition to hope and believe, that 
the si jniitures are forged, and that the frauds have not occurred in the offices in 
which they themselves preside. We think ft will be conceded that any opinions 
they may now give are at least neutralized by those they have already expressed 
W'hen they judged from the character of their hand-writing only, and not from extra-^ 
iieous circumstances. In the absence of positive proof, it will be for your Lordship in 
Council to decide upon the probabilities : whether it is more probable, Uiat one Ben- 

S alee should imitate the signatures of many Public Officers, so perfectly, as to defy 
etection, and deceive the parties themselves^ or, tliat some subordinates in the Public 
Officers may have been corrupted to lend their aid in a fraud sufficiently productive to 
admit of paying many acconipliccs. Supposing that constant practice could enable a 
person to counterfeit the signature of anotJier, bejrond the possibility of detection, 
how can we account for tlie unnecessary variety of signatures ? Why should the namea 
of Mr. MncKeuzie, Mr Prinsep and Mr Molony be indiscriminately forged 1 whereby 
ilifliculties were needlessly accumulated and detection greatly facilitated. It would 
Imve equally served the purposes of the forger to have selected papers bearing the 
signature of some one secretary, and the variety cau only be account for by beleiving 
the signatures to be genuine* On most of the papers signed by Mr. MacKenzie them 
is an impression on the bank arising from his habit of signing the lowest paper in a. 
bundle first and dropping the next p^er on the signature while wet. This aama 
peculiarity is on the paper stated to be mrged ; it might perhaps be replied that suph 
u mark would not escape tlie eye of an accomplished forger, and we admit that tliia 
xnight be fairly urged if all the fblse papers bore the impression. But it la not so* 
Some have tlie impression and others have it not and we understand in about the 
same proportion as in the true papers. There is another remarkable circumstance 
to which we beg the attention of your Lordship in Council. There are three copies 
oLoiic nuper for 20,000 Its.; the original paper has not the impression ^udea to, 
while fe three false papers have, it ; and we contend tliat thfs is wholly iireconcile<» 
able with the belief we might almost say with the possibility of the signatures being 
forged. It cannot be supposed that this cfinsumute imitator would put upon the copy 
what did not appear upon the original, and the circumstance can be accounted for on 
no other ground, than that the signaturea are real. Frauds have often been committed 
in Public Offices both here, and at home, and such an occurrence however to be 
lamented, is not very unfrequent, and therefore not very improbable, on the other 
hand the history of the world affords no example of an individual who could imitate 
a variety of signatures on u great number of papers without a single failure and so 
perfectly as to deceive the parties themselves, and such an occurrence having never 
yet happened it is extravagantly improbable if not impossible. 

We have stated the circumstances tliat led to the detection of this extensive and 
extraordinary fraud, which would still be in full operation if it had not been arrested 
hy tJie vigilance and perseverance of Mr. Dorin ; wo have mentioned the grounds on 
which wc trust, that Government would be pleased to order payment of the aecuritien 
even if they should consider tliem forged. \Ve have also stated the reasons which, 
induced us to believe that the signatures are genuine, but have been fraudulently 
obtained, in wriiich case y/S felt assured that Government would not be disposed tc^ 
coiitest their liability the individual suffers from these frauds are unwilling to trouble 
Government witli separate Fdtitions and await with intense anxiety the result of thi/ 
application to which we r^spect^Uy solicit the early attention of your Lordship in 
Council, we have i^ot adverted to legal Uability and kaow uot how far we should be 
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justified in doing so, |)ut we feel satisfied that the decision of your Lordship in Cotin«> 
cil will rest on broader principles and will be such as shall be deemed best calculated 
for the preservation of good faith and tlie maintenance of ptiblic credit.

My Lord. — We have the honor to acknowledge tlie receipt of Mr. Deputy Se- 
cretary Tilghman’s communication in reply to our letter of the SJ6th ultiaio, stating 
that your Lordship in Council “ felt compelled to reject the claim made upon Govern- 
ment,’* but not further noticing tlie undisputed facts stated in our letter, nor the 
grounds onwhicB we rested our application ; we have only to regret that our Memorial 
was not deemed worthy of more favorable consideration and of a less abrupt rejection. 

The Deputy Secretary in reciting the purport of our letter alledges that we had 
prayed “ that Government would take upon itself to make good the loss tlie Bank was 
likely to sustain in its transactions with Kajkissore Dutt.” lu a matter of such mo- 
ment, it is fit, that nothing should be misunderstood or misinterpreted and we must 
disclaim having ever preferred so unreasonable a Petition. We beg to state xespeat- 
fully, but confidently, tliat our letter is not liable to such an interpretatiA Ins 
purport of our application was that Government under the very peculiar circumstances 
set forth would order payment of securities issued in tlieir name and at one time ac- 
knowledged at the Treasury to be genuine, but now alledged to be forged or fraudulent. 

As the interests of otliers are entrusted to our care, it is incumbent upon us to seek 
redress through every channel and by all lawful means. Wc have therefore to request 
tliat your Lordship in Council will be pleased to forw^d our letter of the 26th ultimo, 
for the consideration of tlie Honorable the Court of Directors. 

We take the liberty of sending for the perusal of your Lordship in Council, the 
opinions of Counsel which were not obstined till the 1st instant. 

If the Law Officers of Govemn.»nt coincide in opinion with the Council for the 
Bank; we feel assured that Government would promptly grant all tliat legal proceedings 
could obtain and in this confidence we abstain for the present from adopting measures 
to bring the matter before the Supreme Court. 

We understand that the individual sufferers are proceeding by Petition to Parliament.

SUPREME COURT,— February 9, 1830. 

Before Mr, Jtistice Ryan, 

The Bank or Bengal versu^TiiE United Company. 

• 

Jlfr. Dickens opened the pleadings. It was an action of Assumpsit brought 
upon thirty-three Counts, to recover the interest due upon five Promissory Notes. 
TJie plaint was filed on the 4th December 1829. Damages were laid 600,000 
rupees. 

Mr, Compton in stating the case, said, it was an action of Assumpsit brought by 
the Bengal Banka hoily corporate against the United Company another body cor- 
porate to recover the interest due upon five promissory notes of the East India Com- 
pany, all ol' which the Bank of Bengal claimed, as having been specially endorsed 
to them, and as counsel for the plnintiils. it would be his duty, as briefly as possible 
to lay before the court, an outline of the case he wished to offer, together with tlje evi- 
dence he intended to produce, and such suggestions in law as appeared to him ne- 
cessary. It was an action of Assumpsit, to recover the interest upon five pro- 
missory notes, but the real question was to ascertain, whether or not they were 
genuine, and how far the defendants were bound to discharge the amount of them* 

Before be attempted to sketch an outline of the case, he could not help acknow'- 
ledging, that he felt the great importance of the question which in some degree 
embarrassed, and perhaps in a^ great measure prevented him from doing it that 
justice, which if less embarrassed is an ordinary case he might do, but be 
felt it was of importance to the government of the country. It was a case of 
mportance to the governmeni:, that public faith operating upon public confi- 
iknc^p^hould be preserved, for in this case, if it was not entirely obstructed, it 
would be much shaken, and therefore be likely to destroy the stability of the go- 
vernment. It was of imjiortance to the governed in Juxta position to the governors, 
as these securities were a part of the public debt, and for which the revenue of 
this vast empire was appropriated, and it was of importance, that the recovery of 
those securities siiould not be clogged by any unnecessary difficulties. 

The Character of Government was involved; their reputation was at stake, as pub- 
lic faith should be observed ; and it was of importance that the question between the 
Government and the public should be decided. The sums claimed were part of the 
debt due by Government and the welfare of this pvirt of tlie Empire rested on the 
good faith of Government witli its creditors, and wliat would the public say when 
they heard, that the payment of the public debt was thus obstructed. The qliestion* 
now' was, whether they had a right to refuse payment of these notes, than which 
none were more clumsily executed ; printed on common paper, with type which 
could be purchased in the b«zar ; without any watermark and even without the 
simplest precaution used at home, to ensure the public against deception. 

It was also of importaiAse to the officers of Government ; they had much at stake^ 
much to consider and much ib apprehend. If the Government were not held liable, 
the public would have mucli to complain of ; if they were, the Defendants iniglix 
consider, that their servants had not used due and sufficient precaution, for if they 
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had papers of a doubtfal description, such as those on which the claims were 
now made, would noit have been passf^d or rcrified in the Treasury. But he 
thought they were genuine, for if otherwise, what must bo the situation of those 
who had inrested their all in securities of the kind, on the faith of those appointed 
to examine them and who had taken evei^ precaution to ascertain their validity. 
What would be the situation of those individuals, who after ;iroars of honest in^ 
dustry.were to find themselves thus ruined by beSng informed to-day that they 
were genuine, to- morrow fictitious ? 

He, Mr. Compton, was so strongly impressed with the importance of the ease, 
arising out of these considerations, that he felt much morcr embarrassment in lay in 
it before bis Lordship, than he would in an ordinary action ; but whatever the result 
might be, he felt confident his Lordship would give it every consideration, discus- 
sing its merits as if it were between private individuals and applying to it those* 
principles of law which he should offer, if he considered them deserv ing of any 
weight. With these observations he would proceed to lay the case before his Lord- 
ship, dividing his remarks into four beads ; first, pointing out the difficulties thrown 
in his way ; secondly sketching out the line of evidence he intended to offer; 
thirdly,. making such observations on theltfwas he considered applicable aud fourth- 
ly anticipating the line of defence likely to be offered. 

Mr. Compton said there were several difficulties in bis case which he hoped to be 
able to surmount ; one difficulty which he had to contend with was tiie enormity of 
the sum involved in this question, whereas if nothing was to result from the present 
action but the recovery of the amount claimed, he thought in all probability there 
would have been little resistance on the part of Government ; that they would not 
have appeared in Court at all as defendants. The next difficulty to which he al- 
luded, was the connexion of this with recent cases tried before his Lordship and 
two juries ; on which occasions a number of papers had been produced said to-be 
forged. The principal witness on those occasions, was an infamous wretcdi whom he 
hoped would not be again brought forward and it would perhaps have been better that 
this actionhad never been brought, than thatsneh a villain should escape with impu- 
nity. This was another of the difficulties, for had the present trial come on first, it 
would by no possibility have been supposed, that the papers on which the present 
action was brought, were part of those spoken to by that villain. 'Ihe im]>ressioii 
would not then have gone forth, that they were not genuine, that they had not been 
signed by those authorized to sign them. Such^'an impression he had no doubt 
was a great disadvantage but it would have been obviated had the jiresent case been 
decide^ before those statements had been developed. If it had been so, he should 
have had none of those difficulties to contend with and he should have no besitatiqa 
as to the result, but whatever might be the issue of the present case, lie had om co|p 
solaiion ; that there were others still behind of the same nature, which neither the 
wealth of the Treasury, nor the ingenuity of his learned friend would be able to 
overcome. ^ 

The Bank of Bengal Mr. Compton said, was a body corporate established by 
act of Parliament and it would he idle in him to contend, that tliev’^ could not sue 
and be sued. They were in the habit of negotiating notes and granting loans and 
in the course of business as a Banking concern, took or discounted the notes upon 
which the present action w’as brought from Rajkissore Diitt of whom the Court 
bad heard so much, lu the course of business at the Bank, when a paper was 
brought in, it was handed to the Gnzantie (a native treasurer) who examined the 
endorsements, marked it with his iuitiais and tlien made an entry of it in a book 
and delivered it to the Podar who took it to the office of Mr. Oxborougb, an un- 
covenanted assistant in the Treasury, who purported to say whether papers of the 
kind were genuine or not, and who he should contend .was an agent of the Compa- 
ny, whose duty it was, to examine the notes and place his initials on them as a 
voucher for their authenticity. To those in question he affi|;ed his initials, and they 
"'were returned by the Podar to the Gazantie who took them to Mr. Dorin the Secre- 
^ry, who made a more particular entry, and then the' loan was made upon the 
supposition that they were genuine fter such examination. 
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He apprehended, he should he able to prove that these were the papers thus 
passed by the Go v’ernment Officers and the question then was what weight that 
would give to the easel# 

This being the outline of the case be w<^ld next state his view of the law and 
to avoid all mistake, he would read it from a paper which he held in his hand. 

il/r. Compton here Stated his vtew of the law on the case. 

He would have to cite a few autl^rities but he would not make any parade 
of cases or do more than show hiis view of the law, as in all probability the 
case would not rest here ; whatever might be his Lordship’s decision the matter 
would come before him again in a more solemn form. 

Mr. Compton here cited a number of authflrities in support, of the law of the case 
as read by him. 

Mr. Compton said it was for his friend to show, that this was not the law ; he 
Mr. Compton said it was the law, the law of England, and if a person acknowledged 
a Bill, whether it was his hand- writing or not, he adopted, it and made himself to 
all intents and purposes liable, as much as iflie took his peh and made a fresh en- 
dorsement. But who he asked was the^arty who became liable in this case ? the 
United Company established as a body corporate, who had authority to draw 
promissory notes ; they did so, and they sent them out subject to the law of pro- 
missory notes. As they were, he said, a body corporate they must unavoidably 
act by agents ; so every thing which could be done must be effected by agents. 
Who he would ask was it that passed these papers and gave them the credit with 
which they went forth to the world 'i could it be doubted that it was done by 
agency 1 The Governor General in Council were the agents of the Company and 
they in turn had, under agents and it was those agents who put the papers in cir- 
culation and what would be the consequence if every person was bound to look to 
the authority of eachl In case of war there must be a loan, said Mr. Compton, there 
was agency in respect to that loan whether it was received in the Treasury, in the coun- 
try, or in the other Presidencies and what he would ask would be the consequence, 
if the persons lending were to look to the authority of each person ? of the Governor 
General under seal, or the written authority of those who granted the receipts for the 
money is the Treasury. What did the public know of the authority of each they 
dealt upon the faith of a great public body. The public made no such enquiries 
for they could not have a suspicitfh that such a great body as the llon’ble Company 
would turn round, and by a quibble or any other similar artifice ruin the public 
creditor. They would not believe it and as for himself, an old servant of the Com- 
pany, he could not credit it ; yet such was now the opinion of the publio and he 
ll^elie^d the defendant s would yet have to regret, that they bad thrown such diffi- 
cult! Ain the way of the present case. All he said was Agency,; every thing done to 
fabricate and mature these papers, was done by Agency. The certificate was taken to 
the Treasury where the paper was granted, examined and registered by Mr. Oxbo- 
roiigh who passed it, that paper was examined and signed by two assistants, all A- 
gents and it was then taken for the signature of the Secretary, another Agent. 
It was nothing to the public who signed the papers ; the Secretary did no more 
than the Automaton in England that playged at chess ; an Automaton which could 
be taught to write would answer the purpose just as well as the Secretary, and if he 
should hear that the Secretary had any list or check, other than the names of the offi- 
cers of Government on the papers, he should believe that business was carried on in 
the Tre&sury different from what he had been led to suppose. I'he fact alone of adop- 
ting the paper through the official officers of Government, made the notes their own. 

If a person who had his all in a paper of this kind and did not know the signature 
of the officers, was there no person to whom he cofild apply { To whom he would aak, 
should he go for information! If there was any person, he should like to be informed 
who. Could he go to tile Hon’ble Company ! if he did be thought he would have ^ 
long journey. Could he go4o the Governor General, but he thought not ; if he dia 
go with hie paper to the Cdhncil Chamber, he would naturally be referred to the 
cretary. Could he go to the Secretary 1 he believed Messrs. Mackenzie and Frinsep 
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siness, he should liks^to know, couhl thej transact if every person who held paper of 
this kind, was to refer to them. Then he said there must be some person to give tho 
re(]iiired information. His learned friend would no doubt say, it was impossible to 
obtain the genuine signatures to these papers ; that ttie beautiful machinary of Sec- 
retary’s office was so complete, that it was impossible to effect qn imposition, but ho 
should bear in mind the possibility, of the corihdence reposed in inferior officers be- 
ing abased, lie knew of its having been abused and what has happened may hap- 
pen again. 

He Mr. Compton was old enough to recollect numerous abuses in public offices^ 
particularly at Madras, and he would ask why similar frauds might not have been 
practiced on Mr. Holt Mackenzie and Mf.Thoby Prinsep \ his friend would no donht 
say that they could not have been signed by these gentlemen, but his belief was, 
that they were surreptitiously obtained. 

Here the learned gentleman stated a case of fraud practised at Madras upon a Mr* 
Cassamajor when his signature was obtained to paper in quadruplicate. 

Mr. Comvton said, a similar cheat mi^t easily have been practiced in Calcutta, ns 
there was no precaution taken. Number of papers were sent at once to the Secretary 
for signature, and what was to prevent Hajkissore Dutt, from bribing the subordinates 
and surreptitiouslyslipping into the box f^se paper to obtain real signatures, and ho 
had no doubt the officers of Government had been so imposed upon. How were tho 
public creditors he would ask, to know, whether the notes were good or not ; who 
were they to apply to ? If his learned friend put either Mr. Mackenzie or Mr. Prinsep 
into the witness box, they could not speak with confidence, as to whether they w'ero 
their signatures or not. Then if the Secretaries were not the persons be applied 
to ; who were 1 He should like to know if Government had appointed any particular 
person to convey information to the public as to the authenticity of those papers ; if 
not, he should suppose the head of the Accountant General’s Office, was the proper 
person and from him it was to be hoped the required information could he obtained, 
for he, Mr. Compton, could not but suppose, that there existed some means of ascer- 
taining it. Would his friend say there was on person or that it was left to every per- 
son ; but he would contend if there was any person, he must have been an agent from 
the nature of his employment. If there was no person would not an individual re- 
quiring information naturally go to the head of that^ffice where the money was paid ; 
but would the head of that office, who was in Court, come forward and say, he had 
even given such information! Would hislearned friend say that, that gentleman, or the 
Sub or Deputy Accountant General was even held out to the public as tlie person who 
would do so! Then if not, was there any agent, covenanted or unoovenant ed, so 
held out! was there any person who did give the required information ! did he.do so 
with the knowledge of his superiors, for he would contend, that if he did so act with 
the privity and assent of his superiors, he v^as to all intents the agent of the Com- 
pany, ana whoever had that duty to perform, if he adopted the notes by deputation, 
he adopted them for tho Hon’ble Company^ his act was that of the defendants. 

It was his intention, Mr. Compton said, to prove that Mr. Oxborough did under- 
take to say, whether notes of this kind were genuine or not ; that he was the person 
deputed to perform that duty and he must have been official^ authorised, because 
be was recognised by the superior officers of his department. Could Mr. Oxborough, 
he would ask, have thus acted without authority ! would he dare to perform this 
important duty without the sanction his superiors ! certainly not. If it then was 
true that Mr. Oxborough was held out as an agent of the Company, his acknowledg- 
ment of these papers was the acknowledgment of the defendants and if therefore he 
was accredited as an agent, his acts were binding on his principals. 

Mr, Cmnpton said, that applying this to the present case, he would contend he was 
the Company’s agent. He admitted being employed to examine the validity of Com- 
-<pany's Paper and he would have an opportunity of acknowledging his initials before 
Court, and he, Mr. Compton, did not suspect he should shrink from the truth. 
It would be proved that the papers were sent to him for examination and this evi- 
Idenoe he thought would be conclusive. There could, he said, be no doubtthat the pub^ 
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lie were lead to place confidence in the judgment of Mr. Oxborough, held out as ha 
was, the ostensible agent of Government, and if tiny person wbsto suder by hisfieg- 
lect, it was his empIoyei% and not the innocent holders of the notes. If a person, he 
said, were to go to Mr. Dorin as treasurer of the B;’uk of Bengal for the purpose of 
ascertaining the validity of his endorsem^t on the back of a paper, would not the 
Bank be held liablef though it^ight ultimately appear false 1 So bethought would 
the United Company ; both were corporate bodies and could it be said that there was 
one law for the Bank and another for thesKast India Company X The Bank of England 
was held liable for their paper ; why not the East India Company X If then the signa- 
ture of Mr. Prinsep, and Mr. Mackenzie were affixed to those papers and if they 
were recognised by Mr.Oxborough, the employers were liable and any excuse of his, 
as to ignorance or misapprehension, would-be fertile. He Mr* Compton did not 
think the paper bad, hut if they were false, who he would ask was to suffer by the 
blunder of Mr. Oxborough ? Why was the innocent holder of the notes to suffer for 
his want of conception. He would ask X the Court to apply to this the rule of equity, 
that were t^o innocent persons are to suffer, it must be him who either has done 
or neglected to do the act. Did it signify would ask whether or not these papers 
were forged ; if forged he did not care,gfor Mr. Oxborough, the accredited agent of 
the Company by passing them, gave a fresh value and his principals were liable ; for 
if it were not so, the principle of law as to employers and agents had been carried 
too far in cases he had citea. 

Mr. Coinpton here in reply to an observation from the Judge, admitted that he 
should be obliged to prove the signatures of the makers and endorsors of the papers, 
and he admitted that he would be unable to do so on more than three of them. He 
here also cited several cases where the responsibility of a principal for the acts of 
his agent were determined, which he contended |vere applicable to the present case. 
He further cited a case where Lord Holt laid it down, that if a servant was in the 
habit of purchasing things for his master, the master became liable to whatever 
extent he might go, so that if Mr. Oxborough merely acted on one occasion in the 
examination of paper by the authority of his superiors, bis employers were clearly 
responsible to whatever extent he may have gone within the scope of bis authority. 

Mr. Compton said, he next came to the last branch of bis argument and he did not 
think till yesterday, that the defendants w^ould have availed themselves of any 
technical objections, but tliat the Company would have wished to have the present 
question considered and decidec^upou its broadest grounds. The first objection he 
had understood was, that the Bank of Bengal could not sue the East India Com- 
pany, as the defendants were themselves shareholders. But he apprehended his 
learned friend would not be able to sustain this objection, even though he read all 
the books before him. First he must rend the seal from off the Bond, fbr if his 
friend insisted upon this or could prove it, there would not only be an end of the 
Bank of Bengal, but a speedy termination of the Company also. For if they could 
not be sued, neither could they sue ;*what then would be the consequences! But 
in his opinion both had an individual ad^ell as a corporate character and if it were 
otherwise his friend should go the length of contending, that they could not sue or 
be sued by any individual who has an interest in the Bank ; both were corporate 
bodies and equally liable to fulfil their engagements. 

There was another objection he understood which was, that the Company denied 
that these were promissory notes. It was true there was no limited time at^ which 
they were to be paid, but they had themselves so called them and promised to pay. 
though it was probable they never would be paid, but l|e would be rather surprisea 
if they denied their own promises. It was his opinion however that they never 
would pay, at least they were taking a long step to convince the public they never 
intended to pay. • 

But another objection which he anticipated his learned friend would avail himself 
of, was, that Mr. Oxboi^ugh had a written authority which did not authorize him to 
go as far as he did, but thA it allowed him a fee tor searching only the registry St 
the Government loan. His doing so might be of great use to the officers of 
Treasury, but what uss was it to me person who went to the Treasury to ascertain 
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the vnliilitj of his paper? Tf he were told only that a note of the same number and 
amount was out, he as far from the mark as ever. But this objection he said did 
not bear upon the question, for it was of no consequence td the public whether the 
papers w’ere registered or not ; they were taken to a certain office and it was asked 
whether they are genuine documents ana Mr. Oxborough said they were. After 
such au acknowledgment he would contend that ^he opposite counsel could not 
attempt to prove that they were not genuine but if tney did, he hoped it would not 
be by such a miscreant as Dwarkenath Mcttre. He begged his learned friend to 
reflect before he called him as a witness, for if he appeared in that box under all the 
circumstancea of his infamy, to support the cause of the Hon’ble Company and if he 
again outraged that Court by acknowledging forgeries which he had not before 
spoken of, he would be liable to a prosecution and should meet that punishment he 
deserved. 

Mr, Compton thanked his lordship for Lis patient bearing and stated that there 
were many individuals similarl situated wirh his clients who would be driven 
to this court for that redress which they w*ere hopeless of receiving elsewhere. He 
was apprehensive it would not he in £13 power to prove the indorsement upon two 
of the notes, those however upon the other^Lree securities he would establish. 

Meerchunder Ally . — 1 am in the employment of the Bank of Bengal, as deputy 
Treasurer, and have been so for the last five or six years. 1 know the practice 
of the Bank as to receiving the Government paper. IVhen a person wants to bor- 
row money he brings a Government paper as a deposit ; it is first brought to 
me if 1 am in the way, if not it is brought to the Treasurer. On delivering the 
paper the person makes a written application to the Secretary. It is my duty care- 
fully to look over the indorsements that may be on each paper and affix my name to 
them. 1 then deliver them to the Accountant's department in the Bank. A bond 
is filled up and the amount and number of the paper mentioned initjthe practice 
wa.s different previous to October 1828. (Several promissory notes were here 
bunded to the witness). 1 know these papers (marked B. C. D. E.) They bear the 
signature of the Bank Secretary and my own initials. On referring to my memo- 
randum book 1 find, tlfbt 1 received tbe paper marked B ; it was brought to me on 
the 28th March, 1829 ; it is one of nine papers amounting to seventy eight thousand 
seven hundred rupees, these papers were sent to be examined, 1 gave them to See- 
boo Fodar, w^ho took them to Mr. Oxborough for the purpose of being inspected, 1 
believe this to be one of those papers, the date is £iie same as in my memorandum, 
Seeboo Podar brought them back to me on the same day, when returned, they 
each bore the initials of Mr. Oxborough. I then compared them with my memo- 
randum book, and directed tbe Bond to be drawn up. 

All Company’s Papers presented to the Bank of Bengal, are in the habit of being 
sent for 'examination to Mr. Oxborough in consequence of an order received to that 
purport from the Secretary ; this is not now the case. Previous to October 1829, 
the Bank was in the habit of lending money on Company’s Paper without exami- 
nation, but since then they have all been sent to Mr. Oxborough for inspection, 
— 1 meant to have said that this custom took effect from October 1828, and not 
1829, it was occasioned by Rajkissore Butt's forgeries becoming public. 

1 received tbe paper marked C. upon tbe 23d January 1829 ; it has been twice at 
the Bank, the second time on the 28th of April 1829. It was on both occasions sent 
to Mr. Oxborough for examination. 1 know it, from having a memorandum of 
the fact. 

1 received tbe paper marked T) ; it was brought to tbe Bank on the 20th January 
1829, and a second time the 23rd of April. It was on botli those days taken to Mr. 
Oxborough for examination by Seeboo Podar, saw it after it came from Mr. Oxbo- 
rough upon both occasions. (Here Mr, Smoalt produced several papers from the 
office of the clerk the crown,') I received the paper marked F on the 24th April 1829, 
was sent to Mr. Oxborough by Motormobun Dol, for e^aimaation and was brought 
bock to me the same day. When the paper went from i^ie it had not the letters W. 
O. upon it, but when PreQeiyed it bftck it hxA > tbeitd Uttfit Are the initiels of Mr. 
Oxborough. . ■ ' 
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' On the 98th April', I received eight papers amoantingin all to^eighty-ei^t* thou* 
sand eight hundred rupees. Twelve papers on the 19tli of the same month, amount* 
ing to one hundred and seven thousand, wo hundred rupees. On the 98th JVIhroh^ 
nine papers, amounting to seventy eight thousand nine hundred rupees. On tho 
93d January, 1899, four papers, amounting to Hfty thousand four hundred rupees^ 
and on the 39th Janutfry five papers, amounting to fifty-two thousand eight hundred- 
rupees. 

Seehoo Dutt examined by Mr. Cleland. — I am Podar of the Bengal Bank, and on receive 
ing directions from the cashier, 1 used to carry Company's paper to Mr. Oxborough 
for inspection. The person who gave me the papers, used to make memorandums 
of them in a book. Wlien 1 took away paperg 1 signed the book which was kept by 
Meerchunder Ally, ( memorandum book handsd to the witness) this is the book W'hich 1 
signed, I see the 38th March inserted in it. 1 took on that day to Mr. Oxborough. 
several papers, but I do not recollect the number. 1 delivered them to INlr. Oxbo- 
rough. On some occasions I handed the papers personally to him, and requested' 
him to examine them, at other times I gave them to a Peon who delivered them to 
him. On receiving them back from Mr. (Aborough they were considered tanta- 
mount to good paper. On the 38th of Ap^il I took papers also to Mr. Oxborough. 

I gave them to him at the Treasury. After I brought the papers back, 1 sometimes 
gave them to the Treasurer, and at other times to Muddenmohun Dur or Turrackunu 

Mnddenmohun Dur examined by Mr. Dickens. — I am a Sircar of the Bengal Bank, 
and have carried Company’s Paper to the Treasury. On the 34th of April 1839, I 
took twenty-one papers, and three papers, and one paper to the Treasury to Mr. 
Oxborough for examination. When I received them at the Bank, I signed a memo- 
randum book. On my going to the Treasury I gave them to Mr. Oxborough who 
examined them in my presence and returned them to me. He was at the time ia 
the Treasury and he compared the papers with a book. 

‘Mr. Dorin examined by Mr. Prinsep. — I am Secretary and Treasurer of the Bank 
of Bengal. I have been in the situation for the last year, and acting for a year and 
half prior. In the beginning, of 1839, when Company’s Paper was brought to the. 
Bank, it was taken to the Native Treasurer in the first instance, and the indorse- 
ments examined ; if correct he put his initials. ITe then entered the number of, 
pieces, the amount and the name of the party applying ; he afterwards delivered 
them to the Podar for the purpose of being taken to Mr. Oxborough for examination, 
the podar signing a memorandum of the number of pieces. The practice of sending 
them to Mr. Oxborough took place in October 1838, in consequence of an order 
received from Mr. Wood the Accountant General ; this system continued until the 
end of September 1839. During that period it was the rule to have all paper of 
this description examined by Mr. Oxborough. From my own knowledge, I can only 
speak from March 1 839. I was previous to that period Deputy Civil Auditor. I 
was acquainted with Mr. Oxborough ; he is the Head Assistant in the Accountant 
General's Department. The person in the Treasury to whom reference was made 
relative to the correctness of Company's paper by order of the Accountant General 
was Mr. Oxborough. From the time ! came to the Bank, Mr. Oxborough, was tho 
examiner. His brother is an assistant in the same Department. I recollect tho 
circumstance of doubting some of the papers, and requesting Mr. Oxborough to 
examine them a second time, ( seven papers were handed to the witness.) There is soma 
of my writing upon each of these ; my signature is upon the paper marked B, I' 
applied personally for a new note in lieu of it but was refused. 1 made this appli- 
cation about the iSth or 14th of July. I now examine the papers C and D the’ 
same indorsements appear on each ; they were sent about the 14th July. I never 
received now notes for them. , When I look them to the I'reasury they were pre-' 
oisely in the same state they are in at present. I am sure 1 shewed them all to Mr* 
Prinsep, and 1 am nearly sure that 1 shewed them all to Mr. Holt McKenzie this 
was about the end of July? I^r. Mackenzie is Secretary in the Territorial Depart- 
ment. 1 went to him to asceigain whether his signature" was genuine. 1 took them 
to him because 1 suspected they were not precisely what they should be. I also 
called on Mr. Prinsep to ascertaiii whether notes wore genuino, and I think 1> 
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Bhpwed tliem to him* The papers I allude to are these marked F and B thef 
were iuthe Bank. '’I think 1 showed them to Mr. Prinsep, who did not give any 
opinion about them. This paper with Mr. Molony’s name on it. I shewed to Mr. 
McKenzie and Mr. Prinsep. Kehitive tr^ the ])aper marked C indorsed in tlie name 
of Messrs. Boyd, Beeby and Co. 1 called upon one of the firm. 1 think it was 
after I was refused new paper that 1 saw Mr. B^by. The signature on the back 
of the paper seems very like the handwriting of Mr. Beeby. I asked him whether 
it was his signature and he replied, as far iA 1 recollect that it was his. 1 examined 
an indorsement on the paper marked B. the signature of Mr. Glass is on it : he 
was formerly Treasurer of the Bank. On the 14th of July 1 took the papers to the 
Treasury for new notes, and gave them to Mr. Morley. The whole of the papers 
were returned to me, but 1 could not obtain new notes. 1 pointed out myself some 
objections to the paper, I think upon the 9th of July, which raised suspicions, and 
the new notes were refused. 1 took one of the notes to the Accountant General’s 
Office and shewed it to Mr. Morley, to ascertain whether it w'as genuine or not. 
Mr. Morley said he thought it genuine. The doubts of their being genuine origi- 
nated with myself, 1 see my indorsement also on the paper marked B. 

Cross-examined hy the Advocate General . — I speak of the custom of the Bank from 
having inspected the books. Mr. Wood was President of the Bank from the time 
Air. Mackenzie went up with Lord Amherst until 1829. The president of the Bank 
is elected from the Directors. The Bank had previously taken these papers, which I 
shewed to Messrs. Prinsep and Mackenzie, some of them a considerable time be- 
fore I look at these five papers, they are fac smites the same number and amount. 
They all appear alike and from my knowledge of the Accountant General’s Office, I 
do not believe all those to be genuine. 1 think it not possible, that they all can 
he genuine. Looking at the signatures, 1 would not take them to be forgeries 
hut the number of fac similes makes them suspicious. I was for many years in 
the Accountant General’s Office, (Looks at two other papers C audN ], of the 
same amount and number and says,) in tha course of business they could not re< 
gularly pass through the Treasury, but 1 think it is possible the signature of the Se- 
cretary might be obtained in as much as they were sent in an open box. 

The forms adopted in procuring paper, is to receive a certificate from the Sub- 
Treasurer for money , paid in, which certificate is taken to Mr. Oxborough whore it 
is entered, and a blank form of Company’s Faper«filled up. The certificate must be 
given before the paper is drawn out. The Register, cancelled certificate and new 
promissory note are then examined to find if they correspond, they are afterwards 
taken to the Deputy Accountant General, who signs the certificate as cancelled 
and also signs the new promissory note. The cancelled certificate is theu handed 
ot Air. Oxborough, and the register and new promissory note are taken to tlie 
covenanted assistant or in his absence to another covenanted officer. The note must 
he examined by a covenanted assistant w’ he signs the Register and the note and the 
paper afterwards goes to the Secretary. I think it impo.ssible considering all these 
checks that four notes fac similes could find their way to the Secretary. The paper 
No. 7, 1 pronounce genuine the others are false (.vb and letter D.) ’’J lie papeia 

marked wdth the letter B and No. 8 and 9, are Jac similes also. No. 9 is genuine, 
the other two are not. The papers marked No. 10 and letter E. are fac semiles, 
they are not genuine. The paper marked No. 11 is genuine but the other marked 
P is false. ^ 

Jllr. William Oxborough. I am head Uncovenanted Assistant in the Accountant 
General's Office. Mr. Morley Accountant General, is head of that Office. He has 
been BO for about twelvemonths; he succeeded Mr. Wood, w'ho Lad been Ac- 
countant General for about 5 years. There are employed in that office, Deputy and 
Sub- Accountant Generals wdio are Assistants all covenanted officers. At the com- 
mencement of 1829, Mr. Morley was appointed Accountant General ; he had been 
before that Deputy and Mr. Oakes was Sub and Mr. UUny, and Mr. Fitzgerald 
, were at different times Assistant. On Mr. Wood’^^retiring, Mr. Oakes became 
Deputy and Mr. Glass Sub- Accountant General, ana Mr. Udney was appointed 
bead Assisuatt Mr* Dgrin beieng^ to the AGCOuaUiAt Oeneial’e Office. 1 receive 
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seven hundred rupees per month as head Uncovenanted Assistant. 1 register aU 
certificates issued for promissory notes; all pfomissory notes that come in fosr 
division or consolidation ; all Bills drawn on the Court of Directors and I supers 
intend the General Books, accounts reqgired for the home authorities and super- 
intend all finance accounts and the answering of all letters relating to all accounts 
that come for adjustment before i ar ofiice. Those accounts relate to the rubhu 
Debt. The Bengal debt amounts now to about SO crore of rupees, i here is 
no five per cent, remitable loan. ThAe was a five percent, loan opened the other 
day, which will be called the loan of 18!29*30. That opened in 1825» is called 
the loan of 18^^5-26. That amounts to about 10 crore of rupees, 1 registered 
nearly the whole of that loan. The first jart of that loan was received, halt in cash 
and half by transfers of a former four per cent. loan ; the rest was received by sub- 
scriptions all throughout India and Princes of VVales* Island, and also atthe Trea- 
ury here. When money was received, the party receiving granted a certificate 
in the terms, of the loan which entitled the holder to receive a note on presenting 
it at the office of the Accountant General. 

The Collectors, Residents, Paymasters *and all officers in charge of Public Trei^ 
suries were authorized to grant certificates as well as the Ireasury at Madras and 
Bombay. I mean all those who had accounts with the Company'; these Officers wera 
all Servants of the Company. The oortiticates were re^*eived in the Office ot the Ac- 
countant General and have been registered, but some are still out, for which no 
notes have been granted. When the certificate comes from the Sub- 1 rensurer s Offico 
to the Accountant General’s Office, it is registered by me and marked off in the 
Sub-Treasurer’s Book wducli accompanies it, by affixing the number of the note a^ 
registered incur registry against entry in that Book. 1 receive it through the head 
of the natives who make out the Promissoiy notes, I then register it m the Ge- 
neral Registry. It then goes back to the same person who has a promissory note 
made out, agreeable to the registry and the certificate. I make the mark in the Book 
of the Sub-Accountant before the note has been examined by the second Assistant^ 
my brother. When the certificate first arrives it is taken into the inner room ttt 
Ramcliuiider Roy who signs a receipt for it which goes back to the Sub- 
Treasurer’s Office. The certificate is brought to me with the General RegistryoE 
our Office, kept in my hand writing. I enter the certificate in that Book. It tlica 
returns into the same room and is then handed to Ramchunder Roy to prepare a 
note, who has a note prepared jRjcording to the Registry. The Sub-Treaurer's Re- 
gistry, the certificate with the General Registry and the note, then come to ma 
again and I mark the number of our Registry in red ink, in the Sub-Treasurer’s 
Registry. The whole then goes hack to the same room and up to this stage of tha 
proceeding there is no signature of any officer of Government on the note. The cer- 
tificate is then cancelled by the word “cancelled” being written on the certificate by 
Ramchunder or one of his establishment, with the number of tho note granted*. The 
certificate, with the note and General Registry then goes to be examined by the se- 
cond assistant, my brother, to see that they all agree. After his examination lie puts 
his initials to the cancelled certificate, and all are returned to the same room ; he 
does not put any mark upon the note. When a certain number of notes are ready 
for signature, they are sent up with the Sub-Treasurer's register, and the certificates 
to the Deputy or Sub- Accountant Geoen.1. His duty is to examine and see that 
they all agree, and then to sign the promissory note as haring examined it, and 
affix his name to the cancelled certificate. All are then returned down again by Nun- 
doololl into the same room ; he has been in the habit of carrying them for these IS 
or 16 years to my knowledge. The General Registry and the notes are sent up to 
the Head Covenanted Assistant, who sees that they agree, and if so, puts his 
initials on the Registry, and^then signs the promissory notes. They then come dowa 
to the same office ; then the notes are put into a box, and sent for signature to the Se J 
cretary ; the Registry does not accompany them. It is the duty of the native assistant 
to take the notes out of ^e ^ooks, put them in the box and let me know when tliej^” 
are going to the Secretarj^ 1 generally desire the Dufterry to call a peon, who* 
takes them to the Secretary to Government in the Territorial Department. It has. 
been usual for the Secretary to sign securities of this kind since about 1793, 1 seoA 
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them for sif^aBtUre gentleman as aach ia the custom of the office. Mr. 

lony was Deputy Secretary, and wlien acting for Mr. Macjkenzie signed notes, as 
did Mr. H. T Prinsep. The regular Secretary now is Mr. H. Mackenzie. The bo£ 
*,with the papers was sent to the Office ot* the Territorial Secretary ; either Nundoolol 
.or Ramchunder Roy placed the papers in the box. I did not examine the notes when 
sent ; they weie sent in quantities, seldom singly ; perhaps one &r two hundred were 
eent at a time, sometimes even as tew as six papers. There was no precaution 
taken as to the contents of these boxes ; th^y were not secured in any way. No 
communication was made to tbe Secretary as to the number of papers sent for signa- 
ture. J’he Secretaries had no way of ascertaining the genuineness of the paper 
except from the signatures of the officers at the Accountant General’s Office nor did 
any memorandum accompany the papers except when papers w'ere urgently required, 
when a nolo to that effect has accompanied them which did not specify the numbers 
.or the sum. I used generally to send a peon over to the Secretary’s Office, and if tbe 
^papers were signed he brought them back either to me or my brotlier. They were 
generally taken out before me and placed upon my table where they were kejit, or 
in a chesl, till the persons who claimed (^.hem call, when my brother generally deli- 
vered them to the different individuals. A component Note is a subdivision of au- 
other note, our Registry is called a component Registry though in truth it is a con- 
solidation. When a note comes in for subdivision it comes to me and goes through 
tbe same process as anew note, except that the promissory note is cancelled instead 
of the certificate and our registry used instead of the Sub- Accountant’s. When 
'notes are to be consolidated, they are brought to me, and entered in a component 
Registry and then go through the same process, except that more noU } than one 
are cancelled. If a note is renewed, it does not come to me, but the Registry is al- 
tered to the name of the person, in whose name it is renewed. The Deputy or 
Sub- Accountant General know that the alteration is made, and signs it. It' a per- 
son wants interest by Bills on tbe Court of Directors, the note is brought to me 
then handed to the person, Bhoben Mitter, who draws out the Bills, when the 
Bills are made out they are brought to me and if 1 see the notes correct, 1 register 
the number aud name of the person claiming, and the interest he is entitled to re- 
.ceive. Previous to this they go to the check registry office, to see that the periods 
for which interest is due, are actually due. They are then marked off in the check 
registry against their respective number, and the period of which interest is due, 
'and they are then brought back. If the interest as’ not been paid, the notes aro 
returned to Gobeeii Mitter and the Bills having been made out in trijilicate, are 
examined by three examiners, Dlechingtori, Galloway and Christiana, to see that 
'they agree with my registry when they are sent up to the Deputy Accountant Ge- 
neral with the registry of Bills, aud be signs ns having examined them. He signs 
the Bills as having examined them and puts bis initials under the receipt for inter- 
est on the back of the paper. They are then brought down and the Bills are sent to 
the Secretary. When a paper is first brought in for this purpose, no other examina- 
tion takes place other than what appears from the check registry, which only shows 
'that interest is due upon that note. The native endorsements aro examined" by the 
'native, Bobeen Mitter, tbe others by me, and i calculate the interest. It is the 
duty of the Deputy Accountant General to see, that tbe notes are genuine. 1 always 
satisfy myself of the genuineness of a note before I calculate the interest. 

The Bills were sent to the office of the Secretary precisely in the same way as 
the notes were. I generally received tbe Bills when returned from tbe Secretary. 
They are generally sent in the sam • box as tbe new note. Looks at B C D £ 
and F. 1 have seen these papers before, when 1 certified these 1 believed them 
genuine, they bear my initials of examination. Looked at B. 1 examined this on the 
'^oth March, and again on tbe ^9th July 1829. Looks at C this has been before me 
twice oil the 23d Jan. and again on tbe 28th of April 1029. D. This has been tbrice 
examined by me on 4th November 1828, 20th Jan. and 28th April 1829. £ ap- 

, pears to have been five times before me; on 22d May 1828^1 9ih January, 9th April,

< ‘ To Mr* Pearson* By the virtue of my oath my ordew wero^not in writing. Mr. 

has given me veijial orders and written to ins at times to examine such and 
such paper. I know there was an authority to Mr. Wood on the subject in writing* 
under which I conceive the Accountant peneral ib^ued his orders to me. There 
was a copy of a letter from Government to tlie Accountant General hung up in my 
office. 1 received tny orders iirom :he Accountant General long before that was 
affixed in my office. ^ 

To Mr, Compton, — I examined papers for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
they were genuine or not, under the verbal orders I received from the Accountant 
General Mr. Wood in 1824. 1 have received notes from him with papers for my 
examination. With the exception of mf brother 1 know of no person employed 
to certify papers. The heads of office have invariably sent papers, w])en forwarded 
to them for examination to me. After i had received orders from Mr. Wood, 1 think 
in September 1824, for the first 15 months, 1 examined 14 or 15 papers per month. 
I received aTee of one rupee for each paper examined, from the person who brought 
it for examination. Before 1 received the^rder 1 speak of, 1 have examined paper 
jbut never affixed my signature. 1 never examined any unless when sent to me with 
ji direction to examine them from Mr. Wood ; those were papers sent in to him for 
examination. The fees subsequent to the 15 months and downto July last amount- 
ed to 46 rupees a month, exclusive of what I received from the Bank. 1 received 
hundred a month from the Bank from Oct. 1828 to Sept. 1829. That arrangement 
was made with the Accountant General. Before that 1 believe paper had not been 
sent to me from the Bank. 1 believe in Oct. 1828 there was a forgery of paper dis- 
covered ; since when enquiries as to the validity of paper became more frequent. 
The arrangement as to the Bank was first communicated to my brother ns I wassiclp 
at the time. 1 should suppose that arrangement was known to all my superiors 
in Office ; it vras known to them that 1 received a fee of one rupee for examining 
notes. In pursuance of the regulation 1 have spoken of, I received a fee of a hundred 
rupees a month from the Bank up to the 3()th of Sept. last. 1 have examined notes 
sent to me from the Bank frequently, sometimes one, sometimes two, sometimes 
ten at a time. They were brought to me by the Podars of the Bank. 1 kept no 
inemorandum of the numbers of the notes. 

On the 20th January 1829, 1 examined 14 notes which were sent to me from ths 
Bank ; on the 23d Jan. 29 notes ^ on the 28tb March 17 ; on the 9th April 29 ; on tho 
24th April 26 ; on the 28th April 16 } on the 9th July J8. 

' Looks at B C D £ and F. These are some of the notes sent to me on those occa* 
sions from the Bank for the purpose of examination, and when I fixed my signa- 
ture to them, 1 believed them to be genuine. 1 returned them to the Bank as good 
notes. 1 always looked more particularly as to signatures than to any thing else 
as 1 was perfectly acquainted with them. 1 had abundant experience in them. 
If I bad seen tliose notes with the signatures of the officers of the Treasury only 
on them put in the box for the signature of the Secretary, 1 should have considered 
them good. 1 considered the signatures of the officers quite sufficient to have passed 
^liem. if it liad been my duty to affix my signature to them, 1 should have bad no 
hesitation to liave done so, looking at the signatures of the officers. The Secretary 
to Government and the Accountant General prepare the form of the notes when f| 
loan is opened and the Accountvmt General directs me to have it printed off. The 
iiotes are generally printed off 500 at a time ; we sometimes send for a 1000, when, 
the demand is heavy. It is the duty of the Deputy Accountant General to sign thn 
indent for the notes upon the superintend ant of the Press. They are brought from 
the Press by a Peon and reckoned by a Duftorv and Ramchunder Roy by whom 
they are kept. He keeps ^ account of the expenditure of them which is checked 
by an account kept by one of my accountants, a native. 

Cross-examined.—l hi^^e the general superin tendance of the Books and it is upon 
my balancing that they areisigned by the Accountant General. 1 have the keeping 
of the Registry. When t examined a paper to see whether genuine, I examinea 
the Registry to see if the signatures there agreed with those on the note ; • 1 also. 

looked to see whether the signatures were ooneoC* I ascertained the aoourao/ 
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of a Ni ^nature from its p^eneral appearance. This is the paper which was affixed in 
mv office for some years in the room in which I sit myself : It was affixed in my 
office in the same way as other papers relating: to loans ; not in a very conspicuous 
situation. It mig^ht be seen by any person who come into my room. 1 have read 
it myself. I considered that when the notes were sent down from the Accouncant 
General, ns the word used were ‘‘ for examination,^’ that it was for the purpose 
of ascertaining: whether or not they were good. I put that construction upon the 
word from communications. I had with Mr. Wood and his frequentlv writing: to me 
“ have these papers examined,” and his calling me up to do so. Since these forge- 
ries have been discovered I have looked much to tlie printing of these papers. 1 
look at this F and with the knowledge I have of the matter, T should with the 
names of the officers of Government attached to it, have thouglit it fit to be sent to 
the Secretary. I look at the word untUl** that might have escaped me. If I saw 
it I should have compared it with other papers. From other circumstances I 
should now say it is not good, but looking at the signatures alone I should sayit 
was genuine. I say the same as to £ in every respect. 1 say the same of B C D. 

Mr. Penrson was here proceeding to put into the hands of the witness genuine 
and forged papers in discriminately to which Mr. Compton objected. Objection 
overruled. 

Mr. Compton wished the Clerk of the papers to take down his objection in case of 
an appeal. 

Sir K. Pyan said that it would appear from the notes of the Judges. 

Mr, Cleland said it had been the practice of the Court for the Clerk to take down 
the objection. 

Sir E. Runn said he knew it had hut it was irregular and as long as he sat in 
Court be would not permit it. 

Mr. Oxhorough looked a number of papers and distinguished those that were 
genuine from those not genuine. I never knew a note delivered without the money 
having been paid for it. I never knew of Duplicates or 'friplicates of forgeries m 
the box ; if such had been there I should have discovered them. The signatures 
are in the usual style of the writers that of the Secretary is as likely lo be a 
forgery as any of the rest. t* 

Gooroopersaud Gase examined by Mr. P?’iiTscp.— I am liead native accountant in tho 
Bank, I have been so since 1814. I know Kajkissoro Dutt and his handwriting. 
The note which has now been banded to me marked with the letter B is indorsed 
by him. I have no doubt it is his handwriting. This second paper marked D is 
also indorsed by him. The paper F is indorsed in tlie handwriting of Hajah 
Biiddinauth Hoy, 1 believe il is his handwriting ; the second indorsement is that 
of Rajkissore Dutt. This note is for ^8,000*kupees, The paper marked B has also 
three indorsements in the handwriting of Rajkissore Dutt No. 1498, 25 und Hd, 
nine thousand and four hundred rupees. 

Mr. Comptonbere applied to the Bench for leave to strike out all the indorements. 
except the first upon one particular note as he was unable to prove some of the sig- 
natures. 

The Advocate General opposed this, and in support of his argument quoted from a 
recent publication published by Danso and Lloyd, page 13*2, headed ** Bill of Ex- 
change Indorsement,” by which it appeared that if the first indoiSfMnent was in blank, 
the subsequent indorsements were special and limited. The learned Advocate quoted 
many other cases to prove, that the plaintiff must prove a title before the indorse- 
ments could be struck out. 

Sir E, Ryan observed that there could he no doubt upon the subject, and indorse- 
<«ient in blank entitled the bearer to payment. His Lordship* quo ted several cases ia 
Cipporlofhis observation.

Case for the Defence. 

The Advocate General in commencing his address said, that the case had been open« 
ed by his learned friend in a manner which left his clients iiotliing to complain of, 
for assuredly, a speech more clear in the detail of facts, and more learned in all jioints 
of law, it had never been his lot to h^ ar ; d>ut he hoped he should he able to aliow 
that those points of law vrere inapplicable to the present case, and the sincerity of 
his observations were not to be questioned, because be thus differed with his learn- 
ed friend, who had done all he could for his clients, but more than even he could do, 
was necessary to make out n case tor the Bengal Bank. His learned friend had found 
fault with him for taking objections of a captious nature, but whether ho appeared 
on behalf of the Company or any other client, lie felt it was his duty to avail himself 
of every proper objection both in point of law, and as to merits ; trifling details of 
practice in the present instance he should throw aside, if he met but with equal can- 
dor, and to convince his fiiend of the truth of this, he would ut once tell him that he 
held in his bund a son -suit. When his Lordsliip saw no loss an array than four 
learned gentlemen on the o}>posite side, he was sure he would not now peilnit them 
to call fresh witnesses in support of a tottering cause. His learned fiiend had said 
that it was an action of assumpsit for interest due on promissory notes, which in- 
terest the defendants promised to pay to certain persons or their order at the Ge- 
neral Treasury in Fort William. Had such a demand, he asked, been made 1 had 
it been proved? no. Tlien if he were the advocate of a private individual he would 
at once claim a Non-suit at liis Lordship’s hands ; hut he would be willing to act 
for the Government in a mnnner^hat he* would not act for an individual ; he would 
willingly wave the Non-suit, if his friend w'ould undertake to wave any objection 
be had to the evidence he intended to call and thus give the case a full and clear iu- 
vesligation. He would wait his friend’s rej»ly. 

Mr. }*earson here sat down for a few moments and then rose and said, my Lord, 
my friend does not rejily, I can therefore proceed no further. 

Sir E. Uyan said, there certainly w'as no proof of demand, he was inclined to 
think it necessary and he felt surprised the case should have closed without any. 

His Lordship here suggested the propriety of Mr. Pearson’s proceeding in his 
case reseiviiig the point of law. 

Mr. Pearson^ said he did not complain of his friend’s making use of what he bad 
said relative to tlie ohjectinus he, Mr. Pearson, had stated it was his intention to 
take, but he thought he had some right to complain, that his friend had not stated 
fully wdiat accompanied it— his willingness to w ave all technical objection, ifhia 
friend abandoned his objections to tlie evidence he might call to prove these papers 
forgeries. He was surprised his iriend, who appeared for a public body, should 
biiU fault Tvith any evidence he should w'ish to call, and yet he objected to thefullent 
investigation. He had said much of public faith ; that the character of Government 
was impluated and that a%reach ot tuiih on its part, struck at its stability. Now 
be, Mr. Pearson, did not agree that it w'bs so materially involved in the present 
question, but sure he #as that the Government would be obliged to his learned 
friend for bis care and sol^'itude for their welfare. I'iiey had used him well, aini 
be assuredly Lad dcser\ ed it, and he, Mr. Pearson, was confident, the head of that 
Goverumeuit would be grateful aud would &o( fail to thuuk bin la a mauaer wbicU 
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Ld, Mr. Pdnifadn, would not undervalue by anticipating it. He would bowerer fell 
bis learned friend, tHbt in his opinion there was no danger. The British power is 
India had been frequently assailed both from withoat and Vithin but it had with*s 
stood .every attack, and frustrated every attempt, by arms without, by wisdom with- 
in, and he believed it would not be now^nined nor swept put of India, though sa 
heavy a calamity should happen as a nonsuit. But what did* his learned friend 
mean when he talked about the public being satisfied ? yet such was the language 
be used in a public Court. Was he afraid that his speech would not be sufficiently 
long, or was he seeking popularity or anxious to excite? why did he introduce 
extraneous mutter? A jury which could be prejudiced for the sake of popularity 
was, thank God, now a days seldom heard of, and a judge of the kind, was an 
anomaly for which there was no name. ‘He would not follow his learned friend .in 
such a strain for when he entered the Court, he felt it was his duty to speak for 
bis clients alone, ‘and only to the Court and he was trusted the public would be fully 
satisfied, as they always should be, with the verdict of the Court or of an honesty 
jury whatsoever it might be. 

His friend had divided his argumen/s into fact and law and the facts into two 
points, first, contending on the one hand that the papers were genuine ; secondly, 
if not, on the other hand that the East India Company were bound to pay them in 
consequence of Mr. Oxborougb’s acknowledgment, if his signatures were valid.^ 
In order to show that the signatures on the papers were genuine, bis learned friend 
had called two or three witnesses. First Seboodut who said he had taken the pa- 
pers from the native treasurer to Mr. Oxborough, who examined them in bis pre- 
sence, and also Mr. Dorin who had given very clear testimony. From the evidence 
of that gentleman it appeared that there were various checks in the several depart- 
ments of the Treasury through which paper passed ; those checks were on his lord-' 
Ship’s notes and he would not trouble him with a repetition, but the result of his 
evidence was, that more than one of these papers could not have regularly passed 
through that office and if that gentleman were not present, he Mr. Pearson, should 
express himself warmly as to the truth of his statements and the judgment be had* 
exhibited in coming to that conclusion. 

Sir E, Ryan here remarked, that he considered the subject of forgery of little 
consequence *, what the Advocate General had to get rid of was, the question of 
agency, for if the plaintiffs took the papers upon the acknowledgment of the defen-, 
dant’s agent that they were good, the defendants wbre bound, and in common sense,' 
in common honesty and in common law the plaintiffs were entitled to recover; but 
if Mr. Oxborough was not an authorised agent, then there was at once an end of the' 
case. 

' Afr. Pearson said that before be sat down, he thought he should be able to show, 
bis Lordship the importance, and even though he knew the power of his learned 
friend in reply and should give him that advantage, be felt ho should be deviating 
from the proper course, and not doing his duty to his clients, if he did not produce 
•vijdcnoe to show that the papers were forgeries ; his learned friend wishing to show 
them to be genuine had called no witnesses as to hand writing. From the evidence 
of Mr. Dorin it appeared, that these papers were not genuine and though Mr. Ox- 
borou|bbad admitted his signature to them, be did not hesitate to say that they 
were forgerios. He, Mr. Pearson, meant to insist upon his right to have these 
documents read and put upon record, if only in case of an appeal, that they might 
be laid before the Lords of the Council and he trusted he would hear of no further 
objections from his learned friend, for to prevent his putting them in, came with 
very bad grace from one who had taunted him with unwillingness. 

Sir £. Ryan here suggested, that tbe only question was the fact of agency. If 
Mr. Pearson got rid of that, there was no case as the Plaintiffs bad not proved tho 
validity of the paper or the band writing of the framer. 

* ilfr. Pearson said if such was hie Lordship’s opinion^, itVould in some degree 
tfborten the case and he should not trouble the Court bytcatiing all the evidence he 
bed intended and this would enable bis Lordship to dispose of it sooner than he ex^ 
peeted, however, otherwieo it would hove boon bis duty -teproduce that individuelil 
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Bwarlcenath Mittro who would ackuowledgo hariog bimsajf forg^od tbit pljpart. 
With reference to that peraon, his friend hM obserred upon die eztraordiiiat^'oit<- 
hibition such an individual would make and said jt was the iirati and he 
would be the last time, he should hear of such an odious character bein^ putinto,tb|i 
witness box and he absolutely threatened *th at if such a step were taken, he should 
be prosecuted-w Ba^it was no^ the ^rst time he, Mr. Pearson, had seen a ieloiK 
brought up as a witness in a civil case in a Court of Justice, but it wu the veiy 
first time that he had heard a hint thr(fiRrn out by counsel, that tf evidence wan 
given, prosecution would follow ; it was reserved for the Bank of Bengal and hi* 
learned friend to hold out such threats. 

His learned friend had used harsh wordsewhen speaking of .Dwarkenatb Mittro» 
for whose character he, Mr. Pearson, had no great estimation, but notwithstanding 
such language he should have colled him. Mr. Compton had branded him a yillain* 
a wretch, a miscreant and he would not quarrel with him for those expressions, but 
he should remember the old adage, ** hard words produce no injury,*’ or in homliec 
terms break no bones” ; be was welcome lo use such language, but notwithstand* 
ing he Mr. Pearson would sit down in th^ most imperturbable composure. But he 
could not help remarking upon observations of his friend, when he said, there 
could be no doubt the endorsmenta were in the band>writi!ng of Raja Buddenauth 
Roy ; that he. Mr. Pearson, admitted, but he could not help recollecting the argu« 
ment of hia friend on a former trial when he took such pains and laboured for hour« 
to prove that they were not genuine. Did he forged, that he the said they were for<» 
ged by this same Dwarkenatb Mittre ? He Mr. Pearson ought not perhaps Cifif 
^quarrel with his friend about inconsistency in an adyocate, he was aware that they 
had always to moke the best of a cause ana perhaps those who dwell in glass houaec 
should not throw stones. He did not forget the remark of as ingenious a counsel 
as it had eyer been his lot to hear about the harlotry of his profession, but be cottl<t 
not forget the want of modesty in his friend ; had he no regard for the jury h« 
lectured for hours? 

Mr. Pearson said, as to the matter now in question, the agency of Mr. Oxbo* 
rough, it rested upon extraordinary evidence. That gentleman liad said, that he bad 
no authori^ in writing for the examination of the paper and all rested upon that ex- 
pression. There was an authority bung up in his office, authorising a search of the 
Registry, but he said Mr. Woodjiad given him authority verbally and by notes, but 
no authority in writing specifically addressed to himself. He Mr. Pearson did not 
stand in court to repudiate that testimony but it was his duty to comment upon tha 
evidence and did not that answer he would ask? preclude the possibility of his show- 
ing the reverse ? did it not show the unwillingness of Mr. Oxborough to give a plain 
answer. He, Mr. Pearson, imputed nothing; his words bore a plain meaning. It 
was the object of Mr. Oxborough to bear himself clear from blame ; to show that ha 
did not take upon himself more authorily than he was authorised to take ; such waa 
no doubt the nature of man. But from whom did he receive the authority ? From Mr. 
Morley ? No, no, but from Mr. Wood ; be charged a man who was absent in England 
and could not defend himself ; he charged Mr. Wood who was 16,000 miles from 
Calcutta, and who would not hear of the present proceedings till they were forgotten 
in India. 

Mr. Oxborough said he kept the Registers and examined papers fmviouB to tho 
authority being hung up in his office, so it was clear that such authority was only K> 
modification of a pre-existing usage ; but Mr. Oxborough understood, that the ittp* 
structions of Mr. Wood authorised him to examine papers and certify their authea^ 
ticity. That person had never said the words used by Mr. Wood went further than 
** for examination” and then for the sake of vindication, he had put upon those words 
an interpretation which they*did not bear. Construction his learned friend well ktieir 
was not evidence ; the words used were for the Court and the jury to decide upon, 
for if otherwise the witiiess would be patting himself in the situation of both. Why 
be would ask were not the/otes which accompanied.the papers from Mr. Wood pro« 
duoed? Who oommnuioated those messengers? why were they not produced 7 
They might have given tTuUiM* diffactatto that of Mr» Ojwprougb, Could 
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his Lordship! lie esiced, believe ? that it was the intention of the Government to au« 
thorize Mr. Oxborough to give an opinion as to the truth or not of their papers ; that 
they intended he should declare upon their responsibility ; as to looking at hia 
former evidence the innumerable checks ,of office and the signatures of the gentle- 
men at the Treasury and afterwards the aiguature of the Secretary w’ere they to be 
considered as useless. Could it be supposed, that t^ey would ifllow all their papers 
to ley at his mercy ? that all the machinery connected with this system should be 
overset at once by an uncovenanted servan'^ 1 That the Government would invest 
forsooth in an individual like Mr. Oxborough, who his Lordship had seen in the 
witness box, not remarkable for acuteness, all the responsibility of the Treasury 
department 1 Could such an absurdity be for a moment credited 1 

Mr. Pearson said that a fee of one rupie was paid indiscriminately for all papers 
and ho would here state that he was not going into the law of insurance but endea- 
Touring to ascertain the intention of the parties, and could any one he asked,, 
believe ? that for one rupee the defendants would undertake to certify paper of one 
hundred or one thousand j from a hundred to a hundred thousand rupees, indis* 
criminately. 4 , 

Hie learned friend was shortly to returnee England where he wished to God it 
was in his power to go and when he deposited bis well earned hoards with his 
Hanker, let him said Mr. Pearson tell him of the existence of a company, who for 
two shillings undertake indiscriminate to certify the validity of a paper of one hun« 
jired or one hundred thousand pounds and he will not be credited. If such a com* 
panj did exist they would be fitter for another place. 

Your Lordship, said Mr. Pearson, has said, that these papers are not proved to be 
genuine, so they must be considered as false. What then, he asked, was the form of 
action brought 1 for though he would refrain in a case like the present from taking 
advantage of technical objections, yet he felt he would be betraying the interests of 
bis clients, if he did not avail himseif of that which arose out of a fair constructioa 
of law. It was he said an action of Assumpsit, and Assumpsit required considers « 
tion to be shown, so taking it for granted that the notes were forgeries, that the 
iignatures of the Secretary were forged by some person not connected with the Com* 
pany, there was a variance in each count which became fatal, for the plaintiffs under<t 
took to show, that they were genuine but if false no consideration could have been 
given for them and bis Lordship, he said, would Sfe the bearing of this remark, for 
be, Mr. Pearson, would contend that these papers were different from Bills of Ex* 
change. 

Mr. Pearaon said that he would prove, that it was the custom of persons to send 
in their papers to the Treasury for examination. Mr. Oxborough had said, to ascer- 
tain their vadity but he, Mr, Pearson, said, to see whether or not they were cor- 
Tectly registered. 8uch examination gave the holder the advantage of seeing, that 
the notes he held had been correctly issued ; that there were papers of the same num- 
bers, and amounts in existence, and was not that he would ask, security worth one 
rupee? But it did not pledge the Government to more than that such papers had 
been issued from the Accountant General’s Office. Mr. Oxborough had aaid, that 
previous to the order for examination, applications to him were not so numerous, 
but be, Mr. Pearson, bad evidence to show, that they were found too numerous and 
the fee of a rupee* which was not paid to the defendants, but to Mr. Oborongb, was 
only fixed, that the time of the latter should not be engaged when he could be other* 
wise employed. In consequence of hat fee his wages were not reduced, and was 
it, he would ask, likely 1 the Government w'ould take upon themselves such a res* 
ponsibility without any consideration and they could not have taken such a step aa 
to entrust one of their inferior officers and such an officer, with the charge of all the 
papers in the Treasury. 

Mr. Pearaon said, he now came to the authority given to Mr. Oxborough. 

Mr. Wood’s letter to the Governor General in Councihwas here read, advising the 
establishment of a fee of one rupee for comparing each^aper with, the Registry as 
all equivalent for Mr. Oxborough’s trouble. The answer of the GoTSXaoi Geaerat 
ia Couaeil was also read complying with Mr* Wooden reqdtst. 
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* Sach Mr. Pearson said was the aathoritjr $:irea and no more, and Mr. Ozborottgb* 
knew of its existence when he undertook to stij, be acted under no written authoritjr* 
and he found on the back of it another letter composed by llr. Oxborouglu and 
declining to search the register because the fe« 5f one rupee had been annulled; 
but it was immaterial, for he contended ^lat even the Acconntant General had no* 
right to verify papy in such a way. He would show that no change waamade ia 
the wages of Mr. OxSorough ; tl^t no part of that fee went into the public Treasury ; 
that Government paper was invariablv signed by the Seeretarios to Government^ 
whether Bills of i^xchange or Promissory Motes. 

Mr, Pearson said, be now came to the law as cited by his friend and the cases he 
bad quoted, but they all referred to Bills of Exchange, and the acknowledgment ef 
the acceptance by a person or one authorized as agent. 

Sir E, Ryan. The principle ia the same. 

Mr, Pearson did not think that in all cases it was the same, for a Bill of Exchange 
could be accepted by parole but a note could not be so made. So the writing on 
a note could not be considered in the same light as a new indorsement on a Bill of 
Exchange. b 

Mr. Pearson here cited authorities in support of his view of the law and concluded 
by observing that no act which Mr. Oxborough could do would go to the extent of 
making a fresh acceptence. 

He next came to the part of his learned friend's argument as to general and spe* 
ciiil agency which be had gone in to very minutely. He must say a great part of it 
was gratuitous. If, said Mr. Compton, ** my servant takes my horse to the fair or m^ 
cook goes into the market to purchase provisioH; 1 am bound by their acts.^’ This 
be said might be the case if they acted in their proper capacities, but be, Mr. Petr* 
ton, would put a case mure analogous. If his cook took iiis horse to the fair or hit 
groom went into the market, or the sweeper of his banking house should presume to 
tccept Bills, would he, Mr. Pearson, be held responsible 1 The order to examlnt 
the Registry was in English and the parties had nothing to do but open their eyet 
end see the authority of this person. The Bank of Bengal be presumed could read 
English, he meant the individuals who composed it, not the corporation, for ia lam 
it had neither eyes nor conscience and it would seem so from the measures adopted 
by his learned friend. Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Wood had been Presidents of the 
Directors and if they could haf e read their own charter they could also have read 
the direction of the Governor General in Council, and then they would at onca 
have seen the authority under which Mr. Oxborough acted. What then be asked 
became of all the hardships of which his learned friend had complained of 1 Let 
him not, said he, speak of the hardships that may accrue to natives, for there ara 
no natives in the present case and sufficient for the day is the evil. His friend had 
cited Mr. Pailie but he Mr. Pailie, said, they ought to have enquired, ao aaid he, 
Mr. Pearson, and so said the law. • 

His friend he said had argued the present ease as a question between two private 
Banks or individuals, but he thought there was a vast difference, for he forgot thal 
the Company stands in two characters ; that by Parliament it has not enfy heea 
invested with the character of a Trading Company but also of Sovereigns of a vaat 
empire. If private stock companies, assembled by their own voluntary will, or % 
private establishment should come to ruin, it would be no very heavy loss in the 
great mass of the public, but it was different with the East India Company, The 
/Government it was true was delegated, but the sovereignty rested with the King, 
end the Parliament of England occasionally interfered to regulate their proceedings. 

The learned Advocate here cited passages from the Company’s charter relating 
to the debt of the East ludHa Company ; the appropriation of the Revenue and thn 
manner in which Company’s paper was to be issued and executed. 

Mr. Pearson said that in conformity with these regulations the papers ohder 
consideration, which di^*not relate to any private company or commercial specu- 
lation, but to the debt of the East India Company, were signed by the SlecretsriSli 
and by order of the Gorsmor General in Council, in confonnity witE the law ash» 
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'had jast now atated it. Where he asked was the authority of the deputy or 
’'uncorenanted ser^f^nt ? how he would ask could his learned friend substitute Mr. 
'‘Ozborough for one of the Secretaries 1 Would he not be equally justified in giving 
the authority to his groom or feook as to suppose Mr. Oxborougb could be substi- 
tuted forgone of the Secretaries of Gor^ment. Had Mr. Ozborough the power to 
draw a note of this kind or issue any of the Company’s papgr 1 he would contend 
Le had not. If he could not draw a fresh paper, he could not recognize its 
Talidity ; but if such an authority did e:|ist, how could it be exercised to make a 
forgery a valid instrument. 

He asked his Lordship not to confound these papers with Bills of Exchange, and 
in the cases cited be would find, that the ground on which they were decided was^ 
that where persons recognized the validity of a paper, to decide in any other way 
would be to cripple the interests of commerce. Admitting what he, Mr. rearson, dis- 
puted, the whole extent of all his learned friend was ready to wish for, he asked had 
the Government power to transfer its authority to Mr. Oxborough I The public reve- 
nue was appropriated to pay the public debt and Company’s paper could not be com- 
pared to any private transiiction, for it was public security. He could not dispute 
that East India Company were a commerc^l body, but they had also another charac- 
ter ; they were the government of a great country, recognized by the King and Par- 
liament of Great Btitain. They had been driven into extensive wars and could not 
support them without contracting a great debt. The revenue had been specifically 
apportioned to certain purposesj one of which was the liquidation of that debt from 
whence Mr. Oxborough or Mr. Oxborougb ’s superiors could not divert it, nor even 
could the Governor General in Council divert it from the channel to which it had 
been appropriated by the Statutes. If he did, he should say, he was exceeding his 
powers 

' Mr, Piarson said he had now done, and bis Lordship wonld observe the grounds 
upon which he went. He did nob go into any proof of the forgeries and as be hud 
not troubled his learned friend with the evidence of the informer, Dwarkenath 
Mittre, tbe wretch, the villain of , whom he had spoken in not very measured lan- 
guage, he hoped he would dowi^re and not prosecute him. He had endeavour- 
bd to urge a distinction between Bills of Exchange and these Notes but be feared 
with no great effect and that no parole acknowledgment could make a person liable 
upon a Note. He bad stated that the papers in question were a part of the public 
debt and not any part of the Con^erci^ transactidlm of tbe Company, and that they 
fpuld not be made without an order from the Governor General in Council, and requi- 
sed tbe signature of tbe Secretary, and that even the recognition of tbe Secretary 
Would not be binding. But his friend had said that the recognition ot Mr. Oxborough 
was binding, that be was the representative of the East India Company. Whatl Mr. 
Oxborough ; tbe person his Lotfisbip had seen in the witnesses box, tbe representa- 
tive ct the Government who swayed 1()0,0000 of people ! ! ! Could any thing be 
more redioulous. • 

Sir Edioard Ryun wished to know whether the Advocate General meant to rely 
upon the objection stated by Mr. Compton, that the United Company were share- 
holders in the Bank and so could not be sued. 

Jlfr. Psmwu eaid that when he did not meet wkh equal candor on the opposite 
aide, he meant to rely upon every objection tbe law allowed him. He wondered 
hoB learned friend who had said so much for the public, did not state bow many 
widows and orphans would suffer an appeal to tbe feelings of a sympathizing 
public on this occasion, but had the popular feeling been excited, had these persona 
suffered, be should have received instructions from the proper quarter and he would 
have acted as best suited his feelings. 

Mr, Pearson here closed a very eloauent address by thanking bis Lordship for tha 
patient hearing he bad given him and apologizing for the warmth of his feelings and 
manner of his delivery but his early habits of addressing juries, would he trusted 
plead hie ezovuie. - ^

Cross Examined by Mr. Compton. I amf not aware of buying a Promissory Note 
from Rajkissore Dutt, 1 never sent such note for examination to Mr. Oxborouglu 
J never purchased paper, I relied impUeitly upon my sircar. 1 don’t recollect aeud'* 
ing my sircar to Aajkiasore Dutt. 

' Examined by Sir Edioard Ryan. 1 have no^inowledge of any authority being vested 
in Mr. Oxborough to examine Company’s Paper, except by inspecting the Register. 
1 am not aware that Mr. Oxborougli waa in the habit of receiving a rupee for each 

R aper he examined. 1 don’t know that any other of the Company's Servants or 
lembers of Council were aware of that practice. Previous to August last, and to 
the receipt of the letter produced, 1 had no knowledge that Mr. Oxborough had been 
in the habit of examining Paper. 1 am nothware whether the Governor General, of 
the Members of Council knew it. I canirtitcall to my recollection any conversatioii 
1 had with Mr. Wood on the subject of the examination of Company’s paper. Mrw 
Oxborough was employed to examine the paper : that is, that he was to see that the 
paper hod been issued to certain parties and that the interest had been paid or not 
paid and in cases of tran.<<ferred loan to ascertain at the application of the parties frong 
what loan and from what parties it had been transferred. Mr. Oxborough was in the 
Accountant General’s Office. He received his directions from the Accountant Gene* 
ral. Mo written orders were ever communicated to him from Government. 

Questioned by his Lordship, at the suggestion of Mr. Compton.— I was not acquainted 
with the fact of Mr. Oxborough’a examining the Company’s Paper at the time of 
Prawnkissen Holder’s trial. 1 had been President of the Bank of Bengal before Mr« 
Wood’s appointment. ^ 

By Mr, Compton. There is a book kept at the Bank where the orders of the Preif* 
dent and Directors are inserted. 1 have looked into the Book and know what ordern 
have been passed. ( Book handed to witness.) This is the book. 1 aee Mr. Wood’ir 
writing. 1 read this resolution or order ; it bears Mr. Wood’s signature. I saw it 
after the discovery of Rajkissore’s Forgeries when it becaine a question at the Ban^ 
what authority Mr. Oxborough had to examine papers. Mr. Wood was Accountant 
General at the time. 1 did not kdbw Mr. Oxborough received one hundred rupees d 
month for examining papers, before I saw that order. Has no doubt the order wag 
submitted to the Directors, as he is one of them. The order might have been made 
out in witnesses’ absence, it merely required a sufficient number of directors. It iu 
not customary to communicate those orders to absent directors. The book lies om 
the table. 

By the Court.— I wa8.not aware of the order previous to Rajkissore Dutt’s forgeries;

A Meeting of the Creditors of the firm of Palmer and Co. held at their offices 
on Saturday, (the 13th Feb.) at noon, pursuant to public invitation from the partners. 

Sir 'Charles Metcalfe, Bart, having ^aken the chair at the unanimous request 
of the Meeting. 

Mr. Palmer stated the object of assemblbg the Creditors of the firm, and drew 
attention to the procoedings at a former meeting of the principal native Creditors which 
took place on the 31st ult. at which thef' had expressed their willingness to allow six 
years for the discharge of all claims in full, with 5 per cent, per annum interest. 

it had liowever, on careful consideration and examination of the affairs of the con* 
cern, been considered impracticable to effect the liquidation of the debts of the firm 
under eight years, and the principal object of this meeting was to ascertain if tho 
Creditors were disposed to allow that term. If they were he would most cheefully de- 
vote himself to the accomplishment of thH arrangement ond he hoped that, although hd 
was now upwards of (>3 years of age and cquld not expect to live many years longer, 
he might be spared until he had discharged every claim against the firm. 

Mr. Palmer added, that he individually laboured under a heavier and more dis- 
tressing responsibility than his partners, in as much as he, in bis capacity of Trustee 
and Executor to a great many estates was personally responsible for their funds which 
he had placed in the House and for the recovery of which he was anxious to devote the 

temaider of his life. . i . j . 

Mr. G. A. Prinsep seconded Mr. Palmer's proposition and expressed his desire 
glso entirely to devote himself to the interests of the Creditors. 

Colonel G ALLOW at regretted that he could not agree with Mr. Palmer in his view 
of the practicability of paying the debts of the firm, in full, in eight years. The meet- 
ing must be aware of the difficulties that would attend the efforts of insolvents, how- 
ever anxious they might be to accomplish so desirable an object. The firm being 
insolvaut, its property belonged to the creditors, and was in the possession of Trus- 
tees for their beuefit, and until they were solvent, or in other wards able to pay all 
demands against tliem, they could not act in their own behalf, or make any successful 
effort for the benefit of their creditors. He thought the most ad viseable method would be 
for the creditors at once to give up much a portion of their claims on the house as would 
make it solvent. As an assignee of the estate he had had ample means of acquainting 
himself with the state of its affairs, he had acoordingV with a view to this proposition, 
made calculations which enabled him to say, that if the Creditors would give up a5 
per cent, or 4 annas in tho Rupee it would make the firm solvent aud enable it to pay 
the remaining 75 per cent, in seven years with five per cent, interest. Tho question 
tppeared to him to be simply whether the Creditors (of which Col. G. is one of the 
greatest) will at once give up 4 annas in the Rupee, in the well founded expectation of 
receiving tho remaining 12 annas, in the manner proposed, or whether by their refusal 
they will keep the firm in a state of insolvency, under the management of the Court 
With no prospect of realizing even eight annas^n the Rupee. 

• Colonel Galloway proceeded to substantiate his view of the affairs of _ Messrs. 
Palmer and Co. by reading from a paper of calculations he had made, the details of his 
plan from which we could only collect the following particulars, as the statement was 
long,’ and eitracta merely from it read to the meeting.

He considered the property in assignment morn 
secure tlmn in tlie hands of the members of the firm,vhe was o^esirons that the salutary 
control of the assignees over the property of^tbe estate should continue until tfie sole 
object of iiiB auxiety--the payment of tbe»d^tB of the concern was accomplished* 
There be, there certainly was, an objection to the great number of assignees, as 
It was difficult and occasioned much delay to get the sanction of so many persons t6 
the necessary forms for transferring paper, giving powers, &c. this was however the only 
objection be thought the Msignment ought to continue until nil debts were discharged, 
although a less number of assignees than 13 might be deemed sufficient. 

Much miscellaneous discussion took place. Col. Galloway’s motion was considered 

per cent, if it would place Messrs. Palmer and Co. in a state of solvency- 
Gentlemen did not appear to like the proposition, principally we believe, because, they 
understood tlieir own better— .many were absent, and those present were desirouA 
to consult the absent and to have pother meeting— -tiiey seemed to prefor giving 
time and relinquishing interest, to an immediate sacrifice of 25 per cent, of the principal. 
It was argued however, with great justice, that many individuals depended entirelj' 
upon the interest and had not desired and were not disposed to touch tlie principi^ ; to 
them an abandonment of the interest would be an abandoned of the present means of 
existence in exchange for a remote advantage. 

Mr. Dickens stated that it was not Ms intention to have offered to the notice of the 
meeting ; he came merely as an asisgnee, with a view to ascertain the sentiments of the 
creditors ; as however he thought the course recommended not likely to be productive 
of any benefit to the creditors or the insolvents, unless it was first ascertained wha% 
the Court would be likely to do, he desired to say a few words on the subject. He re- 
minded the meeting tliatthe estate was in the hands of the Court, not of the creditot 
— that the assignees althougli recommended by them, were appointed by the Court 
and that until its disposition was known, it w’bs useless to discuss the motion pro- 
posed by Colonel Galloway. He recommended the creditors and the insolvents to 
join in a Petition to the Court to the above effect — which was the first and most ne- 
cessary step that could be taken. 

Col. Galloway explained that it was the object of another resolution which ho 
meant to propose, to provide for the difficulty alluded to by Mr. Dickens, but ho 
thought it necessary that the sentiments and disposition of the creditors should be first 
ascertained, as he thought the Court would not act upon an hypothetical proposition, 
whereas if me creditors petitioned the Court and stated their willingness to make tlio 
sacrifice he had recommended, he was satisfied that the Court would agree to the pro- 
position and in fact go hand in hand witli the creditors in so desirable an arrangement* 

^ Mr. R. Browne felt great pain in throwing cold water upon any proposition, hav- 
ing for its object the benefit of the creditors or the Members of the firm, out he thought 
It premature to ask the sanction of the creditors to the proposed measure until the opi- 
nion of the Court was ascertained ; which opinion could, he thought, be easily ob- 
tained. He recommended that as the assignees were now ready to make such a report 
as would enable the Court to grant the relief contemplated by the insolvents— the 
creditors and the insolvents should jointly petition the Court— stating that they have 
reamn to believe that if this Court wotdi^jBtotipn the measure, the creditors would 
willingly make certain saeaificeB-aod praying the Court to authorise the assignees t# 
carry on the several coaGeraa of tba firm aa may ba most beneficial for the interests of 
the erechtori* 
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• Colonel Young thought Colonel Galloway was mistaken as to the main point fov 
the consideration of the meeting. The amount of sacrifice was not the real matter for 
discussion-^ to that nobody present objected, all would willingly give up 96 per cent, 
of their claims to secure the remaining 75 per cent. The important question was, 
will the Court agree under any circumstances to allow the business of this Concern to 
go on ? The assignees were exceedingly desirous to be relieved from their very 
fatiguing and responsible duties and should be most glad to- see the present or any 
similar arrangement established. He seconded Mf. Browne’s proposition. 

The following resolutions were then unimimonsly carried. 

Moved by Mr. Browne and seconded by Colonel Young : 

I. — Resolved, That in the opinion of this Meeting it is desirable that the general 
'business of the firm should be carried on by the late partners under the superinten- 
dence of the assignees or of persona appointed by the Court until the consent of the 
creditors be obtained to the proposal which is about to be submitted to them for the 
adjustment of their claims, and that with the view of effecting this object a petition 
be presented to the Court by the Members of the late firm and the creditors jointly 
praying its sanction to the measure. 

Moved by Colonel Galloway andaqf^onded by Mr. E. Trotter : 

II. — Resolved, that whereas in thepresSnt state of commercial interests, disturbed 
as they have been by the failure of a Firm whose concerns are of such magnitude and 
adverting to the lime which must necessarily elapse before any Dividend can be 
made, it is the opinion of this meeting that it would be highly prejudicial to the in- 
terests of the creditors to proceed to immediate sales of property, especially of In- 
digo Factories which form a large proportion of the assets, a petition be presented by 
the creditors and the Insolvents to the Insolvent Court praying that the Court will be 
pleased to take into its consideration all circumstance affecting the property of the 
Insolvents with a view to authorise the poscponement of sales and that such part of 
the funds as shall be necessary may be employed with the concurrence of the as- 
signees in keeping up and managing the said Factories and concerns until favorable 
opportunities occur for gradually disposing of them. 

The following Resolution was suggested on the part of the assignees- to remove e 
technical difficulty in the recovery of debts by process of law. 

III. — Resolved, That the creditors do authorise the Assignees to institute legal 
proceedings against all debtora to the Finn and to recover and receive the full amount 
of the debts due by them os per list annexed. 

Moved by Mr. W. Bird and seconded by Baboo Rooplall Mullick. 

IV. — Resolved, That the thanks of this meeting be given to Sir Charles Matoalfe 
for hia able services in the chair. 

A resolution proposed by Baboo Hurrochunder Labory and seconded by Baboo 
Sibchunder Dosa, to limit the number of assignees to three, waswithdhawa on an 
Gsplanation that its object was provided for in the first resolution. 
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ESTATE OF MESSRS* PALMER & CO. 

Mr. PrttfSip stated that he veas instracted to present a Petition from osrtain cM* 
'ditors of Messrs. Palmer and Co. whose cfaims amounted to twenty- two Laka of 
Rupees, accompanied by an affidarit of Mr. Palmer verifying the amount of their 
respective claims. Its object was the postponement of the immediate sales of the 
lactones, ships and other durable property of the firm, and that the same might >0 
kept up with 'the assetts in the hands of the assignees till a gradual and beneficial 
ealo could be effected, and also to have the yesent inconvenient number of twelve 
assignees reduced to four, two of vthomato be native gentlemen, and that they* 
with part of the members of the firm should digest, and submit to the Court for 
eanction, a plan of temporary tnana^meni, such as would be most advantageoui 
for the benefit of the creditors at large.* 

The documents, having been presented and read by the officer of the Court. 

Mr. Prinsep added that be did not feel it necessary to enlarge on the expediency 
of the measures suggested by the Petitioners. Their chief objects were, in the 
first place, to defer tlie sales of Indigo Factories and other property, which they 
could not but consider as highly injurious to their interests, and secondly, that a 
plan should be digested, and submitted for the sanction of the Court, for carrying 
on those concerns for the purposes idready stated. Even with prudence and ci^e, 
it would require many years to wind up the extensive affairs of the unfortunata 
firm, and by none could it be done with so much advantage, as by the membera 
themselves, who were the persons most intimately acquainted with'its affairs. It 
was not necessary to dwell on this point, for it must be manifest to every one who 
had at all considered the subject. 

The magnitude of the business of the firm made it quite impossible to proceed 
with eflect as in an individual caf^ of insolvency, and placed in a prominent point 
of view the defects of the new Law as applied to commercial failures. On that 
account, a clause had been inserted in the Petition, praying that the Law here 
may be placed upon the footing of the Bankrupt Laws in England. The applica* 
tions of law to cases of this kind, quite new in this country, and this part of 
the Petition was therefore principally addressed to the kind discretion of the Court* 
The Petitioners were deeply interested in the affair, aud others went along with 
tliem, but from absence and other causessthey had been unable to sign, and it was 
only the very pressing nature of the occasion that led to the Petition being pre- 
sented now. Sales were already advertised, and when it was remembered that 
upwards of four thousand accounts existed on the books of the finn,. it became 
obvious that a short time would not suffice to obtain the assent or dissent of every 
creditor to the measures proposed. Any creditor was in a position to come to the 
Court, and to call for the exercise of its discretion, and refeiring to the 49th ai^d 
doth Clauses of the Act, it was not, he thought, too much to ask for that which tb^e 
Petitioners required. He need not remark that it was the duty of assigi^ees to 
reatiae all property with the utmost practicable speed, and hence arose the neces- 
sity of applying for the exercise of the large powers vested in the Court by the 
clauses before referred to. The most extensive discretion was by them given to 
and it was obvious that a failure of this magnitude was a proper occasion on vduek 
to exercise them. 

The present state of the money market too was such, as to make it manifest th«;t 
‘sales could not be carried in!» effect without great loss, if precipitancy Ivera not ^ 
most carefully avoided, and fie therefore begged the Court to restrain the assigneei 
from proceeding to immediate or peremptory sales by an order niii, or such 
other course as it should think proper* An affidavit that su^ aalei wm contea* 
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plated was net reqiyred, in his opinion, because the Court would presume the ass1«^ 
nees to know their duty, which was to proceed to sell, unless otherwise directedt 
and the object of the Petitioners was to show the injury they would sustain in 
consequence. The relief prayed for could, of course, be modified, as the Court 
should see fit, and as this class of caseh, and the law itself, were -both new to this 
country, he hoped it would not be too much to ask the CouDt to do so. He was 
told that his friend on bis left held a similar pe*tition, praying, no doubt, for the 
■ame objects. The Court could not go bfyond its powers, but those powers were 
ample, and considering the circumstances of this great and commercial city, and of 
the case before it, the Court could not do better than to shape its course with 
reference to the bankruptcy laws ut home, and so as to do justice and equity to'all 
^rtics. ' 

A limited, and smaller number of assignees was also very desirable, and this, 
principally, with reference to the circumstance of many of the assignees being 
members of the other houses of agency, wherein the probable purchasers of such 
properties as those which belonged to the late firm would be found, but in 'con- 
sequence of their being assignees, theyi were incapacitated from bidding, and if 
they were excluded very few bidders oindeed would be found. The enormous 
inconvenience of such a large number of assignees was remarked upon by another 
learned Judge at the lime of appointment, and the inconvenience was the more 
obvious, as all of them must join in every conveyance, and document of every 
description, and in every application to the Court, which might be necessary. It 
Was hardly lo be expected, that in this country and climate, at all times, all of 
them would be in Calcutta and able to attend, and it would be very unsatis- 
factory that they should act by their Attornies. Many bad other public and 
private duties to occupy their time, and other, and sometimes, adverse interests 
to attend to. But no formal act could be done, no conveyance would be good, 
unless executed by every one of them in one of those ways or the other. But the 
greatest objection, in his opinion was, that the principal persons likely to be pur- 
chasers were disqualified, and that in all cases. There were upwards of seventy 
Indigo Factories, in which the late firm was interested as proprietors, sharers or 
mortgagees, besides ships and other property, which could not be purchased by 
any of the assignees, or their partners, without applying to the Court. Mr. Prinsep 
observed that hu ought also to remark upon the difficulty of going through the ac- 
counts with so large a body of assignees, of w^om it would rarely be possible to 
procure a full attendance. Many, it was true, might attend at first, but zeal and 
even interest would slacken, and after a short period a concern which would 
require the attendance of parties for years, would not be looked after with that 
minuteness it deserved. It was therefore advisable the number should be limited, 
and that that limited number should be kept up by ‘supplying such vacancies as 
might occur. 

Mr, Prinsep addressed other observatipns of a liko nature to the Court, and 
concluded by expressing his conviction that what was prayed was fully within 
the competency of the Court, and that it was for tho common benefit of all par- 
ties concerned. 

Mr* CUland then presented another petition which being also read, he stated, 
that the Petitioners lie represented had ciaims to the amount of nineteen lakhs of 
rupees. The Petition was signed by creditors or their Attornies, and tho amount 
of claims verified by the affidavit of Mr. Burrow, a clerk of the late firm, and now 
employed by the assignees, and a schedule was annexed to the Petition of the 
particular factories and concerns of which it was prayed the sale might be post- 
poned. Mr. Prinsep had already stated the grounds upon which the Petitioners 
prayed that sales of Indigo Factories and other property should he deferred, and 
the conduct of the business be left with the membexs of the firm, under the con- 
troul of the assignees or other person appointed by the Court. He should therefore 
merely present the Petition and pray the Court for its favorable attention. 

Sir £. Ryan said, he thought it impossible to grant the Petition of the parties 
.mow before the Court, but as mistakes seemed to prevail regarding the law as ap- 
plied to the position of the Insolvents and the assignees^ he deemed it necessary 
into soma langth of remark* 
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^asipdis, eighteen in number had been chosen by the crediton themselves* 
and thirteen were appointed by the Court, under a Petition iftgned by sixty per« 
eons. It u'as true, no proof of these parties beijg creditors had, as was the cas» 
to-day, been furnished to the Court. But the latter number was fixed upon, in 
order that the interests of the Civil, MilitAy, and Commercial parts of the commU'^ 
irity might be all pr<iper1y protected It was to be presumed that the assignees so 
chosen bad conducted matters al they ought to do, and there appeared to be no ap* 
plication on their part to be relieved fro4i their duties^ 

jifr. C7e/and remarked that Sir C. Metcalfe and Col. Galloway, both assignees* 
had signed the petition, and, 

Mr, Prinsep, observed, that as Attornies for numerous other creditors, Messrs. 
Alexander and Co. would have done so, had they been prepared with the reqiiisito 
affidavit* 

Sir E, Ryan» The Petitioners begin by stating that they ** heard with surprize 
and regret, that according to the law as recently established, and now in force* 
no such arrangement or compromise, (as that contemplated by the Petitioners) 
can be recognized as valid, or acted upon this Court,** The Petitioners had beoa 
correctly informed ^ — no compromiso cou|4 oo acted upon or recognized as valid by 
the Court. 

The Petitioners go on to state, *• that they are desirous of some amendments of 
the law in this particular, whereby it may be made uniform with that of Groat 
Britain, and of the other Colonies and Possessions of the British Crown, and 
humbly hope for the aid and countenance of this Court in speedily procuring suob 
amendment.*’ 

Mow he really did not know to what the Petitioners alluded. If it was to tho 
Bankrupt Laws, as they are administered in England, no compromise at all could 
have been made by a Bankrupt until after the 6th George 4th was passed, and this 
improvement was borrowed from the Scotch Law. But this was altogether in ap- 
plicable to the position in which the parties here were now placed, for under the 
Bankrupt Laws, even as now modified, no Bankrupt could compromise bis debts 
until he had passed his final examination, and until nine-tenths of his creditors^ 
in number and amount, had agreed to accept of the compromise offered, of which 
twenty-one days notice was to be publicly given. And even then, another meeting 
was to be held to decide finally on any such proposition as might be offered, when 
if nine-tenths of the creditors, ^who had proved their claims concurred, the Lord 
Chancellor may then supersede tne commission. 

The Act then goes onto the mode of voting, and provides for the absence of 
parties. Debts below are calculated by their value, and not by their number* 
and to every creditor of above ^£50, residing out of England, such notice of ths 
meeting and its objects must be given, as will enable him to appear either person- 
ally or by his attorn^, jproperly appointed. 

Therefore, if the Petitioners refer ^o the Bankrupt Laws, ae administered at 
home, it would be quite impossible there to grant their request, if an act of 
bankruptcy had been committed, as no doubt it bad, in this instanco* The debtors 
must Lave waited till after their final examination and the meetings to which he 
bad now referred, and he mentioned these circumstances that the Petitioners may 
be convinced of their mistake. 

This point being disposed of, he came to that part of. the Petition, where it is 
stated ** that in the mean time it is necessary forthwith to concert some effectual 
plan of temporary management of the said large Estate, Effects and Concern, that 
the same may neither be lost or wasted by neglect nor sacrificed by precipitate and 
unnecessary sales.” 

The learned Judge did not know whether the creditors thought that procee- 
dings under tlie Act, as it es:isted in this country, were more precipitate than they 
were under tho Bankrupt Laws ia England, but if they did ao, they were mistaken* 
for there, if all the creditors except one, consentsd to defer a sale, that one could 
compel it. His Lordship ci^ed a case from Eden’s Reports in confirmation of this 
position. But an enlarged power was given to. the Court here, not possessed by the* < 
Courts at home, and the Court could order sales to be deferred. The application for an 
amendment of the Levv as applied to this cooBtry was therefore^out of thequestioih' 
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The pQti^ioi^9r0>'pr.oeeed to observe : — . , . 

That in the pre%3nt depressed condition of the Money Market of this Presf*, 
dency, it will be' ruinous to the Creditors at large to bring to immediate sale tho' 
humerouB and valuable Indigo and other Works and Concerns, Lands, Ships, and 
durable Properties of which the said Partners were either Proprietors, or Mortgagees^ 
or wherein they were beneficially interelted. 

** That inasmuch as by reason of the extended Dealings and Transactions of the 
■aid Firm iitmany anddistont parts of the World not distribution of tho said Estate 
and Effects, or of the proceeds thereof can be made, and no Dividend declared for 
several Months to come, and it is expedient for the common benefit, that the 
available Sums and Assets in the hands of the Assignees should in the mean time be 
productively employed, it appears to your Petitioners, that the some cannot be more 
properly or more beneficially invested than in the maintenance and keeping up of the 
■aid Factories, Works, and Concerns, until the same can be gradually and delibe* 
lately disposed of/* 

Now this proposition should be presented to the Court in every individual instance 
which may arise, for no general rule could be acted upon by it, because, as before 
stated, no creditor was bound by the act of the general body of creditors. 

With regard to the argument addi^,ed that the assignees were deprived of the 
power to purchase the property of the Estste, he would ask, how could the Court 
tie up these immense concerns at the instance of some creditors, while otliers may 
come in, and claim their dividends, saying that tbe^ are more valuable now tiian 
they will be hereafter, and insist on a division. The majority of the creditors 
saying that such a particular course would be beneficial could not be listened to^ 
when any creditor could come and insist upon a present sale. It might be more 
important to one person to receive a dividend immediately, than the debt in full at 
a distant period, and by the terms of compromise suggested in the Petition, a long 
period of six years was proposed to be given to the partnership. 

The Petitioners then refer to the number of assignees, and state : — 

** That, it further appears to your Petitioners, that the present number of Twelve 
Assignees, the whole of whom are necessary parties to every act of Sale or Compro- 
mise, and every act or proceeding in this Court, is highly inconvenient, and in many 
lespects injurious to the interests of your Petitioners ; and of the Creditors at large* 
That some of the said Assignees are fully occupied in other Affairs, Public and Pri- 
vate, others are desirous of being released from the duty of Assignees, and several 
■re Members of the different Agency and Commercial Firms of Calcutta, which ars 
thereby disqualified, as your Petitioners are advised, from becoming bidders or 
purcliasers at Sales of the said Factories and Prop^'ties without the special sanction 
of this Court. 

** And that, it is expedient that the number should forthwith he reduced, and 
limited to Four Persons, all Creditors of the said Firm, aud Two of them Nativo 
Creditors/' 

' ** Vour Petitioners therefore humbly pray, that this Court will be pleased to 
proceed forthwith to the Appointment of tiie limited number of Four Assignees of 
the Estate and Effects of the said Insolvents, such Assignees to be chosen from 
amongst the Creditors of the said Insolvent Firm and tw^o of them to be Native Sub- 
jects of the British Territories in India ; and that the said Estate and Effects may, by 
order of this Court, forthwith be assigned, conveyed, imd transfered over to, and 
vested in si^ch Four Assignees, and that it be referred to such Four Assignees, by 
order of this Court, with the aid and assistance of the said Portners, forthwith, to 
prepare, and digt^st a plan for the temporary management of the said Estate, Efi'ects, 
and Concerns, by the said Insolvents, under the inspection and controul of the said 
Assignees, and subject to the authority aud direction of this Court, and to report and 
submit the same to this Court, for its ' onsideration and sanction ; and that, in the 
mean time the sale of the Indigo and other Factories, Works, and Concerns, Lands 
and Properties of the said Insolvents, other than such as are of perishable nature^ 
may be delayed and postponed by order of this Court, and for such further orders 
■8 to this Court shall seem meet in the premises. , 

** And your Petitioners shall ever pray, &tc. 

The Court would be auxious to listen to this part of the Petition but this wasno^ 
the proper time for presenting it. There was no statement of the assignees praying 
a to be released from tbe trusts reposed in them, snd first thing to be done was 
toi file the schedules, aitd let tbe case come on for hearing. For until then, it could 
l^PtirA irh 9 W9I9 the C;;f;e^i^xs’ fof at.preseAt the Creditors hsd the power tg 
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their own accounts and those of each other. It was also usual in eases of 
this kind, that the parties proposed to be appointed, should be *nained, and their 
concurrence in writing produced, which was not the '. ase in the present instance 

The prayer regarding the partners of the Firm conld not be complied with, for 
tUe assignees in this case, have a right to the servues of the members of the Firm. 
But the Court could n^t vest in the partners a discretionury management until they 
had passed their tinal examinations £ve^y creditor had, at present, a right to object- 
to their former management and if so, hot# could the Court entrust them with the 
duties in question. After their iinal examination and discharge, which it might he 
presumed they would obtain, this arrangement might take place, but it could uut do 
so now. The a.ssignees were persons of the highest respectability and rank in the 
place, and well acquainted with commercial a flairs. 

As regards the disqualification of the assignees to purchase, the general principle 
was well known. It existed under the Bankrupt Laws, and intrusts. In fact 
nothing was more firmly established than the general rule, but tlie parties interested 
may sanction a departure from it. Lord Eldon thought the power lay ewith the 
creditors, and the Vice Chancellor coufirmecL this opinion. It was not absolutely 
impossible for the assigness to be purchasers, rbr they may petition with the consent 
of all parties to become so. i'heir numbers tnight hereafter he reduced, if jiersoiis 
could be found who would devote their w'hole time to the duties they had to per- 
form, but at present the number of the assignees mujt coinpensaie for the want 
of that willingness. After the final examitiaiion and hearing, it would be time 
enough to lay down a plan of management, and some oue, no doubt, would be 
found to undertake it. 

Sir Edward felt it his duty to remark on the manner in which some signatures were 
annexed to the Petition “1. Palmer for the parties,” Notliing was lookod upon 
with so much jealousy by the Court of Chancery as any iiiierference on the part 
of the bankrupt in the choice of assignees, and it had been often considered as 
sufficient cause for removing them, ^iow this appeared to have been done bylVlr* 
Palmer. 

Mr, Cleland observed that the Petition from the European creditors which h# 
presented, and to which the signatures referred to, were attaclied, did not refer to 
the number of assignees, but only to the postponement of sales and management 
of the concerns by the partners. 

Sir E, Eyan concurred. 

Mr, Cleland stated that Mr. Paffiier’s name appeared there because he was written 
toby the parties, of their own accord, to act for them. Mr. Priiisep added, that the 
Partners had become parties to the Petition in pursuance of the Resolutions of a 
General Meeting of the Creditors. 

Sir E, Ryan bad already stated, why he could not grant the prayer of the Peti- 
tioners, and he thought until the Schedules had been prepared, they should not 
have been presented. 

Mr. Prinsep remarked that a long time must necessarily elapse before they could 
be filed, for in many cases, owing to changes, it was difficult to say who were the 
parties beneficially interested. 

5ir E. Ryan , — The Court has given two months only to prepare them. 

Mr. Prinsep inquired if he was to understand thutiu no case the Court would.....-i« 

Sir E, Ryan (^Interrupting him ), — 1 am not here to answer questions, Mr. Piinsep. 
Xf you are not satisfied with what I have done, you can appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

The learned Judge afterwards cited a passage from a book on Bankrupt Laws, 
(Nichols we believe) in confirmation of the strict rule, that no assignee could 
become a bidder or purchaser. > 

ESTATE OF MESSRS. PALMER AND CO.

Onr readers will doubtles%liave perused with much interest the Report, given in 
our columns of Monday last, of the proceedings in the Insolvent Court, relative to 
tbo offaiis of MssBfa*> JPalner Coi it is impossibly to entertaio a shodow of doubt/ 
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that the hurried sale of the factories and concerns of the bouse, by public mictioif;; 
to the highest bidde^, must be ruinous in the extreme. It is equally indisputable^ 
that the assets can no otherw’ise be made the most of, than by the exertions of 
the late partners themselres ; acting under the controul of the assignees : and the 
great inconvenience of the large number of assignees, has been apparent on too' 
many occasions already : to say nothing of the injury that msy arise, and the want 
of confidence that we know to exist amongst the native creditors, in consequence of 
a large proportion of that number having^no stake in the concern as creditors, and 
having inconsistent duties and interest as members of other houses of agency. 

It seems that the Court was influenced by the consideration, that, according to the 
Bankrupt Law of England, any one creditor may insist upon a present sale, notwith- 
Btandjiig the wishes or votes of all the rest. Such a right is rarely enforced in 
practice, but, admitting the law so to be in England, surely, where no one creditor 
Las expressed such an unreasonable intention, it is too much to presume that there 
is any one that will do so, and to act upon that presumption, without further en- 
quiry, against the declared and unanimous desire of a General Meeting of the credi- 
tors at large. We should think it the more natural and equitable course, to grant ta 
the Petitioners a conditional order, to 0 |>erate as a public notice to all parties to 
come in and oppose : and, if no single voice was raised against the postponement 
prayed for, — to presume that all are consenting to the prayer of the Majority. Be- 
sides, there is here no such rule of law : the new Insolvent act, however defective 
in other points, is full enough in this. The Court is to be guided by expedience 
alone, and when satisfied of that, has no need to wait even for the opinion of the 
Majority. Yet, if we understood what, fell from the learned Judge, the rigid 
and inconvenient rule of the Bankrupt law was a principal motive of the rejec- 
tion of the postponement, applied for by the creditors. * 

Another ground of rejection was, that the petition came from the Creditors and not 
from the Assignees. 1 ois is not correct to the full extent ; — one of the petitions bore 
the signatures of the two principal Creditors amongst the Assignees; indeed, we 
believe of four of the Assignees ; and we are informed, that very few, if any of the 
other assignees, are creditors on their own account. But with due deference to the 
learned Judge, the creditors at large may be fairly presumed to know their own 
interest, at least as well as the assignees. The obvious, wish of creditors must be, 
to make the most of the assets ; while assignees will naturally wish, to be speedily 
Tid of trouble and responsibility, and doubtless, by a proper exertion of activity, 
the whole assets of this enormous concern mignt speedily be liquidated. The 
factories might be put up to sale on the Monday, and knocked down to the highest 
bidder, though but oue bidder should offer. The ships and merchandize on the 
Tuesday, and the numerous debtors of the firm might, with due diligence, in the 
course of a term or two — ^be taken in execution for their debts, oi driven to avail 
themselves of the benefit of the same Insolvent Court. But how would this des- 
patch be relished by the creditors? or what could result from it, hut a lament- 
able diminution of assets, that might, if properly husbanded, go far to satisfy 
the debts in. It was observed by the learned Judge, that, to many Creditors, 
a small dividend promptly paid may be of more value, than full payment, at a more 
distant date. True : but we are for leaving each to choose for himself. A Cre- 
ditor who is himself pressed, may generally either sell or discount his claim: no- 
thing is more common than such a proceeding ; and nothing more rare, than to 
find a Creditor, doggedly iusisting oa his right of immediate sale, against tho 
declared sense of the majority. 

But what we confess ourselves most startled at is, the avowed determination 
of the Court, to make the filing of the Schedule of the debts and assets a preliminary 
to the consideration of any plan of temporary management. In the common case- 
of gn individual debtor, this may be a proper rule. The debts and estate are all 
within compass, and must he within his personal Knowledge. But we cannot 
understand how it can be applicable, to cases of commercial failure ; where many 
of thettansations and dealings must he in progress only, and most of the accounts 
both intricate and voulminous. In cases of much le^s extent than the present, 
months may be requisite to enable the most diligent trader to compile a Schedule 
o-coinplete in all the minute particulara requited by the 31 See* of our Insol* 
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YMit Act ; and to file an incomplete one — would be to expose the estate to all the 
delays — and fees of Court, Attornies and Counsel, that each amindment might ren- 
der Hecessary : to, say nothing of the fresh notices ^uat would be required, after each 
amendment. We have only to refer our commercial readers to the perusal of the 
Section itself. First there is to be set forthem exact list of the debts, specifying the 
amount of such debt ^r claim, the obiections, if any — the true description of the 
creditor or claimant. Then a ** true und perfect account of all and every the estates 
** and effects of the Insolvents, real and4>er9otial, in possession, reversion, remain- 
** der, or expectancy and of all rights, dues, claims, cboses in action and inter* 
^*•631 and of all ** trusts and powers, which can in any way be available for the 
** benefit of the creditors.” Further more, — a ** full and true statement of the name 
and place of abode of every debtor to the Insolvents alone, or them jointly with 
** others ; — and of any person against whom they have any claim in right of action ; 

and of the witnesses to prove such claim.*’ A truly formidable array we fear this 
last will be, iu the insiuuce of the firm now in question ! It is no uncommon thing 
in England to enlarge the final examination of the Bankrupt for two or three years ; 
nay, some times it has been enlarged wider : and we take the filing of thaScfieduls 
in Insolvency, and the hearing thereupon, be a substitute for final Examination 
in Bankruptcy. We have heard it stated* on good authority that the accounts of 
IMessrs. Palmer and Co. amount in number to some thousands : many of them of 
course unsettled, and embracing an infinity of details, and sets off, and disputed 
items. Any man unacqaited with commercial accounts, must perceive at once tho 
enormous labor and difficulty of making such a schedule as will satisfy the requisi* 
tions of the statute* And when at length filed, and finally adjusted, the hearing 
must be further suspended, till the creditors iniiny part of Biitish India have had 
the opportunity of examining and objecting to it, not only in respect to their own 
accounts, but "in respect to those of every other person figuring on either side of 
the account^ Our own sight is hardly long enough to see our way out of such a 
labyrinth. But this is clear ; that long ere it be threaded, every item of the estate 
will, in the present way of proceeding, have been brought to the hammer. Is there 
to be no plan of management in the interim 1 and is the Court to shut its eyes and 
oars to the representations of the creditors and of the Insolvents themselves, and to 
reject all applications for the purposes of common benefit ? We hope we have mis- 
taken the learned Judge in this matter, for we can conceive nothing so extravagant 
to hitve been ever contemplated by the legislature. 

Had any thing been wanting A complete our conviction of the utter inapplicabi* 
lity of the present law, to the necessities of a commercial country, the proceedings 
of Saturday, would have been to our minds conclusive and, notwithstanding the 
apparent preference of the learned Judge for some of the provisions of our Insolvent 
Act, as contrasted with the Bankrupt law at home, we do not hesitate in joining the 
Petitioners in their wish to have the latter introduced here without loss of time. By 
the Bankrupt law, a compromise is not only permitted, but is frequently carried into 
effect, it 18 quite out of the question i if our Insolvent Court. In Bankruptcy, as- 
signees are chosen in a formal and deliberate manner, by suchtCreditoraJonly as have 
proved their debts : instead of being, as here, in the arbitrary nomination of the 
Court. The Mercantile Books of account, which a Bankrupt Assignee is required to 
keep, are infinitely cheaper and more complete, than the formal schedule attached to 
an Insolvents Petition ; they are made out at the convenience of all parties, may bo 
corrected without cost to the estate and are accessible at all times to the inspectioa 
of creditors. The Schedule of an Insolvent can only be amended by order of Court ; 
and every amendment makes it a new schedule. Assignees in bankruptcy, have a 
discretion to sue or defend in actions at law, without reference to the creditorfi at 
Idlk-ge or to the Court ; but by the new Insolvent Act, according to our own con* 
struction of it, the power of Assignees in this respect is so limited, as to be utterly 
in competent to the enforcement of debts and claims at all; and if it be not speedily 
amended in this particular, the debtors to this estate may set them at defiaaceb 
These are some of our grounds of preference of the English bankrupt system in oom* 
mercial cases: and to us d&y seem so conclusive that we cannot too stro^ly iirge^ 
upon the trading part of our rsadeiSi the necessity of an immediate application to the 
legialature in this matter. 
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' Notwitlistendinv thd result, the partners of the late firnii in thiSi as indeed in the 
^hole of thoir conauct, have shown a laudable zeal for the interests of their credi- 
tors. They saw the assets about to be imprudently and unnecessarily sacrificed, and 
they have done their part in attemptinsr to rescue them. The responsibility is with 
the Assignees, and the Court ; and whoever diminution of the dividende, the pre- 
cipitation of sales, in the present condition of the market, may^ccasion, the partuerdl 
themselves will stand fully acquitted in public ojAnion of any share in the blame. 
They have protested, and the creditors have protested, against the proceedings as 
improvident and ruinous, and, if the sales go on as advertized, it will be with a full 
knowledge of the dissent of the creditors, and with full warning of the probable 
Consequences.

proceedings of the General Meeting of the Calcutta School Book Society, Felvruary 24, 1830. 

Agreeably to the notice given in the papers, the Public Meeting of the CalciKt^ 
School Book Society took place at the Town Hall, on Wednesday the 24th of Fe- 
bruary, at JO o’clock in the forenoon. The president, the Hon’ble W. B. Bayley, 
Esq. having taken the chair, commenced the business of tlie Meeting by reading 
the Report. . 

After the reading of the Report, tlie following Resolutions were unanimously 

^ i. That the Report now read be adopted, printed, and circulated under the direct 
tion of the Committee. ^ r t i 

2. That this Meeting desire to express their unfeigned sorrow for the lo®? 
have sustained in the deatli of one of their Vice Presidents the late Lord Bishop^ 
Calcutta ; and that the present Lord Bishop be respectfully requested to accept the 
same office, and co-operate with the Committee in the objects of the institution. . 

3. 'J’liat the thanks of this meeting be presented to the Officers and Committee of 

the Society for their attention to its interests; and that they be requested to continue 
their services. , ^ ^ ^ 

4. That Mr. A. Ross, Mr. W. H. Pearce and Dwarkanath Tagore D© appointed 

Meiiibers of the Committee, to supply existing vacancies. , , , . 

.5. riiatthe cordial thanks of this Meeting be presented to the Honouraoie tlie 
President for his constant and zealous efforts to promote the welfare of this institu- 
tion from its commencement, and for his kiuduess if** presiding on this occasion. 

H. M ACMiN/.iK, Esq. moved the first of the above Resolutions, and in doing so 
stated, iliat lie was fully sensible that it was unnecessary for him to one word in 
support of the proposition : the Report would best speak for itself. He could not. 
however, resist the opportunity of beariug his humble estimony to the great ana 
gratifying change in the state and prospects of Native Education, which had occurred 
since the Society was instituted, and to which it had powerfully contributed. 
Without looking back to the period of its institution, one could not adequately est^ 
mate the necessity which hud suggested the plan, or the beneficial effects whicn had 
resulted from it. The very facilities it had created might otherwise lead one to 
undervalue its utility. For, greatly as means were still wanting to supply the enlar- 
ged demand for Instructive Books, their present condition was that of wealth com- 
pared with the Slate of destitution which must recur to the recollection ot every 
one who joined this Society at its origin. The contrast was abundantly »riiLing 
to those who looked merely to Calcutta and its vicinity. Bengal, 
ways been distinguished, among the provinces subordinate to the 1 residency, tor 
tlie number of its schools : but liu. Native friends, who were present, would sup- 
port him in asserting, that the matter taught in their seminaries was miserably nmitett 
and barren ; and when they reflected on what they had but a few days since witness^ 
in that Hall,— he meant the astonishing progress which so many Hindoo youths 
exhibited in the science and literature of Europe,— the k 

had produced might almost be deemed miraculous. Fertile as India had 
triumphs to England, tliero was no triumph more glorious than that which they naa 
thus gained, through the co-operation of their Native friends, in the cause of 
and Bound knowledge : and of that triumph tbia Society ^ight justly claim to itae^ 
t,,Urge Share, since it had chiefly supplied the weapfiha by which it had beeft

achieved. But the advantages to be derived from the Society 

more strongly » when one contemplated Uie provinces in wnicn its labours were 
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ift SFdt eonlined within nmow limits* In the oonntries to the West he hef# net hng 
wgo, traversed eztensire districts filled with e popnlttion which wfiold, he eentared to 
soy. he fottfid equally read^ to reoeife and eapaMe of iipproYing knowledfO, yet 
ezhihiting, in the way of inatruotioii, little heyond a few ill oondacted, ill attended 
Mhpols, in which nothing was taught but the most beggarly elements of the know* 
ledge , required for the most sordid purpNoIss of life. £?en in seminaries of thw 
highest premnstons. the coarse generally pursued seemed to; be cslqultted rather 
to fill the mind with the Inmber of useless learning, with vain imaginations, with idle 
snbtleties, and with bigot pridci than to sfwead abroad the sliMnents of social and 
practical wisdom* The contemplation of anch a atate of things forcibly demonstrated 
that the Society had still a vast field before it. The contrast of the ipeetscle which 
met one’s return to the Presidency not leas powerfully evidenced the success of its 
labors in that portion which it had already occupied. He rejoiced greatly to hear that 
the Committee proposed to extend the sphere of their operations in Hindoostnn ; 
and thouglf there, as every where, the main and ultimate object ought to be the 
dinueion;. of English, (for by community of lanijuage we could alone hope to sttaia 
^rnmunity of sentiment and of interests,) they judged wisely in not neglecting the 
nindee. It was by workain the local dialects, conveying the elemenu of Europess 
knowledge, that the road was paved for intrc^uction of our language, literature, and 

S ience. The language, would readily follow when the ideal, on which it was form* 
f became familiar : and those who tasted bf the remoter streams naturally sought a 
rarer and deeper draught at the fountain head. Experience had accordingly shewn* 
thatjust in proportion as the Bengalee books of the Society had been difiused ana 
reliahed, was the desire excited for the acquisition of English. He trusted ooufi* 
dently that results not less satisfactory would soon be exhibited in our remoter pro* 
mnoea, where already there had been manifested in various places s similar anxiety 
for instruction ra our language. The object would, he hoped, be materially pro- 
moted by the publication of the aeries of works now in progress, under most exceUent 
direction, with the Joint support of the School ^ok raciety and of the Committee 
ef Public Instroetidn. As a Member of that Committee, though debarred 1^ oir* 
oumstances from taking an active share in its labours, he could bear ample teatimony 
to the justness of the Society’s claim to the support of every friend of Education: 
for, from it every Institution under the Committee’s care bad derived inestimable 
edvanukea. A^d to the general acceptance of aound and various kaowled^e by. 
the people ef India, nothing seemed wanting but instruments for communicating it^ * 
€eaobeTs,aad (the best instructors) books. He earnestly, tberefor e, hoped that the 
Society would receive that support which the Committee claimed : and though it was 
much ter be regretted that a larger number of those interested in the cause, and 
especially of our Native friends, bad not attended the Meeting, he trusted that the 
lleport being widely circulated, i^uld, widi aU whom it might reach, supersede the, 
necessity of other advocacy. 

This motion was seconded by D« Ha as, Esq. who stated, that though he had not 
words at command fully to express his views and feelings, yet be must say thathe 
knew of no Institution more calculated to benefit the Natives of India than the 
Calcutta School Book Society ; and that in saying this he was expressing the aenti- 
ments of the great minority of the Native Gentlemen of Calcutta, with whom he was 
in the habit of constant and familiar intescourse. 

When the second Resolution had been unanimously passed, the BiSHor roto and 
expressed his approbation of Uie objects of the Seciety, and hia earnest desire to' 
promote them to the utmost of bis power. 

In proposing the last Resolution, Sir £. Ryaw thus addressed the Meeting 
Gentlemen.— The resolution which 1 have the honour to propose will, 1 am sure* 
be most cordially received by the present Meeting. 

statement which you have heard from Mr. Holt Mackenzie, of the good effects 
which have already resulted from this Institution, is in truth, the strongest eulogy 
which can be passed upon your President. It is to his persevering efforts and 
unwearied industry in the promotion of the interests of the School Book Society that 
we are indebted tor those beneficial results which have been detailed to us by one 
whose extensive knowledge of all that relatea to this country gives a peculiar weight, t^ 
wbat may fldl from him on such a subject. 

This Society was* instituted under the auspices of yoolr Prefident in 1817, and at its 
first commencement it received the liberal support of the public. The list of subseri- 
bers for the years 1817 and ^18, numbers 800' persona, of whom no lem thtaSO are 
Native gentlemen. 1 regretTo ady that from the last Report it appoafo that year «, 
nombers have fallen off to%M than an 100, and that amongat that 100, 1 find the 
aamss of only XO Nariye geatlcmcn* In proportion is your numbers bare dimiaishsd. 
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10 have the leal and activity of yoar President increased ; and I may with the greatest 
truth say, as having in your Committee ample opportunity of knowing the fact, Aat 
nothing is done in this Society, but under nis vigilant and active superintendance. I 
cannot, however, help calling the attention of our Native friends to the statement I 
have made. It was for tlieir interest, their improvement, and their happiness, that 
this institution was founded. The nuiheroas works we have printed in the native 
language, the adaptation of those we have printed in our o^n to the wants and 
wishes of the Native community, are the^ptrongest; pledges we can give of our single 
and simple desire to afford books the peruwal of which may be means of advancing in 
the scale of civilization all the inhabitants of the British territories in India. I 
request, then, that our Native friends, who by their presence show more strongly than 
they could do by mere pecuniary contributions, the warm interest they take in our suc^ 
cess, will plead our cause, not our cause indeed, but their own, to their native friends 
who are absent. 

Has not 13 year’s experience shown our Native friends that we have kept our pledge 
tothe letter I Namely, that the object of this Society is ** the preparation, pub- 
Koation, and cheap or gratuitous supply of works useful in schools and seminaries of 
learning which, without interfering with the religious tenets of anv person, are calcu* 
lated to enlarge the understanding and improve the character If, then, the native 
community flocked to us in such numbm at our first institution, when we had only 
a pledge to offer for the future, why have^we not their support at least in the same 
degree, after having fulfilled our pledge to the letter 1 I am sure our appeal to their 
generosity will not be in vain, especially when you inform them of what we have just 
heard from our Report, that the desire for knowledge is .inoroasing in all parts of 
India ; that at Delhi there is a considerable demand for English books ; that from 
Agra and Allahabad large demands have been made on this Society for books in the 
native languages. And to one fact 1 would call the attention of the Meeting as above 
ell others indicating the feeling of the Natives; namely, the large increase that has 
taken place in the sale of our publications since the last Report. We have sold books 
within the last two years, amounting to 9,744 Rupees,exceeding in amount the sale of 
books for any similar period of time prior to this, by 3,400 Rupees. 

We have not the funds to accomplish all we desire, or to answer the increasing 
demands upon os. It is but just that those for whose exclusive advantage this Society 
was instituted, should step forward and help us to supply the wants of their countrv- 
men who are thirsting after knowledge ; and 1 am confident an appeal to them frmn 
you who ard present, and know what we have done, and are doing, will not be in vain. 
i cannot sit down without expressing my great regret that uus is the last public 
occBsibn on which we can hope for the presence of our President : that his loss cannot 
be easily supplied, we are deeply sensible.' 

' 1 am sure, Sir, that upon your return to your nativl^ country, whenever your thoughts 
Tecurto India,yottwililookback with proud satisfaction to the estabUsWent of thiy 
Society : and when you hear, as I trust you will, of its increased prosperity, and that 
by its means knowledge is spreading widely through the East, you will receive the 
Teal reward of your labours— the consciousness that to your exertion is mainly owing 
the increasing happiness of a people in whose welfare you have ever ti&en so 
deep ati interest. 

The Resolution having been seconded an4 unanimously carried, the President rose 
and Bt(|ted, that while he felt deeply obliged by the favourable opinion entertained and 
expreiwed by the Meeting as to bis past exertions on behalf of the Society, he owed 
it to the Committee generally, and particularly to Messrs. Pearce and Yates, by whoso 
active aervioea the busineaa of the Society had been conducted. He at the same time 
expressed his hope, that the remarks made by Sir £. Ryan, as to the deficiency of 
support from the Native gentlemen, would induce those present to exert themselvef 
in pressing the subject on the attention of tlieir countrymen. 

Previous to the Meeting, application had been made to his Lordship the Governor 
General to become the Patron oi the Institution, but the answer did not arrive in 
town to be then communicated. It has since been received, and we are now most happy 
to announce his Lordship’s gracious compliance with the wishes of its friends and bis 
willingness to become the Patron of the Calcutta S(^ool-Book Society.

The following communications received since last meeting, were submitted by 
the Secretary ; via. A case of Hernia, successfully operated upon, by Dr. A. 
Webster. • 

Observations on the cure of Intestinal Wounds, by Mr. T. A. Wise. 

Mr. Raleigh’s notes of a case of poisoning, and Mr. Spry’s case of luxation of thw 
Femur, were then read and discussed by the meeting. 

The subject of Mr. Raleigh’s case was a respectable person, who, as it afterwards 
appeared, in a fit of despondency, swallowed a quantity of acetate of copper. Hq 
was carried into the General Hospital, in a highly apoplectic state, at 8 o'clock in the 
evening of the 7th May last, under the following circumstances. He was quite co- 
matose — breathing stertorous^pupils dilated to their utmost extent — pulse slow, 
hard, and labouring, but not full — countenance bloated and purple — foam issuing 
from the mouth— •skin warm— breath smelling of peppermint. All mental and volun- 
tary powers were ^mpletely suspended. No information could be obtained^respecC* 
ing him. A vein in each arm was immediately opened, and 4o oz. of blood drawn^ 
which reduced the pulse considerably. Whilst the blood was flowing, the stomach 
was completely evacuated, and washed out by means of Weiss’s stomach pump^ and 
three drops of Croton oil were placed far back on the tongue, &c. ’ 

Soon after the bleeding, the pulse became small and soft, but rapid ; the pupils wer^ 
contracted, and appeared slightly affected bythe light of a candle, and the breathing^ 
gradually became more natural.^ After twenty-five minutes the pulse .fell to ono 
hundred, and the surface of the body was covered with perspiration. At nine o’clock 
the head was shaved, and thirty leeches were applied to the temples. At ten o’clock 
the pulse was 154 — pupils contracted— stationary — and unaffected by the light of a 
candle. At eight o’clock next morning be became perfectly sensible, and complain^ 
ed of head- ache, pain, and severe spasms of the stomach, with unquenchable thirst, 
and occasional cramps of the lower extremities. It is unnecessary further to folio# 
the active and judicious treatment of thip desperate case, which was rendered tedi- 
ous by a peculiar state of languor and constitutional irritation of a distreaaing kind 
—which however gradually yielded to sedatives and nutritioua diet, &o. 

Dqpng ignorance of the actual cause of the disease, the symptoms under wbick 
the case presented itself— as Mr. Raleigh very justly observes, justified a conolasioi| 
of its being apoplexy, in all probability induced by drunkenness and exposure to tbipi^ 
sun. Soon after taking the poison, the unfortunate man states that the uneasinean 
of ^e Esophagus and stomach became intolerable, and repenting of the rash act hn 
had committed, and with the hope of oeoasioning instantaneous vomitting, he- s^al* 
lowed about an ounce (a moat enormous quantity ! ) of essential oil of peppennint«. 
ud became insensible. Mr. Raleigh concluded bis interesting ease by remarking^' 
that the advantage to be derived from the use of the stomach pump, cannot be to# 
highly appreciated, in all cava of extreme determination to the bead, adoompaniej 
With a distended stomach, and particularly where we have reason to believe tbe exci^ 
ting cause to be contained in that Viscne, as in that affection so provident in this 
country among newly arrived^oldien, sailors, and recruits, viz. Apoplexy from drun- 
kenness and exposure to th%intense i:aya o£4he sun. 

The subject of Mr. Spry’a case wss a Cavalry Syce. In returning home after wa- 
tering a troop hone, the animal became restive, reared, and fell over with him* In 
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ins: mountainf, wan herds of yaks ahd shawl iro^ts, all in the Inzurianee of life, 
in a region whicn Theorists bad placed far withip the domain of eternal snow. 
The Wuzeer and himself were soon upon friendly terms with each other, drank 
lea, ate- beef, and smoked. His official errand had not apparently warped his 
private feelings, yet though be evinced* neither jealousy nor vigilance, he seemed 
impatient to get the traveller fairly out of his iMght. He accepted of many things 
presented to him — and was very anxious to hasre a musical snuff box*-a toy 
which Mr. G. unfortunately had not provided himself with, not conceiving that 
such an article could have been even heard of, much less valued in these wilds* 
During the nights the cold was intense, the thermometer, the day previous to the 
meeting with the Wuzeer, standing at sun>rise at 15}^. 

On crossing the Laitcbe-Long range, the next after Paratassa, Mr. Gerard found 
some shells at a positive height beyond 16,500 feet. The table land of Rodpshoo 
offered few objects of scientific research, except its physical configuration and 
stupendous altitude-^the only inhabitants being pastoral tribea who live in black 
tents amongst the vallies, which are there upon a medium level of 16,000 feet. 
The whole aspect of the country was^ mountainous, and no expanse of level was 
visible, .except that of the lakes, the Soil undulating in heaps as far as he could 
see, till bounded by a snowy cWn, w^ich he coid|iladed defines the declension 
of thcrstreains towards the Indus. On the 20tb Septeihber, be lost his way upon 
the shore of a salt lake, and passed the night in a sheep-fbld, without any sort of 
shelter or food. — ** Next morning (he writes) we were covered with snow, from 
which we were' afraid to extricate ourselves till the sun began to melt it. The 
Camp was discovered in a gorge, at an elevation of 16,000 feet — and here I found 
my situation moat alarming, being confined to my bed, and all around white with 
snow, and our rear and front intersected by enormous mountains — the lowest level 
being Lake Chumorerell, which is still upwards of 15,000 feet. This is a beautiful 
sheet of water, our route lying along its margin for a day’s march of nine hours. 
Another lake was covered with wild fowl, screaming like sea gulls announcing a storm. 
Their borders were speckled by the black tents of Tartar 8be)>herd8, who migrate 
from pasture to pasture with their flocks — what they do in winter, 1 cannot con- 
ceive. During the day we bed to contend with scorching sunshine, and at night 
with a temperature varying from 16" to 18"— -once IS" in the tent, at an elevation 
of 17,700 feet. Herds of wild horses were frequently close to us, but they would 
not allow us to approach sufliciently near to fire at them with any effect. They are 
A singular species, between the mule and the a£', and in colour (being spotted) 
they resemble the deer, as also in their habits, for they gallop off to the cliffs with 
bs'much agility. I am inclined to think them a kind of Zebra. The limit of the 
•snow was very lofty in some pieces, not under 20,000 feet, yet on my north-east 
^here appeared, at intervals, white tops of the most transcendent grandeur and alti- 
tude,'^ indicative of acenea where the mind wanders with emotion, the more 
heightened from the undefined nature of the objects. My nearest appulse to the 
Jndus, was only three days journey — and 1 shall always regret the circumstance of 
ipy situation, which deprived me of the gratification of beholding that desolate, and 
Inmost unapproachable nver — but 1 durst not attempt to deviate from the high road. 
The .yaks which carried my camp being hired, and our provisions for twelve days 
Already failing us, which obliged me to sacrifice several pretty shawl goats for food 
lo my people.’’ 

At one spot, nnder the Chinese government, Mr. G. was closely watched, and 
jeept in restraint, which was the more irksome as the soil was covered with fossils. 
—At another spet, but under Ladak, he was more fortunate, and pursued his objects 
undisturbed. He managed, during the trip, to make a splendid collection of sheila 
and shell -rook, gathered at elevations between 15 and 16,000 fset. His route down 
the valley of Sputu was far from uninteresting. He v\^ited several monasteries and 
entertainments of Lamas, partaking of their greasy tea and beer. The situation 
of^the Monastery of Ranum.-wbenoe bis letter is dated, he describes as delicious, 
the bleak and gelid regions of Ladak— with grapes, apples, and other fruits 
''’Ull round, a glowing temperature during the day— but pbill nights. M. Caomo-ds»

C. K, ROBISON; Agr, and Sorl, Society^ 
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By Professor Kafn's communication, it Appears that the attention of Northern 
Antiquarians has bean, ot‘ late years, particularly turned towards Scandinavian and 
Icelandic history and literature— aind that, i>y old Manuscripts, the fact of the liiba* 
bitants of the North of Europe having, long before Columbus* time, (as early aa the 
eleventh century) visited America — at least its Northern countries and coasts — is 
placed beyond a doubt. The accounts of the old Scandinavian voyages of discovery 
to North America, lie adds, liavc lately gained iresh conliimation from a stone with 
a Runic iiKScription fciuiid in ld^4, on the Island Kingiktorsoak, 73? N. L, on the 
West coa.'^t of Greenland. f 

Tlie account of Hr. Kichardsoii’s visit to Laos, given in Major Burney’s Letter, ia 
a mere outline, derived trom conversation with that gentleman, but w hicJi, in the 
absence of the more detailed report he was preparing, is very interesting. About 
BIX montlis ago, a Laos Chief sent a party of men to Moiilmein, with a letter to Mr. 
Maingy, tlie Civil Commissioner, inviting lim to send a British Olfitcr up to Luos, 
and Mr. Maingy availed himself of such flitting oppoituiiity for obtaining some 
information respecting that country, by sending Dr. Richardson (a person apparently 
excellently qualified for the task) on a Mission to the place. 

Accordingly, Dr. Richardson proceeded up the Salueu River for foils days, and tlien 
travelled in an hi. N. E. direction. Jle was altogether forty >four days on his jour- 
ney, but of these he was in motion twenty-seven days only, and he was absent al- 
together about three months. J'he Laos men whom he accompanied, frankly told 
him tliat they could not think of taking him by the easy and direct route to their 
country, as he migiit hereafter guide an English army to them, and that for this 
reason they thought it right ** to move likeiin Elephant over a difficult road, to feel 
with the trunk first — and asciirtain that it will be safe to move the body forward.*' 

Upon arriving at the residence of the Laos Chief, Dr. Richardson immediatelyidis- 
covered, that the invitation sent to Mr. Maingy was intended only as an empty com- 
pliment, the Chief acting upon the implicit belief that no English Oflicer could, or 
would be able to uiuiertake and get through the journey. The arrival of ihe Kuta 
Phyoot or White Stranger, therefore, excited a great sensation throughout the conn* 
try, ail old prediction being current there, as among mostotlier Indo-Chinese nations, 
that they are destined one day to be conquered by white men. What added to the 
dread of the impression produced by the White Stranger’s arrival, was the circum- 
stance of the Laos country haviTu^, during the past year, been subject to a great inun- 
dation— and when the waters subsided, white fish, a white crow, ( rara avis iu ten'is,) 
and several other uhite animals having been found ! 

In spite of all these terrible omens. Dr. Richardson seems to have been treated 
with sufiicieiit kindness. 'J'he Chief and people however expressed great apprehen- 
sions of the British power and intentions. Tlie^ were particularly struck with tiie 
circumstance of our troops not having been afraid to go in open day-Jight to attack 
Martaban— although, they said, * it wou^d have been better to have g^e at night’ — 
and been able thus to burn all the inhabitants in their bixls ! On Dr. Richardson 
expressing that the British had no de.sire to interfere with other people, if they were 
let alone— and that we were u straight forward race— they answered “ that is the very 
reason we are soafraid of you, if you would advance slyly, or in a serpentine line, like 
a Burmali, we might hope to avoid you, but there is no resisting you— when you come 
butting ou, like a powerful animal ” 

'riie place to which Dr. Richardson went is called, by tlie Burmese, Laboung. It 
is situated about half a day’s journey from the capital of Northern i^aos, called by 
the Siamese and i^aos men, Ch’Jiuing-mai, and by the Burmese, Zemee, and by the 
Portuguese and English travellers, Janguma, &c. Its latitude does not appear to 
have been perfectly ascertained— but lies, in all probability, between 19deg. and 
SOdeg. The best description of it is given by Fitch— an English traveller, who visit-^ 
eel the spot in lo{)7. He says, he was twenty-five days travelling to it, from the city" 
of Pegu, shaping his course N. E., and that he passed through many pleasant and fruit- 
ful countries. Dr. Richardson found the road difficult and mountainous, and saw few 
traces of habitation— and besides the town of Laboung, (the population of which he 
does not think exceeds twoAhousand five hundred souls,) only some small villsgea. 
The Chief has the same tule given him by his people, as that applied to the King of 
Siam-”*’ Lord of life.” I'he Chief and people took great pains to assure Dr. H. that 
they are uot tributary to Siam* aud that they only occasionally send some teak timber 
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down to Bangkok. Major Burnev, however, from what he ascertained himself at 
the latter place, nncf from all stated by Dr. Richardson, seems sutibiiod that this part 
of JNoithern Laos is subject to Siam. 

'J'hc moment Dr. R. arrived at Laboung, an express was dispatched to Bangkok, 
where Mr. Maingy’s presents were also forwarded, and iinich anxiety was evinced for 
an answer— -Dr. K. was not allowed ti visit Zt;mee. Jle describes the country as 
abounding in elepbanis and cattle. He saw no w heat, and the pti'ncipal grain used by 
tiie people is a gelateiious kind of nee. die saw nc fiostor snow'---but the tlierino- 
meter ftt eight a. m. was so low as 4ti dCg. He does not appear to have observed 
any very lofty range of iiiountuins. '1 he language of the people is the same as that 
of biurn, with some slight difference of dialect. The appearance of the men did not 
strike Dr. Richardson as being of so large and robust a make as usually distinguishes 
the northern race. The women are ^‘initiinth handsoine and fair, with fine Iwge 
eyes— having none of the Tartar and Chinese characier. Ihe men wear larger mlds 
of cloth, by way of turbans, than the Burnn^se. Tiie lower garments are the same 
as the Ihirmese, being made of silk or blue stuped cotton. 'I'Jie youiii; women go 
with the bosom uncoveied, but their lower garmeulsaie of u more modest fashion than 
in Burniali. 

The J’riests are notbeld in much reverence, which is not surprising, considering 
the laxity -of their morals. Tlie accoiltil winch Here iM ai me gives of the people of 
Lunjang, or Southern Laos, rousting then fow Is with all their leaihiTS on —is perfectly 
true. Dr. R. repeatedly saw ibivls rousted m tins muuuei'—'und without even the 
entrails being taken out. 

The coins current in the country are the same a^^ the Siamese. With respect to 
productions — Dr. 11. saw a good deal of coiioii, ivory, stick-Jac, and some musk, 
which he understood are barteied for articles fioin China, whence a Cariwaii, con- 
sisting of one or two thousand horses and mules, annually visits Luos. In conse- 
quence, however, of its having been plundeied about thr« e yeais before— the Cara- 
van had not visited Laboung for two years, but it was expected this yeui. Dr. U. was 
told that the Chinese frontier nieiTli.uit.s liud seui a deputation to ilic King of Siam, 
wuth a present of gold, to solicit Jus lVlaje‘^iy's proteciion in iutnic to their annual 
Caravan. Di. R. supposes theie are no coppei mines at l/.ioH, and he was assured, 
that all the metal was brought by the Chinese Caravan, riiere is a great deal of 
iron ore m the connlrv, and tlie inhuhitants can forge, tolerably good musket barrels. 
He sawn small specimen ot lead oie, and was iiilormed i hat tliere is abundance of 
tin ore above Z('niee. C-nttle is very cheap, and of usmall breed— the price is about 
two rupees eight annas a head, and Dr. It. had succee'led in bunging sixty head with 
him to Moulmeiii, and uboui three hundred more were to follow him. llere, of it- 
self, we iiave an instance of immediate beiir fit from tiie Mission, for a supply of 
cattle lor the use of the F/iiiopean tiooos at MoulniMii was a great desideiatinn. 

The people of Laos aie in great diead of the Biiiniese ; and the cruel system of 
border warfare and man catching, to which our occupation of the Teiinsseiim Pro- 
vinces has put an end to the southward, still continues in force to the north, between 
Laos and Ava. Jt would appear that, as in Burmuh, women are bought and sold at 
Laos — the price of one is ten head of cattle, or twenty-five rupees ! 

English broad cloths, chintzes, and curleiy, are much prised in Laos, and it is to be * 
lioped that before long an useful and exiensove commerce may be established be- 
tween that country and IMoulmein, and that even the Chinese caravan may be in- 
duced to visit the latter place. 

'Pile extracts from Mr. Cei.ird’s letters relative to the Fossil Shells collected by 
Iiiin, on his {•tte tour over the snowy nioiiii tains of the'J'liibct frontier, are very curious* 
in a geological point of vn«w, and, we doubt not, will occasion much speculation, if 
not a modification of certain theories. TJic loftiest altitude at w’liich he picked up 
some of them, was in the ciest of a pass elevated seventeen thousand feet — and here 
also were fragments of rock, bearing tlie impression of shells, which must have been 
cLetacbed from the contiguous peaks rising far above this elevated level. Cieneraliy, 
however, the rocks formed of these shells ore at an altitude of 16, (KK) feet— and ono 
cliff was a mile in perpendicular height above the nearest level. ** This (observes 
Mr. Gerard) is an anomaly, 1 imagine, hitherto unanticipated, and will no doubt be 
received in a cautious, if not sceptical spirit. 1 know not how such relics of antedi- 
luvian creation are viewed by other travellers, but 1 am unable to express the ^no- 
tion I felt, when gazing upon the myriads of extinct animals, inhubitnnts of afoimer 
world, perhaps coeval with its formation ; and reflecting upon the manner by which 
60 many perished at that lofty level, ivhere they have,^pr ages, blenched under the 
ekies. la some places the fields are full of them, and the densest crops now' vege- 
tate upon the pulverised alluvium of a former sub-marine soil. At what remote 
period these elevated spots were inhabited by fish of the sea, and how whole oliifa 
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of rock have come to be formed out of the destruction of so mnny shellsi is B ques- 
tion of no foininoii interest to illustrate. 1 have only to reinarkt, tliar the specimens 
I have collected are fresh and entire, as if they liad been recently emerged from 
their own element, while the rock, when fractured, exhihits the most perlectly 
formed shells/" In another pine , iMr. Gernid states- “Just before crossing tJie 
boundary of Ludak into Bussahir, 1 was etceedingly gratified by tiic discovery ol a 
bed of antediluvian Biysters, clinging to tlie rock as if they had been alive/' in 
whatever point of view we ni;^ to coijider the subject- --or under the bias of 
whatsoever theory---ir is sublime to tlmik of inillimis of inanno remains lying at 
such a transcendent altitude-— and of vast clifi'* ol roek formed out of them frowning 
over those illimitable and desolate wastes— where the ocean once dowed-— ' deeper 
thon did ever plummet sound !’ 

Wilson's paper on Ancient Coins found in India, is prefaced by some remarks 
on S communication of Colonel Tod's, contained in tbf first volume of the Trai.sae- 
tions of the Royal Asiatic Soriety— on sumo ancK'iit (ireek, i'arthian, and Hindu 
Medals, from a very considerable number collected by him in linlia---* Two of these 
Verify the existence of two Sovereigns of liacrrm-— Apoliadotus and iMenandpr. I’ha 
origin of the rest is only conjecturally deteimuied, hut tiom the (Jreek letters on 
Bome of them, combined with I'aiihiati roBtiiines and Hindu emhlems, there can ho 
little doubt of tlndr being the coins of Partfli.iii or llactiian Vrinccs riiliiig ovev'lii- 
dian provinces. 'J'liis has been further establi'jl'ed by Augustus Schlegel, in a paper 
upuii Colonel Tod's Coins in the Journal Asialiqiie. He has also he conceives, decy- 
pliercd a nuine upon one of them, wliieh he terms Kdobi^ris, and considers it to 
Lave been the apnelhition of the iiido-Scvtliic Kings, who reigned over the countried 
along the Imliis to ns luoinli, in lh« eommenceineiit of the Cbrisiiau era. 

“ 'riie^itere.st”— eon till iie.s iMr. Wilson — “ exciteil by monuments of ibis descrip- 
tion, has iiulucf d me to exainine the collection of the Society, in order to ascertain if 
any such are in our possi >sion. F3f*>>ido3 a iiiimber of coins, we have also vnnoiia 
drawings, made under tlie diieetion of the lute Colonel Mackenzie, from originals m 
his own cabinet, or in thoao of different individuals. I have also refeired to a small 
collection of my own, uikI to one made by Mr. James Prinsep — and from tlnsse sources 
have derived a number ot interesting continuations to a subject hitherto ulinotit un- 
touched, the numismata of ancient India. Many of the Medals doscrihedaadde.liiieated 
by Colonel Tod, have been met w’ith in my search, and although lhave not been for- 
tunate enough to discover any that authorise, by legible inscription, or familiar de- 
vices, positive support to his deductions, or those of Scdilcgel^yet it may be thought 
by the Society not altogether unimportant to verify their premises, and to estahlifrh 
the existence ol similar coins over an extended portion of India, beyond a doubt.*' 
Our limits w'lll not admit of our entering into the details of Mr. Wilson’s valuable 
paper— which contains excellenTdescriptious of drawfngs of a great number of coins, 
neatly and ably executed. We hope that he w'ill, someday, publish the whole in a 
comuemlious form— since in an .Vutiquareaii and Historical point of view— it is full 
of interest. 

, Most of the F.(lohigris coins, in addition to human Bgurcs, have a trident— and a 
peculiar Monogiam, somewhat like a four-pronged fork, with blunt points— the 
short shaft ending in a circle, or di.imond. J'he long and short trident, are botJi 
to be found on ancient Fartliiaii coins-vbut we have never seen on any com a symbol 
like tlie Monogram in question. 

J)r. Strong’s pape r on Boring Water-Springs commences with a reference to vari- 
ous instances in Bngland, wheie the practire has been attended with most beneficial 
cllects. In .some of the low'cr parts of Lincoln and Kent, for example, where the 
inliahitaiits and their cattle sutfered greatly from the want of good water, the evil has 
lately been removed, and this essential necessary of life has been supplied by means 
of perforations made to a great depth in the soil, by boring with an iron augre, so 
as to reach and bring to the surface, the deep-seateil spnng.s. Thus, borings, whicli 
have been made troiii two hundred to four hundred feet deep, have been found to 
cast up from ten to fitty gallons of soft and remarkably puie water per minute, which, 
without the use of engine or pump, will rise from 20 to 30 feet above the surface, 
in a tube or guide pipe. The experiments that have hitherto been made to India, 
'in the boring way, have not been successful, either from the boring not having been 
carried to a sufficient depth, or the rods breaking. The deepest that lias ever been 
effected here, was one hundred and forty feet. The borer generally had to pierce 
through stiff clay. Kunki^, and sand. Dr. Strong, himself, has bored more than 
once as far as seventy fee|, in the vicinity of Calcutta. On one occasion the augre 
fa strong and large one) was twisted in a most extraordinary way ; and on another, 
the rods broke. 'Notwithstanding tliis. Doctor Strong appears to be a great advocate 
for boring, «nd pout* encourag&r its autre, menuons an insUnce of Buccessful boring in 
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Enf^land, notwithstanding the great difficulty of the soil, which lately come to hifl 
knowledge. ** In tlte Sion House grounds they found two springs, the deepest at a 
depth of five hundred nud thirty-five feet, in solid chalky winch rose to the height of 
five feet above the aurface, at the rate of five gidloiis per minute.” Dr. Strong has ex- 
tracted from an English sciontific work, an Estimate Tuhle of the expense of bor- 
ing compared with well-sinking— by whfjh it appears that the expense of the latter 
is at least treble ; the estimate for two hundred feet of boring b(f*ng ^35— and that of 
the same depth in well sinking q£’ 120. — “ f should/’ concludes Dr. Strong— “ think 
the chief expense here would be the tubes ; but 1 find that sheet iron in the Bazar 
is now extremely cheap, and if it could be made into tubes, the cost of the iron 
ulone would not be more than twenty rupees per hundred feet— beside the expense 
for making them into tubes.”

** Leonum arida nutrix!'' 

6EKTLSMEN OF THE BENGAL CIVIL AND MILITAEY SERVICES. 


I write for your advantag^e and iny own amusement* You are oceasionally afflict* 
ed with dyspepsia aud the liver. You sometimes hud it absolutely indispensabla 
to get away for a short space from the coulter and the yoke. 1 trust 1 do not use* 
lessly employ a Tacant hour in the attempt to collect a few practical observations 
which may preserve you from the discomfort,t|)rivatiou,and incouveniences to which 
all are at present subjected whose constitutfons stand in need of that renovation 
which is generally thought attainable by a voyage to the Cape of Good Hope. 

These memoranda can claim, as indeed I only expect for them, a very limited cir* 
eulation. The works of Vaili ant, Sparmann, Thomson, Barrow, preclude the pos* 
sibility of offering any thing of novelty or interest to the general reader from thia 
side of Africa, and 1 therefore beg to be understood as inviting the perusal of those 
only who contemplate a visit to the Colony with a view of making it their tempo* 
rary or permanent residence To such 1 address myself with, I trust, a vrell ground* 
ed expectation of being useful : for 1 shall endeavour to concentrate in a few pagea 
that information which has been thought unworthy the reseorcb of the scientific 
traveller, or can now only be obtained by laborious examination of volumes whicls 
the invalid wants the spirit or the leisure to peruse : or by a dear-bougbt and tardy 
experience purchased on the spot. The scientific reader will find nothing here* 
The general reader but very little. The Indiau Invalid will find a practical registec 
of facts which 1 confidently recommend to his attention. 

That this effort to prove useful to the body to which I belong will expose me 
some little vituperation, T am quite prepared to loam. Evil in most societies pre* 
dominates so much over good, fliat he who shall only set down what he sees will 
usually find much more to condemn than to admire. I will not, however, travel out 
of the path which I have proposed to myself either to advertise a folly or expose ^ 
fault, and if it should appear that life in Southern Africa can amount to little more 
than mere animal existence, the misfortune should be attributed to eircumstancea 
which appear to be shared more or less by all colonies: and which should not 
therefore be considered as the peculia| ^reproach of this. I have endsavoured, in 
speaking of a place so very little known to Indian invalids, and yet so constantly 
resorted to by them from India, to confine myself as much as possible to the mere 
fact. Those for whom I write may draw their own inferences : 

1 should have wished to have commenced this sketch with a few observations of 
practical utility to those who are compelled suddenly to come down from the Uppex 
Provinces of India with a view to embark os expeditiously as possible in the first 
ship sailing from Calcutta. But this would have lengthened these remarks beyond 
the limits to which 1 propose to confine myself, and I rather prefer to embody at n 
future period in a few separate sheets that which relates to ouz Indian capital, ita 
society, the peculiar usages and modes of existence of its inhabitants, their merita 
and their defects. 1 proceed, then, at once to my task, and will suppose the inva* 
lid on the point of embarkation in the City of Palaces. 

At the period when the state of my health made it absolutely imperative on ma 
to quit India, it became matter of serious consideration to what part of the world 1 
should direct my course, he beautiful climate of New South Wales, and Van 
Diemen's Land, urgently recommends itself, more especially that of the latter coun* 
try, which appears to unite the bracing aud salutary effects wbicb muUiieniesiv 
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denod in our ownjfiatire land, vrith the balmj softness of an Italian slcy. I am of 
opinion, therefore, that the Indian Invalid ahonld without hesitation avail himself 
of any opportunity which may be at hand to visit Australia, and such opportunities 
always present themselves by the way of the Isle of France. I know that this 
middle passage is in general considered an objection, I cannot discover any suffici- 
ent reason. The abi^s, it is true are m general smaller, huv>they are less crowded 
with passengers, a point of the last importance tp an invalid. Au agreeable break 
is made in a long voyage by a short resioence at Port Louis, and from thence op- 
portunities present themselves every fortnight. 

I should hope, for many reasons , that even if some direct communication he not 
•stablisbed with Australia from India, the service generally will not allow the trifling 
obstacle of a circuitous voyage to prove, as it now does, so complete a bar to visiting 
a country so far superior in every respect to the Cape of Good Hope. Of the ex- 
treme beauty of the Isle of France there can be but one opinion, and the hospitality 
and kindness of the residents, their polite attentions to strangers, more especially 
those who happen to possess even a single introduction, make a visit to Fort Louis 
a striking contrast to ^at which await^^che invalid in Capo Town. 

There is an hotel in Port Louis, not a very convenient place of residence it is 
true, but the hospitality of the inhabitants in general makes it unnecessary to 
have recourse to it. The charges at the table d’hote are moderate, and the enter- 
tainment reasonably good. If any choice is allowed as to time, it is very desirahlo 
generally to avoid visiting the Island during the summer months, the town being 
intolerably hot, and all the inhabitants leaving it for the country in November, 
and seldom returning before March. AU gaieties are then suspended ; and, as it 
la not easy to go into the country, the attentions of the inhabitants to a stranger 
arriving at that season must be necessarily very limited. The hurricane season, 
which is just this period, is also deserving of consideration : but all this should not 
oppose the voyage to thia charming spot : which, with that to New South Wales, 
will, I trust, erelong be substituted for that to the Cape. 

The Quarterly Ueview, in a late number, has urged with much force the advantage 
which the new colony of Swan River appears to hold out as a aanatarium for the 
British possessions in the East. It is difficult at present to form any judgement of 
the extent of these advantages, saving in so far as regards climate and facility of 
access ; the latter by the way of Batavia and Singapore appears to be certain, the 
former, according to Captain Stirling, equally sure. Late accounts of the prospects 
of the colonists have certainly not been flattering. It should seem that the land 
hitherto explored is sandy and unproductive*: and that the bar at the mouth of 
^he river must long obstruct its navigation even for small craft. It seems to be cer- 
tain, likewise, that the settlers are undergoing very considerable privations ; and 
ft suspicion has gone abroad, that the prospects of the colonists have been painted 
rather too much *'couleur de rose.’’ On^the other band, Captain Stirling is still 
■anguine as to success: and certainly the Indians are deeply interested in the re- 
■ults of his expedition : though at present an invalid might experience some incon- 
venience. Indeed it would be impossible to procure any shelter. A gentleman of 
fortune, who resigned a commission in the guards, and" went out, taking with him 
every convenience and luxury that money could command, was living on the sea 
shore, at the date of the last accounts, in his carriage. The carriage was said to bo 
the most convenient residence in the colony. A tent, therefore, would be indispen- 
sable. But 1 return to my subject— 

The port of Calcutta is in general so crowded with ships in the months of De- 
cember, January, and February, some of which call at the Cape, that the selectiou is 
all that should occupy attention. I think it a great error to sail in a ship with a nu- 
merous party, however flattering the accommodation, however eminent the talents 
or charter of the commander : and no consideration should induce the invalid to 
select any of those vessels which can merely be considered as floating hospitals 
for foundlings. 1 think it was the Robarts which sailed^out of the port of Calcutta, 
with sixty children on board— what hope could the passcDgets hsTC of bcarablft 
ftSittsBes 1 ubUm indeedHerod had bseii tbs Captain. 
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Let nothing short of sbtolute pecanisir neoessitj, snd tl^ of the fli0st HfgW 
deaoriptioD, induce jou to go below. When e gentlemen Tisitt the seoonuVOdA- 
tion in barbour, 1 know it is yerj usual to hear it remarked, '* Ob it matters not who* 
ther you are shore or below ; the ship is so airy, and she is $uch • sea boat her 
ports are always open/* Believe not a word^of it, my brethren. The smallest hutoA 
above stairs is to 1||B prefered to the largest cabin below : for bear it well in mind» 
wlien the ports are open, the fpst deck m the debtor’s cell ; when closed it is the 
condemned one. 

To illustrate this by a single example : I sailed from the New Anchorage, Saugor, 
for the Cape of Good Hope, in the Broxhornebury in the early part of January 1829. 
It was the very best season, and the ship, both in respect to its aceonniiojations, 
and also as a sea boat, in every respect unexceptionable. Of the character and 
talents of Captain Chapman, her commander, it would be difficult to speak too high* 
ly, nevertheless'; with all these advantages in our season and our craft, thirty*jfivedayi 
out of fifty- six were passed with ports closed in : and they were daya of sorrow and 
penance ro all below. Recollect ** et olim meminisse Juva-bir’ that bowever 
trim and tight the sea boat, below there* will always be a paucity of air, and n 
superfluity of water. 

And now a word as to your food, baying tbns considered your lodging. A good 
table, by which I mean on board of ship wholesome and well dressed food, is so 
essential to the very existence of an Indian, that every care should be taken, a^ 
enquiry made, which can throw a light upon your gastronomic prospects while on 
board. Due adyertence should be bad to the fact, that a large dinner for a nume- 
rous party, however good, the ** materiel** can seldom be perfectly well prepared 
with every convenience, means, and appliances on sbor^. On board of ship tb# 
thing is utterly hopeless. If a dinner is to be shared among a number, either it if 
not worth eating, or there is nothing left to eat. 

It is good to be provided with Gunt6r*s portable soup, some qases of his^iscuits, 
which are far preferable to Leman’s, in as much as they do not require a second 
baking; some rusks : and, above ail, thin slices of toasted bread. This preserves itf 
sweetness and flavor better than any other cabin store, and can be prepared and 
kept when ready by any servant. It will keep during the longest passages, and 
is most acceptable to a delicate stomach. One of the little cabin lamps sold for 
the use of invalids and childrep will always be found most useful, for the galley 
is often so crowded at the moment that means are preparing (and there is n 
constant and nevei* ceasing masticatoj^ process going on in all ships which plaeen 
the cook in requisition from day-break till the night is far advancsd) that your 
servant may not gain'access. 

It may not be undesirable in this place to say a few words as to clothing : for it 
is proper to recollect, that for the first days of the passage to the Cape, supposing 
that the ship leaves Saugor in January,* the weather will be extremely cold, and 
will continue so nearly until you reach the line. It will then be warm ; but tfaera 
will always be a good deal of rain, with variable weather. This will continue to 
the latitude of the Mauritius, when warm clothing will again become essential* 
Arrived at the Cape, supposing that the ship makes an average passage of two 
months, the invalid will suffer nearly as mucli from heat in Cape Town as in 
Calcutta, and will be just as anxious to dispense with all superfluous clothing 
as in India. A good supply, however, of warm clothing, blankets, • and coverlads, . 
cannot fail to prove useful both at sea and on shore ; and no one who has any 
regard for bis health and comfort should ever be without them. I abali say a few 
words of the Cape winter in another place. 

Musquito curtains are quite as necessary as in India. Cape Town swarms wit(^ 
Musquitoes; but, strange to say, the luxury, or, to say better; that necessary of lifa 
found in every Indian bed, is unknown even among the English residedts. Flies 
also attack you in countless myriads, to a degree unknown in Europe or Asia. They 
sting you to, a variety of eannoyance peculiar to the Africaa pest. Coir or haur 
Matrasses should be provided, lor bugs are numerous and active: besides, no In- 
dian caa repose on a suffocating feather bed generally in uae at the Capsi even ifi 
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the height it rammer. Yet, with all theie precautions, to sleep in Cape Tows 
during the summer months is no facile operation. 

Almost the first question which presents itself to the inralid on his arrival in 
Calcutta, after taking his passage, is what arrangement shall be made regarding 
servants 1 It is not very easy to make^ a satisfactory response; for whether they 
are engaged in India or taken in Cape Town, wlietlier they hre white or black, or 
male, or female, they are a certain andNnever-en'Jiug source of vexation, annoy* 
ance, and expense. 

I have given the subject much consideration, and after, numerous enquiries among 
my friends, and several experiments in my own establishment, some satisfactory, 
others very much the reverse. I believe 1 must recommend, and tliat urgently too, 
the expediency of bringing at least one male attendant from Calcutta. I shall 
hereafter assign my reasons for this advice, when I come to bring under review the 
facilities or otherwise, which Cape Town presents for the supply of domestics — 
the expences which they occasion, and oth«>r particulars arising from the subject 
which have influenced the recommendfi^ion offered above. 

After two months, passed in the con%nemont so accurately described by Johnson, 
the prison with the apprehension of drowning, how welcome to the ear the first cry 
of land from the mast bead ; and how pleasing to the eye will even the rugged out- 
line of the coast of Africa appear, approaching it even at the rerrific point of Ilanglip ; 
or the frightful Cape of Storms itself. It should seem, however, that a few years 
have greatly diminished the apprehensions excited by an iron bound coast, and 
alee shore ; for it is certain that Table Bay is now visited by ships at all seasons, 
during the very depth of winter, when, a very few years back, it was thought in 
the highest degree hazardous and imprudent.* 

The approach to Cape Town, and the entrance to Table Bay, have been so fre« 
fjiiently the subject of description that it seems unnecessary to renew that which 
the pen and pencil have so often repeated. I think the magnificence of the pros- 
pect has been very much exaggerated ; for, grand as some of the features of the 
landscape certainly are, the total absence of wood and verdure, tbo’ it may give 
a wild and savage character to the scenery, can be compensated, in my opinion, by 
310 other natural or artificial advantage. There is indeed the one ingredient of the 
sublime, the monstrous mass which frowns at you in fearful desolation ; but 1 doubt 
extremely if '* the wild pomp of mountain majesty /{’ even when accompanied by the 
attraction of wood and water, leaves any pleasing associarion : any recollection upon 
which the mind loves to dwell. Cape Town, however, certainly does present one or 
two very striking points of view ; and I would particularly notice the coup d'mil 
presented at an angle of the battery upon which the morning and evening gun is 
fired — the striking feature of the scene is of course the table mountain, with the town 
BO close at its base, that the apprehension of immediate destruction, in the event of 
an earthquake, instantly presents itself. This impression is conveyed the more for- 
cibly to the mind by the astonishing clearness of the atmosphere, 'which takes from 
the effect of distance, and brings under the eye the rugged mountain, ns if immedi- 
ately overhanging the Town. One actually expects to see the impending mass come 
tumbling down ** Lapides adesos stirpesqiie raptas, et pecus et domos volveiitis una.^’ 

But, leaving a subject of which it would be difficult to say any thing new, and of 
which, I believe, no description conveys any distinct image of which the pencil can 
only present a faint idea, I proceed to counsel the Indian invalid to take especial 
care to land at an early hour of the morning before the South Easter has acquired its 
force ; and it seems very desirable to employ, for this purpose, one of the Jetee boats> 
as being far safer than the ship boats, however well appointed, 'i'he former are 
very admirable craft, and extremely well manned. Accidents in them may be said 
scarcely ever to occur; while the casualties from the ship's boats are not by any 
means unfrequent. And now I shall suppose the landing effected, and the Hindoo 

* Under the admirable arrangements of Captain fiance, the Port-Captain at the 

Cape, it seems certain that there is no risk for a well found ship during the strongest 
gale. It is only when the instructions of this intelligent officer are neglected, that 
toisfertunes occur. 
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(hv whioTi elegant generic appellation we are all distinguialyd ittgCape Town) 
eat'ely I'Jnded upon its very roUen, rickety, end miserable J^t^e. The paiient, must 
now, according to the received usage of all civilized f • untiies, be delifered over to 
the tender mercies of that portion of mankind to whum it helonga eipeciuily to 
watch the advent of the stranger, as the tvger roams foi prey. There are the offi* 
cious and light fioger|d bearers of the travl^llers, thousand and one indispensiblo 
conveniences, sable indeed, bu^not lest^ jnpudent and vociferous than their bre« 
tbren of the Tower Wharf. And then tne cormorants, with fair round heliv's, tho 
quill behind the ear, the underling representatives of C'ustoiu Hoii<ie JM ijestr, tho 
very person described by Horace on the road to Brmulusiiiin, ready for the extremes 
of insolence or humility according to the amount olTeredfor the use or abu^e of his 
duties. Then come the host of envoys bearing hospitahio invitations from ihe differ- 
ent boarding houses in the Town, who are ns active in their vocation on tiie arrival 
of a cargo of Hindoos, as their old and w'ortby prototype up the motiiituin is sai l to 
be in his. Cards from Mesdames Cray wagtreri, Vnuschor, Gainhier, Disr:inu:' 4 -, 
jVforrison, Usher^ are thrust into the sufferer’s hand, till at last the bewildeu d 
IJindoo, in the embarrassment and 'confusion inseperable from ihe flr<;t steps of « 
“ nouveau d^barque” in a foreign land, is xsell content to screen himself fiom ins.--* 
lent importunity under tiie first roof which presents itself. For a hacliolor. a boarding; 
bouse is the most convenient residence ; and the two first named are as cumforia* 
blfl as such establishm nt can over be expected to be. They suit young unmar- 
lied iiie.i, who are not very choice or select in their society: the lady of the hnuse 
dining with the partv, lier familr and guests by consequence ; so chat there is a con- 
Btant influx of fresh visitors. Ihe usual charge is one hiiiuireu and fiftv lioKirs per 
mensom, or 5s, sterling. This ought to include deer nt attend.nu'e ; luit a 

gentleman will not be comfortable without a servant. Few f’lintlics fjoiu India cua 
be so in a Cape Boarding House. 

For the above named sum a moderately good breakfast is provided, dinner ge- 
nerally at three or four o’clock. ** Le rosbif des anglais pour des estoiniiGs a 
toutea ^preuves,” and tea and coffee generally in the evening. 'J'he wines are de- 
testable ; the worst sort of Cape wine being the only kind provided. 1'he invalid 
should not fail to bring some sherry, and claret if he drinks it. No palate, however 
coarse, can bear what is termed the Cape smack, “ le gout du terroir,” or earthy 
flavor of the wine. In order to conceal this, tlie worti>y vintners of the capital* of 
tSouthern Africa are accustomed to quality the article with a plentiful admixture 
of ardent spirits, which masks, indeed, the objectionable flavor, but substitutes in ita 
room a highly deleterious and unwholesome compound. It seems eminently fit 
that some regulation should prevent the sale of this jtoisonous liquid until age has 
taken- something from its deleterious effects. In Fj^nce, the absolute necessity of 
preventing the owners of vineyards from deluging tlie country with wines actually 
undergoing the process of vinous fermentation, is generally admitted. Why should 
not the same rule be applied to this colony I 

Sometime since, it was considered possible to apply a remedy to the evil by the 
appointment of an officer, whose duty it was to taste every pipe of Cape wine brought 
into the market ere if w.is offered for consumption. The office was last filled by 
the Ffonorable Col. Fitzroy, the use of whose gustatory organs was spcnred ro the 
public at a moderate remuneration of per atiniini. The total uselessness of 
the office marked it out for abolition on the late reductions in the colonial civil list^ 
for it was discovered that it was quite impossible for the u tin ns f exertions of the Ho- 
norable wine taster to get through anything like the quantity hruught to market; and 
it was surmised, also, that after tasting some six or eight barrels of this ** peiilous 
Stuff” no palate, however exercised or delicate, would recognize good liquor from bad. 

* It seems proper to remark, that tlie greatest difference is observable between the 
wine offered for sale in Cape Town, aud some of the produce of the cuaiitry. WhelJier 
it is, that adulteration is not practised, or that the wine has time to ripen at a distance 
from the town, certain it il that at some of the vineyards in the neighbourhood of the 
Paarl and Waggon maker^valley a wine of a very superior quality is produced. I 
nan confidently recommend IVJr. lletifd Fontlio^ and LatterkUa’s Capo Madtira« 
the produce of that lovely valley. . 
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So tho Mr?ioe»of goUant wine taster were dispensed with : thd hii nndirided 
ezertiong were than directed to his offices of Adjutant General and Superintendent 
of Aucuon nleg. But to my task. 

Messrs. Vonrenen and Letterstedt hare established breweries, and prepare a sort 
of Pale Ale which at first is little relished ; but the palate becomes habituated to 
its use ; and it is often preferred to the English beer. The pidce is 2 dollars and ( 
a dozen. I do not recollect anj other sullies which may not be procured at nearly 
the same rates in Cape Town as in Calcutta. T«>a is dear and bad ; and a few 
pounds from Mr. Pongelly would be a most raluable store : but the Company’s mo- 
nopoly is in strict operation, and, if it passes the Custom-house, itisbyanorer 
sight ; for it is liable to instant seizure ; while the ship may be confiscated. 

The following are the prices of English wines and beer ; hut those of Calcuttg 
grn so far superior to any procurable in Cape Town, that those who are at all parti« 
cular should not fail to bring the supplies with them. N. B. Soda-water is almost 
unknown. 

French Claret, not of a very good qi&lity, 30 dollars per dozen ; English 65 and 
70 Sherry, moderately good, at 25 or jO ; — Port about the same price ; — Beer 10 to 
12 dollars per dozen. Madeira, scarcely procurable good at any price; and any other 
French wine, save Claret, is indeed occasionally to be had but by accident, and sel- 
dom good. 

The Indians are, I tbiiik, a Tery domestic class, among an essentially domestic 
people. Accustomed to derive all their enjoyments from home, in a country which 
refuses nearly every other — unused to numerous and mixed societies, and the natural 
disinclination to new faces and new modes of life, increased by the long ezereised 
privilege of living alone, it can scarcely he expected that any residence could be 
agreeable to an Indian which mieht not be termed his castle. A house, therefore, 
must be taken ; and the question is, whether the selection should be made in town 
or in the country. Both situations Lave their advantages and disadvantages. 
The country is more cool — the air more pore-^a ride may be obtained without six 
miles of a dusty turnpike road; and Musquitoes are unknown. On the other 
band, residence in the country, particularly in winter, is dreary and cheerless. The 
little society which an Indian may expect to enjoy being in town, medical assis- 
tance can only be procured from thence. The fruits, vegetables, and meat of the 
town market are far finer, the beat being sent tbei e from the country. Fish can 
be procured no where else— <and in general it is necessary to have a servant always 
employed in bringing supplies, which is a sensible inconvenience. 

The price of bouses at the Cape, whether in town or country, is subject to the 
same variations which are observable in every other article required for the use of 
a gentleman from India. A single anecdote will illustrate this portion of our 
domestio economy ; and inculcate the necessity of a careful attention to the nature 
of the engagement ent^ed into with Landlords — amount of rent to be paid— stipu- 
lations as to repairs, dilapidations, injury or loss of furniture, all should be distinctlu 
spertyied, and a survey made when entering the premises, or the Hindoo will suffer 
both in mind and in purse. Examples of our calamities in this matter are of every 
day occurrence ** ex uno disce omnes.” 

A house in the principal street, the Heergracht, being vucant at the period of my 
arrival in Cape Town, 1 enquired the ren., and was informed that it was three hun- 
dred dollars per mensem. As the bouse was not by any means a very good one, 1 
offered Mr. Billingsley two hundred and fifty for it ; which he refused. A short 
time after he accepted one hundred and fifty from an officer in bis Majesty’s ser- 
vice : and it was perfectly understood, at the time, that this was the fixed rent for 
all but the Indians. 1 could name many examples of the same kind ; so that it be- 
comes difficult to supply any correct statement of the amount for which an indi- 
vidual or a family can be comfortably lodged ; for the snua demanded will assuredly 
be governed by the supposed ability or willingness of t^e party to afford a prac- 
tioel illustration of the adage which separates a eertain desoription of penoaa from 
Ihfir money, 
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I rented emodentely good houee, eonteining • drawing roonii dining roonip two 
bed rooms, dressing rooms, and a servant’s room, with kitchen $nd sub1d, for 150 
dollars per mensem ; it was in Strand-street, and furnished*' One of the finest 
bouses in the Heergraeht was let, furnished, for 6 months for SOO dolltiii per meneam, 
and subsequently for S50. It is very eoldom, however, that a whole house is pro* 
curable ready furnisb^I; though apartment! so provided frequently are. Good rooms 
may be had at Mrs. JBragchts, furnished. /for 150 dollars per mensem, with the use 
of a kitchen and stable. The aanSe at Mrs. Braeketa, and Mrs. Rush’s. The Indians 
loose so enormously on every article they wish to sell, when they leave the colony, 
that it seems very unwise to make any purchases of furniture : and though furnieh* 
ed rooms are more expensive, they are cheaper in the long run. 

In order, however, to be quite independent — for furnished houses out of the town 
in summer are not to be had-^the invalid who is accompanied by hia family should 
bring with him a dozen strong chairs, a couple of folding camp tables, and a couch, 
a few Indian mats, cooking utensils, a small dinner and breakfast get of the moat 
ordinary pattern (the organ of destructiveness being especially developed among 
the Hoitentots). All these can be procared*in the China Bazar 6fty per cent, below 
the Cape prices, and the party is then independent and can fix himself where 
he likes. This is by far the best plan, if the summer is to be passed in Africa : fop 
it should be borne in mind, that at that season Cape town is often as hot as Calcutta ; 
and there ia an average difference of from 7 to 10 degreea between the town and 
Wynburgh, a village seven miles from it.* 

There ia indeed one expedient, which presents itself at present to the Indians, 
and which obviates all necessity of purchasing furniture ; and to families, the host 
of inconveniences and vexation of a private establishment. The flotol in Capa 
Town is kept by Mr. George, rather a familiar publican ; but, upon the whole, sutfi* 
ciently obliging and well intentioned. He possesses an Inn at Stelleiihosh (a 
village distant about 30 miles from the Cape) and another, on the road to iSymonds 
Bay, about eight miles from town. By engaging with him for a period, and by 
making a bargain with him beforehand, he has received families at moderate rates ; 
affording the convenience both of town and country at the option of the party, pro. 
viding stabling and some attendance ; tbo’ not very good. 1 can recommend this 
plan to those who have not very numerous families, or a large circle of acquoin* 
tance \ for both housea are comfortable, intrusion ia rare, and some of the into- 
lerable annoyances of servants ^nd housekeeping are avoided. The Hotel is far 
preferable co any boarding house ; but a little management is necessary in making 
the arrangement ; for George’s terms, like those of eve^ individual of his class ia 
Cape Town, are governed by the circumstances, real or supposed, of the applioant ; 
and 1 must do him the justice to state, that he asked me nearly double what I knew 
be had accepted from one whom he supposed a poorer man. Here are his terms. 

A lady and gentleman 6 dollars each ; a servant a dollar ; a horse a dollar. For 
this sum a good dinner, with breakfast and tea, are provided ; Cape wine is also sup- 
plied ; but DO other beverage. All other charges are of course extra, and if there 
are visitors their fare is paid for separately. If these are numerous, this mode 
of life becomes proportionably expensive ; and if many horses are kept the charge 
becomes proportionably high.— servants also become a very heavy item in this plan. 

I have already alluded to that most important part of the domestic arrangements 
of a family-^tbeir setvants and 1 a})eak of it again, in as much as nearly every 
comfort of existence depends upon your being well or ill off in this particular, if 
a good male attendant, Indian or European, can be procured in Calcutta, by all means 
bring him. A female also if there ia a family ; but this should not be an Indian. 
Flo lady ever brought au ayah, who did not turn out ill ; and whose passage was 
not to be paid back after a month’s residence. I have seen a few good native man* 
servants in the employ of Hindoos. They are better than the Portuguese or

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ropeons, who bare dll learnt to drink in Calcutta; or acquire the faculty in Cap4 
Town ; where sobriety soon ceases to be sobers Their wages also are more mo« 
derate.* 

1 do not mean to advance that good servants may not be had in Cape Town ; but 
they are certainly luou^ rare than iu aity otiier part of the world ; and a wise man 
Will not run thecli ince of dipping into bag where there aPs a hundred snakes, 
and one eel. 'J'he pnce of labor is so hiyb, and fish and brandy so low, that two 
days work in the week siilKces to insure a comfortable subsistence for the remain- 
der. The coiJAeqtieiice is, that they all know the secret of their own strength 
and independence ; a discovery which very generally proves fatal to the comfort 
of their masteis. 

It is astonishing how little progress the culinary science has made in Southern 
jifrica. Will it be credited that there are but three cooks who have been regular- 
ly instructed iu the science in all Cape Town. The one is in the service of the 
Governor,! the second is a Mess cook, and the third was in the employ of Mr. 
Middleton, of the Bengal Civil Servicefl They are Englishmen, and their wages 
are in proportion to the rarity and excellence of their talents. The Dutch all 
employ their own slaves ; and in general well does the adage apply, as to who 
sends the provision, and who provi4es the cook.** 

I cannot too strongly advise those whose powers of digestion are at all suscep* 
tible ol being easily deranged, to make diligentenquiry for a good cook in Calcutta, 
Muhommeuan or Chinese. The hire of a very inditferent cook in Cape Town is 
from thirty to thirty-five and forty dollars ; besides food and lodging. A good 
Mabommedan or Chinese servant may be hired in Calcutta for ten rupees per 
mensem. Even his inability to speak Dutch will prove an advantage : for be 
will not always be out in the street, which the slaves constantly are. Whatever 
seivunts are brought from India should be piovided with good warm clothing, 
iu reasonable quantity — It can be procured at a much low’cr rate in Calcutta than in 
Cape Town. I'bis is indispensable, and would be a measure of economy, had 
humanity nothing to do with the question. It is better to give a servant a good 
warm suit of clothes, than pay the doctor’s bill, and lose his services besides. 

A good house-maid may be had in Cape Town for fifteen dollars per mensem. A 
house-boy is more useful, for he cuts wood, brings water, sweeps the yard and 
kitchen, and sleeps any where, for about the sume^um. A lady’s maid SO dollars. 
The Malays, Hottentots, and Africanders all ride well, and there is no want of coach- 
men and grooms. 'i'Jieir wages, however, are very high. No gioom will come to a 
Hindoo under 35 or 40 dollars per mensem, besides food, lodging, and clothes. 
It is plain, that a few servants, at these rates, would absoib a considerable portion 
of yearly income. Hut there are more reasons than this why a poor man should dili- 
gently eschew a visit to the Cape of Good Hope. 

Having now shewn at what rates accommodation may be obtained at boarding 
houses, which are roost cheap, at George’s hotel, which is more expensive, but 
more comfortable and respectable ; it remains for me to give a sketch of the ex- 
penses of living fora family in a private residence in Cape Town. 

Kent of a moderately Igood house, with stable, 150 dollars, and perhaps a few 
articles of furniture. 

Cook, 40 dollars ; house boy 15 ; maid servant 20 ; groom 30 ; table servant 25 ; 
»-125 per mensem*

Chandler, grocer, fruiterer, blilk. Batter, pouhr/, bbj 150. 

Vegetables 30 dots. ; washing 24 ; wood 40—94 

For this sum, the aboye number of servanra were fed in the honae. Some familicai 
prefer giring an incr^se nf wages ; and aUrowing the establishment to feed them* 
ielres. It shoeld be recollected, however/ that much time is lest ; servants are 
constantly out of the war, and I doubt if any saving attends the arrangement. It 
will be observed, that in the above sketch liquors are not inoluded, and but fear 
dinners could be given at the above rates. 

It seems of great moment for invalids to determine at once, and in India, the 
mode of life which they propose to adopt in Cape Town. Even the cooking uten- 
sils for a very small family amounted to 20(> dollars, and, at the end of four monthd, 
not a quarter of the price could be realised for them. 

The fruit and vegetable market ia held at about 7 o’clock in the morning. Fish is 
sold on the sea shore, between 11 and 3. ’j^'be hours when the boats arrive are so 
Uncertain, that it is good to employ Mrs. Carter, a sort of amphibious personage, 
well known in these parts. Fruit is abundant in Cape Toe n, and the price of grapes, 
dgs, peaches, and oranges is lower than in England, though not than the continent. 
There is no reason, save the indolence of the people, why the flavor of the fruits 
should not be far more delicious than those produced in the mother country— yet 
they are not so — nature hna done much, but the colonists will do norbing. Nobody 
ever thinks of making a graft ^ nnd as to pruning, training, opening the roots, ma- 
nuring, thinning the young Iruit, even the optimisme of Messrs. Fairbairn and 
Greig, is driven to despair, when speaking of the Cspe horticulture, f such superero- 
gatory exertions being considered an insult on the ** wisdoiU of our ancestors.” 

Icome now to a branch of ex)>ense, which merits the serious conaideration of all 
Indiana, in as much as they are more particularly a mark set up for the infliction of 
every variety ol imposition. 1 allude to their horse^dealing concerns, in which I 
am very apprehensive, that, be tbe skill and caution what it may, it sill avail littlw 
When brought into the fl>dd against the talent of Cape 'I’own in this particular line. 
And how can it be otherwise, seeing that, asMr. Stonei^ has pithily remarked, it 
was absolutely necesssuy for him to give up business — for it was impossible to walk 
out into the town, and' find a single individual u bo bad not lodgings to let, or a 

horse to sell. * 

# 

Such being the habits of tbe residents of Cape Town, one might BO|ipo8e it 
the easiest thing in the world to get well mounted. The very opposite is, how- 
ever, the state of the case ; and the unwary Hindoo ia nearly sure of grievous impo- 
sition in this part of his arrangements. If, however, a liberal price can be afforded, 
and good blood cattle are required, 1 recommend at once an application to Mr. Ro- 
gersoo. I'liat gentleman's superb stud it always open to the inspection of strangers, 
gnd the gentlemanlike chuiacterof all his dealings, wliil’e it affords asecurity against 
disappointment, ensure the advantage of an intercourse which it la impossible to 
commence without pleasure, or interrupt without regret. Mr. R. is quite at the 
head of the South African Turf club, if indeed such an asgociation can now be said 
to exist. $ 

A horse at livery in Cape Town cost a dollar s-day, a carriege standing fifteen 
dollars per mensem. It is upon the whole, more ecoiromicsl, aud far more conveni*

The hire of a hack saddle horse is 8 dollars per diem. A carriage 15- The Indians 
nre ao genersllr imposed upon ; it is so impossible to get any thing like the price you 
■bare given tor lioraes when^leaviiig the Cape, and to take horses to India is so ex- 
pensive, and 80 troublesome, thatl believe it might be shewn that it ia far cheaper 
.to hire horses, even at the above rate, than to buy and keep them. I'lie carriage, 
or gig, should be brought from India, it being impossible to purchase a good one, 
save by mere accident. After all, I.€jeu ns vaut pas /a chandelie" (.'ape Town 
boasts just two rides. That to Symond's Bay— hard, dirty, and exposed to all 
the violence of the South Ki'Ster ; tljiA tu'Cireen Point, which affords to Invalids 
the cheering prosnect of ail the burying grounds and funerals of the city, with the 
place of execution as a tennination to the landscape. I he town is extremely well 
built ; the streets crossing at right angles, and many of the houses exceedingly 
apacioijs and well coiistructi'd. It seems but just to the old Dutch* iiihahiiaiits, to 
Temark, that for this regularity of plan, and for nearly all the really good houses, 
the town is inilehted to them : the English haring scarcely constructed half a dozen 
good houses since their administration commenced. The Barr>ii de Lorentz, tbo 
present sujierintendent of Police, deserves great credit for the attention which he 
gives to the cleanliness of the street', and the good order in which they are kept. 
There are no pavements, and the lamps of private individuals just make darknesg 
visible during the night season. Though there is a great command of water, no 
attempt is ever made to water the streets; and ihougb the heat is so excessive, 
1 do not think there are three verandahs in the town. 

The principal street, the Heer Graoht, would be a very handsome one ; but it ia 
traversed in its whole extent by a broad and deep ditch, with just enough of stream 
to keep the pestilent puddle in fearful and overpowering activity. The stench 
which it exhales, is quite insupportable to any thing like delicate nasal organs : 
to say nothing of the harbour afforded to the iiiusi;iiitiis who are here ten thousand 
times more biisv in their vocation than any where else. 1 have known gentlemen 
compelled to leave George’s hotel in this street, to go sud sleep in other parts of tha 
Town. 

There is but one fashionable promenade affording anything like a dry and agree* 
able wM in winter ; and shade against the scorching rays of an African sun. '1 bis 
is the Governineiii gardens, a part oi which isopen at all seasons, and at all hours. 
In the Dutch time there wss a botanical collection ; and the whole was thrown 
open to the public, 'i'he English shut up every thing. At present only one walk 
is afforded; the rest being carefully locked up for the use of the Governoi’s 
family. Two regimental hands play here every Sunday j but so little space ia 
afforded, and the mob is so grear that it is impossible to visit the garden on 
that day, or enjoy the music with any pleasure. At the end of the Garden there 
ia a menagerie : hut nearly all the apecimeus have died off ; and no attempt is 
making to renew them. 

Nearly all the public buildings. Supreme Court, Post Office, Council Room, &e. 
ificc. are collected under one root , a plan which .night be imitated with great advan* 
tage ill India ; where so much time is lost, and so much money tltrown away in 
referring to and keeping up offices very distant from each other. A handsome ob« 

• They are very defective in intenial arrangement. In the dining room of one 
sf the very finest houses in the Heer Gracfat, ** on y avait pratique un cabinet qui 
nfitait pss toujours inodore.” The greater part of the b6u8e8 are provided with a ter- 
geoe in front called by the Dutch i stoop. The Dutch lady is very fond of her stoop* 
She ie constantly there. The wag .remarks '* aha stoops to conquer/' 
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f^rratotyat about two miles distance from tbe town is now compldtjn^. It U aatonish* 
iog that these very expensive arrsiigements for the observation of the heavenly 
bodies should not have been }trecedpd by the erection of some building for the wor- 
•hip of God upon earth, the tovru being ariunlly at tliis moment without an 
English Church ; and the inhabiiants heine indebted to the Dutch for the use of 
theirs.* 'Mie Englisi^service begins after tee Dutch. Tlie Church is spacious; and 
it IS remarkable that the building is thajl'heil ; and this thutcM is said to havo 
lasted the surprising period of sii^ty }ears. 1 need not add that tho reed of which 
the roof is composed, lasts equally well in other situations ; and 1 am surprised, that 
no effort has been made to send the root to Europe. The extreme dryness of the 
atmosphere must however contribute essentially to ita conservation ; and this may 
be inferred fioin the freshness of the gilding on some of the inouuineiits and 
batchments upon which 1 observed dates of from seventy to nearly a hundred years. 
A lew of the magnates of the land are carefully sepataied from the contaminatioa 
of ihe poor in pews : and the rest of the congregation make Ui«e of chairs; and 1 
did not observe that tbe custom of kneeling dii the pavemeiii a as pievuleiit. Tbo 
•inging la abomiiiajily dissonant ; but, IMf. Hough's beautiful serinoi.s, clear, 
earliest, affectiouHte, are enforced in laiigua^ as elegant as his delivery is grace* 
ful and impressive. Tbe attend auce on Sundays is very limited. 

It is remarkable that Cape Town does not hoast an advantage enjoyed by all tho 
Englisii sea ports, and althouglif so much the resort of invalids fium India and 
every local facility iiiiglit promote such a convenience it is singular that there is 
Bot a ealr water bath hot or cold in the I'own : nor are bathing machines known. 
The beach is very favorahle to those who desire this luxury ; but if a gentleman 
wauls to bathe in the sea, he must make tiies»^B shore his dreS'ting room, and take 
bis chance of a rencontre with a shark, which are occasionally seen in the Bay, 
though I did not hear of any accident, although constantly bathing where they 
Were said to resort. ^ 

From Messrs. Thompson and Watson the corresponding house of Alexander sod 
Co. in Calcutta, Indians receive every possible attention and civility. 1 lake occa* 
•ion to mHiiiion in tins [dace the expediency of sending letters by tbe isle of France* 
From the Lajie Ojqiortunities to and fioin the Mauritius are of weekly occurrence ; 
and It seems certain that regular accounts may he received monthly from India by 
adopting this mode of communicatiun Table bay is often six and eight mootha 
without a ship direct fiom India# 

And here I cannot lefiain fi^ra adverting to the very great hardship which the 
Court of Direccois have been pleased to impose upon the Civil Service of the three 
presidencies in allowing a period of eighteen months only to get back to India; from 
a point the average sail to which is always two months and generally ten w’eeks: 
under the si net (lenalty of fon'eiiure of allowances ; and in tbe case of the Bengal 
Civil bervants that of appointiiieni. This is one of those rules which if made ad- 
Tisedly (1 shall, shew presently why it is impossible that the matter could ever Lava 
been fairly considered at all) could harUly fail to iniike the service entirely in- 
different to the interests of their employers ; for if the Court of Directors^ bad

I 'J'o rnnke this n little more plain. The Cape seasons compared with those of 
Eufilund may be considered thus :

Kow aupposa that the ia?aUd firoA l&cua leaves it ia Deer, he arrives at tho Capo 
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•ctdsllf ddtemiBfd to offer t bounty on tho extortion of Ship Coptoim, tad at Ai 
tame time to meVe it impossible for'tli<»ir sereanta to enjoy foUj one good season at 
the Cape, and a?oid one bad one in India, no measurd could liave been more effeo« 
tual. The consistency likewise of the rule is quite exemplary. The Bengal Civil 
Servant forfeits his appointment by exceeding the term of bis leave, while tho 
Bombav service retain theirs, howevemong they maybe absent. Again not a single 
•billing is allowed to tbe invalid from Bipngal tlunng hia absence ; ivhile the Bom* 
bay Civil Servants can arrange hy sending certificates to draw their allowances aa 
regularly as if actually resident in India. Surely such inconsistency needs only 
to be 'brought to tbs notice of the Court to find some advocate for the revision of e 
rule so palpably unjust, and so unnecessarily severe and /isrtial. That the privilege 
of visiting tbe Cape was formerly much shush'd, there can be no doubt ; but tbie 
»ras St B period when tbe absentee drew the whole of hia allowance, and three yeare 
residence were granted. At present, a sixth is deducted for one year, and e 
third for tbe remaining six months. Surely, under such a crievoua fine, two years 
might be allowed if the invalid required it: with payment of the reduced snlarv at 
the Cape, without loas of appointment.. The Comitaity’a funds are ample, for at 
this moment the agent cannot get a renlittance to India for iheir teas. 

It is curious to examine tbe inducements to visit the Cape which the Court of 
directors have thought sufficiently pow'erful to necessitate a check enforced with 
Such severity of enactment. The boon purchased with a third of your income, 
end a very probable loss of the whole for some months, comprises the comforts 
noticed incidentally in this sketch. Tbe climate is certainlv delightiul. 1 sbslj 
say nothing of health. It may or may not be recovered.* Under the present re« 
gulntion it is notorious (and, 1 believe, lam borne out in the opinion by that of 
•very medical man at tlie Cape) that the Indians do not remain long enough to 
benefit permanently by the change. The liats of amusement w Inch await the tired 
official drudge, bia leisure at liis disposal for the first time these twenty years, e 
brief spA'^e indeed may comprise. There is some good shooting, whidi must bo 
sought at about seventy or eighty ltt|mes distance, in the direction of Caledon. Mr« 
Vanrenen has a small pack of' dogs the use of which he allows very liberally to 
ell who are fond of the sports of the field. 

Six piiblio subscription balls are given during the winter. It was considered 
remarkable during tbe last season that no one Indian resident subscribed to them# 
It would have been more surprising if they h&d| Three fiddlers, and such e 
•upper! “ horresco referena,” the negus actually u?i*^de in a wash liand basin. 
And then the whole pleasure and excitement of a ball may be referred to tbe number 
of one’s friends and acquaintance present. 

The Indians unknown and unnoticed by the society could not wish to share 
in a diversion which bad lost or rather which never had for them its principal perv 
baps its only charm.

If he is appiebeiisive of 
losing his appointment, and shortens his stuy. then he reaches Calcutta iii the very 
height of the hot season, with tbe rains to succeed, and ensure to him the benefits of 
bis sea voyage. If lie leaves India in June or July he has the Cape summer an4 
•utumn. If he remains for the Cape winter, the only season from which he can ex* 
pect permanent benefit he is nearly sure of losing his appointment butit he is fortunate 
in getting • late ship, he tlien arrives in Bengal just in time for the hot season and 
rains. 

* 1 know it lies been asserted that these sdvat tages of climate are very question* 
•Ue and that at tbe Cape you are always in the nozzle of a bellows or the mouth olao 
oven. 1 speak of the climate as 1 found it ; and to me it was delightful. Tbs 
extreme violence of the South Kaster certainly makes some days abundantly disa* 
greeable but you are repaid by three or four of the most glorious that ever shone front 
the sky. It is remarkable that the South East wind wlJch is so distressing to Inva* 
lids in Europe occgsiooiiig in general tbe most severe d^iection of tbe spirits, rhu* 
naUo pains, lumbago, the ** plumbeus Auster” (not oyster eheu fugecee!) in slicrt 
of Horaoe, and tbe Sirocco of Maples, ii bare considered so beaiUiy tbM uis caUed 
Ibe pbiaicisA. 
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Tliere fi t mall tbeatra in Hottentot square in which a plaj it got' op pethapt 
Once a month during the winter. The atnie of the drama may he infered from thd 
fact that the amateur English perfurmancea are iiilioitelr ^elow those of the Dateb; 
Poetry and the drama certainly require an advanced stage of society for siiocessful 
cultivation ; and painting mu»t find inunific^t patronage. Yet in a Dutch Colony 
one might hare expected to find some specmens of the peculinf* talent of the' old 
Flemiah artists ; though strange to^aaj 1 dir/notaee a single good painting in anjp 
house Dutch or English. Music is more in fashion ; and 1 conceive that the science 
may be cultivated with great sticcesa where there are such masters as Messrs. 
Logier and Carder, The first would be noticed in any concert room of Europe for 
the brilliancy and correctness of hia execution; the second might please more gene* 
rally the cha'racur of hia music being more varied ; and the exprecsioo more happy. 
Doth are excellent instructors. There are some good amateur performers who meet 
frequently during the winter; but there is no saving how long this good taste 
will last, if Cherry ripe” and *'God save the King" are persevered in at Govern* 
meiit House,* aud Sir John Wylde continues liis studies on the violoncello. 

A very excellent and choice collection of bdoks ia open to the public at the Ex* 
ehsiige. The admission is gratis, and no books can be taken away Irom the room ; 
though there is a library of circulation beaidea. The establishment is on a very libe- 
ral scale, and the Committee and ita ofiicera are particularly polite and atteatire« 
There is another circulating library at Mr. Grieg’a where the papers and new pub- 
lications are supplied. A subscription to the South African Society*! rooms entitle 
the stranger to ihe same convenience. One new8j>aper is published twice in the 
week. Much has been said of the liberty of the piessin the colonies: and alley 
aome struggles that of the Cape of Good Hope appears to have beeu established. 

** Esto perpetua" for though at present the liberty of the press in Africa means 
only the liberty of Mr. Greig's press, there being no other this stale of things can 
scarcely last : and even on the principle of free competition which Mr. Fuirbairnf 
is constantly advocating, an opposinon is not only desirable, but would of course 
find supporters. The paper ia well conducted i|||bt people get sick of the never 
ending tirades against Lord Charles Somerset, bnd the Quarterly, and tbs East 
India Company, and two or three more stalking horses for editorial articles : while 
it is difficult to suppress a smile at the bathos of a predatory inroad of CafTers re- 
ported in language which might only just be applied to the battle of Waterloo. 
And then the eyes of the world are supposed to he fixed upon this little seti le- 
nient : as if it were not notori^a that of a hundred Englishmen ninety nine cars 
not one jot if India and Africa, and the Company and the Cape Advertiser were 
sponged out of the scheme of this meilleur dea mondes possibles, — ** mais reveuons 
a nos moutons." 

I have little more to add to these memoranda. The Town always struck me as 
bearing a strong resemblance to some of the idle, lounging, gossiping, watering 
places of the mother country. The same desievre appearance of the people, who are 
daily seen assembling in crowds round the little auctions held every day in Che open 
etreet. 'I'be same mixture of avocations apparently the most incompatible ; and of 
habits of business with the moat determined indolence and apparent indilference 
to the morrow. Every body well dressed. 'J'be ladies extravagantly so. The 
slaves copying the fashions from their mistresses the moment the last number of 
the Belle AssemMee has supplied them.| All appear to live beyond their means ; 
aud accordingly there is a general complaint of poverty. But this which in Eng- 
land generates corresponding exertions in those who are not absolutely ** fruges 
consumers nati** appears to have the opposite efifect in this little capital of contra- 
dictions. Logic or BeoksrJ make nothing of desiring a lady if she wants anything

any straights or to use a famiSiar but significant expression at a nonplus, lie scratches 
bis bead. The Hottentot and the Hindoo acratcb the heads antipodes. Both find 
relief : but the ** modus eperandt’* is the characteristic nationsl ttaiu 
$ Eashionable miUiaers sod shoemsksn in Cape Town. 
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from the opposSte^side of the shop to ^o round the counter and fetch it for herself. 
Contrast this with the actire aud often polished cirility of Oxford Street and the 
Arcade. 

For some portion ho were r of this the Indians are responsible ; as well as thoso 
hahits which appear tu he indigenous at the Cape of Good Hope. The women 
are extremely pretty. Indians have occnsionnlly made mesaltcances so extraordinary 
that it is n chance ir' your baker* or butdlier is riot|he fatlier-in-law or brother of some 
bashaw of three tails from viliom he thinks he should derive a reflected lustre even 
beliind the counter. Add to all this much of the opulence which the town enjoya 
havitii; arisen mainly from a trade in supplies for ships touching to and from India 
and the Isle of France, there is an universal ambition to shine in harterings and 
barfifains, the eternal combat between the two great families into which honest Sancho 
divides the huninn race the have somethings and the hare nothings, which has ele« 
rated the shop-keepers beyond their proper sphere, hy bringing against them a com* 
petirum among the higher classes which fastidious pe iple consider more profitable 
than select nr distiii?uish»d. When ladies of the highest rank sell butter and 
eggs, where officers of the first cntisei^ence deal in fish, and individuals in eminent 
public staiioiis traffic in fruit and green grocery .t of course the letrular dealers sea 
iioiliiiig iiiconeriioiis in the indulgence oi a little iaiuiiianty with those who turn an 
honest penny just like themselves. 

Tut I ought to aimlogizo for having so long delayed to record my impressions of 
the luanners hahits of life and the general state of society in this capital of Sou- 
tbeiii Africa. '1 lie fact is I have little or nothing that merits to be recorded ; for 
at the Cape, W'licro can there be objects of ambition to stimulate exertion, to ge- 
nerate improvement, and reward success ? 1 he highest salary with perhaps half a 
dozen exceptions, is five hundred per annum : and saving the Colonial Secretary who 
has a very large income, and the judges, scarcely an individual receives a fair re* 
niunenitioii for his labors. Again in almost every other city there is some one 
interesting local association which||ddres8es itself to the feelings of the lover of tiie 
arts ; the curious observer of an^ffiit localities, or the citizen of the world : who 
marks how ditfereiilly mankind are affected by the ** admonitus luconim.” All 
this is as nothing here. No theatres, no exhibitions, no public aniuserneots of any 
hind- The society profess tube fond of music, and there is ceitainly more musi- 
cal talent in Cape Town than in all the three Indian Presidencies; yet it is impossi- 
ble to get up even a subscription concert during i\B winter. Of the society 1 can 
say little ; for I must very candidly admit that If^there is any, 1 was not iiiviled 
to share it. And yet it is impossible to refuse the tribute of admiration to the in- 
dustry which has built up this oasis in the desert; nor should repnmeh be attached 
to the colonists alone, if their capital boasts the anomalies, of a College without 

£ rofessors, a tlienrre without actors ; an exchange w'lthout cuiuinerce ; and a 
lishop without a church. 

A society constituted as that of the Cape of Good Hope must necessarily afford 
some pecuiiaiities which are not observable elsewhere. Tiie housemaid marries and 
then comes and stands in the same quadrille, wiih her cidevant mistress niid ladies 
bave began by washing the drawing rooms in winch they now receive^ the best 
company. It is highly amusing however to observe, the efforts made to establish 
an exclusive circle in tins little society collected at the end of the wild and the 
waste ; the centre of attraction being olcouise the Governor : and the object being 
to monopolize bis smiles among the favored few. Sir Lowry Cole, is a perfect geu-

t This appears a little exiiaorclinary to an Indian, but it should he recolleeted that 
the superfluity of the dairy or the garden is constantly sent to muiket in Kugland 
where people are more opulent than in the Colonies. V^is the couceulineiit or denial 
of the fact, and the being ashamed ot it, which renders^he pracuce at all ridiculous 
or censurable. 

t Should tins be contradicted 1 shall illustrate the fact by a few examples taken 
from Lady Fiauces’s annual ballt 
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tUnan ; and to do Iti'm justice be fri^ss little encourageraent to tfie set wbo would 
render it impossible loaniirosch him ; while hia best efforts are directed ns fur at 
bis very retired mode of life admits to the preservulioii of snineiliiii? like union ia 
the heterogeneous mixture of social materials from whirh he hns to clinose Ins circle. 
It is greailv to be lamented that the circle is so Imine*! tiint His Kscellency mur 
be said to contribute nothinfir to the slender dork ot Siirinl eujov.oeiits at theuispu* 
aal of thestranger: Lord Ciiarles Someis't a/d General Hourke were fond oi socieiy^ 
and the hospitable wf>lcoine whichbhe Indians invannhiT' received from them me* 
rits their wnraiest acknowledgrueiits. They were init only liospitahle tlieiuselves^ 
but likeFalstalT s wir, they caused hos italny iii on er ineii. At present an invita- 
tion to a birth day ball, and the perpetration of a “ iliner ile (cr^moiiie'’ once in 
eighteen months may possible be expected. Of course tlie resuleni families take 
the tone, from the usa«ze of those, the limits of whose hospitality it might not be 
decorous or wise to exceed. 

It is well if they do not rather fall short of the said limits. A hntohelor it ia 
understood come he from tlie Fast or the West will always I>h in circulation, nhere 
there are young ladies to be married. Ceta Pa saunduc; bullet not any married 
man from India expect the most rriilttigBUeritdm at ihe Cape <'f Good Hope; iiniMRa 
it be understood that he is content to kee|> an open house for those who will take 
bim up for the sake of his invitations, and drop him saiia cereiiionie should ilioss 
invitations be intemipred. 'I'he liidinu also must bear in mind that In* must irmt 
to be visited.* If he calls first ns is usual in India, his ignorance ot South Aiiicaa 
etiquette will be censured with the utmost severity of Inngiiaj>e. 

It is not always easy to assign good and suffi'-ient reason for usages established 
in oven the most polished societies ; and rudely as the Indiaiic have hi^eii CHi-siir- 
«d ot the Cape of Good Mope when in ignorance of the custom they have paid the 
joint visit, 1 think it must he admitted on all hands that reason and uroi.rmn are 
entirely on their side. The established resident cannot and net ns not to be .search- 
ing for object a for his kiiulness and Ins hosjdtalUr : while it is <lie stranircrs busi- 
ness to ascertain and to cul'ivate the hosuitahle and the kind. '1 he siraiiopr stands 
in need of the residents countenance mid introduction, 'I bar whicii is nt rrii having 
is worth asking for ; and it is he who wants who a'«ks. Those viho complain of the 
** intrusion” of the Indians forger or perhaps never knew, that thiungiirut the 
continent, and in all tlie most polished Societies of Lurope saving England, it is the 
•tranger who pays the iirst visit.y 

Be this as it mar, the atrang/r from India and England nr the continent ofFuropp, 
will find with surprise that if he calls on the Colni.ial Secretary thinking it mi at- 
teiiticn due to that officer's situation, his vi.sit will not he reiurned. 'I'he Judges 
who hold a higher rank chum no such exemption fiom the usage whit h makes it 
imperative on a gentleman to return another's visit. Their avoc.itinns urp (ar more 
important and onerous : and yet I have understood that pressure ot (ffficial duty 
is the excuse set up for a piece of rudeness which proclaims sudden and unex- 
pected elevation. It is curious to examine what these occupations are t^oo which 
make it impossible to be [lolite. The council meets upon an average once in ten 
days. The whole puj»ulation of the colony is about one bundled and fortv tbousand 
distributed over a barren 6(mcA of about six orsexeii bundled miles. The whole 
colonial revenue amounts to about one hundred and twenty thousand pounds. 'Mie 
last year’s exports may be estimated at about 12 lacs of llupees and the Supreme 

• If seems just to note the few exceptions to the rule of general indifTerenre and 
inliospitaiity to strangers which have come to ni> knowledge. From IVlr. Mar shall 
and his very amiable family, Indians may assure themselves of recen ing attentions 
as disinterested us they are elegant and polite. 1 have heard that nii introductiua 
to Mr. Menzies one of the Judges of the Supreme Gourt is a passport not only to 
the feast ot reason, but that ot Apicius. At Stellenboi^h a village about thirty miles 
from Cape Town strangers presented to Mr. and Mrs. llyneveld will have to acknow- 
ledge the kindest welcome, combined with the utmost elegance of entertainment. 
During a short tour 1 made with that gentleman through his district, I found reason 
for the suspicion that if Uio EugUsb are acquainted with boapitabiUty^ the Dutch 
practice iU 
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Court bas takoil firofn tho ColoniAl office all thoae aiimeroua referanem (irom tbe ide 
tcriorffhicli really did |)ri*aa heavily on the time of the Secretary, when the urbane 
aiid kind hearted Alexander, or the hoapitable and aocial Sir' Richard Plaakett* 
found leisure not only to visit strangers, but to entertain them. 

In conclusion, he who shall visit the colony simply with the design of obtaining 
a abort repose for an enfeebled consdmtion and an overwrought intellect, to wbos# 
enjoyments a soft and salubrious climala is essenjjial, to whom economy is indiffer- 
ent, to whom the amusements, conveniences and gratifications usually found in cities 
are little, and society less, such a person may come to the Cape, and will net pro- 
bablv be disappointed. If there is little to interest or to excite, there is nothing 
to distress, or to annoy ; and^ the Indian will not assuredly find that lesson altoge* 
ther profitless which teaches 'him not to be too sensitive, when he anives and ra* 
ceives no waleome, when he departs and there is no farewell ! 
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At a Meeting held at the Town Hall this twenty- fourth day of Jane, for the pnr» 
pose of taking into consideration the Report of Mr. Waghorn’s proceedines, and 
of promoting the objects of a Steam communication with England, the following 
Resolutions were put and unanimously carried : — 

First, Resolved, -^Th^t the explanation afforded by Mr. Waghorn of the eansea 
which prevented his carrying into execution the attempt to open a Steam commu- 
nication hv tlie^ way of the Cape of Good Hope, is bighir satisfactory, as regards 
that Gentleman's zeal, enterprise and ability, and that be has therebv entitled him- 
self to the thanks of the Indian public, and further, that the documents which bo 
had laid before the hleeting, evince that by his own unaided energies be has ob- 
tained the countenance and support of His Majesty's Government of the Hon’blo 
the Court of Directors, the Merchants of London, and Liverpool, connected with 
India, and of the intermediate Colonies on the route by the Cape of Good Hope. 

Secovd, Resolved , — That an application he again li^de, signed by all the Members 
of the original Committee now present in Calcutta,^^) the Government Agents for 
the Funds in their bands, and that they receive from them such amount aa they shall 
be able to satisfy the Government Agents may be safely paid. 

Third, Pesa/ved,-— 1 hat a new subscription be raised for the further promotion of 
Steam Navigation, the funda arising from which to be placed in the hands of the 
old Committee, who are to be a Commmittee for the new subscription, and that that 
Committee he empowered to appropriate such a sum out of the subscription as may 
be considered sufficient to reimburse Mr. Waghorn for the expenses which he has 
incurred owing to the non- remittance of the Funds formerly promised. 

Fourth, Revived , — Fhst the thanks of this Meeting he given to Commodore Sir 
John Hayes, for the zeal and ability displayed by him in forwarding the causa of 
Steam Navigation between India and England, and that he berenuested to continun 
bis exertions in the cause.

Luriisliip in Council (or so doing. Air. Chairman Lushingion accordingly upplitd to 
Goveriiinent (us you will perceive by reference lo the docunieiiis relative tlieieto ia 
your uflice) niul an older was giuiit«^d upon the Ageuts accoidingly, not only for the 
moiety in favor of Captain Johnston, but to cover all other expeuces coimet ted with 
tile Comiiiittecs proceedings upon the subject. 

As Cljuiiinnn of the late Committee, 1 in like manner solicit tbnt His Lordship ia 
Council will be good enough todiieet the Agents in quesuoii, to giant bills, upon ibo

liope iliai ills Lordship m Council will not allow any diflereiice to be made. In tween 
a fiierioiess adveuturer, and bis more ioituuute competitor, m the same iinpoi taut 
natiouul cause.

Any baiuuce that may remain of the amount sub- 
scribed by Government, will be disposeable according to the deteriuiuaiion of the 
majority of any meeiiug of^ubsenbers that niuy have been duly convened and in Id 
for the purpose of upproprfbting the tuud. His Lordship in Council has no power 
over tiie subscriptions of others. 

2. Ibe Goveromeut Agents are not authorized to draw Bills on the Honorable 

. Court for the reoiittaa^e pi the luoacy to EnglsuU, nor does the Gtveruor Ueue^ul 
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in Council deem it necessary or proper to srant a Bill in the present instance. The 
remirtance must be made, if maaeat all, by the parcliase of Bills in the market and 
the unvernment Ai^ents will probably be able to effect this for the Committee, if 
assured of the authority under which the appropriation may be made. 

3.^ A copy of this letter will be forwarded to the Government Agents for their ia« 
formation and guidance. t ,

The above documents having been read. Commodore Sir John Hayes requested 
the Meeting to proceed to the election of a Chairl^n. 

Mr. John Smith proposed that Sir John Hayes do take the Chair. 

Commodore IJaifes begged to decline the honor, and moved chat Mr. John Smith 
be requested to act as Chairman, which was seconded by Mr. H. T. Priosep, aud 
carried. 

Mr. Smith having taken the Chair, called upon IVlr. W^acrhorn, and that gentleman 
detailed his proceeding in furtherance of his plan of Steam Navigation between Eng- 
land and India, aince bis last departure from this country in 181^8. 

Mr. Smith said, tbatMr. Wagliorh had now developed Ins proceedings in support of 
bis plan of Steam Navigation to India via the Cajie of Good Hope, and he considered, 
that tlio* he had been unable to auccecd in consequence of the iion-reroission of the 
funds, that he had fully shown, that no exertion had been wanting on his part to give 
it effect ; but he apprehended that the first matter to be considered was, how the 
Steam fund was to be made available.; how those difficulties which presented them- 
' selves to payment of it were to be surmounted. He had heard that those difficul* 
ties still existed to the payment of the funds to any person now in Calcutta; but 
that the Government Agents were willing to pay them to every person, in the pro- 
portions they could show they had subscribed, and with interest ; and the Govern- 
ment were willing to pay the portion they had subscribed themselves, for the 
furtherance of Steam Navigation, to any persou a general meeting of the subscrib* 
e^ would award it to. 

Sir John Hayes begged to propose tlie first resoluti^n^, which was as follows 

** That the explanation afforded by Mr. Waghorn of the causes which prevented 
bis carrying into execution the attempt to open a Steam communication by the way 
of the Cape ot Good Hope, is highly satisfactory as regaids that Gentleman’s zeal, 
•ntfirpiize, sud ability, and that he has thereby entitled himself to the thanks of the 
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Indian Pahlie, and fnrthpr that the doenmenta which he has laid before theMeeting» 
evince, that by hisown unaided energies he has obtained the countenance and support 
of His Majesty's Government, of the Honourable tlie Court of Directors, tin- Mer« 
chants of London, and Liverpool, connected with India, and of the intermediate Co« 
lonies on the route by the Cape of Good Hope.” 

Mr. Saunders begged to second the abov^ resolution. 

Mr. H. T. Prinsep thought such a resolution would meet with no opposition in that 
meeting. * 

The resolution was then put, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Smith here stated, that he had been requested to read a letter from Mr. Ar* 
hiithnot, the Chairman of die Madras Committee, to Mr. Wagborn. It was in 
effect, that a sum of a£445 145. od, had been sent home for the support of Mr. 
Waghorn’s plan. 

Mr. Greenhiu) said, he saw Mr. Harwell, one of the Goyernment Agents present* 
and appreh- nded that he could offer some explanation of the reasons why the fund 
was withheld. * 

Mr. Baiwell stated, that the Goyernment Agents would be happy to pay orer the 
funds to Mr. Wagliorn or any other person'%luly authorized to receive them ; that 
he would inform the meeting that there were legal difficultiea in the way. It was 
unnecessary to mention names, and it might be sufficient to state that one sub* 
scriber had refused to allow his donation to be laid out in the way the fund had 
been voted by the , meeting of 

J)r, Orant. And on/y one. 

Mr Burivell. We have applied to the law officers of the Government, and they 
have informed us, that legal difficulties )>re8ent themselves, and have advised the 
sum not to be paid over as required. If these difficulties could be got over, the 
money should be forthcoming ; if the Committee could shew and satisfy tJie Go- 
yernment that they were the persons legally authorized to receive it, the money 
should at once be paid to them. 

Dr. Grant could not see what the Government had to do with the funds, the sub- 
Bcnpions of a General Meeting, who had appointed a Committee, expiessing their 
sentiments and empowered to appropriate these funds ; and lie considered that " 
they bad that power to do so till these legal quibbles had been raised. If any in- 
dividuals chose to take back tiieir suiiscriptiniis, let them do so, in God's name ; hut 
do not let the in.iin object be thwarted by any more vain quibbles. How, he would 
ask, were a hundred thousand subscribers, scattered over the f^ice of the Globe, to 
make legal transfers of tliei^subscriptions to the Committee.? how were they to 
8p{iear here by their attorneys, and prove their demands and direct them to be ap- 
propriated for the purposes they were subscribed for I they bad empowered a Com- 
mittee, and that Committee had applied for the amount and had been refused ; and 
the Government and their law officers had placed unnecessary difficulties in the way. 
He, Dr. Grant, did not well know how to frame his resolution ; he would he glad to 
avoid the language of censure, 'but he would not withhold it when he thought it 
was demanded ; and he would therefore move tbe following resolution, as he consi- 
dered the explanation of the Government Agents highly unsatisfactory, and eminent- 
ly deserving of censure. 

' " That the Meeting learn with much surprize that any difficulties should have 
occurred in receiving the balance of the fund from the Government Agents and that 
tbe Chairman by this Meeting he empowerd to demand the amount without delay in 
the name of subscriber generaliy---and that the Meeting can anticipate no further 
obstacles in carrying the highly desirable object before it into eflect-'-and that the 
obstacles that have already occurred and the explanations given by them are to this 
Meeting eminently dissatisfactory.” 

Mr. Adam seconded Dr. Grant's resolntion. 

- Mr. H. T. Prinsep said, on the part of Government, be wished to speak to that 
resolution. It was merely as a subscriber to the fund ; perhaps according to its means 
it had subscribed a larger sum than others but it bad never acted in the matter 
otherwise than as a subscriber. When application w’as made to have it paid over 
under the resolution of ^28, legal difficulties were found, and the Government 
Officers had this difficult — that under tbe original motion it was appropriated to a 
different purpose. The funds were placed by the Committee in the bands of Go- 
yernment for security^ and for the purpose of accuBulating interest. A poruou of 
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Iiad l^ean aTinropriatad to CaptaiD Johnstone, and no difficulty^ made to 
tlie payuient ; biit iliat to Mr. Wapliorn was for a different purpose. If there wera 
objections, and objections, wiir was not a g^eneral meeting called at onceT 

by were not riri'iilars sent round to the different subscribers ? In the course of 
a month answers niisbt hare been received hut now most of those subscribers bad 
gone to Knglanrl. Tli<‘ question was Vthero'ore were the Ooverninent officers to 
blame? how could li:is ineetiiie pass a vote of cfnsure vilien ilie Committee had 
not done what they should ? The funds were lodged for a particular purpose but 
this T»Ian di>l not come within it, and the Coramittee bad it not in tbeir pow'er to 
ajipropriate the funds in this way without the consent of the resftective subscrih- 
e'ns. 'rber misrbt indeed have voted away the binds for tbe purpose of erectting a 
dtatiie to i\Jr. Wa?liorn, hu£ would the general subscrihers sanction sucb an appro- 
priaiiot) of their funds. Hut there were legal difficulties aiui the only question was 
how to get over them ; they were not quibbles ; the Goveminent Agents could only 
pav over the funds to those by whom ti^ev were placed in their haruls. let that diffi- 
culty be got over and the money would be at once available lo Mr. Wagborii’s 
plan'. ‘ 

Mr .^iit/ierbfnd wished, in consequence of some doubts entertained by gentlemen 
near him, to hnowif any change had taken place in the original Ccmmiitee, for if it 
had, that might present a difficulty, he did not mean mere changes occasioned by 
death or absence ; be meant to ask whether any new Committee bad ever been 
called ? 

John TIaues said, that none had been called ; the original Committee was 
still 111 existence. 

Mr, haiweli said, that if no changes had taken place in the Commitee, there had 
in the officers of Governinenf ; and if the money had been deposited with him under 
such limitations, he should have refused it. Mr. Moriey was not at the time Account- 
nnt GeiKTal, and he thought the vote of censure was moved without due considera- 
tion. Mr. llarwell thought, that the meeting had no right to or legal power over the 
funds; ihey perhaps had better refer to the law officeis ol Government, or if they 
could shoe' that poa'er, he and his colleague should he hnppv to pay the amount 
over, otherwise thev could not, for it bad been objected to by one, and be thought 
that the iiidividual sanction of every subscriber was necessaiy to bn first obtained* 
}fe Would stale that no application bad been made fi>r ilie funds by the Committee 
to him or his ci lleague. 

Sir John smd, that, as Chairman of the Coi\^ittee, be had applied in per- 

son ami hy U>itfi- tohMr, Moriey for the funds, and bnli been icfused them. 

nir, exidaiiied and Sir John Hayes assured him, ih.it lie could have shown 

him Ins own pencil writing on the note, but that he had yesrerday rubbed it out. 

Ctiptam Jo'iHutaiie said, that in his opinion, it appeared from what had been said 
that no meeting ot the Committee had power over tbe funds, and ilirv would there- 
fore be unable to procure the money ; and tharthe inoiery was at the disposal of 
each iiidiviuuul suliscriber ; and be thought that any attempt to procure it by reler- 
etice to the law offitera of Government would only be attended with procrastiiiatioit 
and expence and that it was very desirable that Mr. ^VHgllorn should pioreed to 
£iiglaiui with tbe least possible delav. He fell bimselt in some degree bound to 
Bunpurt an undertaking of which be bad been the oiiginal projector ; be did not 
mean tbe projector of Mr. Waghorn's plan, which be considered was better calcu- 
lated to insure a speedy passage tlian tiie meusuies adopted in tbe case of the Kn- 
terprizn, though be could not go ail ibe lengths of Mr. VNugliorii’s sanguine calcu- 
lations. Hia, Capt. Johnstone’s, originai piopo;„il vias for a cornniiinicatiori by the 
Red Sea. but there were many reasons to reudi'r it most desirable rhnl the coinniu- 
ideation should he established bv the Caoe of Good Hope and us His Mnjesfv’sGo- 
verumeut and the Court of Directors had mam tested so strong a desire to encourage 
that undertaking, he thought Mr. Waghi>rn should be enabled to proceed to Eng- 
land in prosecution of his plan w'lrh the least possible delay. He should therefore 
move *' That tbs original subscribers be invited individ&ally to transfer the lemain- 
ing moiety to a new Fund, and thata fresh subscription^be opened to make up any 
difference that might be occasioned by ths secession ol any subscribers to the pre- 
sent fund." 
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. He had tatted, he taid, of the liberality of the Calentta public, and, (hough as 
bumble individual, lie would beg leave to open ihe subacriptiou bj putting dowa 
bis name for Thousand rupees. {Much applause.) 

Dr. Aiusioii seconded Captain Johuttene's mouon. 

iUr. Bitruell said, there was one wuv of {retting overall diffirultiea by (he Com* 
mitree, if they would^uarautee the refund lig of any sum that iiiight be demanded of 
the Gurerniiiont Ageuts by any siihscri tiers, and then the nioner should he pard 
over, and this would shew, that there existed no desire lo quibble, and thereiore be 
laid, the motion of Dr. Grant, he thouirht, was ui> called tor. 

D;. Grant. 1 cannot withdiaw my motion, but, as one of the Committee, 1 will 
bear niy share of that responsiliiiity. 

Mt, Guidon thought it was unnecessary for the Committee to take any such res- 
ponsibility on themselves ; ii was true chat no legal cntiveyance had been made frora 
the general subscribers to the Cuiiiiiiittee : but they, the Committee, placed the 
funds in tlie hands of tlie Government Agents for security, and to I hut Gcinniittee 
alone were the Guverunient Agents acooiiiite,hle, and to them should they look ; iind 
this, he thought, would be die upiniuu of il-si Advocate General, if tlie case was 
fairly jiut to hiiii. ' 

Mr. Buncetl admitted the force of what fell from Mr. Gordon ; but the funds were 
not lodged uiu'ondition.iliy ; they were to be returned with inteiest to the siihsciib- 
era, it not appropriated wiihiii a cei lain time, and tlieiefuie the law did not allow 
them to be reiumedto the Coiiiinittee. lie thoiiglit a new Coiiiuiittee aiioiild be 
appointed j and if they guaranteed the Agents against loss, the money should be 
paid over. 

The Hon, Mr. EViot said, that he held in his hand a motion, passed at a former 
meeting, exteiuluig the tune two years further. 

Mv. Smith. We hud better proceed to lake the sense of the JVleeting upon Dr« 
Grant’s inotiuii. 

Air. Gonlon. Shall 1 be allowed to move an Dinendmeut ? 

ilfr l*rinsep said, that Captain JohiiUoiiehad uireauy moved an amendment, and it 
tras impobsible to move an aineiidmunt upon an uiiieiiument. 

Mr. Goidon ^aitl, tiiat by the course suggested by Cajitaiii the subscrip- 

tions of all tiioso wiio were not in iiii.ia would be lost, ui>d who, if tbev were, 
would not retuso lo apply thnin in the way propo^ied. 'I’hey hare gone, and left 
their subset iptions in the hands of the Committee, who have placed them with Go- 
vernnienc Agents} he thougl^ therefore, it would be better if, Captain Johnstone 
would withdraw’ pail of his Resolution and he had no doubt that such arraiigemeiits 
could be made as would bo found sufficient. 

Vr. Giant. It has been suggested tome that I ought fo withdraw my motion^ I 
am unwilling to do sq ; but, at all events, 1 cannot unless tiie seconder consents. 

Mr Atiiim. 1 cannot : for 1 do not tliiiik that ant siifticieiii explanation has beeuof- 
fared, and 1 am siiuiigly inclined to think there has been ({uibbling througiiuut. 

Mr. Bai irelL wished, that as censure had been attached to the Government oflicera 
the iiioiioii might be put, and he thought he had offered au explauaciou which would 
be deemed suthcient by the niajoiity of the Meeuiig. 

Mr, Gordon and Captain Johnstone here retired to prepare a resolution to meet thd 
wishes of both. 

Air. Adam reminded the Chairman that there was a motion before the Meeting. 

i)r. Grants motion was put from the Cbair when there appeared lu support of it 
only four. 

Captain Johnstone and Mr. Gordon here returned and moved the amended resolua 
tioii, but Sir John Hayes having in their absence moved the following resoiuiiouj 
which was deemed to answer all {uirposes. Captain .lohnstone withdrew his. 

** That an application be agam made, signed by all the members of the orginal com- 
mittee, now present iii Calcutta, to the Goverument Agents, for the funds in tlieir 
bands, and that they receive trom theiii sucli amount us they shall be able to satisfy 
the Government Agents nia\:ibe safely paid.” 

» 3ir. Smith, the Chuirniarshere requested to know if Mr. Sutherlandi wjao VOtsd 
Dr. Grant’s motion, was a subscriber to the original fund. 

Mr. ‘Sutherland said he was not. 

Mr, Smith said, that in his opimoo, ha had no right to vote. 
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Mr, Sutherland tben faid, that as somethini^ like a censdra upon him was impTrad 
In wbat had fallen from the Chair, be begged to explain that he bad no wish to Tota 
on anj question relating to the appropriation of the balance of the Steam fond or 
in any way connected with it : but before the meeting was opened, he had endea* 
▼oured to* ascertain the sentiments of the Committee on the subject and had been 
informed, that it was not only undeAitood, but that it wau expected and wished 
that every person present would vote upon any qi^estion put from the Chair. Under 
that impression he had voted and if he was in error he stood in the judgment of 
the Meeting; he had been misled but be was not alone in error, for the gentlemaa 
who had seconded the motion as well as others, were in thessme predicament not 
being subscribers. He observed however, that the question on whichbe had voted 
was not one of the appropriation of the fund, but merely a resolution of censure. 
He did not wish nor should he presume to vote as to the appropriation of the fund. 
Commodore Haves observed, that Mr. Sutherland's impression was correct. 

Mr. Seeretaru Prinsep said, tbatneitj^er was be a subscriber ; but he considered he 
bad a light to vote. 

Mr. Smith said, there was not any tiling like a censure meant or implied, that hie 
opinion remained unaltered, and he doubted whether it was competent to the Com- 
mittee to authorise any person to vote regarding the appropriation of funds whioi^ 
they had not contributed to. 

lilr. Adam wished to bear from the person who had advanced such an opinion, 
something jike a reason for that opinion : for he had heard nothing of the kind fall 
from him. ^ 

Mr. Smith said, he waa not in the chair to give reasons ; that he had no intention 
to give any vote upon the questions which had been agitated, but his individual 
opinion being such as be had stated it to be, be conceived it to be his duty, as 
Chairmon, to take the sense of the Meeting upon the subject, and in whateve/ way 
they might decide, it would be equally satisfactory to him. 

Mr. Adam remarked, that the opinion that could not be supported by a reason 
was not worthy of refutation. 

Mr Greenlaw thought, that a subscription should be entered into to reimburse Mr. 
'Wagliorn the expences he had been put to in consequence of the funds not having 
been forwarded as promised. 

Mr. Gordon would be happy to second the motion of Mr. Greenlaw but he thought 
that the sum to reimburse Mr. Waghoru for bis expences should come out of sonio 
other fund. ^ 

Mr. Greenlaw exjpressed that such was his intentik'n. 

Mr. Smith in putting Sir John Hayes* motion to the Meeting begged it might first 
be distinctly understood who were the parties entitled to vote upon the occasion, 
when it was* unanimously allowed to rest with the original subscribers to the 
Steam Fund only; the motion was then put and carried nem-con, 

Mr Willia said, he was satisfied with the explanation of the Government Offi« 
oersand he considered they were rather deserving of the gratitude of the subscribers 
than of their censure for the care they had evinced for the due appropriation of the 
funds. 

Mr. Greenlaw then suggested to the Meeting that in justice they were bound to 
reimburse to Mr. Waghorn such expences as be had been put to in consequence 
of the non-remittance of the promised funds. The failure did not arise from any 
inattention or neglect on his part ; indeed he bad zealously and energetically 
exerted himself to the utmost, and failed solely in the attempt for the want of those 
funds on wbiclibe originally proposed to make it. He did not call on the Meeting 
to reward Mr. Waghorn for his exertions in t..e cause, nor even to reimburse to him 
the expences to which be bud been put to during three years of active and enter- 
prising exertion, without, during that period receiving a single Rupee from either the 
Government or the Public. That the balance of the old funds, when obtained, could 
not, alienated from its purpose ; and even if it could, he (Mr. Greenlaw) not being 
an original subsortber, could not of course make anyepyopoaition relative to its ap- 
propriation ; but if the Meeting oonouired with him in the proposition, that it waa np

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more than common justice that Mr. Was^horn should be reimbursed those ex- 
pencps, to wlncb be bad been put by the non-fulfilment of the public pledge, be did 
not doubt that a sufficient fund might easily be obtained by a new- subsoriptionj, 
commencing with that of Sa. Rs. lOOO, so handsomely pledged by Capt. John* 
■tone ; and indeed be considered that a surplus vi'Ould remain which might be de* 
voted to the further nromotion of an immediate attempt by mo way of the Cape 
of Good Hope. Mr. ijfreenlaw concluded hv observing that he need not take up 
the time of the Meeting by further urging his Resolution, which would speak for 
itself; but with respect to a remark which had been made as to what was to bo 
done in tbs event of the subscription not amountit.eto the exponceof Mr. Wagborn, 
he would onlvsay, that he felt assured, that Mr. Waghorn would be perfectly coa« 
tented with whatever might be done. 

Mr» Greenlaw then proceeded to read his Resolution as follows:^ 

** That, as it appears that the failure in the attempt arose out of the non-remittonco 
of the baluuce of the original Steam Fund, sind that in consequence Mr. Wat^horn, 
besides being disappoluteil iti carrying into execution n project of the first piiblio 
importance, lias been put to personal expenses whicii otherwise he would not liavo 
incurred, it is but just tiuit he should be reimbursed such expenses ; for which pur- 
pose, and for the further promotion of the project, a fiesh subscription be entered 
into, and that tile former Committee be constituted a Committee for the purposes 
ot this Subscription, with power to pay to Mr. Wughuru such sumasmay be con* 
Bulered equitable.*’ 

Hr. Bruce seconded the Resolution. 

The Hon. J. K. Elliot observed, that ho considered the Resolution placed the more 
important objoci of the meeting which was the encourngeriient of Steam Navigation 
with England in the back ground, and advanced that wbii h was secondary ; and ho 
would tlierefore pro|iose an nmeridment, modifying the terms of the Resolution, 
though keeping its ohj^^cts as elfectualiy in view. 

In a proposition of tliis nature Mr. Elliot was seconded by Mr. Hamilton ; and 
on the aiiiendineiit being read, Mr. Greenlaw observed, that although he still con- « 
sidered the terms oi the Resolution, ns proposed by him, best calculated to obtain 
the desired end, which was an increased .Subscription, :iiid ultho’ be thought there 
was no better way to encourage Steam Navigation w ith England than by saving 
those harmless who devoted themselves with disinterested zeal to accomplish it, 
yet as the proposed ainendm^it recog’iized the claim of Mr. VVaghorii to reim- 
bursement ot the restricted e\^'eiices— as he was desirous on such a subject, that the 
Meeting should he unanimous ; and referring to the support which the proposi- 
tion would receive by being introduced by a gentleman of Mr. Elliot's character, 
and stutLou ill society, be would willingly withdraw his Resolution, and second the 
aineudiueut. 

Mr. N. Alejiander suggested, that Mr. Wagborn’s expences should be defrayed 
out of the fund already subscribed. 

Mr. IVa^horn said, he must disclaim the idea of having any portion of the origi- 
nal fund appropriated to the liquidation of any expence he might have been put to 
in consequence of the money not having been forw'arded to England as promised* 
He considered every farthing of that fund pledged, as he himself was pledged, to 
the presidencies of India ; the colonies of Ceylon and the Cape of Good Hope ; the 
Court of Directors, and bis Majesty’s Government. This was a delicate subject 
for him to speak upon, and lie would therefore leave it to others, but if he received 
any thing in the shape of remuneration, ilmuat come through some other channel, 
but whether remunerated or not, he would still persevere in his plan. •{Applaitte.') 

Mr. Elliot then moved the following amendment which Mr. Greenlaw seconded* 

** That a new subscription be raised for the furtherance of Steam Navigation; the 
fund arising from which to be placed in the hands of the old Committee who are to 
be a Committee for this nei^iiibscriprion and that that Comiuittee be empowered to 
appropriate such a sum out af tlie subscriptions as may he considered sufficient to re- 
iinbtirsA Mr. Waghorn for the expeaces which he hSA incurred owing to the uoa-re- 
mittaace of tlie funds formerly promised**' 
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This resolution haring been considered to finish the business of the meeting. 

J\Jr, Wtifihornho^yr^d to be allovred to return thanks to the meeting for the kind at- 
tention with whitjh they had lieard the little be bad to ear, and for the alacrity with 
winch they had again come forward, and the zeal with which they had supported his 
projected plan. "Ho would at once proceed to England when he hoped in a short 
time to sail Tor India, and on the TOthtday of his voyage toi present himself again 
bel'ore them, winch would be to him the proudest and happiest day of bis ejcisteuce. 
( Much npplaitie ) 

The thanks of the meeting were voted to Mr. Smith for his able and impartial con- 
duct in tliK Ciiairnnd also to Commodore Sir John Hayes for the zeal and ability he 
Jiad disjdayod in forwarding the cause of Steam Navigation between India and Eng- 
land and requesting him to continue Chairman of the Committee. 

Notfi l.^Tbe Reporter of the above in aware, that he may in some parts have omitted 
tnurli that fell from various speakers, and tnathe may not have recorded the proceed- 
ings in the exact order in which they occurred, but he begs the confused manner in 
which the meeting was conducted may be remembered, and also that there were at 
ono period, no less than three motions or amendments before the Meeting, regularly, 
or rather irregularly pronosed and seconded, to all of which the difierent speakers 
addressed themselves and frequently more than one at a lime . — Bengal Ilurkaru and

the 2l8t ultimo ; and if such Mvitation Las been made, whetlierbny, and w'hut indi* 
Tiduals, replied to it. 

3rd. Should the Committee he of opinion, that the design of making on experi- 
ment 1 '. this species ()f cultivation by means of liidividiiai Agriculturists is hopeless, 
and that success cannot be anticipated from any plan w'ithout the assistance of Go- 
vernment, to be iiirurded in the manner and on the principle described in your letier 
of the last mentioned date, llis Lordship in Council would wish the Committee to 
ascertain where a piece of ground is to be had to the extent of 5f>0 bf^egahs to bo 
lornied or pun-based on reasomiiiie teiins, and which may he favourable to the growth 
of tile supi-nor articles of r«iw products which it is intended to introduce. 

4tli. The seeds will be fonvarded to you on their arrival, but a portion (if they 
are sent in sulh^ienl <(iianlity> will be reserved tor trariMm.-sioii to Hnndelkiind, na 
deterinined in the 5iii paragraph of the Government resoluiions dated 29th Decem- 
ber last. 

5th. The i\lint Committee has been requested to inatnict (^iptain Forbes to plac© 
hitnselfin cominunicanou with you in order that wiilnn a rf-asonable jieriod after the 
arrival of the Saw Gins, suflicii'iit for the purpf»ses of public iiiMiection, ‘ihat oflicer 
may be prepared to have cheiii st:t up in any siiuatiuii pointed out by the Committee. 

6th. You will be pleased to return the original papt^rs with your reply.

Extract from the Proceedings of the Right Ilon'ble the Governor General in Council, in 
the General Department, under date the HTth April 1830. 

Estrnct from a Public General Letter from Hon’ble the Court of Directors, dated 
the 9tli December, 1829. 

2. Our letter of the 8tli Jiilv has acquainted you with the measures we arc taking 
for obtaining from the United States of America, various kinds of Cotton Seeds, as 
well as the most approved Alachines used in the liouthern States of North America 
for clearing Cotton Wool from its sec da and impurities. 

3. VVe have received the first supply of American Cotton Seeds, which have 
been drawn from the Crop of tiie year 1828. This supply comprises of the species 
known ns Upland Georgia Cotton and Seeds of the Cotton of Louisiai'n known in 
Commerce as New Orleans Cotton, both being of the description called by the plan- 
ters green Seed Cotton, the Wool of which adheres lo the Seeds with a considerable 
deixree of tenacity fully os much as iti the common Cotton of India, i'hese are the 
kinds of American Cotton, which arq most extensively used by the A4nnufactures 
of liritain. We have nUo obtained a supply ol the Seeds of Sea Island Cotton (which 
are black) the wool of which is much eiteemed for the fineness and length ot its fibre. 

4. We have likewise received six W the Alachines for cleaning Cotton, called 
Whitney’s Saw Gins, two of which we t>hall transmit to your Presidency with the 
Cotton Seeds. We have desired our agent to send us a desciiption of the method of 
using the Saw Gins in North America, and you shall he furnished with a copy as soon 
as it comes to hand. It is sufficiently clear from an inspection of the Machine that 
it is put into motion by manual labour by means of a wheel and winch with a rc- 
Tolving strap upon the small pulley-wheel that forms part of the Machine itself, as 
ahewn in a sketch drawing that will be found in the Packet. The large wheel or 
first motion is very simple, upon which account we suppose it has not been transmit- 
ted to us from America with the Machines. A wheel of this kind can, however, be 
readily constructed in India. 

5. We have caused a trial to be made in our presence of the working of the Saw 
Gm upon a small quantity oflndia Cotton happening to be in our Warehouses, which 
lifid been very imperfectly, if at all divested of its Seeds, and although this experiment 
was made under the disadvantage of the Cotton being old, very dry, and rnucii press- 
ed together, the result seemed entirely to establish the merit of tlie invention. 

6. The Whitney Machine which it is our desire to introduce into India has been 
noticed in the Parliamentary Papers of the year 1828, in a>epurtofan American 
Committee of Commerce, where it is said to be so simple in its construction, and so 
easily worked and managed, that the Negroes in the Southern States are employed to 
work it. We cannot therefore entertain any doubt^f the Saw Gins br>ing suitable to 
the process of cleaning Cotton by the natives oflndia. We also conclude that the 
Indian workmen will be competent to fabricate sucli Machines for general use, but 
in order to facilitate the. bringing them into practice, w'ltliout loss of tune, it isour 
intention to send you some separate sets of the circular Saws, which are ot iron (not 
Bteel) as the only part of the Machine, in the making of w'hiuh there can be no diffi- 
culty. Tliese detached Saws will also be useful as patterns for native Smiths, ^br 
the guidance of whom we propose also to send a complete set of all the other parts 
of the Alachine, which are of metal. 

7. You will receive w-ith the he foremen tinned articles a small quantity of Cotton 
Seed of the growthofUemernra in South America, which, although it is not unknown 
in India, we are desirous should be planted as a renewed experiment. Itiaof the 
Black Seed kind, like the Sen Island, of which the w'ool readily parts from the 
Seeds and probably will not require the application of a Saw Gin. This kind of 
Cotton is cultivated with great success in the Brazils. 

8. We shall also send a case containing twenty-five pounds of Alaryland Tobacco 
Seed which, w are informed, will be sufficient for cultivation upon a large scale, 
nnd it may therefore be tried experimentally in a variety of situations. 

9. We transmit in the Packet the following Papers, having reference to the cul- 
ture of Cotton and Tobacco, viz. 

1. Kemarka on the culture of Cotton in the United States of America, which wo 
have received from our agent with the Cotton Seed. 

Jl. Paperon the culture of Tobacco in Virginia received in like manner. 

III. Statement of the best method of « ultivating N^A Orleans Cotton received in 

like manner. . 

IV. Kxtrdct of Captain Basil HalPs Travels in North America, so far as regards 
the cultivation of Cotton ; but we must remark that this author’s statement of the 
mode of cleaning Cotton by what he denominates Whitney’s Saw Gin, is not appli- 
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caMe to tlie Macliines now about to be s^nt to you, but eTidontW refers to another 
American Gin, probably like that which we sent to Inilia several yenr^ aso. 

10. \Ve are strongly impressed with the opinion, timt nothing but attention and 
perseveraiice is required to make Indian Cotton Wool a productive ai tide of Kxport, 
and there is no Comniercinl object connected with our Indian possessions of greater 
i)!ifional importance. We desire therefore, that tlio arrival of <he Saw Gins in India 
he made matter of genial piihiieiry, and lliat such Extracts from the Papers now 
seni in the Packet hs you may cou«i<Ier likely to be useful to the general cultiva- 
tors be published at intervals in the Newspapers. 

11. We have prepared the like supply of JMsch-nes and Seeds for consignment to 
our Government of Bombay. 

Ordered, that a copy of these paragraphs be sent with the enclosures* therein re- 
ferred to, in original, to the Territorial Department that measures m;:y be taken m 
that J)epartment to make the experimental cultivation ordered by the Jion’ble Court 
with tke Seeds transmitted. 

Ordered, that the Engineers of the Colcutfa New Mint be instructed from the 
Territorial Department to set up the two Saw Ginsmentioned in Para.4,ofthe llon'blo 
Court's letter, and to send one of them to iho Tov.*il Hall for public inspection. The 
otlier Macliirie witli the Saws expected fromjFmgland will be forwarded thro’ tlie 
Board of Trade to the Ccunmercial Resident, at Etawa and Calpee, for his report 
upon Its usefulness in this country.

Jfemarhx on the Culture •>/ Cotton in the United States of dmerira. 

The preparation of Cotton land requires most particular attention ; it must be re- 
peatedly ploughed and freqiientlv Irarrowed, say twice, or thrice, until it is fully 
pulverised. Drils 4 feet a part, in some instances 3, are then made with a plough, 
into which, if the soil be poor, old W’ell-rotted stable manure is placed ; and at 
a distance of Ej to ^ feet, a liolo, not exceeding 1 inch to 1^ in depth, is made 
with a hoe, and a handiul of Seed is dropped therein vk bich must be immediately 
covered with the soil. I’lie planning generally takes place between the !f!0rli April 
ond 10th May— tlie earlier thediietler, that the Cotton maybe iftarured before the 
appearance of the fall of frosts. 'J'he richer tlie soil, the larger and better the 
crop, as with every vegetable. When the plants ar^ about 1 inch above ground, 
they are thinned with the hand, leaving 4 only : at a later period, and when all 
danger from insects &c. is well over, they are again thinned, and two only are left 
to bear : from these by having or ploughing the weeds roust be kept clear, until the 
bowls are perfectly ripe and begin to open, which occurs during September and Oc- 
tober ; as they exjtaiid freely, the Cotton must by baud he picked clean from the 
bowl, and, being a little damp, exposed for a day or two in a dry situation to the rays 
of the sun. The quality, of the (!otton hrst picked is alwavs the cleanest and 
best— to save trouble, it is customary with some Planters to i.efer picking out any 
of the crop till the whole of the bowls be ripe and have expanded and become dry 
by the influence of frost or cold weather, ’jiiis plan is to be deprecated : for the 
bowls opening most irregularly, those first expanded are left to be injured by rains, 
dews, and decayed leaves, &c. When the crop is picked from the howls, it i.s spread 
over the floor of a room (should the Cotton be damped) till it is dry, and is then 
sent to the Gin where the Seed is extraced from the fibre. 

During the first week in August, some Planters, where the crop is aot too ex- 
tensive, lop each plant to the first eye, leaving only 6 branches to boar. Tins en- 
creases the quantity and quality, but forces the plauts to throw out suckers, which 
are most difficult to be kept undei. 

Stiff clayey soils require raore Seed than light sandy ones ; the plant being very 
delicate, requires the iinitedvffprts of several shoots to force its way through the 
suifacci which often becomdb packed and hard. Where Seed is abundant a largo

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should alvv’ays be sown in each hole ; wliere it is scarce, and the land light, « 
smailer quantity may suffice English acres would require from 800 to 1000 bushels 
Seed Cotton. 

All acre will produce from 1,600 to S,000 pounds Setd Cotton, (i. e. with the Seed) 
or 400 to 500 pounds clean or ginned Cotton, but this is a large yield ; generally, on 
average soils, from V2 to pounds Seed Cotton are produced to the acre. A 
bale of Cotton weighs from 350 to 400 pounds. *

Paper on the Culture of Tobacco in Virginia. 

I yesterday Teceired vour letter of the 24th instant, to which 1 take pleasure in 
immediately replying. Fitty pounds weight, or two bushels, of Tobacco Seed would 
bn Hiiflicient to plant the wliole state of Virginia, some bay a siirihcH equal in extent 
to the United Stales; and that quantKy cauiiuc by any possibihry be procured at this 
season, indeed it will be out of iny gower to obtain any quantity of value to you ; 
but L have spoken to several of m^friends in this place viho grow Ciops of'J'o- 
bacco; and have requested them to instruct their Overseers to leave as many plants 
as possible to run into Seed, which they have promised to do, and 1 shall wiite lo 
all my acquaintance in the country to do t)ie same, and prt'vail upon rlieir neighbours 
to save ns iniicli US they can. The Seed is never guiheied, indeed is not ready till 
the fall of the year ; and no Planter keeps on hand mon* than what is requisite for 
his own use. Respecting the culture of 'lohncco, 1 sha)! communicate the process 
adopted thruiighoui Viiginia, premising, that success depends upon soil, situation, 
climate and seasons. New giouiid, vitgin soil, produces the. best description. PJnut- 
beds for the recopiioii o( Seed are prepar'd in the full, m rather a moist situation, 
of pure vegetable mould Diimitoly pulverised, entirely free trom weeds; having the 
surface completely scorched by burning l5rusli«wood or sliaviugs of wood upon ir, 
'J'iin Seed IS sown much after the manner of Cabbage Seed, about as thickly and as 
deeply and raked lu this is doiiii, during the month of Fehiuiiry. Korly jii iMiiy, 
according to tiie season, or during that month, tlin Plants are lemoved to the Held 
and are placed out on hills raised above tin* surrounding soiiace fimn 8 to 12 inehes, 
ut distances varying according to the strength of the sod, from 3 b^ 1>, to d hy liius 
the rows lire 4 feet apart, as with Liidiuu Corn, and the hiiU in tiie iu\v3 icet 
distant from each other. 

The Plants are allowed to stand unmolested till they begin to throw out suckers, 
which must be carefully removed by hand as ofton%as they appear. !»y bouiiig anti 
ploughing all weeAs must be kept under, as with Uorii and (Jabbagi s in a garden. 
\Vlien the Plant has thrown out eight or twelve well ^ized leaves, sn cording to tha 
strength or rielines.s of the fioil, it must he topped ; hy w'liich is meant, if the ground 
he rich, twelve leaves may be lelt»— if poor, only six or eight ; the bc.st way is to 
leave only six to ten. 'J’lie Piiiuts being kept tree from w'oims or caterpillars, which 
prey upon them, are left to stand till they are perfectly ripe , thir, is deteimiiied by 
the thickuess of the leaf, and the crackling sound piuduced by breaking it. 'i'liey are 
then cm with a knife, and placed upon poles honzimt.illy exposed t.» the sun fer 
several days, till they die, and become of n veliow or browni.>l) hue, care nieuntime

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carefully packed on the dry floor and covered with straw, to guaid tfiein from 
frost, if the winter be very wet, they are several times bung up, and dried par- 
tially with the smoko of wood fires, and leplaced in bulk. 4iti.illv, in the month 
of May tlie plants are all hung up, and alio ed to remain till a tolerably wann 
and moist day, wlien they are taken down, mid the leaves, being stript from the

Statement of the he^ method of at iti voting" AV«’ Orleans Cotton* 

The cultivation is simple, and eisily understood, so that a few general direetionf 
fvill auilice to describe our manner of pieparing a Cotton field, and the care and 
attention requisite to keep it free from weetis and grass. 

1st. As to the most suitable soil tor growing fine Cotton, T should prefer that 
Ti’hicli is rich, light aiurdry ; but it is geiieiiiily thought that ticuf land does not pro- 
duce as fine a quality of Cotton as Unit which has borne one or two crops of grain 
previously. 'Jiie situation should oe such tliai there is no danger of an overflow of 
water, which w'ould seriously i )ure the plant, lu utepaiing the ground we use Only 
tile plougli and lay oil the rows from four to six feet, and where the soil la as rieli 
as the alluvion of the low ground on the Mississippi, even eight leer is not too much. 
A\ e open the lidges hy running a narrovv dull by plough or otherwise, and sow the 
Seed in it, us we would gruiii, covering it lightly w'lili a harrowr. 

'i'he plant on its first appcurance und for some weeks is extremely delicate, and 
easily injured hy careless vroiking. 'i he rows at fiist riuckiy covered with plant! 
must in about ten days be tbiiiued out, su iis^to leave the stalks single at the dis- 
tance of eleven inches oi a foot troin each othfy, or, as some of the plants may be lost 
or destroyed, we gooerulty leave two or three t^^gftlier; but in about two weeks more 
at furthest, they must be reduced in one, as expeiieiice has proved that the plants 
will not flourish if at all crowded. VVhile ihiiiuiug the lows, great care must be takea 
to clear them ot all grass and we<‘(ls iu the early age of the Cotloii^ihis is done with 
the hue *, in a siiort time alter, to faciliiute the work, we use ploughs between the 
rows, wiiere every thing nuisf he kepldown, and not a hlude of grass should bo sull'er- 
ed to grow' indeed to ohluiii a good crop ol Colton, attentioii is required to rule, 
nut to sutler any thing to grow aiiiong the plants until it is fully matured. 

The time of planting oriathor sowing our Colton vanes uuconling to the season ;gfl« 
iierwlly we begin from tlie lust ol April to the filteeuth ; as a rule, 1 would say as sooa 
as tiiere is no danger of frost. 

Tliese general obsen .it ions, [ trust, will be siillicient : indeed it is impossible to 
ailt in obtaining a Cotton crop, provnled the grouinl be kept perfectly clean, and the 
plants be not crowded. J'li * quality of the Cotton depends mote perhaps upon care 
and atteiilioii in gathenng and drying it, than upon the culture of the plant. 

Tioiu the first oi Septenii.er, or sooner, the bolls begin to mature and open ancces- 
sively until winter has stopped the veeetation of the plant. Ab boon as the boll has 
completely opened, the Cotton which then hangs partly out of its shell, and Jias bc- 
c iiiL' almost dry, must he gathered hy l.atul, care must be taken hy (he gatherer (or 
picker as we call the laborer; to lake hold with his fingers of all the diricieiit looks of 
the Cotton, so that the wiiole iiiay come out at once, niid without hieakiiig oft any of 
the dry leaves about tlie boll ; it a.iy diy leaves lull upon tlie Cotton lielore the gathur- 
er has secured his lianiilul in the^ug which hangs at his side, they must carefully ha 
taken of]', it lb necessary to use a close bag, to gather the C'otton, as ilic plant, though 
still flourishing, has on it, many dead and dry leaves which are easily siiukeii down, 
and it IS tins minuxtiire of leaves which is objected to so much by the spinner, and will 
always lower the qualify and pric<> of Cotton. After gathering the Cotton ii should 
as soon as possiole be exposed to the snii on scaflolds, imd thoroughly dried , and if 
not iiiiiiH’diatelj ginned and puckMl, it must be stored in secure barns. 

J deem it useless to enter into a description of our gins and presses, as tliev are 
inaiiiiiiiciured and well uuchiaiood in Lnglund ; i shall only ohsej ve thar a cylinder 
of^ixty bags ought not to make more (lian otkt or 800 pounds ot clear ('ottou jii 1S{ 
liours — if inadj to run faster, the Coi'un would not be so clean, and the fuhue.s might 
Lireii be broki i: or cut by tlu; i(n> iaj*id motion ot the hacs. 

Kesolred, that tin* leiterof Coveinmeiit, and rho extiac’s which nccompauied it, be 
referrnd to the Agricultural ( oiniuittee, which is reqm-sU'd to lake the whole into 
consideration, and to report to llu* Society, at the next Meeting*, its seutiineiits oa 
the whole clauses of the Idler, wJieii a reply will ho framed und iorwarded to Go- 
yerninrnt. , 

Resolved, that the Secretary bo requested to write to Captain Forbes, sendiag 
him extracts fiom the abo/!^|jnpers, wl ii,!) relate to the Saw (iins, and requesting to 
be informed, vk hetht'r it bas'renchod bun, and is ready for inspection.

'I’he President laid before (Se Society, papers on ibt* cultivaiion ot the Mulberry 
Tree and the rearing of Si:k Worms, according to the Chinese and French methods, 
by Miss Davy, lu which tha writer gives a decided pre.eieuGe to the Chiueae me- 
thod. 
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Read a letter from Mr. Pakenliaixi, eDclosingr a paper by Mr. Mallet, of Balasore^ 
on the Cotton plantation at that place, from which a specimen had been sent to the 
Society in the beginning of May last, and on which several members of the Com- 
mittee» also Mr. Finlay, of Gloster Works, had gitre i their opinion. 

Reeolred, that the Secretary be requested to write to Government, solicitins: to 
be fbrniahed wi*b all the information which they possess regarding the Tenasserim 
Cotton, of the Seed of which a number of bags were latel/ sent to the Society for 
distribution. . 

Read a letter from Mr. Sheppard, of Liverpool, dated 14th December last, which 
accompanied 600 grafted Fruit Trees, of sorts, shipped on the Brig Indian, 

The Secretary informed the Meeting, that on the arrival of these trees be had 
forwarded the wliole of the correspondence and lists to the Secretary of the 
Garden Comuiittees, as well as the bozeaof plants to the Allipore Garden. 

Mr. Miiichiii stated, that he had been requested by Sir Robert Colquhoun, Secre- 
taryofthe Garden Committee, to submit to cbe Meeting the following proposition 
of that Committee, regarding tbefuinre disposal of Knrope imported Fruit Trees. 

Resolved, that the proposal be adopted by the Society. 

Mr. Miiirhiii further stated, that thi|, importation of FruitTrees had almost entirely 
failed, not 15 remaining alive ; and on the part of the Garden Committee he propos- 
ed that in future tl.e importation of these should be altered and modified. 

Ilesolved, that the proposal of the Garden Committee be adopted, and the Secre- 
tary be requested to write lu terms of it, to England, and elsewhere, for our future 
supplies. 

Mr. MinHiin further stated the wishes of the Committee to he allowed to expend 
the sum of Rs. l.iO in raising a wall for the cultuie of grape vines, and Rs. 100 
in ri paiiing the conservatory, bullock sheds, and luallies’ houses destroyed by the 
late galrs. 

Resolved, that these two sums be granted to the Garden Committee. 

Read the following letter from Captain Sage, of Dinapore:^ 

To C. K. Rouison, Esq. 

Secretary to the Agricultural and Horticultural Society^ Calcutta, 

Sin,— As a Member of the Society to which you ore Secretary, I have to propose 
that os the siuiutuin of this place is admirably adapted for the establishment of a 
Rrunch or provincial Society ot Agriculture and nurticiiUure, it is tlie intention of 
the few Mfinh(>rs ot tlio Society nt this place to nppropiiate a plot of ground for the 
purposes ol u Nursery Vegetable and Fruit Garden, sliould our proposition meet with 
the sanction and ifo supported by the fostering care sf the Paieiit Society. 

i!!iul. The abanduuiiieiit of the Poosali Garden we iiuderstaiid to have been occasi- 
oned by the heavy expense it entailed on the Society. This will not be a matter of 
objection to the one now proposed, as w’e calculate upon no) pecuniary assistance 
whatever from the Society ; on the contrary, it is not unlikely we may be able to add 
to its treasury. 

3d. From the Parent Society we sliould look for Seeds, Fruit, Trees, Plants, &c. 
not as aln^olute gifts, but rather as clepositou liable to be appropriated as t!ie Society 
shall sec fic,w'heii the diftbrenet Fruits of Europe and Chiua shall have been graft- 
ed on country stocks and inured tojllie climate. 

4th. We also considtr that gratis and seeds furnished from oiir intended Nursery 
will be better suited to the cliiiiaie, both above and below us, tbau when subject to 
a more sudden cliaiige of teinpeiature j and this observation applies equally to Ne- 
paul, from wliicb country it is our intention to procure w'liatever is rare and valuable, 
and endeavour to assimilate them to the climate of this place previously to transmit- 
ting them to your Gardens, or to the Upper Provinces. 

5th. Constant water carnage both up and down, us also through several branch 
Btreanis, aeeins to point out this place us better calculated for a depot, than auy 
other ; ihe constant passing of strangers, both up and dow’n the river, a populous 
neighbourhood ih 'lirhoot, Sarun and Shahabad, will brt^g the Nursery into notice, 
ami we hope afford a eufiiciency ot Members to ensure tae permanency of our intend- 
ed uiulercakhig, which cannot fail to be producuve c ' groat and extensive advan- 
tages to the country around us. ^ 

titb. it will remain for the Society, after due considerftion, to authorize us to admit 
Subscribers, who shall be considered as Members of the Parent Society as well as of 
tine Dinapoie Provincial Societyi and from whose coatributiona we oonsider we shall 
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•require • sufficient revenue, not only to cover the expencei of our oWU Nuraerf • but, 
•a before remarked, to aaaist the Parent Society.

Head n letter from Mr. H, H. Wilson, forvrsrding to the Sonety a Peadh, the 
growth of his garden at Uasting’s (ilace, under the care of Mr. Davies, whioh weigh- 
ed 10 sicca weight. 

Resolved, that the Secretary be requeated to get the Advertisement regarding 
the Premiums for the successful cultivation of Cotton, Tobacco, Silk and Sugar, 
which had been translated into Bengalee and Persian, transmitted to the Upper 
Froviuces. 

Baboo Radacantli Deb presented the following paper, which he thought might be 
highly useful to the cultivators of Cotton in i||iis country ; and although he was not 
able to state who the author of the ** Suggestions'* is, be was of opinion that the So- 
ciety would confer a benefit by giving them.^ery publicity : — 

Suggestiotis far the Culture atid Frepnration of Cotton, 

Cotton grows in any soil tliat is not over moist. The common opinion, however, 
that it flourisiies most in barren or impoverished lend, is erroneous. It will, doubt- 
less, grow in arid soils, not exhausted by previous cultivation ; yet there cannot be 
a duuiit that it will prove more productive in good or middling land, consisiiiig of 
loose dry mould, free from clay or marl, if the inchnariou of the land he sutlicient 
to curry otf the water, the labour of trenching und draining, which is necei^sory in 
level lands, will be saved. As no plant, requires so little rain as Cotton, the clos» 
Tiuimiy of high mouutaiiisis injurious to it, while it is beneficial to the CofiVe. On 
the other hand, the saline uir oi the sea-shore, which generally destroys Colfee, is 
favourable to Cotton. * 

The laud for Cotton must he cleared in the dry season ; ond the operations should 
commence in suliicienc time to allow the wood and brush, which have been cut down, 
to dry so as to be burned before the rainssetiii. The more completely the ground is 
cleared, the more product ive is the Cotton likely to be. 

In situations where the rams are not violent, the Cotton Seed is generally put into 
the ground at an early period of the rainy season. But in places difierently circiiiii- 
atanced, this operation is deferred till the rams are within a month or two of their 
termination ; with a view both to guard against an over-luxuriant vegetation, where- 
by the plants might exhaust their strength in branches and leaves, and to avidd^tlio 
injurious consequences of ram at the time the blossoms are yppeariug and th« 
puds forming. ^ 

111 Georgia and Carolina, considerable labour is bestqwed in ploughing and har- 
rowing (he ground, and forniiiig ridges, raised pretty high, wuli trenches between. 
This, no doubt, a.'sists vegetation, and at the same time serves to carry oif the wa- 
ter from the flat lands.- The same tiiiug is done, though less carefully, with hoes, ia 
Deiiierura and Uerbice; but is seldom done in th** West India Islands. There, hoa*- 
ever, the fields are regularly laid out, und the lioles opened in straight lines. Tim 
distance between the holes vanes from five feet in pour soils to eight feet in rich 
soils. The holes are made by loosening the earth for about eight or nine inchea 
or a foot square, und five or six inches deep. From fifteen to sixteen seeds, spread 
longitudinally, may be put into each hole und covered over lightly w'lih earth, not 
above one or two inches deep at most. Tiie more moist the ground is, the wore 
lightly should the seed he covered, otherwise it will be apt to rot. J’he plants will 
generally show themselves lu from five to iiiue days, but some times not before 
fourteen. When they have four distinct leaves, half ihe number in each bole may be 
drawn, and these must afterwards be gradually reduced, until only one, and that the 
most vigorous and healthy plant, is left in each hole. For the first six yveeks the 
plants are of slow growtb|aud very tender ; and tli' y must be carefally kept clear of 
weeds until they become v sufficient size to suppress all extrsiieous growtli. It 
would be of great service ^o, that the t-arch should be occasionally drawn up aboaC 
the roots, until the blossoml^ppear, wdieu this operation is no longer necesaary. 

At the end of six weeks, if before, the plants, if luxuriant, ought to be topped 
or pruned, by breaking or cuttifig oft' an inch or more from the end of eacti shoot, 
which make the stems spreaa and throw out a greater number of branches. And this 
operi|,tion,if the plants are very luxuriant, will require to beperforined • aecoiid or 
•vena third time, with a kalie^ontheatem and brauchus. 
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The blossoms generally appear in about eighty days after the seed has been plant- 
ed, and sometimes later ; and the first pods arrive at msturity in ahoat three montlis 
from that time. The blossom of the green seed, when it first appears, wliicli is 
generally in the morning, is white, and remains of ti'at colour for the first twelve 
hours ; but it ghapges the following night to a beautiful crimson, and drops off i^ithin 
tbirtyrsiz hoOnK of its first appearance. 1'hatofthe Black Seed, or Sea (aland, un- 
dergoes the same change with the green, but when it first coyies out it is of a deep 
yellow oolour. 

The Cotton should be fully blown before it is« picked. This may be ascertained 
by its separating easily from the pod of husk. When it adheres to the pod, and must 
be foroed from it, the Cotton will be of an inferior quality. Great care should bo 
taken to gather it as free from trash or dirt of any kind as possible, which will save 
much trouble afterwards in the cleaning. Cotton ought not to be picked after rain, 
or wiiile wet, as in that case it will be stained, and of little value. In gathering 
the crop, particular care should be taken to keep the stained and dirty Cotton 
separate from the more perfect, which may be done by each labourer having two 
bags, one for the stained and inferior, the other for good Cotton. The value of the 
latter would thus be greatly increasetf ; and even the inferior would always find a 
market in England. « 

The next operation is that of sepairting the Cotton Wool from the seed. Of all 
the modes of effecting this, hand- picking is doubtless the best, because the most 
favourable state in which Cotton can be, for all manufacturing purposes, is, w'ith 
the exception of being freed from the seed, that in which it is gathered from the plant. 
Whatever serves to entangle or mat the fibres, is iiourious ; because, when mat- 
ted, they require in carding a greater force to aeparate them ; and the. effect of this 
is to break the staple, and otherwise to produce waste, and inoonvenieuce to the mn- 
nufacturer : besides which, a fiue, clear, even thread, can hardly ever be produced 
from matted Cotton. 

1'he process of separating the seed from the Cotton Wool by the hand, is in 
general attended with so much expense as to be impracticable : though in India, 
perhaps, for the cheapness of labour, the difficulty may be less. Machines 
have therefore been substituted for this purpose, called Gins, of which the com- 
mon Foot Gin is probably the best. There is another kind, calculated to work, 
by cattle, wind, or water, which may be introduced with advantage, but is 
more expensive and complicated. 

The Black Seed, being loosely attached to the wool, is easily separated by the 
Gin, without injury to the staple. The Green Seed, on the contrary, adheres so 
closely to the wool, that it can only be separated by a Saw Gin, which cuts the staple, 
and depreciates the Cotton nearly one half ; but if li.md-picked, it would be more 
valuable. Tbe Green Seed is more productive than the Black ; but the wool of the 
latter is of considerably higher value. It is hordly neceBsai'y to observe, that that 
mode of ginning is to be preterred w’hich tends least Vo break the seeds and entangle 
the fibres of the Cotton. i 

After the Cotton has been ginned, it should be carefully examined, and freed from 
all motes, broken seeds, stained wool, &c., as its value in Europe depends much on 
the condition iii which it is packed. 

The plants should be cut down every year within three or four inches of the 
ground. 'J'he tune for doing this, which must be in the rninv season, ought to be 
regulated by (be same circumstances which regulate tlie planting of the seed at first ; 
and the subsequent maDugeinent in this case will also be the same as has beiii alrea- 
^dy pointed out in the case of plants fiom the seed. It would be a great advantage, 
if every third, fourth, or filth year at furthest, the plants were grubbed out, oud 
their places supplied by means of fresh seed brought from a distance. 'I'liia would 
prevent the Cotton from dogeneiating, which it never fails to do when it has been 
propagated in tJie same ground for many years without a change of seed, and would 
of course preserve its quality and maintain its repatation in the European markets. 

Great care should be taken to prevent a mixture of tbe different kinds of seed in 
planting. , Each kind should he kept perfect! v distinct. 

The procett ealled swiichnig, or beating uie dirt outoi]^he Cotton, by means of 
•ticks, on ght,> if possible, never to be resorted to. TLy necessity of having re- 
course to this .expedient, wbicli can only arise from pre v^jus negligence, ought to be 
obviated bjp ^e means already pointed out; it deteri^ates tbe quality, and conse- 
quently lowsta the price of the Cotton. 

In t£m gathering and hand-picking, and even ginninc of Cotton, great use may be 
made both of young children and infirm people, who are incapable of exertion of any 
other hind.

lleport of Horticultural or G arden Commillee. 

In framing a Report of the proceedings of the Horticultural Committee, to be 
laid before tins Moetiiig, your Committee have thought it proper to revert to the 
original intentions of the Society in establisliiug the (iurdeii at AUypore, with a view 
to ascertain, how far those objects have been attended with that success, which the 
Society had anticipated. 

At a General Meeting of the Society, held on the 7th of May 18'^'7, it w'as resolved 
that an Horticultural Garden should be established, and Mr. Balmer’s ground, con- 
BMting of 30 bigaliH, was accordingly rented at the sum of Sa. Ks. 100 per month, 
with the understanding, that the ground adjoining it, of about the same extent 
should be added to it, as soon ns it could be procured. 

The objects proposed by the Society, were as follows : 

** The cultivation of the most approved and useful varieties of Fruits, to he 
* planted add exhibited according to the difie.ent inodes of cultivation belougiug 
*to each class, eobiprebending ludi gr nous, as well as iho^ of Great Britain, and 
' Foreign countlries} that new Fruits should be introduce<!'» and these, as well as the 
' descriptiaili^ greedy known, were to be subjected £> various modes of treat- 
ment, ill td ascertain whether such Fruits coifd he acclimated; aud the 
mode of Oimre, by which they can be made mostreffectually useful and pro- 
ductive. * 

*<That eseolent Vegetables should receive no less attention than Fruits, that 
new kinds were (o be sought for, and broughtiato oomparisoa with those already 
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** in use ; and the whole subjected to such a coarse of investigstioii. sad experiment, 
•* as would be the means of ascerlaiittng the beet tarietiesof each species, as well 
as the most advantageous modes of culture.*'. 

‘‘That experiments of ev^ry nature appertaining to Horticulture, iphether tQ 
verify former results or to try new pracdoea proposed, should be undertaken and 
“ curried on with attention.** ^ 

Your Committee deeply regret, that from the absence of all records, it ur4n be 
impossible for them to furnish a progressive Report of the proAdiiigs of former 
Comiuitleea, and of their ex perimliits and results, from the first institution of the 
Garden, and it will only therefore remuin for your present CommitttbO, to lay be- 
fore the Society, the measures they have adopted i )r the purpose of realising the ob- 
jects of the insiiiutiou since the Horticultural branch of the Society hss been in- 
trusted to their maaagemeiit. 

)3efore enumerating the different operations and experiments, wliiob hsd been 
pursued, during the brief period that the present Committee have had the siipenn- 
tendaiice of the Garden, it may be proper to notice tlie stale in which the Commit- 
tee found the Garden, on assuming charge in tbe month of AJay, ol the Jubt year. 

The ground was crowded with Plantain Trees, Timber Treev, ami dccuvcd Fruit 
Trees, of a worthless description, all tending to exhaust and impoverish the' soil, and 
in the opinion of the Committee, to render irunuvailable i'or Hurtiruliurol experi- 
ments. It was accordingly resolved, that before entering on any operations, a com- 
plete clearance should bi made, which, w*ith the sauctiun of tiie* Society, was carri- 
ed into effect. Your Cominitt^C having prepared the Garden in tite iiiuimer deemed 
most favourable for the purpose, determined on trying experiments lu manuring . 
the ground, and the following composts were prepared and collected :

Six plots of ground were then put umier cultivation, eiicli being wrell manured from 
the above detailed coniposis, ami cropped with the same descriptions of Vegetables, 
with a view of ascertaining, under what particular compost, the must productive 
crops of different kinds of vegetables would be obtained. Tho result of these experi- 
ments, when fully asceriamcd, will be brought to the notice of the Society of the fu- 
ture period. 

Your Committee have also endeavoured to obtain for the Garden, the finest descrip- 
tions of Fruit Trees, au<i are happy to be enabled to state to the Society that 
they have succeeded in pd^aring the following :

A vnii'^ty of Grafts have also been taken from trees already in the Garden, nnd the 
atieiiiKio of the Committee has been called to the mode of propagating (iillerent 
spHcics h/ layers, and also by the China mode of grafting, and successlul experi- 
ments have been made therein. 

Your CoraiuiHee have also ordered that every new tree received into the Garden 
should havr a small spelter Plate, containing a ii umber, fastened to it when planted 
oiii, w iiioli TMtiiibeiis are entered in a book, kept for t^t purpose, in which also the 
debcri.iiMii of tree, the donors namef and the muuuer^in which such trees are dispos* 
cd ut, will fur the I'litiire becegularly entered. 

The (hunmiUee have endeavoured to carry into effect the resolution of the Society, 
that Biu'h Gialtti aiul Plants us can he spared should be liberally distributed to all ap- 
plicants, nnd a considerable distiibution has accordingly been made. 

The toriiier experiment os to the culture of the Grape Vines having failed. 

The Vines have been removed to anotlier part of the Garden better adapted to 
their culiivutioii, nnd have been replanted in a rich compost, prepared for their re- 
ception and strong Trelles work has been erected for their support, to which they are 
now trained. The result of the present experiments shall at a future period be pre- 
sented to the Society. 

Your Commiitee have also to bring to the notice of the Society, that they have 
erected a cisteiii of Pucka A]asonry,for the reception of the beautiful Madras 
Brahmin Lotus, and other aquatic plants ; that they have purchased u pair of strong 
efficient Bullocks for the use of the Garden, together with such Garden Tools as 
were requisite. That an English pump has also been erected on the larue Tank 
with moveable wooden Troughs for the ptirpc of irrigating the Garden. And that 
such books on Horticulture have also been procured as wefh considered necessary. 

Your Committee have also erected a new Gateway, Porter’s lodge, and have 
caused the Garden walks to be dug up, and new laid Kunkur. The borders 
have been dreosed, and planted with flowering shrubs^ 

At the proper season of the last year, English niKjfUcolimated Garden Vegetable 
seeds were distributed to the Members of the Society, .as also to ninety native Gar- 
deners in tlie neighboarhood of Calcutta, to whom plants were likewise bestowed. 

Your Gomiuictee have also s^nt English seeds to various parts of the Upper Pro- 
yiaces, for the purpose of being aooUiuotedi but they regret to state, that consider* 
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•ble disappointment has been experienced bjr one entire investment of seeds Mnt out 
to them by, Mr. Ciinuingbam having totally tailed. 

in consequence of this, your CvOimittee have, under the sanction of the Society^ 
taken the uecessary measures to srcure supplies for the next season ffom China, 
the Cape of Good Hope, the islo of Jb' ranee, New South Wales, and the Neiigherries. 
Experiments are now under operation in Pruning old Mango Tieea^ jraiarng Aspara- 
gus, and Celery, agreei^le to iho Eugiish modes, and Potatoes fydm Slijba, or cuU 
liiius. 'Ihe attention of your Comuiittee has also been pariiculaidy Cfmled to the 
culuvutiuu of Viri;iniaii and Pejhian Tobacco and to the Cotton from South 
America, Egypt and Bourbon, fruiii seeds presented to the SucijW Mr. 
Siiiithsun 111 tue name ot his friend Mr. Kawaou o* the firm of Messrs.' Jpwaon and 
Co. of Loudon. . 

Your Ciiiritiiittee Iiave thought it right to briVig to the notice of thO'^ Society 
the great tmcc ess which has uLieuueU the culiivution of the V\ est Indion Arrow 
lioui. i'ruiu aijuui tue Itith pure ut a Begah, upwards of Quarts of Arrow 
Kool were ^iiep.ired, and diatiibuied to the lomilies ot Members during the last 
season, and have proved ol llie hrat quality.— A iiegah of ground has been planted 
out by your Cotiiiniiiee with otf sets lioiu tlie* above plants, winch it is coiiliueutiy 
expected will yiLiu uu equally productive cro'i of thia valuable root for the ensuing 
seusuii. 9 

Vour Committee do not t^iuk it necessary to dwell on the great advantage which the 
public here must derive from the luiroduciioii oi uu uiticie ot sucli constant demand, 
biid tor the supply of which the public has hitherto been obliged to thePoreign mark- 
ets alone. •> 

A new piece of ground has been rented measuring 6 Begabs very conveniently situat- 
ed with letf fence 10 the Gulden, it hus been properly enclosed and nubly manured 
and uppropriuted to the culiivaiion of such productiiuis us auhough coining under iha 
coguuuuce of the Garden Coimiutiee, do not t»iricily belong to Garden cultuie. Tor 
the present, it has been plumed w’iih Airow ilooi, Colfre, Plnuiuins, and Americau 
Elux ; and will in future, be available tor experiiuenta iii the ciiiiivutioii ^otid pioduci 
tiou of Sugar-cane, Cotton, and i obac'co, uccuiuing to the diiecuons of the Society. 

Ill conclusion yoer Cuiiiuiittee would beg to recall the attention of the iSuciety that 
all the plans aud expeiiuients entered into by your Coiiiiiiiiiet;, are still in a stale of 
infancy urid tiiat your Conimitiee can only hope their tntuie Keporlh, luuy in ^ulne de- 
gree at least, prove that the ex[iectutions of the Society ituve not been disuppoiut- 
ed, our the care and attention ot your Committee, uitogeilier thrown away.

Since preparing the foregoing Jleport, your Committee have been furnished with 
a list of the Erizes and Medals w hich have been (Dstrihuled by iIiks Society to ttio 
dillereiit candidates, troin the first institution of llie Society to toO present period. 
Which your Comiiuttee have great pleasure in now bringing to the nouc« of the 
Society. 

Jn so doing your Committee cannot but advert, with feelings of the highest satis- 
faction, to the display of vegetables produced at the last aniiiial exhibition, ami Uis- 
tribuiion of Erizea at the Town ll.ul on the 13ib of January ol this present year, a 
display which would have done honor to any cJimale, or to any even the most im- 
proved system of Horticulture. And when it is considered, ihur ilie j^n-uier part 
of the vegetables then produced, weie till wilhiii these ]u>t few yenin, i.fii speciea 
wholly unknown to the native gardeners, and that llieii cuitjvaMoii Jins been chieHy 
fostered by the support and coiiii leu mice ot this Society, yom (Jon)niittr‘e must con- 
gratulate the Society, on the great and practical benehts which iiu\e aiiaenlroin the 
exertions of this institution. 

Your Committee would now also briefly notice, that of the experiineiituj composts 
referred to in their Isi rejSjprt, tunt detailed unU« r No. 3. has l et-u c ii<-idered as by 
far the most successful, tiiV vegetables produced there trum, iiaviiig bem ol a very 
aupenor quality. K 

Your Committee have grt^t pleasure in stating that their experiment in tire pro- 
duction of Celery, has been riry satisfaciorj, and that li.»* plants pn dared under 
tJieir superiiLteiideiice, iiave uten considrred both in Mze, and Ihnoui, as >ery 
Biiperior to those hitherto ^loduced in India. 'I he luodi* adopted w.i:, that pur- 
sued by Mr. Judd, and deaciibtd in Loudon's Encyclopedia of Garueuiug, pegs 
as follows 
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JuddaayB, I prepare the ground for tranaplunting, by trenching it two spades* 
deep* miziagwith it in the operation a good dressing of well redaced gfung from 
tbe old forcing b^ds, 1 give it a second trenching, that tiie dang may be better 
2 Rorporaied with the mould, aud then leave it in af* rough a state as possible till 
plniita ai:e ^ready to put out. In the ground thus prepared, 1 form trenches twenty 
inchea wide and six iuciies deep, at six feet distance from each other measuring frorii 
the. centre of each trench, before planting, I reduce the depdi of each trench to three 
inches by filling in sufficient dung to till them so much up ; at tlie time of planting, 
if the weather be dry, the trenches ure well watered in the morning, and the Plants 
are pdt on, six inches apart, in the row, in the evening, care being taken, by the 
mode above mentioned to keep the fibres quite wet whilst out of ground ;*sis they are 
drawn Irom the nursery bed, the plants are dressed for planting, and then laid regular- 
ly in the garden-pan. 'J'he trenches in which my rows of celery are pli>iited being so 
very shallow the. roots of the plants grow nearly on a level with the surface of tlio 
ground : this 1 consider particularly advantageous, for ns considerable cavities are ne- 
cessarily framed on each side when the moulding takes place, all injury from stagnant 
water or excess of moisture is prevented. The trenches when planted are watered, 
as may be required. He adds that he proposes the ground for cejery during the winter 
and avoids putting much of a crop between the trendies, especially one that grows 
tall as he finds, that celery does best if hen it grows as open as possible.’* 

The Flax from North America, which was sown in November produced a very 
ahuodant crop, but as your Committee were not in possession of any precise in- 
formation, as to the process of preparing it, the seei' alone was preserved for future 
experiments. Mr. Hnldsworth, who is acquainted with the most upprut'ed works 
of preparing the flax, has kindly offered the Committee the benefit of his experience 
in any future experiments. 

A very luxuriant crop has been produced from the Virginian^ and Persian To- 
bacco seed, as mentioned by your Committee in their Report, and the Leaf is now 
under preparation according to the mode adopted in America. The result will be 
aabmitced to the Society, with specimens of the 'I'obacco. 

Your Committee would also mention that they have been enabled to distribute 
177 Grafts from the choicest fruit Trees, and 147 iloweriag shrubs of a rare species, 
since the commencement of the present year, and they trust that they shall be en- 
abled in the course of a short time greatly to encrease that number.

** At a Meeting of tite (iiirdeii Committee held within the Town Hall on Saturday^ 
the 3d day of July. 1H:]0, it was Resolved, to propose to the Society at its next 
General Meeting, that m place ot c* uimissioning, as heretofore, the whole ot our 
grafted fruit trees from Liverpool to the exteut*ol Rs. L(KX), thiit sum ho placed at 
the disposal of the Committee, for tiie purpose of obtuiiiing gruited fruit trees from 
the places followiug, viz. England, Eruoce, Cape of Good Hope, Brazils, Portugal 
Bud Van Dieman’s Land.” 

Resolved, that the report be ayiproved of, and that Rs. 1000 be now placed at the 
Ciisposal of the Garden Committee for the purposes mentioned in the report. 

The Secretary to the Garden Committee, stated that the sum of Rs. 500, placed 
at its disposal last year for che,purpose of procuring Gardeu Seedp from the Cape, 
Van Uiernan’s Land, China, thi !N'eelgherries, and the Upper Provinces, for dis- 
tribution among the Members of the Society, and Native Mallies, during tho 
present season, has been carefullv applied, and he hoped soon to report a favour- 
able result he now was requested to state the wish of the Committee to be per- 
mitted to remit Ks. 500, to England and Prance for the purpose of procuring^ 
Seeds from those countries for distribution as hitherto, during the season of 18J1. 

It was doubted whether the Funds of the Society would permit such a further 
demand upon them, and at the same time pay the expense of printing a second 
vol. ot Its transactions now in hand, but in consequence of liaboo Ram Comul Sen. 
Collector, stating that a very coiibiderahle arrear of subscriptions was due to 
the Society; it was resolved, to sanction this further grant tor the purchase of 
Seeds, and the Collector was requested to exert himself in collocting the arrears* 
The Gardeu Committee nlaced on the Table a box of Cheroots (consisting of 
about 3000) inanufactiired from Tubac co raised in rlie Society’s Garden from the 
Beed of the Persian Tobacco furnished last year by Mr. Piddingion ; each [^lembera 
present, was requested to t^e a poitioii, and report his opinioii on the quality of the 
Tobacco, at the next meetiiNr of the Society. ^ 

The Garden Committee fu^juer stated, tliut they had lately sent home a case of th» 
aamr Tobacco in leaf, for the llyspection of the Honourable the Court of Directors. 

The following Report of the' tiarden Committee was npfiroved of at the Meeting 
of ^3d June, but omitted to he inserted in the proceedings. 

Ac a Meeting of the Garden Committee of the Agricultural and Horticultural So- 
ciety held in the Town Hall on Monday the May, 1830, the following pro- 
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poftftls wpre rend, ond it vi*Rs Resolved, that the same should be submitted to the 
Society at their first general Meeting for approval 
“ The object of the Society in incurring the expence of importing I'rees from 
Enziaiid, being to introduce and spread throiichrut India the best desciiptions 
of European Fruits ; to effect v hich we should endeavour to insure for them the 
most careful and skilful tretitment on their first nrrivnl, as well as the most congenial 
climate afterwards. With this view, it is proposed that iheasystem hitherto adopted 
'•of selliog the plants, be discontinued, and, the llorticultiiinl Coinmiitee be autho- 
rized to make the best arniugements they can ii»T the uitamment of ilie wished-for 
ends. 

'^Beiigol having been found tbe most ungenial olimate for English Trees, it is pro- 
posed that only u small portion be distributed here, and to those only of the Eu- 
ropean and Native gentlemen, whose Horticuliiinil tastes, gardens, and establish- 
jnents, hold nut a fair prospect of successful cultivation. 

'file Hill Provinces being the most promising climate for European productions, it 
is proposed that, as many plants, as can possibly be spared, be transmitted to them 
on their arrival, and that as the Sylliet Hills are in point of facility of access par- 
ticularly favourahle, our first despatch be to that fpiarter, Mr. D. Scott having 
kindly undertaken their superinteiidAice, and propagation by grafting on hill stocks. 

Tlijt they he also forwarded to Po<^ali, where, through tlie influence of Mr. Hodg- 
son, Resident, in Ntpaul, hill stocks could be easily procured fur grafting on. 

Could the difficulty of distance be surmounted it is desirable that a portion of tbe 
Trees he sent to Kntmandoo, and placed under Mr. Hodgson’s care, mure especially 
•OMie Cjouseberiies and Filberts. ' 

It mi lit qKo be advi^-able to giv'e some of the Trees a trial at the following sta- 
tions ; VIZ. Putnu, Purnee.ili, I laznreebang, Riingpore, and Dacca. 

Thni besides the Native geiitlemeu. who may be in possession of good gardens in 
anti Ticiir (hilciiifu, Trees lie sent to the ilou'ble Compiiii> ’s liotanic aarden, to the 
gar ieii <i. ll.irnickoore, Air. Huvel’s farm, at Diriapore, and to such European gentle- 
men III rhf neiglilnmrhood of Calcutta, us uie known by the Committee to be good 
llui'Ucultuialists.'’

1 slial), as 1 Hunk 
you wiil desire that 1 should, proceed at once, in a brief and business-like 
way, to explain the origin and the objects oi ilie Association we are heie as- 
sembled to estabU>h.* 

The case of a Subaltern Officer of the Bengal Army, \vln> Ins lately o'.tained 
the benefit of the Insolvent A*ct, occasioned sevn-.il iiieetingN amongst ihC' 
principal Tradesmen of Calcutta, who, at a ‘jenf-ial AJoeiing, annoiiiied a I’ro- 
▼isional Commitiee, to take inio considerarion ce-iia ii sinj^esiions win -h had 
been made for the general benefit of the Tradesmen of Cab uim ; ilie Commiitee 
having fulfilled the dunes entrusted to it, is now desirous lo lay the re.^ult 
of ns labors befoie this Meeting in the shape of proposed ics- Ini ions, winch 
the Members consider the best nieibod of accumplisbiiig the dtsiipd oi/jei'r. 

Altboiigb the case 1 have allu ied to, tiiliv be considered as liic immaltufe 
cause, still the great piogressive cause xvlndii has led to tins meeting, aii'l winch 
must, sooner or later, have liad a similar result, is the system of indisci immate 
and almost unlimited ciedit winch has for many years obtained to the serious 
injury of the honrst Tradesman and tlie manifest di>:idvant;u:e of that ))(>riion 
of the public wdio have beeiCln the habit of paying for what tliey have piuclias^^d. 

At the time when tliai indiscriminate and almost unlimited credit, of winch 
we complain, fiist obi.ninHi, the Kuropean population was small and wealthy; 
Tradesmen were few and well supported ; their profiiswere lar.e ; their bills 
were paid sooner oi hner, with good interest ; aii J if, occasionally, gent einen in 
the H. Co.*s Civil <»r Military Service did, in the course of vears, con i.ict 
debts to a lareer amount tlian they were able to pay, tii(‘y could, when their 
creditors became clamorous, always aoply, with success, to their agents, wlieii 
the matter was foriliwnh adjusted to the satisfaction of all pir.ies. 

But tile limes are sadly altered, (jentleiiieii, in and out of the Service, have 
still continued to obtain the usual credit, bin they have noitln ir fonner nieane 
—almost all the allowances in the Civil Senice have iieen greatly rcilmeil; 
Half Daita has been introduced into the Armv ; Money has lierome soai cm • 
the Agents are not now, as formerly, n ady to become peace-makeiN between 
Debtors and Cieditois, and \he consequence is ih.it I teliioiN cannot pav as 
they used lo do; the Insolvent (’ouri relieves those who aoply toil; while 
Crediio "s have but a choice of difficulties : they mu.st q-ineily K)se their money 
or adopt legal me.isures, neither of which steps ate aiivisabie or agreeable. X 
know no couise lo lecnimnend but that they join us in estao ishing an Associa- 
tion for the pill pose of protecting oursehes from continued losses and ultimate 
ruin. We must suit our term< of business to tlie times we live in ; we imist 
understand will) whom it is Safe to deal and endeavoui lo adopt meusuies for 
the realization of the outstandings due to us. 

These outstandings are not of small amount ; the total of ten establishments,, 
wlio have handed in memoranilums, amount to no less a sum than about 50 
laks of Kuiiees ; tins sum does not include several of tlie largest estibhsli- 
ments, amongst wlucli are the tliiee Auction [louses, and I am led to believe, 
tthat the total amount of debts due to the tiadesinen of Calcutta, is not 
than a crore of rupees, Ctf a million of Knglish money. 

I have now, I hope intelligibly, explained the oiigin and nature of the pro- 
posed Association ; its objects, will he more distinctly .stated in several resolu- 
tions, which will be suh/\itted to the con.^ideration of this meeting. Thestr 
resolutions wiil also give an.putline, sufficient to enable the Committee to draw 
up a code of regulations, fotth^ future management of the Association. 

1 shall delay you no longer than to suggest, that if good or >er and proper 

feeling be nuuotained; as I have no doubt they will, we sliail get through muck 
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business in an hour and be able to return to our respective occupations vrithout 
having occasioned or suffered any inconveiiieiice by our attendance iiere. With 
tins view 1 beg to suggest, that any Tiadesmar present, who is desirous to 
make any proposition will do so in wiiting, and hand it to Mr. Hadovv, who 
has kindly undertaken the office of Honorary Secretary tor this occasion — he 
will be called upon to sneak in suppoit of his proposition in due course. 

Any person desirous to address ihe Meetiii" on tlie general question of the 
advantage or propriety of our procee»lnie to €Stal)li>h the propo^Ncd Associa- 
tion, agreeably to the Circular Letter and Adveitii^enient, which has appeared in 
ail the Calcutta Tapers, will have an opporiiiniiy of uoiiig so, when the first 
resolution is ptuposed, which emliraces that subject. 

1 have but one more observation to make: ithas been asked why in onr circu- 
lai* we have only invited “ Tr \ di.<mi n” by which it has been suggested, is 
generally undei.itood Shopkeepers or lietuil Dealeis? The Provisional Lom- 
mittee who approved and issued tfrat enciilar did not so uni’erstai.'d tiie lenn : 
they considered that all wlio bought^mi sold were Tradesmen ; Merciiants were 
Tradesmen, wholesale it is tine, but still Ttariesmen ; Artl^ls they considered 
also as Tradesmen ; Artists buy mateiials, add tliereto ilieir talent and labor 
and the produce is sold: — th y considered, in short, as 'riadesmen, eveiy man 
connected in any way with Trade, and lliought^they were using the most 
comprehensive term, the English language afforded. It was their object to 
do so and it is theiefore I am desirous to exjdain, that we consider ail per- 
sons, embraced w ithiri the fullest acceptation of the term, to be eligible as 
Members of the propojed Association, and to be entitled to speak and vote at 
this Meeting. 

If there he any otlier point that requires explanation, I shall be happy to 
afford It to the best of my information, and where that is dificient, the Tia^ics- 
mcii who form the Piovisioiial Committee will, 1 am sure, assist me. 

1'he iiifuiination afforded by the Chairman, being considered sufficiently 
full and clear, he concluded by moving 

Resolution I. — That an Association be forthwith formed to be denominated the 
Calcu'I’i A Trade Association, and that its objects he as follows : — 

1st. To encourage tiie adoption of the (system ofreadv money payments which 
jirevails ill all otjier pints of the world, and whic^ enables the I'lndeHinan to sell 
nt lowor rates than those of Calcutta can afford to do from the prevalence of the 
xuiiious system of iiuliscriuioate credit which has obtained for inanv veais, to the 
fienouB injury of the Tradesman and the manifest disadvantage of tiie public. 

i^tid. To define the terms of credit when credit is allow'tnl, anil to iirescribe 
measures calculated to ensure payment and guard Dguinst future loss where the 
terms of that credit are violated.

Mr. R. S. Thomson next lose and spoke nearly lo the following effect ; — 
Gentlemen, there is no point more impoitai.l or that w ill uiid inure to increase 
tlie stability of the Association than <1 judicious s' lection of one, who has tiie 
will as well as the abiliiy to preside over your Meetimis for the first season of 
its operation. I am aware of the difficulties, under wiiici a man labonis who 
has the helm to guide of an iidaiit l^uciety such as tlie present ; the cn.mricds 
of its usefulness are yet unopened to us; the good lo be derived from thus 
uniting yoniselves together, cannot be ascertained without piiuirig 111 piactice 
those lesuluiioiis winch have bteri submined foi \oiir app cnai, and 1 have not 
the least doubt but the jiiilgemeiit and disciiininaiion of the geinJeinan I am 
about to propose as your President, connected with the zeal of a W'dI sebeted 
Cominntee, will rea^ze all the olfjects of tlie association lo its fullest extent 
and the sati'faclion oftliose wlio may become its MtMubeis. It has been the 
wish of the Committee to confine or limit tiie objects of ilie Association witinn 
such bound as aie unlik**ly to leiard its piogiess or destroy its permanency. 
That It has been iniicii wai^ted in (.'alcutta amongst tlie Meicliariis and Trades- 
men must be obvious 19 ydu all and when the L'ood effects of its O|»eration 
begin to be realized you will then wonder at the apathy and inisociabh neaS 
which has supeivened and kept you so long strangers tu each other; except in 
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name. One would think the utility and prosperity of such Societies, whicb 
exist every where else, would have lonj^ ago acted as a spin to the Citizens 
of C'aioutta not to be held up to the world as a solitary exception. Public 
spirit seems to have been extinct, or if it Inis ever had an existence in thijs^ 
City of Palaces, selfish motives or piivate interest have always been at hand to 
crush it in the bud. It is true we are but sojourners in adand which was once 
known to be flowimr with milk and honey, but those days are tjone by, I am 
Sorry to say, and they inny consider themseltes lucky indeed who can gather 
sufficient of the cream of the one or the sweets of the other (to continue 
the figurative expression) to enable tiiem to leave it with nny degree of coinfoit 
or independence. It therefore becomes the more necessaiy to guard against 
losses HI trade as niucli as possible by a more friendly intercourse amongst 
ourselves and to establish a fund for the purpose of canying that into execu- 
tion, is, what I understand to be the principal obj ct of tiie association ; the 
details must be left to a Committee in whose judgement the members can 
place unlimited confi<lence and thafu the details may be so framed as not to 
clog the infant society with too fiiany purposes to accomplish, I most 
strenuously recommend. For this reason I have declined at present bringing 
to the notice of the riieeting my wish for extending its u^efllirless beyond the 
present resolutions; at some futuie period 1 may* press it, when the associa- 
tion may be able to assume a more important aspect and stand on higher 
ground and in a situation which will give it stronger claims on your assistance 
and support. 

Mr. Smith has with much clearness and perspicuity shewn to you wliat be- 
nefits may be derived from an association so formed, which has for its object 
the public uood as well as your own private advantage. From Mr. Snntirs 
general knowledge of the mode of conducting such societies ; the means he 
possesses of obtaining the best information, and Ins w(dl known zeal r>ii behalf 
of every thing he undertakes, 1 consider the duties of Cbaiirnan to tins 
association could not light on better shoulders, ami I feel persuaded his un- 
wearied application to its best interests will not be wanting to fully realize 
our most sanguine expectations ; 1 theiefore move 

Resolution V. — That Mr. Samuel Smith be requested to undertake the duties of 
Fresident of the Association. * 

This Uc^oliilion having Been seconded by Mr. C. S. Iladow, Mr. Smith 
called upon the Meeting to reflect well before they appointed him to fill tlie im-

Parker, vrlio has actually expended about ta*enty-tw!t> thousand Rupeei 
upon the work, has applied for a fuither reiAittance to enable him to proceed, and 
the Subscribers to the Bund with him are ifitis, owing to an unforeseem misfor- 
tune, placed ill a situation of unexpected 'personal responsibility on account of 
an object of Public Ii.tefest. 

As to tlie progress of the work, it may be proper to state for the information of 
people in the Interior, that the first Tower and Shaft are completed, and the Ca- 
pital is nearly finished, so that the whole, including the upper Tower and Dome, 
can be com]>l6ted in two months time, if funds are available. 'J'o persons at the 
Presidency, its appearance now is so grandly devsloped, that by the most casual 
observer the Ocliterloiiy Monument cannot fail to be immediately recognised as 
one of the most conspicuously ornamental features of the Capital of British 
India.

On the former day several of the .Assignees of Messrs. Palmer and Co. attended, 
the Court, for the purpose of submitting certain questions to the Presiding Judge, 
Sir Edward Rvan, who thought it better they should be deferred till the next day, 
in order that the benefit of the learned Chief Justice's opinion might also be obtain- 
ed. On one point, bow'ever, #iz. ; the power ot the Assignees to sue debtors of tbw 
late Firm, Sir £. Ryan wasaif a*a afllrmative opinion. 

On the 18th Air. CUtandy on the part of the Assignees, applied that powers 
bhould be given to them te fefer to srbitratieu eoy diflereuees which might anso.

bdtvreen them and other persons, and he mentioned a case between them and th»- 
Bank of Bengal in illustration. The learned Judsea thought the facts stated were 
not sufAciantly full, and that the Court could not, in consequence comply with the 
Petition of the Assignees. 

Mr. CleUmd then presented a Petition from the Assignees, praying that they may 
he permitted to advance such sum inonthlr to Mrs. Anna Spekin, in anticipation of a 
dividend, as thevmflv consider proper Mrs. Speke was one (»f a numerous clsss of 
persons, deeply afTected by the late failure, whusit subsistence depended upon the 
interest, which used to he paid monthly, of funds placed v itli Messrs. Palmer and 
Co. Mrs. Speke's affidavit stated that her balance amounted to Sa. Bs. 10,885, 14, 
and that she received Sa. Ks 40 monthly from the firm, on behalf of Captain Eatwell, 
whose funds were in the same predicament as her own. 

Sir Charles Grey was aware of the existence of much distress amongst such per- 
sons, and if the Court could afford them relief, it would he a s:reat relief to the 
Court to do so. But under the act they had no power to pay one creditor before 
another, and therefore all must wail; He could not decide upon feeling, hut 
merely upon the Act, and indeed it wo|1d be endless to decide upon such matters. 
In his iiortfolio, he had more than one application of peculiar hardship and if 
any creditor felt, or fancied, be was a loser by this arrangement which the As- 
signees proposed, he could apply to the Court on the subject He felt deeply for 
the parties, but found there was no remedy. * 

Mr. Cleland again apidied to the Court, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
tbe Assignees had the power of compromising debts due to the Firm, on which 
some doubts were entertained. Many offers of compromise had been made, soma 
of them very beneficial, and if they could not bo accepted now*, great loss might 
onsue. 

Sir C. Grey had no .doubt on the subject. The Assignees could compromise after 
the hearing, but not without the sanction of the Court or the Creditors. For him- 
self, be could only say, that if the Assignees assured him, that if without a com- 
promise the whole of a debt would he lost, while by it, a part might be saved, ha 
would not hesitata to direct it. And he thought no mischief could arise from 
the delay occasioned by an application to the Court, for if he had been of another 
opinion, he would have fixed the day for bearing earlier than the 4th January, 18ol, 
after which, the Assignees, under certain circumstances, had undoubtedly the 
power to compromise. The news of such a failure must ere this have flown all 
over India, and all the creditors must have heard of it, and have given instructions 
for the proteclionf of their interesis. But intermediately, the Court could act for 
the creditors, and give consent and approbation to a compromise before the hear- 
ing. He was ready to take this responsibility on himself, and if a compromise 
were directed by a Court of competent authority, no objection could he made to 
it as regarded the Assignees. 

Sir Edward Ryan differed from the Chief Justice. He bnd great doubts whe- 
ther the Court could direct a compromise before the hearing. If the Court, however, 
took it on itself to do so, the Assignees would be relieved. It w'Oiild have been 
desirable that the hearing should have been fixed for an earlier day, but the act 
had provided not only that notices should be given to creditors, hut that they 
should have tima to come in to examine the Schedules and object to them. He 
therefore thought the time fixed a proper one, and doubted whether it could have 
been fixed earlier. After the hearing the Assignees could do that which they 
sought to do now, and he thought it better at once to put his opinion on record. 

Sir C. Gf^ey thought if it were a matter of great importonce that the Assignees 
ahould have immodiate power to compromise, that no insuperable object existed to 
have a Meetiiig for the purpose of giving them the power forthwith, end so to 
postpone, fibiB time to time, the day of hearing. But be did not think it of par- 
amount, importance, because he should not be afraid to order a compromise, which 
at most could only be construed into an error of judgement, as regarded the con- 
atjruotion of a highly remedial act. If a competent 'Court ordered the compromise, 
Ibe assignees would not be affected, though the partu who compromised night perhaps 
h called upon by the creditors of Palmer and Co* This objection would not have

bMn started but for wbat Sir Edward Ryan bad said, and bsetuss bs thought 
it fair to all parties, to know h w they would stand relatively. But if compromises^ 
were fairly and bona fide made, he thought no creditor would venture to disturb* 
them. 

Mr. Young enquired whether, when any particular ease should be submittedi it 
wouhl be necesBury tf^ofler evidence that the compromise vuuld be beneficial, or 
ivould the opinion of the A.'<signt:rs hesiiflicienr. 

Sir (7. Greif could not say ihat|the ojiininn of the Assignees would be sufficient, 
for if this were to be the sole guide of the Court, full powers to compromise might' 
as well he given at once to the Assignees. He (>.d r.ot wish to look into the private 
affairs of parties more than wos necessary, but so much must be shewn as would 
prove a cumpromise to be beneficial. 

Mr, Yonug observed that but for this, a particular petition would have been then 
brought forward. 

The Honhte J. E, Elliot, enquired whether the names, situations, position, age and 
affairs of parties, as far as it was iiecessaiy totletail them for such a purpose, might, 
not be brought forward in writing, and thiH publicity he avoided. 

Sir C. Grejf, feared not, nor cr-uld they bl detailed in Chambers, for that Court 
was an open Court, and its proceedings ousrht to be before the public, for th» 
satisfaction of the creditors, ariv of whom, if he pleased, might come forward* 
and oppose the direction wh.V.h the Assignees might pray the Court to give*

Mr. C/chwid had moved for anile to shew cause why Mr. Belli, Collector oF 
Hoogley, sh')uld not pay into the hands of the Sheriff, the surplus in bis hands on * 
the sale ot some lands of one ol the defendants. 

The ChieJ' Justice stated, that the motion was of some importance, and wish* 
ed the Advocate General to attend to it. I he application was for an order nisi 
on Mr. Belli, Collector ot Iloogley, to pay over money in his hands surplus after 
6Ale of lands. Mr t leland moves on an* elhtlavit, and the Sheriff in his returii< 
states, tliat Mr. Belli has iiiroinied him that he does hold the^money, but that 
be holds it under an order of the Zillah Court of Holley. 

1 have to consider whether we filiould issue this order nisi. 

First, it has been ascertained, that it bus been the usual course to issue these or* 
ders nisi on the Collector. 

But 1 am not inclined to be guided bv precedent in these cases. There is a great 
deal in the temper of the times. ^Vbat might be done at another time, might not bo 
done 80 now. Bv danger 1 mean merely the danger of opposition. We have to 
consider whether we have Jurisdiction. The Charter gives authority to the She- 
riff to take debts, and provides that after notice thepartv cannot discharge himself 
by any payment, excojit under an ord«'r of the Court. It is quite clear therefore ia 
an ordinary case* But the Collector being a revenue oflicer, we have the difficulty 
cf being obliged to say, whether this comes within the part of the 21 Geo. 3, which 
prohibits us intermeddling with Revenue matters. 

If it does there might he considerable hardnees as to the suitors of this Court. 

On the other hand by Collusion the party might seize ail the surplus iivtbe bandw 
of the Collector. But this could not affect the Revenue, but other parties suing 
in other Courts might be put to come totliis Court. 

Bull should be inclined to think that this money might not be witbin the clause 
of the 21 Geo. 3. but I am not confident, 1 slioulti say it is a debt within the pro- 
visions of the Charter, and not prohibited by the 21 Geo. 3. 1 should consider 
that an action for money hid and recciyed Would lioi but 1 don’t give a decidad 
opinion* 
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Bvt if tjiii Betioii irould not Ho, some other proooss wonld roach it— a 
Ihiog like the proceedings on an extent. We might direct the Sheriff to summon 
a Jury, and the Collector would have to account. 

We have secondly to consider whether what the Collector has stated would takw 
away our jurisdiction that is, that he holds it under the order of a Provincial 
Court. 1 am aware of a recent decision. But a Collector ist.)ot an officer of that 
Court. One does not know what order could have been made. We have no parties 
iiames, nor any mode of arriving at the facts. Wer should have all this from th^ 
officer of the Court. 

I should incline to the right to proceed for this debt. 

I am inclined against it on other grounds. The only way in which I could en« 
force it would be by attachment. And in the present circumstances, I would not 
vrish to make an order which 1 might not enforce and expose the power of this 
Court. If an action be brought, the Collector must plead. He runs the risk of 
having to pay the sum twice over. * 

Sir £. Ryan , — I am of opinion that tj^is does not come within the danse of tbs 
Charter (reads part). Mr. Clelarid applies under the Charter. The doubt is,^ 
whether the grounda make it out a debt. First, the affidavit rails it a surplus at 
credit of the defendant. The Sheriff's return sets out the f'ollector's letter in 
which the latter says, he holds it under the order of t*iie Zillali Court of Moogley* 
It does not appear that (here is iu the hands of the Collector a clear debt. Tha 
order cannot be made. 

The Chief Justice alluded to notice served on the Zillah Court of Hoogley. 
There could not be a debt in tbeir hands, it could not be so in ours. The She- 
riff ought to abstain from giving notice to a Jud^»e of Court. As long as it is 
in the hands of a Judge of Court it cannot he considered hs a debt. 1 cannot 
conceive that it WS9 the object of the legislature that the Collector shoujid be en- 
titled to bold a surplus arising after the payment of the Revenue. 

J'he Advocate General stated, that if application were made in the proper quarter 
there would be no difficulty, but every facility afforded. 


Our readers will find under our Supreme Court head, a report of the proceed- 
ings on a rule nisi, which we considerwery important, as exhibiting the effect 
which the huinilisd.ion of honest Judges for the fearless and conscientious dis- 
charge of their duty is likely to have upon the administration ofjustice in the 
only Courts to which his Majesty’s subjects in India enn look for protection 
against the oppressions of the Company’s uovernments or their servants. Here 
is a case, the justice of which is obvious and the law of winch as explained by ' 
the Chief Justice himself, appears clear as the sun at noon day, to eveiy man of 
plain understanding. The learned Jud je admits, that it has been the usual, 
course to issue these orders nm on the Collector: but declares “ that he is not 
inclined to be guided bv precedent in these cases.” “ Tliere is’^says his Lord- 
ship “ a great deal in the temper of the There is indeed, and it is a me- 

lancholy truth, that that temper is decidedly such, as to justify even more than, 
that caution evinced on this occasion. 

The jurisdiction of the Court in this case has never been denied, and there is 
merely a sl^adow of a shade of a doubt, w! other in contradiction fo invariable 
practice, the ingenuity of a Compan}’s advocate might not raise a pretext if so , 
instructed, that it did, possibly come within the clause, which pi ohibits the 
Court from intermeddling with reve/iz/e. The learned Chief however, seems 
clear in his own mind, that it does not come within Hie prohibition, and how it 
could ever he imagined that it did, surpasses our conjprehension. It is admit- ^ 
ted, that vfhen a man has paid his taxes in regular course, the State cannot seize 
his property for those taxes. Is the case not precisely similar in law and justice ^ 
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mA cMraon' sense, with the surplus of the proceeds of property sM zed end sold to 
satisfy the State demand ? Can there be any doubt that whatever remains over 
and above that demand, isnn^ the properly of the State; in any wnv or under 
a^iy designation ? By what ingenious logic then, could it be pretended, that this 
surplus was revenue ? It is as much the private pro erty f>f the individual aa 
any thing that ever btflonged to him. What then is the obstacle? Clearly 
the temper of the times.’’ “ I would not wisli/' says the E arned Chief, ‘‘ to 
make an order which I naigiif not enforce ami thus expose the power of the 
Court,** for in this uisMnce, it could only be enforced by ;an nttaclimeiit 
which a Governor with Sir John Malcolm’s views, would no doubt have 
resisted. 

Sir Kdward Ryan drew a distinction which we own is far too subtle for our 
comprehension. He was not satisfied iliat the debt had been sufliciently made 
out, for the affidavit called the .amount in llv* Collector’s hands •* a surplus at 
credit of the defendant” ! In law we of^conise infer, that the distinction is 
plain and palpable ; but it seems difficult to reconcile it lo common sense, 
Supposinij, however, this obstacle not to have intervened, it does not appear, 
that his Lordship tuid onv doubt of the jiinsdictoii or the practice, and the Ad- 
vocate General declaied, tiia* so far from any opposition being likely to be of- 
fered, if application to the pioper quarter were made, every facility w'ould be 
afforded. \>\ e may consider therefore, that as to tlie jurisdiction and the prac- 
tice, there was no doubt ; and yet even in such a case, the Court fears to exer- 
cise its authority ! 

Still we repeat, that the caution of the learned Chief Justice, is more than 
justified by the result of the recent collision of the Bombay Court and Govern- 
ment? Is not the very case to winch we have referred then, an instructive 
commentary upon the text of the Llcphantiiie epistle writer, and of the unbias- 
sed Lord Melville, as to the indepemleiice of Judges. We say unbiassed, for .. 
Hi' Lordship’s pension from the Company of £jd00 per annum, granted to 
him on account of the disliiiguish^d services of his celebrated father, actually 
ceased six years ago ! thc^^e authorities have laid down a new doctrine for judi- 
cial conduct, and it is held and almost in so many words proclaimed by ifiein 
tliat henceforth, law and jii'.lice are to be of no avail iii any case where any Oo- 
yernor shall deem or .dlegc, that they may be opposed to coiisyderaiions of ex- 

S ediency, that the object of protecting the subject aigamst the oppressions of 
le Company’s servants, is no buiger one which comes wiihin the scop*» of the 
Court’s power ; and while such doctrines are held and enforced by tbp dpgia- 
dation of those judges who dare to disregard them, we see no good that can re- 
sult from any Judge’s becoming a martyr in the cause of right. In every case 
in which it can be supposed, iliat the Company’s Governments may feel an in- 
terest, a prudent Judge would now do well to consult their wishes and refuse to 
hear such cases, much less issu^» out processes in contradiction to rnem ; and 
who will venture to castblame upon liim for such condnct ? Any other course 
would be equally useless lo himself and to the public in the present “ temper 
Qf the times,” which we repeat, is in so far as the expression apnlies to the 
views of Ministry, utterly hostile to judicial independence. — Uurkaru, 

• The proceedings in the Supreme Court on the 28ili ultimo, in the case of 
Shamlal Muter vmuc liadliamoliiin and another, are worliiy of notice, it apt 
pears that some lands belonging to one of the defcricrants have been sold 
by Mr. Belli, the Collector^of Hoogicy, for arrears of revenue ; and that he 
retains the surplus proceec)^ under an order of the ZiUili Court : the object of 
the motion in the Supreme Court was fora rule to show cause why the Col- 
lector should not pay this surplus into the haods of the Sheriff, It is 
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stated to have been the usual course hitherto to issue such orders on the 
Collector; “but/' say< the learned Chief Justice, “lam not inclined to 
be guided |)recedent in these cases. There is a great deal in the temper of 
the times. W hat might be done at another timty might not be done so now, by 
danger I mean merely the dai ger of opposition. We have to consider whe- 
ther we have juiisdiciion.’' Tnere is here a very proper desire expressed 
to avoid excecuing the legitimate jurisdic'ion of the Court ; and on the other 
hand, the Advocate Geneial states that “ in the proper quarter’’ every faci- 
lity would be atibrded to execute its process ; but from the lancjfuage which is 
reported to have fallen from the Chief Justice, we siiould infer that recent 
events had excited in his mind an apprehension of causeless and captious op- 
pOMiiioii. I iie temper of the times with regard to the King’s Courts in India, 
is not what It once was. Once they were regarded as checks on the Compa- 
ny’s (.out is and Go\ernments, as constituting a power to which governors 
and iroverned were alike amenable. Now there is an evident disposition ia 
JVi misters, which Governors have y,ot been slow lo discover and act upon, 
to abridge their jurisdiction, to lessen their influence, and to degiade their 
cbaiactei, by denying their independence and making a temporary expedien- 
cy and tlie pleasure of the local luiers, not the provisions oi‘ their Charters, 
the stand. ird of tiieir rluties and powers. The mutual jealousy of the King's 
and Company's Coult^ is natural, and it is to be legretted that the ex- 
pensivoiiess of the former, the corruption of the latter, and the delays of 
both, .'ifl'ord such strong grounds of oiJ<^ction to them, on the part of the 
community, whose only object is to obtain prompt, cheap, and effectual 
justice. Tins, it is to be feared, is equally unattainable in most cases, 
from either the one or the other ; but so lung as the independence of the King's 
Courts was recognized, maintained, and euf^orced, they possessed a quality 
winch, with all their faults, rendered them valuable barriers againAt the en- 
croacbmeiits of arbitrary power. The public now can have little confidence 
in that protection which they formerly sought from them. In the present in- 
staiioe the Chief Justice on a view of the whole case concludes that the Court 
i)osse.sses the right to issue an order on the Collector for the surplus funds in 
his hands belonging to the defendant, after the arrears of revenue have been 
paid ; but he heyiiates to issue such an order, because the only way he could 
enforce it would be by attachment, and, until assured by the Advocate Gen- 
eral, he seems not to have known whether such a process wouM be respected. 
Is It right and proper that the Kings Court should have one eye directed 
to its Chai ter, to discover what it ought to do, and the other eye to ihe Or- 
gan of trie Local Government, to ascertain wiiut it will be })ermitted to do and 
supported in iioiu'^ ? Js not the Court entitled to assume as a matter of course 
that It will be aided and upheld in the execuiioii of itsproces'^es in all nfatters 
to which, after hearing argument, and after due deliberation, it considers its ju- 
risdiction lo extend ? Yet, if we may judge fiom these proceedings, the con- 
trary is the tmforluuate position (a stronger teim would more befit the occasi- 
on) in whirli’recent events and decisions appear to have placed the Court. Rut* 
it is not thus that the pubiic will be satisfied that justice is faithfully admi- 
nistered between man and t' an ; and it remains yet for the Indian Govern- 
ments to discover that in sliakmg the confidence of the^people in the impartial 
administration ,of justice, they are adopting the most effectual measures to- 
lessen the stability o^iheir own power. — India Gazette.

Jfir. Diekans OMnad the pleadinprs. from which it appeared to be an action brought' 
the Bank of. Bengal, agaiaec the United Company of Merchauta of England^ 
trading to the Eaat Indiea, to recover the amoiiut of intereaf due upon three Com<» 
paoy’a aecurities, laid aa promiasory uotea^ which had been demanded at the Trea^ 
•urv and refused. 

'fhe Defendauta pleaded the general iaauei 

Mr. Prtiurp stated, that tbis^ case now came on for trial for the second time oncer^ 
tain admiasiona of tlie Advocate General as «> demand of interest and refusal to pay 
it by the defendants. He could not but regret that his learned friend Mr. Coinutoa 
who bad led him on the former occasion and so fully and so ably stated both the facte 
and the law, was by absence prevented from finishing a work’he bad so ably begun, 
and that it had devolved upon him, a man of so much less esperience, to state the 
present case to their Lordships. In the former ease it had been tried before one of 
their Lordships only, and if in the present instance he should state it at some lengthy, 
he hoped he might be excused for such reason, for going more fiiUy into partioulart 
than he should otherwise have been warranted in doing* 

On the first occasion the plsintifis had gone upon five notea, hut on the present 
they only sued for the interest of three ; Mr* Compton in the course of the former 
trial having abandoned the other two, finding it impossible to prove that which wsa 
required, but in the present pleadings they had been struck out, and the plaiotiffa 
only wentfor three promiasory notes, the fiVst dated 2()th August for lls* 940(1 
payable to Rajkissore Duttor order ; the second, dated oOih January 1826, for 280(1*

ilfr. Pjinsep said, that his client claimed on three promissory notes and he called^ 
them so, because his friend (the Advocate 'General) he was sure, did not then 
come forward to eay they were not what they appeared tobe ; to ileny on the part of 
the Company who emjiloyed him, that which the doc^enls themselves purported 
to be on the very face of them, aud what thedefeudants themselvee had called them ; 
as promissory notes they had been declared upon, and in no other-way could they; 
but however, he should be unwilling to discuss the question of law in the first stage 
of the proceedings; bis friend INlr. Compton bad very ably stated it, but he would 
prefer allowing it to remain till either after a Non•>8ui^, which he did not anticipate, 
or a verdict, it might be moie solemnly argued, when bo would baable to avail mm- 
self of the valuable assistance of the two Gentlemen who had been appointed with 
him to conduct the case. 

Mr. Pfinwp said, the defendants were a corporstioit, snd upon- these instrumento 
as the promissory notes of a corporation they were sued. I'here could be no doubt, 
that corpbrations could make notes under the statutes of Anne, and he believed 
it would not be denied, that these notes were negociable in this country; but if 
ftirtber proof were necessary, he would shew the J^efendants authority to do sO' 
under acts of Parliamdlit, specially referring to the East India Company. 

Bhief Justice. Some corporations cau no doubt make notes, as the Bank of Eng- 
land ; but do you carry it so far that because the word corporariom is uaed in thiv 
acts, that all have that power 1 

Mr. Prinsep considered thatall corporations for trsde had the power if not limited 
by atatntes ; but he would |^ar as he bad said, let the question of law be fettled 
•fterwarde, for it was necessary, for him to establish thefaoti before the queetio&o^ 
Uw ftu argued whieh might artee from thoie feeu.- 
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The instruments he said were the inatruments of the Company and he wouTl' 
shew hie clients the holders ; that they have been properly endorsed ; that the de- 
mand ot interest had been made and refused, and the 'liability of the DefencU 
auts to pay that sum. He would contend that they were notes drawn by the (Govern- 
ment of this country, but his friends would perhaps urge that they were not altogether 
notes in every sense of the word, and then the case would Jt>e brought within nar- 
row bounds. These notes he said bad been deposited in the usual way in the Bank, 
by a partner ofthe House, and on account of Hajkisf',oreHiitr and Co. and be would no 
doubtshew ch-'V had been made hy a competent autho iry and bad been acknow- 
ledged as guod. Tuere could be no doubt the Governmenr had the power to make 
such notes, and if he could shew that they bad bepti signed by the Secretary to Go- 
Ternmeut, he would fix the liability upon the ('ompanv, bur of this there might 
be some difficulty in the case of a public officer, though where a private indivi- 
dual alone was concerned there would be none; for their Lordships could not hut 
remember that on former occasions the officers of Government could not speak nitb 
certainty to their signatures, but this ^ was of little consequence as it would appear 
that the Bank took the timely prechution of sending them to the '1 reasury for 
the purpose of ascertauii rig whether tfie signatures were genuine before they took 
them as deposits tor money, and they were there \ ended as genuine and ibis amount- 
ed in effect to a new acceptance. But as all corporations act by Agents, there must 
be some Officer to whom this power is delegated nial on all occasions the idaio- 
tiffa applied to the Office of the Accountant General tor the information they re- 
quired, and would his friend contend that there was no proper Officer f it would 
indeed be curious if he said, where there are such am*'izing sums of these kinds of 
aecurities in circiilati n, that there was no person to whom a man could apply to know 
whether that was a valid security upon which he advanced his money. *i'o the pro- 

£ er Officer said Mr. Brinsep we went and that (Officer examined the paper and affixed 
is signature as authentica’ing the validity of the security, and upon that certificate 
the plaintiffs advanced their money and now come to demand the interest, the period 
for the payment of the principal not having yet arrived. 

Mr. Prinsei) said, he did not think it would he necessary for him to state further 
the facts of the case, they would depend principally upon the evidence of Mr. 
Oxborough, and he would show tfiat on his authority and his certihcate the papers 
were acciedited. He cared not what private orders might Lave been given to tbis- 
individual within the walle of any department, for the case must be decided bv the 
appearances the defendants held out, and the plaiuntfs only demanded of them to 
perform that whi/li their act held out, and if they had any intention of limiting the 
authority of that Officer thej^ should have done so publicly and much mischief would 
bave thereby been avoided ; but if ihey themselves w'ould only take paper upon 
bis authority they held out that be was the only Officer bv whom paper could be ac- 
credited and by doing so they made themselves res|)on8ible. We shall show, said 
bir. Prinsep, that Mr. Oxborough was an officer who understood that he bad autho- 
rity to verify Companv’s paper ; that the public believed him to have had that autho- 
rity, and tliat upon tfint authority he examined the securities the subject of the 
present action and affixed to them his initials as certiiVing their validity. The Go- 
vernment was intimately connected with the Bank of Bengal ; some of their prin- 
cipal officers connecteil with the Treasury were always amongst the Directors, 
and therefore the defendants must have kiionn that it was the invariable rule lu the 
Bank to send the papers in this way to the Treasuty for Mr. Oxborough to au- 
thenticate them ; then if they thus tacitly nermitted ic' to go abroad, that this in- 
dividual Lad authority to verify them, be thought they must suffer by their own 
«ct. • s- 

After some further observations on the question of law, Mr. Prinaep proceeded 
to call his evidence. 

Ml'. O'Dowin, Clerk of the Papers, sworn. Produces an extract from the Char- 
ter of the Bank of Bengal— admitted to be correct. This witness also produced 
three of the aame Promissory Motes which were the^^bMect of evidence on the las^ 
trial. ^

Gooroopersaud Gostt, sworn. I am emidoyed hy the Bank of Bengal as bead Native 
Accduiitaiit. I know the liand wMtiiig or Rajkissore Putt ; his hand writing it 
on the naper now produced to me. 

The CftieJ Jusiica tliought the evidence of Dwurkauuih Tagore, relative to the 
signatures ou the respectne papers, was sulkcienC. 

Mr. II Utiam Oihoiouj^h was then sworn, aftd examined by Mr. Prinsep.l am head 
unconvenanied As istaut in the Accountant Generul’a oifice, employed as book* 
keeper and auperiiiteiuieiiT ; i have been euiploved there for fifteen years; the 
last S'^ven years iii the snuaiion 1 now hold, i'lie onice has aometliing to do with 
Company's paper ; nl) Ihunp iiy’s paper is issued from it ; they are paid in the 
General rreasury. Ihe Record of Company’s paj er is kept in the Record olhce, 
under the Accouiitaiir Ceiieral ; the amount of the Paper altogether isbecweea 
thirty and thirty- three crore and is in different tonus of instiuments. (A pajier 
handed to witness, H.) 'J his is the form O' one loan, 183;> uiid 1836 ; the amount 
of this loan la about ten ernre. I'nis oa|)er appears to have been twice in my 
hands ; it came to rii*^ fiisi from the Bank of Bengal for examination. Fiom this 
Bank, papers were SHiit to me from the vrth October 18*J8, to the end of September 
1839; I was 111 the liubit of receiving 300 or 8U() every Ju<»ntJi ; sointMiuies more. 
They were brought to me to bn exumtned^My duties were to regis^ter all certilicatev 
on which Promissory notes were issued, and bills drawn on the Court of Pireclors « 
of the Fast Iiiuu Company. I check and compared these certificates to see that they 
agree with the registers received from the ditl'^reiit ofhres throughout India ;1 used 
tomark agaiust the register the number ot tb • Promissory note, to }>reveiit a dupli- 
cate uumber ; 1 put 0 |iruuini>er agaiust the register received. We receive certificates 
from every officer authorised to receive subscriptions ; these certificates are brought 
to me, and 1 make a ^eii^ral registry of them. After the notes issued to, and 
come back from the Secrntary, 1 deliver them to the parties entitled to them. In the 
first instance 1 send the note'to the next office tomiiie fit is taken to the different 
offices for registry and signature by a native, aud afterwards returned to me. Notea 
that are entitieu to receive interest, or hills upon the Court of Directors are also 
brought to me. When notes are consolidated they are brought to me to be registered 
again auii when uew notes are issued they go tbiough the same forms us the previ- 
ous oues, except that the cancelled note goes in place of the certificate (Paper 
produced). This note marked B. came to me for examination ; 1 was authorised by 
tbe Accountant General to examine all notes seut by any body, aud to put my ini« 
tials on them. 

Advocate General, My Lords, I object to this evidence, because it should ba 
first proved, that the Accountant General bad power to give such authority. 

The objection vi as oveiruled. 

ExamiHation continued. I'his authority was given me in tbe latter end of the 
year 1834, bv Air. Wuidd, the then Accouiiiant General. He is now in England. X 
was so authorized by him geueraliy, hy verbal coiiiinuuicaiiou, and alsb by cbits. 
The firbt verbal communication to tbe best of my recollection, w*aa to elatnine tfan 
notes that were sent in, and to compare them with our register, o see if they wem 
correct and good notes ; this L think was in 1834. The exaiiiinations were not then 
frequent; they were verv flequent last year, after the forgeries were detected. 
There were two forgeriesedetected, the first in October l838, the last in 1839. 1 
first examined thepapoia from tbe Bank about the 9th October 1838, and coutinu- 
f d t9 do 10 until tbo 39tb SeptomboTi 1839^1 oohtinuad to oziuiuttf fiftor ttiat| 
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mder thf^pnirloui tntboritj of Mr. Wood ; tbora wuino 8ob«o<faMil ttrlotioki 
in that antboritjr. antil tbo last forgery wee discovorad io Jul^, 1829. I was 
'absent on lea?e for some lime, and my brother was permitted to examine in my 
place ^ there wat no other officer in my department autborjaed to do so. After tbe 
Secretary bad signed tbe notes be bed nothing further to do with them. 1 bare 
‘ bad ocoaiion to examine notes in other public departments, partionlarly that of 
Salt and Opium. 1 hare done so several times, and at one time 1 examined a 
great many. This occurred in May 1828, 'by a l|itter from Mr. Wood, I say so be^ 
'oause 1 bare found a letter sent to me by tbe Accountant Oeneral on that occasion* 
T hare received a subpoena to produce that letter in court, of which 1 informed 
tbe Accountant General, who desired me to give it up to Mr. Molloy. 

J3y the Chirf Justice, 1 only found the note two days ago, and gave it to the 
'Accountant General^ and'^told him I was desired 'to bring it into Court? he desired 
me to give it up to the Company’s Attorney. 

jifr. Prinsep required the letter to be produced. 

The Advocate General refused it, aiftl objected to any thing from tbe Accountant 
General being read, until his autbori^ to bind tbe defendants bad been shewn. 

Witness continued* Tbe letter was written on tbe back of one from Mr. Parker, 
*of the Salt and Opium department, to Mr. Wood, the then Accountant General; 
Mr. Wood wrote on this letter to me as nearly as 1 can recollect, to tbe following 
effect : — ** The examinetion of these notea is essenAal to protect the Company 
from any loss, do tbe needful without fee." There were 60 or 70 notes, the whole 
*4>f them '^deposits in the Salt and Opinm department sent to me with the letter 
from the Aucountant General. 1 examined and certified these papers, Idid not 
to my knowledge before that time, examine papers in that department, but I barn 
frequently done so since. 1 examined tbe papers and put my initials on them in tbe 
Wame manner as other Company’s paper. 1 used to reoeire a fee of a rupee for exa* 
mining each note, (not innhe Salt andGpium department). 1 received this fee by 
order of Mr. Wood. Tbe Bank of Bengal allowed me 100 Kupeesper month 
for examining their paper from October 1828 to September 1829. This allowance 
was paid by direction of Mr. Wood, who was President of the Bank of Bengal in 

1828. Mr. Secretary McKeosie has since been President of tbe Bank. I never 
•took a fee for an examination when it was for a public department. 1 returned 
the p^ers to Mr. Parker ; that Gentleman mentioned in hia letter to the Accoun- 
tant General that his motive for having the paper examined was to ascertain tha 
uorreotness of the deposits. 1 look again at this paper, letter B. I put my initials 
on it on the 28th March and secondly on tbe 28th July 1829, 1 look at Paper D, 
T first saw this on the 4th November, 1828 it came to me three times from the 
Bank of Bengal, 1 examined^ it a second time on the 2d January 1829, and a third 
time on tbe 28th April 1829. I look at paper F, 1 signed it on the 24Ch April 

1829. It then came from the Bank of Bengal and was returned. It was in the 
year 1824, 1 first received a verbal authority to examine those papers. 1 cannot 
exactly recollect the tenor of that authority, I always conducted the examination in 
the same way, compared tbe bo(fy of the note with the register ; examined the sig- 
natures and placed my initials. Mr. Holt McKenzie was Secretary in tbe year 1824 ; 
then Mr. Prinsep ; then Mr. Molooy and then Mr. McNaghten. I know the aig- 
natnrs of all these gentlemen. 1 cannot say at what dates Mr. McKenzie was 
ffiment. Upon tbe general examination of the whole, I placed my initials on tbs 
paper, I then thought they were genuine. 

By the Advocate General* 1 am not of that opinion now, I believe they are for- 
geries. 1 registefed all notes ; the register and certificate as the next atep to be taken, 
ere to be smt intoWother room for the note to ^e drawn oul^ ; some natives of the 
departmein'bri appointed for that duty. Tbe note is drawn out oorreaponding te 
the register end certificate. Tbe next atep is that when tbe body of the note is 
written, ^is brought back to me, together with the certificate and register, and 
1 then on it the number of tbe register. It is then taken to tbe Examiner 
(my brMer), who sees that the register end note af^'ee. After this, the oertifi- 
eate, rejffij^, and promissory note are taken to the Acobuntant General, or his de- 
puty ; $l^e gentlemen are covenanted servanto, myself and brotte are not,— the- 
gormiitadMTMttbtftiigoi tbe gete, wbiebiitiiKNiLffiAt to be signed te aaotbes 
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eovMMtod serriAt, (tbi head erieiataiit). It is then ieiit to tbs to po^ 

'Ternment, who aighs it ; lastly it is retutaed to ffie» and I delirer ii td tbs ownsrl 
Mr. objected to this examination as inadmissible. * ' 

Mr. 'Pearton stared, that his object was to show, dtatit was unlikel/ that so muieb 
pains shonTd be taken to make an anthenticated note, and that tbs autUenticatidd 
'afterwards should be Ibft to one uneoretianted assistant. 

The Chuf /utrice told Mr. Dickens, that if any objestion was msdS| it shodld 
xome from his leader. S 

Mr, DicRensaM down, and the examination war resumed. 

Witne$g, I thifibit to he impossible, that a duplicate of any of the notea ebould pass 
through. 1 look at lhe paper B 1 ; this is a good note, it has been caueelled. B 2 ie a 
forgery. It was neyer examined by me, 1 look at papers marked D ; D I, 2, 3.-— 
D 1, is good ; D is a forgery ; the others D 2 and 3 are forgeries, ^tba two last 
are very eiinilar to the firat. F liaa forged note. At the time Mr. Wood gave 
the orders about the Opium papers, he was president of the Bengal Bank, I don’t 
know when hy commenced being so ; it was at the time his pradeoessor wsnt up 
the country with the Governor General, s^eople coming with notes, stood its 
Tailing in my' oflloe, about twelve feet distant. The paper marked No. 1, was 
kuDg up in the office, but tliat was not the authority under which I acted. It was 
first hung up, three or four years ago. My writing is on the back of it. I think 
1 gave the same evidence 6tt the last trial. 1 have not now the same confidence 
in the eignacures that 1 had then. I did not examine papers for Fergusaon's 
House } 1 did occasionally for Palmer’s but 1 did not examine for Mackintoah’s, I 
took at two papera 2 and' 3 ; No. 2 is signed by Mr..Wood ; No. 3 bears the in- 
itisls of Mr. Holt Mackenxts. 

' Re-examined hy Mr, Prinsep, The signatures pf D 2— D 3 and F. 1 are to well 
executed, that at first I should take them to be genuine ; but, guided now in my 
opinion, by seeing other instruments produced, I pronounce them to be forgi ries j 
when I placedLmy initiels on them I bad no doubt whatever of their being genuine* 
The paper alluded to by the Advocate General, marked 1, was hung up near me 
on an elmir^ in the office, but not in a conspicuous place ; there were no other 
^pers on it. {This paper purported to he an authority from Covernmentf authoruing 
Mr. Oiborough to examine the registei $ as to Company* s pupers, and permitting htm to re* 
eeioe one rupee for eaeh examination,) My office was not a place of public resort. 
Where 1 sst was ndt% public part of the office \ none but people of respectability 
were admitted. 'J’he paper which hung up in the office could not be read by any 
one outside the railing. I had the paper copied and hung up ^r my own infor- 
mation. 

Eiamintd by the Chief Justice, The loan of 1825 and 1826, is apart of what is 
called the register debt ; it is classed under that head in our accounts. The whole 
'Of tbs IVeasury notes, and Company’s loan form a part of that register debt. For 
the Company s investments in the China Trade, the Super-cargoes at Canton draw 
hills on the Government, and the Court of Directors, for such amount as they 
may require to buy their investments, or elae they take bullion according to the 
rates of exchange. The promissory notes have always been signed for the last 
56 or 37 years'by the Secretary, for the time being in, the Territorial department. 
The duties paid by the Company on their goods imported into Calcutta, arc 
medited to the Territorial, and debited to the Commercial Kerenue, and then trans- 
fer is made, but no cash payment ; it is credited to the revenue under the bead of 
duties on Company’s. investments. The balance between Commercial sod Terris 
torial Revenue has never yet been struck. We have the whole management of the 
cash payments to ComiRercial Agents, &c, for silk investments ; on tlfeir gettijijr 
money the Commercial account would be debited with it. ^ 

Sir Edward Ryan. The cash advanced to Commercial Agents would be ont of 
these loans. When Commercial advances are made they are raised by loan. 

Beerehunder Addie eworn. Examined by Mr. Cleland. I am deputy Treaeorec 
of the Bank of Bengal ; 1 ha^ .been eo three years. I have known of loans fre- 
quently advanced on Comj^ny’s papeis. Upon a man coming to borrow money 
he mentions the sum be wantr, which with his name is taken tq the Secretsnr * 
they ace then eamred to « book, tad « momorandim it made, tho papera arm aeat 
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to Mr. Oiborongli to be examined. On aeeinj^ the indorsements are right. I pet 
mr name on them ; I look at three papers B, D and F, all of them have my name, 
they were sent to be examined previous to the loan being granted. From October 
18t8 to September 1839 no loans were granted by the Bank unless the papers were 
examined. 

Crost-eiamined by Mr, Cochrane, I know these papers were sent to be examined 
because my name is on them ; by looking at a book of registry, I should know 
w bat papers are in deposit. 1 look at tw'O papery, Dl has Mooduninohun’s namp 
on it, on F 1 it appears also. I am deputy Treasurer to the Bank ; 1 have some** 
thing to do with the Company’s paper. They are brought to me first, and 1 ex* 
amine them; they are sometimes brought to Moodunmohun, who does the same* 
A new riofp was not received for this. 

Mr. OxboroHgh re-examined. Looks at D and F. No new papers were granted for 
these ; rerfaiiily not. 

Mr, //. M, Parker. I am Secretary to the Board of Revenue Salt and Opium ; I 
have received a subpoena duces tecum do not produce the letter of Mr. Wood to 
which it referred ; it has been destroj^d : I cannot say when, but certainly more 
than a year since. 1 have no idea to wfiat that particular letter referred. Judging 
from a letter of mine which I have seen this day, 1 imagine I did direct about a 
lakh of p^ipf^r to be taken for examination, I do not know if it was taken ; 1 do 
not recollect the exact terms I used in my letter tOfMr. Wood ; 1 sent the paper 
to he examined chiefly on a recommendation from the Accountant General ; I 
judge so from the letter I have seen this day. 

Mr. Prinsep said this was the case for the Plaint iifs. 

The Advocate General requested to be atloa-ed to defer the opening of his case till 
to-morrow, (Friday 33d July) when he would promise not to occupy the Court many 
minutes. 

The Court adjourned at 3 r. m. 


SECOND DAY, JULY 23— CASE FOR THE DrFENDANTS. 

The Advocate Generalf Mr. Pearson, said that in the remarks he should have to* 
make, he would endeavour to be as brief as was in his powei consistent with the 
duty which he had to perform to his clients; but be coulfi not help indulging 
himself in a few remarks of self congratulation, when he considered the different 
situation he iiov^tood in, from that which he occupied when he first brought into 
Court the vaiioA cases connected with these forgeries, lie had then to contend 
against the feeling that tli^iy were not forgeries, but insiruments fraudulently 
obtained by the subordinate officers in the Accountant GeDeral's office, through the 
negligence of theii superiors and bearing the real signature of the proper officers f 
then he bad to contend with the prejudices which weighed upon the public mind, 
and never should he forget the difficulties ho and the learned gentleman who was 
with him on that occasion and whose assistance he now had, encountered in bring- 
ing to justice a man oharged.with those forgeries, whose guilt, at least since liis 
conviction, he had a right to say, was as clear as the sun at noon day. Since then 
moat of these prejudices have been done away with and his learned friend now wish- 
ed to limit the question at issue within narrow bounds ; whether the recognition of 
Mr. Oxboroiigh was or was not sufficient to render the defendants liable ; his, Mr. 
Oxborougb’s, evidence was to settle that question His learned friend bad almost* 
admitted the papers to be forgeries ; Mr. Oxborough had gone a little further, but 
he should put evidence into the box which would prov|) the matter beyond a 
doubt and he would agree, that whatever was ttie decision of this Court, the' ques- 
tion would be referred home to that quarter where the particulars should be best 
known. The lase divided itself into two heads; the first, did it, as it was made 
out in evidence, come within the class of cases cited by his learned friend ? second- 
iy, whether tbdy were not in tbeir nature so different that in no way could they 
he applied to it i The whole seemed to rest upon *tbe«dvidence of Mr. Oxborough 
, and th^t was of itself divided into two classes ; the different processes the papers 
‘had to go thcoogh ia tho pviblio offiasa baCojathay aeqaUsd yalidity > aecoudly. tho^ 
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fiitliorltj wbicB be, Mr. OxboroDgh, faneUd he had receirad from another officer of 
Gorernmeot to verifj and authenticate these papers. 

The Jdvflcate General said, that as he understood the cases' from which his friend 
had drawn the principle : that an acknowledgment of the validity of a Bill of Kx* 
change was equal in ita consequence to afresh acceptance, some authority was sbowil 
from the original to thcaagent aato the recognition. 

The Chief Justice, I know of no case but where the person himsblf acknowledged. 

The Adiocale General Mid that his friend be thought had been irregular and' his 
pleadings he would confess were rather whimsica', tor he had made the Governor 
General in Council forsooth the aa:ent for the United Company, iVIr.Wtrud the agent 
of the Governor in Council and Mr. Oxborough, the book-keeper, the agent of Mr. 
Wood, and thus he carried down the chain which o as to connect by agency the 
Government with Mr. Oxborough ; thus where all was agency liow was the autho- 
rity proved ? but in a case like this he Mr. Pearson would say, that Mr. Oxborougirs 
authority w us as good as that of Air. Wood, fof neither in fact had nuthorin fioia 
the Guveruineut. But what said Mr. Pevaou is Mr. Oxburough's fancied au- 
thority ? he says as far back as 1U^4, Air. W'o^d authorised him on various occasioiin 
by chits and verbal communication, to examine the Registers, but a-hen cioss-ex- 
amined ho said he could not pretend to recollect w'hat passed or remember the 
terms of such comuiunicHtii.'ns, and he Air. Pearson should like to knoa* what 
kind of autl^oritt' that was. An authority to search the register was hung up in 
bis office, but that, Air. Oxborough bad said, was not the authority upon which 
he certified these securitie.s, and then came that notable piece of evidence ujion 
which so much Lad been said, but hoa' bis friends had come by a knowledge of it 
had not been stated. It appeared that Air. Oxborough had discovered a letter front 
Mr. Parker to Mr. Wood ou which he now relied, lie Air. Pearson had been asked 
if he would produce that document; he would have no objection to do so at a 
proper time and in a proper place, but as long ns behnd the honor of filling the si- 
tuation be now held, he would never give up a communication from one officer of 
government to another, till he had communicated with them upon it ; and he wat 
sure that a gentleman he would put into the box w ould have no objection to pro- 
duce the document in question if his friends really and truly desired it ; but wbers 
was Air. Wood’s authority 1 what was the application of tlie Salt and Opium 
affair to this ? in the words used in that letter there was no authority, and it ap- 
peared only arecnniniendation from one individual to another. Air. Oxborough said 
he had no other authority and here he, Mr. Pearson, might rest the case, for the re- 
mainder onlv rested on letters destroyed and communications, i^he substance of 
which it was not pretended could be remembered, and ^his was to bo taken as unli- 
mited authority and constructed into a general guarantee to all vi ho might hold 
forged paper to look to government for payment. Mr. Wood had no authority as 
President of the directors of the Bank of Bengal, and if he did direct that paper 
should be sent to ATr. Oxborough, he did not do so as Accountant General, for ho 
had no authority from government. 

He, Air. Advocate General, could not conceive why Mr. Oxborough should draw 
his authority from Air. Wood and deny that of the government; nothing but a 
desire on his part to ahow that he stood well with the world, and that he did not 
exceed his authority, could induce him to say he bad no other authority at the very 
time this board was hung up in his office on which appeared an extract of a letter 
from Air. Holt Mackenzie in reply to one from Mr. Wood, which he would read. 

Thisletter was, as nearly as we could collect, recommending that a fee of one 
rupee each be charged by Air. Oxborough for comparing Company’s sec unities with 
the Registry. 

The Advocate General said that at first no fee was charged, but the Accoantant 
General finding that the time of that person was inconveniently occupied, recom- 
mended that be be allowed to charge a fee of one rupee, and it was given to him 
by the letter he had read, ini%ply to one from Mr. Wood the pretended author of 
t&is pretended authority. * 

Reads Mr. Wood’s letter, recofflmending to Goremment the charge of s fee of 
onorupeo. • f 
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' Th« AdvocMU Oeneral said, tbst in replj to that letter came tbe one* from Mr. S’*. 
•Mackeoaie sanctioning the charge, an extract from which was copied for Mr. 
borough's use, and still he said he had no authoritj from Oorernment ; but to what 
extent did that authority go 1 merely to searching the Register. Did be pretend to* 
say he got thb rupee under any other authority than that, and dare he say he held 
no authority except from Mr. Wood 1 If he meant to say thaj he held no authority 
from Gorernment for going beyond that which was hung up in his office, to authen* 
ticate the paper, he, J\Jr. Pearson, would admit the truth of it, and then what became 
of his friend’s case ? why the utmost he could say was, that he held authority 
from Mr. Wood, who had no authority, but that did not bind the Government, 
for Mr. OzboTough's duty was only to ‘search the Register for the amount, number 
and date, and not to authenticate. 

The Chief Justice could not see for what purpose the Register was examined if 
not for authentication. 

The Adoocate General said that the Register was searched that persons might see, 
that papers had been issued which bed the same numbers, and for the same amount' 
as tbeir’s, and for no other purpose*' was clear beyond a doubt from what had* 
been said by Mr. Ozborough ; from tlTa contents of the letter and from that, which 
he always considered strongest, the probability of the case and the nature o£* 
man. For was.it, he would ask, likely, that any body of men would guarantee thou- 
sands of rupees for the paltry sum of one rupee and th^t by an uncovenanted servant 
that they would assure indiscriminately sums of a smaller or larger amount for so* 
small a feel The fee for guarantee it was generally considered should be in pro- 
portion to the value assured, and it was beyond the experience of every day of 
Our lives to say, that only a fee of one rupee should be charged in the one case 
and one in another. 

We have, said the Advocate General, the varions processes a note must goi 
thrdugh ; that it passes through the bands of three registers and four or five gen- 
tlemen, covenanted servants, and all this pains taken to be secure in providing; 
sgaiiiat fraud and why was this found neoessary ? It would require more credulity 
than their Lordships minds were possessed of, to think that they would afterwards- 
throw down all these securities, and that the government and the company would 
leave it to an uncovenanted servant, in no very high society, to give it the sama 
validity by his single word when they bad previously required so expensive an 
establishment to prevent fraud. 

Mr, Pearson ee\d ha should produce some of those who he might call constitu- 
ent parts of the ^veriiment, and they would atate whether they ever understoodr 
that Buch authority was ve|Ced in anv uncovonanted officer. He, Mr. Fearson, 
Ithew that the general impresaion of the public mind was not to be received ; i£ 
it were, he would remark upon what Mr. Ozborough had said, that previous to the 
discovery of the forgeries, he had examined very few papers, and that be had ven- 
ded none for any of the principal Houses of Ageucy. Did not this show that th» 
general impression was, that be had no such power, for if it was considered that bo 
had, would not all willingly pay one rupee to make the defendants liable on any 
paper which they might hold 1 

JIfr. Pearson said that bis learned friend had called defendants a trading corporation. 
A stranger who had entered the Court at that moment, might well suppose that ho 
was speaking about one of those gas'light or water-work company’s that abound ia> 
the neighbourhood of London, and not of a government which controlled, he believ- 
•d, one hundred millions of subjects. There should always be a distinction be- 
tween them as a Company of Merchants, and the Government of the country. The 
sovereignly of the country had been vested m the crown, the government wss thw 
king's government, and the government of India are but the Miniatera of the Crown 
and hewouldsttbaiit that the Governor Generalin Council, the Court of Directors 
and the Board of Control, were as much the Ministers of the Crown, as the Board of 
Admiralty or any other Board at home ; then take |{iis paper, said Mr. Pearson,., 
aa paper drawn as security for mooev advanced to the '.territorial Revenue, and see 
kow applieahla it ie to a Bill of Exobango draira fox tha coarcaiaaco af any prirata 
kodj of laaxehaataathoBia. 
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: Mr, Pearsdn here cited the 15th Geo. III. chap. 64 tod the 55 Oeo, HI. chap. 55 
Sec. 107 to sheer that the loans for which these securities were given, were ap« 
propriated by Acts of Parliament to specific purposes, and that they were not rais- 
ed on the faith of a trading company, but on the faith of the Britiah parliament* 

The Chief Justice said, that by Aot of Parliament the loan was applied as welt 
for the company’s debt at home as in this country, but it W'&c still for the interest 
of the territorial debtT 

Mr. Pearson next referred to that part of Mr. Oxborough’s evidence relating to 
the China trade, and said, tliat tlte Territorial Revenue had been for years largely 
indebted to the Trading, and that the sums of money alluded to were not loans but 
transfers from the one to the other, and if the Governor General in Council bau ad- 
vanced money for the purposes of trade, he, Mr. Pearson, would not heaitste to 
say, he had gone beyond bis powera aud acted contrapy to Acts of Parliament. 

Mr. Pearson said, that wiibout dwelling upon the topic he would only call their 
liOrdsbips’ attention to the powers necessary to give validity to these securities. 
Cites .*>5 of Geo. 111. to show that they mus| be signed by the Chief Secretary to 
Government aud said, that as this was fou^d impossible in the process of time, the 
power was given to other Secretaries. From |his it appeared that they could only ba 
made in a particular way ; they required tbe signature of the Secretary fortlietima 
being, and yet be was to be told, that where it required all this to make it valid a 
similar validity might be efiected by the mere initials of an unroveuauted servant, 
and that on a bit of old papeY known to be forged ; the supposition was too absurd ; 
he would therefore trouble their Lordships no further. 

Mr. Pearson^ after a few remarks, proceeded to call his evidence. 

Mr. lioU Mackenzie sworn, examined by the Advocate General. 1 am Secretarv to 
Government in the Territorial Department. 1 have been s6 for several years. (Two 
letters produced.) 'I'he signatures are those of Mr. Parker and Mr. Wood/ In tbs 
year 18^28 Mr. Wood was Accountant General. (Another paper product, No. 3.) 
Mr. Wood held that situation in the year 1854, also in the year 1856. 'I'he Ac- 
countant General is always a director of the Bank of Bengal ; tbs situation of Ac- 
countant General and President of the Bank are not connected. (Looks at paper 
No. 4.) That is my writing, it was written by me as Territorial Secretary. 1 am 
very imperfectly aware of what Mr. Oxborough’s duties were as examiner of Com- 
pany’s pa[>er. 1 am not aware when he was appointed to his situation, i am not 
aware what the practice was when paper was brought to the Accountant Goueral’a 
office, noram 1 aware whether or not Mr. Wood, the Accountant General, w'as autho- 
rised to guarantee the goodness of paper. 

The Chief Justice said it was evident Mr. Oxborough had perk^ssion to give an 
opinion upon the goodness of notes, for which be receiyed a fee. 

Mt. Holt Mackenzie's examination coniimud. 1 am not aware of any authority given 
to the Accountant General for the purpose before mentioned. 1 om aware' of tho 
duties of the Accountant General. His primary duty is to see that the accounts 
of tins presidency are regularly kept ; to submit to Government estimates antici- 
pating the public wants as far as information from all quartersroay enable him to do ^ 
and to suggest, for the consideration of Government, means by which any deficien- 
cy in the current revenue may besf^ be met. It is also his duty to see that all re- 
gisters of public debt are duly prepared, that all sums for which promissory 
notes are issued have been received in the Treasury upon which the loan certi- 
ficates purport to have beeu issued, and he is responsible to Government for tba 
due preparation of the promissory notes before they are sent to the Secretary of Go- 
vernment for signature, lie is the general adviser of Government in all mattera 
relating to the financii^l department, and is more particularly employed to report, 
for the consideration of Government, upon claims relating to the public debt Ho 
controls all subordinate offices of accounts. All bills drawn by other presidencies or 
from Chinn, are generally by officers who have no transactions with the Accountant 
General, but they are accepted by the Secretary to Government. Bills draim 
upon the General Treasurydiy officers who have transactions with the Account 
ant General are acceptedmn iSis office. 1 believe that ihe revenue bills are accenr. 
ed by the Revenue Accountaot. I cannot more accurately state what are the du- 
ties counected with the Accountant Geueral’a office.

1 vras first ft#ars of Mr. Oxboroujifh’a examining tbe papor, after the forgeries 
were discovered ; other members of Government were not aware of it to my know* 
ledge ; this was previous to August last. (A paper produced marked B.) Were 1 
to look at the aignatiire alone. I would say it was iDirie ; looking hoiVever at the 
whole pnoer. 1 believe it to be bad ; I think it is a forgery. 1 believe the paper 
marked F also to be a forgery, and also 1). ^ 

Cioss-examined hi Mr* Prinsep* 1 have, as Secretary to the Territorial department^ 
nothing to do with the Company's paper after Oiavesijined it, except to send it 
back. The hole duty and management of the Company’s paper rests in the Ac* 
couiKuni (ieneral's office ; this has always been the case within my knowledge. I 
have no r oiiti mil over the office of the Accountant General except merely as tbe 
ornrun of Govniument. 1 have been in office since tbe year 1817. 1 do not recol- 
lect how lon^: 1 have known ^r. Oxborougli as an olficer in the Accountant Geuerara 
office. Tbe control oftlie office lies entirely with tbe Accountant General ; he is res- 
ponsible for it. (Letter produced no. 4.) My initiuls are on this letter; lam 
not aware what was done with it. Mf. Oxborougli is an iincovenanted assistant ; 
the covenanted assi-stant is a young Ci^il Servant. 1 am not aware of any one more 
fit to examine papers ihan Mr. Oxbor^ugb. If T was compelled ro choose a per- 
son to examine Company's papers, I would certainly prefer Mr. Oxborough. I 
have been acquainted with Company's paper since J have been Secretary. The 
body of the Comuany's paper has always been essenttaliy the same. Mr. Morley 
is tile present Accountant General. 

Bp the Chief Justice. 1 cannot exactly say to whom tbe paper would be pre- 
■eiited for the purpose of receiving interest. I am not aware of the original cause 
of this form of security. The territorial debt did not exist before the acquisition 
of territory. Tbe Government has not authority to give notes in their commercial 
capacity : to my knowledge. Tbe Territorial Department has nothing to do with 
the Commercial, except to provide funds ; tbe amount to be so appropriated it 
generally directed from home, with reference to act of Parliament. I consider 
tucli advances made from the Territorial Department to be limited to amount dne 
to commercial account at home. I have never known of commercial advances ox- 
ctediug the amount due to commercial account at home. 

Mr. Thuhy Prinsep, sworn. I am Secretary to Government in the General De- 
partment ; 1 was at one lime acting in the capacity of 'I'erntorial Secretary ; this 
was in March 1828. (A paper marked D shewn to the w'ltness.) 'I'his paper has 
a signature on it which much resembles mine ; looking at the signature oiilv I 
ebould say it mine, but tbe paper is a forgery. 1 believe B 2 is a good 
paper. r 

Mr. Prinsep, the Counsel for Plaintiffj objected to this description of evidence, 
lie said tlio question was not, whether the iiote.s were geuuine or not, but wiiethcr 
they were passed through the Accountant Generars office by an accredited officer, 
and received his ai^iialiire ns being correct. 

JIfr. Cleland spoke to the same point, and quoted several cases to shew, that 
although a bih of exchange might be a forgery, vet, if it were accepted, tbe ac- 
ceptor became responsible for the amount. 

Mr. Dickens said, the fact to be decided was whether or not, if Mr.Oxborougli, an 
authorised officei of Government, indorsed those notes as good ones, his em- 
ployers were not responsible ; cash had been paid for the notes, aud for the in- 
terest due on them the present action was brought. 

The Chiejf Juniee did not call upon tbe other side to argiue the point ; be could 
not apply the oases oited to the present, they referred to bills of ezebange and 
actions against acceptors, which differ materially from the esses of promissory 
notes where there is evidence of consideration aud promise, and where, if a forged 
dunlieute bo presented, the maker of the promissory note, in no case be could find, 
was liable to auffer -by the mistake of mi agent ; but os this be would hardly rely, 
for oorporatiooB must act by agents. On the other Band, there may be that in tho 
characHor.of a corporation, which may make tbe asine rules not applicable to them 
wliiob gorm cases sgainst privxts iiidivMUMUs. Corporations night bs governed 
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Sjitatotes, &c. and then a g^atquesUon aroie whatber thar had a right to par 
or be bound by the acta of tbeir ageiita. Ereii if the matter irere doubtful, be ahoulil 
admit the endence, taking a note of the objection made ; but there was another 
clear ground on Kliicb it was admissible. These notes were notes for a loan, payable 
out of the Territorial revenue, and then a question arose whether the Kaat tndig 
Company had a riglst to appropriate that Territorial revenue to the payment of 
forged papers, three times over, when that revenue was appn priated to specifia 
purposes by Acta of Parliament ^ Had the company been sued iu their comiuer* 
cial capacity, the case might have been materiilly diflerent. 

Mr. Justice Ryan said, that in his view of the question this evidence was of 
no importance. The plaintiffs had shaped their case to shew that acknowledgment 
was conclusive ; but he would admit the evidence, because if his view of tho 
law was wrong, and, as he hsd been told that whatever the result might be, it would 
be referred to the King in Council, be was of opinion that ail evidence ought to 
be admitted for the appeal. , 

Mr. Prinsep requested their Lordships to take a note of his objection. 

Mr, Morlfif sworn, eiamined. 1 am Accouttant Gener.'il, I was appointed in Fe- 
bruary 18^9, on .Mr. '\V^)od's going home. 1 have been in the oilice for 16 
years. Papers have been es.amined incur oifico in order to ascertain their ge- 
nuineness. Mr. Oxhnrou«.'h« was appointed to examine papers ; this authority 
was given him by Mr. Wood, the late Accountant General ; his orders were to 
search the register for purpose of examining the notes along with the regis- 
ter, so that any forgerv might be detected by the want of correspondence between 
tho note and tlie register. 1 think it important to remark, that at the time this 
direction was uiven there was no suspicion whatever of the forgeries of Public 
Paper by llajki'Sore Dutt. People may consult the register for other purposes 
as well as to detect forgeries^for instance, to prove proprietorship, or to know 
when the notes were delivered. 

I was Deputy Accountant General at the time of Prawnkissen Holder's forgery ; 
that forgerv was detected by consulting the register. The notes are prepared la " 
all particulars for authehtication in my office. 1 have seen this paper marked no. 1 
before; 1 have also seen this paper on the board, which was hungup in Mr. Ox- 
bnrough's office. Mr. Oxbnrougb must have been acquainted with this order of 
Government. 

Crofs-etamined hy Mr. Clehf}tl. 1 rather think Mr. Oxborough has been in tbe 
office 14 or 1.5 years. If 1 wanted to examine a paper I would have sent it to Mr. 
Oxborough. 1 have sent paper to him for examination ; itwasbeVho first disco- 
vered, along with Mr. Dorm, a tvpographicHl error in okie of the notes, which led 
to a detection of the forgerv. This was the reason he was afterwards referred to 
BO frequently for exaiaiiintian. 1 recollect Mr. Hogg sending papers to tbe office ; 

1 referred them to .Mr. Oxborough. 

Tbe Printer of tiie Government Gazette Press was also called in. I understood 
an order was in existence in the office, appointing Mr. Oxborough to examine the 
papers. 

Re-examined, Before July the object of sending paper to Mr. Oxborourgb waa 
for the purpose of detecting forgeries. 

Mr, Huttman, 1 am printer of the Government Gazette Press and have been so 
since January 18:2o. I printed the forma of the Government Promissory Notes siaco 
1835 until 18:^6, with tbe exception of one month, when 1 resigned. Such form* 
were not printed at any lather press. I should knowthe printing of these pipers, I 
look at B. This was not printed st our office ; the type is much older and more 
worn than any we h-ave used, and I see two fonts and other discrepanciea and apeak 
fromtheae facts. B 2 was not ; 1 spake most positively. B 1, waa ; I speak from 
tbe evenness and regularity of the printing. 1 look at B ; this waa not printed at 
the Government office. D 1 was. V 3 and D 3 were not. F 1 waa printed there ^ 

J was not. o 

Dr. Holliday. Looks at D 3. I see my name upon this paper, and from that I 
ibouid suppose it b« beaitin my posMssion ; 1 got U from my Siresr. 1 
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Kajkissord Dutt, and am acquainted withhia signature, whicli appears on the back 
of this three times. It must ha^e been two jeara since this paper was in my pos- 
session. I advanced money upon it to Uajkissore Dutt. 

Crou-eiamined* 1 do not know that 1 have lost by these forgeries, but I have 
one lack and eleven thousand rupees in danger. On a report relative to forged pa- 
pers 1 took mine to the Treasury for examination. I saw Mr.* Oxborough’s brother. 
1 got my papers back with Mr. Oxborough’siiiitinls upon them, and with a verbal 
message through my Sircar. I paid 13 rupees fof the examination of l3 papers. 

Mr, G, P. Bagrain, 1 look at D 1. 1 see my name on this paper three times. 
1 cannot say when I got it first, nor how long 1 had it in my possession. 1 look 
at D 3 3 my name on this is not in my hand-writing. 

Crosi-examined, 1 have had occasion to send papers to the Treasury to have 
them examined. I sent them invariably to Mr. Oxborougb, because 1 knew he 
was in the habit of examining them. ^ 

Mr. J. Darin, 1 am in tho Company.’B Service. 1 am Treasurer of the Bank of 
Bengal. 1 have been in the A.ccountaiU General’s Ollice lor B years. 1 ^ani well 
acquaiutod with the details of that Ofiice. 1 was first Head Covenanted A.<sistaiit, 
and afterwards Deputy Civil Auditor. 1 was in tlie habit of Uegisteriiig Compa- 
ny’s Paper. 1 uni acquainted with the checks that were used in tliat Ofiice ; I 
believe they have been since modified. 1 think it would be impossible for three 
papersoftbe same date, number, and amount, to pass through the Ofiirc up to the 
Secretary to jGuvernment. 1 look at the paper B 3 it is genuine 3 the otliers are not. 
1 look at D, D 1 , D Si and Do. D 1 is genuine, the others are forged. F 1 , is gen- 
uine, F is forged. 

Crois^eiamined. It was the invariable custom in the Bank of Bengal, from Oct. 
18^8, to Sept. 18^29, not to take any paper upon deposit till sent to the 'Ireasurr 
for authentication— -to ascertain that it was genuine. It was sent to Mr. Oxborough 
under orders from Mr. Wood 3 L find it is so in the books. 1 was not in the Bank 
at the time. Mr. Oxborougb was paid 100 rupees per mouth under orders from Mr. 
Wood, who was Accountant General, and President of Hie Bank at the same time. 
Money was advanced for all these papers, and before the Bank took them they sent 
them for examination. If we had been told they were not genuine at the Treasury, 
we should nut have made the loan. If they had refused to say whether or not, I 
tlo not know that a loan would have been made 3 I should have hesitated to advance 
it if they had refused to certify them. I took these papers to tho Treasury on more 
occasions tlian^e. 1 was led to suppose them spurious. 1 was always told at the 
Treasury they were good.# 

Dwarkanath ^fitter,* sworn, I was admitted King’s evidence in the prosecution 
of Budenauth Roy. 

T/ie Chief Justice suggested, that the witness should be informed that he was no* 
bound to answer any questions that might criminate himself. 

The Advocate General told the witness that be was about to ask him a question 
which might criminate him, but that he need not answer it if he did not choose. 

The witness said that he had given evidence oil a former occasion, but that he 
bad no wish to do so on this. 

The Adoorate General asked him '* why not 1 ” 

The witness said, because Mr. Compton bad then stated that the man who cams 
forward to prove these to be forgeries, would be prosecuted by the Bank of Bengal. 

The Chitf Justice iaid, that bethought that reason was sufficient. 

The Advocate General stated, that he could do no more than pledge the (ioverii- 
inent, as he haddoneona former occasion, and asked Mr. Prinsep to withdraw 
the threat on the part of the Bank of Bengal. 

JIfr. Prituep having declined, Mr. Pearson closed his case. 

JUr. Prinsep briefly replied. e 

• 

* This was the person who, on a former oecasicn. proved that be bad forged the 
Mmea of the officers of GoToinmeut to the pepeie in question. 
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Judgement. 

The Chief Justice said, that as thisquestion was to recpire furtber consideration, at 
indeed lio'sbould wish it to have on tbe quemion of low, be would willingly avoid 
making anv remarks, but be felt it uecesaury to state his reasons why be preferred 
giving a Xivisuit, with liberty to the plaintiffs to move to b<iv’e it set aside and n 
Verdict entered for them, to giving a Feriiirf for the plaintiffs with liberty to thd 
defendants to more to have it set aside and a Nonsuit entered tor them t^if be found 
the latter the defendant might tl)iiik it necessary to pay without carrving il fur- 
ther) and why he considered that the plaint ff:»’ case had not been made out in 
evidence. 

'J'iiere could be no dnuht that it was a case of vast importance as large quantities 
of paper were similarly situated ; nor could there be the least doiiin that it was 
one uf great importance and hardship to persons who had taken every precaution 
to ascertain its validity, and he truste 1, that if this Court could not give them re- 
lief, some other means might be devised foi* doing so in England. Hoth he and 
his brother Judge agreed as to the materiul facts of the case and considered that 
they had been proved in evidence. First, he ^ as of opinion tnatall three iiistriiments 
were forgeries : secondly he was satisfied that Mr. Oxborout*!! had aulhoritv to 
examine notes, and compare them with the Ucgiater and inform the holders w*he- 
Iher they were geuiiine or ii^it, and to receive for doing so a fee of one rupee for 
each. So far from thinking that the paper hung up in his ofiice limited that au- 
thority, he considered it was suibcient for that jnirpose. It had been proved that 
Mr. Oxborough received a monthly salary from the Bank of Bengal under the eye 
of the Accountant (ieiieral, who was President of the directors ; the GoveriimeiiC 
W'ere also share holders, and must be taken to have been ncquaiuteil with the 
nets of that Bank ; they paid him a salary for verifying securities ; then how could 
he say, that they did not recognise the propriety of his doing so ? he therefore 
considered he was an acknowledged agent for that purpose, but what the effect of 
it would be on the case : was another question. 

Thirdly, he was satisfied, that Mr.Holt Mackenzie had no authority to draw notee 
for the United Company in its commercial capacity nor bad the Governor General, 
and this he considered most important, and that Mr. Oxhorougli had no authority 
to certify the genuineness of Commercial Promissory Notes but that what he did : 
wa-4 done by turn us Register of the Government Registered debt. '1 hese were 
the principal points in tl.0 case and in them Sir Edward Ryan did not differ from 
him, though be perhaps might m the legal consequences thot would arise from 
th«'m. 'i 

His Lordship said that if this was an action againsV a private person or mercan- 
tile linn, and that either had issued a promissory note and the holder had gone to 
their counting house and said, ** tell me is this genniiie ? does it bear your signa- 
ture r' and that a Clerk or Agent had said it was, and that it subsequently turned 
out a forgerv, an exact copy of one in circulation ; he should have felt much dif- 
licuity in giving his opinion ; he should have been puzzled in determining which 
wav the law inclined, for both were innocent sufferers and there was no authority 
to show how the point was to be settled. 

Ilis Lordship said, he was aware of the cases which had been cited by Counsel of 
acknowledgement of the endorsement on a Bill of Exchange being equal to a fresh 
acceptance but that did not decide that the party would be bound in the case of a 
Note nor did it appear whether the evidence of forgery was jiroduced or not. He 
knew it was a case generally referred to by the profession as being an authority that 
a person so acknowledging would he liable, but it had not been expressly decided 
so. There was another case where a person wished to show that the name of the 
drawer was a copy but that was quite a different case from that of a promissory 
iote, for if not it would equally refer to a Bond, and in either be knew of no case 
us an authority to hold a pErsoii answerable where be acknowledged by mistake. 
Heshonld feel much difiicjltv*in the case of a private individual or mercantile firm 
in deciding, for he could find no authority and he could not see why the law should 
make the peoelty fall more heavily ou the one iimocent party than on the other* 
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But it was of no g^reat consequence in bis Tiew of the present case to consider 
these difficulties, for he thought it a distinct one and quite different from that 
of mercantile firm or a private individual. The instruments in question purport 
to be given as Government Securities for the loan of 18S;3'26 and were therefore 
part of the Territorial or Registered debt and then the question was, whether 
the acknowledgment of Mr. Oiborough could bind the Coq^paiiy to pajr these in- 
struments ? The power of the Governor General in Council to issue notes did 
not emanate from the Company, but the authority was given by Acts of Parlia- 
ment by which he was empowered to raise mo/ey by loan for Government ; ha 
bad not the power to draw a note for the East India Company in their commercial 
capacity and bis authority to issue these securities was not given by the Company' 
but by the IJritish Parliament. Since the 26 G. 111. chapter 63, the commercial 
and sovereign power of the United Company were distinct and the Governor Ge- 
neral and Council were appointed by Parliament without reference to the Com- 
pany, and Were not removable by them and at the time this power was given them 
they were not members of the Comuanf . 

The reason, his Lordship said, thal these securities were given in the name of 
the Company was simply, that the dispute as to their right to hold both territories 
and re\eiiue haviug been settled, the revenue was vested in them for a specific time 
and for this reason tTie notes wore made out in their name, though the Govern- 
ment and the Company were quite ui.stinct and upon'chis would depend the liabi- 
lity of the Company to pay these notes. 

Jlis Lordship said there was nothing be was aware of to authorise the Governor 
Geneial in Council issuing notes to bind the Company in their commercial charac- 
ter, nor did it appear that such was usual ; if it were, it would be quite a difierent 
thing. If the Court were to give effect to the notes before them they must 
give effect to them as what they purported to be, aeeurities for a part of the territorial 
debt and then it was in evidence that there were vuious others of the same kind la 
circiilatioo and duplicate, triplicate and quadruplicate of those held by the plain- 
tiffs all with Mr. Oxborough^s initials upon them ; then if the Court gave them effect 
as fuirt of the territorial revenue the question would be raised, had the Company 
a right to pny those false notes out of .that fund 1 and could they do what they might 
be ordered bv the Court; he thought not, for the Parliament of England had appli- 
ed these funds for the purposes of government and have said you must not consi- 
der the revenue yours ; you must appropriate it to the payment of your army, the 
interest of your debt and other particular expences” and thus they have appropri- 
ated it to peculi^ purposes ; then how his Lordship wished to know could they 
pay thorn 1 They are qblige^ to render accounts yearly to parliament in which 
tliese paymenta must afipear, then how be should like to know could they justify 
thema^ves supposing they discharged theml Mr. Prinsep had said they might pay 
it as a debt improperly contractedf but his Lordship would say, no such thing; for 
if they did, it would be a deviation from the special directions of an Act of Furli- 
ftment. 

If the defendants could not pay these securities out of the Territorial Revenue, 
then his Lordship wished to kuow how they were to be paid ? It might be said, 
they must pay them the best way they can, out of their commercial assets, but ha 
could not aee how that could be done, for there were many statutary provisions as to 
them and revuhitlona of the Court ofI>irectora or Proprietors as to "their application. 

It would, he thought, be estrange thing |to make them pay out of their commercial 
hsaela what might as well have been a million of money ns four or five lacks, for the 
miatake of a<^ A^ent who had no right to bind tb»m in their cvmmercia'l capacity but 
Ss employed to mdMge the Territorial Revenue. For those reasons his Lordship did 
kiot think that tlte otte had been made out and therefore was of opinion that a non- 
•nit should be entelnd with liberty to move to have it set aside but had he consi* 
'der^d the cage ttiede ont, he should have givens verdict with the same liberty* 
'He should mitcli desire that the case should be carried to a higher tribunal, hut rf hie 
View was coneot, no person could give relief but ParliameiA, who had specially direct- 
ed the Tenritbnal Bevdnue to be s|fecifiemlly appropriated end be oonaidered that 
the £eet lidte Company bad no inteieat in the oeae* 
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Mr. Justice Ryan said thit there could be no noubt this was a case ofgraat|im- 
portance, not oiilj to the bolder of tbe notes, but to the Company, and he would 
consider it; iirst, as between priTste iodiridaals, and secondly with reference to 
tbe defendanrs. His Lordship said tbare was no difl'erence as to the facta between 
him and the Chief Justice ; he was satisfied that the papers in question were 
for}red and that Mr. Ozborough was the nuiborised ageni of Goverument for 
ezaminiug and certifying the validity of (Company's paper, but as to the authoritp 
of tbe Governor General in Council to draw notes on the Company lu their com* 
mercial capacity, he* considered iCratber a question of law than of fact. On these 
points he agreed with tbe Chief Justice, butfro.'.i them he drew a different conclu- 
sion and considered, that it this was an ordinary case the parties should recover, 
end he considered that the Piaintills were entitled to their verdict, ilis Lordship 
thought if It was a case between private individuals and tliey had shown, that before 
they advanced their money they bad done all in their power to aacertHiii the vali- 
dity of the security and that it had been afterwards shown to be bad and losses wem 
sustained, that the person who had used nil tb.e caution in his power, was entitled 
to a verdict, for it was a principle which per-^ndes the British law', that be who had 
been guilty of laches should sufl'er. In thw. case before the Court the Plaintiffs 
had used all due and {iroper caution ond done ^11 in their power to ascertain the 
genuinness of the securities and if any one were guilty, it must be the defeodants 
and they should consequently suffer. 

His Lordship cited the case of /.Mc/r against Buchnnantoid said be considered it an 
express authority in point and it was always held to be decisive, lie considered 
that after a promissorr note bad been endorsed it became exactly on a similar 
footing with a Bill of Lzcbange and cited Bayiey on Bills in support of bis argu- 
ment, and this be said brought the case within that of Leach against Buchanan^ 
where the eudorsni«>iit was stated to be genuine for in tbe present case the Securi- 
ties were taken to an authorized Agent of Government who had authenticated und 
verified them and on tliis they advanced their money ; even in tbe case he had 
cited, there was a verdict fur the plaintiff though evidence of forgery was admitted 
and it was an exi>ress authority, that forgery would not be any bar ; then if the « 
present were a case between private individuals he considered the plaintiffs en- 
titled to tboir verdict. 

On the second point ho was sorry to sa^ be differred entirely from tbe Chief 
Justice ; tbe Advocate General had put it in a more general form. 

The Chief Justice said he thought that the vesting in tbe Company the revenue, 
made them liable to actions for all that was to be paid out of tbe re^’^eiiue. 

Sir E, Ruan. The Advocate General's objection .a different from the Chief 
Justice’s but if Ins, Mr. Pearson's, view of the case were correct, no action could 
he brought on these pajiers, for the Company are not liable in as much as tiiey 
were given for a loan raised for the purposes of Government ; if it were so no 
action could be brought against them even if the paper were genuine. With re- 
ference to wliat the Chief justice had said, that they could not pay out of their Ter- 
ritorial Revenue, he thought that was no answer to tbe present acttoo, for he con- 
eidered they should be compelled to pay in tbe best wav they could, if their au- 
tboriseil agent had authenticated these papers, (Cites tbe case of Davis against the 
Bank of England.) ilis Lordsliip also quoted tbe case of Darling against Hyland 
where stock had been transferred under a forged authoritv and there they were com- 

E elled not only to satisfy the original holder but the subsequent piirebsser snd that 
is Lordship considered a case of greater hardship than the present. He considered 
the defendants should pry out of what funds they could and Chat the Plaintiffs wero 
entitled to their Verdict. 

The Chief Justice was of opinion the Company could not be sued for tbe same lia- 
bilities as 11 private firm out of the Territorial Revenue ; that was decided in the 
Post-office case ; his Lordship's inclination was against tbe position of tbe Advocate 
General. 

Nonsuit with liberty to tbe Plaintiffs to move to have it set Slide and t Ttrdiet 
entered for them.— Hwharu, 
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At ft Maoling of the Asiatic Society, held on Wednesday, the 7th July, Sir 
Edward Ryan, Vice-President, in the Chair, Mr. Mansel, ^r. Sully, Mr. J. Prin- 
•ep, and the Reverend Mr. Everest, were elected Members. A vacancy in the 
Committee ot‘ Papers having occurred, the Rfverend Principal Mill was elected 
a'Member of it. Letters were read from Dr. Stewart, Captain Jenkins, and Maha- 
rajah Baidyiiath Roy, withdrawing from the Society. The following letters were 
also read : one from* Major General Hardwicks, forwarding a prospectus for the 
publication of a work on the Zoology of India. One from M. Koujc, upon the 
* Crustaces de la Moditerranie,’ requesting communicatious from Members of the 
Society, on subjects of Natural History. One from Air. Scale, of St. Helena, open- 
ing a correspondence on subjeote ^f Natural History. A letter from Kamlee, 
on the rearing of Silk Worms (with tfipecimon of the ^ilk; which it was resolved 
to refer to the Agricultural and Horticultural Society. A letter from Mr. Prinsep, 
forwarding an Extract from the Honorable the Court of Directors, transmitting the 
Catalogue of the Library of the late King, presented to the Society by his present 
Majesty. 

A Report, by Dr. Strong and Mr.'Koss, on the*' process and the probable ex- 
peiice of Boring for Water, agreeably to a resolution ot‘ the Physical (Committee, 
referring the subject to the general meeting, was read ; and it was resolved that 
one thousand rupees be placed at the disposal of the Physical Comniitree, to provide 
for the cost of carrving on the necessary operations under their general siipenii- 
tendance, and that they report progress from time to time. The Secretary’s ob- 
servations on the Aludaris, or followers of Sheikh Mudar, were then read. The 
following donntioTis were received — the Banner of the Madari, presented by Ba- 
boo Ram Cnmul Sen, Wood’s Zoography, in the name of tiie Author, by his sou 
Mr. G. Wood. Avdall’s Abridgement oV Chamik's Armenian Grammar by the 
Author. Von Hammer’s Siege of Vienna by the Turks— Ironi the .Author. The 
Pentapotamia liidica, by Mr. Lassen. Nimibers of the Journal Asiatique, by the 
Asiatic Society of I'aris. 'I'he following proposal was submitted by (Juptain Her- 
bert— “ That the Museum and Library be open early iii the morning, for the ac- 
comiiiodatioii of such Alembers ns may find it conveuieni to visit them at that hour. 
It appears that the hours at which the house is usually open, ten to four o’clock, are 
any thing but c^venieut to the generality of Alembers — first, inasmuch ns, diiritig 
great part of Ulv year, few^people consider it salutary or even safe to venture any 
ilistance at that time of day, at least for many days successively ; and secondly, 
bociiuse those hours comprehend that portion of the day in which iii().st of us are 
engaged in our official duties.” It was accordingly resolved, that tlie Secretary 
should consult with the Superintendent of the Museum, uud the Librarian, on the 
practicability of the proposal. 

Major General Hardwicke’s work is to consist of two volumes folio, each con- 
taining one hundred coloured plates- and will be published, by subscription, in 
parts, price one guinea each, oontainiog ten coloured plates. The prospectus 
states, that though various useful and splendid publications bare rontrihuted to the 
elucidation of the dili'ereiit branches of the Natural History of India umi us Islands ; 
yet a work, comprehending the whole of Continental iudia, and of the islands 
which are jisually regarded as its appendages, and embracing at the same time all 
the more perfeot departments of animated nature ; is still a desideratum in science. 
To fill up this void, .Major General Hardwicks , who hastiad most extensive op- 
portunities of observing and collecting and who possesses materials for its execu- 
tion, which he ooufideutly deems unequalled in extent — has undertaken this pub- 
lication. 

In their Report on Boring for Water Springs, Messrs. Strong and Ross stale, 
that, ** since the Boring Rods have been obtained YroiA Government, about the end 
^of Alay, nearly seventy feet of earth have been perforated, consisting of vegetable 
tbeiSftild, sand/ and other ftiluvial matter, into a compact yellow clay ; but as the

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rninT sensoD has advancej, considerable diftcultiea have occurred, sand and looao 
earth haviug been, from time to time, uraahed into the bole bored, and a brackish 
water exuded through the sand, which, at this moment, rises, to within ten feet of 
the surl'ace. and the present depth of the hole does not exceed much more thali forty* 
feet.-^As we have hitherto been boaring in alluvial deposits, without proper pipes 
to keep out the yielding soil, and pleutiliilly exuding water, the dilhculties we 
hare encountered art, perhaps, little more than might have been expected ; and 
that they may be overcome, remains to be proved ; but bow tf- estinisto the proba- 
ble expense, is not quite so easy a matter as it may appear to a casual observer ; 
however, we can merely recommend what uppenrs to be the most feasible me- 
thod to adopt to ohiairi the objects jo view, and leave it to the Society to deter- 
mine, whether this plan, ur any other, shall be pursued." 

The proposed manner in which they intend to proceed is next given — as well as 
an estimate of the expense — which, lu the present stage oi matters, however, 
cannot be otheradse than conjectural. Government have liberally given, besides 
the rioriugRods, aTindulund ten Kulassees^to work them, aud two F.uropean ber- 
ge:ini8 to direci, &lC. • 

Mr. Wilsiuj describes the Madar .Thanda |o be a festival, which the Mohamodsns 
of ilindoostaii have derived trurn the Hindoos, and is so called from the use of a 
Jhanda, or I lag, on the occasion. It is held at the end of May or beginning ot June, 
and IS celebrated by the lower classes of Muhameduns, joined by .siiiurut persona 
from the Hindus. I'he cernniony corresponds, in some respects, with the cele- 
bration of the marriage rite hy the lower order-^-and requires the preparation of 
siinilar articles for seven days previous to the principal observance. The bearing 
ot iLu .lhaiula, or Hag, is ulten the result of avow. This ceiemony. of winch a 
particular description is given in the paper, is also called (Jhazt Meiia hi Stumy, or 
the marriage of the religious hero. Mudar, or (ihazi, the hero in question, w'as, 
it IS narrated, tiie sou of a distinguished soldier, iii the service of the King of 
Delhi, but who afterwards became a Pir of celebrated sanctity. ** He died wliiisc 
bis son was young, and Mudar entered into the service of a Patari leader, under 
whose banners be distinguished himself for his intrepidity, and for his ferocious an- 
tipathy against the Hindus. His ciiaracter for courage, tias made his name a sort 
of war-cry amongst Mohamedaii soldiers, who are accustomed to exolairn on a 
march or an attack, ** Dum-dum Mudar T* In the midst of preparations for hia 
nuptials, Mudar, as tlie story goes, was informed of the near approach of a body 
of the enemy— and immediately left his bouse to meet tliein^biii, ultbougb be dis« 
tiuguisbed biinself by Ins usual gallantry, was slum. * 1 be death ot Mudar, and 
the consequent removal of the nuptial banners and emblems, are supposed to be 
represented by the ceremonies observed at the festival of Mudhr Jhanda. Par- 
ticular and coiisi.steiit us this tradition may appear, Mr. Uilsoudoes not ayipeur to 
give it any credit. ** JJediH-ad-din Mudar, was a Soofl of a particular order the chief 
of whose practices is the procuring of heatilic visions, by intoxication with Bhang 
or Hemp. Whilst his disciples admit me divine mission of Mohamad, ana pn>- 
fess to be of the Sum persuasion ■ they disclaim the Prophet's title to peculiar 
veiieratiou, and shew little respect to liis institutes. According to their legends, 
Mohamed obtained access to puravlise only in virtue of the phrase Dam Miular, tho 
watchword of the sect, to which many miraculous ellects are ascribed in their Cra> 
ditioiis. In tiieir coatuiiie, thu jMedaris resemble Hindu Sauyasis, going nearly 
naked in all seasons, braiding the hair and smearing the body with ashes, and 
W'eaniig iron chains round their waists and necks. These practices they probably 
borrowed from the Jogis, and other Hindu ascetics. After their establishment ia 
Hindustan, for the sect originated in Persia, and Bedia-ad'din Mudar brought tbo 
creed to India, wheie ift* is inaccurately considered as its founder." A« mentioned 
in a former paper troin the same hand, his tomb is at Mukliunpoor, in the Doab» 
sear Firozatiad. It is a large square building, but in ruins, and held in no reverence 
now in the vicinity. Up the country, the legend of Mudar's heroism and inter- 
rupted marriage, is told not of him, but of another individual— * one of the compa- 
nions of Mobamed, the lirst^lussulmaii invader of Hindustan, and the first Chief 
of note who fell in conflict *with the infidels, ’i'bis latter circumstanoe is indeed, 
the key of the legend of the marriage^ and is a curious sxsmplificstioa of ths 
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<gronnd 0 on which inch storiea may rest. The death of a Mniaolman, in a religiona 
warfare, entitlea him to the credit of a martyr— he Buffers what is termed SLelia- 
del, n word which has been corrupted into Skahadi, and thence confounded with 
Shadi. marriage: the story of the mhrriage, therefore, being an Indian mterpo- 
Jation originating in the misapprehension of an Arabic word.'— Govt. Gas. ^ 


THE LATE DR. Ai)AM. 


A rery full meeting of the Medical and Physical Society took place on Saturday 
evening, the 7th August it being understood that a proposal would be submitted, 
as to the best mode by which the Society could testify their regret for his death* 
and their respect to the memory of their lamented Secretary and fellow. Dr! 
Adam. The Vice-President, Mr. Wilson, addressed the meeting upon 

the subject— and the following, we Relieve, is a pretty correct sketch of what 
he said : 

Before we proceed to the regular business of the evening, 1 beg to call the 
attention of the meeting to the loss which the Society has sustained in the death 
of its Secretary, the lata Dr. John Adam.— It must be quite unnecessary for me 
to dwell upon the merits, of our late Secretary— they must be well known to 
most of the Membera present, and will be readily admitted to constitute a strong 
claim upon the grateful recollections of the Society. 

There IB no doubt that the very existence of the Society originated with Dr. 
Adam, and that a aense of ita advantages induced him to propose its institu- 
tion to a man whose equal zeal for the profession, added, at that time, greater 
influence from his standing in the Service, ifrom that time we all know that Dr» 
Hare and Dr. Adam co-operated actively in the formation of the Society, and as we 
have already recorded our obligations to the former, it is incumbent upon us to pay 
a like tribuU to the equal claims of the latter. 

But the inatitution of the Society wae one of the least of our late Secretary's 
merits, and he has other and higher claima upon our regard. The same zeal for the 
credit of the Profession aud the promotion of professional knowledge, which had 
prompted him to propose the formation of the Society, inspired him to the lust, and 
induced him to discharge the offices of bis situation with unwearied diligence and 
interest. 1 belieWw* that on no one occasion was be ever absent from his post. 1 can 
speak from my own knowledge to a fair proportion of our meetings, and where my 
testimony is wanting, there are others present who can supply the deficiency. Ou 
all occasions too, many of us can vouch that he never failed to conduct the business 
of the evening as if it was a labour of love — or to take part in the amicable diacus- 
•ione which our meetings are accustomed to witness. 

It was not only at onr meetings, however, that J)r. Adam’s warm interest in the 
prosperity of the Society was evinced, (and bis labours were cheerfully and suc- 
cessfully devoted to it at other seasons)— a variety of little details must always 
devolve upon Che secretary to an Institution, like ours, which, though compara- 
tivelv unimportant, are not (be less troublesome. The correction of the Press, too, 
devofved upon him, aud was performed with remarkable accuracy — but the most 
troublesome partof his extra-official duty was the correspondence he had to main- 
tain with medical men throughout India^in furtherance of the views of the Society. 
The manne.* in which he executed this part of] iafunctior, was, no doubt, emi- 
nently ^ successful— not only has no complaint of delay or inattention failed to reach 
US, hot it has been evident, from the tone of such letters as were laid before the 
meeting, thathiBcorrespoodents were highly satisfied ; that from being personal 
strangers, they learned to write to him as familiar friends, and that the interest 
they took in ifie Society, was mainly owing to the idfinner in which the Secretary 
jpvited and encouraged their assistance. ' 

'O.i Dr. Adam's ^rsonal claims to uur regret, and of the estimation in which his 
chara||(tei was held by all who knew himi this is not the place to speak.— We are 
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mow onlr to consider tho claims his memory bis apoii tbe Society; end tboe# 
you will,' no doubt, admit to have been such as to demand a suitable aokumrledge- 
ment. Before we enyafi'e in anr other business this evening, I propose tbit wu 
consider bow we shall best express the sense we entertain of the services of odr 
late Secretary, and our sorrow for hia loss. 

After which, Rpsolutiona were passed to the following effcrt : — 

That tbe Medical and Physical Society of Bengal was originally projected by 
their late Seoretarr, Dr. J. Adam, and owed its institution, in a great degree, 
to his exertions. ^ 

That the suceeaa which attended the foundation of the Society, and the pros- 
perity it Laa iince enjoyed, are mainly attributable to h 18 asaiduity, abilities, and 
seal. 

'I'hat the Society feel it therefore incumbent upon them to record their high 
sense of his services, and their regret for his loss. 

That further, to mark the sentimentts they entertain, they erect a plain Monu- 
ment over his tomb, with a suitable inscripiton, and obtain,^ if procurable, a I'or- 
trait, to be bung up in the apartment wlierd they may assemble. 

That the Committee of Management be Empowered to earry^ese Resolutions 
into effect.->.Gtft't. Oos. ' 


SWAN RIVER. 


The conflicting accounts that have appeared in tbe public prints, respecting 
this interesting colony to which the eyes of our countrymen in all parts of the 
world have lately been directed, verify the old philosophic adage, that truth 
dwells in a wsU” from which it is diflicult to elicit her, and the following remarks 
made in all probabilii) at the same time as those which lately appeared in tbe In- . 
niA Gazbi'te shew the different impreseions which the same objects, simulta- 
neously viewed, may produce on the retina of different beholders. 

The calumnies that have issued forth against it from tbe sister colonies, would 
lead one to suppose it a place unfit for mortal to reside in, incapable of any cultiva- 
tion and utterly destitute of that absolute essential fresh water. Captain Stirling is 
represented ns having stated a deliberate falsehood when be described Cockbura 
Sound as a secure aiiahorage ; sixty or seventy miles from tbe s^a is stated to bo 
the nearest good land, (a distance to which no one disa as yet reached) and tbo 
greatest pains have been taken to vilify and traduce it. 

These unfavorable' reports have arisen chiefly from disappointed settlers, who 
thinking Swan River a place where they might eat the untaxed bread of idleness 
were rather surprised at finding on their arrival, that it was only by the sweat of 
their brow they could hope to succeed , and that even money waa but of little use 
if they were nut disposed to endure for sometime tbe privations invariably atten- 
dant on the first settlers of a new country. These reports were eagerly caught 
at in Van Diemen’s Land, where as well as in Sydney this infant colony has been 
viewed with tbe most extreme jealousy, from the moment of its proposal ; they 
have been there enlarged and dwelt on, while wherever malice could o’erstep the 
bounds of truth with any shadow of plausibility, it bus not failed to do so. What 
can thus have raised tbe ire of those convict colonists it is difficult to say, espe- 
cially as to them for nwiny years the establishment of this colony must be attend- / 
ed with advantage in as much as it must in s great measure be dependant on 
them for supplies, but tbe very ides of a colony being formed without the aid'^of 
prison labour, of a society for the most part of respectable people going out to 
establish themselves in a place where they are not obliged to rub shoulders witR 
felons seems to have called flortb tbeir virtuous indignation and they bail with 
delight every account to illi prejudice. 

Fortunately it ia not by tbe opinions formed of it in the Esatern shore that 
this ssttlsasnt will stand or faU; it bat carriad out ivitb it tbs teedfl of futuc# sue* 

L 
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ce^s, industry and capital, and thoiij^h it may not rise with the rapidity of the others 
where government baa ao materially assisted the foundation, yet as it has been 
clearly proved that there is sufficient good land in the iieiglibourhood, for the 
support of a numerous colony, of its final triumph there can be no doubt. 

Tho entrance of the iiiver or estuary is interrupted by a bar on which the sea 
breaks in stormy weather with much violence rendering it dangerous even for 
boats to pass over it, but on the South side of Arthur’s Head (one of the promon- 
tories forming the entrance of the river) is a bay which is perfectly safe stall 
times for boats to land in and for small vessels to^anchor. On the spit of sand which 
separates this buy from the River, is the town of Freemantle in situation well 
adapted for trade, but from the want of a solid foundation, ill calculated fpr streets, 
wharfs, and other iodispensables, to a mercantile town ; it at present consists of 
a few huts and two limestone edifices, the abundance of which material in the 
neighbourhood will be of vast assistance to them, and when the colony is a little 
farther advanced and quarrying more general, will allow them to build both better 
and cheaper than at either of the othef colonies. On the opiiosite side of the river is 
intended to be North Freemantle but as yet there are no allotments taken nor any 
buildings erected ; from this to the eidbryo metropolis, Perth, by land is supposed 
to be eleven miles and great part through thick woods a correct line of road is 
now about being surveyed which will be cleared as rapidly as possible, ily water 
tile journey from Freemantle to Pr*th ia thirteen miles ; for about u mile inside 
the bar the water continues very shallow (not exceeding five or six feel) though 
from its extreme, transparency it does not appear even that depth, it then deepens 
into a regular channel and continues so to Perth, one side being always abrupt 
and steep to the shore while on the other is generally n flat extending more than 
half across the river, its appearance for the first three miles is neither calculat- 
ed to gratify the eye of the settler looking for land, nor of the admirer of nature 
in search of the picturesque, but above that the latter is amply repaid by the 
view of a most noble expanse of water, about soven miles in length and three in 
breadth, the scenery here on the banks likewise improves, the woods assume a 
more vivid green and though the land from its proximity to the sea does not ap- 
pear generally fit for cultivation, the timber which grows on its banks would 
render it not altogether unprofitable. At the head of this, is the confluence of the 
two rivers Swan and Canning, and ou the Swan about a mile and u half above this, 
is (or rather is to be) the Town of Perth. Its situation is well chosen in point 
of beauty, but it being entirely a bed of sand on which it is proposed to stand, 
good streets and roads will be dillieult to form, yet as at the Capo of Good Hope, 
these difficulties ^re proved not to be unsurmountable, there is no reason why they 
should be considered so her#. Under this covering of sand is about a foot of light 
soil and beneath that a substratum of argillaceous sand. Fresh water is in every 
part abundant of a far better quality than any obtained in New South Wales, vary- 
ing from three to nine feet from the surface. At Perth there are at present iio 
buildings of any size or consequence, even the Government House is but a tem- 
porary edifice and most of the others thatched with the native grass which is very 
abundant. 

The timber though stunted in height attains a great girth ; the wood denominated 
cedar in Sydney (red gum here) seems to arrive at perfect maturity even in this 
sandy soil, it seldom exceeds twenty or thirty feet of straight growth, but may be 
sawed in planks four feet broad without a rent or flaw, thus rendering it particular- 
ly Bui table for furniture. 

^ Aboat three miles above Perth the good land commences, snd though that 
capabls of cplcivation is only in strips or small p?tches, there are besides extensive 
plains fit for the purposes of grazing or as stock runs. On the Canning the land 
exhibits the same foatures,'tbe alluvial strips, tho’ of small extent, being numerous ; 
here a Mr. Bell, an officer of the navy has seated himself on what was generally 
considered a bad grant, but which by dint of labour and perseverance he has im- 
proved more than any other settler. *- 

The climate here is during the summer very hot, ioo ftiucb so for intense Euro- 
pean labour, and it decidedly must be the most extreme point to the North, of 
tba settlement on this coast, but journey iog Southward the land improves rather 
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thnn deteriorntes, and in aome [pUcea alluvial aoil ia found witliin a f«w milea of 
the sea. Captain Stirling has just gone to the Southward, to surrey a reported 
harbour off Cape Leeuwiu, wLioh if found good and situation in other reapecta eli- 
gible, will no doubt be eventually placed the capital of a range of countrv extending 
from King George’s Sound to Swan River ; the report inad<' by Dr. Wilson of tbo 
land eighty miles in shore of the former was most farorabit* in point of quality of 
aoil, clearueasof ground and supply of water, and the distance Aom one to the other 
ia barely two hundred milea: a kingdom may thus be formed of about seven 
hundred square milea, a ith an extent of coas of three hundred, which for the 
purposes of trade in geneinl must be confessed to posseits a situation unequalled on 
the face of the globe. Rut the first object of this infant colony must be, (as soon 
as by industry the eraviogs of nature are actuallv supplied) to' find an export, bear- 
ing in mind that they have not there, as the Kaatern Colonies bad. n large govern- 
ment demand for their surplus produce ; on their own resonrroK they entirely de- 
pend ; the example of their neighbours will probably induce to turn their 

ntteulionto wool, for which ifa^e mav judge Trom New South W'ules, horb in soil 
and climate the country ia well adapted * and if care be taken to uiirodnce a 
proper breed of sheep in the first instance r^ch subsequent trouble will be saved, 
and a supply of fine wool thereby insured. Their timber will also s.^rve ns dead 
weight for ships, and in England would always fetch a remunerating price for 
the trouble of bringing it bonie, exclusive of freight for the bhip. Mimosa bark, of 
which there ia great abundance would answer the same purpose. Tbe ciiltiTation 
of tobacco has been tried in small quantity, and found to succeed admirably, if 
proper skill and climate ho employed in drying it, and there is no doubt but it also 
Will form an article of commerce, ilorses to India might also form a coiisiderahia 
export, while the conveniency of situation would enable them to be sent at half the 
expense of those from New South Wales : in India the English horse is much 
esteemed, and a supply for the cavalry greatly wanted ; and as on the East coast 
of New Holland, horses as well as all other stock have been found to increase with 
amazing rapiditv, it is natural to suppose the same will be tlie case here. 

Tbe greatest inconvenience the settlers at present experience, is, the scarcity of* 
labour, and unless some other means are devised to reinedv this, they must have 
convicts; but were it possible even ot the sacrifice of man v rears to avoid this 
dreadful alternative it would be better, as tbe bare idea of a state of society spring- 
ing up similar to that in Sydney, would be sufficient to deter many from vibitmg 
their shores : various schemes have been proposed, one to get a supply of Malays, 
another of Chinese, but the most feasible seems Mr. Wiiinot Horton’s plan of ex- 
porting tbe surplus Poorof England at the Parish expence, here, l.^ey would find a 
certain provision and an ample remuneration for iiidusirv ; at present wages are so 
high that the indented servants all scorn to stay with their masters, and earning 
eight and ten shillings per dnv, by labour two days of tbe week are Biifficieut to 
keep them in a state of drunkenness the remaining five; and until in this, os well as 
in other things, competition brings it to its natural level, such must continue to 
be the case. Cheap labour m a new country is tbe greatest requisite for its rapid 
improvement, and when we see the thousands idle famished wretches in Eng- 
land, whose utmost exertions could barely procure a morsel of bread for their starv- 
ing families, whose children grow up indebted to crime for a livelihood, one cannot 
but regard this country with a hope that when tbe prejudice against compulsive 
emigration shall have a little worn away, it may prove an asylum to some, before 
from desperation they become quite abandoned. Could those fiocks of Irish who 
now annually visit England, reducing the wages and corrupting the morals of the 
English labourers be prevailed upon to expatriate themselves still (}irtber and 
visit these shores, they would find themselves instesd of a burden to all connect- 
ed with them, instead of objects which all are anxious to rid themselves of ; useful 
members of society. 

Gage’s roads as an anchorage is extremely insecure, being perfectly open to anj 
wind from West to North, 4he moat severe that blow along this coast, and which 
throw into it a tremendous Aps ;* but about ten miles South of tbe entrance to Swan 
River is Cuckburn Sound formed by the Island of Ruacbe or Garden Island, a 
e^ery secure and sheltered harbour } — the access to it is difficult snd dangerous to 
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tbofle anaeqnftint»d tnd in eoosequenee of its beings too rashly attamptsd ssrsnl 
•hips Imre been nearly lost, there is however a very good channel in. which only 
requires being buoyed off to maire it perfectly easy of entrance. Qarden Island is, 
for the most part sand, yet vegetables grow on it very well and come to maturity, 
and water is abundantly obtained by digging a depth of three feet in the sand. On 
this Island are the Government Stores and some Huts that have been built by the 
Knvy, ill which the officers and men reside, it also abounds with small Kangaroos. 
Mangle’s Bay on the South side of the Island is a most secure and sheltered Cove, 
and particularly adapted for a whaling station or Ashing town. 

But it must be confessed that the appearance of the place is not such as to gratify 
the eye on a first arrival, particularly, fastidious as we may imagine one to be, 
that has just emerged from the fertile meadows of England, but let it be compared 
with Port Jackson, let its sand and timber be compared with the barren rocks 
and stunted bushes of the latter, let the journey by water from Freemantle to Perth 
be compared to the same from Sydney to Parramatta, and I do not think the former 
will lose by the comparison ; take agaib the Cape of Good Hope, let a man be landed 
at Simon’s Bay, and during a fresh South Easter ride the first part of the way to 
Cape Town, should he be fortunatsl^ enough not to be entirely blinded by the 
Baud, what he did see would only draw from him the remark that from ** Dan even 
to Beersheba all is barren,” yet the settlements of Southern Africa have succeeded 
as also New South Wales, why then should Western Australia, which I repeat 
in situation is unequalled on the face of the globe, be doomed to failure without a 
triall Or take the Southern side of Sydney and travel thence by land to Botany 
Piay, what says M. Perou who visited it in ISOiS and was rather than otherwise in- 
clined to speak favorably of it all the intermediate country (between Sydney 
and Botany Bay) is sandy, barren and unfit for cultivation, as you approach Bo* 
** tany Bay the land gradually sinks till you reach the dangerous swamps formed 
by Cook’s and George’s Kiver, on their banks are a thousand species of trees 
*' and shrubs, whose delightful appearance deceived Captain Cook and his brave 
** companions and led them to suppose the land to be luipurallelled in point of 
** fertility. It would have been well if the event bad justified the great ideas 
** which' they formed of it, obstructed by banks of mud, the anchorage does not 
afford the shelter required while the marshy nature of the soil and its environs 
** renders it at once unhealthy and unfit for ordinary cultivation.” Such may be 
considered a correct description of the whole of New Holland within a few miles 
of the Sea, in the interior one may be led to conclude the good soil is distributed 
in equal quantities, hut the convenience which the Western Colony possesses of 
water carriage tg the fSea, cseterie paribus, must give it a decided advantage. 

The progress of the Colony to the time of my visiting it was as great as could 
reasonably have been expected ; they arrived at the commencement of winter and 
liouaelesa . were exposed to all the inclemencies of a stormy season for four months 
during which time it was bardlv to he expected much could be done in the way of 
cultivation since which the major part have gone up to their locations and though 
as yet from tlie scarcity of working hands but little land has been cleared yet the 
Tegetablea and garden stuflf which has been sown have fumed out very well and 
the sheep and cattle that have wandered into the Bush whenever refound have in* 
variably been found fat and in good condition. 

Though there is no scarcity of Provisions for some time they will naturally hear 
a high price and will afford a handsome remuneration for any one will take them, 
not in too large quantities at a time, but there is very much wanted a Merchant 
or go, between who poaseas^s capital enough* to buy up a Ship's Cargo, disposing it 
by retail ai^he can at hta own prices ; for wan^ of Uiia iadispenaable connecting 
link between the freighter of a Ship and the consumer of his goods, most of the 
Veasela that have yet arrived have found so much time taken up in the tedious 
retail of their cargoes that they have incurred in preference a loaa on their goods, 
to auch lengthened demurrage ; this is an evil however that will very soon work 
its own cure, the interest of money in England ia A. too low a rata to prevent ite 
being brought wherever it can be employed to advuta|re. 

Many of the present evil reports of this settlement have been otuaed by the too 
Hpid iktival of eetUere ) when nearly • theueand people ere landed at once on 
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t sandy beach with wives and families, the ships that conveyed them anziona 
-to ^et away, their outfit which it has taken nearly their all to purchase placed by 
their sides exposed to the weather, with no land surveyed on which to choose t 
location, and with only a small tent to shelter themselves, it is not to be won'* 
dered at it’ some daunted by those unpromising a; pearsiices, in despair fly to more 
known lands and as an excuse for their own want of energv «ndcarour to impresi 
upon others, that they\ave been deluded and imposed 111 * 00 . hut there was cer- 
tainly ootbiog ill any of the printed reports, which could lead « iie to suppose this 
a country where the earth broughi forth its fruits spontaneously, on the contrary 
those not inclined to labour were warned of tlir- inntilitv of their going there, yet 
here we find a number of half pay officers, men in general not calculated for pri- 
mitive settlers and who with the exception of one or two are not likely ever even- 
tually to make it answer. 

Most of the above information on part of the Colony which I had not an oppor- 
tunity of visiting were derived from a Mr. Heaty who may be considered per- 
haps as the most respectable settler there, has embarked considernMe mpitnl, 
and has taken up a grant of sixty thou8nnd«acre8 with which he expressed himself 
perfectly satisfied, tbongh of course allowiiig that the country did not answer the 
glowing description in which it had been represented in England, of him at least it 
may be said that be does not want the means of returning and nothing hut a 
thorough conviction of the capabilities of the p'nce for a settlement would induce 
him to continue investing capital, now that a year’s residence must have givpn him 
a tolerable knowledge oif the place and its probable resources.— Bengal Ilurhiru, 
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T have often visited the Court of Ilis Majesty the King of Oude, in bis capital^ 
of Lucknow ; and I own \ alwavs derived considerable amiisemeot from the scene. 
During the present year, 1 passed through that city on my way to the Upper Pro- 
vinces, but a short period after the accession of his present Majesty to the 
throne ; taking my way from IJenares through the Company’s District of .luanpore, 
mid the South Eastern frontier of His Majesty’s dominions ; which I was glad of 
an opportunity of comparing with our own. The Oude territory will ceitainly 
bear no comparison with the fertile and highly cultivated distrieife of Hahar ; hut 
1 could name many of the Company's Provinces where the hand of the cultivator 
is probably more inactive and vrliere the jungle is evi^n more wild and exuberant. 
At Midnapore for example such is the excessive luxuriance of the vegetation 
that a single re.ir will over-grow with underwood a road not perhaps very much 
frequented, so as to leave little more than a pathway. 

The Districts of Ramghur and the Jungle Mehals are nearly similarly circum- 
stanced. All that we read of the contention of planters with nature in the back 
settlements of America, may certainly be matched without going many miles from 
Calcutta. 

I have mentioned these circumstances in justice to the King of Oude’s Govern- 
ment ; because I know it is (he fashion to attribute to tho misgovprnment ofhis 
officers the wild and uncultivated state of the greater portion of his provinces: 
and though to man unquestionably belongs some portion of the desolation, to nature 
likewise, as ia the Company’s better governed teriitory, certainty may'*be ascribed 
a shore. 

The road 1 took from Juanpore to Lucknow was much covered with low under- 
Wood ; and even where the prospect opened, the culrivation appeared to be scanty. 
Patches of wheat and barlej-^rjce cultivation is little practised above Patna) were 
visible here and there. Toe scene offered little to indicate the approach tot 
great capital. Here were no carnages whether for purposes of profit or pleasure, 
—no foot passengers,— no horsemen^- A drofe ofbrinjtrah bullocks tauatcred lei- 
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•urelj along ; the drivers practising a sort of oriental paalmodj* of which the 
rugged tones and nasal twang disagreeablj interrupted the solemn Btillnesa 6f 
the clear and starry night. 

At length 1 became sensible of my approach to tho suburbs of a. great Eastern 
City. The continued baying of the Pariah dog struck upon the ear. — the shrill 
cry of the jackall was heard at intervals. — lights glimmered in the distance.— A 
rocket oecasionally soared into the air. and partially illuminaied for a moment the 
tall white minaret, and graceful dome. t— the hum of voices proclaimed that the 
congregated abodes of men were at hand. I entered Lucknow*, and W'as receiv- 
ed at the Kesidency i with oriental hospitality^' 

This city is of very modern erection. About the year 177.5. Asoph-ool Dowlah, 
son of Soojah-ool Dowluh. first established his residence here, and from an ob- 
scure village on the bunks of the Goomtee. it gradually assumed the name and 
character of a large and populous capital. The date of its ereciiou precludes the 
pos:siliility of Its ufibrdiug any object of interest to the historian or the antiquary : 
though us the capital of one of the few remaining princes of India, to whom the 
means are yet supplied to keep up, something of the stale and splendor of an 
Eastern Court, a visit to Lucknow is not devoid of interest. 

The principal street has an appearance which is presented by no other city of that 
part of India. From the intimate connexion subsisting between the present Hoyal 
family, and the East India ('orapany, a connexion which has scarcely been inter- 
rupted since the battle of iluxar, in 176 1. the English fhste in building predominates ; 
and the great street is composed of very hue houses, and lines of shops, us regu- 
larly and architecturally disposed as in Calcutta. These have been constructed 
principally by Europeans, in the employ of the preceding Nawaubs; audit is to be 
presumed, that their taste was not checked as in Calcutta by some of those rights, 
under which people build their houses to please tlirmselves, and not the sovereign. 

The building of bouses has been a taste or ** shoke^' to use the Hindoostanee term, 
of all the princes of this family ; and not one appears to have fancied as a residence, 
bis father’s habitation, or that of his ancestor. The city therefore, and the environs 
are full of line houses ; few of which are well preserved, and repaired, for the reason 
above stated. Across the principal street are two very elegaut gateways, which 
must have been built for ornament rather than use; for were the gates closed, 
his Majesty could not enter his own palace. These gate-ways have certainly an 
imposing effect ; though us an interruption to the coup d'rnl of a lung and hand- 
some street, their removal might bo desirable. Occasional gate-ways on each side 
of the street, mark the entrances to the King’s resiliences, stables, and houses of hia 
principal officers j and although the orders of archiiertuie have not been very 
Btrictly observed in their construction ; the proportions are not inelegant, and the 
taste displayed, considering the modem w'bicli the designs were supplied, must 
strike every observer. 

The city, or rather that part of it ocrnpied by the native population, extends about 
two and a half miles on the right bank of the Goomty ; over which a superb 
bridge has been erected. Of the height to whirh rivers in India suddenly rise 
during the rains ; some idea may be formed from the fact, that large boats have sailed 
over the bridges both of Lucknow and Juaiipore. That of the latter city is of con- 
siderably greater elevation. 

The breadth of the city is irregular ; but it may be roughly estimated at three 
miles. The houses are built very close to each other, and have some of them two 

* The brinjarahs are a class of people of whose msnnrrs. customs, and sin- 
gular mode of life much yet remains to be learnt. They derive their subsistence 
from the sdle of grain ; which they carry on t.ic ir bulloclvk in droves of seven or 
eight hundred, to astonishing distances : pursuing their occupaiion unmolested 
even in the most wild and lawless parts of India. Although few of them have 
overbad any fixed habitation their wandering mode of life does not render them 
disorderly ; and i never recollect a complaint againat a briojaroh ; tliough the city in 
which 1 long resided was a thoroughfare for thousands. 

t The natives of Upper iudia arc extremely iund. of fireworks. In the large 
towns, they scarcely cease letting them oil' till the dawn. In Bengal, the thatched 
roofs render such su amusement the dangerous for general adoption. 
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storieg. A fter ill tTiat Yiat bean said of tho rtpioitT.of tbfic Pri|ie»*i Gofvm* 
Meat, there oreprobablr more aubeiautiel, well built houM* io Loekuow (and 
1 take Jobn80D*3 liefiuitioii of the t«*rin aa diatioguiabed fron a bat) ihan in anjr 
other city, of e<|tial extent irttbin tbe Gaugea and the Indue. I'o municipal rd« 
guiatinn, ibe claim ia alender ; for the atreeta are much encumbered with filch ( 
and olfactory nuisancea are far more frequent than might liare been axpeotedp 
where a rieer flouring, if 1 may nae the ext»reasioD, at the very doora of ibehouaea, 
alloira every eonveoienoe for drainage and every facility to ablutioiiary precaution* 

There are few countrieaof the world to which Kature lias been to bouniiftil of 
her gifts, aa tbe territory of Onde. Previously to the cesHion, the Ganges, the 
Gogra, the Goninty, the Sye— four vast atrenma which are navigable at all aeaaona 
of the year, eontnbuted to its fertility, and facilitated those commaoioationa. 
which make fertility a blessing beyond its own sphere. These vast irvoni abould 
aleraya have opposed bariiera to foreign iiivaaion ; nevertheleaa altliougb thopeoplo 
are warlike, and its districts afford large hndi|>a of rerniita to otir armies, Oode bat 
always been n prey to every foreign invadei^ Kven the little state of furrucka* 
bad, a branch only of the *Patnn afate of H^liilcund, overran the country under ita 
heroic chieftain Ahnipd Khan and pluiidereu Lucknow itself. 

Of tbe adminiairation of the country, 1 scarcely like to hatard any remark ; awarn 
that such ia, or ia anppoaed y> be, the intimate nature of our connexion with tbit 
state, that whatever may he tfiP piihlio opinitm hs to any good that may be apparent 
in its government, that which ia iinsnhievoiia ia very certainly attributed to ua. I 
linve repeatedly heard men of educRtion ill the Western Provinces declare that tlio 
British Government eiuouraged the liiaorders of the Oude adraiiiistration, in order 
that there Tiiiirlit be a pretext for another ces«ion, of what remains of its territory. 

1 arrived at Lucknow at an interesting moment. His late Majeatv Ghus-ood* 
Been Hyder, who died November 18^7, had raised up from tbe lowest classes 
of society, a man named Aga Meer; to whom lie had entrusted unlimited power; 
and in whose favor a treaty bad been concluded with the British GoverniDent* 
under which the late Cinvemor (/eiieral guaranteed to him and his heirs, a largo 
portion of the interest of a serorid crore of rupees ; which he had the influenco . 
to extract from bis master's coflers in aid of our operations agaiiiac the liurmeso 
£mpire. 

When (he late King felt hiibself at the point of death, he began to entertain ap- 
prehension ns to tiie full execution of the terms of this treaty ; aa far at least ao 
regarded the favourite ; and he therefore attemj'ted to reconcile hia son and suc- 
cessor TO him, and the si I’lulatioiis for hia benefit: ii task one slmuld suppose of 
•time difficiiltv for tlie heir apparent had been long in coiifiiienienr, and tbe severe 
treatment bo experienced during his father's life, wasalwava attributed to the mi- 
nister. However, the recoririliation took place in the d\ iiig monarch’s presence. 
The young Prince ascended the MiHntid ; and tbe minister, instead of the instant 
disgrace apprehended hv himself and Ins pnrtizans, appeared to liave succeeded to 
power as unlimited, and influence ns unhouiided in tlie Councils of the son, as 
be had exercised for years, in those of the fitber. The Kellaata, or dresses of 
bonor, and presents made to him at the coronation, exceeded in magnificence ibosa 
of the Royal Family ; and 1 believe there was not an individual in the Western 
Provinces, Native or P'.uiO|iean, who foretold the storm; and who was not effectu- 
sliv deceived hr these nroceedings. The whole was a blind, more securely to 
effect bis ruin without disturbance or ^ciat. 

One morning after a short conference at the Residency, Ags Meer frns inform- 
•d, thatlie wasto coiisitter himself a close prisoner to hit own palace,* under tho 
charge of the British troops, and the guarantee of person and property of Britiali 
nutbnrity. He submitted to this startling and unexpected change, it must bo 
owned, with the greatest fortitude. Neither his voice faltered, nor was there agi* 
tation even in bis manner, as he expressed hit conviction, that aa be bad servod 
our Government, with at leifi^as much seal, as bis own, the provisions of tbo 
treaty would be carefully affd strictiv adhered to. Aga Meer however, is still in 
confinement. (August iBitS,) and it most be ownod« that bis position is one of great 
ombarrassmani. 
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tTndntlit tTMtr mad* with the Oode OoTMnmmt bjr Lord Haatiogi,- tlio ontit*^ 
Sndependeoee of tbot sttte ia formallj reeognised. Aceordinglr, the late King was 
permitted to tbrow^ff hia allegiance to the Imperial family of Delhi ; and without 
obatruotion from the Britiah Government, to aaaume tne title and the emblema of 
Koyalty. The young aovereign, aware of this fact, requeated the Bngliah ileaident» 
aa he had takep the custody of the prisoner, to send him l^a head, the moment 
there was leiatire tti take it off! and expressed considerable surprize and dia- 
aatiafabtion when informed, that it was, for the present, impossible to comply, 
with, what he considered, ao reasonable and proper a request. 

When His Majesty found that the Minister’s life was to be safe, he claimed all 
his property : and when doubts were expressed as to whether thia even could be 
ceded under the guarantee, be demanded that an account ahould be rendered of 
all that he had received or disbursed whether by himself or by deputy, since his 
administration. The demand was subtle enough ; for his Majesty knew full well, that 
for the preparation of such an account, and for the audit of the items, a century 
would not suffice if such were his royal pleasure ; while all that the unfortunate man 
possessed, colossally rich as be is snid \,o have been, could never meet the claim, 
or pasa fromhia Majesty's grasp whiler he still continued a prisoner in his Capital* 

No sooner was one Minister thus summarily disposed of, than another was to bo 
chosen to supply his place ; and notwithstanding the obvious dangers of the ele* 
▼ation, the station was aa eagerly sought after, as if ,it had combined all the dia* 
tinctiona to which talent may lay claim, to render it a proud and enviable thing 
to stand at the' helm . of the state. Although there were several competitors, 
all eyes were now turned on the celebrated Hakeem. 1 trust 1 aball not bo 
thought to wander materially from the subject before me, if } should here at- 
tempt to make a alight sketch of this very remarkable person. 

Mooiitezum Ood Dowlab, Mhsindee Aty Khan, better known throughout India 
by the name of the Uakeem, ia one of those individuals, who would in any coun- 
try attract that attention, which ia readily given, even among the moat rude and 
uncivilized, to him who has the courage to shake himself free of those shackles 
which centuries of bigotry and prejudice have imposed on his countrymen. Born 
of a distinguished though not very opulent Persian family be was very early 
called into active employment* by Saadut Ally Khan ; who with the penetration 
for which he was remarkable, predicted, aa he contributed to hia advancement. In 
1 SOS'S when the treaty was in agitation under which the beat half of the Oudo 
Provinces were ceded to the Company, the Hakeem was high in the confidence 
of his Sovereign ; and his account of the intrigues of the Court at that period, the 
difficulties experienced in inducing the Prince to sign what he considered bis erasure 
from the list of Indian Soveoeignty afford an instructive and deeply interesting les- 
son, in the arcana of ludian diplomacy. The Hakeem does not attempt to deny, 
that he counselled his master, to resort to all possible means of evasion and even 
of reaiatance, abort of a reference to that dernier resm t the ** ultima ratio regum’* 
to which he was far too intelligent to urge him. It is impossible not to admiro 
the spirit which dictated the advice, as much as the candour which now admits the 
fruitless hostility. 

Views however, so directly in opposition to those of the British Government, 
could not but bring the Hakeem into rough collision with our Resident, an officer 
who et that time, exercised a far more direct and proclaimed influence in the 

* The late Bishop Heber has stated in bis work that the Hakeem is a man of 
▼ery considerable talents, great hereditary opulence and influence.” This is an 
error end ^ekes from his real merit aa the founder of liisgtortune. The Hakeem's 
father was a Peraian gentleman from Shiraz ; who had followed ** the eabres ad- 
venturous law” to India ; his sword and hia spear, bis fortune and inheritance* 
Ags^ the late Bishop has been misinformed in stating that this remarkable person 
wag 'ever ** thrown into prison” whence he was only releaaed by the interposition of 
thft British Government.” The Hakeem never was in confinement. If he had 
been, he would never have been released. Aa Fop9>e erid of Buonaparte, when 
^lold he was dead,, by one of Napoleon ’a own spie:), who had instructions to report 
^ What the minister kaid or did on the occasion ** C’est uae mMiiaige plaisanterie que 

voui faitei il est Uop fin pour te laiuer mourir*'* 
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C)a<f« eottnoSIs, ^tii if vdir desired. He was therefore driree into honoiable exile, 
aa aumil or gorernor of some districts of the Oude territory, sitoated on the 
British frontier of Benares and Goruokpore. Here be applied j^maelf diligently, to 
the improrement of the diatricta entrosted to him ; and with imeli snocess, thet 4 
country which does not now pee the expenses of GoTernment, under his manage* 
ment was a moat fruit^l source of wealth to his master's treasury, while means wero 
afforded him, for the accumulation of one of those colossal i'orCunfiih of which tho 
East has afforded aome rare examples. The blind goddshs has seldom mada ao 
just a distribution of wealth; and naxer was Aaiaiio better fitted to goxern, and 
CO instruct hia countrymen. 

To the keenest perception of bis own interests, and a remarkable tact in the happy 
adaptation of the xiewa of others to his own purposes, he adds the deepaat sagacity 
—the greatest mental activity — and a knowledge of human nature which lhave 
rarely seen equalled, never exceeded. Although born and bred in a country, in 
which the nuptial tie is ao little regarded ; where marriages are dissolved on 
demtnd, and concubinage has scarcely any* prohibition ; yet so deeply did thn 
Hakeem feel the lose of hia wife that OfA only did he never contracted another 
marriage (although she had left him wi^iout an heir to hia immense wealth) 
but it seemed as if every lien had been broken which could attach him to the 
world. He never i^ain entered the female apartments where ahe died ; whicli 
remain just aa they were 4 *. the moment of her decease. No one has aver worn 
her jewels : her ahawla, her dreaaea are still retained with entkusiaatic fondness ; 
and when he has casually mentioned her name after a lapse of nearly eight years, 
the sigh was on the bosom, and the tear was in the eye. ^ 

Of his urbanity of manner, even in these kingdoms of masters and slaves ; of his 
intuitive perception of what is great and good ; of the justnese of bis conceptions 
and the excellence of his judgement, 1 might offer many examples. At the mar* 
ringe of his grand nephew he gave a most sumptuous entertainment, to the ladies 
and gentlemen of Futtihghur, and the aurrounding stations: which was conducted 
in the English mode ; the dinner being spread in the hall of s superb house which 
he purchased for tbeoccasion, and every delicacy offered which luxury could devist, 
or wealth supply. In the midst of the entertainment, the string of a pearl necklace of 
enormous value broke and the pearls fell in showers all around his seat. The ac- 
cident however was not remarked by the guests, and not a pearl was picked up 
until they had adjourned : lest as he observed, an interruption should have occurred 
in the gaiety of the company ; and the party have been deranged *' for a very trivial 
purpose." 

Speaking to him one day of our Regulations and willing to copibat his impres- 
sion that in this country, as in, most others there ;lre two laws, one for the rich 
and the other for the poor, he exclaimed ; ** let us look no further into the question. 
You and your brothers interpret the Regulations as may best suit y«mr views of 
right and wrong; but after all, they very much resemble a curious walking stick, 
which was sent to me from your Bengal capital. It looked like s stick, and was 
loaded with air but it was in* fact a gun." To rather a tiresome visitor, who com- 
mented at somewhat greater length than was convenient, on the rapid growth of the 
plants in his garden he remarked ,** sir, they have nothing else to do." ** You have 
lately made three presents to the country" he one day remarked tome ; ** and they 
all came in with the administration of the Marquess of Hastings; the gout, the cholera 
morbus and the Supreme Court, we never beard of any of them up here, until he 
arrived." 

The figure of the Hakeem is perfectly in keeping with bis character. The ample, 
but deeply furrowed bfow, the sarcastic yet smiling expressiou of tbp mouth, the 
ardent and awakened 'eye, which leaves nothing unnoticed, nothing unexsasined. 
There ie even in bis dress, always remarkably nay nitdiouilu neglected, that im- 

J reaa of singularity, aud disregard of all form, in a country of forms, which make 
ia conversation one continued stream of information and intelligence. ^ 

The Nawaub is advance^ in years, but his mother is a still more remarkable in* 
4 taaee of longevity. This lady perfectly recollected the entry of Nadir Shah into 
Delhi ; and the arat wai ikiU frash in her recollection afUr the lapse of nineijr 
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jtnrf. Sb« bid ibi fnliiSeiHon of teAing 6ro {finirttioiii mittid under • roof^ 
wbiob the pooTiit nerer entered vritlioat m trelrome, nor quitted without relief. 

The Hakeem, at hit title importo, ie preetiied in the medical science of hia own 
country ; and he ia fond, not only of the theory, but oi the practice of medicine j 
io which 1 ahall remark in passing, he eoiiaidera himself something of a Macbaon; 
and cooaeqtfently rather too much inclined to underrate those modern diacoveriee 
in a tcience, which he aara Avicenna, Hippocrates, and Oalen, very eertainijr 
learnt from hia countrymen. Of Calomel he always expresses undisguised ab« 
borrejtce. On the other hand I went to pay him Sijriait one day, when be was un« 
frell,and I found him taking an amalgainum of pounded peorla, gum arabic and leaf* 
gold. Observing a smile on my countenance, at so unusual a prescription, he ask* 
ed me if I thought there might not be some virtue in one metal, at well as another. 
Joking with him one dav on a new plantation of orange trees from a-bich at aistv-five 
it was scarcely possible for him lo expect much truit, lie remarked ; ** One of your 
great poets mentions a p**ople whose eyes were at the back of tbeir beads, conae* 
queritly they never saw any thing in/ront. — You must be ih»t people — you never 
think of what ia Itkelu to be hereafter, ^iit what has been already.'*— To the liberties 
which European nations have t^keii g-ith Geogia|)i)r, he expresses remarkable 
disapprobation. When 1 have talked to him of the Red Sea, the White Sea, and 
Che Black Sea, and the Yellow S*'H, he would get out of all patience. — ** Why" said 
be, “ hejre is every color but the Ricbt." ^ 

But 1 must abridge, though 1 think I nei'd not apologise for, details which 
private regard have made itdirficult for me to aiippresa. and which it may not be 
nltogedier uiiinatructive to record. He who sent to the distant, and to him oiiknowm 
Talley of Caahmeer, the splendid benefartioii, which could relieve t whole city 
desolated by an earthquake.— He who could conatnict a bridge for our Government 
end one for that of Persia at an ex pence of ^50,000. The Mtibommedan who be* 
liaves that good men of all nations and religions may be saved— that man’a cha* 
racter belongs to the history of his period. If the Traveller merits re(»roach who 
omits the description of a noble building, why aliouid it not be penal alike to pass 
in silence the far more rare example of worth uncnrrupted by wealtb^of religioa 
divftted of bigotrv, and of charity unmixed with osteutaiion. 


We should be guilty of an injustice to our readers, and to an able Correspondent 
if we omitted to call public attention to the hivhly iiiterescint; his'orirnl sketch or 
Memoire panr $ervir a V kiatnirc, which will be found above, I he description nf the 
city itself ia graphic and pidiirfaque: but the sketches of Aga bloer and (he 
Hakeem, the presfnt vizier,fCuiiiioc fail to fix rooie deeply the attention of every 
reflecting mind. They exhibit a striking illusfrntion of oriental policy, and the 
lingular viciaaitudea to which it occasionally subjects individuals, raising the mea* 
neat suddenly to toe loftiest pinnacles of place and power and emolument, and as 
suddenly casting them down, with as little reason and jiidgmantinthe one case ge- 
nerally* IS III the other. A^a Meer who ia one example oC this sudden elevation 
end equally sudden depreaainn, is still, we believe, in confinement, owing his life 
to Briiiah interference and British protection, although it has bean rumoured^ 
within these few days, that he had been released. 

On the adininiairstion of the country, the writer of the article to which we refer it 
unwilling to indulge in remark. He does however, make one observation, which 
deaerveg eapecial notice ;it is *' that whatever is misonievous in it ia ascribed to us, 
thatia to the British Guveriimant." ** I have repeatedly heard men of education in 
the westeln^provineea" atysour Correspondent ' der/are tfiui ifis BrUith Gtwttnm^nt 
titerntraged'^thi ditordfn in 0*td«, in order that ther$ might he a prttei t far anather eeuum 
efwhat rimuimofitt Ureilory.'* Can any rational and thinking being, we ask, who 
considers that the natives know nothing of our interference in Oude but that it ii 
emiplUyed on tbe aide of power against the people to support the native Govern* 
ment, en unqualified despotism, blame this inference oP deny that it ia, eoording to 
.their mesns of judging, perfectly natural, however unjiAie. In fact it is the sanio

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Aft rftTftrsft ; tliftr irft ftqnatlj the •off«r«ri fVoiQ tfift •▼■tirtn Wft Wft iift^ 

iiot lay that are do not roncor in ih^juMiee of th« inferoncft. Wo utterly diftbq* 
that tlia British ^ovc^riiinant of tb« firesant day* wbutd act in thft msAuftf il 
■opposes - and if such iiidood irora tho niaiims which guided it, disorder haft alreft* ' 
dy urerailed long enough and attained a li«*iffhih sufficient to establish a case, whicll 
Would justify it, in the eves of the whole world, in assuming thft aniifft gorernment 
of the State,' when the hiiseries resulting from s oolicy of pretend^ self-denial^ 
•hould be fully made known. Our nres^'nt connection with it, dt ss in fact make us 
tnerallii responsihle for ail these mueriessiid all these disorders of which the peop!ft 
are victims. Our counienance ana sup]>ort of tbr stkfem (we ought to use unelkcr 
pkmse) which prevails, has in f ct deprived the peo de ot the oniif d erk against the 
escesses of power of which a despotism admits. We cannot, at least we disolaim 
■II poa'er to iriterfere for a beneficent purpose, but do we or can we refuse onr aid 
to coerce refractory lemindars, to put down tumult ar.tl to repress, in short, those 
jresctions wdiicb are the natural result of that oppression which aurpasses ibft 
bounds of hiimnn endurance ? It ia said, thus of late, iudeed, the utinoat cautioQ 
has been observed in regar i to our interfereiise, and that the policy, at present, is 
not to inierf<*re at all, for good or evil ; but sgpposo any serious insurrection arose 
•—what would be our policy, or what would be onr measures then ? inevitshly that 
inlerf'erenne of which we have spoken. Asain then, we ask whether we are not me* 
raltu rvspousible Hot ell those disorders which distract and distress the stale of 
Oude. If 

He who permits oppression shares ths crime 

we, who not only permit but protect it. are doubly gnilfr ; and it is in rain now tft 
■eek a justification in a pretext w'hicli the h'story of onr Indian career laughs to 
•corn. We are not advocates of an aggressive policy ; but the Company have left 
tlieniaelrsi no choice between supnoriirifr with their arms a system of dreadful op* 
pression, and abandoning a policy fur which they will at this time of day not r*« 
ceive as they certainly do not deserve, any credit ; and the deiuiiture from which, 
will in all probability ere long be forced upon liieni. It would have been departed 
from long sgo, but for that pretended repugnance to territorial acquisition to irhicb 
w« have alluded.

'Litcinow.— H akim Mehdi AH Khan occupies the most prominent piece in no« 
tices from this capital, appHrentlv h« is high in the f.ivnr of the king, who is eviiil* 
ing hiiiis*'lt' ol his experience in the conduct of the public affair^, lie is consider- 
ed as the Prime Minister elect oi that Slate. But his formal investiture with the 
dignity of that office has not hh yet taken place, pndiably as is supposed, heesuso 
the sanction of the Bririsli government lisd not been received, lii the meantime, 
the expectiiiion of this event had diffused general satisfaction, and its anticipation 
b<kd even occasioned a fall in the price of grain. Owing to ths influence and judi* 
cious siicourageinent of Melidi Ali Khan, those scenes of tumult sod bliKidshed, 
which during the fast of Muliurum. have usually disgraced the city; bad not sayoft 
occurred in spite of the efforts of the ill*dis|iooed. 

The king had appoint!^ for theresidfnee ofMebdi Ali Khan, tha houso occupied 
formerlv hv the late Gbooism Hosen Khan, and at present by Ins family. Inconai* 
deratiou of their consequent diet reae he bed not availed himMlf of lbs proposed m* 
■idance, preferring that called Noor Bukbsh which bad formerly been given him by 
Baadut Ali Khan. This, it would seem, had subsequently bean iransfarrad hf4im 
Ista king to hiB Minister A ea *ftjaer sod still contained kia properly.. H. M. rft« 
marked that Aga Meer war one who would contest the amalleat trifla Slid cflnfte* 
queatly not likely to uoncad# thft booM* Mobdi AU Khan boworof nndirto^ to

It bid bB€D rerorted to the king tbit tbo Bidibib Bogam had font bar oonfidaite, 
the aunt of tho oac«aaed Minister Fast Ali, to tbo roaidoieo of Agi Meer, with i 
friendly metaage, that she forgave bis former offeneea ind enoonraged him to hope 
for reatitotion to office. As a proof of the good will of His Majestv to Mehdi Alt 
Khan, it io mentioned that he immediately sent this report tS that individual. Two 
inferences are drawn from this procedure of the Badsbih Begum, 1st, that she wish- 
ed Mehdi Ali Khan to feel the necessity of conc^iating her; 2d, tbit she desired to 
Tevive hia animosity towards his former rival. 

Somj|,of the public farmers who had hitherto avoided settlement of arrears bad, in 
reliance on a fair adjustment under the mediation of Mehdi Ali Khan, commenced 
payments* The king is represented is pleased and aurprised at this unexpected 
result. 

The Resident bad conveyed i friendly communication to His Majestv from the 
king of England, intimating the intdrest which His Britannic Majesty felt in the 
welfare of the Oude kingdom. A salute from the Royal Artillery was according- 
ly discharged in demonstrations of reject. 

An affray had taken place between en Abyssinian slave of Aga Maer and an officer, 
of the king. The latter had seised the former near the residence of hia master, 
and a scuffle ensued. The slave wounded the officef, and a peon who waa aiding 
the officer out off the slave's band and inflicted a wound in his breast. The elave 
took refuge in bis master's premises which were surrounded by the king’s guards, 
clamorous for bis surrender. 

The king ordered the tumult to be allayed and sent Mehdi Ali Khan to the Resi- 
dent to represent the oaee. The Abyseinian was also sent by Aga Meer, and by 
the Resident forwarded to the Surgeon to have bis wounds dressed.— Bengal Bur- 
iaru, July 9* 


Great praise is baatowed on tbe judicious and successful meaaurea of Mehdi Ali 
Khan to preserve tranquillity in this populous capital during the Moboram. The 
efforts of the ill-diaposed to promote tumult end blood-abed at tbe period of incite- 
ment have been baffled. 

It would seem the king it anxious to introduce economy and reduce the public 
•atahliahmente to the scale of those entertained by Saadut Ali. As a preliminary to 
thii, reatitutiofl and adjuatipent of accounts have been required from the publio 
defaulters and embeszleri. 

The Mubajun Ram Doyal ie in cloae confinement and gradually but alowly dis- 
gorging hia appropriations. 

Tqjordsen, also defaulter in the large scale, is rigorously imprisoned, but, it would 
gppear, will not do tbe needful, 

Kbyrat Ali, the King's Tailor, had been required to make good a lack of Rupees, 
with which be ia chargeable. 

Budri-dgaatbe Amil of Mendiaow, had made himself scarce. 

. On the tSth of the Moboram, Aga Meer bad an interview of some length with the 
Resident. He is mentioned as making arrangements for the payment of ^e olaime 
of indisiduala on him. It would seem he bed not abandoned hie pretensions to tbw 
bouse called Noor Buksb, destined by tbe King for the reeidenee of Mehdi Ali 
kbett. Aga Meer cleime this as a gift from rbe late King, while hie rival allegea 
that it waa beatowed on him by Siawt Ali. Some oommunioation on the subject 
had taken place whh the Resident. 

Jk curious oireutaatance, illuitrative of tbe state of Hindociam in this Moflem 
^mtai, if mentioned* Reja Mewa Ram, the Dewan, bad observed the verious for- 
melteiennjScnUm ^to the Moboram with the rigid, pitty of an orthodox Moslem* 
^h^mM^tikan Mtina baa volunteered an elaborate. But by no meaoe eueceaeful, 
art^saent, to exonerate this Courtier from the imputatUNi of bypoenay or time* 
'ing*— Bifijpii ffurlwrtt, Juijf 
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Th« Mtlett ftofli Hilf Mpital^oiitaiA IlttU ^ iatitMt or ittpottutiM. Not- 
withttandiag; th« oovnUrtotinif ^offBoto of faU OBomiu tbo iiidieioii|i ariiii^^- 
Biontf of Maatwin-ood-dowUfa* woro Mosiblf oontHboting to too amolioritton of 
tffiini. An intUnco itluttmtiog iho doeition of bis obirtetor is moiicioood. Tbo 
rof^iment of Mtdbo Sin$f which bad boon ordered to bo pud off. tauoltttoualjr oppos* 
od the Naweb whilitdaking bia ride. He remonstrated wah them sod required 
them to deposit their ensigns, and receiee their pmj toeotding to the orders 
of the King. As they continued to offer a menacing front the Nawab charged 
into the midst of them witli bia follower e^tbis energr had the desired 
effect. The tumult was allajed and the ensigns surrendered-^Ot thia bold- 
ness of bis retersn Miniater tho King is ^aid to hse# *• pftumd with his 
teeth the finger of wonder" end te bare rewarded the Nnwano followers. 
It waa expected that Aga Meer the late Minister who hu been so lonw 
oonfioed under charge of the Resident, will toon be enlarged. The King had 
been applied to procure for bis use Carts, Ac.'snd hid given t Shswl to ths 
Kotwal who stated that owing to the rains h% had failed in procuring anjr^ H, 
ordered him at the tame time to use bia bei^ diligence in procuring the required 
Carta, Ac. Part of the accreted plunder of Bburtpoor aeems to hare found ite ws^ 
to Lucknow ; a man named Radba Pursbad at the capture of that place took s 
Necklaoe of Urge Pearls and other raluabie Jewels: his attempt to conotal the bootjr 
being detected, by order of \urd lEombermero the prise was taken from him and 
he himself discharged ^ he still bowerer contrired to retain four Urge pearls with 
which he proceeded to Lucknow, end offered them for tale to Rsdbs Kishn, a de* 

r endaut of Ram Dural hr whom ho was employed ss an Hurkarsh —Radba Kiaha 
aving aaoerraiiied from Jewellers that the pearU were worth 40,000 rupees, agread 
to give Radba Purchad if 00 rupees for them, and told them to Ram Duval for 
25,000 Tupeea. Not having been paid hit money, Radba Purahad oomplained 
againat his defraud, and the abore facta were diaelosed. At first the King ordered 
Radba Kishn. who waa already in confinement, to pay the 2100 rupees, but be is 
now pressed for the full sum oi go, 000 Rupsss, but for whoss bsnefit is not stated* 
— Bsiigai Hurkaiu, du^uit 6, 


Yhs measures of Nawab Muntasim-ud«Dowlsh for the recerery of srresrs frost 
numerous defsnUers, and the introduction of good order, continue to be the topio 
of commendatiou. He waa affording an example of application from which saluta- 
ry results may be expected. On one occasion, while busily engaged in business^ 
the Nawab did not notice the King who passed by. For this iosd/ertencf, bs im* 
posed on himself a fine of 2,000 rupees, which pleased^His Majesty. 

Astrology, it would seem, retains its influence st this eapitsL Aooordiiig to tho 
.divination of an astrologer, the Budshah Begum, for some auspjolous purpose* 
had presented His Majesty with this fancifully assorted votive offering— ea ele- 
phant, ahorse, a buffaloe. 3 gold pictures, 30 rupees, 27 bags of grain, a'aword, a 
shield, a vessel of ghee and a vessel of oil. 

A wanton mnrder had been committed on a servant of a writer uttaobed to tho 
Residency. He was sitting at his maater's door whoo a Khalaai (supposed to bo 
drunk) passed in the retinue of Jaufer Ali. The Khalaai said, ha would pierce bim 
with bia spear. ^ To this, the other replied why t and immediately was slain 
the Kbalasi. The Resident sent the murderor to the King for trial. 

It would seem, thst the indication of the approaching release of Aghs Bfeor by 
the English Oovernmeat, bad been productive of some activity for tho eountoruu* 
tion of that measure. By desire of the King, Miintasim-ud-Doulih hid convoyod 
to the Resident various claims for large sums, which different individuals Aad pre- 
ferred against the priioner. The ladiee too, of a particular class* had btsn sant Co 
the Resident with their clsims that Agba Meer had* when in power, fondhly jilM 
tome youthful membere of the sitterhood whom be detained* A prednmntion 
had boaaisauad to the efflct,^bat persons were not obliged ogiinst in 
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tecompanr tbs Ri-Miniftsr out of tbs kingdom. The imprisoned Rem Dorsl 
likewise bed set up e lerge demend on Agba Meer, alleging, that on its recover^f 
depended bis ability to satisfy the claims of H. M. on bimself, He had been sent 
to the Resident to ' be examined by him on the subject of bif claim and otbCr 
UMtt$n,^Bengal Hutkaru, August I’d.

All those that 1 con- 
tracted in England were paid before I came away. There were damages awarded 
against me in England. 1 saw an account of them in the papers. 1 don’t know hoir 
much the damages were. 

Mr, Cfaike. What waa this action brought against you for ? 

Jnso/vent, til Eduard Ryan, Am i obliged to auswer that question 1 

Sir Edwaid Rtjan* You are. 

Jraolvent, (After consulting his Counsel,) I am not obliged to commit myself* 

Mr, Clerks. Why was this action brought against you 1 

Jnrolvent.— For running away with another man's wife. 

Mr, Clarke, — When was the action brought. 

Jnio/vent.— Two years last August. 1 don’t know whether or not the damegei 
' bare been paid ; I never paid them, nor have 1 made any enquiry on the aubjecU 

Mr. Clarke.^Yoix aia aware that a verdict was found against you. 

Jmolvent, 1 suppose so. 1 at present hove no Equipage, I bad a Bug- 

gy and Horao, but I sold them to pay my law expeuces since 1 was arrested : they 
were sold by Auction at Tullohs for 4.70 rupees. The amount of debts in my Sche- 
dule is fourteen thousand seven hundred and twenty bve rupees, dOOO of which I 
owed previous to my return to Lnglaud, the remainder 1 contracted since my ar- 
livalhere in Feby. last year. 

1 contracted no debts since May last. I contracted a debt with Messrs. Dwyer 
And Co. in April, and also one with Measrrs. Middleton and Co. for 200 rupees 
fora Musical Snuff Box and some Jewellery. 1 contracted these debts before I 
reoeived a letter of demand from Mr. Jackson the Attorney. 

Whan I ordered the Musical Snuff Box and other articles, I thought I had suffi- 
cient funds to pav for them. 1 have had many letters of demand. I said since 
BST arrest that my property could be sold for 4,000 rupees. 1 say ao now. 1 be- 
came indebted to a Mr. Woollen at Seraiupora; I wanted money and he advanced 
me a aum. I deposited a Billiard i'able with him for security, along with some 
other thinea ; this was in the month of INlarch last. 1 boiicht the Billiard Table in 
1869 for 630 rupees; 1 paid in part for it 130 rupees, 100 rupees is still due ; I 
•mploy several Tradesmen, two Jewellers, two Coacbmakera, three Tailors, two 
. Shoemakers, and others ; aoinetimea 1 employ one, sometimes another. 1 bad no 
Q^er means but my pay to saiiafy them.

• tlierA.are paid^ I 'have gold iny Buggy since 1 hsveAeeg in jail ; the Horae orongbt 
one lundred, the Hafneaa seventy. two, and Boggy two hundred and eighty ru- 
^■peejV; this was to pay my law ex'pences. My former creditocp have been applying 
ever tinea I'letutuad to the country in 18S9* 
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EiamiriiJ by Mr. Pearm. I irrived the 17th Februirr Uet retr, end went to 
Barreckpore. 1 wu enreeted at Barrackpore end brought to Calcutta, where I 
was put ill jail. There is a Militarj Court at Barreckpore for the trial of claima 
against the Militarj* I first came to this country in 18?4, and «ras seYit to Bar- 
rackpore, and from thence went to join my Regiment, above Delhi. 1 was then 
obliged to purchase ajjouse for which I paid 600 Rupees. \Va remained there four 
months, when the Regiment was ordered to Kurnuult 1 there paid 1,500 Rupees 
for a house. 1 received afterwards for these houses ihe sums 1 had given for them. 
1 have travelled a good deal in t^e country, aud am ceriaiu s Subalteru’e pay is 
not aufficient to pay hie experices in tiavelliiig. 

By Sir E^Jward Ryan. 1 went home on leave. My fatherisliving. he is a Clergy* 
man of the C'lurchof KiiglBnd,a Doctor of Divinity ; He makes me no stipulated aU 
lowarice ; J have bad about Jf 300 altogether since 1 have been in India, including 
the ^lOO. 1 receiver since 1 last came out. 1 arrived liist in the year ]81:!4-«my 
last arrival waa in 1829. Most of my debts are old stand ing. '1 be <3000 Rupees £ 
owed on my departure for Krigland, divested of interest would have amounted to 
little more than 2000 Twentrman and Burkingyoung’a ilrhis were contracted 
in the year 1824. The debta due to Harro^ell, Pitrar, and Middletou, in the yesc 
1829; one of those transactions was for silver muffineers. 

After uiy return 1 got into debt, i placed confidence in receiving a part of my 
wife 'a fortune, but it is not nvsilable until the death of her mother, alie will thea 
have ^200 a year. 1 have no control over it* 1 was married at Madras in’ January 
1829. Mv exnectation waa that niv wife's fortune would be available to pay my 
debts. Mrs. Na-es has no friends in India ; the came out in the same ship witli me* 
She had been married before to Major Austen* 1 sm not certain whether Major 
Austen is alive or not. 

Sir Edward Rvan presumed the question on which Mr. Clatke opposed was, 
whether the Insolvent had probable means, to liquidate bis debta, or reasoniihls ex- 
pectations of means, exclusive of bis 4 »ay, as a Lieutenant in the army ; he would 
refer the case to the Examiner to enquire w hetber the Insolvent had or bad nut 
■iicb means and tlie'further bearing of the case would take place wbeo tbs £xs* 
miner bad made liis report.

Samuel Cole, Andrew Mackenxie and Alfred Oram, were put to the bar on ea 
Indictment charging ih the first count, the prisoners on the 8th day ol^ May laat at 
Niderampore with having feloniously made an assault upon one'Bungoolafa, end 
that Samuel Cole did shoot with a gun loaded with ball, intending to maim the eeid 
Bungoolab, the othera aiding and abetting* 

In the second count they were charged with having committed the offence jgLthe 
Mme manner, with intent to*do some grievous bodily berm to the eaid Bungoolab. 
The third count charged each with maliciously shooting, with the SUM |pleilt. 
The Prisonera pleaded Not Guilty. 

Ifr. Cochran$ opened the ladieUiienu 
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Mr. Advwati Gtmral britilf tddrmed tha Jorr, tnd ttid, that tb# priaoDlra ^ 
who were Indigo Flantera reiiding in the Mofuatil, were obargtd with having oa 
the 8th of May lait, felonioasly fired upon one Bungoolab, with intent to do him 
nome grieroaa' bodily barm ; the facta of the eaao would be detailed to them by 
the witnesaea be would call, end he ebould not addresa thein at length for it was not 
bia eiiatom to take up the time of the Jury by ezuleining to yiem the law, nor did 
be eonaider fuchiB good cuatom, for they would hear it from a higher and better 
authoritTi the Learned Judge who preaided. But he would make one remark ( 
tbia waa the firat trial of the nature under a rereiy act of Parliament which had 
lately come into operation in this country and which made in a capital offence, to 
wound a man under auch eireurastancee aa if death had followed the crime would 
bare been murder, but if only manslaughter then they were entitled to an aequittaL 
' Mr. Piarsnn laid, it would appear in eridcnce, that on the 8tb of May Uat the 
prisoners at the bar, in company with two other gentlemen, all mounted on Ele- 
phants, approached the village Niderampore armed, and that the natives fearing 
their entrance, collected in coneidereblo nnmbere and requested them not to ap- 
proach^ notwithstanding which they weift forward and while the natives were thus 
•aaemhied in a peeeeable manner, firedcipon them. I believe it will he proved, 
aaid Mr. Pearson, at least so I am instructed, that Cole did fire into the crowd ; 
that other ihoti were alto fired, but that that of Cole did take effect, and you gen- 
tlemen will hear from his Lordehip, whether if they wrre all thus joined in an ille- 
gal act, they do not come within the meaning of the Indirtment. 

John Todd* I am an Assistant Surgeon in the II. C. Service, I know Samuel 
Cole and Alfred Oram. I have beard Cole say he was an Englishman ; 1 have 
beard Oram eay the aame ; 1 think I have heard' him say so. T do not know that I 
bare heard him say so in direct terms ; he epeeks English. 1 have seen Mr. Mac- 
kenste ; I have heard him talk Engliali^but I do not know what countryman he is. 

Mr. 0, Hudson* 1 know Mr* Mackenzie ; he ie e Scotchman. 

Luchyeaund Don tworn, 1 am a native of Zillah of Furruckpore ; 1 bold soma 
land there ; I look at the Prisoners, I know Mr. Cole. In the month of Bo'Shauk 
last, on the 27th of the month, about one o'clock in the afternoon, I bad gone into 
my house to eat my dinner, and hearing a noise, that the Gentlemen of the Fac- 
toriea had come to plunder the village, Iren out, 1 came and stood near a ditch, 
when 1 saw and heard Rnmdoei Chowkedar and others, calling for justice. They 
called out 'Dohoy !’* 1 saw five Europeans mounted on three Elephants. 1 re- 
cognised Mr. Cole there. 1 saw some men ; about 50 Natives armed and about 250 
unarmed. The armed men were coming from the Eaet and going to the West ; the 
tillage lies to the West. Ramdose Chokeydar and others were standing near me, and 
were ezolaimingfor justick. The gentlemen fired their gune, all of them fired about 
the same time ; 1 saw Mr* Cole fire hie gun which was pointed towards the men, natives 
of the village. The gentlemen continued firing and the people calling for justice. I 
know Bungooleh ; 1 saw him at the time he ran away with the otfacra *, 1 saw him 
fall but at that time I did not go near him ; 1 ran and took shelter in some boshes. 

1 saw Bungoolah afterwards. The gentlemen sent their people who went into 
five bouses which they plundered. Shortly after Bungoolah fell, the gentlemen 
went away. I then saw Bungoolah ; he was bleeding at the mouth, and be bad 
s wound on the left aide which would admit a finger with a awelling in the cheat. 
The Etepbante were of different sizes ; one wae e Urge one, on which Mr. Cole 
cud another gentleman were mounted. I have tome recollection of seeing the 
smell gentlemsn Mr. McKonsie on that occasion, but I never saw him before. I 
cm posaesaed of property. 1 have several Talooks ; 1 pay to Government for one of 
them ennualU 280 rupees. * ^ 

Creti-ereetiSed hy Mr, MtticMn. I was never ceiled Luckcannd Curr, 1 tiever waa 
Snibe ZilUh of Barrasaut, I know Jebun Baboo ; he is our Zemindar, 1 hold my 
land under Jebun Baboo ; I have held it, and my anceetora have bald it before 
Ine. 1 pay the revenne to the Cutchery of Jebun Btboo. The gentlemen came 
.to Sb village ebeut 12 or 1 o'clock, they were coming, from the Mootooeburn Fme- 
toby» yhleh is eituated in a south direction. They tools a Sontharlv direction and 
they ^turned in the tame direction they came from. The tillage Niderampore ie 
ditUf . fiom Ike Faotory ebont twenty minutet wslk» I know nothing of eosses ; 1 
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would wftik tlio diitoneo in foar dondtho. I know KSttnniior«» ft h dioUnt firom 
Nidortmporft two and half dundaht. Tkor wore coninff in n diraetion from tb# 
East to the Wast. Whan I saw tham thay warn not eomine in tha diraetion from 
Kistnaporo ; oarrilla^aia in lan^th East and Wait. Whan T aawthani» tbav 
warn 170 varda from tba Ttllaaa, I was atandinfr near a bonaa ; tliara is a foot natk 
throngb the ▼illaga. fbara has bean a diannta hatwaan ma a7>d tha Tho 

Baboo Jabun pnrchasad tha rillaira hr public auction « bnt rn not rattinir posaaa* 
aion ha antarad an action. I don't know that tha Eannaa amptorad Mr. Oram to 
conduct har affaira. Tba erounda|«f tha flamnneur Tillaga do not join 'thoaa of 
Nidarampora. I naaar heard of a aiiit haing in«.ifiitad hj the Baboo against tha 
Kannea ; I heard that ha had romnlainad to tha Zammindarr. Tha haad - arson of 
the rdlaga waa Moaamdar ; I sea him whan I en to tha CutcharrT ; T haae not 
aaan him ainca tha daa after thia rirriimatanoa took plara Ma axaminatinn wag 
taken at Furruekpora, I know tha Vakeel at that place. The .Tiidga ordered ug 
Into custody. I had mat the Vakeel there. The Nngear kept uf in his own 
honae. Jabun Bahoo'a Vakeel waa not auffl^red to communirata with us. heforo 
osamination ; I did not sea him during tha lima I waa in tha etistodr of the Na- 
gear. We want dailr to tha Cntcherrr, T atiw him there. 

I waa onca axnmin'ed hafora tha officers of tha Court and acrain hr tba Magig. 
trata. I told tha Magistrate that tha ▼illagara* housaa ware plnndarail ; T said 
I saw the people enter tha facuaaa and pillage them and I saw bundlaa carried 
gwar. 

CroM-framified hv )lfr. Clnrk^, What I told tha Ma?istrata waa taken down in 
writing which T signed. It waa not agplainad to ma, it was read in English which 
I do not understand. I look at tha paper, tha signature is my hand writing; I 
swear that it was not explained to me ^fore or after 1 aigned iU The magistrate 
told ma to sign it. and I did so. 

Sir E. Ryan. The Judge said it was a serloua miafortuno that tbo Magiatrato 
was not here to explain thiseireumstanco. 

Witness continued. Tha quastiona ware pat tome hr the Magiatrate himself, 
and betook down what Isaid. Kistoebunder Moonahae axplaineci mr arirlanca in 
Bengalee. I wrote my name in the paper without asking to hare it explained. I 
made no objection to sign it ; at praaant the Moonshaa is at that zillnli. There 
ware 50 or r>() armed man and 250 unarmed, attending tha gentlemen who ware on 
the Elephants. 1 aaw no others preaent but tha gantlemen'a partr and those that 
were with Bungoolah ; I was close to Bungoolah. Biidden Khan the leader of 
the club bearers was on horse back with the gantlamen, I was narar on horse back. 

*' In this state of eiistenre, I never maunted a horse.** I did not cour^ the report of 
the guns fired ; the gentleman were firing sararsl timek ; the people retreated, and 
called out ** Do-hoy Companee V* Tba gentleman on tba Elephant with Mr. Cola 
was a stout man, I did not sea tham load their guns, J have seen Mr. Cola be- 
fore. Bungoolah had ran with the other people 10 or 15 cottnha through Faddw 
fields, before he fell. He had hit back towards tha gentlemen, and was woundeil 
in tha side. Bungoolah or the others bad no concern with Indigo cultivation ; tha 

r ounds of tha village are low. Duiing this life of mine 1 have not been in prison; 

never was called upon to give aecurity for good behaviour. Mr. Robert Morriaon 
I don't know ; I never was charged with Decoity before him. 1 have already told 
you 1 waa never accused. I have never been confined. Bnoaols Maasiill Cawn ne- 
ver charged me with Decoity. I may have been gailty of Decoity in lem# ether eUla 
sf existence, but not the present. 1 never aaw the Court of^ Barrasnut. 

Re-examined by Mr. Cochrane. Dacca is distant from our vilUgo a day and 
tbrea-fourths of a day. * None of my villagers hava any thing Co do whb Indigo* 
My father's name waa Killsrram Doai. 

By Sir Edward Ryan, Mooiooohurn and Ramnagnr mra tbo aamn plane, Earo- 
poans call it by one name and we by the other. I never waa in the oualodj of 
Gooemall. se^ 

Lolleboltophodar waa amqpif Uie men who plundered the villagOi I never WM im 
Ilia cuitody. * 

Bungoolah eremined* 1 na • ngtivo of Nidaramporo (identifiea Mr* CeU*) 
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The witnesg (the wounded person) requested water ; be appeared rerj weak and 
in a state of great exhaustion and at several times his examination was stopped to 
aJlf>w him time to recover. 

Mr. Uraeken. 1 know Air. Oram ; I do not know what eountrjman ho is, but X 
believe him to be an Flnglishinan. I hare conversed with him in English. 

Bungffotah't examination continued. When 1 saw these gMtlemen on Elephants, 
I was then unnhie to recognise that gentleman (Mr. Cole) I have aome reoollectioa 
of him. I S. 1 W him in the Eiirruckpore Ziilah with others in village. 1 saw 
them coming on Glephnnts from a village called IJlhounpore, five of them ; they came 
towards the village of Niderampore, Locbun Sircar sent a person to tell the gentle* 
men not to come, as no land in that village would do for Indigo. 1 was in my field. 
'J'lie gentlemen were accompanied by people, aome with clubs and other with iron 
arms. Seizing the gentlemen we collected to the number of about twenty and the 
Cliokpclar called Do-hoy. 

The /'i(erpri’rsr explained that this term might either mean justice or might bf 
used as prohibiting these persons from entering the village. 

'i'hat had no effect, for they came rushing forward and there was g 
firing ol guns. 1 ran from them and leoeived a shut behind and I fell. 1 suppose 
] was carried away, 1 do not know. Before the firing (he villagers had done nothing 
to these gentlemen nor used any violence. 

Cmu eiiimined by Mr. Cleland. Luckycaund Sirrar bolds lands under Jebun 
Baboo; he was not near me when he spoke to the Chokedar. 1 do not know; 
whera the gentlemen were going. Mootoochurn Factory is to the East of Jauu* 
pore and Niderampore is to the South of Jaunpore. 1 never saw Co.'s before that 
day, when they came on the Elephants, and again at theZillah. i observed hint 
on the first occasion to be stout built. The Magistrate did not point him out to mu 
at the Ziilah Court. 

By Mr, Diekem, I recognised Cole by his corpulency, and being mounted on the 
largest Elephant. 1 again aaw him before the Magistrate, Mr. Cardew, where I 
pointed him out. Mr. Cardew took my examinaiioas. 1 do not know whether 
they were explained to roe before 1 signed them. 1 cannot now recollect for 1 
linve not iny senses, and my sight fails me. X oaiiie from a boat this morning in tho 
Hirer ; 1 came in a Palankeen. There were three Elephants, one large and two 
•mall ones. The gentleman 1 recognise was on the large one. I do not remember 
whether, there was another gentleman upon it wiib him. The Chokedar said there 
was no occasion for us to make a disturbance but we should cry out Do-boy ! or 
oxolaim against their coming into the village. They were then about two hundred 
yards off. When 1 first saw these gentlemen I was about a gurry, or twenty four 
viiinutea’ walk from the village. It was more than a russee distance from the village 
when I heard Uainjoy call out. I was about half a ghurry coming there from my 
Held. Luckvcauiid l3osa was not near me. The gentleman fired without any pro- 
vocation. Niderampore ia not far from the liver and ia all low lands. 

Rameonuy Day. 1 lived at Niderampore (identifies Cole) I have known him 
about a year. 1 saw the wounded man here to-day ; his name ia Bungoolah. I 
was present when he was wounded ; Bungoolah fell in the field of Sudderam Sell 
about 75 yards from the village. I was about five cubits from him when ho fell ; 
there were SO or S5 other persons present. 1 did not see Luckycaund there, 
Bungoolah bad turned, and was running towards the village when he received the 
•hot. 

Between Niderampore and the Ramoagur Factory there are Indigo lands but 
•lose to the Factory. 

Croes-esfmined by Mr, Clarke. I did not see Luekycaun^ Dose when I came out 
of my house on the cry of Do-bnv f I saw him at bis own house after the wound- 
ed Ilian had been brought to his liouse. When 1 saw the gentlemen first they were 
about <tbr«e begahafrom me ; immediately after the man was wounded. When 1 
the gentlemen first they were advancing and when they came Within a russee 
.ora russee and a half of the village they stopped. ^ Bungoolah waa carried away. 
Bootf ypore another Factory was within SO or S5 beeg%ha of our village ; it belongs 
to Ompenauth Baboo. I was examined twice before the Magistrate. 1 tew Mr. 
Cor on the iirat occasion ; I saw him but onof iHd thftt WM BOt th« HOOBd OCCUi* 

•u 1 1 pointed him out to the Magiatnte. 
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' Itamd(iss 4 I am Cholradar of Niderampora (identifiet Mr. Cole.) He need to lira 
in Ilia FactorT. i aair him on an Elephant at our ▼illag'oon one occaaion on the 27th 
ofBoiahtuk ; he waa accompanied. There were three Elephants and Are Europeans* 
I was in me own premiaea when I heard the report of guns, before 1 went out* 
After I went out I heard and saw firing of guns. On the gentlemen ap(iruaohitig I 
gaee Do-hoy! Ail the gentlemen had guns, but 1 do not Jr*iow that all fned; 
guna were fired trom on the large Elephant on which Cole waa. These pentlemeit 
bad dO or €0 persona with them armed, and 200 or 300 with ctuhs. By arms I 
mean spears, swords and ahieldai The villagei* cfi't>red no violence ; 1 know 
Bungoolah. When 1 gave Do- hoy ! he did so ti o. I aiterwarda saw him when 
wounded. 1 raa to the right and he to the left on observing too guna pointed 
to us from the large Elephant ; wo then heard a tire and Bungooiiah fell. 1 saw 
him afterwards when the gentlemen went otf, and 1 observed he hud received n 
ball ill the back which appeared lodged under the skin of the obeat. 

Cross- Clammed bif Mr. Cleland. 1 first saw Hungoolah when he was running to* 
wards the village. 1 observed him first give Uo-boyl in a paddy-field about lort^ 
cubits from the gentlemen. 1 did not aeo L^ckycaund Doss on that occasion hut'l 
know him *, why should 1 not know him ! i liever saw him on that occasion. 1 am 
the only Cbokedar in the Village ; he bad no conversation with me on that dav« 
There were 5, <>, or 7 reports of fire aims, before 1 left iiiy house. 1 don't know 
what cuminencemeiit of the fray you mean ; when 1 heard the outrage 1 came out 
of my house and culled Do-boy ! The gentleman (Mr. Cole) whom i have ))oiutocl 
out, was on the large Etfphaut ; there were two gentlfmeu on it, the other gentle* 
nun waa behind him. 1 did not recognize him. It was after the shots were fired 
from the laige Elephant that Hungoolah fell, he was situated to the north ol me 
upon iiiy right. 1 was, when 1 gave the Do-hoy 1 about a rusaee and a hall* from 
the village, Hamnaghur Factory from the village' is 96 minutes ; there are Indigo 
fields between the village and the Factory ; they are close to the Fuctniy. J was 
near my own village ; at the tune this occurred they on the Elephants w'ore near it* 
1 was examined by the Magistrate ; first at the Cutcheny, afterwards bv the 
judge; there were present other people whom 1 did not know. At thecutclierry 
on the second occasion tlieie was no one present but the judge ; there was no inter- 
preter, or native officer : the judge to<»k down what 1 said, it ivas not aflerw'arda 
explained to me. ^V}lell 1 w'as examined by the judge, Mr. Cole whs not present ; 
1 afterwards pointed him out from among the five Europeans. 1 never went into a 
Ziliah Court before, J don’t know' their practice ; ray deposition waa not ex]iiaiued 
to me. Luckycaund Doss did uot send me on a message ; he said nothing to ms 
about Indigo ; if Hungoolah said so 1 cannot say he said false. 

Bif the Aclvorate (.General. 1 did uot see Luckycaund Duss at rtie time ; there 
waa not much confusion in the field. 'Ihe geiiticmen and their party were there; 
there were not many natives. 1 was much alarmed ; the men were all alarmed* 
Whenever we see European gentlemen we are in great fear and apprehension. 

The Court adjourned for halt an hour to take refreshment, Sir E. Kyan having in- 
formed the jury that it was bis intention to sit until the trial was over* 

The Court havings re-assembled, Thargooldee wtis sivont, 1 am a weaver and live at 
Kiderampore in B* ngal. I know one of the prisoners Mr. Cole ; 1 don’t know tbs 
others. 1 know Hungoolah ; 1 remember a transaction taking place on a Saturday 
in the month of HoisLaukli last. 1 was working at iny trade in iny house ; I saw 
some females running west and 1 asked whnt was the loutier ? i'liey ssid ** tkt 
sahibs are coming,^' on heaiing this I ran in a direction of the ess', irid saw about 
SO or 40 persons belonging to our village standing together. I heard Jtiimdoss 
Cbokedar and another i^erson eive Do-hoy ! They gave Do hoy and proceeded for- 
ward, but finding the gentleman would not stop t'heir Elepliaiiia, wo recreated. X 
■aw^Ir. Cole fire his gun. and Buugoolab fell ; before he tell there waa some firing, 
but not after Hungoolah foil. The large Elopbant was first, it waa in the middle, 
and at the bead of the othere. At the time Air. Cole fired the people gave the Dp- 
boy I Hungoolah, and HamcJjoaa Cbokedar went up and apoke to the gem|jiHsn* 
They called out Do-boy I epd upon the gentlemen not stopping the ElephaatjL tbs 
beopleran; they called out ** Do-hoy, Company Sahib, uoiit’t come into ow vil- 
lage, we have nothing to do with Indigo it was Huogoolah and Ramdosa CSUke- 
dai that called out in this manner* Hungoolah was in tbs field; his handsfVM* 
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oorered with mud b 7 which I think he bed been at work. I did sew Luokfomond 
Does that morning both before and after this transaction ; I saw him standiof near 
the place when the transaction took place, 1 heard him exclaim ; ** the Tillage is 
gone, the Tillage is gone he waa stamling near the Tillage ; 1 saw him standing 
on the parapet of a ditch, I did not aee Kamdoss and Luckycaund together ; there 
were seTeral shots fired which I did not see, 1 hesrd the renort. There were 30 or 
40 villagers present, some of them were there before me ; there were 95 or SO. 

By Mr. Cla kt. 1 am quite aure the shot came from the large Elephant and 
that Mr. Cnie fired the shot. 1 did not see him^load his gun. I saw him fire once. 

By Mr, Cochrane. It is not usual for villagers to attack armed men upon £le« 
phanta ; the {teople of my country are very riiiiid. 

Hanaiiflay sworn, I get my living by plougliiiig land. I saw no rioting or vio* 
lence on the part of the people of the village. At the time Bungoolah fell be was 
running awav, the village people had no cluha, they had weeding to«>ls ; there 
were three Elephants ; there were 20 or 25 armed men, and 20 or 25 with clubs, 
and a rabble of 100 men besides. Tiie village people were alarmed to that degree, 
that both men and women ran away ; ( point out Mr. Cole ; there he is ; 1 know 
him well. When the firing took plao%l saw Mr. Cole level his gun and fire Bun* 
goolab fell immediately after the gun waa fired ! he fell in the twinkling of an eye# 

Cross- e ramified hy Mr. Minchin. This occurred a little after midday at a distance 
of two coss and half from the villige. There were ^0 families or more in the 
village ; the ftelda in the neighbourhood are not let out to different individuala 
annually ; those individuala who cultivated the fields held them from their ances- 
torsothers acquired them themselves. 1 have lived there 12 years. [ hold the land on 
which my bouse stands, from Luckycaund Doss. 1 don't know who the proprietor 
of the field is where Bungoolah fell ; iny business does not oblige me to go into 
other people's fields to fiud out their owners. There were 20 or 25 persons of the 
village standing oloae to the village when the Sahibs came oii the Elephants. In 
my progress towards them 1 heard 5 or 6 shots. I was at that time in alarm and 
cannot be certain as to the number of ahoia fired hy the Europeans, but it was the 
last by which themaa fell. 1 did not see the previous firing ; they were hidden 
from my view. It was from the largest Elephant that the shot came. 

Two or three witnesses were here examined, who spoke to the same facta as tho 
last, one of them said, — 

1 remember the month of Boishaiikh last, about mid-day five European gen* 
tlemen from the factory came mounted on Elephants, with a body of na* 
tires ; the five gentlemen h.id each a gun in bis band, 250 people or there* 
abouts, accompanied them, 30 or 40 men were armed with shields and swords, 
and some wirfS clubs. Two of our villagers gave Do-hoy ! the Remainder 
stood behind ; they were unarmed. On giving Du-boy, the sabiha stopped their Ele* 
phants and fired on the people ; the people of the village retired, there was more 
firing. Bungoolah fell and I dont know who shot him. I concealed myself behind 
a plum tree towards the south. Four homesteads belonging to some vilhigera 
were entered ; the sahib’s people went into those houses and fdundered them. 
The gentlemen afterwards went away ; I saw Bungoolah, he bad a ball in his 
aide. 

By Mr, Clefand, At that time Luckycaund Doss was in the bouse; there waa 
an alarm that a man was shot. 1 saw Luckycaund in hia house on the morning of 
that day ; we are farmers and are mostly in the fields. 1 saw Ramdoss go forward 
and give Dolioy 1 I don’t know ebere Luckycaund waa at the time. We are Ben* 
gallees and how can our minds be composed "when we see a European ? I waa half 
a rusaee or 25 yards from Bungoolah. When 1 "sme up, tlie villagers were giving 
Do-hoy. 1 beard two reports of fire arms. 1 was then behind Bungoolah and Ham* 
doss ;*I swear I was behind Kamdoss at the time, if Kamdoss has sworn here 
that 1 was not behind him, 1 cant say he sweare false. 1 was in my house when I 
bevd the two first reports. Upon the firing of two shots we ran, and after 1 ran a 
littnk f etopped and took a little courage ; 1 stood a«d 1 eaw the gun presented 
from I'le pntlemen on the Elephant. The five AMbsefired at once fti a volley ; 
Bun^elab screemed and fell ; 1 am aoro the fire ethibi fired otoaee ; 1 don't kiioir 
by tydoh of the shote he feii# 
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Mr. Claris. T swMr ih%i thsrc wtt fo much tmoka thtt I could not diBtinguiA 
which of them bit the men. There were ^0 or 30 other Tillagere there* 1 iiW 
Ramdote and Buof^oolah there ; I waa about a rusaee and a half from the Elephante. 
I saw the people enter the houses aod plunder them ; the aabiba aat on their £!•• 
phauts and looked on. 1 eaw some large loads or bundles taken awajr. I don*k 
know what they contained. Those houses are partially dirided from theyillage; 
they did not plunder dby other house. There bad been no preyioua diaputo be- 
tween the parties. 

AdvMate Cetieral. After Bungool^ had turned and was running away the shot bifc 
him and be fell* ^ 

Kintcomager* I am a weaver, 1 lire in the village of N^iderampore; I remember 
when Bungoolah was wounded, on the 27th Hoiahaiikh, 1 whs present (identifies 
Cole,) 1 saw five Europeaua on three Elephants and saw gnna in their hands and 
attendants about 150 ; about 40 with shields and swords and the rest with clubs. 
When Bungoolah waa wounded there were present about 40 villagers in the di^oh 
under Gopenauth Baboo's house, unarmed ; bpt some of them had weeding tools in 
their hands no provocation w’aa given nor atenes thrown. When Bungoolah fell tbe^ 
iired from the large Elephant. All fired prevmus to that ; I know one of the two that 
were on the large Elephant (identifies Cole./ At the time he waa wounded he was 
running from the Elephants to the village ; previous to this they had been firing ; 
he was taken to the house of Luckvcauud Doss. 1 did not aee Lucaycaund Doaa 
at the time the man was wounded ; at that time about 40 villagers were present. 
When he was taken to the bouse he was speechless. The spot on which he fell was 
deluged with blood and he bled at the bouse. Mo provocation was given to tboas 
persons on the Elephants ; we have no connection with the Factories nor do we cul- 
tivate Indigo, for our ground is low and awampy. 

Cross-enamined bu Mr. Minehin* There was no quarrel to my knowledge between 
those gentlemen and the people of the village. I know Luckreaund Doss. 1 hold 
no land from him but from his father, but be is dead. Luckycaund has succeeded 
his father. 

This took place at about midday. When the first shots were fired T was in my 
house. How many were fired before I came out I cannot say. We heard five in u 
yolley, 1 cannot say how many yollies there were before I left my house. 1 do not 
know how many reports. X do oor know Bungoolali’s field. 1 am a weayer and do 
not go about the fields. Only one fired when BungoolHh fell, that is my recolleo- 
tion ; 1 was at that time distant from them about 50 yards and about 25 from Buu- 
goolah. I had not been out in the fields that morning nor do I know what took 
place that morning in the fields ; I did not see any of the plundering of the yillago 
or of any bouses. 1 cannot say how many shots 1 savi fired; 1 sbdhld think about 
five. I was then about 75 yards from the gentlemen who did not fire in the air but 
pointed their guns at the people. I heard something whis over my bead. Thayr 
did fire at about forty persons and still but one waa hit. 

R€' examined. I know Luckycaund Doss but do not know what he had to do with 
ibis transaction. 

Ctissenauth Paul. 1 live at Niderampore. On Saturday the 27th of Boisbaukh I 
remember that five gentlemen on three Ellephants came from towards the East and 
about fifty persons with arms, and about 100 or 150 others, come with clubs ; I 
•aw guns with three gentlemen. 1 do not know any of them. About tfairtjT 
persons belonging to my village went forward and gave Do-hoy ! I waa tbatchio|? 
and when I heard the cry of the Chokedar, 1 w^ent and saw 5 gentlemen on thnm 
Elephanti standing and three fired in a volley. 1 previously heard the report of 
guns at a long distance in the plain. When Doboy ! waa given 1 saw one of tbei 
gentlemen fire and heard something whiz over my head. We were* firigblened 
and ran and then there was a second discharge on which Bungoolah fell. 

Croii-exatt.nud by Mr. Cleland. I was thatching when I first heard the firing, I 
know Luckycannd' Doss ? 1 am his tenant ; 1 know him aa a respectable person ia 
the village. 

Proas-eiamined by Mr These gentlemen were approaching from A east. 

When 1 heard Bungoolah aeream 1 ran away to a Factory about a riiasey fiw tbn 

▼UUge. 1 saw the geatlemeii go into the bousee, plunder (beasad mke butples; 
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I do not know what they oontaioed ; they did not dUmount but looked on and saw 
what, was done. 

He-examined, I do not know what Luckyoaond Doss has to do with this affair. 
There is no cultivation of Indigo in any ot our lands. 

JRe-siammed. 1 know not what Luckycaund Doss has to do with this business. 

Hmgaru, 1 am a farmer at Niderampore. 1 know Bi/hgoolali, and remember 
that he met with an accident. On !27tb of Boishaukb, 1 observed five gentlemen 
on three Elephants with a number of persons armed, in all about, i375; 1 would 
not know any of these Europeans again. Vvheii 1 saw these gentlemen ap- 
proaching there were four on two Elephants and one on another, armed with guns. 
vVheu they came to* the part of the road which takes a turn, they fired their five 
guns at once ; 1 then went and stood amongst the trees, and then the Chowkeydar 
went forward and gave Do*hoy ! 1 saw about 10 or 15 villagers there unarmed. No 
provocation was given to the persons on the Elephants. I saw Btingoolah fall ; it 
was when the people were running i^way that he fell * Upon seeing the five gentle- 
inen'there we called Do-boy ; sayingtthore was no cultivation of Indigo there, nor 
any road through the village. They fi^ed and we fled and they fired again, and Bun- 
goolah fell. No violence was offered to these gentlemen. 

Cross’ eiatnined hy Mr, Minchin. I know Luckeycauiul Doss, he is not related to 
me. 1 arn not his tenant. 1 am a snb-tenant of Jbbun Baboo ; I am the tenant of 
Liiickycauiul Doss’ cousin. When these gentlemen came it was mid-day or a little 
ufter, 1 was in my bouse Hildas the people were going out to call Do-hoy '■ 1 also went. 
1 till lands. 1 was eating my rice at the time 1 heard that the gentlemen were come. 
1 had bulbed and was beginning to eat. When 1 heard it 1 came out immediately. 
The geuthmien were coining from the East and going to the West ; they were about 
one hundred and fifty yards from my house. Bungoolah has laud ; he Lived near 
me. There are about forty families in the village. 

Shaik badoola sworn. I am a villager, I cultivate land, and live at the village of 
Niderampore. I remember the month of Boishaukh last; some gentlemen came 
to the village at the time 1 was weeding my field. The field was on a plain. 1 first 
flaw the sahibs at the distance of 10 or 15 russees from me. They were upon Ele- 
phants, and had people w’ith them armed with swords and clubs ; they might 
amount to 40 armed, some with sticks and swords, and there were others unarmed, 
1 saw them coming to the village. 1 heard firing and then 1 ran towards the village 
Upon the firing being heard, the village people came out. I dont know why they 
Rred. The villagers then came oui, Uamdoss Chowkedar, and the man that was 
grounded wen^a head, and gave Do’hoy ! we followed ; the gentlemen would not 
attend to it. Mr. Cole thefi took bis gun in his hand and levelled it. Bnmdoss 
«Dd Bungoolah then ran, and Mr. Cole fired, and Bungoolah was wounded by the 
allot ; there was no previous provocation given, none of the villagers assaulted them. 

By Mr. Cleland. Before I saw the sahibs coming 1 had been in the field from four 
ghurnes in the morning until mid-day : 1 was distant from the sahibs about 15 rus- 
eees, I speak by guess, I was distaot from the village about 20 or 25 russees : there 
were other men at the time in the field working. On bearing the first shot fired,! ap- 
proaohad the village and heard Ramdoas (jhokedar, and Bungoolah give Do-boy ! 
those parties must have come from the village, where else could they come from 1 
They might have been previously working in his field. Mr. Cole was on the largest 
Elephant, 1 was distant from him about a russee and a half; 1 saw him distinctly. 
1 had seen him before. 1 bold the land, which I cultivate from Luckycaund Dues ; 
the land belongs to Jehun Baboo, but Luckvcaund is his tenant. 

Mr. Dickens, The gentlemen were firing 1 know not for what cause ; bow con I 
tell you 1 I was distant from them ten or fifteen russees ; that was before I saw 
■ Bsmdoss Chokedar and Bungoolah came up to them. 1 don’t know who they level- 
led at. 1 saw jpeople witli them. 1 saw people of another village with them, none 
oT^Lie people of our village were with them. r 

Smik Muioo sworn. 1 know Bungoolah, I recollect fthen.he was wounded, I saw 
five^^uropeans ^ three Elephants. 1 ahould kpow then again* I know Joakim. 
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]|faeKenzi> and Cole, this was in the month of Boiehaukbt I was weeding; Paddjr 
at the time. The gentlemen when I saw them, were about fifteen russees from me; 
they were on a plain. There were about 200 men with them. The sahibs were not 
attacked by any persons. When they came we gave Do^hoy ; they had musketSB 
and they fired them, they fired four discharges at first ; I had been employed weed* 
ingin my field from da;r break to mid-day, I was weeding up to that time, and when 
1 saw them X ran to the tillage, when they were coming towards the village. From 
the time 1 first saw them, they could not have been out of my sigtit. If any of the 
village people had attacked them should have seen it ; the villagers were un* 
armed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Cleland. 1 am a farmer. 1 plough and sow, and reap pad* 
dy lands. 1 cultivate land from Luckycaund Doss. 1 have been his Ryot for tbeso 
two years. 1 have seen Sbaik Deeu Bodilla, when ten or twelve of us got toge- 
ther I saw him. He also went to weed his i*addy field ; Lis field is at a greater 
distance than mine ; it may be 5 or 7 russees. 1 saw Ramdoss Chokedar on that 
occasion about a russee or a russee and a hal^from the village. 

Shaik Pina Wallah, I live at Niderampo^r by the cultivation of land ; I re- 
collect the^,27th Boishaukh last. 1 know of something happening then. The people^ 
1 mean myself and ten other fiersous were weeding paddy lands. 1 went to my 
work at about an hour and a li^lf after day break. 1 saw many people coming over 
the* plain ; about mid-day when I first saw them they were about 200 cubits from 
me.' 1 saw five Europeans mounted on three Elephants With about 200 or 22^ 
men with them. They were walking along with the Elephants; a great msiiy of 
them were armed. About 20 men belonging to the village came up. The Euro- 
peans and their party were coming from the East towards the West. When the 
villagers came out Ramdoss Chokedar and the wounded man preceded them and gave 
Do-hoy! and upon their doing so the gentlemen fired two guns ; after which, 
several were fired. Hearing the report 1 ran into the village and saw nothing after- 
wards, 1 afterwards saw Bungoolah wounded. 1 saw the Europeans. 1 knew Mr. 
Joakim, Mr. MacKeuzie and Mr. Cole, prior to the occasion ; I did not know nor 
should I now know any of the others. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Minchin. 1 was in the field, I have held my land for 4 
years. I know Luckycaund Doss, he is a trifling Talookdar, .Jebun is the principal 
Baboo. From the village where 1 saw the sahibs coming, I was distant about a 
russee and a half, or 160 cubits. When 1 ran towards the village I saw Ramdoss, 
and the wounded man crying out Do-hoy ! Do-hoy ! the people of the village' 
followed them ; there never was such an alarm given before. When did other 
gentleman come to that village on an Elephant X • * 

Shaik Akadey. 1 am a Mahout ; I was in the Service of Mr. Oram in Bois- 
haukh last; 1 do not know Bungoolah, in that month 1 went to Niderampore; 

1 was there on my Elephant, there were two others. There was on mv Ele- 
phant, one gentleman but 1 do not know his name, 1 do not know the gen- 
tlt^men who were mounted on the other Elephants, 1 am a Bengalee and 
live at a distance, how could I know them? (identifies Oram.) On the occa- 
sion 1 have spoken of, 1 only kn^w my own master ; the others were strangers. My 
master was on another Elephant of a small lize. 1 do not know a person of the 
name of Donally. My master is concerned in Indigo affairs ; I cannot say who are 
his partners, 1 was in his service ten months, 1 do not know how long before Boi- 
shaukb. I'here were three Elephants ; there were not many persons in accendanee 
upon them, about twenty-five or thirty, some of whom had rattans or sticks, sottiw' 
nothing. 1 saw none e^itb swords or shields. Some had slender baaj|J>oo sticks * 
Ido not think there were more than thirty. 1 know none of the geblfeiuen who 
Were there but Oram. I do not know who my master's assistant is, 1 never 
saw, (looking at Cole) this person. My master lives at Costfimpore. He' ie^ 
accustomed to be accompanied by European gentlemen when be goes to otjker 
Factories ; J do not know their names. My master lives alonel 1 have 
sOen any of the persons at the tar at bis house. All the gentlemen who werJwith 
my master on the occasion 1 have spoken of, bad guns, After looking at tile llUigo 
iskU all xatumsd tawaxds tba Faatory^ aad when we were going along the roa^tka 
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villagen cane dut and bem toaurroand tlie Elepbanta, brandish elabs, paltin; 
clods and uainft foul words. There waa a firing but from wbcm I do not know, it 
was from the Elephants. I snw no guns in the Tillagers’ nands ; I saw nothing but 
clubs. I saw no person fall on the firing. Some of them were distant, one begab, 
some more, and some less, but there were none close to the Elepbants.^ Some of the 
clods, bit the Elephant, but not the gentlemen. On the firi^ tbe Tillagers stood n 
while, and then went away and so did we. In the manner the gentlemen held the 
guns, the villagers could nave seen them. There was one gun on my Elephant. 
1 did not know the gentleman who was on tbe £|epbant. 1 did not see'him before 
demounted at Chowderussy. 1 do not know to whom tbe gun belonged. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Cleland, Cossimpore is my master’s Factory ; it is half e 
day's way from this village. My master got on the Elephant at Coeaimpore, and 
went to Chowderussy where tbe other person mounted; it was mid-dsy when he 
got there. After the disturbance we went to Cossimpore. From Chowderussy we 
went to Ramnegbur ; we viewed tbe Indigo lands as we went along and were then 
going to the Mootechum Factory. In *qpr progress we observed people collecting in 
the plain about Niderainpore, and they were brandishing clubs and saying, there 
is no road, this way we will not let ydu pasa,” and then pelted them. The gen* 
tlemen finding they bad no alternative fired as the people began to surround them 
but in what direction 1 know not. Tbe villagera were armed with eticke and clubs, 
1 saw no one fall. ^ 

By Mr, Dickenr, After this was over we proceeded on by the side of the vil- 
lages, and took the road by the river. We did not atop by tbe way to pnnder four 
houses, but I do not know what others did. The gentlemen did not stop near 
four houses, I have been since Boishauk in the service of Mr. Oram till about a 
month ago when I went home. I went before the Magistrate where 1 was detained 
four days. After I had been to the magistrate he sent me to Calcutts, and 1 have 
not been home ainoe. 

Re-examined* Tbe villager! ware armed with clubs capable of killing a man, 
end Buificieut to beat off an Elephant, impatient of noiae. 

Mr. Todd. 1 am an Asaiatant Surgeon in the U. C.’s service, 1 saw tbe man 
Bungoolab on tbe 5th of June in the Native Hospital at Furruckpore ; my native 
doctor had been with him. He waa in a very debilitated state. There was a wound 
on tbe back below the shoulder blade about three inches. 1 cannot say by what 
that bad been made. There waa a wound in tbe chest ; tbe man bad been admitted 
twenty-five days, and I was unable to eay whether they were a continuation of the 
came wound ; l^oould form no decided opinion whether they were the same or not. 
From their relative situatioiik there might be a continuation between them. 1 could 
have produced a similar wouod with a hot iron, and various kinds of instruments. 
It might have been produced by a foil, a nail or a bullet. 1 have seen the man 
twice tO*day ; there was a Mr. or a Dr. Graham who also saw him. He is much de- 
hilitatad and in a very precarious states the wound behind ia healed ; from that 
before there ia a great auppuration. 

Crou-mmined bu Mr, Minchin, 1 believe it is usual for gentlemen in the Mofussil 
to carry erme. 1 do so ; 1 have lived in that district three years. The Magistrate 
carries arms. The district has been in a disturbed state ; 1 have heard of European 
gentlemen having been attacked. 1 never heard of Mr. Cardew being attacked. 

J3tf Mr. Dieheru* From tbe appearance of the wound now, supposing it to be a 
bullet, 1 would aav it entered behind. It might have been fired from a gun on an Ele- 
phant : much would depend upon the position of party. ,The wound on the book 
18 about thff breadth of a little finger higher than that before. 

• GungadaBdidmom. I have been sometimea in this room during the trial, and 
*dqmetimea out of it. 1 am the native doctor of the Jail at Furruckpore. 1 have known 
Bungoolah ainoe he waa brought wounded to tbe Magistrate on the 9th May last ; 

1 htK seen him to*day, and see him daily. When I first saw him he had a wound in 
faia bMi by a bullet ; which bullet (of a fowling piec^jlmd lodged in hia breast. 1 
fifatamrtainedit by feeBng, and afterwaada extracted it. 1 have it now in Court] 
•fid Mbduee it. This ie it, and here are also some pieces of bone that were extracted

; h« wts mncTi debilitated. 1 am quite sure that ia the bullet. I cut out of the 
body of the man and these are the bits of bone, and a small bit of lead, a part of 
tlie bullet, afterveards extracted i he ia still in a debilitated state. The wound it 
not healed, I mean that side from whence the ball was extracted 3 1 saw the wounded 
man brought here to-day. 

By Mr, Cleland. 1 BiU[e him first on the 9lh May, about two hours before the close 
of day, at the house of Mr. Cardew the Judge, I hnd occasion to go to the Factory 
of Ramnaghur, It is about three CO 88 from the Magistrate’s bouse. 1 examined the 
man a quarter of an hour after ; there was but one wound then, it appeared as if 
a bullet had entered it, 1 observed tlie orifice of ihi- wound on one side and 1 felt 
a bullet on the other. From feeling the ball on the opposite side, I form ray conclu- 
aiona. The edge of the wound was not turned out, it was even with the body and 
circular ; 1 examined it carefully ; it was not then bleeding, but upon extracting 
the bullet it bled a little. The wound inflicted by an lusrruinent that is round would 
belike that inflicted by a bullet, if by a sharp flat instrument, the wound would be 
flat, I introduced a probe into the wound 1 did not then discover thot any bones had 
been broken nor until some pieces bad exud|‘d with the subsequent disrlinrge. I 
examined the bullet and pieces of bone ; no mother pieces of bone were extracted ; 
1 never extracted n bullet before, nor have 1 seen a gun shot wound before. The bullet 
might have been flattened by striking against rib; 1 extracted the ball upon the 
■ame day that I saw the wounded man. 

By Mr. Cochrane. If 1 foun^ a wound on a man’s back, and a bullet in his breast, 
1 could have no doubt the wound was inflicted by that bullet. 

Mr. Shakespear. 1 am acquainted with Mr. Cardew, 1 have seen him once or 
twice. I have corresponded with him often. Looks at two papers, proves Mr. Car« 
dew's signature. 

By Mr. Minchin. I have never seen him write. 

By the Advocate General. 1 have officialy answered him in letters. 

Mr. N. Alexander, 1 know a person named Cole nnd also Mr. Mackenzie, we are 
not their agents nor correspond with them ; 1 am not acquainted with either. I do not 
know that any of our partners are. 1 cannot say, Mr. Mackenzie's brother can speak 
to his writing, and Mr. Donelly con speak to Mr. Cole’s. 

Mr. Minchin. Is Mr. Donelly in Court t 

This line of examination was dropped on the suggestion of the Court. 

This was the case for the prosecution, and the prisoner^ in their defence read two 
papers, which set out principally the facts proved in the following evidence. 

Doctor Graham sivorn, 1 was formerly an Assistant Surgeon in the Company's 
Service; 1 resigned about three years ago, and am now practising in Calcutta. 

1 examined the person of a man this afternoon. I fouml the mark df a wound un- 
der the blade bone which had been closed for some time and an open wound on the 
breast; I should think it impossible to say by what instrument the open wound was 
produced, 1 formed this opinion from its inspection ; from the appearance of the 
other wound 1 should say some puncturing ii.strument hod occasioned it from the 
general appearance. ^ 1 should thmk if the wound had been caused by a musket ball, it 
must have entered in the front part of the body, and that the person who inflicted it 
must have been nearly on a level, but it entirely rests on the position of the wounded 
party. Musket shots take such a variety of directions that it is almost impossible to 
say whether a shot from the back of an Elephant might not have produced it. When 
s ball enters, the edges of the wound are inverted, and the wound in front was in that 
state to-day. 

I examine this bullet; I perfectly observe its appearance. In my opinion it. could 
not have been so misshapen except by striking one of the larger bones of the body ; 

1 think a ball so disfigured must have struck a large bone ; it is hardly possible it 
could be so misshapen by striking a rib. In this instance the only lar^ bone near 
the progress of the ball was the blade bone ; and that was uninjured. If the ball was 
originally circular, the wound would not have caused the changes in it. Had it touched** 
s rib as to be thus misshapen it must have fractured it, and that so palpa- 
bly that it must be apparent to any body. Had that bullet been discharged a^he 
apace of seventy-five yards, it tvould have gone through or have lodged near lip skin 
in front, but that would dejjlbncf much on the deacription of the gun. A rifll ball I 
imagine would have gone completely through the body, a good fowling piele well 
loaded would most likely have the saioe effeoU A aiiiular wound might be iiipcted 
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by any inatrament that would make a puncture and had the wound been inflicted by 
either it might have produced the same extreme debility which 1 observed to-day. 

Cross-examined. I have been conversant in gun shot wounds* By the invertion of 
the orifice of the wound I mean the edges turned in. The edges may be turned in by 
a puncturing instrument, inflammation sometimes inverts thejorifice of a wound. 1 
have no other reason for saying that this was not a gun shot w^und. It is impossible 
to say wliether the ball might not have entered ot the back ; the course of a bullet 
is most erratic. 1 am almost satisfied that a large bone was not fractured. ^ T decid- 
edly say that neither the blade bone or breast bone were fractured. 1 think it impos- 
sible that this bullet could have struck a bone. 'Piiere are three indentations on the 
ball from which 1 say it did not strike a bone. 1 should think if it had struck a rib it 
would have had only one indentation. Exfoliations may take place by matter form- 
ing over the bone as well as by fracture, aud those pieces produced appear most like 
exfoliuiions. 

Mr. Arthur Donelly. I am an indigo planter. 1 have been so engaged tor five years. 
1 was in company with the prisoners on the 8th of May last. On the 7th 1 dined 
ntCliowderussy after which 1 went to l^amneghiir in consequence of information £ 
received from Mr. Mackenzie that Indigo had been destroyed; 1 proceeded on the 8tli 
and went to the Dee where the plant wtis said to have been ploughed. Mr. Oram, 
Mr. Cole, Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. O’Riley accompanied me. We arrived there at 
about 10 o’clock, and saw the laud ploughed up and investigated it for the purpose 
of getting legal redress. We stopped about half an hour but not getting satisfdctory 
information we were proceeding home to Hamneghur by the same road except cross- 
ing a Jeal to get on the Company’s road. When we had crossed we were met by 
about 400 or iiOO natives armed with spears and poles with lights upon them ; they 
were coming on to attack us and we told them if they approached we would fire 
upon them ; we said so repeatedly. 1 have dearly bought by experience the know- 
ledge that natives can throw a spear with the greatest accuracy 40 or .50 yards ; these 
persons were within that distance. 1 fired over their heads ; if 1 had fired at them the 
cflect would be much the same as if 1 fired into this Court now. 1 saw no person 
fall, Mr. O’Riley was by hiinseli* and on the largest Elephant, Mr. Joakim was not 
there at all. 

Cross-examined. I am concerned with Mr. Oram in business. The lands being 
ploughed up was our only reason for going there. We hud about 10 or persona 
with U8, 1 cannot give you the name of one. They were armed as Barkendossea 
usually are with Tulwars and shields. We did not molest any one till we were at- 
tacked. 1 was not brought before Mr. Cardew on this charge. 1 was present when 
this accident took place, if it took place at all. I can name villages where there are 
500 fighting men, and if you give me 1^0, (XX) rupees 1 cun get you as many men. I say 
it can be done, judging from the state of the district and the party that came out 
against us. 1 keep no fighting men nor do any of the prisoners. If 15 witnesses 
have sworn that attacked liie villagers first and fired at them, they have sworn 
what is false, and 1 will only say such witnesses are as easily to be got as 15 rupees 
tn give them. We expected no outrage, and only took our usual arms and attendants. 
If any^ witnesses has said there were but 11.H) villagers, he has sworn false in my esti- 
mation, and if no spears, that I deny. There was no man wounded that we knew of. 
The land iieor the village is unfit for the cultivation of Indigo. J'bere were 8 or 10 
shots fired. 1 know of nothing thrown nt any of our party. Where we were attack- 
ed there are a row of houses not sufficient for twenty families. The people surround- 
ed us or nearly so. 

Re-examined. 1 do not know the name of fivo natives in all my concern which is 
most extensive. 'J'here was a person on horseback with the opposite party who seem- 
ed to harangue them and urge them on. 

lo the Court. 1 am not aware of the cause for this attack upon us. 1 hod no dis- 
pute with any of the persons, i cannot account for t, except considering the disturb- 
ed state of tfie distriet. 1 was at Eurruckpore when Mr. Cole left for Calcutta. 1 
was previously aware of the charge against him. 1 did see the Magistrate, but I did ‘ 
not tell him what 1 said here to day. 1 thought if any thing was necessary be would 
have asked me. Mr. Mackenzie was taken sway before 1 was aware of it ; Mr. Oram 
wastfi^t taken before the Magistrate. ^ 

JIV. .^ts Jdakim swum. 1 can speak English, I am erntfoyed at Loebibgunge Fac- 
tory , afcn assistant, 1 recollect the 8th of May. 1 was that day at Furakabad cotta 
inaaaafxig laud, 1 waa oui Crom 9 o'clock ia the morning till four m'the evening, £ 
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liad kept a memoraDdam, and am sure of the time, 1 was not at Niderampore that day ; 
if any one said 1 was there, be spoke false. 

By Mr, Pearson. 1 was before the Magistrate on this charge, I know the servants 
that were with me, two of them ore here ; Nuzymuddee was with Noscar Nud- 
der was there also, several of the villagers saw me, I don’t know Niderampore, I 
was ill Ramnagur factory iast year. 1 don’t know any village large enough to pro- 
duce 500 fighting men.l 

Air. Thomas O' Piely sworn. 1 know Mr. Donelly and the Prisoners. On the 7rli 
of May I was in Hamchurn Factory. (1 have been in Court for about an hour ihie- 
morning.iii and out, not knowing It was wrong). On the morning of the 8th of May 
1 proceeded with the other gentlemen to Ilsiiiina;!ur Factory. Tlie Prisoners Cole 
and Omni w^ere upon a small Elephant, Mackenzie and Donnelly on ano'.her, and I 
had one to myself. 1 dont know the name of the village. We delayed al illle on the 
way for a servant (the Aineen of the Dee that had been ploughed up,) I was not 
acquainted with those lands before j 1 recollect perfectly well being oltacked by a 
large body of arm^d Natives, 1 thought at the the time lor the purpose of ** murther- 
•in” us up upon the Elephant.” There was no road visible to my eyes- -it was not 
inundated, but covered with rain water. IVo parties joined each other ; they were 
armed with clubs and long bamboos with torches fastened to their tops to frighten 
the Elephants. They did not completely surround us but they came within half a 
gun shot of the Elephants. When they closed upon us they were given to under- 
stand that if they did not retire we should fire upon them, Mr. Donelly, Mr. Oram, 
and Mr. Cole spoke to thenf to that effect. They abused us, and flourished their 
weapons. I considered myself in such a dangerous predicament, that it 1 had shot 
twenty men of them my conscience would not have accused me. We had 12 or l.'i 
men with us. Had we intended to shoot any of the villagers we could have done so 
without difficulty. An Elephant can’t go quickly j it has but the one pace. We 
arrived in the afternoon at the Factory. 

Cross-examined hy Air. Cochrane. 1 am assistant to Mr. Oram in his Indigo Factory. 
I have been so eighteen months,! am not aware that my safety from iiidictmeiit rests 
with the fate of the prisoners j certainly iiof. I don’t know tlie names of the servants 
who were with us or of those persons who attacked us. Two bodies of men formed 
into one body came Ut^) to us. ^ did not know that we fvere going to Niderampore. 
1 cannot tell the colour of the horse on which the man rode. 1 don’t recollect the 
date when Mr. Cole was taken up. 1 did not attend on Mr. Cardew I received no 
instructions for that purpose. 1 was not called upon by Mr. Cole or any man alive. 


I live near Mr. Oram. 1 liad no conversation witli Mr, Oram on the subject, nor 
with Mr. Donelly. When J w'eiit to see the grounds, J saw 1 believe the servants 
of the Factory there. I believe we met a servant on the road. I did not see any 
one wounded; the crowd dispersed but 1 don’t know wJiore they went to. 1 can t say if 
there were houses in the place ; the plain was^open, |jul there war»no line of houses 
within my view. 1 call a gun shot about 100 yards. The guns were fired once to 
send the people off ; one gentleman fired two guns I don’t know who^ he was that 
fired them. 1 was on one of the large Plephant aUmemly in company with myself. Ir 
any one had been wounded 1 should have seen him. Ihe people did not come within 
fifty yards, wdioever said they came close and surrounded the Elepiiants is ''^rong i 
went to see Mr. Cardew before thi.s took place. 1 have not seen him since. When 
Mr. Cole was brought before Mr. Cardew 1 might have been employed in theractory. 
1 lived about 15 minutes ride from Mr. Oram’s. 


Re-examined hy Mr. Alinchin. I have been attacked by the natives myself before this, 
1 was directing some people who were cutting up ground. 1 w’as surrounded ny tue 
■natives who seized my bridle and saildle and horse, and 1 was obliged to run tor it, l 
only saved my life by parrying a never. 

J native, a hearer of Mr Oram's was next examined. I went 
Cole Mr. Mackenzie, dVIr. Donelly, Mr. O’Riley and some IJurkindoM^from Ram- 
naehur factory to Kistopore to look at some liidigo lands. W e saw the lalida and were 
pilceedioR back through a Jeel after which I obBer.ed 
•ticks, cluba, and long bamboos with straw lit at the enda, '"“‘"K 
ofaurroundiue the gentlemen. The gentlemen said ■' we 
you and why do you come to attack ua. ’ I bey said l»eat the 
closer and the gentlemen fenfiig, fired five %iins at once 

on which they needed and the genUemen proceeded to the Mootooch^m factory, 
i saw DO one fall. 
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Crost-examitied. There were 10 Burkindosaea and 450 persons csme towards us all 
in one body ; we saw them from some distance. There were no bouses close to this 
place but a plain all round They came within about twenty yards of the Elephants. 
The gentlemen did not say, if you do not keep back we will fire. 

Taeare Mitteree sworn. I was in the service of Mr. Donelly in the month of Boi- 
saukh last. We met with a disturbance. 'I’here were three E ephants and ten Biir- 
kindosses. After crossing n Jeel, we met 400 or 450 men w1|d surrounded the gentje- 
men on all sides; they had sword^ and shields, spears, soorkies, and bamboos with 
lighted straw upon them. My master said “ who are you that you are coming to 
quarrel with us,” Tlie gentlemen were in greatdanger. Tlie villagers made use of 
very abusive language. One man rode o horse ;xhe gentlemen fired; 1 did not see 
bow tho guns were levelled ; the sahibs afterwards got to the factory. 

By Mr. Cochrane. The gentlemen only said •* why do you ame to quarrel with mV* 
if they had said morel ^lould have heard it. The horse was a red colour. There 
were lOBiirkindoases (gives their names.) The villagers brought the fire within 20 
paces. I’he Elephants were not alarmed, they were sporting Elephants. Of the 
Burkindosses 1 have mentioned none (jf them appeared before the Magistrate ; 1 did 
not go before him. Wlien we were goirg over the field I saw the villagers, they came 
in one body, and surrounded ns witliin 20 paces ; they were all coming right against 
us, and' from one direction. If any onellaid there were two large bodies of men, com- 
ing in different directions, I don’t think it is'triie. When the guns were fired 1 saw 
nobody fall, it was on an open plain on all sides, if any one was wounded and lying on 
the ground, I should have seen him, I have been in my* master’s employ 12 months. 

Sungum Tywarry sworn. I am a Biirkindoss to Mr. Donelly. I was with him in 
the month of Hoishaukli, on one day which 1 recollect, we past by a Jeel, and met 
•with 400 or 500 men ; they were armed variously. The gentlemen said ** we dont 
ouarrel with you, why do you quarrel with us,” but they would not go away, then 
the gentlemen fired at them. 

By Mr. Pearson. I saw no swords or shields with them ; thev had soorkies. Tho 
gentlemen said nothing but what I have oirendy said ; 1 did not see how they level, 
led their pieces ; four days afterwards, 1 heard a man was wounded ; there wds o 
man mounted on a red horse. 

The following witnesses were called to character. 

Mr. Jackson swot n. 1 came out from England with Mr MacKenzie. I think be if 
of a very mild temper, and not disposed to do on act of this kind. 

Captain Hanny. 1 have known Mr. iVlacKenzie, 1 brought him out to India. I con- 
aider him^to have a very good character, particularly quiet and peaceable. 


The Friaoners’ Counsel said, they were in possession of written characters from 
gentlemen bigh^n the Civil Service, who bad known Messrs. Cole and Ornm for soma 
years ; but as written dociirifi>nt8 were not admissible as to character in that Court, 
be would refrain from presenting them. 

The Judge’s charge was nearly a recapitulntion of the evidence in which he drew 
the attention of the Jury, to the various discrepancies on both sides, and apparent 
absence of motive, for such an attack by eitl.er party. 

The Jury retired at n quarter to dA.M. and after an absence of seven minutes, 
returnedoi verdict of Not Guilty. 

His Lordship then addressed the three individuals and said, that by the verdict 
which the Jury had found, they were again restored to society, but lie was sure it 
would prove a useful lesson not only to them, but to others rraiding in the sama 
district wniob appeared from the evidence, to be in a very disturbed state, and ha 
should rem^k, thatit would be scarcely permitted that Europeans should go thua 
about armed against natives, who are so little able to defend themselves, and ha 
would asatfre them that when occurrences of this nature took place they would ba 
at once put nown by the strong arm of the law.

M* the Avoory hedigo Factory in the Province of BengaL

JIfr. Cochrane. Onened the proceedings, 

May it please your Lordships, gentlemen of the Jury, the prisoner at the Bart 
the Indictment states, on the Bth of April in the present year, at a place called 
Avoory in the Province of Bengal, assaulted a person of the name of Richard 
Aimes, and bv beating, kicking and throwing him on the ground killed and mur- 
dered him. There is. gentlemen, a second count laying the offence more generally* 
To this Indictment there are three Jurisdiction clauses; the principal one states 
him to be a British subject resident in Bengal. To this Indictment the prisoner 
has pleaded that he is Not Guilty] the issue respecting his guilt or bia innocenoci 
you have to try, and may God send him a good deliverance. 

The Advocate General said, that the prisoner at the bar stood indicted for the wil- 
ful murder of one. Richard Aimes, at the Factoiy called Avoory near Kisbnagur in 
the province of Bengal ; thejurv in the course of the trial would most probably 
hear the deceased mentioned by the name of Dirk, a name which it appears he bad 
absumed. Mr. Pearson said he would not take up tiie time of the juj’y by unneces- 
sarily making observations upon this case, but ho wotilH give an outline of a most 
extraordiuary affair, and would leave it for their Lor 'ships to comment on the na* 
ture of the evidence it was his duty to produce; he entreated the jury to divest their 
minds of all prejudice resulting from the reports so generally circulated concerning 
the unfortunate person now at the bar and the causes which led to the present pro- 
secution; many of those reports were exaggerated, many of them unfounded. A- 
mong those reports was one totally gruuniiless. tliat of the body of Dick having 
been dug up ; the fact is that in the course of the search the people dug up a body 
but it was that of a horse which had been recently buried, with this caution the 
learned advocate stated he would proceed with his case. 

In the district of Nuddea there are various Indigo Factories, one oalled Aroory 
was the property of a Mr. Khenev.er Thomson, who also possessed several other 
Flaiftations. Mr. Aimes, or Dick as be is frequently called in the depositions of 
the witnesses, was the servant of this Mr. Thomson, and was assistant qr overseer 
to the factory of Avoory. In the neighbourhood there was another Indigo Factory 
the property of a Mr. VVatson ; this factory was called Katlsmarree and the prison- , 
er, George Yonge, was the manager of it. It appeared that very violent feuds pre- 
vailed between the people of both factories, as was too often the case tbronghou^i* 
district. On the evening of the 8tb of April last, Dick was sitting in the vermah 
of bis Bungalo smoking bia doosa and surrounded by his family when tb^primner 
with three other individuals on horse back, armed with swords and aocompaai«y by 
n gr-eat body of armed men, entered the premiBes* Dick’s family consisted of Unu 
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self, ttro femaldS, with whom it appenred he cohabited, sereral children and two 
serTaots. On comipg to the door the prisoner ordered his men to ^o into the house 
and seize Dick, which they did, and dragged him out Uingf a cloth round bismoutb, 
and in this manner conreyed him to the prisoner's factorr, a distance of five miles, 
the prisoner’s people all the while beatiner him with bamboos. The jury would hear 
ir stated in evidence that at the time those people seized Qick, one of the females 
entreated for mercy, when the prisoner seizins^ a spear, headed with iron and threw 
it at the unfortunate woman, which struck her in the forehead, and prostrated her on 
the ground. This woman and the other would he produced before the ('ourt. and 
the jury would have an opportuniry of hearing them state the circumstance; ahoy, 
8 son of the dec^^ased would also be produced. 

The prisoner and his people haviri;r conveyed Dick to the factory of Katlamaree 
in the manner before stated, they threw him on the ground and the prisoner or- 
dered three or four of liis peonle to beat him with shoes and whips, which they ac- 
cording^ly did and while in this state, the prisoner jumped upon Dick’s body and 
trampled on him, and then called foi*irofisto mark him with. Some the people up- 
on tins observed ** The man is dead there is no vsein marking him/* — the prisoner said 
•* well, brinsf him to the tent”; the bsdy was accordingly taken into the tent, and 
that was the last of it which the witnesses saw. Six or seven days afterwards, 
whilst searching the premises of the prisoner, a quantity of human hair was dug* up 
in a cow-house ; that hair would be identified as being that of Dick. "J'he clay 
had a most oiFonsiye smell, but he would nut ask what was become of the body, but 
was the man dead when last seen at the tent of the prisoner ? 

A plan of the prisoner’s premises was produced, and the Advocate General called 
the following witnesses. 

Mr. Ehenezer Thomson sw>^rn and examined hy Mr. Cochrane, I know the prisoner, 
be was introduced to me about years ago in Calcutta; be told me he was born 
in Forfarshire in Scotland. 

Cross-examined bif Mr, Minchin, Richard Aimes was once in my employ, I am 
the proprietor of several Factories. I know James Thomson, I knew a person nam- 
ed Robarts ; they were in my employ ; Mr. Jamps Thomson is my cousin. Kiahna. 
gur, Boleau, Avoory, and Boladanga Factories were mine in August last, Mr. Ro- 
barts bad been in charge of them for 14 years. Aimes (or Dick) was employed un- 
der him. I knew Robarts’ handwriting; he died last August. A paper shown to 
witness markedno, 1. This is the hand writing of my assistant, his name was Fran- 
cis Robarts Tapers no. and 3 shewnhim, Tho signature to no. S is bis hand writ- 
ing; the body of the letter is in Bengalee, bfo 3, is also his band writing. One 
bears date SOtfr May, 1829. I am proprietor of those Factories, Mr. Jame Thomson 
X8 at Kishnagur; he has nbt been subpoenaed, I have written to him, on Thursday 
laat I have known very little of Dick. He was about 10 months in the employ of 
Robarts. 1 knew very little of his character, I should suppose Mr. Thomson baa 
nothing to do with this prosecuiinn. I knew nothing of the transaction except what 
1 saw in tbe'newspapyrs; his last note to me was ou the 4tb August, 1 wrote to him 
8t the request of Mr. Shaw and the Advocate General. There are several other 
-Indigo Factories. Kollennuth Roy has Factories about four miles from mine. There 
bas been aerioua disputes between Kolleiiaiith Roy’s people and mine; they were 
cootiniikllv quarrelling. 1 have heard of none this year. 1 ordered that all commu- 
nication should be made to mv manager. There has been no serious quarrel since 
1825; there have been some broken heads since. Kolleynauth Roy’s Factory is 4 
8r 5 miles from the Factory of Avoory, 1 am not aware that Mr. Dick was implica- 
ted in quarrels, he was a bard working faithful servant hut a little cracked. He mi^bt 
have heemin the habit of going out at night with Burkendftsses to keep away cattle 
from the crop. 

1 remember directing Mr. Robarts in May 18^9, to cause Dick to proceed to the 
Factory of Kishnagur on the 30th May ; he wrote to Dick to come to the Factory of 
fti^nagUT attended by ticca Burkindosaes, between the 19th and 30ch May. There 
eraa^otbing extraordinary if Robarts wrote to Dkck to come at night to the Fac- 
toryiwitk Burkindosses ; 1 believe be had been onde attacked. If a eomplaiot had 
beef made by Dick to the Magistrate against James Thomson I never heard of it. 
T*Ii8 prisoner Yonge was once in my employment ; be was discharged the Sd or 
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4th July last. (Looks at a letter). This letter No. 4 is my band writing^p it is a 
letter to the prisoner. I hare been oblig^ed to dischargee him three er four times* 
Ife was in my brother's employ in I8li6. I know nothiiigeof the letters which ap- 
peared in the newspapers on this subject. 1 applied to the Editor of a newspaper. 

Rv Hr. Cochrane. 1 know the situation of Avoory Faciorr. and the Bazar. 
Aioiesp formerly went ^y the name of Dick, I know where Bhorbariah Factor/ 
lies, about North or by W. from Aroory Factory; it is about 6 miles; tha 
ground between them is barren ; there is a Nulla between them, which is dry in 
the hot season ; tins is the only one, it is full in the height of the inundation. 

Bif the Chief Justice* James Thomson is now at Kishnagur Factory about 130 
miles from Calcutta ; it is situated upon a Nuilaou the Hoogley River which com- 
municates with the Hoogley. He could arrive here in So ho.urs. 1 dout know 
whether or not Aimes alias Dick was a country born. He had dark hair, with a 
reddish tinge, was about o.i years of age and rather stout. 1 was not aware that 
be was emplcwed on any of mv Factories more than 8 or 9 months. He used to 
play all maimer of antics on horseback witii*the natives, that is the reason 1 said 
be was cracked. He bad been previously employed by Mr. Richard DeCourcy an 
Indigo Planter in the district of Nuddea. • 

Kallah Anwid was sworn on the water of the Ganges^ hut as she had been obligated on 
the Koran before the Magistral •, she was again sworn upon it. said she belieoed hath 
equally bimiing. 1 lived at Avoory ; there is a Factory there. 1 knf*w Mr. D'ckp 
1 have cliildreu by him. He was emploved in the Factory, and lived in the village 
of kvoory. The Bengallees called him Dick but when he wrote to Uentlemen he 
Signed Richard Aimes. I know the prisoner, he lived at the Katlamarree Factory. 
Goorah Aiiund, my rival lived with Mr. Dick. I have five children living, she has 
none. My eldest, a sou, is 9 years of age. He kept two servants. Luhbee and 
Sherabdee. 1 know the prisoner, 1 saw him at Mr. Dick's house, when he took 
away my master. My master had gone to the Molleparra Factory, to figlit (the 
distance was about 100 russees from .Mr. roornsoii’a Factory,) with Mr. Vonge, 
who was unable to conteud with him tliou^Hi assisted by Khoilv Baboo’s people^ 
and he prevailed. This was about mid day pi«^vii)us to the night I have spoken of. 
He came home about four eurnes before the close of day. He had gone equipped 
from the house and on horse back , there had been a dispute about indigo lands. 
My master told me he had been to fi ’hr. He remained at home till four dundaha 
of the night. He was take > away three day^ before the end of Choittro.^ After be 
bad eat, and drank he was sitting in the Verandali, when Mr. Youge and bis writer 
Elia and 150 persons came, but no other Europeans. Four were mounted on horses, 
Mr Yonge, Mr. Kiia his clerk and another, and Sartiie Biswas and another were 
also mounted. VVe two feiuales saw them; we weae silling at* the door. Mr. 
Yonge had a creece in his hand ; it was about ^7’ inches long, and the others had 
spears. TJiey came from behind tbe house to ihn front and some surrounded it to 
prevent us escaping, Mr. Yonge said take h-dd if the Banehoot ; whatever it may 
cost I will pay." Some of tliein entered tiie houbo, and took hold of my master, 
aud some plundered the house. It was full moon. Mr. Yonge kept on bis horse. 

Goorah Aiiuiid gave Do-hoy ' I did not, as Yonge asked where the black wo- 
man was, and 1 hid myself. Mr. Youge called a person, named Khoody, to him 
and seized a spear from ins hand and struck her in the forehead and she fell wound- 
ed and got the Lock-jaw. 'i'hese persous took Mr. Dick away and plundered Ctia 
bouse. They took him cowards the t Bhorbariah Factory. We went with the chil- 
dren to a house in a Bazar near my house. We stooped there all night. Mr. J. 
Thomson sent fat me to his Factory and leaving my children there, I went to the 
Darogah and stated thd circumstances to bun. L saw the Nazeer four ^ays after ia 
the Bazar. Wheal went to the Darogah he abused me, saying ** if I could find 
Mr. Dick, t would beat him with ray shoe and imprison him 6 months.” I was 
examined before Mr, Shaw, Mr. Dick’s hair was brown. 1 saw some hsir whea 
examined before Mr. Shaw ; that was my master’s hair.

* Corresponding with the 8th of April, 
t Bhorbanah aud Katlamarree are the iame place. 
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Crnss‘fxamineJ, Mr. Dick, we used to call an Englishman. We know nothing 
of religions. The father taught his children to repeat his (the father's ) prarers 
which were the same as those of Englishmen. Mr. Dick had a wound on his wrist 
from the bite of a horse ; he had a swelling on bis forehead. When his master's 
business required him to fight he went out, but onlj to prevent others from sowing 
bis fields. By equipped. 1 mean be Lad bis clothes on. Tl^ere were not any people 
seen in the bouse that day ; not 60 or 80 armed people ; he aid not send them food. , 
I did not bear Mr Dick say that any persons should hide their arms in the Aroory * 
Tactory. I did not see Mr. J. Thomson on that day. Mr. Dick could wiite bis 
name, but that was all. I know Gomes : he ^ent with my master from Calcutta. 
He bad been taken away or ran away irom my house to the Fartorv of Mr. Vouge 
the night previous; he took away his oliild with him, about 12 rears oi a.^e ; he 
went away because he only got 8 rupees a month for teacbiiig tiie rhiltiren. I know 
so far; be sent hisson a letter to that effect. My mastt^rdid not dt^al in fish, but 
Gomes proposed to him to get salt and cuie fish, which he would take to ( alcuits, 
and give Lima part of the profit. .Gomes took aeay his clothes' 'He afterwards 
came on an Elephant with Mr. Yon^e, who came in a palankeen before the Duio* 
gall. He did not ask for his clotheSc.and nevrr said before the Darogah that they 
bad been taken away in the iiii^ht I have spoken of. 1 bare been married ; my 
husband is dead ; he was dead when 1 went to live with Mr. Dick. 

After these people had gone away, 1 came out frnie under the chest, and foqnd 
Corah Anund bleeding. 1 introduced a knife between her teeth and opened her 
snouth. Mr. Dick made no resistance, for a iiun.ber fell on him at once. The ssr« 
vants bad gone to tho Factory to eat Seeing (iorah Anund wounded, I went and 
bid myself; it was not. on bearing Yoncre a&k for the biack women. They took 
personal ornaments, vessels, and oihir things away, and two hundred rupees 1 had 
collected for my children. Mr. Dick had no money of his own for he was ex- 
travagant ; fond of good eating and drinking ; he was the son of an Einrllshman so 
should drink ; he was not drunk on that day ; he was not in the habit of getting 
drunk. Mr. Thomson was not there on that day. I hid myself behind a circular 
chest in a room ; they did not open that chest nor did not go into that room ; there 
was only a bedstead in it, Mr. Dick did, a long time since, complain against Mr. 
Thomson for taking away his cow's. In Augrun last Mr. Thomson complained 
Sgainst Mr. Dick for leaving his »ernce. 1 oid not complain against Mr. J.' Thom- 
son for taking hiiu away and confining him ; 1 do not know of Mr. Dick ever hav- 
ing complained against him for it. 1 remeinber Radamohun Sircar having entered 
the bouse, and taken my master away at abou 12 o’clock at iionii' in Uggrahayun* 
last; that person was Gomastah to Mr. Tbomsoii. Mr. D<ck did not complain 
agaiosC Mr. J.fl’bomson fuFfthat. The Police peons came to the house, but he seut 
them awaVt saying, he would compromise. On the night 1 have spoken of the 
borae Mr. Yonge rode was of * red colour. 1 could not distinguish the others. 1 
took no notice of them ; they all appeared red. 

Re^eramined. 1 had seen j\lr. Yonge previous to this twice or thrice ; altogether 
on four occasion. Mr. Dick did uot emplov peons against Mr. Thomson. The peons 
1 have spoken of came inconsequence of my having complained that Mr. 'I'homson 
bad taken my cows. When th»<y were taking my Master away he called for assis- 
tance to the villagars but once , 1 suppose they prevented him from calling any more. 

1 have never seen Mr. Dii k since that night. 

SaaUe JAahomed, i produce some hair which I found on digging the floor of a Cow 
bouse, in s part which appeared lower than another, lu the Katlamarree or Bborbaria 
factory. 1 have bed it since in my possession, but not since I came to Calcutta. 

J did not bring it to Calcutta ; the Chaprassies ‘'hocamedown with M. Yonge did. 

It remained in my custody for a inoiith after i found it, and then 1 gave it to a 
Chaprassy. I examine it now and should say this is the same. It is human hair. 

Cross- examified. This is the same earth that is with it. The earth here in Cal- 
cutta is more moist. Jt was a liitie soft when taken up first, 1 say it is the same* 
TMs^as under seal, if it was not 1 should have my ^oubts. 

Bifjhe Chief Justice^ It was sealed when i brought itcjiate Court* 

* doirespouding with the jno&tb ofNerember* 
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"By Mr. Minchin. It is tbs seal of that Office in the Mofiisail Court where th# 
European Officerb sit. It Lad no seal when 1 gave it to the Jiuxey who gSFe it to 
the Chaprassy, ^ 

Mr. Clatke. The Jury can see if the string which fastened the corering wli 
sealed, 1 sav it was not. 

Mr. Minchin objected to its being shown as it was not ideniit'ted as that dug up. 

The Chief Justice coiiitl not see the use of the objection. 

* Kalloh Amind re-examined. 1 know that hair when the Naaeer first brought it 
from the Cow house, it had a fetid smell. 1 know it to be Mr. Dick's hair. 

Cross ex-anmmd. 1 call this haA the colour of < hat on .Ur. AJiachiJi's hscid ; the 
hair on the front of his head was about the lenght of this. This hair is now dis« 
coloured from the earth ; it is not a tiillerent colour from when on his head. If it 
was washed it would be the same colour *, it is now covered with mud. 1 judge 
of it from itsappearence. When 1 first saw the hatr, there were bits of skin to it, 
and it bad an offensive smell ; it was bloody and oily when it was dui; up. 1 did not 
eee It washed. If you bring me some hair oftii^ same colour covered up with oiav, 1 
will distinguish this, for it has a smell. 1 Arst saw this live days after Mr. Dick 
was taken away. The Nazeer showed it to i^e in a pot, and I t>ut paste over it, 1 
afterwards saw it at the Magistrate’s when it was notcovered in the same way as now. 

By the Chief Justice. 1 only saw the prisoner at Mr. Dick’s house once previous 
to this ] they ware on good #Brnis then ; about 10 months previous to this occur- 
rence. When Mr. Dick came home in the evening he did not appear to have re- 
ceived any injury. 1 know that Ellia is in ooniiuenient at Kishnagur with some 
natives. 

Chiej Justice. Mr. Advocate are not these persons here ? 

Advocate General. Mo, my Lord, they are natives and are to be tried for this 
offence by the Zilla Court. 

Chief Justice. Yes, but they are in the service of a European and should be here 
as prisoners or as witnesses. 

IVitness. 1 went to a house in the village, the owner of which pounded soorky 
for Mr. Yonge, as she lived near rue. Cii>rali Aiiuiid and the children went with 
me. Mr. Dick’s house stood between Kurlairidriee which Mr. Yonge farmed, and 
Avoory which Mr. Dick farmed. 1 tolu the woman of the house what had happen- 
ed ; her daughter, Kutten, w.is not there ; she was pounding soorky at Mr. Youge's 
Eactory. 1 saw her in the mornuig, about 5 ghuiries after day. A Chaprassy of 
Mr. Thomson’s came and said ** why will you siop heie and endure a’aiit ; come to 
the Factory of Jvisuagur !” which waa anoui a cuss distant. Gorah Anund 
went With me, we walked and she carried the child 1 had given her. When we got 
to the Factory 1 saw Mr. J. Jhoiiisou and told him hat had happened, Gorah 
Anund was present j she did not tell him what had hapneued for sho is not oocus- 
tomed to speak to Europeans, i put Brandy to the wound in Gorah Auuud's fore* 
head after the Darogah had seen her, four days alter it had happeiied. Mr. Thom* 
sou did not direct any thing to he doue to it ; he said he would not, till the Daro- 
gah had seen it. Kadamohuii bircar did carrv Dick away to Mr. '1 homson's Fac- 
tory, but let him go soon ; this was near a year previous j he was Mr. Thomson's 
servant and that gentleman lived there and dues so now. Mr. Dick was of sound 
mind ; if he was of uusound miud how cnuid he get children? he was playful, but 
1 never saw anything to show he was of unsounU mind. 1 uo not know how old 
he was, Englishmen never get old, 1 lived with bim years. During that tims 
he was employed in different Factories. He was only unemployed three or four 
months. He was never absent irom me a day and a night together. When this 
hair w'as shown to me I was told ivhere it was fouiia j i did not hear at Thomson's 
Factory what had happened to Dirk. 1 lirst saw the Nazeer 6 or f day a after 
Dick had been taken away. He examined liuiteii after 1 bah seen tha hair. Kut- 
ten and Doorgey came running and out of breath Irom the Factory, after 1 had 
gone to the bouse in the Bazar. 1 heard them say nothing. 1 asked Ratten Clo- 
thing because 1 knew she iias employed in the Katiamarree Factory. Di^ was 
taken in that direction, lalid^not like to speak to them or ask tbsm qaestio|U, for 
if 1 did, 1 knew they would disappear and not be forthcoming. Rutteu Okid ** why 
are you here V* 1 said Mr. Yonge has taken away my mastert The hair of one of 
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ohiMrra is of tlio ssme shade, bis name is Richard, The hair when I first saw 
it was bloody, and a little blood on the earth. 

( Looks at a ckildf thit is the child / have spoken of. The child was shown to the Jury 
and a lock of hair cut off.) 

Gorah Anund. 1 whs in keeping; with Mr. Dick, who 1 saw last, three days 
before the end of Choittra. I lived with Mr. Dick. 1 kno^ Mr. Yonjfe, he used "to 
come to my master’s to dinner. 1 last saw my master on the day in question after 
the night nad advance four gurries, he had dined and was smoking in the Verandah. 
About 150 persons came into the premises, lifted him up and took him away. I 
know some of them. I tfee Mr. Yonge who was there and he struck me with a 
spear ; he came mounted on a horse. There were four horses altogether. After 
they had taken hold of Dirk we begun to givo Do-hoy ! when he struck me with 
a spear, I fell senseless and on recovering I found ray master gone and my rival 
weeping over me, I observed that the Louse had been plundered. 1 afrerwarda 
went to the house of an old wuiuaii whose dau'ihter Ilutten pounded soorky at Mr. 
Yonge’s Factory, I found the womans there. Thai house has but one space with a 
email bit parted off and a verandah, Ivallah Anund and the children went with me, 
1 carried that pretty child of mine iWiicIi she has given me. Next day we went 
to the Factory of Mr. Thomson, 1 saw Mr. J. Thomson there. lie was sitting in 
the upper-story and we went up to him. 1 know the Nazeer ; three days after 
my master had been killed, he showed me some hf.ir. ] would know it again. 
(Looks at the parcel). That is my master's hair, I have been living with him 20 

f ears j it was fresher then, than it is now. Mr. £llia accompanied Mr* Yonge. 

do not know whether Mr. Yoiigehjid anything in his hand. I was alarmed, when 
he called for a spear, I shewed the wound to the Msgistrate and Nazeer. 1 believa 
the horse Mr. Yonge rode was red but! was so much alarmed [ cannot remember. 
It was full moon. The house was plundered of money, personal ornaments and 
clothes. Hutten did not come home to her house that night but after sun-rise in 
the morning^ I mean the night we went to her iiiotlier’s house. About a year 
previous my master lived at the Paicoma Factorv, belonging to Mr. Decourcy. 

Crou-examined. ^ Mr. Yonge used to come to my master's liouse to eat with him 
frequently. Daring the last year he used to come there every second or third day. 
They were on fneiully terms. I know Mr. Yonge, he was there on that night on 
bis horse, 1 am not certain whether he got off his horse. I told the Magistrate I 
Was not certain whether, when he struck me, be was or was not on bis horse. He 
bad something under his arm hut 1 was too much alarmed to know what. The 
people surrounded the house and some went in ; whether Yonge did 1 do not know. 

1 did not tell the magistrate that Mr. Voiige dismounted and wounded me, but I 
said 1 was not Certain. He- said “ Coady bring me a soorky f and then wounded 
me, 1 remember that very well, but not whether Yonge got ofl:’ bis horse; when 
be onlled for the soorky 1 did not observe anything in his hand. 1 was alarmed 
and did not observe. We were talking to our master in the Verandah when the 
people oaine from behind the house. The house is surrounded with a thorn fence. 
Castor Oil plant, and bamboos. The gate is to the Last ; some came through the 
gnte, some from behind, some in one direction, some' in another. Thev came all 
at once and 1 observed Mr. Yonge. We did not expect them. On their coming 
Pick cried out •* oh what is thu,” He had no spears or guns in the bouse ; he did 
not use either. Ha had a gun or guns some tune previous but being pressed for 
money he sold them to feed his children. For hundred llupees were taken out of 
a box on this night which were in a box in my master’s chest and in his room. 

We went to Rutten’s house and the first person 1 saw was the Chowkeilar of 
the villag^ Rutten was not at home ; she came fter suii-risei We went a little after 
Bun^rise to Mr. Thomson’s Factory, I cannot tell you how far it is. We went there 
because the children were enduring hardships. ' We arrived there about mid-day. 
While we 'were at Rutten's we told our distress but no one would listen to us. 
We told ell to Ratten ; KalUh Anund did not tell me not to say a word to Rutten 
eoo^ what had happened. At Rutten’s 1 applied |varm sand to the wound and 
whof 1 got to Mr. J. Tbomaon's be gave me Brandy ueapply. 

By thei^Chief Justice, Mr. Dick had been in the fields on that day; I do not know 
why he had gone* He went oat eboat joid-dey on horse haek« 1 kaoi? Oojues; 
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be bad gone awar tbe dar before Dick was carried away, in the morning. I bar* 
beard he went to Mr. Yonjre’s Factory but 1 do not know. He bad been liring 
with my master since last cold scuson. They bad quarrelled because be and his 
SOD were going towards tlie fields and my master objected and desired bim to teach 
tbe children. There is but one Chov^kedar in each viil»ge of Aroory and Mau- 
boory. 1 am quite suj^e 1 had a conversation with Rutten in tne morning. Ths 
last witness was present. 1 spoke to Mr. J. Thomson and told him bow mv mas* 
ter was taken away. 1 have now told all 1 remember of that transaction, t never 
said 1 saw bim speared in five places. 1 nev^r 'old James Thomson so nor did I 
bear Kallah say so to him. 1 livell with Dick hnore the other woman. 1 cannot 
tell how old he "was. During that time he was never out at night. 

Mr. Decoiircy lives at Hamerali. £ hare not seen that gentleman since Mr. 
Dick’s disappearance. He sometimes gave Mr. Dick something. 1 have since his 
being taken away been supported by Government and living at Kishuagur. 

Jt a quarter jif I St 3 the C'^nrt adjourned for 20 minutes. 

An intelligent hay the sou of the deceased was t^it examined by the Court. I cannot 
speak Fnghsh. My name is fiichard Dick. *1 am U) years of age. 1 have been 
taught my prayers. 1 hare been told and 1 Jinow and believe, that if I speak falsa 
I shall be afflicted with Ijeproay, and if I speak truth 1 shall be rewarded, 1 know 
that if 1 am sworn it increases the obligation. My father and Gomea taught me lo 
read a little. My father taught me out of a book ah eh ; I do not know its name. 
1 bare been taught the prayer, beginning Our Father.” 

Chief Justice. Let him be sworn on the Gospels. 

Mr. Clarke. I submit if bo was taught according to the form of a Christian, bo 
must have some notion of a future state of rewards and punishment. 

Chief Justice. 1 will take a note of your objection: 

By the Advocate General. I am the son of Mr. Dick, or Mr. Richard Aimes. 

Mr. Clarke. I submit 1 have a right to question as to his belief of a future atato* 

Oiijectiou taken down. 

IFitum. i was in the house when my father was taken away. After be bad eat 
bis victuals and washed bis face he sat down. lie desired me to fill him a chilleia 
which 1 did, and on roturniug I observed the bouse filled with people whoaeised 
bim, and I saw the house plundered. Mr. Yonge wouuded Gorah Anund and 
she fell. When 1 saw my father carried oiT, 1 went to tbe Bazar and gave Do-hoy ! 
1 went to all the houses. I first went to the house of a person I cannot recollect 
a tenant of Mr. Yonge (Identifies Mr. Yoiige. ) He (Mr. Yonge) was mounted 
on a horse ; there were four horses there. 

Cross- eiamiued. No one told me to tell this story to day ; my mother did not* 
She did not tell nfe to come here and give evidence. 6be did not \ell me 1 would 
be examined here ; tlie Feon of the Kishnaghur Jail did. J bad no conversation 
with my Mother about this matter. 1 was examined by the Judge he did not 
Bwear me. 

Nohi Shaik. lam a person who looks after Indigo at the Avoory Factory, belonging 
to Mr. Thomson. 1 lust saw him, Mr. JJick, in the day of the iiiglit he was taken 
away. 1 was standing near the fence in the East of his premises and saw persons 
take and carry him away ; another servant w'as there. Mr. Yonge and Mr. Elia 
were there and about KM) or persons, (Identifies Yonge.) He (Mr. Yonge) was 
on horse back. Dirk was taken towards the North in the direction of the Katie* 
marree Factory where Mr. Yonge lived as Mr Watson’s Assistant. Ididuotsce 
Kallah Anund on tliat occasion. They carried him through the plain. We followed 
them and saw them throw him down and bout him and then carry him towards the 
Factory. We iollowed^no further. 1 heard Dick say “ do not beat me I will drink 
water.” He did not speak very lond. 'J'here is a creek on the left of rtie direction 
they were going in, with water. I know Gorah Anund. 1 saw her on the ocoaeiom 
1 have spoken of. When they had taken hold of Dick, she gave Doo-hy ! and Yonge 
threw a soorky or small spear from ofl' his horse at her and wounded her. 1 esw Kol* 
lali Anund, the next morning when she was proceeding to the Hardy Thana.^ Tb^re 
were four horses at Dick’s Jluise the night 1 have been speaking of Mr. Di^ was 
in Mr. ThomsoiFs and Mr. Yonge, in Mr. Watson’s Factory abonta cose froli each 
other. These Proprietors used to quarrel about Indigo land, Mr. Diok^f he went 
from home always returned st night# 1 haye not seen Diok from that night nor do 
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I know of any one wbo baa. I did not ^o with tlie Nazeer to Mr. Watson’a Factory. 
At the time L law the attack we were on our way to Mr. Dick’s house. 

Crosi-examined, 1 have known Mr. Dick these 10 or 12 years. He was in Mr. Thom- 
son’s 'service two years. 1 have been in the service of Mr. Thomsons for a year and a 
half. 1 was in that service in September last, so was he. He then absented himself 
for two or three months at one time. 

In 'Bhadur 1236, 1 did not hear of a Furwannah, to take Vim up at the suit of Mr. 
Thomson. 1 speak of all the time 1 was in the service, that he was not absent at night, 
but I was absent three months. We used to live at night at Dick’s house and were 
going thereon that night. They were taking him towards the Bhorbariah village and 
were stillin the compound, near the fence of whi^h we were standing. That Factory 
was about 18 russies. 'I'bere was only one man witli me. Bhorbarriah is a large vil- 
lage and Mr. Yonge and his party did not proceed through the village. In going to 
the Kailainarree Factory you may go through the village or on the left or right of it ; 
there is no public road. There is about a begah in the compound, 1 was about 22 feet 
from the house. They carried iiim out through the thorn fence in the North of the 
compound. Gorah Anund fdl on bein* wounded with a spear. 1 followed the party 
at the distance of 3 or 4 russies. I saw and heard all that passed when they threw him 
down and beat him. They made a goocf deal of noise. 

By the Court, Lt is only one coss frdtii Biiorbana Factory to Avoory ; the village 
of Bhorbariah intervenes.* 

1 saw him beat only once, I could not recognise who beat him ; the prisoner was 
with them at that time and mounted on a horse 1 wasocly four or live russies distant 
and it was moon liglit. 1 do not know what resistance he might at first have made but 
when 1 saw him he was held by 14 or 15 persons. 

Seraz Shaik, 1 was the servant of Mr. Dick. On the night he was ^aken away, I was 
near tiie house. The last witness and £ were going to the house alter eating as was 
our custom to do ; we lit^ard a noise and ran up when we saw Mr. Yonge, Mr. Elia 
and 150 persons. Mr. Yonge gave orders and they took Dick up and carried him 
away. We followed in th^ hope of relmving him, if they wounded him and threw 
him away. We went about half a coss when we saw them throw him down and beat 
him and heard the blows. Alter they beat him L heard some one say ** proceed * and 
after they had proceeded about hall' a russee, 1 heard him say ** 1 would drink wa- 
ter.” We followed no further. We wont hack to the Factory. 'We there met tww 
chowkedars and a third person, with wiiom we had some conversation and they took 
me along with them as also Nobai and another and went as fur as the village of Bhor- 
baria to a tree ; while there we neither saw or heard any thing. 

Crou- examined. This took place about the Churrick-poojah which commenced 
three or four daysafier. We were standing about a cotta from the house. Mr. Elia 
was outside the fence and only that one. One horse was inside, and two at the 
gate- 1 did swear before the [Magistrate that Yonge had a sword in bis hand and 
■o 1 say now. I saw him strike with u soorky. He put the sword in his left hand and 
called fora soofky and took it in his right and wounded her. 1 say so, though he 
bed the sword at the time in his right hand. 

I left my Master in the hands of those persons without attempting to trace where 
they went. Intimaiion was given to the Thaiiua by the servant of the person who 
was killed. Kambozum Tlianadar was at the Golla at Avoory. I saw him there in 
the afternoon, but Idid notinlurmbim. This was on Friday after my master had been 
taken away. 1 did not tell the Magistrate that 1 hud seen Kallah and 1 signed my 
ezamiation ; it was read and explained to me in the progress of it, but not after it was 
finished. The Magistrates asked me if 1 had seen Kallali, L said I hud seen her wound- 
ed. 1 am subject to a pain ; it then seized me and I might have said 1 did not see the 
Gentleman wound her, but 1 afterwards corrected myself, L did not say to the Ma- 
gistrate that 1 did not see her wounded. 1 was silent ot lirsr, but afterwards I did, and 
told him 1 had seen her wounded, 1 was standing close to Nobai what he saw 1 saw. 

By ths Advocate General. 1 saw her wounded. T was ill at the time. 1 only delayed 
but i afterwards answered him (the Magistrate;. 1 saw Imaifi Bux at the village at 
the Bhorbariah Gola about evening. 1 dont know where he went to. Hardy Thanna 
is two coss from Avoory to the South. The river Gunga lies between, which is a 
bank of the great Gunga. 

By the Chief Juitiee. When the Prisoner wounded Gorah Anund he held his sword 
in bilLleft hand and called to one of his men for a a^rky and threw it at her. Af- 
ter stilkisg her it fell to the ground; the soorky wad Iseaded with a piece of iron* 

» 

** Katlamorrec and Bhorbariah are the aame and belong to Watson. 
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Oorah AnMnd wa^ standing upon t*ie ground between tbe door and[ cooking bouse. 
God knows why he did not strike her with the sword. 1 was on the outside of the 
fence. The fence about is five feet high ; it formerly had a fence which is now de- 
stroyed. Gorah Anund was near the cook<ne hou^e. 1 was standing on the East 
and Gorah Aiiund was at the North of tlie house where she was sitting with her 
master; the door is ro the South I was near the gate. Mr. Elia was on the North 
side. The distance frorn the fence to the house is four cubits. I’he North side is on 
the verge of the bounnary : there is four cubits behind the house. The cooking 
house is on the Nortu aide, and is situated inside the fence. 'I'here are three houses 
in the homestead. Mr. Elia was standing on the North of thecookroom ; from where 
1 stood, I could see liim plainly ass it was a bright mooulight uight and nothing to 
obstruct my view. 

Here the Advocate General proposed to submit to the Judge a plan of the premiseSp but t/iC 
prisoner's counsel not acceding, his Lordship mid he could not look at the plan without their 
consent. 

Witness. Anv body from the sitting room could see Mr. Elia on the North side. The 
fence is formed ofhattonsand the women could see Elia's horse so plain as to ena- 
ble them to apeak to its colour, hy moonlight.* When I followed the party who had 
taken Dick awav, I kept about five ruasees cAstaut from them. My dress was, a cloth 
round mv body , the otlier man's dre.sa was the same ; we were afraid. At the dis- 
tance we kept we could hear the sound of blows with latteea. We could see the 
crowd hut (lid not see the blows actually inflicted. 1 did not hear him scream or 
makeanoise, but when the noise had ceased, I heard him call for water; he said 

1 will drink some water was after they ’had taken him up. 

Seehito Shaik sworn, 1 serve Mr. 'I'homsou as a Bnrkandoss at the Avoory Factory* 

I knew Mr. Dick ; the last time 1 saw him was on the 127th of Choit. 1 saw him 
then in his own house, early in the morning. I have not seen bin since. 1 went 
to Mr. Dick’s house a little* after day light. 1 went to see Mr. Thomson’s lands and 
then returned to the Factory. I know Seria Slinik, he was Mr. Dick’s servant. 

1 saw him at Mr. Dick’s house that morning. I afterwards saw him after night 
full, he was going to the Factory. 1 was sitting alone in the Factory. 1 heard a 
noise in the house of Mr. Dick, h(*aring people calling Ilurribol ' and others allah E 
allab ! I went in aSoutherly direction I proce(»ded five orsixrussies from the Factory. 

I saw Mr, Yonge’s people. 1 did not see Mr. J)ick hut I heard his voice. I know 
Kuilamdee Surdar, I saw him at the Factory that evening, 1 know Jaffa and Baka* ^ 
i saw them at the Factory ; 1 went with them as far as Kobey’s Ghaut in conse- 
quence of Kullnmdee’s advice ; six of us went. When we reached the tree we could 
not find Mr. Dick and returned. The tree is to the North of Mr. Dick’s house. 1 
know there were disputes between Watson and Thomson’s Factories about fishing* 

Cross-examined by Mr. Miuchin, 'i'he pepel tree is half a cobs from the Factory 
•and half a coss from the vill ige. We went along the plain to the tree and then 
came hack again, 1 recognized Mr. Dick’s voice and heard him call for water. 

Gopulchand Smm, I am in Mr. James Thomson’s service, 1 k'how Mr. Dick’a 
bouse, and I recollect the night Mr. Dick was carried off'. I saw somethiog of that 
transaction. I saw it in the plain about a russy or a russyand half distance. I saw 
Mr. Yongfi of Katlamarree with a body of men lake away Mr. Dick. Mr. YongA 
came into the premisen on foot. 1 saw him mount his horse when they took Mr« 
Dick away, that is all 1 know. 

Cross-examined . Mv Jump's 'I'homsou had sent me to Mr. Dick’s with a horse ms 
be had no conveyance. 1 left the horse in the stable where it was and ran out when 
they took Mr. Dick away. 1 had been at that time in Mr. 'Fbomson’s service for five 
months. 1 am still in his service ; there are four of his servauts here— there are 
five here. 

Decarry. I am a shaving Barber 1 have seen Indigo in cultivation. I bold some 
land in the prisoner's Factory 1 knew a person named Dick ; his liouse was in our 
village. On the ^th ofChoit, 1 was proceeding to the house ofmy Grand daughter's 
husband when 1 saw 1110 persons proceeding from North to South ; on seeing tbem 
1 moved aside. 1 sa^ them proceed to tbe house of Mr. Dick. Upob that 1 and 
Shaik K ha wax came and made a circuit of the house and placed ourselves in a pit* 
The party entered and 1 heard tbe rattling of chests and Mr. Dick called out I am 
dead. Bopry ! Bopry !” 1 recognised four of our villagers among them, three of 
them went along with the gentleman of Katlamarree Factory, with Mr. Yonge* 
When I first saw the party tl^y were about a russy or a russy and a half frodn me ; 
they were coming in tbe dijecaon of the Katlamarree Factory. I saw two Europeana 
mounted on horses and two Bengalees on horses. 1 am not ait all cunnectkd with tha 
Frosectttrix, aot have 1 any thing to do with those at the Katiauarroo f aetory. 
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Crm-tsamineA by Mr. Minckin. I was ten kottas from them when they were in Mr. 
Dick's house. I was returning to my own house when Kailah Anund accosted me and 
aoid ** the Katlamarree Sahab has taken away my master." They proposed that I 
should go to the house and see how he was ill used. 1 did not go. I was then near 
Dick’s house on the road. 

By Mr. Cochrane. At the time Kailah Anund came, the people from the Factory 
had gone away. 

Kami Shaik suorn. 1 am the servant of Nauzer Choudy Ghokery. I have known 
the prisoner three years. 1 knew Mr. Dick. I remember the night he was carried 
away. 1 went to look for a horse and was near Mr. Dick’s house. 1 saw the prisoner 
take Mr. Dick away. Mr. Elia was with him, thev were mounted ; there were also 
two Bengalees mounted. There were about ISO people with them 1 heard them 
make a noise in Dick’s house, i went into the homestead but not into the house. I 
■aw Gorah Anund she was lying down on the floor bleeding with a wound, on her 
forehead. Kalla Anund spoke to me. 1 saw the women’s wearing apparel scattered 
■bout, i went away. 

Cross-eiamined by Air. Clarke. My motive for going into the house was to see if 
the women had been ill used or killed. I first saw Kailah Anund and sire stated what 
had occurred. I then saw Gorah lyingVith a wound on her forehead. When Shaik 
left me, 1 was about halt* arussee from the premises. When we were in the pit 
Kailah Anund was going towards the Hazar. I pointed outYonge and Ehatothe 
Magistrate, as well as several of the club bearers. 1 had gone near Mr. Dick’s house 
to look after a horse. 1 could not find it. it was found d or 6 days afterwards. 

Juyagmauth Uoy tworu. 1 serve the Tarinahdar as u Burkuiidoss and remember 
Dick being taken ofl' by the gentleman ot the Katlamarree Factory and about IfiO 
hlatives. 1 would know them both again. One of them is the prisoner at the Bar. 
After they had got out of the house and were taking away Mr. Dick, 1 saw them oa 
the plain going in the direction of Katlamarree. 1 am not connected with Mr. Thom* 
■on or the Katlamarree Factory. 

Crosi-examineii. 1 went in that direction because 1 lost a cow. The night had not 
much advanced and the moon was at the full. 1 went to the north to look for the 
cow. 1 know the Bkorbariah village, 1 did not look there for my cow, Avooryxs 
to the south of Mr. Dick’s house and Ketlamarree to the north. 

1 did not know Mr. Dick much, 1 never went to the Factory. I told the Magis- 
trate what 1 say here. The people were invoking their different deities, some said 

the breath bisleft the f ody of Dick and he is gone** and other exclamations, 1 said to the 
Magistrate that 1 had seen two Europeans on two horses and two Bengalees also 
on horseback. I told him 1 had heard the men invoking their deities, 1 
pointed out to the Magistrates those of the party that 1 knew. When 1 first 
eaw them 1 was about 5 cottahs from them. 1 have not told you that I 
went after them, on the contrary 1 ran away, I did not go to Dick’s house. They 

J iaaaed me along shouting. 1 heard them shout four different timess 1 saw them as 
ar as the banks of the Moodo Fakera, and then lost sight of them. 

Joy Singh Sworn. I cultivate vegetables at Avoory. 1 live about arussy from Dick's 
house, 1 remember the night he was carried away, 1 was at home eating my victuals. 
While we were eating we heard a noise and coming out saw the people seize and 
carry away Mr. Dick. The night was bright moonlight : there were 100 or 125 men, 
four men mounted on horse back. Seeing that 1 did 1 wentawav. 1 was about a 
russy ftom them. Tiiere were two persons like Sahibs and two bengullees mounted I 
could not recognize them but 1 knew four of my own villagers among them. After 
Dick had been taken away Kailah Anund came to my house crying and greatly dis- 
turbed. 

'I'his occurred three days before the end of the month Choittro ; it was three days 
before the Churruck poojah. 

Samphol Bindy twom. 1 am related to Joysing Bindy we are kinsmen, I am a native 
cf Katlamarree, and 1 cultivate vegetables at Avoory, 1 saw Mr. Dick taken off'. 1 
bad looked at my fields and on my return was eating when we heard a noise and on 
coming out ^w a number of people in Mr. Dick'e house, L uw four men on horses 
coming : seeing that 1 ran away and hid myself in a bush ; they stoptS or 4 dundas. 
when they went away they proceeded northward towards the Katlamaree Factory* 

1 have nothing to do with those Factories. 

Crott-examined by Mr. Minchin. This occurred 4 dundas after night fall, 1 was in 
Joysiim's premises about a russy and a quarter distant. 

Aullh Chowkeydar sworn, lam Chowkeydar of A/oyy Bazar. 1 recollect when 
Mr. Dick me taken away, I saw his Syce ; he was passing along the road, 1 was go- 
lotheBssui be said something, I want to the Bazar, 1 want with Bsksrss 


f 
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to the north. Before I went I saw Ksllab Anund in the Bazar ; she was mneh dia* 
tressed. We went to the Factory and took others with us ; we went running as far 
as the Pepul tree and when we came there we heard people shouting and we return* 
ed being alarmed for our own safety, 1 saw Gorah Anund that night. She had 
a wound in her forehead, and said ** see what has been done to me.’* 1 went to 
Mr. Dick’s house, Kallah Anund came with me. 1 sow abo^, an ezcritoir and a 
rattan trunk broken d gave information of this at the Thaniia early in the morn- 
ing to Seleniah Boniiergy the Darogali. 

CroU‘€ 2 amined hy Mi\ Clarke. 1 was a Chowkedar of the Bazar on the part of the 
Thanna. 1 hare been so more than years. 1 wa • sent hy Selemali Bonnergy. 

By the Chief Justice. At the time\lr. Dick was taken away 1 was in my own houso 
about a quarter of a cobs from Dick’s. 1 heard no noise but on coming out Z met with 
a Syce, it was my duty as Chowkeydar of the Bazar to he out at night, but 1 used 
to go home to iny victuals ; the other Chowkeydar went also to victuals in the aaina 
homestead. God knows why 1 was not in the Bazar at the time the violence took 
place. Avuo^ Thanna is three coss off, there is a river to cross and no boats, be- 
sides I was searching for Mr Dick, 1 went neiyr the place where I heiird a i'oiu>Tom. 
Kishnagur Factory is distant coss. HowcZuld 1 have gone there during the night. 

Jaffa Choujkey^r. 1 recollect the night Dick was taken away, 1 went to tlia 
house and found things broken and scatteredr about. 1 went with Kalluiiidee and 
others as fur as Bhorboriah to look for Dick. VVe heard the noise of some people 
calling out fJurrihol, and others Allah ; the noise came from the north. I know Rut- 
ten. We went to the house bbt she was not at home; we saw her mother and her 
sister. 

Khoody Sfiaik sworn. Hive at Avoory ; my house is 30 Beegahsfrom Mr. Dick's. 
My field lies between Mr. Dick's house and Mr.Yonge’a house, about halfway ; my 
held is Sugar Cane. 1 remember when Mr. Dick was taken away. About 8 or 9 
o’clock that night i was at my plantation as some cows had come to molest my sugar 
canes, 1 was driving them away. I saw several people coming and hid myself in s 
bush. /Hiey came from the direction of Mr. Dick’s house towards Mr. Yonge’s Fac- 
tory. There might be 100 of them but two Knglishineii and two Bengullees weie on 
horseback, I did not know them. They were taking some person along saying " liur- 
ribol, Hurribol, some Allah ! Allah ! !’* and saying '* look we are taking Mr. 
Dick along,” 1 heard them say nothing else. They proceeded towards the Katla- 
marree Factory. 

By the Chief Justice. The person was laying Aat ; some had hold of his arms, soma 
hiz legs and others his clothes, 1 did not hear him say any thing. 

liaheem Shaik sworn. 1 know the night Mr. Dick was taken away. On that night I 
was at the Katlamarree Factory. 1 returned there aftercandle light in the evening. 
Isaw there my master’s Bebee, and the Cousummah. My master is Mr. Yoiige ; 
he is the prisoner at the Bar. When 1 returned my master was not in the Factory, 
lie returned seizing and bringing Mr. Dick with him ; he was accornnaiiied by a great 
many ofhia people. When they brought Dick near tb'e tent and threw him down, 
there were about of them, 1 did not see my Master to go aoy where during the 
day. When Mr. Dick was brought, I was in the cooking house about $3cubits distant. 
When 1 was coming into the Factory 1 met my master and the people going out. £ 
■aid I had not seen him go out by day. My master was proceeding on horseback 
Mr.Klia and two otheis were also mounted ; the others were servants to Mr. Yonge. 
On Mr. Dick’s being brought to the Factory, they threw him at the north door of tli9 
tent and began to beat him, and Mr. Yonge got upon bis breast with his boots on and 
trampled on him for a time, he then said ** bring the marking iron and 1 shall mark 
him.” 

Khoody Biirkindoos, Mr. Elia and another, put their bands to the nostrila of Mr. 
Dick, and one of them said ** where is the use of marking Inm he is dead,” Upon say- 
ing that Mr. Yonge said well, carry him into the tent,” after he had given that 
order he told the Consummah to pack up bis traps and he would proceed to the Fac- 
tory of Ramnuggur, I alien ran away from the bouse. Up to this time I used to eat 
my victuals at that Factory. 1 was in the service of Mr. Yonge at the Time. Iran 
away, because 1 was greatly alarmed ; my master talked of quitting the Factory and 
I was alarmed because the man was killed there. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Clarke. He did not discharge me from his service. I bad no 
talk whatever with iny master. 1 was standing near my mistress. Mr. Yonu was 
standing at the north door of {(le tent. I left my master in the tent when 1 vent a- 
wpy. I had previous to that got leave of absence and on my return had^not time to 
speak to my master. When this transaction occurred X ran away for fear of getting 
into troublct 1 had been abaeut ou leava six days aad had xetumed thatsvsaing i 
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my bouse is nesr the Rectory. I was afraid as there was a mau killed. T should ei« 
ther bo made a priucipal or a witness in this case* 1 am not a ryot of Mr.'J'homson’s, 
J had a coo versation with Boan Mullick ; 1 did not mention this transsction to him. Mr. 
Yonge did not discharge me because 1 had the leprosy . I have not the leprosy I had not 
the leprosy at that time ; Mr. Yonge never charged me with having thnt disorder, In 
sayin:; Mr. Yonge was not at horn -‘when L returned I said truth, I met him going out 
when 1 was coming in. T was at the west window of the tent, l)fr. Yonge atond atone of 
the doors of the tent but he did not come in ; he did not see me that night. There waa 
Mongun Consummah there at the time ; I h-.id been corisiimmah, I used to go along 
with Mr. Yonge to the different Factories, the other r^'mained at home. There were 
only two horses in the Factory, Mr. Yonge h id tin Elephant whicii was kept on the 
west aide of the Factory two or three russees from it. The Elephant was not kept at 
llaranuggerto my knowledge, Mr Thomson farms the Tallook in which my house is 
situated. farms eight villages ; rny ho se IS in one of those viljages. When I 
left the Factory that night I proceeded westwaid. I did not proceed in the direction 
of Mr. Dick’s house. 1 proceeded towards home. I met Boaii Mullick near the river 
which passes undpr my house ; this was a pow coss nr half a mile ^rom Yonge’s 
Factory. I had to travel a quarter of d/oss when I met Boan Mullick. 

From the time Mr. DiCk was brought to the door of the tent until 1 went away 
wasabout a dundah. % 

By Mr. Cochrave. T pay the rent of the ground where my house is to a Braman at 
Avoory, 1 never paid rent to a Tallookdar or any one under him. 

Jiv the Chief Justice. When 1 met Mongiin Consiimn^li on going into the Factory 
1 told him 1 had met my master going out, [ asked him if my master was offended with 
me, I asked him that from a solicitude to be in my master’s favor. It is customary for 
119 when we gel leave of absence to enquire on our return if our master was pleased 
with us. From what Mongtin said I had reason to believe my master was angry with 
me. I don’t know the cause ; that was not one of the causes which induced me to run. 
Pormerly there were two servants attending my master, latterly there were four 
KMmiidgars ; at the time of my return there were but two. There was but one Syce, 
there was no buggy* There were no other domestic servants than Mongun Consum- 
mah, another myself, nud one Syco, ther were three Consummahs. He kept no 
cows. A Kid inudgar is the same ns a Consummah. ’fhe woman 1 call my mistress 
is kept by my master, [ don’t know her name, she wan brought from Calcutta ; tliey 
called her Monier. Mr. Yonge lived in the tent, the Factory house not being finish* 
ed ; it had a centre room and a verandah all round it. I could not well distinguish who 
the l.'iO men were. Ncminundi was a servant belonging to Mr. Yonge, he only occa* 
sionally attended him. S.irtiie Biswass was a Dewaii ; Coody was a Berkundoss. 
The woman 1 call my mistress and myself were standing at a western window of the 
tent. 1 was before that in the conking house. All the people that came with Yonge 
went away after they had beaten Dick ; the only persons 1 saw after my return to the 
Factory were the female 1 have mentioned end Monguii Consummah. 1 saw Dick 
distinctly, he had very little clothes on his body ; he had nothing on the upper part, 
tlielower was covered but 1 cannot tell whether by pantaloons or a piece of bengal- 
lee cloth. I did not perceive any blood. From his appearance, nnd not giving any 
answer, particularly when the three people put their hands to his nostrils, 1 consi- 
dered him dead. I merely heard the order given that he shoii d be taken into the tent. 

1 did not see it done. Motollah Factory and Ramnugger are the same. When I re- 
turned to the Factory it was candle light. When Mr. Yonge passed out of the Facto* 
TV. we were VJO cubits from each other* Mr. Yonge returned I think it was 5 or 6 
gliurries after close ofdav. It must have been something less than midnight when I 
met Bonn Mullick. Mv Mother and my wife live in my house during my absence. 
I'he Nnzeer called upon me for information, about.5 or 6 days after the afiair, I waa 
sent from my house to the bazar at Avoorv. When the Nnzeer took down mv depositi- 
on 1 only saw one European (Mr. Yonge) I never was examined before a Magistrate- 
1 was not taken to Mr. Thomson. 

It was 710W within a few minutes of ten o'clocht and the Court adjou-rMd to eit;ht the /o2- 
lflwingmominf[, directing at the same time the Jury to Ue furnished toUh 'refreshment in the 
Town Hall, but not allowed to separate.

^ief Justice, (after a few minutes had eUtpsed,) Mr. Cochrane what is the delay F* 
Afr. Coefirane, My Lords the witnesses are not yet cone- 
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Chief Justice^ We osn only delay ten minutes, and then half an honr will have 
elapsed beyond the time the Court was to have assembled, and if the witnesses ara 
not in nttendanee, tbe case for the prosecution must close. JVJr. Cochrane wliere is 
the Advocate Generali 

Mr. Cochrane, My Lord, he will be in Court preaently, 1 am here to conduct the 
ttise in his absence. 

The Aiivocato General same into Court at half paht eiaht. 

Chief Justice. Mr. Advocate it is now more tliau half past eight, if your witnesses 
tre not in attendance you must close your case. 

Advocate Getietal, Thev will be here immediately My Lord, 

A quarter to vine. Chief Justice, Ah, Advocate General you must call your witnoss- 
eson their subpoenas, we cannot delnv the Jury. 

Advocate (leneial. My Lords I submit this is a case of great public importance, 
the witnesses are not yet in Court, but they are close at hand. 

Chief Justice. W e were told so before we came into Court, we cannot help it ; let 
the witnesses he called. 

The witiiessee were severally called hut none appeared. 

At live minutes to nine, the first witness w^l put into the box. 

Batten sworn. 1 live in tbe villai>e of Avoorv. I knew Mr. Dick, and I know 
the prisoner. I was pounding soorkey for tin* Factory of Mr. Yonge. 1 recollect 
the night IMr. Dick was carried away ; something occurred at the early part of the 
night. In the course of that day 1 had seen Mr. Yonge. ^ I saw him in the evening 
after candle light. 1 saw liim bt the Factory; he went in the direction of Bhor- 
baria, with a body of men. some mounted. Yonge, Elias, Sartu Biswas, and Nemi- 
nundi were on horse back ; there were a great many on foot and they enrriod clubs 
and swords and spears with them. 1 saw Mr. Yonge 4 or .5 dnndahs ; afterwards, 1 
saw him return to the Katlamaree Factory ; Sortii Biswass, Neminundi, and Klin were 
with him. They had Mr Dick in custody ; they hrouaht him on o tnltr/. Mr. Yonge 
gave orders to bent him and they began to beat him, Klia and Kiioody Burkiudoaa 
beat him. Mr. Yonge then got upon his breast and trampled on him and when he 
got off his breast he said to the people ** murk Mr. Dick,” then Khoody, Elia, and 
anotlier put their hands to his nostrils and said *' he is dead,” Mr. Yonge said 
** bring him into the tent,” and ho was dragged and brought into the tent. I was 
making soorkey ; the reason of my working at night was, that the factory required 
it and I could not work in the heat of the day ; tbe night was moonlight ; it was e 
new Factory. Doorgee was along with me where I stood, and saw this, I was about 
a russee from Mr. Yonve. 1 proceeded forward to see what was going on ; both of 
us went forward. Mr. Dick was put down and beaten at the door of the tent. I 
dont know the points of the compass but tbe door of the tent was opposite the Fac« 
tory. They could see me from the tent ; there were a great many people there. 
When Mr. Yonge gave order to beat Dick, he was on foot moving about. When he 
went from the Factory he had a sword iu his hand. When he returned and got off 
his horse he gave the sword to Khoody. 1 look at the prisoner, tfmi is Mr. Yonge« 

I used to work for him and have seen him frequently. My house is 3 rusaees from 
Dick's house. Tbe Bengallees drove me from the place and 1 took up my quarters 
in a little hut near where we pound tbe soorkey. I went home, Doorgee lives in 
the same house with me, I had left my mother in charge of my house ; a very old 
woman, 4() or 60 years of age. My mother goes no where. 1 work. 1 went home, 

1 saw my mother and Anand ; no one else. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Minchin. 1 live .3 russees from Dick’s bouse, I bave been 
employed beating soorkey for sometime. We work by moonlight. Tbe distnnee from 
where we work to the tent was S or 3 russees. The people saw us. We were at 
work when Yonge went out ; they conid see us, 1 went to mv own liousf next morn* 
ing and saw KnIla Anund, Mr. Dick's women, I had no conversation with her, and 
the Darogah coming 4 days after, I did not tell them what 1 saw until then. 

By Mr. Pearson* During that day I saw Gorah Anund, she was weeping in tbb 
Bazar. • 

When Y"onge spoke and told tbe people to mark Dick he said ** mark a do.** When 
1 said, the Bengallees drove me away, 1 meant to say that Khoody drove me away. 
The geiulenan Mr. Yonge said to Khoody ** turn away the Bf^ngallees from this 
place.” The hut was from the tent 2 or 3 russees. We put to the door and tried to 
aleep but could not from fear. |t was moonlight, tlie door of my hut faced Katl|[fnar- 
ree* We did not go out of tfte hut, I was alarmed and shot the door. On going away 
in the morning we did not go near the tent ; the door of tlie tent faced Kauamarreo, 

I was between the door of the tent and Katlamarree. 
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One of ike Jurymen (Mr. Keys) was here taken ill, and obliged to leave the Casai, lohSck 
interrvpted the procMdings for a few minutes. 

The door of the hat faced Katlamarree, the tent ii behind, from the place where 
I was staoding looking at what was doing at the tent 1 could see the cooking room* 
I saw the Consummaha walking about the cook house, 1 saw the two Conaummahs. 
The cook house is behind the tent, and not on the aide in which the hut was, 1 dont 
know how many rows there were. 1 have seen cows ; thew) was a cow keeper, but 
1 dont know him. There is no river that runs near the Factory, 1 knorr the woman 
who lived near the Factory, 1 saw her after they had brought Mr. Dick, she was in 
the tent. 1 saw Mr. Dick as they were dragging him in ; the upper part of hia body 
was naked. After he was thrown down he muvjd, but he did not speak, 1 saw a per- 
son named Gomes at the Factory, I did not see him that day, I dont know where he 
now is. When 1 saw Dick thrown down, he moved his body a little. 

Doorgee sworn, 1 remember when Mr. Dick was taken away, I used to pound 
Boorkey in Mr. Yonge’s Factory ; 1 had been there from the mouth of Pous, Riitten 
was my associate. I have often seen him ( Yonge,) 1 saw him on the day l am talk- 
ing of, after the close of day ; he had hia servants with him when 1* saw him. He 
was preparing to go out with Mr. Eli(% and other people ; there might be 80 or 100 
people. 1 saw Mr. Yonge go in the direction of Avoory ; he was on horse back. Elia 
was on horse back and two Bengallees^also ; they were armed with latties and swords 
ond shields, Yonge had a tulwar, Isnw them when they returned with Mr. Uick ex- 
claiming ** hurrybol, hurrybol.'* We went forward to see; we went to the door of 
the tent, on arriving there 1 saw them bringing in Mr. Dick on a door ^ Mr. Yonge 
gave orders, saying lay on with the shoes and the whip they then beat him, Yonge 
sahibthen jumped upon his breast with his boots on, and trampled on him; he then 
called for the marking iron, when Fdia and others put their hands to Dick’s nostrils 
and said why will you mark him, he is dead, Yonge then ordered the body to be brought 
int'i the tent, and desired the Bengallees to be driven away, I saw the upper part of 
hia body was naked. 1 had known Mr. Dick for three years previous. 1 had seea 
him move, but it was nominal, for they had half killed him before they brought him in* 

Rutten and myself being afraid, passed the night in a hut. We did not sleep 
having seen a man killed aud early in the morning we ran away to our own village. 

Cross-eiamiited by Mr Clarke. There was no other person than Kutten with me, 1 
knew several other women who were pounding soorkey, but she worked with me, I 
know Sumbrutty, and 1 know Buudy Meternney, she used to pound soorkey 
sIbo ; she was also pounding soorkey at the same place. All of us ran to see 
what was going on at the time ; these women are not hero. When Mr. Yonge re- 
turned, he had n sword or tulwar in his hands, I was examinad before the Nazeer 
and told him the same. I said the same to the Magistrate, Mr. Yonge had a sword 
in his hand, and Mr. Elia had a soorkey; what I said before the Magistrate was truth. 

1 was not put in confinement. The village people pointed me out as a witness and 
were afraid I sVould not be forthcoming so the Nazeer’s peon took me and brought me 
to the Hortollaii where the Nazeer was. 1 went home to Avoory. Rutten came with 
me. We arrived at home early in the morning, we both live at Avoory, which is 
Thomson’s Factory. 1 saw Colanando and Gorah Anund but I did not tell either of 
them what occurred the night before. 1 knew they were both Mr. Dick’s wo- 
men. 

By Mr. Cochrane, I was not in cofinement. 

By the Chief Justice. Mr. Yonge said ** lay on with the shoes and whip.’* 

Here witness dwrihed the way the prisoner trampled on Dick's breast, which she did by 
imitating the action, both feet upon the fltwr alternately premng, 

Elia and Goody beat Dick with a shoe and a whip by order of the prisoner. 

Ramun Mullick $wom. I remember the night Mr. Dick was taken away. I 
met on that night Ruheim Consumma, he lain the service of Mr. Yonge. I met him 
about 11 o’clock that night or 4 hours and a half after close of the day. I conversed 
with him; at that time 1 was proceeding to the Kishnaghur l;'actory belonging to Mr. 
Thomson. know the Nazeer, 1 saw him 5 or 7 days after 1 had seen Ruheim. I 
accompanied the Nazeer' to Katlamaree Factory; there was something done on that 
oecaaion. We dog in several places; in one place in digging we found a dead horse* 
Mr. Dick’s body not being found we again searched. We went into a cow house* 
The Nazeer looked about and aaw a aoft spot in the cow house, which be ordered to 
be diA up* On digging a cubit and half a strong offemive smell was perceived, and 
we di^ up some hair. I'he ground was soft to the depih^f about 5 cubits, two cubita 
in breadtll, and four cubits in length. The Nazeer took the hair and placed it at a 
oiatanca ordering a Burkundosa to guard it* 
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tliere were four Billdars employed in digging and several others, besides the pri* 
toner (here he gare their names) The ^aseer spoke to Mr. Youge, he said, ** why 
does this place smell so strongly, what is the occosion of it?” Yonge said he did not 
know. 1 knew Aimes or Dick for four or live years, 1 remember the colour of his hair* 
There is water at the Katlamaree Factory, it has no stream, i cannot be certain, it 
may be arussy or balfarussy in breadth, (Here the hair was produced which was 
found in the pit,) This is like Dick’s hair. When it was found 1 had a notion it was 
Dick’s hair. When dug csit there seemed to have been bits of flesh attached to it and 
it had a very oHfensive smell. There was also a bamboo found of 1 ) inch in diameter. 

Cross-examined^ Mr, Minckin, 1 was proceeding to Mr. Thomson’s Factory in 
consequence of inrormatiou, 1 arrived there after the t lose of the day; this was to the 
Kishnagur Factory, Mr. James 'I hodison was there, but 1 did not see him. 1 did not 
tell Mr. Thomson but I told the Dewan, 1 did not mention it to Mr. James 
Thomson. Whatever circumstances occur in the factories or in the Mofussil 
are communicated to the Dewan. The Dewan said he would give information next 
morning at the thanna, L went home to my house to sleep. I went to Avorry next 
morning. The affair was in the hands of my superior the Dewan, and I had to receive 
my orders from trim, 1 went to Avoory to look after Indigo plants. 1 arrived at Avoo* 
ry when the night had Advanced four dundahs^* I looked after the Indigo plant on 
that day. The indigo Fields are from Avoory village a short distance, 1 left the 
Avoory village about 4dundaba frome the closeeof day for my own village called Ko- 
dalcolly. 1 eat my victuals and went to sleep before I went to the Kishnagur Facto- 
ry; the day that i gave information to the Dewan was the 27th. On the day Dick 
was taken away, 1 was in the Avoory village. 1 paased the preceding night there, I 
remained the whole day there, till about 4 or 6 dundaha of the night when 1 received 
intormation. The Coma House is|ofacosa from the Factory. In oonsequence of 
the information I received I was proceeding to the Kishnagur Factory. 1 met Ru- 
licim, near a river. 1 went to the Factory by myself, 1 gave information to the De- 
wan and 1 thought that was sufficient. My house is distant from Avoory one coss^ 
and from Kishnagur Factory less than half acoss; it lies west from Avoory and north 
from Kishnagur. 1 have known Mr. Dick 4 or 5 years, he had been once in Mr. 
Thomson’s service and left it, I dout know how long he had been the last time in ser- 
vice. 1 dont know that Mr. James Thomson and Mr. Dick have had disputes, 1 pre- 
sented a petition to the Magistrates against Mr. Dick in Aussaur or Srabon last year. 

I complained that he went up tiie river in boats, with the men to beat my inaater’a 
servants, he had then entered the service of Mr. Alfred.* He did so. 1 therefore pre- 
eented the petition, Mr. Dick was afterwards taken up and brougiittothe Magistrate, 
Idont know the particulars. 1 dont recollect a petition from Dick against Mr. Thom- 
son, 1 saw Imambux peon, and the other peons in the Avoory Bazar on the day Dick 
was taken away, I dont know that they were there ail night. I did not go to Dick’s 
house. 1 went with the hiuzeer, we dug a hole, 1 forget who pointed out the spot. 
The people said, tiiisis fresh earth, dig here, 1 never heard that a horse had been bu- 
ried at the Katlamaree Factory. When we began to dig every body said ** there is a 
horse buried there what is the use of digging.” A horse «was dug oulf to search for 
Mr. Dick. The Nnzeer said put it in again. 

By the Court, There was a good many people with tlieNazeer, I cannot say how 
many. They found Yonge at the Factory; he made no attempt to escape ; this 
was on the 7tli or 8rh day after the transaction. The Nszeerand Burkundosses went 
up to Yonge who was in or near the teut. Yonge went about searching for the bodies 
with the Nazeer and Darogab, I do not know whether the door of the cow house 
which was made of bamboos was fastened. The horse was taken entirely up; it 
had somewhat an offensive smell and was a large horse. When I met Ruheim 1 only 
said are you going home at this late hour ?” 1 do not recollect that 1 aaidany 
thing more to him ; he came from the direction of Katlamaree. 

Mohon Sum n, 1 live at Bliorbariah. 1 know the Nazeer, 1 was employed by him. 
He took us to the Katlamaree Factory. We first dug up a reddish coloured horse* 
We went next to the cow bouse where he directed us to dig on the west side, we did 
dig and the clay appeQred,a little loose. We dug u cubit and a half deep, when some 
hair was turned up. We then dug to the depth of three or three and a JAlf cubits, 
but stopped then as the earth became hard. The lopse earth waa about two cubits ia 
breadth and four or four and half long. The hair was human hair (identifies the hair.) 

It was then moist but is now dry. Mr. Yonge was with us. 

Craff>cfamtfied. I do not know why the Nazeer fixed upon that spot. The surfsee 
was level with the rest of ihe^flcf r. 1 saw one place for cow dung outside Uie j^bor* 

* We Dnderstand this is Mr, Alfred Betts# * 
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He-examined, The earth bad a imell hut not of cow dang; it was s smell as of 
rotten flesh. 

By the Court. There vrss no hay or straw on the floor of this cow house. The 
cattle could not come out of that house but by one door. From the appearance of 
the house 1 concluded that the cows had been sent out of it that morning. Mr* 
Thomson has cow bouses at some considerable distance. 

Naucausey swnm. L remember having been employed by the Naseer at the Bhorba- 
riah Factory where we diia up a horse and then went to a coAv house where we dug and 
found, first, a bamboo andtheu perceived an offensive smell and fou^d some human 
hair; we dug to the depth of a man. The earth was loose, aboat'<'twn cubits and a 
half or three in depth, and about two in breadth. The Nazeer caused it to bemea- 
Bured and the length was four cubits. The NaSseer and Darogah were present, Mr- 
Yon ge made his appearance as we were beginning to dig. 

Crims-eiamined, We had seen Yonge previuualy when in the Factory, and whilst we 
were dit;ging up the horse. Idid not see him in the custody of any one. 1 did not 
hear him mxkeany ohaervation when the hair was found. 

Mahomed Saleemsivorn. 1 am the f^azeer of the Zillah in which Bhorbaria isaitua* 
ted. 1 remember making a search for a human body, that of Mr. 'Dick on the !20th 
of Apnl laat, (identifies Yonge) He' i( Yonge) was there. 1 met him on that day at 
bia Factory. Upon our going there Ruheim went and stood on a spot and said " it 
was here I stood when 1 witnessed wViat passed ; they brought Dick and there beat 
him.” Mr. Yonge was present and said nothing, and then Butten and Doorgy said 
the same, and pointed out where they stood. Mr. Yonge was present and he under- 
stands Bengalee in which they spoke. 1 heard of a horse having been buried, 1 took 
it up ; 1 also lieard of the body of Dick having been cut up and put into that horse. 
1 went to look for that horse. 1 pointed out a spot which appeared fresh dug and 
IMr. Yongesaid ** the horse is buried there." We found the horse which was pu- 
trid ; we th>-n searched several places were nothing was found ; we afterwards went 
to the cow house and called Mr. Yonge who came. He came there and stood and 
afterwards went out again, 1 called him back, sent for a chair, and asked him to sit 
down. I pointed out a place about 5 or 6 cubits from the door, I did so because I 
observed it high and low and it had more cow dung on it than the rest, I stood there 
1 had felt it soft and that it easily allowed a spear to enter it ; they dug to the depth 
of three and a half cubits and to the same length, and they took all the loose clay 
out. 

When the earth was taken out the bottom and sides were bard. On the first dig- 

f ,ing a putrid smell issued and afterwards the hair was taken up, I do not know that 
t was human hair (looks at the hair). Mr. Yonge was sitting there nt the time 
and 1 said ** what is this" and he said *' I know iioiliing of it, porliaps one of the 
Choohar caste has been buried here." Nothing else was found. Tlie hair appeared 
moiatarid sticking lo the earth. We dug other parts of the cow house, where the 
earth which liadi been raised w'assoft, 1 m<*an earth raised from the floor, it was on- 
ly soft to the depth of a cubit but no smell proceeded from it. Mr. Yonge said he 
would go to*'Kishnagur. rl asked him who was to be present while I mvestighted 
as to the hair found and he desired me to refer to his Gomasta. 

Cross-examined. 1 have been a Nnzeer eight months, 1 w^as for the eight or nine 
years previous as a Darogah. There had been examinations before the Darogah 
previous to iny getting there ; he is not here now. 1 went on the @()ih of April, 1 do 
sot know on what day it fell, 1 got my Perwannah on the evening of the 13ih, went 
oflf and arrived on the 15tb. On the 16th 1 took depositions till the 20th on which 
day 1 went over to the Katlamarree Factory. Mr. Youge had been with me all the 
time I was taking the depositions. He left me on the night of the 19th and 1 found 
him at his factory on the 20th. 1 measured, and found that where Ruheim stood waa 
24 cubits from the tent, and (be place w'here Dick w'as thrown down was 9 cubits. 
He first saw what went on from inside the tent, and he then said he went out by ano- 
ther door and came to a corner which brought him within 14 cubits. From where he 
saw first, (the inside of the tent,) he saw through two open doors, imme- 
diately opposite each other. Ruheim cou’d see out ,in the way described* 
Doorgah*and Rntteii said they stood near the huts, 72 cubits from where 
he was ssid to have been thrown down. Mr. Yonge pointed out to us the 
place where the horse had been buried. It was contained in the Pur- 
wanna, that the body had been rut up and put into the horse. 1 do not know who 
fsve that information to the Magistrate. Mr. J. Thomson oacd to be present at 
Uic^investigatioD. 1 heard nothing of that story fropi Mr. J. Thomson. 1 examin- 
ed like horse which was whole ; no body was in it. 1 Svent to the cow-house and 
found sdme hair* 1 never oleaned suy of it. If clean I do not know what colour 
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it would be. When it wet found it was put in charge of a burkiindeii, en*d be 
brought it to the place where we were making our inquiries, about one ooss end 
half. It was then put into a pot and bound up in my presence and kept in the house 
where our inquiries were making. 1 then sent it by another burkundasa next day to 
the Huzzoor of the Magistrate for his inspection, where it remaiued. It waa deli- 
▼ered to the Buxey, who is not here, and he sent it down to Calcutta by whom I 
know not. * 

Re-ejuifiinadlk Mr. Yonge was present when Huheim told his story to me. When 
Mr. Yonge weld to hia factory in the night 1 had said nothing to show 1 had auy in- 
tention of goin^ there. 1 took the examination .>f aereral witneasea ; all in the 
presence of Mr. Yonge, except three who were eximined before his Gomastali. 
When t left the Station the Darogah waa there, 1 do not know that he had received 
any subpoena. 

Hy the Court. After we had mode this examination, I came away and left no one 
stationed upon Mr. Yonge. Three days after 1 found him at the Ziliah. 

The Jury here retired for a quarter of an hour. The Court having resumed, ike Ert* 
ience continued.* ^ ^ 

Tiie former evidence examined. I shewed 3‘ime hair to a man called Hamdon Nai, 
the day or two after this hair was found ; I shewed it to those who were present, at 
well as to himself. Dunm click was there. 'Mie hair had been kept in the interme- 
diate time with Jumslie Chaprassee and others. It had been put into s pot and sus- 
pended to the roof of the house under a guard, it was the same hair that waa found. 

Ramdun Nat swnrn. 1 knew ^ person called Dick, or rather Aimes, 1 know the 
Nazeer of our district, his name is Salamutdeen. Ha shewed me some hair, that 
was after the time j\lr. Diok had been taken awav ; he shewed me the hair at Avoo- 
rey. I am acquainted with the colour of Mr. Dick’s hair. The hair shewn me by 
the Nazeer resembled the hair of Mr. Dick. 1 had known him four or five years, I 
nsed to shave him daily for a year and a half, 1 believe the hnir shown to me was his* 
I gueu it to be Mr. Dick's hair. 1 believe it to be Dick's hair. 

Cross^examiiud by Mr. Clarke. When I saw the hair it was besmeared with earth, 
the colour of it appeared to be darker than I have known the color to be when on 
Dick's head, (Hair produced.) That is the colour of Mr. Dick's hair. (Other hair 
produced No. 5.) That is the colour ; the last colour is darker; the first hair appears 
darker, a little more tliau the color of his hair was. This other hair appears darker 
than that in the canvass (Closely examiuiug.) They are of the same colour. (Other 
Lair No. 6.) This appears like Mr. Dick's hair, (The child's hair produced No. 7) That 
is not at all the colour of Mr. Dick's hair. 

By Mr. Cochrane. 1 know the cliildren of Mr. Dick. The last hair is like that of 
Mr. Dick's children, a little boy and a little girl. 1 said the second hair was darker. 
If hair when cut off be wetted and kept it alters a little in colour. I cannot tell what 
effect being buried in earth will have on it. 

^James Shaw, Eaq. sworn. 1 am the magistrate who coniijj^itted the prfgnner, I live at 
Kishoagur. 1 have seen the prisouer several times. I have seen Mr. Dick ; he waa 
a man of 5 feet? or 8 inches in height, 1 have seen Kalla Anund. 1 saw her atKishna- 
gur; she had a scar on her forehead as from a wound, 1 think it was not healed. I 
have taken her depositions, 1 have taken all their depositions. Mr. Yonge waa 
present all the time ; he understands Bengallee, and be asked the wituesaes' questions 
through me. 

Cross examined by Mr. Minchin. I have known the prisoner soma time back, I also 
know Dick, 1 knew hU character. He had disputes with other persons. All the 

E apera connected with the case are here. There was a petition presented to me by 
loon Mullic. It was sent down to Calcutta (Paper No. 8 handed to witness, purpor- 
ting to be a complaint made by a native against Dick for violent conduct^ dated 5th 
September 18^9.) This is a record from my Court. 

Mr.Adweate General objected to this description of evidence end the Chief Justice 
approved of the objectiqn of asking particular queetiooe relative to oharseter ; Mr* 
Shaw might read from his court records and it would be evidence. * 

Mr. Shaw. My court is the Fouzdarry or criminal court of^Nuddea, (A paper 
shewn him marked No. 1.) This bears my signature, (This paper No. S), also beam 
my signature, This (No. 5) also bears my signature ; it appears by an endorsement in 
Persian that they were filed by Mr. Dick ; they all came from my court. 1 see ano- 
ther paper (No. 9) ; it is a r^oFd of my court, (1 see another paper No. 10) ; k it a 
genuine paper (No. 11) is the perwannah, and a record from my court (JJ^. 12), 1 
believe to M a record from my court, it bears (he signature of Mr. Robert Forbes my 
assistant. 
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By Mr* Pearton* He had disputes with Mr. Alfred Belt’s people, afterwards with ' 
Mr. 'I'liomsou’a. He had had no disputes with Mr. Thomson’s people since he had 
been in that gentleman’s employment. 

By the Chief Justice. The Factory of Katlamarree is in the Zillah of Nuddea in the 
Province of Bengal, I am the zillah magistrate, 1 hold the powers of Justice of 
Peace and Fouzdarry magistrate. The prisoner appeared in court in obedience to 
the precept; he came himself and surrendered at my statmn. There are frequent 
diaputes amoni'at the Indigu Planters of the station, attended with ijvuch violence. 
1 have made enquiries through my oiiicera whether Dick could be f<^ad ; they were 
directed to the Darogah to make enquiries, 1 have heard nothing ?f Dick since. 1 
have seen a Mr. Drcourcy, his place of residence is at a distance from where the 
occurrence took place. 1 forwarded the necessary documents connected with the 
aifair lo Calcutta. 

Some individuals connected with giving evidence in this case have not arrived, 1 
have not directed Uoiiies to come down, but 1 believe he is in Calcutta. I did not 
examine Mogun the other Conaiiromo who is represented to have been present at the. 
transaction. 1 did not examitie Moriier who lived with the prisoner. 1 cannot tell 
why the Darogah is not here. 1 thnilLthere are twelve individuals ai Nuddea now in 
confinement fur this charge , some of them are Hyots. No application has been 
made to me to order them down to Culasitta. 

Kallu Anund re-ej.ainined. Dick when he was taken away had only on his shirt and 
Paiiialoona. 

Here the prosecution ended. » 

The Prisoner being called upon for bis defence handed in a written paper, which 
waa read by iMi. Smoult, the Clerk of the Crown, it was to the following effect : — 

THh DEFENCE. 

My Lords aud Gentlemen of the Jury,— I am innocent of the crime which has been 
imputed to me. Before you who are to judge of me here, in the presence of him 
who will judge ot me hereafter; by my hope of Justice from you, nnd of mercy 
from my God, 1 protest iny innocence, and whether Jam to remain among the living, 
or lobe parted fiom thein,iuy conscience will not be charged with the remorse of 
having ahed blood. 

Geiitleiiieii, it has rarely if ever happened, that a murder of a more diabolical 
description than this has been laid to the charge of any individual, ’i'here was nei- 
ther sudden quarrel, nor secret provocation, nor the impulse, of passion, nor acci- 
dental collision to afford it the slightest palliation ; the whole story displays a deli- 
berate and unprovoked duierinuiatioii to deprive a fellow-creature of life. Jt lina 
not been alleged that 1 have ever had a personal quarrel or conflict with the person 
1 am charged with murdering ; it does not appear that by his death any benefit could 
result to my own individual interests, but yet 1 am represented as snatching him 
from the bosom ot his tsiiiily, to slaughter him in cool-blood, nay more, as striking 
down a defenceless woman with a spear, after my purpose had been achieved, and 
when no resisitnce was otlcfed. * 

Gentlemen, the atrocity ot the offence, and the absence of all provocation, must 
naturally create doubts that it ever was committed. Had the crime been trivial, or 
the inducement great, there would liave been less cause for mistrust, but is it not 
difficult to believe, that a man of European birth and education, by which from infan- 
cy we ore taught to shun guilt, rather than habituated to it, should causelessly and 
deliberately have planned and executed so hoinble a murder ? Has it been proved 
before you that my principles, habits, or conduct are those of a blood-thirsty assas- 
Bin, or do 1 bear the stamp of it on my face, or in my form ? It not, then Geiitle- 
meo, how strong should be the proof ; how unquestpnable and clear from all doubt 
ought if to be, befoie yon coiisigu me to deatli for committing so incredible a crime. 

But Gemleinen, it is not only the atrocity of the otteiice which makes its conimia- 
aion improbable, but also the regardless and open manner in which it is alleged to 
have been perpetiated. Secrecy is the companion of guilt, which is invariably 
found to ahun publicity, unless when accompani d by powqr which can set punish- 
ment at defiance. Let me ask you if your doily experience does not teach you the 
truth of this observation ; and if so then does it not contain an almost unanswerable 
argument to the whole case fur the Prosecution. If that case be true there was no 
■eorecy in the commission of this crime ; not alone but attended by numbers ; not 
disguised but known to ull ; in no solitary spot, but in the midst of my victim's fa- 
niily* who were certain lo prosecute, they would htrye you believe that I have been 
guilty ot an atrocity which must place me beyond the iMpe of pardon. If this case 
be true ; such have been my acts, it would almost aeem more consonant with jus- 
tioe to consign me to a mad-house rather than the icaffold* ' 
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But Gentlemen, this ar<;umeiit of improbability becomes still stronj^er, when you 
reflect ou the numbers by whom 1 am said to hove been accompanied. So great a 
number as one hundred and flfty men on toot, and three other persons on horseback 
could not have been required fur the deed, though it must have aided in itsdetec* 
tion. If you believe the witnesses these were the numbers present ; if you look at 
the case for the prosecution, not one of them have been produced. 

Gentlemen, let me ipiplore of you — (for my life is at stake) ; let me implore of 
you then deej^y to reflect on these incontrovertible facts to which 1 have just point- 
ed your altenwn ; the ahsonce of motive ; the atrocity of the crime ; the publicity 
of itscommi8io\ Do they not weigh strongly in fui or of my innocence, and what 
is the proof of guilt by which they gre counter-balanced ? 

Gentlemen, 1 admit that the wiiaessess for the prosecution hnve sworn positively 
to the facts, but 1 am sure that you will a^so admit, that scarcely a case comes into 
any Court of Justice in this Country but that the most positive perjury is commit- 
ted. Witliin this week and within these walls, four native.^ of bhigland have been 
tried for their lives, and the presiding Judge announced to the Jury that they had the 
puiafiil, serioiw and awful task of determining, whether the witneRses for the Pro- 
secutions or the Defence were perjured in th^evidence which they gave 1 Gentle- 
men, how rarely does such an event happen in England ? how commonly does it hap- 
pen here I It is not a perjury by a particiihy witness, on some distinct matter, but 
it is a perjury by every witness, pervading the w'hole of their statements. 

However dreadful this tact, you must have a melancholy experience which will 
compel you to acknowledge i|a truth, and whicli must make you conscious that it is 
not the positiveness of the swearing, or the number ot the witnesses, which can give 
confidence to a Jury iti delivering tlieir verdict. 

Gentlemen, you have had that positive swearing ; you have had that number of wit- 
nesses in this cause, but will yen in opposition to the experience which you possess, 
of the credit to which native witue8se.s and their swearing are entitled, consign me 
to an ignomininns deatii ; regardless of the gross improbabilities attached to tho 
tale which these witnessess have told ? 

Gentieiiieu, there lias been positive swearing on belialf of the prosecution, but, si- 
tuated as this country uiid its Coerts of Justice are, I would urge, not only in my own 
behalf, but as a matter of public polity and substantial justice, timt no man should 
lose his life by positive swearing, unless that positive sweat mg was supported by 
probabilities, unshaken by discrepancies, and iinfoucheri by contradictions. 

Gentlemen, 1 have necessarily prepared this Defeucc before 1 had heard theevi- 
deuce ot the witnesses in this Court, and depending merely on what I know they 
swore to before the Magistrates what they then swore to, has given me e general 
knowledge ot the case, and has enabled me to point out its iinprohabilities to your 
notice; but it must be evnieui Co nil that I am unable to coiiiiiiciit on its discrepan- 
cies, I must leave that to liie learned judge, to whose humanity for that purpose, I 
ftiii confident that I shall not appeal in vain. 

Genilemt^ii. it may bo asked w'hat motives these per;>ons can liav for swearing 
away my life I My reply to that is, that it is not every victim w'ho knows his enemy 
much less that however well tounded liis suspicions may be, tbat his proof is suthci- 
finely strong, that he will bo enabled to establish the truth of these suspicions in tliu 
iiiiiiclsof unbiassed parties. 

Gentlemen, you represent the unbiassed party, and it is but natural that 1 should 
have a warm feeling in my owmense ; it may be on this account that my suspicions are 
mure strong than well founded. My counsel have advised me, that 1 cannot give 
sufficient legal proof to bring home conspiracy against the parties, with wliom, I 
firmly believe, this prosecution has originated, and I therefore yield to their advice, 
and will not make a charge, wdiicli 1 mi^ht fail in establishing. Again let me repeat 
that It IS noteveiy viciim who knows, much Jess who can prove; who is his enemy. 

Gentlemen, your Knowledge of this country must make it notorious to you, that in- 
itances have frequently occurred of the natives getting up a charge of murder, and se- 
creting the individual whom they allege to have been killed. Again and again has it 
occurred in the Mofiissil Couits, thul during the tiial.aiid evrnafterthe conviction, the 
supposed victim has been discovered ; and how often then may it not have happened, 
that the discovery was uevermade,or made too late ! There isnot one of you but must 
have beard of occurrences of this nature, can you say then, that this is not one of themi 
Recollect the power of the Motussil Police to procure evidence, and remember that 
tins was aided by the money, yiie influence, the activity, and the actual preseuceon the 
spotof the ThompsoiiSi aoil tlieir numerous Ryots! Yet not one person Itttbeen 
produced out of the one hundred and flfty by whom 1 am said to have been acoompa*- 
nied, norjwaa the body, not any satisfactory Uace of it ever discovered* Will you 
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Tantare tfaen to pronounoa that Dick is notatthia monaeot and that tha whola 

oftheae tnyaterious circumstances may not be traced to that mad and insane conduct, 
which Mr. Ebeneaer Thompson admitted that Dick waa frequently guilty of? 

Gentlemen, I will now briefly state to you mv defence, and then leave my case to 
your Judgment. I am an A.'^aistant of Mr. Watson who is an extensive Indigo 
Planter. In the month of April last. I had proceeded to an Indigo Factory called 
the Bhorborriah belonging to my employer ; the Factory wiv not finished, and 1 was 
obliged to reside in my tent. yi 

This Gentlemen, will account to you, for my having but a very smaiydstablishment 
with me, and consequently not having it in my power to produce mt/y witnesaea, to 
shew where 1 was at the time of the alleged murder. But my difficulticsin this res- 
pect are increased, by my accusers havine had resort to the usual Bengallee trick, of 
preferring s similar charge against a Mr. Elia, who was employed under me, and was 
hiving with me at the time. 

Ueis now in custody in the Jail of theZillah Court, charged with this very alleged 
murder, and I cannot therefore produce him before you. Notwithstanding the dif- 
ficulties in which I am placed, 1 have witnesses who wi 11 establish I trust to your 
eacisfaction, that during the greater part of the day of the eighth of April 1 was com- 
pelled to keep my bed throngh indisposition, and that 1 therefore retired early to 
rest that evening. 1 aliall also prove to%you that I was seen about ten o’clock that 
nightby several persona and 1 shall prove to you, not only that 1 was in my tent the 
wliole of the night of the eighth of April, but likewise, that Dick could not have been 
brought there ; that no body of men came there, luid tiiat there was no noise or dis- 
turbance which must ha^e been the case, if the witnesses for the Prosecution have 
■worn truly. 

Gentlemen, it has been said by the witnesses for the Prosecution that when 1 was 
«t Dick’s house, I was on horse and was accompanied by three other persona who 
were likewisemounted I willprova to you that at this time there were but two 
liorsesot the Bhorborriah Factory. It was stated to the Magistrate and may perhaps 
be attempted to be proved that Dick’s body was carried from my Factory on an Ele- 
phant and thrown unto the river, I shall be able to shew you that I had but one ele- 
phant, and that at the time of these transactions it was kept at a distance of seven miles 
from my Factory. * ^ 

Gentlemen, after the most diligent search on my part, and by my friends in my be- 
half, lam at this moment not only without the meant of shewing, but of giving you any 
evidence on which yon might found a reasonoble conieotiirc / whether Dick be alive 
or dead. If the learned Judge should be of opinion that the evidence is admissible, 1 
shall be able to prove before you, not only that he was a man of violent and desperate 
habits; but that he was constantly engaged in the wildest and most dangerous pursnits 
which might with great probability have conducted him to d violent and accidental death 
or in some of which he may now be engaged and secreting himself for some purpose, 
which cannot be understood but is consistent with the general tenor of his plana and 
schemes which q^ere in man yjnstances those of an actual madman. That a man of such 
character gentlemen should in thisoountry be missing, or accid entally killed is sure- 
ly far more probable than that a man of the character 1 have hitherto borne should, 
without motive, without concealment, in the lace of multitudes most barbarously end 
cruelly murder a fellow subject without any thing approaching to provocation to such 
an uot. Gentlemen under such circumstances, when the body has never been found, 
you cannot upon this view of the case alone do otherwise than doubt whether 
the party is dead or how much more must you doubt whether 1 murdered him. 

Gentlemen, this transaction has been much discussed and an opinion seems to have 
prevailed that Dick is now alive. Whether this belief has originated with those who 
know the wily arts and extraordinary schemes and habits of the man, or whether it is 
to beattribnted to the suspicious fact of the body never having been fouud, or whether 
it be really true, as has been asserted, that he has been seen alive, it is impossible 
for me to suggest or determine. Gentlemen, if indilTerent persons by whose opinions 
no man’s life could be affected have had their do bfs, you who have now my fate in 
your hands DMy have even m'jre hesitation. The learned Judge will tell you that if 
you have a doubt, then that by the humanity of the law 1 ought to have the full benefit 
of it. 1 have already euggeated to you the improbabilities of the whole atory, from the 
want of motive, the atrocity of the deed, and the publicity with which it is stated to 
have been committed. When to this you edd the fact, that the roan has not been prov- 
ed to have been dead, and that his body haa never 4?en found, it does bring this 
ChargaWithin that class of cases, in which, 1 would, Iiniably aubmit to you, that 
no Jury oheuld find a verdict of Guilty, I submit this to you, gentlemen, on the au- 
therity of Lord Hale, a nano dear to evory Eugliahmaa il one of the moat Uanied» 
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Ikumtne, and patriotic Judges that ever adorned the Bench* In the eeeond Tolnms 
of his Pleas of the Crown he states, ■* that an uncle, who had the brinfrinR up of 
ins Niece, to whom he was heir at law, correcting her for some offence, she wee 
heard tossy good uno/o do not kill me; after whicli time the child could not be found* 
Whereupon the uncle was committed upon suspicion of murder, and admonished by 
the Justices of Assise to find out the child by the neat Assises, egaiust which tims 
he could not find her, bnU brought another child as like her in person and years as 
he could find apparelled her like the true child, but on examination she was 
fonnd not to bmhe true child. Upon these presumptions he was found g^iilty and 
executed', but thSjtrutli was, the child being beaten r:> i away, and was received by a 
stranger, and afterWards, when she came of age to have her land, came and demand- 
ed it, and was directly proved to be the true child.*’ 

The other case happened within Lord Hale’s own remembrance in Staffordshirs 
** where a party had been long missing and upon strong presumptions that soother 
** was aapposed to have murdered him. and consumed him to ashes in an oven that he 
** should not be found. The suspected individual was indicted for murder, convicted 
•• and executed, aad within one year after the supposed murdered msn returned, having 
•• been sent beyond the%ea against liis will by t^lt other, so that although the accused 
** justly deserved death, yet he was really not guilty of that ofFeuce for which he auf* 
" fered.” e 

Now Gentlemon, let me intreat of you to recollect Lord Hale'a observation on 
these two oases, I give it to you in his own words which were these. ** I would never 
* 'convict any person of murder cr manslaughter unless i lie fact were proved to be 
"done or at least the body found dead, for the sake of two cases, one mentioned by 
"my Lord Coke which was a Warwickshire case.” 

Gentlemen, I will trespass on your time no longer, I can add nothing so strong at 
this obsorvation of Lord Halo’s, or which will have so much weight with a British 
Jury. If [ have detained you at too great a length, it is because I am pleading for 
iny life; a life which through an unfortunate train of circumstances you may be justifi- 
ed in forfeiting, but which I siiall lose without having been guilty of the crime for 
wlhch 1 may suffer, for before you, and before my God, T asain protest my innocence. 

Emaam Bia sworn. 1 belong to the Tliana, I am a Biirkundoss, I received a perwnn- 
na in the month of Choittrolast. to execute at Avoory Factory. It was on the t25th, 
aud from Sitanaut Banerjy the Darogaii. 1 proceeded to execute it about midday ; I 
went to execute it at Avoory and remained that day and night. While I was there I 
saw Mr. Dick, he desired me to remain and he wou Id send in a liazenatna next day* 
1 afterwards got from him aii agreement in writing. My recollection is that i arrived 
on the 25th and received the agreement on the 26ch. That evening, I went to Mr. 
Yonge’s Factory at Bliorbaria and remained for the night. 1 received the paper from 
Dick, 1 remained at Bliorbana, in the village, (I look at paper No. 13) but I don’t 
know how to write, 1 received a paper from Dick. In the morning 1 was proceeding 
to the Factory ot Katlamarree, but was not suffered to come in. I was asked from 
whence 1 came. 1 bad a process against Yonge ; the preSent MagiatrSte desired me 
to deliver a process to take up Ryan .Sircar, and that Mr. Yonge should deliver him 
up. 1 afterwards proceeded to Coorsee, about 11 o’clock of the day. I had five 
processes to serve, 1 arrived at Coorsee the same night, I don’t recollect the date. I 
goto return from Mr. Yonge and having received it I proceeded to Coorsee. It was 
ona Friday, 1 got the paper from Mr. Yonge’s Gomaata, and reached Bhorbariab that 
night. 1 received the per wan a on the Wednesday, and 1 received a paper from 
Yonge’s Gomasia on a Friday. On Thursday 1 received the paper from Dick. 1 
went and remained in the village of Bhorbariaall night at the Cutchery, I slept pretty 
well, but was awoke in the night in consequence of the tom-toina beating, it being a 
poojah night, Dick gave me a paper with the name in English (No. 13). This is like 
it. 

Cross-examined. When I slept at Bliorbaria, my sleep was disturbed by the besting 
of the tom-tom. The next morning 1 was going to the Factory and approached it, 
when Mr. Yonge’s Dewim spoke to me and asked whose Burkuridoss I wai^ I Cold my 
purpose to the Dewan, Mr. Yonge said he would send a Gomasta. 1 was not allowed 
to go into the Factory, I was near the tent, 1 saw Mr. Yonge aud he sent his Gomasta 
to me. 

By the Chief Justice, I got the Purwanns or Chittceon the S5th, I speak of tba data 
by guess ; it was on a Wednes^y. 1 dont recollect the date. 1 first heard of Dick 
being carried ofif when 1 retiifned from Terraman pore to the Thanna, [ left Bhorbana 
about lOor 11 o'clock in the morning. 1 amsure it was on a Wednesday 4 got tba 
purwanns bscaugs it is on a VVsdnosdsy 4 shayed, I am aSyst casts snd that is tiM day 
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ire shav^. My Father haa always shaved on a Wednesday, so have my ancestors (It 
is the day Bhood.) 

Here in explanation of the day of the week mentioned by the witness, Mr. Smith 
said the Hindoo days ol the week agreed with ours, and Sunday they held holy. 

Shaiek Mahamut sworn. I am a Kitmtifgar in the service of Mr. Yonge. 1 was in 
hia service in Chittro last during the Pooja. 1 was there at the Biiorbariah Factory. 
He was in his tent all day ; he had taken phyaic. He wa# in the tent the whole 
night; hedvi not go out all night. 1 knew a person named Dick, I not see him 
that night. 1 saw no large number of people m our Factory that etyning. Had there 
been a party of people there, 1 must have seen them : The plain i^pen. My mas- 
ter has two horses, 1 did not see him on horse bbck that evening because he was ill. 
1 did not see Dick the Day after at iny master’s. 1 know a man called Huheim ; my 
master discharged him and kept me ; this was some days before the Poojah. The 
cause was that he had the leprosy. 

Cross-examined Mr, Cochrane, There lived in the same house with my master 
8 writer named Elia. My master may have had a native woman before I lived with 
him. At the time on the night mentioned, there was no woman in the teat ; there 
were only Mr. Elia and a syce. Inhere was no other servant but myself in bis 
service. There was no woman named Rutten in the service. There were three or 
four huts belonging to those employed %n making bneks, not occupied. The people 
had leave to go to the Poojah. Those employed making soorkey were not far from 
the tent. 1 did not observe them ; they might be j or 7 Riissees distant. I'lie huts 
2ud dhakees are beyond that iu one row ; the chuuam aiid materials iii the other. They 
are hill coolies who work, Idont know any of their names. 1 cannot give you the 
names of any servants or any other person. I was only a short time there, 1 knew 
Kuhiein Slioik , 1 doiit know how long he was in Mr. Yonge’s service, 1 entered Mr. 
Yonge’s service about days before the Poojah, 1 had been in the service of Mr. 
Kobart, Mr. Yonge keeps two horses and a syce named Siikeram. Mr. Yonge keeps 
cattle for ploughing ; they are kept iu cow houses. I did not see Ileyan shaik the 
night in question. I really dont kn<jw how many plougmen are employed, perhaps 10 
or IS. I cant give you their names. My master has only three servants, two at llam- 
naghur and the other at Avoory. There are Kezas (women who pound soorkey) at- 
tached to the Factory. 1 cannot tell you their names, I know Neminunde ; he w'as 
not in the Factory the night you arc speaking of. 1 dout know whose name Khoodys 
is I recollect the Nazeer coming ; 1 was not there then, 1 know Ruliim Shdik. The 
Daroga came to my master and he attended at Avoory. 1 did not see the Nazeer at 
my master’s iiouse, Idid not know of any charge against my master at that time, I 
attended my master all day and all night at the time in question, he bad no other domes- 
tic aei'Viinc but me. The syce slept in the stable, about the length of a bamboo from 
the tent. 1 know that he had attended several days at the Darogah’s, L had no conver- 
sation with him. The syce is as mad ns the horse which he attends. There was no 
one there but Mr. Elia and myself; he has no personal servont, two Fringies came on 
foot, about 10 o’clock, my master had gone to sleep ; Mr. Elia came and awoke my 
master, they saw him, 1 cannot tell where the Knzies and Ploughmen sleep. Those 
who had their houses near at hand went home, other.s slept in the Factory. I cannot 
give you their names. The marks of leprosy are still visible on the feet of the late 
consumma who lived with my master, 1 am sure my iimster did nut go out. Siirtuc- 
biewas belongs to the Factory. 1 know no woman of the name of Rutten uorDoorgee, 
nor any other by tbeir names. There ie a Sirdar that employs the w'omen who pound 
the soorkey. Sartucbiswas is that person ; there is another man, but he is now ot 
Kishnagur. The women generally make arrangements with the Gooiiiusla who em- 
ploys them. I accompanied my iiiaster to Calcutta, I did nut go before the Nazeer to 
make a deposition, 1 was not required.VI was never examined by the Magiatrate. Tlie 
day I alluded to in my previous evidence was Tuesday the 27tli of the month Choit- 
tro, three days after the turning or swinging of the ciiurruck took place ; it was on 
that day that the two Firingies came to my master's House. 

Roan Shuik recalled, identifies Shaik Mahome as the Kiimutgar who he found on 
bis return fo the Factory. 

Shaik Mahomet, My master and 1 went to Kishnagur next morning ; the two Frin- 
giea went away 1 dont know at what hour. They had slept in the Dufterconna all 
ni^ht. 

VFe left the Avoory Factory for three or four days and on our return 1 heard of this 
charge. Rmin was not at the Factory on the VVedne^ay, Thursday or Friday, 1 saw 
Imaumbux at the Factory ; he took a return from my mister. 1 was not an eye wit- 
ness to Hie transaction. It was on a Thursday that Imambuz came, and he took 
away the return on the Friday, i saw another Barkuudosa the day following. Dur- 
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jcg tvreire or thirt<>en days they keep up the festival Of the Chnrruck Poojab. The 
horse whose body was dug up in the Factory belonged to Noouko Nunhi; it died oa 
the Thursday, and was buried the same day. 

The Burk undoss was again recalled, and witness recognized him as the one who 
came to the Factory. 

Witness, 1 cant say whether he went into the Factory or not, 1 met him on the 
way to It. 1 was going i«to the village for milk and fowl ; it waa 7 o’clock in the 
morning. I v^nt also on Friday at the same hour, for provisions to take with us. 1 
dont know whik has become of the two Feringies. 1 dont know any persons of the 
name of Gomes^Tlie Feringies came down to CalcMta m aseparate boat to that in 
which my mnstei\Bine, 1 have aeen^them this very uay. 

Cluriei' Chowkedar. I am a Chowkedar of Ivatlamarree Factory. I remember the 
Cburruck Poojali and three days previous, at wiiich the bricklayers and labourers 
took leave. They were absent till the doy after the swinging, 1 was at the Katla* 
marree Factory three days previous to the Cburruck Poojuh. My duty is to watch it. 
On that day Mr. Yonga was there the whole day and nil nighr. No body of persons 
came to that Fdbtory on that night. Mr. £lia was there, and the labourers. Mr. Yonge 
did not go out that ni^it ; he was ill. / 

Cioss-examined. Mr. Yonge kept Miingun Consummah and his son and no other ser- 
vants. I saw no Beeby in that New Factory.* £ saw he had one in Calcutta. 1 have 
not been in Jail with liim. 1 have heard him say his wife was in Calcutta but 1 have 
nevei seen her. 1 remember what passed on this night in consequence of the Chur- 
ruck Ponjoh. • 

The Soorkey pounders went away on account of the Poojah, except the hill labour- 
ers who always remain in the Factfvry. Mr. Yonge remained all night in the tent. £ 
was walking round the Factory. I used to call to the Consiiniiiiah in my rounds ; he 
answered me. 1 saw him sitting in the verandah of the tent. There was a light and 
1 saw him ; he eleeps there and out in the Cook room. There is a syce ; he is not a 
mud man. There are two cowherds and ten ploughmen ; they sleep in the cowhouse; 
none of them are in Calcutta. There were two Mouhiirrers in the Factory on that 
night; they are not hero, 1 know my master took medicine, for the Constimma told 
ns not to go near him ; this was three hours before the close of day. I remember the 
Nazeer coming. The horse that was found, belonged to KinHumnutidah and died before 
the Cburruck Poojah five or seven days; it was an aged horse and died of a flatulency 
] saw the horse buried, Mr. Yonge was present. 1 was not called before the Na- 
zeer. 

Jiy the Court, \yhen the horse was found 1 bad no conversation with the Nazeer.' 
1 was never examined before the Darogab, Nazeer, or Magistrate. 1 never heard of 
Afr. Dick’s being taken away before the Nazeer came. 

My master returned from Haninaghur two days after the swinging and the Nazeer 
came five or six days after. 1 was accustomed to go daily to Bhorbaria notwitbstand- 
inc which I never heard that Dick was carried off. 

Joseph Gomes 1 only saw the prisoner at the bar, once on the 8tb April at hia Facto- 
ry at 10 at night. 1 was at Dick’s and wa.s on my way to Shekarpore and being be- 
Diclited I stopped there; my sou was with me. On going there 1 met a Chowkedar 
and asked what Factory it was, 1 asked him if he had a Feringie.he said he had a Mr. 
Elia. I saw Mr. Yonge in his tent asleep und Elia awoke him, that he might allow 
me a place to sleep which he gave me in the Duftercouna. We staid that night and 
proceeded in the morning. I saw Mr. Yonge in the morning who asked me to stop 
to breakfast. 1 proceeded to Sliekarpore to a relation. When I arrived at Mr. Yonge’s 
it waa 10 o'clock. 1 saw no crowd of persons there. X did inot see Mr. Dick there. 

I had lived with Mr. Dick three months. 

Cro5s~exammed. Mr. Dick’s house is distant from Mr. Yooge’shouse about one rose. 

I had never seen Mr. Yonge before the occaaion 1 have spoken of. It took me two 
gurries to walk the coss on that night. I came through Bhorbaria. It was past eight 
or nine when 1 left Mr. Dick’s. 1 left Mr. Dick's on that night being in apprehen- 
sion for my son and for my own personal safety. I came down from Kishnagur in a 
boat which 1 hired, no other boat accompanied me. When £ got to Mf. Yonge'a 
Factorv, 1 saw a chokedar and three Mohurrers who slept in the Dufterconna. £ alept 
in the Dufterconna. There was a light in the tent when we awoke him; my son was 
with me. Mr. Yonge was on a couch cot. There was a table in the centre and the 
cot close to it; but one oil-light. The cot had rausqueto curtains. 1 was in the habit 
of instructing Dick’s childr^ Vft a Sunday. £ have seen the prisoner twice; he sent 
for me on account of this buliness. He knew £ was in Calcutta, as his Consummali 
saw me oo,tlie day his things were landing; he himself did not. Tiie ConsunfhiaU only 
asked me where my hoase was. I never lived with Mr. Yonge. Mr. Dick never gave 
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ma a fartbiog* When 1 went into the tent Mr. Yonge waa lying down but be got up» 
and aaton a ehair. 

By the Court. Mr. Dick was employed at Mr. Thomson’s Factory, and had collect- 
ed a large body of latey wallahs and spearmen, and lodged them in the Factory, and 
this caused apprehension in my mind ; this was on the 7th. Two or three peons had 
come from the Hardey Thanna, on which he directed me to go to the Factory and de- 
sire the people to bide the arms in a godown and disperse tbitnselres about the plan- 
tain trees and brushwood, 1 did ao; this was about seven in the morni^. I returned 
about noon and got my dinner, on which he desired me to go back an^ tell the people 
be was going to Kishnagur to Mr. Thnmaon, and on bia return he v^ld supply them 
with diet money; he and all hia family went to ^Kiahuaghor and returned that nights 
and OB the following night 1 left. On the 8th Dick went to the Avoory Factory 
where these people were, and came home at eight in the evening. Dick and hia fa- 
mily had retired to rest before I left; I did not say 1 waa coming away, 1 had never 
seen Yonge before; he never came to Dick’s house during the time I was there, but 
Dick has gone to bis. The night 1 am speaking of was moon light, but 1 cannot say 
if it was a full moon, laaw Yonge on one occasion at Kiahnaghur, wlhen 1 had come 
to lodge complaint against Dick for my things. 

When we heard the Nazeer had come to Avoory, I and my son went there. We 
found him and the Daroga taking deposfttiona in the Bazar, and on enquiry 1 was told, 
that Dick had been carried off and the house plundered, and thinking there was ao 
chance of my things, 1 went to Kishnaghur. Dick’s widows told me they were going to 
Kiahnagbur. 1 waa told at Avoory, that it waa Yon^e that had carried Dick away. 
When at Kishnaghur 1 did not go before the Magistrate about my clothes. 1 met Mr. 
Yonge there not frequently but on one day coming from Court. 1 know Yonge waa 
there on the cnarge of taking Dick away, 1 left Kislinaghnr three days before Mr. 
Vonge;w6did not see hia boat any where except at Kishnaghur ghaut; notsubse- 
qnently. 1 came away. 1 had left^oliannes’s the day previous to our coining down; 
the job was dnished and there was no other business to be done. When 1 met him 
•t Kishnaghur he told me 1 should be wanted to give evidence, no one came with me 
in the fishing boat but my son. Yonge came down in a Beauleah, 1 don’t know whe- 
ther in custody or not. 

1 heard that Dick was engaged in battles with Kollyuaut Roy and others, but 1 am 
aot qware of it from my own knowledge. « 

Edward Gomes sworn. I was acquainted with Mr. Aimes or Dick, first at Calcutta, 
and afterwards at Avoory, 1 used to live at Dick’s House in the Avoory Bszar, 1 left 
On the 8th April, at 8 in the evening. We intended to proceed further, but finding 
myself fatigued and sleepy we saw a tent, we spoke to s chokedar and he brought us 
to a Mr. Elia who brought ns to another gentleman who was asleep in his tent, Mr. 
Elia took us to him. In consequence of what passed we remained in the DufRercon- 
uah all night. We arose at seven in the morning, and intended to have thanked Mr. 
Yonge. Dnrin^the night £«only saw three persons in the DufTteroonnah. We left 
Mr. Yonge at the tent. We arrived at Yonge ’s between 9 and 10 in the evening^ 

Crois-sxaminsd by the Advocate General.^ We left Dick’s at 8 o’clock, ho was sitting 
and smoking; the two women were sitting neor him. 1 saluted him after saying my 
prayers, 1 here go to a Papist Church; but am following the Protestant religion, I 
snow I should tell the truth. There were about 80 men armed in the Factory, and 
Dick desired they should go and conceal their arms, as he feared an attack. I left 
Dick beoaoae he used to ill treat me, and use me as a slave. We got out of the back of 
the bouse ; we left him smoking. The distance between Dick’s house ond 
Yonge’s tent was one coss, 1 was fatigued with walking over fields. 1 ne- 
ver waa suffered logo out of the house. 1 have seen a man named Mungun at Mr. 
Dick’s; he brought us mest, I don’t know where he slept. Next morning we went to 
Shigarpore. Yonge asked us to tnke breakfast, but we had something to eat at my 
godfather’s. From Katlamarree to Shigarpore is fbiir coss. On the 9th we remained 
there and Igfl tt on the ISth; we lefr it because we could not*get work. We went to 
Na1mh«gbaut to look for a boat and remained four days. We then heard that an affsir 
had happened and went to Avoory for our things, a large cheat of clothes. We went 
to the Nazeer. We saw great confusion. My father said to the paroga, that Mr. Dick 
had dptained hia thinga. We remained one day there in the baaar and proceeded to 
Kiahnaghur. We told our story to all the bazar peop^ to the shop-keepers ; 1 dont 
know their names. 1 did not mention it to the DarogI; \e did not question us. Tho 
ahop-kee|gira knew we lived at Dick’s and were enquiriM about him. 1 heard that 
Diokhad been taken away the night we slept at Yonge’a. 'Iiie cause, we did not men* 
tiOB thUto the Naseer was, beoanie hd did not put any questions to os. 
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From Avoory we went to Kishnaghur on the I5tb, 16tli or iTth, the dUtiDoe loipk 
ns three days and a half ; we staid thereat one Mr. Oliver’Si a tneroliant I waa wm 
Mr. Johannes. 1 saw Mr. Yonge there eery often; he used to come there and eiChtt 
dinner erery day. He used to oome about dinner hour, I do not know whether 2 | waa 
to drink water, or eat dinner. We had no conversation at Kishnaghur with Ma* 
Yonge, about our coming here, 1 did not aee the Magistrate. Yonge never told 
me to go to the Magistrate. We came here one day previous to Mr. Yonge. Ww 
met Yonge at^e Ghaut at Calcutta, £ was getting my things on shore ; he Med mo 
where oar houlh was, 1 said in Intally at one |Kozario'a. i onge was in hia boat 
at the time; he^me on the deck aud spoke to us, 1 did not see the Coaannimabi 
might be tliere ; fliere were many oa board. 

Jiy the Chief Justice* I used to remain at Johanne’a at Kishnagur and my father 
used to go to work. When we were there 15 days, the Merchant Oliver waa going 
away and my father took a houae. The reason 1 recollect the 8th of April was because 
1 used to instruct Dick’s children and kept memorandum. The boy Johnny that day 
wrote a copy and 1 put his name and date to it. When we returned to Avoory we did 
not go into Dick’s hoose; we were afraid something should be imputed to ns. 1 don't 
recollect thi* day we atfived at Avoory, it migl^l be Wednesday, Thursday or Friday* 
When iny father and 1 saw the Durogah we had non conversation on the subject of Dick’s 
being taken away, 1 spoke^of it to Ramshaw saliquor merchant, I said it waa impoa* 
aihle, 1 could n.itaee the Nnaeer irom the crowd. The bazar people alarmed us by 
saying we should be imprisoned. 1 said we only stated what we knew. 

iJfie of the Jurymen, Mr. Aigliur Courage, waa here taken ill aud complained tbit 
he was unable to continue sitting. 

The Chief Jimticcsaid, that if he waa not seriously indisposed it would be macll 
to the convenience of the Jury if he could continue to sit, not much longer. 

Mr. Miachin. My Lord in a case of this importance, I submit. 

Chief JuUice. Mr, Minchiu, 1 cannot hear you. X must act on the evidence of a me* 
dicnl person. The Chiel Justice directed a medical person to be sent for and the bu* 
sinesB to proceed. 

Izahde Matia iieom. I remember the last Churruck poojah when Mr. Yonge’s tent 
was at KaClamarree, I went there on the S7th to receive advances for Indigo; be* 
tween 3 and 4 in the afternoon. 1 was there all the remainder of that day and all 
niglit. Mr. Yonge was in his tent I saw him atdusk, 1 cannot say whether beyrent 
out during that night, I did not aee him go out, 1 saw no concourse of person thatdaf 
at the evening or night. 

The Clerk of the Crown informed the Court that the Medical person had vrireA 
and the Chief Justice after some conversation with Mr. R. S. Thomson diraotedhia 
to retire with Mr. Courage. 

After an absence of nearly three quarters of an hour, the Juryman returned when 
tlie Chief Justice, having communicated with the Clerk of the Crown, said he had tn 
inform the Jury of what would materially add to the inconvenience and unpleasant* 
ness of the arduous duties they had to perform. IMie uiedioaL genUeman who hlA 
seen the Juror one of whom hud attended him for some time, were of opinion he oonl^ 
not sit any longer but his indisposition was not of so serious a nature as to requiM 
him to be discharged and they thought he might with safety retire to the Toim HalL 
were he could have the same couveniencea as at his own house. Under the oiroum* 
Btances he could only adjourn the Court till Monday morning and the Jury shouIA 
temoin together till then. 

Aca quarter to 9 the Court adjourned to 9 a. m. on Monday. 


Third Day, 17th August, 1880* 


At 90 minutes past 9 a.m. the proceedings commeneed* * 

Jeabde Malta sworn, examined hy Mr* Clarkem 1 recollect the last Choiyflok Poojali* 
Mr. Yonge was in the Factory, he lived in a tent, L aaw him there on • Thureday, I 
Went there 5 hours before the close of day, I went there to enter into arrengementjp 
for lend, and to receive advances. 1 remained there until C dundobs to the close <IA 
day ; having heard that the Dewen waa not there, three of us went towards the teg^C» 
We were going towards the geSfieman, but he was then going towards the privy : W# 
remained where the Dewans residence ; it it et the distance of Srp cubits from tho 
Unt. 1 heard no noise during the night. 1 went away about three hourf after daV 
break ; we three renaiaed aU nifbli Khedail Multiek and Y^ea wava withlM 
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Cro88-€ianiti€d by Mr. Pearson, I wftntrd advancrSi to cultivate Tndigo ; we reeeivt 
3 rupees per beegah, Tajoo and Khodah Mullick are cultivators of land. The Dewan 
came in tne morning ; there were two there. I stopped all night, I slept on the floor 
of the verandah of the Dufterconna, four russeea trom the tent. The two Karanies 
were in the Dufterconna ; three of us were there also. 1 know Mougul the Con- 
lummSi he brought them victuals and drink, and then went away. I saw Mr. Yonge 
next morning. o 

By Mr. Clarke. There was no Burkandoss, but there was a Chokedw* there. 

By the Court. I live three cobs from Avoory. 1 first heard of Di^ being carried 
nway four or five days after 1 had been at the Factory. 1 heard notbang of it until the 
Mazeer came. I was first told that 1 should be examined about be(ng at the Factery 
in the present month of Skrabon; 1 had the misfortune of receiving this paper (a 
eul/pasna) when at the Factory. The reason 1 recollect the day of the week 1 was at 
the Factory, is, because 1 referred to my papers since ; 1 have not got them with roe. 
On the ^th Cfaoittro 1 returned home with the money. It was about the 5th or 6th 
of Shrabon. 1 referred to my papers by haut-chilta and ascertained the date of my 
being at the Factory. The haut-chitta contains a memorandum of land and grants, 
1 did not bring the haut-chitta with Ige, because I was obligtd to leave the fictory 
immediately, lalwaya carry the haat^bitta with me suspended to my neck as a me- 
morandum. 1 examined the haut-ebittgL and gave it to my nephew, the reason 1 said it 
was at my house is, that 1 examined the haut-chitta just before I came here. 1 am a 
villager, all my thoughts and exertions are concentered in one beegah of ground, 
therefore 1 cannot answer all the questions you have put to me.” 

Shaik Tajoo eioorn. 1 live in the village of Ghoga, 1 know the Katlamaree Factory. 
1 remember the Churruck Poojah last year. 1 went there three dags before the chur- 
ruck swdng ; I went three hours before the close of day to receive advances for culti- 
vating Indigo, and to deliver the plant at the Factory ; the Ghomastah was not there ; 
there was another cultivator there called Khodah Mullick. 1 saw the prisoner there 
and I saw the last witness there. 1 remained at the Factory all night. We wentaway 
after the day had advanced three hours, 1 received the advance I required. 1 heard no 
noise or disturbance during the night, 1 slept in the Dufterconna , there were three of 
as; we slept in the verandah of the Dufterconna; we retired to sleep, and saw no 
one come to the Factory. The prisoner Mr. Yonge wab in the tent. 

By Mr, Cochrane, 1 had not been at that Factory before ; Izabde Malta had not 
been there before. I am not in the service of^the prisoner. We slept oiAside and 
two karanies slept inside. The Consumma was in the tent taking care of his sick 
master. We arrived during the day, the karanies came in the night ; the Consumma 
cave them victuals: we saw them when they came into the. Dufterconna, we did not 
■ee ^em on their first arrival. The Consumma said, his master was ill and confined 
to his tent, 1 saw Mr. Yonge come out of the tent and go to the privy, 1 am not re- 
lated to the other two men. 1 heard no noise from the Bhorbariah village. In com- 
ing to the Factory we passed some huts at a distance of 40 cubits; there were women 
there poundinosoorkey. I«can*t tell the number. It was not a dark night, i did not 

g o to the stables ; we heard that a horse bad died during the day. There in a cow 
ouse there but I did uot go to it. 1 was abont half a russee distant from the women. 
1 cannot tell their number. On the road to the Factory, 1 had no conversation with 
my companions. We three went to the door of the tent to see the Snhib, to get ad- 
vance, the Dewan not being there, Izabde Malta was there. How can 1 tell you what 
the colour of the carpet in the tent was? That was the first time 1 had been at the 
Factory. 

Be-examined* This was a new Factory. The advance by a new Factory per beegah 
is somewhat more than an old Factory. 

Chief Justice. Mr. Minchin look to your note of the cross-examination of Mungun 
Consumma : where did lie say he slept ? 

Mr. Minchin. 1 have it not my Lord, 

By the Chief Justice. 1 had received no advance that season. Advances had been 
maefe to Ryots, as they came in ; they had b en made to jiome long previous. X 
went ther# because Iwas pressed by my creditors. 1 never cultivated any Indigo 
previous. Ryots never apply for Indigo advances till compelled to Ho so by their 
creditors. 1 eot home about four hours and a half after day break and went into the 
fields as Uauaf, 1 remained at home the next day and the following, doing my busi- 
ness aa a cultivator and also the next day. I did attend the Churruck Poojah in the 
afternoon. 1 was at home on the afternoon of the dtfjf after I got my money and the 
. day following I went to Shaumpoor to see the swinging^of the Poojah. On one day 
the welfk the Poojah swings in the evening and the following day in the morning, 
,|)kQTiirutsoatkalito{Bouhackia(h«m»iiig« Two ox four days after, thefidor 
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Sd of Boialiack X heard of Dick's havinj^ beeo taken away. I heard nothing of it at the 
Poojah. 1 saw the swinging at Shaumpoor about four coss from Avoory. Sartuo Bia« 
wass was the Gomasta who made the advances. I saw him arrive at the Factory that 
morning at 2 or 4dandohi after day break. The two Feriogies went off early in the 
morning. I have not my haut-chitta which shews the advances for Indigo, with me» 
1 did not know it would be required. There was a Chokedar at the Factory that 
»iftht. • 

KhoHah 1 remember the Inst Chnrruck Poojah. I saw the prisoner about 

that time at thc^atlamaree Factory, when I went to take advance before the swing* 
ing, four days, ^rrived ther» about 6 gurries before the close of day. 1 found a mo* 
hurrer sitting thm. Not having i^oeived the money for advance I stopped in the 
Dufierconna that night. I went away after I got the advances when one puher of 
the following day hud advanced. 1 saw Mr. Yonge on the day I went to the Factory 
St about two gurries before the close of day. While 1 staid there 1 saw or heard no 
disturbances. 

Cross-examined hy Mr, Pearson, I saw the prisoner in the tent. In consequence of 
the Dewaii not*being ^ere, we went to the tent, and saw the gentleman lying down ; 
the Consurnma told us not to go in, as his mister was ill. Izabde Malta was behind 
me; we could see into the tent. JMy recollection is, that there were four days of 
Ciiurnick when wo were there. There was^ mohurrer there sitting at the door of 
the Dufierconna; he slept in a little house. I never was at the Factory before. I 
have seen the prisoner in our village of Bhorbariah. 1 cannot account why three of ut 
ail pressed for money should ifteet there at the same time, who hud never been there 
before. If any one has said they saw the prisoner going to the privy. I cannot say 
whether they are right or wrong, 1 did nut see him. 1 heard com toms beating in thn 
villages ; 1 did not hear any shouting ; if there had been beating of tom toms or excla- 
mations of hurriholf between the Factory and the village of Bhorbariah, 1 should not 
have heard It ; the distance is 24 nissies. Idid not come through the village of Blior* 
bariah. When 1 received advances 1 put it down in my account book. 1 never heard 
that Mr Dick was curried away until the Nuzeer came to the village ; a man hap^pen- 
ed to pass our village who said that Dick was missing and that the Nazeer and Daro* 
gah had come, 1 came down to Calcutta because 1 received a summons and was told [ 
should be fined 1(X)0 rupees if I did not attend, I now hear what the charge is, but until 
1 came bear to ('alcutCa, although I live only a coss and a half from Avoory, 1 never 
beard what the prisoner was accused of. 

Hif the Chief Justice, The land for which I have taken advances to cultivate Indigo 
belongs to the Bhorbariah Factory. The land is my own, the cultivation is for that 
Factory. I have never been there since. I did deliver Indigo there but through my 
brothers who are 7 or 8 years of age. 1 have received in advance 7 rupees, but the 
accounts will be made up in Cartick next. 1 had to receive for two beegahs five cottas. 

I d'l not know how much plant 1 have delivered. 1 really cannot tell while it is stand- 
ing in the field. My brother went with the plant and the quantity was marked in the 
haut-chiitaby theDewan. 1 leave it to these three. l*received mf advances from 
Sartuc Biawass. When 1 was coming away about 20 days ago he was at Kishnaguraa 
1 was informed. Inever heard that Vonge was in custody nor Sartuc Biswsss; 1 ne- 
ver heard so from my brother nor any one. Most of us who are illiterate remember 
well what days we get advances or have to pay money, 1 therefore recollect it was 
Friday ; it is so marked m the haut«chitta. 1 have it not with me. I did not know 
what would be required of me ; \t was my lot to get the summons and 1 am coma 
down. 

In my family there are three of ns, and our mother is alive. My fbther has been 
dead ten years. 'I'he boys 1 have spoken of as 7 and 8, are iny cousins and not my 
brothers. I never heard of the Nazeer or Darogali being at Bhorbariah. 1 did hear 
of their being at Avoory. 1 have never been to the Katlamaree Factory since the ones 
1 have spoken of. 

Tajoo Jemadar sworn. 1 am the Jemadar attached to the Golgunge Tbannah. I am 
acquainted with the Factories in my village. 1 was acquainted with theoprisoner and 
Dick. There is a Zemindar called Khollynautb Roy, who has Factories ; there are 
five Factories in my jurisdiction. The Katlamaree factory is not in my district, but 
1 pass it in my rounds. William ],'liomsoQ has three Factories in my jurisdiction ; n 
fourth Factory belonging to the elder Blr. Thompson is not in my jurisdiction. Aroo* 
ry 18 not in my jurisdiction, ^jwas acquainted with Dick, he was servant to M|^ 
Thompson. I heard of disputea between him and Kbollynaiith Roy. 

By Mr, Cochrane, I know of frequent (Usputeg between Mr. Yeoge'e Factory add 
Thompion about aowing Indigo ianda. 
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Cwrt» ' I WM itfttioned at Golgoiifce a few days fifeTiona td tbe Chamel: 
Poojah* 1 waa stationed there in consequence of disputes between the gentlemen ; my 
Btation waa48 cobs from Avoory. 1 last saw Mr. Dick about 5 months ago when ho 
wu going to Kiabnagur, two months before the Churruck Poojah. I first heard of 
this aflhir on the 10th April (tOthof Choittro). It was notoriously public over the 
whole country. I was not employed in the investigation. 

Mtu Jonathan Carey » I am an Attorney of this Court. Cooks at No. 5, (some ' 
hair.) This is some hair taken out of the wax cloth. It was cleane d i^ray presence 
with a handkerohief which was dry. Looks at No. T, (the hair of tl^child,) this is 
not similar. A 

Crott-esamined. I should think hair buried fivd months retains ns colour ; that is 
8iy theory, 1 have no experience. People see different shades iu different lights. 

By the Court. Who took that out. 

Ml*. Carey, Mr. Clarke. 

The Chief Justice remarked that no person had a right to take any of the hair with- 
out leave of the Court, it was improper to alter the exhibit without leave of the Court ; 
he did not say it was not done with a laudable inteutiou. The Jury cOuld take it out 
of Court and examine it as they thougYst fit. 

Mr, Carey hv the Court. 1 look at No. 6, This is hair I brought into Court from 
ny office. A Mr. Gomes gave it to me,*aot the one which has been examined here ; 
he brought it from a hair dressers. 1 desired him to bnug hair of differout coloers 
nod this L retained by advice of counsel. 

The Counsel for the Defendant called Rajkison Bisvt'asa. 

Advocate General, My Lords they have called a witness not in their list, if ho 
proves any thing new 1 have no objection. 

Mr, Clark. He will. 

Bt^kisson Bmvass sworn. I am a Mohorrer in the service of Mr. Yonge, I went up 
the country to Kishuagur to serve a subpcenuon the Daroga and one on Mr. James 
Thomson, 1 served the Daroga and two others, 1 did not serve Mr. Thomson or Sate- 
naut Bonnergee. 

By Mr. Coehmne, I heard from the people at Avoory that Mr. Thomson had 
come to Calcuttn, 1 therefore did not go to any faeto«‘v, 1 did not go to Mr. Thom- 
•on'a bouse. 1 have been in Yonge*s service 2 months. . 

By Mr, Clarke, Ramdhon Doss went to Avoory, and served subpoena^ he isiit 
Calcutta. 1 eaw him here yesterday and on Saturday, I don’t see him here to>day. 

JBy the Court. 1 can’t say whether a subpcena was served on Mr. James Thom- 
■OH, Ramohon Doss had it; the people in the Bazar told me, he bad come to Cal- 
CUttSt 1 dont know their name. 

Bamohon Voss was called hut did not appear, 

Mr. Carey, Ramohon Doss is a writer employed by me to serve subpoenas, I de- 
ifired him to serve Mr. James Thomson, i saw him in Court on Saturday ; from the 
•eoount given to Ramohon Doss by the people at Avoory, 1 believe he did not servo 
the Bubpsna oif Thomson. * 

. Mr* Minehin, My Lords I submit that the documents proved by Mr. Shaw to bd 
feeorda of hia court should be read ; they ore to show— 

The Advocate General rose to object to the contents being stated till it was decided 
^■t they were legal evidence. 

The Chief Justice said he would not recommend the Advocate General to object, 
if he did it would only lead to a long discussion and investigation ot the power of the 
Jdagistrate. 

The AdvooatO General said that what the presiding Judge suggested to him as 
Counsel fof the prosecution, notwithstanding his own opinion, he would of course 
■eeede. 

Chief Jvetiee, If you do object you will have the contents brought out in the most 
irregular way for they must be stated in the discussion. 

No. 8, was then read and appeared to be a complaint laid by Mr. Thomson through 
his Gomaa^a againat Dick, before Mr. Shaw, for leaving bis service and collecting 
imge bodies of armed men. 

The minute of the Court was, that Mr. Dick is a seditious and riotous person and 
that he be boahd in recognisance of 300 rupees not to commit riot and be admonished. 

Ro. 9, waa a similar complaint for his absenting bimself and going up and down the 
yivet'in iMtets with an armed body of 150 men and befll^ with tiieui upon the different 
< roads, ana threatening Mr.l'homaon’s men so as to infimidSto them from perform- 
Hi theif.ifbrki'wlinreby Mr. Thomaon suffered much lostt 
^pon im it wfift ordered that he, Pick, bo audited* 
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Nofl* 1, % tnd S were letters signed by a Mr. Robert, directing Dick to proceed 
with five or six ticcab Burkiodosses to meet Mr. Tbomson at the Factory ot‘ Bur* 
gendie. 

Mr. Minchin, That my Lords is the case for the Defence. 

THE CHARGE. 

The Chief Justice corngoended his charge by stating that he felt sure it was un« 
necessary for to make any comments upon the awful solemnity of the case, the 
Jury had now n^ecide, which was in one respect, he was sorry to say, too like 
ihany of the cas^brought into this Court, and tin y would in consequence have to 
determine betwen conflicting and scuntradictory evidence, where the one set of 
witnesses or the other must be perjured, for the story of both was perfectly irre« 
ooncilesble. And in another respect it was unlike these cases for it was hardly siis* 
ceptible of being arranged under dilTerent heads, nor was it perhaps of any im* 

E ortance that he should so arrange it, as there was one main question upon which 
e considered it would depend and by which it must be decided, and it waa thia^. 
did the prisonet at the bar on the 8th of April, the i^th of Ciioittro and three days 
before the swinging oPthe Churruck Poojah,^%Dter the house of Aimes and forci- 
bly carry him away I The defence was an utter denial of that fact and the Chief 
Justice considered he could show that it wus^necessary the Jury should be satisfied 
that it was the 8ih of April and to that they should apply all their attention. 

On the part of the prosecution a great many witnesses had been produced and he 
thought he would be uniiecessarily occupying the atteutiou of the jury, il he were 
to read overall their evidence - he would however call their attention to the different 
classes as they had appeared ; recapitulate their evidence as to this particular fact ; 
comment upon the nature of it; shew what contradictions or discrepancies there 
might be, and then leave u to the jury to say, what degree of credence it waa 
entitled to ? 

The first class of witnesses were the members of the family of Aimes and his do- 
mestic servants, and the first was Kallali Aniind who bad lived with him 8 yeari* 
She spoke of his having gone out that inorming for the purpose of settling soioo 
disputes with Yonge ; nhe did not exactly any it was on the Ssf7ih of Choittro but 
she and all the witnesses agreed, that it was three days before the swinging of th« 
.Poojah, and his Lordahi p felt called upon to tell the jury that they were bound to 
inquire whether it was the 8ih April or not, for that was the day fixed upon before 
the Magistrate, and where the pTosecutoTs bad it in their power to produce aucb 0 
host of witnesses, that question should nut be left open to doubt. Ir was not neceasarv 
in law to fix the on which the transaction took place; but it became very dif« 
ferent when it was’u matter of importance to the prisoner ; he (the Chief Justice) 
did not impute neglect to any one, but upon the eviilence before them the jury 
would first have tu determine whether that was the day Aimes was carried away, if 
carried away, by Yonge and bis retainers. Kalab Aiiuiid soid, be, Aimes went out 
to fight on the morning of that clay, and she used the,w'ord equipped, but of that 
there did not appear satisfactory proof, and she then goes on to sc ate, that on 
morning of the day this outrage is said to have taken place, the Gomeaea left the 
house ; she does not fix the precise time, but soys they were there on the pfevioui 
evening when the family retired, but nor on the next morning. She states that 
Aimea had returned in the evening. That Aimes had sat down in the Verandah to 
smoke his hooka, when on sudden the compound was filled with armed men, amongst 
Whom were Mr. Yonge, Elia, and others whom she names, but one European except 
Yonge who had a creece m his hand, which she explained to be a sword ; the ofheri 
Were armed with spears. Tiiey broke through a l<*nce, aiici Yonge directed them to 
seize her master, and whatever it cost he would pay,” that he was on horseback} 
that Gorah Anund gave the usual cry of do-hoy ; that on his askinu for ** the black 
Woman,”— she the witness hid herself aod that Yonge ti.en wounded Gora Anund 
with a aoorkey or apear, which he had taken out of the Lands of one of his at- 
tendants. 

This his Lordship said, was in substance corroborated by Gora Auntid, and Iho 
being the person wounded speaks as to that tact more particularly, and abesaya. 

Bis Lordship here read the evidence of the witness Gora Anund. 

. On her cross examination she states that she had not her senses sufficiently about 
ber to day if Yonge got off his horse when he wounds, d her ; she speaks to the piilagu 
of the bouse and (lie robberv V*400 Ks. 

The next witness was Rrehard Dick the son of the person said to have been car- 
iried away, and hia evidence was objected to by the Prisoner’s counsid; but thp 
Court piUfl&fditicU Utai the boy ooAMderod bo wai under a leiigiooi oMigecM 
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when he took an oath, and after the examination had commenced Mr. Clarke consi- 
dered himself entitled to question him as to his knowledge of a future state of 
rewards and punishments. The Court considered it improper to subject a boy of his 
years to Budi an enquiry and it was obvious, that such an examination, as to the 
doctrinesof the Christian religion in a public Court, would no doubt be highly in- 
decent. The boy said that he knew his prayers, that he could repeat the Lord’s 
prayerp and that he subjected himself to a punisbment'if he swore falsely ; a 
punishment certainly rather ot a temporal than of an eternal natu^, but which 
he considered hound him to tell the truth ; this his Lordship coopered suffisientp 
and bis brother Judge agreed with him. ITis Lordship did not m^e these remarks, 
that he had any doubt upon his mind as to tlie^correctness of atnriitting that evi- 
dence, but, that tiie Jury might, if they did not think that the boy felt auch an 
obligation as to make it necessary for him to speak the truth, leave it out of their 
consideration. 

These his Lordship said were the persons from the family who spoke to the 
transaction, and they had the fullest opportunity of knowing Mr. Yonge ; one said 
she had seen him at the house frequently ; the others were st^iiear a% to be almost 
in contact with liim, and all spoke to ais identity most positively. 

'iiie next class of witnesses said his Lordships are the servants, who were either 
domestics in the family of Aimes or eid^loyed in the Factory, and although not in 
the house at the time of the attack, were aufiicieutly near, plainly to see all that 
passed. 

His f.m’dship horprmd the eiudunceof these witnesses, an& remarked that Coburdun Syc9 
had said, Mr. Yonge, had entered Aimes' premises oh foot. 

The next class of witiiess''s, his Lordship said, were six villagers resident in 
Avonry ; the first of whom did not speak to the person of the prisoner, but stated 
that which was not spoken to by any of the others, that Dick cried out 1 am dead’' 
—and he saw four nersons with the party who he knew' to he in Yonge’s service, 
although he did not know the prisoner. The second of those witnesses knew the 
prisoner and identified him, and the third would it seems make out that Elia was a 
European which could be accounted for perhaps from his being a Portuguese and 
wearing the European dress. The two next witnesses confirmed each other, and there 
was another who was not in the village so did not see the attack on the house, but said 
that while in his field of sugar cane he saw the party returning, having a man in their 
poasession whom they were dragging along. It would, his Lordship thought, at first 
appear extraordinary that this witness did not see them going to Dick’s house but 
that might be accounted for by the fact, that he had driven cattle away from his field, 
during which interval they might have passed ; however, such was bis statement, lie 
aaw them leturning but could not distinguish their faces. 

In addition to these witnesses, the Chokedars of the village were called and con- 
trary to what might have been expected from the situations they held, these men 
MW least of thelransaction. • 

The first of these went as far as the moota pooka or papel tree on the nlain, where 
it was stated Aimes had been beaten ; the other spoke to the same particulars as he 
did and it appeared extraordinary that they should not have heard of the attack and 
the noise ; it might be that they did hear but were afraid to go, but still, they stated 
they were in their bouses and knew nothing of the transaciion until all was over. The/ 
stated that they afterwards went to the house of Aimes where they saw a woman 
wounded and the>furniture in disorder. 

This bis Lordship said was the whole of the direct evidence of the attack, and thak 
appeared to him the queation upon which this case must be decided ; it was spoken to 
by eye witnesses ; by those w'howere at the house immediately after it was said to 
have taken place, and in addition, by a person who said that he was informed that thw 
attack had been made. 

The Jury^bad before them the evidence of Mr. Ebenezer Thompson, which though 
St was not direct evidence of the attack, yet the Jury must be aware, went to provo 
one material fact ; tlmr about this time Aimes did disappear and there had since been 
no account of him ; and of Mr. Shaw who bad consideruble means of ascertaining and 
be said, that he had been unable with all the enquiries he instituted to ascertain whero 
be was. . 

Hia Lordship said that there were another set of witHe^ses. who. if the jury credit* 
sd their evidence, were of themselves sufficient ; and who were eye witnesses CS 
Aimes hainng been brought into the Factory. 

The first of theso wituMses WM Euheem Shaik the CoostUBSUi to Mr. Yooge* 
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His Lordship hereread that part of theeoidetice of this witness and of Rutten and Doors^sa 
tfie ^onrkey pounders, which applied oitlif to the taking away of Aimes; to which fact 
solely he wishea to confine the attention of the Jury* 

His Lordsh^) remarked that bftween the evidence of Rutten and Doorgee tKere 
was, what he AC first considered a contradiction ; the former haii stated that she soar 
l)ick brought into the preniiseson n Tatty of bntnhoos and the other gave n different 
description ; she called it the Jamb «>f a door, and tins he eras inclined to tbiuk was 
Dot a contradiction, for he believed doors of the kind to which she alluded, were mada 
of Taffy ; the J^v however would decide on the p diit. 

His Lordship wd this WAS all thg evidence he would call to the attefitioo of the 
Jury as to the maiii point ; they would have to give their best iiiteiitiou to the ques- 
tion, whether or not on the 8th of April, Aimes was forcibly taken away to the bhor- 
bnriah Factory by the Prisoner Yoni'e 1 On this fact thoy bad first the evidence of 
the memhers of his family who spoke to it positively and consistently ; next, of the 
servants who gave their evidence clearly and without hesitation as to the violence 
which had takeigi place and consistently with the others, and in addition, that of the 
villagers who were alasmed early enough to witness part of the Transaction ; some 
more, some less. Two saw what went on, in the house ; they were near but not so 
close, as the others, and one saw the party returning from Aimes' house. The Chow* 
kedara were examined, who saw the house m confusion, the distress of his family^ 
end Mr. Shaw and Mr. Thompson, who, though tht-y could not fix it upon Vonge, yet 
materially added to the probability of Aimes’ having been carried off as described* 
And then the Jury had the evidence of the other witnesses, servants of the prisoner, 
wlio, if they are to be credited, and unless they have committed foul and deliberate 
perjury and have entered into a base and horrible conspiracy to deprive on innocent 
man of life, saw what they represented themselves to hare witnessed. 

His Lordship said that it was now his duty to observe upon the transaction itself 
and he would first remark, tliac there was no supposition that it w'as untrue, hut to 
make the evidence false it must be met by one of two cases ; first if this affair did 
take place at all, it may, have been in consequence of the wild and turbulent cha- 
racter of the mail and disputt^s with other persons which brought upon him the ven* 
p>ance of the people, and that it lie were taken awav by any one, it might have been 
by Kollonauth Koy or otliers witli whom he had dn-puted. 'I'lie other was that tint 
was a most abominable conspiracy against the life of the prisoner at the bar, and that 
case had been suggested and darkly hinted at. 

The defence would seem to suggest that this w'ns a drama got up and acted by cer- 
tain parties and that Dick, who perhaps is at this moment alive, has been removed for 
the purpose of the dark and dreadful design oi bringing this charge. These were the 
only suppositions with which the case could be met, but, said his Lordship, these 
are cases which in our own country would be considered improbable, or impossible, 
but he would not undertake to say that here tliey w^eie absolutely impossible where 
Kuropeans were so imperfectly acquainted w'ith the siate^f the country ; but he waa 
hound to say it was improbable, for it took place in a village in the preseuce of hun- 
dreds where an investigation took place so soon after. On the other hand there waa 
a great improbability, that sny man should be guilty of so foul a crime. It was not 
.permitted, his Lordship said, that previous character should be given in evidence, 
because it might be fouud disadvantageous to the prisoner, and the law of England 
charitably supposed every man innocent until found guilty, and if it llbd in the cause 
of this trial, it was irregular and should be laid aside ; not, that there did not exist 
previous quarrels with Dick, for that was legitimate, but the Jury must have the 
strongest possible evidence, and give it the fullest consideration^'when they reflected 
upon the great improbability of the commission of so foul a crime ; but at tliesame time 
bis Lordship was sorry to say, that it was not improbable that there were frequent 
quarrels between Indigo Planters and Indigo Planters' Assistants, attended with much 
violence, but nevertlielees, the Jury had still to get over the improbability of the per- 
petratiou of so horrible and barbarous a murder. 

The next point his Lordship said which was to be taken into conaideratidn, was the 
difference between the witnesses in relating the same circumstance ; he would not coll 
them contradictions ; the Jury would decide that. His Lordship bad taken down moat 
of them, he trusted the Jury had and if any escaped him he waa sure they would re- 
member them. 

With respect to the evideno^^of Kallah and Gorah Anund, they differed in their 
atatements and one was remarkable, Kallah said Yonge had been only once at Uick’a 
house, Gorah said he had been frequently there. * 

This did not apply to the important point ; it had nothing to do with the transae- 
tion, but it had been suggested that the whole was s foul conspiracy, and therefore 
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•veryAeti tlioidd be mod to try the truth of the tele which had been told. There 
was a aecoOd ; Kallah Anund stated that the house had been robbed of two hundred 
rupees, while Gorah atated the sum was four hundred ; this was of very little moment 
it was onlyvof ifnportanee as being another specimen of the loose manner in which na- 
tive witnesses give their evidence. ' ' 

There Fas' a third, as to the communication with Rutten, and this he considered was 
not 80 important as it would at first appear. Kallah Anuiidf who appeared a remark- 
ably intelligent woman ; almost too intelligent for one of her class, said, she did not 
ask l^otten any questions," though she was aware that the woman came from the Fac- 
tory to which she supposed Aimes had been carried, for fear, as sh^stated, that Rut- 
ten would have absconded ; and that Gorah had ifo conversation wira her, because she 
told her not. Gorah said there was no conversation on the part of the other with Rut- 
ten but there she, Qorab, had, and was not cautioned to abstain from it ; this might be 
accounted for by what Rutten stated, that she was spoken to by Gorah in the Bazar 
when it might have taken place. 

There was another trifling difference as to the wound, when at Thompson’s Fact ry 
Kallah stated that Thomson would not permit her to wash the wdund until it had 
been seen by the Daroguh ; Gorah saAl that he had given her Brandy for the purpose 
of dressing it. 

These his Lordship stated were the o^ly diiTerei^cea, nevertheless, he was hound to 
say, that the evidence of these witnesses was marvelously consistent with each other; 
but from the nature of the def^ence made or suggested, though they might be other- 
wise unimportant, yet when the Jury came to investigate the truth or falsehood of 
these witnesses, it was of the greatest importance that due consideration abould bo 
given to them, and a proper degree of credibility attached to each. 

There was another in the evidence of Noboy Sbaik when he stated'that Dick had 
been absent from his employment for two or three months, and this his Lordship con- 
sidered important in a case where the body was not found for evidence had been giveu 
of the Eccentricities of Dick's character, but his wives who hud lived with him, ouo 
for a period of twenty years, and the other for twelve, had positively sworn he was 
never absent from his family for a night. Nohoy Sbaik aaid that he had absented 
himself from his employer fbr a period of three months, but this his Lordship consider- 
ed was no contradiction, for he might have been every night during that time present 
with his fami|b. The women his Lordship said, spoke as to Elia, having been in the 
compound of Xlrck’s house tliough they could not positively swear what cqlour hia 
horje was, but Sbaik Shiraz said he was on the outside of the gate, and it may have 
been, that he went in and came out again, but his Lordship thought it fair to say, that 
be might have been oo the outside of the hedge, which Shaik Slieraz said was only five 
feethiglji, and the women might have supposed him inside, but if there, he did not 
think they could speok so particularly as to the colour of his horse, 

I'here was another between Doiian Mullick, and Jlohcem Shaik as to a conversa- 
tion ; the latter said Donan Mullick had told him that Aimes had been taken away, 
and asked him,* was he utt his aervant,” and tlie former said he did not recollect 
having bqen told ao by any one. Roheem’s story, however, was the moat likely. 

There was another slight difference between Hoheem and another person ; he said 
there were no cows, and why would there be cow keepers?” but it did appear in 
evidenoe, that although there were neither popa nor cow keepers, yet there were 
Bullocks and Ploughmen. ' 

Theta ware, the only differences in thfr^fgra^ce for the Prosecution ; they were 
not nfatetid, hia Lordship had already 4 applicable to the carrung away of 
Pick on the night in question. ' 

On the facta #iuct^ were most material, as to the absolute carrying away, he was 
b^ound to say tlicre were no contradiction but a wonderful coincidence, but these dif- 
ferences were material, for the defence went to destroy the truth of the whole, or 
nearly the whole of the witnesses for the prosecution, and fortius reason they were 
entitled to the best coosideratiou the J ury could give them. 

Tlienegf point to w*hich his Lordship felt it necessary to draw the attention of the 
Jpry, was the of witnesses. In this c •uutry there wSs mucli more difficul- 

ty iu proonring their attendance than at home, for here it did not ao much depend 
upon the exertions of the professional gentlemen who conducted the case, as upon 
the local authorities in the Mofussil, the Magistrates and Golleotors to whom in the 
first instance the matter was left. His Lordship did not mean to attaoh blame to 
any one, but in this case the professional gentiemSl l^d ample time and full op- 
portunity^ to collect the necessary witnesses, for the tripl was postponed from a day 
a week gone by, and Mr. Shaw the Magistrate by whom the prisoner was 
Emitted, and before whom all witneaaea in the nasa were ewnined was in Gelv 
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wttt, and his Lordsbip was bound to briog to tbe notice of tbe 3^af, thu ibieace 
of tboie witnetses of which the counael for the defence complaineii* 


The counsel said, two of the Soorkey poundera were no.t brought down, but tbifl 
did not so much signify, for if they had, it would be a contraaieiion of one of theif 
own witnesses, Mungnn who laid there were no Soorkey pounders at the Faotorr 
on the night in question. They complain that the Uarogah^ had not been prodncea 
and his Lordship though Jjie should hare been brought dowh, if not eery ineonrenienl 
but there was one person in particular whose absence be re'gretted,^ and that wm 
J ames Thomson who ought to hare been here, for he wAs.the principal person ia 
the management.of these Factories ; he could have aheiim what March had been 
made for Aime8,^d this would baue materially issisted in determining aud potting 
beyond a question of doubt, whether the man was really dead, and, also in deciding 
wbeciier thia violence took place on a Tursday night or not. It would also be ma- 
terial to shew, what the women told him on their arrival at his Factory ; what wag 
their demeanour at the time ; the nature of the wound, and if there was any thing 
like a conspiracy, materially to satisfy the Jury as to what Gomes had said about 
tbe armed mem and the likelihood of that being the cose aud also relative to tkw 
woman who was said te have lived with Vongc^and other matters. But his Lordsbip 
was also to tell the J«iry, that Thoiuaou had* not been aubpoeuaed *, he was taid to 
hare been coming down but he had not since nrrived, and when on a fortoi^r occasioii 
this trial waa adjourned, 'the Judges intiiuatea that it would be well to have himan<t 
one or two of the managers of these Factories, but none had come and the case wag 
therefore left less satisfactory • 


The next point of the cose, hia Lordship said, which waa in favor of tbe Prisont^r. 
waa his voluntary turreoder. The day following that on which this traubaciion was 
■aid to have occurred, be went to a different Factory, and it was not until three or 
four days after that the Nazeer went to Avoory,and during that time he might liavg 
mad6, or at least attempted to make his escape ; but here again the Jury were at g 
loss, for they could not know what facilities were offered to an escape, but the fact 
was he did not abscond. It was not till tbe 18th ot the month in the evening, that 
be saw the Nazeer who went over to Bhorbaria on the 19th, but he bed not told him 
the previous evening that such was his intention. Yonge saw him coming attended 
by l^lice Peons and Cbapprasiea, he did not betray any fear ; he did not aUempt to 
escape, nor offer any resistance ; he did not oppose but assisted hiijA *n bissesreh* 
and when the hair was found, he did not attempt to escape, and notwithstanding all 
this ; notwithstanding he knew this heavy charge was agsinst him, he beireyed no 
fear ; he made no attempt to fly, though at large for aeveral daya, and until he 
voluntarily surrendered himself to the Magistrate 3 such in ordinary oaaet waa usual- 
ly considered the conduct of an innocent man. « * 

These his Lordship said were the points in the case for the proaeootien to wliicL 
be wished to call the attention of th« Jury, as connected with the first question for 
their determination. They were ; First the degree of probuhiliiy of the case ft*r tho 
prosecution and the suppositions by which it was niel. Secondly, the difference 
between the statements of the witnesses in relating the tame facta. Jjiirdly, the 
want of witnessea, and Fourthly the fact of the voluntary surrender. 


His Lordship said he would next come to the evidence for the defence, and lie 
would tell the Jury, that they could not reconcile the evidence on both sidei ; on tbs 
one hand or the other the witnesses muat be marked with wilful, wicked and cor- 
rupt perjury. To meet the case for the prosecution witnesses had been called tp 
shew. First, that Dick had not been violently carried away, although a whole village 
Bwore to the fact. Secondly, that the witnesaea who had sworn to the identity or 
Yonge, were miatakenin hia person, and Thirdly, that the whole was a dreaaliil plot; 
a horrible drama got up and acted for the purpose of takiug away the pnaoner • Jile. 
But if the case for the prosecution was improbable, as to the fact that any man could 
commit so horrible an offence ; it was equally irreconcilable that Dick was nottorm- 
bly carried awav; that the witnesses who had sworn that ^ onge was present at tbs 
time, wha b«l the beat meen. of being wsqnainted witb •>“ "rS 

bad given tbeit evidence anbesitatingiy and consiitently. were t 

Um likely wm it, tbet eo dreadful . Drama conid bave been got op and auebeeC 
to the extent that this bad gone.

Sunday on which the Churruck Poojah swang. 

Hi$ Lordship hen read the evidence of Emaumbux, 

Thera were two or three points to be considered in that evidence ; the parts in 
wbiob it went to contradict the case for the proaecutien were, that he heard no noise 
at the Factory on the night in q estion nor any thing of this transaction when be left 
the village next day. These were the only two points in^hich there existed any 
difference with those for the prosecution, and bia Lordship did not consider that they 
amounted to contradictions ; for it was not impossible to suppose, that a man who bad 
))een travelling about the country all day, as this man had, should ^e slept so sound 
as not to have been aroused, and from the other evidence it did noFbppear impossible 
that he should have gone away without bearing a word about it. In this way his Lord* 
ahip said, the evidence on both aides might agree and no one could say there was any 
high degree of i n probability attached to it, but if the Jury considered that he made 
a mistake as to the date and that it was the night of the 7th and not of the 8tb he slept 
there, then the evidence on both sides was perfectly reconcilable. ^ 

'J'be next witness for the defence wqre the two Gomeses, and the evidence on both 
sides agreed, that for some reason or other they claudestiuely left the house^f Aimea 
but it differs as to the time. 

HU Lordship here recapitulated the evidence of these witnesses. 

In that evidence, said his Lordship, except for the particular time, there is no eon* 
tradiction of the case for the prosecution, but it is rather confirmatory of it. Both 
tvitiiessea agree that they were at the house of Aimea the night previous to that on 
which tins occurrence is stated to have taken place ; then, the only point in which 
they contradict the other witnessea is, that they left it on the night of the 8tb of 
April* 'I'his his Lordship said was a direct contradiction, for according to their evi- 
dence it was impossible the transaction could have taken place on that night ; on 
that point the whole case turned, and to it, the jury should give their best attention. 
If it was really, as tbe women had soid, the night of the 7th that they left Dick's 
Louse, then all the witnesses agreed, and there was ^no contradiction on this point, 
but if the Gomeses spoke truly and if it was in reality the night of the 8th then the 
whole cose for the prosecution was gone. But his Lordship said there were two 
.ways in whiclAlie effect of this might be taken away. Fust, that the Gomeses were 
mistaken in the night, or secondly that they spoke falsely and be thought tliht if they 
Lad only turned their minds to tbe date sometime alter, they might have been mis- 
jtaken ; but their attention was drawn to it within a few days and they appeared in- 
telligent persons and competent to judge ; so he thought he must put it to tbe Jury 
whether they had spoken falsely or not 1 and there were circumstancea which attach- 
ed suspicion to their evidence. There- existed no doubt some difference between 
them and Dick, and then it appeared that the elder Gomes passed five houses with a 
large body of armed men in the Avoory Factory of whom he stated he was so much 
afraid ; these ciVcumstances'L'ere suspicious. It was true he said he was told to stop 
with them but even that was not reconcilable with tbe directions he stated he receiv- 
ed from Dick, to order these me u to conceal their arms and disperse themselves; 
^et, his fear of this very body of men, with whom he chose to remain five honors, waa 
the reason he assigned for leaving Dick's Factory. 

The son gave an additional reason, that they were used like slaves, and this hia 
Lordship stated to the Jury to shew, that they were adverse to Aimes and there waa 
this, which tnade it necessary to view their evidence witli greater caution, that they 
were kindly received by Yongc ; that they met him at Kiahnaghiir ; that they were 
frequently in oomro«inicatioii with him ; thpt they came down to Calcutta but one day 
previous to him, and that there existed nothing like an obligation for all the attention 
on the part of Yonge. /■ 

There was his Lordship said much looseness in tbe manner both the Gomeaea gave 
their evidei^pe, and there was a direct contradi'^tion between them which waa per- 
fectly irreconcilable. The father stated that he came from Avoory in one day, and 
that be did not first go to Nawab Gunge ; the son on the contrary said that it took 
Yhem S or 4 days and that they went to Nawab Gunge before they came to Avoory« 
‘When they got to Avoory on their return they stated that the village waa in oonfii- 
iBion ; the Mazeer was there, and they must hav^, heard the day mentioned 
on which Dick was said to be carried away, yet {Key- did not go to Aimea' houae 
^or their property, or when they heard, that tbe charge was made gainst Yonge, the^ 
did not go before the Nazaer, as they mighti aad 'aa w&l natural lor them to dO| and 
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•sf t “ Good God ! tbst oonnot be for we were et bie factory that ikigbt 4” it waa 
Craordiuary they did nothing of this kind. 

In the evidence of the elder Goinen* his Lordship continued, there waa that loose*' 
ness the jury must have observed with respect to his goins to Kishnsghsra^ First hO 
said he arrived there on the 24th, and then being reminded, that such waa impossible 
considering the day he left Avoory, and the length of time he was upon the road^ bo 
corrected himself and atoned that it waa upon the 20lh. Ther. waa also his inability 
to name the villagea through which he passed or where he had stopped, and there was 
this moat extraordiary fact, that when he got to Kishnaghur he dropped his intention 
of clohning his clothes, though he stated, that tim recovery of his pronerty was tho 
principal motive ^ his going there. • At Johanes' the Father said he only aAw Yongo 
once, the Son said Tie had seen him there freqiieiiily and that his Father waa present. 
There was also a contradiction as to the time of their leaving Kishnagliul^, and the jury 
must have observed the anxiety of both to conceal the fact of their connection with 
Yonge in coming down to Calcutta; but it whs an extraordinary coincidence that 
these persons, who liad lived for months at Kishnaghur and were iiiiconneoted with 
Yonge, should 4iave fixed upon that precise time for their departure and should have 
arrived in Calcutta wiAiin a day of each other » and there was this, aaidbis Lordship, 
which shews, if it is false, how falsehood deceives itself, they said that until after 
they came to Calcutta they had nut been Subpoenaed by Yonge. Mow if they were 
at the Factory on the night in question, and be (Yonge) saw them at Kishnaghur, 
how was it possible to suppose by any inference that he did not use a due regard to 
bis own interests in providing for their attendance here, where their evidence could 
be of such importance to him, but should have allowed them to go ; God knows 
where? Then, his Lordship would aay, it was most likely they were ordered to 
come down to Calcutta by Yonge direct, and however it defeated its own purpose ; 
however foolish it was to deny the truth, they did so, and what confidence could the 
Jury place on these persons' statemdhts? The Consiimmah, reluctantly acktiowleged 
that he had seen the Gomeses at all, but he confessed that they came down the River 
at the same time, though iu a diflerent Boat. This did not agree with the other wit* 
nesses, and hia Lordship would say with respect to tlie Gomeses, that they were in a 
dilemma ; if it was false that they were not called upon to come down by Yonge, 
then it affected their aiatement ; if not, it required explanation, llis Lordship waa 
Btrongly inclined to infer that he did ask them to come down, then if.it were so, and 
from folly or a worse motive they denied it, how could the Court or the Jury besatia* 
lied chat it was on the night of the 8th April they slept at the Kutlumarree Factory I 

The next evidence which his Lor^hip would class with that, was the testimony of 
the three Ri/ots, and they stated positively that it was on Tiiursday the 8th April they 
went to the Katlamarree Factory and stopped there during the night. 

His Lordship here recapitulated the evidence of these three witnesses and remarked thatonB 
af them had stated, that he had a conversation with Vonf^e at his tent ; the others said that 
they saw him in his tent, but were pt evented from communicatfng with thoTt^ 

Now, upon this said his Lordship, 1 have to state, that with the exception of time 
there is no contradiction of the evidence for the prosecution, and that there is no im* 
probability that all they say, except as to the precise day, may be true ; his Lordship 
saw no improbability that they met the Gomesses at the Katlamarree Factory, and 
that they slept there, but it was most important to this view of the case, whether or 
not they were there on the Qth Apiil, for if it were true, it would at once put an end 
to the case for the prosecution, but if it was, as the women bad said, on the 7th of 
April that the Gomesses lelt Dick’s, then the evidence waa consistent and perfectly 
reconcileable. 

It did oppear extraordinary to his Lordship, that three uninstructed Hindoos, should 
be uuabled to define the precise day with such exactness, when it was not until a lony 
time after that their attention was drawn to it ; oue called it a Thursday, the others 
said that it was three days before the swinging of the Churruck ; then, let as said hia 
Lordship, see what was to make these persons more competent than others of tho 
■ame class, to fix the exact day. 

With respect to the first witness, he said that he had heard the Naseer'a cominip 
but it was some months before he endeavoured to ascertain the day on which he waa 
at the Factory. He stated tUht he bad got it written down in his hau' chitta, and had 
got it read over to him befAe ue came down to Calcutta. That was not legal evidence^ 
but hia Lordship should be eorry the Jury, where it had come out on tlm examihatt* 
aa iaa case of tbig kiadi abould not take it into eonaidecation, but there waa a ireakk 
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vest that thii haut ekUia, was not before the Court, nor the person who had read It 
to cfie witness, and this improbability, that where the witness know that the day wia 
tlie important j^oint, he did not bring it down with him. 

The next Witness spoke to tke time in a different manner ; he said it was three daya 
before the Swinging of the Poojah, and unless the jury thought that false he did not 
know what was to induce them to disregard it ; but with reference to him it was not 
till the 4th of Jioisliaukb, he heard off Aimes being carried hway ; it did not appear 
that Ilia attenrion wm drawn to the date till a long time after and he, tho* ii was put 
down in his Haut Chitta had not brought it down. This also applied to the third of 
these witneaaes. . 

But, said hislordahip, there it this which must not be lost aighi of, these men are 
the Hrots oftbe Factory in charge of which the prisoner was employed, which at 
least involres the supposition^ that they may hare been engaged in this rery affair, 
if rh*^rd is any truth in it, and it ought also to be taken into consideration, whether 
they have or have not a decided interest in the issue of this trial. There was further, 
bis lordship said, that, in the evidence of the third witness, which yppeared very 
extraordinary; that though he lived r^thia half a coss and was constantly sending 
plant to the factory, he should never hdre heard of Vonge’s being taken into custody 
nor of any change iu the managers of thy factory, and it waa extraordinary that ha 
never since should have gone with his plant to that factory but have trusted it to 
two children and the Ghomasta who was now in custody. His Lordship said, he 
oalled these facts to the attention of the Jury, for oi\ the truth of each of these 
witnessea the case must mainly depend, and be would tell them again, and again, if 
timy believed these persons slept at the Katiamaree Factory on the night of the 8th 
of April, theu the case for the prosecution was destroyed ; if not, and they believed 
it was on the 7tb of the month, though it might be truth that they all slept there, it 
did not affect the case in the least. • 

We now said his Lordship, oome to the evidence of 2 witnesses which is extreme- 
ly important and whatever we may suppose of the Gomesses and others, as to their 
evidence being reooncileable with the evidence for the prosecution, there can bt 
none here ; they are the Consumma and the Chokedar and if they speak the truth, 
3 of the witnesses for the prosecution must speak false ; it is admitted that they wera 
at the factory at the time, ao no doubt can give evidence as to this matter. 

Hu Lordthip here recapitulated theeoidenee of the Consumma and Choheydar an^remarhed 
ihat there was a discrepancy between them as to the time of Mr. Yonge taking the medicine* 

It is necessary said his Lordship to observe that both these witnesses are in the 
lervice of the prisoner and it is open to ai^ observation that they may be implicated 
in this matter, so may have an interest in the issue of this trial ; but what throws the 
greatest doubt upon the evidence is this, that one of them was in the habit of going 
to Hhorbaria village and he aaya he never heard of Aimes having being taken away 
till 11 daya after* he transsctkm occurred while the other witness states that it waa 
notorious all over the Country in a day or so after it occurred ; that was an improba- 
bility which affected the evidence of the former. But the most material point was, 
that on the day the Nuzeer came, the Consummah wasoiit of the way, but the Cho- 
kedar did not give evidence before him nor have either since gone before the Magis- 
trate or been taken before him by Mr Youge. His Lordship did not wish in a case 
of this kind to presa this too far, nor should the Jury place too much weight upon it, 
but it wae his uuty as a judge, and they had a more delicate task to perform, to bring 
to their notice the fact, that if these persons had it in their power to exculpate their 
master by going before the Nazoer or the Magistrate, they did not do so. 

His Lordship ssid he bad now gone through the task of recapitulating to the Jury 
the evidence upon tho first point, namely whether or not Aimes was taken out of 
bit house'on the 8tli of April by Yonge. He had already told them, that the case de- 
pended upon that and he had to add, that if they believed the evidence of the women 
end servaatathe case was proved, for they bad Mie beat means of knowing the facta 
dhd they were eye witnesses and knew the person of Yonge, but if they did not 
truly then they had committed the grossest perjury ; entered into a foul and 
JEmk eonspiracy and got up n drama of the most uiiheard of enormity for the purpoae 
f depriving the priioner of life. 

ilie Lordship said, he had told the Jury, that the oAenoe was improbable in a 
on who might be auppoaed to be exempt from feelings which would lead to its 
tasion. He had told them notwithstanding, that the witnessea for the prose- 
, bid giYoa their etidenoe poiitiveiy > that they were correct in the maia

ftiturei, and that they were wonderfully aecurate, but when it cant to be eonai- 
dered that they may be engaged in a dreadful ooiispiracy it muat be eiamined with 
caution. 

His Lordship had told them that he considered it improbable nob a oonapiraey 
could have been got up and acted with such success ; that it would be more satisfao* 
tory if Jas. Thumson had been brought down, and further, that wbioh waa atill more 
favorable to the prisonerCinder ordinary ciroumaiances. hit voluntary surrender. He 
had also told the Jury, what 6 of the witneases for the defence had said, ^ and that ex« 
cept as to date, it did not affect the evidence for the prosecution, and With respect 
to all, the Jury w^ld have to say whether or not they were the witneasei of truth. 

The reason his Ardahip said, wb| be oonsidered that the first points whether 
Aimes was taken out of his house on the 8th of April, should determine the rest of 
the case was, that if Yoiige did take him out of his house, he could not oolleot from 
the line of defence which had been followed, any thing but that the remainder of the 
case was true, but he had not admitted that he took Aimea away, hii defence wai • 
total denial of fact. 

Under ordinary cirefimatances, his Lordshiniiaid, it wonld be most important that 
the body should be found and that it had been considered almost necessary that tha 
person should be seen dead and for tins purppse officers were appointed. Coronera 
whose duties were most important, to make immediate enquiries. What the prison- 
er had stated in bis defence was correct and his Lordship would lead it with tha 
note of a more recent commentator. 

Hii Lordihip read the case cited by the primer t the note and also the case of a Sailor wha 
threw his Captain into the sea ; there a noise was heard on deck and a witness anrioed just in 
fujicient time to lee the Captain in the aims of the pristmer >rho immediately threw him in the 
sea i blood was found on a billet of wood and also on the deck and the question was whether th$ 
man was dead jflung over and there the case was left to the Jury who considered that he umu 
and that man was eiecuted, 

Hia Lordship said he considered that Lord Hale’s opinion only went to say, that 
when the murder was proved by circumstantial evidence (he body must ba tound ; 
but positive evidence of a person who hud seen the body would be sufficient thougb 
it disappeared, who could say the person was actually dead ; upon the authority of 
the other case it must be leit to the Jury to decide that. Ibe rule bis Lordship 
thought was not such as to prevent the Jury from finding a verdict but the question 
of actual death waa one which required their best consideration. They most be aa« 
tisfiedthat Dick is dead, for no extent of outrage, if he escaped with life, would war- 
rant them in finding a verdict of Uuilty, in most cases it would be moat aatiafactory 
that the body should be found, but he would again tell them that they might find a 
verdict notwithstanding, for there were cases when they might come to a decision 
by inference that the party waa dead. 

If they were satisfied that Aimes had been taV. .n away by an armml force to Kat* 
lamaree, how were they to account for his never having been aince seen out of tbaf 
Factory, but ifit.and been acknowledged that he had been taken away and that ho 
had absconded from thence for fear of future violence, or been put away for tha 
purposes of bringing this prosecution, the Jury would have a more difficult task than 
now where the prisoner had adopted a particular line of defence. But if they were 
aatisfied that he had been taken away by Yonge it was impossible to suppose, that 
he was alive, after the defence which the Prisoner had set up. The prisoner had not 
attempted by direct evidence to show that be was alive. 

His Lordship here recapitulated the evidence of the three witnesses who stated that they saw 
the prisoner trampling upon Dick. 

This his Lordship said was the evidence that be had been seen dead, but it upom 
that it would be hard to say that he was absolutely dead or even that he bed received 
a mortal injury at that moment, or that there was direct evidence of hia being other 
than in a faint which might have followed such violence as was discribed.« There en- 
ded the direct evidence as to that point, but on the day following Yonge went off to 
another Factory and there was that interval to dispose of the body, but what the 
prosecution suggested, was that it liad been at first disposed of to the Cow^bouse. 

His Lordship said, that thf/Nazeer and others in examining had at first dog apt 
horse and that on further egafliinatioa they went into a Cow-house, where they dug 
in a part which appeared to them to have be^ n recently excavated and therq wee a 
petceptable difference in the ground for about 8 cubits deep and 4 cubitsiong i they 
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said the eerih gmell strong and they found some hair that had a putrid smell. Now 
the prosecutors wished to shew that this was the hair of Aimes, and that the body had 
been deposited in that spot. I havn, said bis Lordship, told you, that it was strongly 
^n favor of Yonge that he knew the Nazeer was coming there, and that he assisted in 
the search and did not abscond; but it did at the same time show, that be had 
an opportunity of removing the body if ever it was there, to a place pf some more 
elFectuai security ; hut he sat by and assisted in the search and heard the ramark of 
the Nazeer, when the hair was dug up and betrayed no cdkifuaion, and this would 
shew a confidence which lessens the probability of guilt. 1 donot, said his Lordship 
think that murh reliance can be placed on the smell of the ground, for it is said that 
the flbor cff the Cow-house was covered w'ith dung and 1 do not imMine that one fetid 
Smell could be distinguished from any other. With reference to^he hair, his Lord- 
ship was far from thinking that it had been proved to be even of the same colour as 
that of Aimes, and before it was cousidered it was worthy of observation that itbad 
been very unsaiisfactonly brought before the Court, from the time it was dug up it 
passed through several hands, and at least for days, if there was any evil intention 
it might have been changed. These conspiracies had been darkly l^nted at, it was 
therefore necessary to examine everv circumstance with mii^te attention ; a horse 
bad been previously dug up, and at firV he supposed by accident or design some of 
its hair might have been brought there and he therefore received that part of the 
evidence with caution, but it was for tlf^ jury to say whether or not it was human 
bair. That hair had been spoken to by the two women and the shaver with certainty, 
and he must say with too mtich certavvy. , 

' His Lordship htro neapitulaicd the eeidenee of the Barber as to eihihits, 5, 6, and 7, and 
taid he was sure thejury would agree with him, that it was mpossible the witness could tpeak 
to the hair at being that < f Amies hut if it was human hair though he considered it a strong, 
tircumstance, yet when imputations had been thrown out, he did not think the Juiy were to. 
draw a conclusion that it was that of Aimes, 

His Lordship said, that the object of this evidence on the part of the prosecution 
was to show that Aimes was dead but it did not amount to strong and positive evi- 
dence, nor did lie think that there was direct evidence of his having been seen dead, 
nevertheless, he thought that such evidence was not absolutely necessary but that 
the jury might find that death. If there could by any doubt in law raised upon that 
point, of which he was not aware, he should have that it argued, and pay to^ it every 
attention, but still he was bound to direct the .fury that they could find his death, 
without having been shewn by direct evidence. 

His Lordship said he had now gone so minutely througli the whole of the evidence 
that he thought, he would only be perplexing the attention of the Jury if he added a- 
py thing more ; both stories could not be true and if the evidence for the prosecution 
was false, all bad sworn falsely and a base conspiracy must have been got up by soino 
unknown parti^. ^ 

He had commented upon the evidence for the defence ; both tales were irreconcile- 
able, any perjury of the blackest kind must attach to the one set of the witnesses or 
to the other, the Jury would have the dreadful task of deciding which set of witnes- 
ies spoke the truth. His Lordship reminded the Jury that if they found the prisoner 
guilty, where such a horrible offence had been committed, he would moat certainly be 
executed ; oiroumstanoea called for it and the barbarity of the crime was so enormous 
that it afforded no hope of mercy. The Jury had a public duty to perform and they 
should therefore not let a private feeling diminish the awful and solemn responsibi- 
lity in their hands, for justice would be indeed a mockery if it permitted cases of 
this kind to go unpunished but the jury should recollect that the life of the prisoner 
was in their hands and if fhey hud doubt upon their minds they should give him the 
benefit ofit«l should rather, said his Lordship, say, permit it to weigh in your minds 
In bis favor ; or if the jury had a feeling that might disturb their consciences hereaf- 
ter they sl^iild acquit him ; on the contrary, «f they believed the case they would 
find s verdict of Guilty. 

.The jury retired at a quarter post 4 P. M. and after an absence of 16 hours and 5 
minutes, returned into Court at ^ minutes after 7 on the following morning, when ^ 
their foreman pronounced n verdict of NOT GUILTII^. 

Chief Justiee.^LeC the prisoner be discharged. ^ « 

The'oonfluBion of his Lordship’s address was delivered in so low a tone as to bo 
filmoal inaudible.— RspoftTBu. 
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Attbe meeting of the 3d July, Air. White, Aseistant Suri^eon, Bombay Serrica 
—and Dr. D. M'Leod, Aasistaut Surgeon, Bengal Service, were elected Member* 
—and Dr. La Fontane, of Paria, was elected a Corresponding Alember. Mr. Spry*e 
case of Lithotomy, Mr. Chartres' paper on Colica Pictonum, Mr. Raleigh's case Of 
Medullary Sarcomai and Mr. Twining's accoui.* of experiments with tll% Bengat 
Extract of Hyosciihnus, were then ihad and discussed by the meeting. 

Mr. Spry's ease was that of an Indo- Briton boy. The operation was perform* 
ed successfully — the patient being discharged well on the 31st day afterwards. 

Colica Pictonum — or that form of Colic called painters' or white lead, origina- 
ting from the presence of that mineral in the syatem, is a disease that does not of- 
ten fall within tdie range of the common routine of Indian practice. The circum- 
stances attending the^ases detailed by Dr. (^artres, rendered the nature of the 
complaint, until a fuller developement of the symptoms, rather obscure. It was 
reported to him on his arrival at ihe Nation, aalter a short absence, .that two Sowars 
of Cavalry, who had been his patieuis for a wholly different complaint a few months 
before, were sufiering from pain in the bowels, attended with obstinate constipa- 
tion. At this time no particular symptoms presented themselves differing from 
those of a common attack of Cohe. They obtained no relief, however, from the 
usual remedies, and it was not till two or three days after Dr. Chartres saw them, 
that the disease assumed an unequivocal form. The symptoms that now super- 
vened, were, cutting pain at the pit of the stomach, extending laterally and to the 
unhilicuB— and which was decidedly increased on pressure— great weakness and 
pain in the extremities— and a peculiar expression of countenance indicating an- 
xiety and distress. The tongue was perfectly clean and moist— there was no thirst 
—the skin wss cool — the pulse not at all affected— occasional nausea with wretch - 
log, and bowels obstinately bound. Suspecting, at length, from the nature of the 
symptoms, that these were occasioned by some preparation of lead or other poison 
—the men were questioned minutely whether they had received any medicine, or 
taken any thing else peculiar during Dr. Chartres' absence. They then confessed 
that they bad applied to a Fakeer, who bad given them some" while powders- 
This person was sought after, and being found, very readily answered that he had 
prescribed, as be had often done before in other cases — a nostrum composed pniu 
cipally of litharge. The quantity of this drug swallowed within two or three days 
was enormous, being about an ounce to each individual. The treatment which 
appears to have been of a very active and judicious kind, cousistedl in the steady 
exhibition of strong purgatives— with occasional opiates as indiosted by oircuin- 
stances. Very decided relief was produced by bleeding. 

Mr. Raleigh’s case was peculiarly interesting, as affording an instance of recover/ 
from that formidable disease Lock Jaw. The .subject was a Native boy of thirteen 
»«the son of a Brahman — who came from his village in the country to Calcutta for 
advice. On enquiry, it appeared that the boy had enjoyed perfect health until 
his tenth year, when be became blind of the right eye. *ln process of time the 
organ enlarged, protruded boyond its natural limits— and continued to increase 
slowly in size, although with but little pain. Some three months, however, before 
admission, the growth had been rapid, accompanied with excruciating pain of the 
head, face and back— with loss of appetite and generally declining health. 'On pre* 
tenting himself to Mr. R. the boy appeared considerably emaciated — and Buffered 
much pain of the right half of the face, head, and dorsal spine. He appeared avers# 
to moving bis head— and constantly cried and moaned ; bis pulse was amall, 
soft, and rather quick. The spine was well shaped, and there waa no indication of 
Visceral disease. I 

The fungous disease appea|ed in the form of a tumour eseaping from the orbit— 
of considerable dimen8iona,^am carrying before it the palpebrce, detSobingthe eon* 
Junctiva from their inner surfaces, and elongating it into a covering for^the wrhold 
mass. The tumour descended down the cheek as loir as the line vi Che tip ef tb# 
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BOS*, and vras af a lon|^ spheroidal shape, not unlike the largir half of a pear. ^ And 
its lower and anterior part, its surfaee was puckered, and in its centre 'was indie* 
tinetljr defined the cornea in a ataphylomatous state, forming a dark, rough, irregu* 
lar spot. At its upper pait. the external tumour was about the sise of a turkey’s 
•gg, and of a bright red purply hue. On being touched, it felt solid and doughy, 
and on its outside minute vessels were very conepicuoue. On introducing the 
finger beneath the orbicar ridge, the cavity of the orbit found to be completely 
filled with a hard mass adapting itself to the former. Ae nothing but the removal 
of tbia sarcomatouB fungus offered a chance of respite from misery and apeedy death, 
Mr. Raleigh determined upon the operation. 

It was performed accordingly in the usual wfty, on the 10th 9irOctoher last- the 
tumour being excised as far back as possible from its connection with the optic 
nerve, by means of a pair ot curved scissors-* the cnviry being with eome trouble 
cleared of its contents as far down as the optic foramen. The hoemorrage was com* 
paratively slight. The patient, ou the lltb, had a quiet night. On thelStb, be 
also rested well, but complained of soreness of the orbit and aide o^the face — pulse 
soft but rather quick. From this dAte to the 19th Octolmr — mattere continued 
going onae well as could be expectea. During the night of the I9ih, however, be 
suffered much pain in the back part ofthia head and down the spine — with atiffnees 
of the muscles of the jaw — incapacity of opening the mouth beyond half its exten- 
aien. The muaclea of the right side of the neck and trunk were frequently seized 
with spasm, and he could not bear the slightest motibn of the head, which be kept 
nearly in contact with the elevated shoulder, pulse quick and email — and counts* 
nance anxious. In the evening, the jaws were completely locked, and the mastica- 
tory muscles, with those of the back and aide of the neck, felt rigid and tense, and 
there ware frequent severe spasms of the muscles of the right ball of the neck and 
trunk. A blister was applied over the head and along the whole length of the 
■pine— and a combination of belladonna, camphor, and quinine ordered every three 
hours. 

^ . On the 20th, he passed a restless night — hut the jaws were not so firmly eleneh* 
ed as the previous day — admmittiag of being opened sufficiently to admit a com- 
mon black lead pencil to enter between the teeth. The spasms, too,^were less 
frequent, and the interior of the orbit looked well — pulse small^soft-^aud rather 
quick. The aurfaoe of the rigid muaclea was smeared with opium, a fresh blister 
was applied over the head and ipine-^and the belladonna, &c, continued— on the 
2lst, he was considerably improved— the countenance was less anxious — the spasms 
were less severe and not so frequent— medicines and applications continued. On 
the 23d, we find reported that there were no spasms through the night. The mus* 
ales of the rigl^t side of the face appeared somewhat paralysed-* but the jaws were 
sufficiently separable to aflow of the thumb being passed into the moutb. On tbs 
27tfa, he is repotted as gradually improving from the last date— still continuing tbs 
stipe remedies, along with others ^at we have not mvniioned. Ry the 16tb of 
November, he had regained very good health, the natural action of the muaclee be- 
ing nearly restored, and the orbit looking well. He was now allowed to proceed 
to liis home, under promise of returning at the expiration of three months, or earliesr, 
in case of bad symptoms coming on— but he was not afterwards heard of, from which 
it may be inferred that he is doing well. 

The appearance of the Extract of Hyosciamus, prepared at the H. C. Garden at 
Mussorie Tibba, Mr. Twining states, in his report of experiments with it, corres- 
ponds with that of the best prepared vegetable extracts. The consistence is very 
uniform, the colour a deep opaque green, inclining to black, the smell peculiar, and 
not quite pseembling that of the best European Extract of llyosciamua. The Ex- 
tract was tried in fifty-seven cases, with sofiiciently marked beneficial effect as a 
sooner of pain and irritability, and aa a hypnotic. ^The doae generally was eight 
grains. Ths medicine in that proportion bad no ejBTect on the pulae, ' but occasi- 
onally induoad cold sweat. A dose of twelve grainsji in several instances, produced 
sooeleration of the poise, and sometimes, a heavyj^ain in the back of the Lead, 
withqut anodyne or soporific effeot| in s degree ooutspoBding with the iacrsasf 
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ASIATIC SOCIETY-PHYSICAL COMMITTEE. 


At the meeting^ of the Committee held on Thunder, the l9!h Aiiguet, the 
President, Sir Edererd Kren, in the Chuir— a report of tiie progress of the Hor- 
iog in the Fort, wee presented by Messrs. Stroiitr and Koss, which being read, 
it was H^^solved^that a Sub>Coniniittee of the fnllon‘ing gentlemen be appointed 
to investigate and report upon the Boring now • oing on in Fort Wiliiain, and that 
they meet there a^three o’clock p.Vi. on Tuesdar next -via. Mr. Jamei Prinsep 
—Mr. Kyd— Mr. Hurry — Mr. Calder— and Captain Forbes. 

A series of stalagmitic balls, with some animal remains, were presentedby Mr. 
Swinton, on the part of Mr. Scott— with a short notice of the same. These sta- 
lagmitic balls vrere found in the cave in the Cossyah hills already alluded to at 
a former Meeting. • 

A letter was read from the Secretary, atatilg bis inability, from the pressure of 
public business, to attend to the duties of ^he office, and begging to be allowed 
to resign. This request was acceded to, and the thanks of the Meeting were 
voted to Mr. Hess, for his past conduct in the office of Secretary. It was then 
moved and unaninioiisly enrr^pd, that Mr. James Prinsep be requested^to accept 
the office for the future. Mr. Prinsep being present — expressed Lis accepianoe 
of the same. 

Mr. Hardie’s paper, forming a supplement to bis Sketch of the Geology of 
Central India, was tiien read. In a practical point of view, the Author deems it 
convenient, in the tiist p'ace, to sepaiate the older rucks of Central India into three 
distinct classes — riz.- the trranite series— the micaceous scJiist series, and thsi 
argillaceous schist senes— Tiio’ it must he confessed that the rocks of this dii* 
trict are freqiientlv associated tofretlier in such n manner as to set all rules of 
classification at defiance, still wlieii we view the subject on an extended soaloiT 
we shall not fail to observe distiiicr indications of the three successive series above 
enumerated.’* Into the details of the super-position of these, and the varieties 
included in them, we cannot enter. Under one or other of the above three heads, 
however, he aiTanges all of the more important of the primordial rocks of Central 
India. 'I'he three eeiies repose on each other, in the order enumerated, though, 
in as far ns the iiulividutil niernbers of such series are concerned, there does not 
appear to he any very unifoiin or regular order of super-position. 

** The absence of deposits of locksalt and gypsum, throughout extensive sand- 
stone tracts of Central India, is a fact which ought,not to be Icmi light of. 1 
have not heaid even of a .single specimen of selenite having b^en met with ia 
this portion of the country, and the saline effloreacences which are frequently 
observed at the surface of the soil, together with the great beds of alluvium, which 
are found to he iinpregn ited with chloride of sodiiira, and from which salt ia 
manufactured for doinesiK? use, atford but very doubtful evidence on this head* 
Deposits of rock salt, we are aware, occur to the north-west of Ajmere, Ac. and 
the saline soils above alluded to, do not seem to be confided to tracts wheie tli# 
sandstones under consideration are observed, hut appears to be most extensive- 
ly distributed througlioiit Hiiidostan, without reference eitlier to tbesub-jacent or 
tieighbouring strata. Such soils iriight have been transported from a distance.*’ 

** In construct! IIS' a Geological Alnp of this portion of inuia, it would ' require 
microscopic iniiiutennss to mark out the difi^ereiit belts of rock as they succeed each 
Other, and if neglecting these minuter divisions, we were to lay down^any parti* 
cular portion of country, ns a formation of gramleior of gneits for example, we should, 
in the great majority of inarane^s, convey an incorreot idea of its geology, la 
almost every case, these rock/are associated with some or with all the formatioDfl 
included in the granite senk; and for practical purposes, it a ill merely bent* 
ceessry to arrange the diiffi^nt rooks in claaaea ns ab tve, and to anpropritta 
each class a particular eoiouf by which it may be distingaished.” The authof par- 
ticularises the geological composition of the different ranges of hills— into th* 
details of which wanuof space pfesUdei our lollowing him. i'he irast hetweea Jay* 
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pore and Bhurtpore is thus generally described. " In (ravelling from Jaypnr 
to Bhuratpore direct, the mute lies over a level pUtforni, covered, to a great 
depth, in the first instance, by a sondy end afrerwards by aralcarlous soil. Im- 
mediately to the north of faml ocrasionally traversing) the line of march, occur 
numerous hill ranges and groups, in which quartz rocks, variously modified, are 
«zceedingly abundant. Tiiese are arranged in nearly vertical strata, which in the 
lieighbonrhood of Jaypur, hear to the E. of N. though inethis last respect, there 
does not appear to bn any uniformity, as the strata are also occasionally seen bear- 
ing to the W. of N. and otlier intermediate points between N. W. and N. 
E. The hills of this quartz rock formation aie geneTully ridge-shaped, their sum- 
mits pxliihiting a sharp spine, either dentirulared or even and y^iforin in its out- 
line, and they may ho distinguished almost at any distance, by the singular and 
uiiweatliered ns])ect of their declivities.*' Speaking very generally, the Author 
States that we may say the hearing of the strata of Central India is northerly and 
fiouiherlv. In some parts of Central India, Mr. Ilardie appears disposed to coii- 
C'liiile, that violent conviilsirins of nature must have occurred posterior to the for- 
mation of tlio new red sandstones, as^«-hese rocks are inferior^to tlie overlying traps 
of their neighbourhood. Of all tlie formations in the area alluded to, quartz rocks 
appear to he the most metelliferous. IM-on is abundant in almost all the varieties, 
and i '9 frequently associated w’iili manganese, l.ead is also said to occur at the 
village of .Sauar, in IMeiwnr — copper has not vet been found in any great abundance 
in Centivil India — and silver, though the Natives mention that it was formerly 
mined to great advantage in JVtei war, has only been found associated in very 
fiinall quantities, vrith the galenas of Ajmero. In a statistical point of view, the 
mnrbles of course are the most important of the rock formations of this district. 
These, generally speaking, are coarse granular, hut slabs of a very fine texture 
and pure alabaster white, are also quarried in some situations. There are various 
geological facts and inteiusting speculations founded upon them in Mr. Ilnrdie's 
paper, w'liich our circumficribed limits prevent our submiiting to our readers.^*

AGRICULTUllAL AND HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


At a special Meeting of the Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India held 
within the Town Hull on iVoridnv afternoon the Sod August. 

Sir Kdwnrd Uyaii, President in the Chair. 

The following Gentlemen were proposed and duly elected Members of the So* 
ciety, viz

Read twoletlero fn iii Captain Penny of Dinanore, dated Sufh July and 17th 
August; informing the Society that the Dina^ior*^ Agricultural and Horticultural 
branch had duly crmstiiuted itself, and elected its office bearers — that it had fram- 
ed a set ot^rules for its fiiiure guiiiaiice, of which n copy was inclosed, end that the 
pffice bearers of the Society had been chosen lor the following year, viz* : —

The Society exjtfessed the most lively satisAiciion at Captain Penny's commu* 
nications, anil the above Gentlemen were enrolled xMeinbers of the Agricultural and 
Horticultural Society of India, lu terms of the previous correspondence witU 
Captain Sage. 

This Aleeting being a special one to receive the report of the Agricultural Com* 
mittee on the subjeot^f an experimental farm, to be recomineiKliul to Government; 
in terms of Mr. Officiating Secretary Alacu2^liLen*b letter to the Society of the 
18 ih May last. ^ 

Read a report presented by the Secretary of tbe Agricultural Committee, re- 
coininendiiig for this purposeei portion of the lauds of Akrah or old Powder Mills* 
8 miles below Calcutta, which had been offered to the Society by Mr. Alyers, at 
Ks. 3*8 per biggah ; and also an estimate of the probable expeuce of insiituting 
and carrying on such an establishment. 

Resolved that the Report and estimates be approved of, and that a letter ba 
addrossed to Government in terms of this resolution. 

Read a letter from George A. Prinsep, Esq. forwarding a parcel of Cuba and 
Gujitamala Indigo Seed ; the thanks of the Society were vot»*d to Air. Priiisop, 
and the Secretary was requested to distribute the seed to such Aloinbers iia 
applied for it. 

Read a letter from ATessrs. Smithson and lloldsworth, forwarding samples of 
Bowed and Demerara Cotton and also some of the seed. 

The thanks of the Aleeting were voted to these gentlemen, and it was resolved 
to retain the seed for experiment by the Society. 

Read a letter from Air. Officiating Secretary Macuaghten intimating that a 
further supply of 'i'enasereeiii Cotton seed had been received by Goveriimeuk 
and placed at the disposal of the Society. * * 

Read letters from Air. Sheppard, of Liverpool, intimating the dispatch of thu 
Society’s indent of garden seeds on the ship Calcutta, and a further supply of 
grafted fruit trees, on the Frances Anne. 

The Secretary informed the Meeting that the seeds had been received from tba 
ship apparently in good order, but that be had not yet been able to procure delive- 
ry of all the boxes of fruit trees by the Frances Anne, 

Resolved that the seeds and fruit trees be placed at the disposal of the Gar- 
den Committee in terms of previous resolutions. 

Read a letter from Air. Newman of the Royal Botanical Garden of the Mauritius 
expressing a wish to open a correspondence with tins Society. 

Resolved, that the Secretary be requested to write to Air. Newman, exprea- 
sing the satisfaction of this Society of the proposal, and endeavour to ascertaia 
in what manner the two Insti/itions can best assist each other. 

Read a letter from Air. Nelve, of Sheerghatty, dated 17th July lost, pointing 
out that district as very faverable for the cultivation of foreign Fruit trees, and 
offering to bestow his perainfil .attention on any imported or other trees, with 
Which the Society might be pleased to supply him. Also applying far a*8mall 

portioa of cho foreign Cotton Seed, to be cuUiyated under his own inepeetion* 
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The Secretary vras reqaeated to send Mr. Neare a aupplr of the Cotton Seed ; 
and the matter of the suppljing Mr. Neare, with imported Fruit trees wae referred 
to the Garden Committee. 

Read a paper by Rajah Kaleekriaben Bahaddoor on the Cultivation of Sugar 
and Silk. 

't hese Were referred to the Agricultural Committee, and the thanks of the Meet- 
ing were voted to the Raj Burk. „ 


At the meeting held within the Town Hnll/on the 8th Sep^mber, the Presi- 
dent, Sir Kdward Ryan, in the chair, — Mr. Boyd, of Kishnaghur, and Mr. Bag- 
ehaw, of ('iiiriKtu, were elected Members. Letters were read from the Secretaries 
of the Royal S iciety of Edinburgh, of the Horticultural Society of London, of tiio 
Geological Society of London, and of the Royal Asiatic Society, acknowledsring 
receipt of the first Volume of the Transactions. A letter was reed from H. H. 
Wilson, Esq. Secretary to the AsiatiSi Society, referring to*the Agricultural and 
Horticultural Society a letter on the rearing of silk worms, and a Sjiecimea of silk, 
which had been transmitted to that ScA'ietv, hv “ A Fiieud to Industry,'* at Kamp- 
tee, near Nagpore ; and also one from a Lady to the Secretary of the Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society, giving her real name, and stating In rself to be tbs 
** Ftipfiil to Indnatrif '* — and soliciting a pecuniary loan, and a donation of silk 
worms. A communication, it was determined, should be sent to the writer, stat- 
ing, that some silk worms should be sent, hut expressing the inahiliiv of the So* 
cietv to make any pecuniary advances. A letter was read from R. S. Grmme, Esq. 
Resident at Nagpore, recommending Nagpore as a fit place for the rearing of 
fruit trees and exotics, and offering to bestow attention on any which the Society 
night be willing to send there for cultivation. Also requesting a supply of Ameri- 
can cotton and tobacco seeds. The Secretary was requested to reply to Mr. Grseme, 
and to express the anxiety of the Society to com]dy with his wishes, 'ilie Secre* 
taiy submitted a list of applications for garden seeds, which had been complied 
with, including packai^es, sent by tbe Society, on a large scale, to J^inapore^ 
Poosah, Saharunpore, Nipal, Almorah, Simlah, Sylliet, and Moiilmien, amounting 
to ninety-three packages, and nearly exhansiing the stock in hand. A letter was 
read from Mr. Calder, offering to the Society, at prune cost, a quantitv of Gardea 
and flower seeds, also of marrow-flit peas, grapes, anil oats, just arrived from Aber- 
deen, and supplied by Mr. Gibbon, formerly an Indigo Planter at Tirhoot— Resol- 
ved. that the s^edshe taken on the terms proposed, and that they be made over to 
the Garden Committee, with iiisiructions to dispose of tbe flower seeds, grapes, 
and oats, and to retain the garden seeds for further distrihution to Members of the 
Societv and Natiie M allies. The following donation of books was received from 
Mr. Robison ; Deewan Fiisind, a treatise on Agriculture, translated bv Mr. Lewis 
Da Costa ; a Treatise on the cultivation of Sugar, Indigo, &c. by Mr, Fitzmaurice ; 
American Gardener’s C'aleiular, by Bernard MacMahon; Speedily on the Vine, and 
the Pine-apple; Ditto on Rural Ecoiiomv. A letter wuis read from Uajali Kalee 
Kissen Bahadur, submitting a treatise by him on tbe cultivarion of tobacco. A 
letter was read from Mr. Hill, of Madras, transmitting a small quantity of the 
seeds of tbe umbrella tree, winch had lardy been introduced there. Sir Robert 
ColqubouD informed tbe meeting, that Mr. Paiullo, of Pinang, had just brought 
with him from that place, and presented to the Society’s Garden, a number of 
Alangoateen trees, Orange, Doore.ins, Nam Nam, and variegated Pine-apple Plants. 
Mr. Abbot presented six boxes of Virginian tobacco, grown in the Society’s Gar- 
den, and nfade up after the fashion of Havai noh Segars; by Mr. Van Zandyk, of 
Ohinsurah. The Secretarv was requested to transmit four of those boxes to the 
Honorable the Court of Directors, with a letter, e'itilanatory of their bistory. It 
was resolved, that Mr. Patrick be invited to innkeLrial of the Cotton Saw Gin at 
Glo’ster Works for a month, and be requested to repev^ ^he result of the trial to the 
Secretary. A list was submitted by the Secretary of e^hty-five applicants for the 
Amertcan fottoD and tobacco seeds, lately furnished by GovernmenL shewing da* 
livsry »d transmissioD to almoat every pert of this Presidency, 
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With reference to Mr. Crame’i letter, the several peruiiarities of Nagpnre, np 
to temperature, &c. are adverced to. From about the middle of June to the middle 
of October, the ireather is rair v' or cloudy, and the temp«>ratiiie moderate — from 
that period to the end of February, it is cold ; March, April, Miir.and the middle 
of June, ure exceedingly dry and hot months. At a distance of seventy 'fire miles 
north of Naepore, Sindwiind, above the Deogiirh luouiitains in an elevation about 
one thousand feet higher, or tn-o thousand above llie level of the sea—and in a 
well cultivated country — presents even a more favuuruhl» clir'iate than Natrfiore 
for European products, and they might also be introduced, it is sllg•:e^ted, into Piich- 
murree, winch is about sixty iniles from ('hindn uia, and the tabl« land about one 
thousand miles higher. U is not dii^miU of acce^is, but not well peopled, and horti- 
culture might notwdvance veiy rapidly, iinlesb ttoni its suluhritv it became to he 
• station fur Europeans ; but in Nugpure itself, the oiarige, the peach, the cabbage 
and the cauliflower thrive well, and the apple promiseB favourablv wiili a little care. 
The orange in |iarticular is c< h-brated. It vra<. iiitrofliiced from Aiiruiignhnd, and is 
supposed to hye come originally from China. It is called alwaynthe Ciiilra hr Eu- 
ropeans, and Srintra Isy tlie Natives, and the jariiwkind islhoughi to be in Purlugal. 

J'lie L.nly who signed herself a Frieii?|t(> liniustry*' — notwithstanding that 
she had no previous instruction respecting^he care of them, or experience of their 
habits, appears to have taken a very great interest in observing the muiiufactiiring 
labours &c. of those diligent insects-— silk worms. She was, however very Iiiiiitieil 
in her lueaiiR of keeping tlienf, and found that they had many eiiemiHS to contend 
with, particularly ants. With a little assistance, she seems to indulge sanguine hofies 
of extending the puisuit, and making it a very profitable one. A specimen of the 
•ilk produced, accompanied her communication. 

Ill his observation on the culture of tobacco, Knjab Kallee Kishen remarks, that 
it appears from a nroclamation of the Emperor Jehangeer, tlint the plant was intro- 
duced by Euro|eans into India, either in his own reign, (the beginning ot the ]7tli 
century ) or durir g tlnit of liis father Akher. From that period it has gradually 
exteinied over India. Its culture has succeeded more in the northern tbaii the 
snutliern quarters of lleiigul. The Zillahs which pioduro the lartrest qnaiititv, are 
those of Nuddea, Jiiirdw.iii, Dacca, Hhachulpore, Dinagepore and Htingpoor. 
After the conclu'^ion of the rains, or in the mouth of September, October and 
November, tobacco is cultivated to a considerable extent on the low anil Ioam\r 
•oils. Frevious to its culiivatimi, a small piece of ground must be repcati dlV 
ploughed to pulveiize the clods, and di'srroy the large qiiantry of weeds, which 
usually s))ring up alter the rains, and are extremely injurious to ibe young plants if 
allowed to remain - viheii the land is properlv fdoiiirln ii, cU'ared, manured, and 
harrowed, the seeds of the |iiuiir, (w'hicli are reddisli,) am candullv scattered over 
the prepared soil. The husbandnian has next tohibouf incessantly, from morning 
till evening, ill gently watering tlieseed, in shading the yming plants when they 
first appear, and in clearing il from weeds, bniall frogs frequently come in large 
numbers from adjacenl places, and destroy the seeds, to prevent which the hus- 
bandman pours hooka, or tobacco-water on the halk, or border whicb surrounds 
the field. I'he seeds spring u)> in the beginning of December, and great care must 
then be taken. The young plants, when thev become large enough, are to bo 
transplanted in rows to another field, which is also to be well ploughed and manur- 
ed. When these plants begin to grow- after being transplanted, great care is re- 
quired in loosening the soil near the roorg and applying at some little distance all 
round the plant a (pi.iniity of Kale* to increase its growth. Tobacco plants grow 
generally two cubits in height, ami their leaves are niie cubit in breadth, but those 
which are of the best qn iliry. rise to no less than thr«>e cubits in height, with leaves 
nearly two cubits in breadth. At the end of December, when they ^attain their 
greatest height, they begin to flower, and on their leaves are seen innumerable small 
spots. When the flowers ap^ar, they must be plucked off, as otherwise the 
strength of the plant will b</ much diminished. About this time it is generally 
understood that the plant is rifie, and the leaves only are cut. This method differs 
a little from what is practise^ in the northern parts of Bengal. I'bere the hus- 
bandman generally cuts th^leaves together with the stalks, and leaves Jtben| to ba 

* Kole, oil cake made of the refuse of mustard, when the oil is expressed* 
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dried in the aun. Afterwards they are kept for some time in water, in order that 
they oifiy have a strong; scent. At length they are tied, as in other parts of the 
country, in small bundlos. Tiie Tobacco in the northern districts of Bengal, is of 
a superior quality. It is used by the Natires as medicine, and is called by the 
name of Ducata, or Ingly/' 


At a special meeting of the Society, held on the ISth September, Sir Edward 
Ryan in the Chair • Mr. W. Hickey, of Tirlioot, rnd Mr. Henley, were elected mem* 
here. A letter was read from the Secretaries to the Royal Society, and to the 
Linnean Society of London, acknowledging receipt of the first rol. of the Society's 
Transactions. 

A letter was read from Mr. W. H. Macnaghten, Deputy Secretary to Govern- 
ment, dated 7Lh September, acknowledging receipt of the Secretarv's letter of tho 
S6th August, and stating that, under the circumatances thjereiii mentioned, the 
Governor General in Council approved of the suggestions of the Society, respect- 
ing an experimental plantation to be conducted by the Society — and authorised ths 
acceptance of Mr. Myers' offer of 500 biggabs of land at Akrali, at the rate of Rs* 
3-8 per biggah, for three years, — the Society reserving tlie right of continuing 
to occupy tlio ground from year to year tiiereafter.tjn the same terms ; and that 
Government had further sanctioned, for the same period, an annual disbursement 
of 10,000 Rii{iee.s for all charges of cultivation and sir perintendeoce, together 
with the sum of 4,500 Rupees for the erection of buildings and the provision of 
stock suitable to eacli farm. It was resolved, that the Society be requested to 
reply to tho letter of Mr. Macnaghten to the Society, and express their grateful 
acknowledgment of the liberality with which Government have complied with 
their suggestions^and to assure the Rieht Honorable the Governor General in 
Council of the earnest and anxious desire of the Societv, by every means in their 
power, to further the objects m view, and for whicli Government have assisted 
them in making exporiuieuts in the cultivation of cotton and other articles of raw 
produce. 

A letter was rtad from Mr. SmouU, forwarding an account of the expense 
incurred by him, since last December, in funning a cotton and tobacco plantation 
at Akrali, of between 60 and 70 higgahs, (eTuounting to 566 rupees, including 
reQt)->oiid w'bich plantation he was willing to hand over to the Society, as, it 
now stood, upon being reimbursed his outlay: also offering for the acceptance of 
the Society a machine for cleaning cotton, sent to him from the Isle of France by 
Mr. Telfier — a specimen of Mr. Sniouli’s tobacco was submitted. It was resolvea, 
that as the aboveroentioned phmlaiion forms a portion of the ground which the 
Society wished tb rent from Mr. Myers, Mr. Smoult’s offer be accepted on tho 
terms stated by him — the management of the plautation to be placed in the hands 
of the Committee. Resolved, that Mr. C. F. Hunter be added to the Agricultural 
Committee. 

A letter was read from Mr. Biscoe, of Chuprah, presenting three varieties of 
pears, reared at the station, and varying from sicca weight to and measur- 
ing some of them 10} inches in circumference. 

A letter was read from Mr. Hlacqutre, presenting a sample of Nankeen 
cotton, and a piece of cloth made from it, of a beautiful texture and great 
■trengthm A few years ago, Dr Wallich supplied Mr. Bhicquire with a few 
plants, among which was one said to be the plant which produced the cotton 
from which Nankeen had its origin. The plant is the gossypium religiosiim 
of Roxborbugh. In due time it produceu pods in a considerable number, 
and cotton in a fair quantity with reference t^ their size. At length, from 
repeated sowings the cotton accumulated to a^nufficient quantity to encou- 
rage an experiment of manufacturing it. It was spun into the thread of dif- 
ferent degrees of fineness, out of which pieces \)f cloth of different widths 
were wove, which looked like dark Nankeen. Fouif o£ the pieces of cloth have 
been Mrornc* and found to be duiable and pleasant, and to retain the colour under 
gouatantand repeated waebings*— Gevti Gaztti§^ 
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At the meeting of 4tb September, Sir Gilbert BUne wbs aleoted an Hononrf 
Member of the Society. A letter wtsread from Mr, Rojle, rsubmittiDg an account 
of the Senna produced at%be Sabarunpore gardens, as well as a apecimen of tbo 
plant. A letter was read from tbe Secretary to the Physical Committee of tha 
Asiatic Society, accompanying a spacimeti of the Mnrungpoison, and requeating 
that its properties should be investigated, bir. Hutcbinson’a paper on Alvina 
fluxes of tbe nativeilof Hiudooataii, was then read and discussed. From tbe com- 
mencement of tbe year till June, tbe number and severity of tba diseaaea in Native 
Hospitals, Mr. Hutcbineoii states, to be few and unimportant. From July to tba 
and of the year, however, there is a great increase of disease, oonaieting priiicipaliyt 
in the early part of that time, of remittent fevers ; while from September to the end 
of tbe year, bowel complaints prevail with increased frequency and severity, atten- 
ded with a proportionate mortality. I'be fluxe^of tbe Natives are in many instan- 
ces, ascribed to imperfect convalescence, after the fevers, at the early period of tbe 
rains. Tbe author atates his experience of tbe remote evils arising from tbe fre- 
quent use of mercury, and the unfavourable state in which tbe constitution remaine 
after free use of it, which produces a tend^cy to the worst and most protracted 
forms of .divine flux. Numerous observations on tbe subject induced him to adopt 
another method, which was so generally successful, that be strongly recommends 
it. His treatment of tbe fevers of tbe Natives is upon an Kmeto-Gatbartic plan, fol- 
lowed, when neceasary, by a light tonic. These remedies, however, are inadmis- 
sible, while determinations exist to particular organa — when tbe chief reliance is to 
be placed in blood-letting, by means of leeches or the Isucet. 'J'be author then 
points out five ditferent species of At vine flux. Tbe first is tbe simple diarrhcea, 
by the severe and protracted form of which, tbe patient is often exbsusted end sinks* 
Tbe second is the true dysentery. Tbe third is indicated by s sullen pasty coun- 
tenance, and slight sweliiug of the abdomen. The fourth apeoiea runs a very rapid 
course, and there are indications of considerable putrefactive action. 'J'he fifth 
species happens in patients with livid cacbeiic countenances ; they have alight fe- 
ver, with seme tumefaction of the abdomen. This form of the diseaae is supposed 
to be connected with splenic cachexia. The nature of the subject precludes our 
entering into tbe details of each variety. The author acknowledges, that, the data 
on which some of these species are founded, are too slight to be abaolutely depen- 
ded upon. Ipecacuanha is tbe principal remedy on which he relies for the cure of 
these bowel complaints, and this medicine is modified ^and combiged in various 
Ways, inflammatory action ia to be obviated in some cases by ^echea and ven- 
esection— .Opium, bs generally disapproves of, although under tome circumstances, 
recourse to it occasionally cannot be avoided. Calomel, be considers objectiona- 
ble, as a general remedy, especially at the close of tbe rains and commeuoemenC 
of the cold season. 


At the Meeting of tbe 2d October, Mr. Ogilvy, tbe President, In the Cfatir — ths 
following communications were laid before the Society. A letter from Mr. R. 
Frith, requesting bis name to be withdrawn from the list of Members, on account 
of his proceeding to sea. A case of laceration of intestine, from external vibleneq, 
causing death, by Mr. Hutcbinsoo. A letter from Mr. Burnard, relative to se- 
veral cases of operation of Lithotomy performed successfully by himself Nstives 
at Benares ; and also an account of amputation at tbe hip joint on a Native. Ao 
account of tbe medical purposev^o which tbe Natives of Bengsl *pply the Dooatn 
or logly, by Rajah Kalee KisLen, communicated by Mr. Grant. The Society then 
proceeded toballot for a Secretjiry, and Mr. Twining was declared duly elected Co 
that office. Baboo Ram ComuVSen, a member of the Society, waa appointed Col- 
leotor. Mr. Ty tier now caned tbe attention of the Meeting to tbe n^es itly of 
mekiog some sddiuon to tbe Library^ stetiog thst it wm expedteat to |K)ieseo 
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eompleto oopiM of the works of the Groek end Arabian Physicians, and the prin* 
cipal medicSl works of Hindooatan. Dr. R. Ty tier's case of Fungus HxnaatodfS 
—Dr. Mackionon's medical and surgical cases— Dr. Gilmore's case of Traumatic 
Tetsnus^and Mr. Rojle's letter concerning the Senna grown at the H. C, Gar- 
dens at Saharnnpore, were then read and discussed by the Meeting. 

Dr. Tytler’s case of Fungus Hsmatodes, was the first of that formidable disease 
lie had witnessed in this country in a Natire. The patient was a Gowallah, and 
vame to Dr. Tytler to implore his professional assistance. The tumour bad all tbe 
characters of tbe genuine Fungus Hsmatodes — and was as large as a child's bead, 
being apparently attached by a narrow base to the integuments and cellular sub- 
atance covering the Biceps muscle of tbe rigbr. arm. Tbe ercreacence was first 
noticed by the patient about a twelve month previous to bis pesentiug himself to 
Dr. Tytler. At first, it was about the size of an ordinary gram seed, unaccompa- 
nied with pain, and arose without any obvious cause, gradually increasing to tbe 
Bixe mentioned. The man was about thirty years of age, and, with the exception 
of the tumour, in good health. As the only chance of relief. Dr. 'I'y^tler lost no time 
in performing the necessary operatfon for the removal ofcche tumour, which waa 
speedily and happily effected — audits case was going on well at the date of Dr. 
Tjtler's writing. < 

Dr. Mackinnon's eases include one of facture of tbe fibula — dislocation of tbe 
■boulder joint — encysted tumours of tbe scalp — traupiatic tetanus, &c. Tbe tumors 
of the scalp were removed by operatilb — and the patient did well. Tbe traumatic 
tetanus followed s wound in the neck received by a Native in an afiray. Thera 
was no lockjaw — but general spas^a came on over tbe whole body. Latterly, 
however, tbe complaint was confined to the back, and back of the neck. The 
treatment consisted of opiates with occasional purgatives. 

Dr. Gilmore's case of traumatio tetanus occurred in a well formed muscular na- 
tive of middle age, who bad received a severe sword-cut down to the hone, about 
four inches above the right knee. He first began to complain of stiffness in tbe 
neck, pain in tbe throat, and dilfioulty of swallowing. These symptoms yielded to 
calomel and opium, &c. but in two or three days afterwards Dr. Gilmore found 
his patient labouring under violent spasms, affecting principally tbe wotinded tbigb, 
the abdomen, and tbe cheat, during tbe paroxysm of which tbe man was, as it were, 
doubled up, sitting forward and grasping tbe bedstead convulsively with bis bands, 
bathed in a profuse cold aweat«»the pulse being quick, small, aud frequent — an an- 
tiapasmodic draught was immediately administered, and a vein opened in the arm, 
whence tbe blood was allowed to fiow freely, until tbe spasms were somewhat alle- 
Tisted, and the man became faint. The draught was repeated, and active purga- 
tives sfterwar^B administqred. Next day, though tlie oatbartios had acted well, tbe 
■pasma of tbe muscles of the trunk, and right tbigb, remained unabated. Calomel, 
opium, and camphor were administered in combination, and the thigh waa envelop- 
•d in a large cataplasm. Next day the bowels and stomach were actively moved 
by an emetic mixture — and from this time the ease assumed a more favourable as- 
peot— for on the same evening, the man was decidedly better-^end be gradually 
became oonvalescent. 

Dr. Boyle'e communication referred to a small box of dried Senna leaves, grown 
ot the Ssbirunpore Gardens, (partly from some seed derived from the Calcutta Bo- 
tanic Garden — but chiefly from seed picked out of the Senna sold in tbeSabarunpore 
bazar) dispatched to tbe Medical Hoard, and described as perfectly dry, and of a 
ins light green colour.— Government Gazette. 


£NGUSH PROTESTANT NUNNERIES. 


Our notice having been drawn to a late report of /h| Agricultural and Hortieul* 
iraliSocigty, which stated that a Miss Davy bad submitted a plan for a Protestant 
fttBBCry to bo oupportod by tho oultiritioii of tha Mulberry Trao and rearing tbs 
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Silk-VTorm, we applied to the Seoretarr. end obtained a sight of Miss Darj'i plan, 
which bad been rejected by the Soei'etj as not coming within the teopo of its 
means or objects. 

We do not pretend to have considered Miss Davy’s plan with rery minute atten- 
tion, but It apnearato us, from a cursory consideration of the subject, that with a 
little patronage and encouragement from a few Ladies of raikt and influence in this 
Gommuiiitv, her suggesAons might be acted upon with a fair prospect of the most 
desirable results. The funds requisite in the first instance for the establishment 
ef a Silk Factory and an Asylum (or the emplovment of females iu distress, might 
we think, very speedily be' raised^ if a prop>;r appeal were made to the Indian 
Public, wbicb'therb is no reason to suppose would be backward in contributing to* 
such a purpose. We have no doubt, (here are numbers of English and British 
Indian females in this country who are living in a state of penury and dependence, 
exposed to all those miseries and temptations, which so fearfully assail the gentler 
sex in the hour of distress, who would grasp at any means of gaming a respectable- 
livelihood, aiid*wbo wpuld fly to such a refuge as that now proposed, with eager* 
ness and gratitude. 

We shall not here enter into any minute particulars ae to the genera] manage- 
ment and the various regulations of such an Establishment, but we may observe 
en passant that the employment of the females need not he wholly confined to the 
Bilk lactory. For instance, yoAiig Ladies might be boarded and educated in the 
eame institution upon a pLn and iu a maoner that would be both creditable and 
advantageous to all concerned. 

Under the severe system of retrenchment that now pervades every department 
of Government, we could not expect that much efTeetive pecuniary aid would bo 
grauted to the institution, but a small annual donation from the Public Treasurv,. 
and the expressed sanction of the Ruling Powers, oould very possibly be procured* 
by any influential patron. We have heard indeed, that one Lady, who is still 
more distinguished for her humanity and condescension than her exalted rank,— 
has expressed her concurrence in Miss Davy's wishes, though she has some doubts 
of the practicability of her plan, chiefly, we believe, on account of the probable 
difficulty of raising suflicient funds for the purpose. As however, verv small 
suroa, from a great number of individnals, would answer the purpose, and the na- 
ture of the appeal would come home to the bosoms of the whole community, we 
should hardly anticipate failure on pecuniary grounds. 

The first dififlculty would be to convince the public of the necessity or propriety 
of the proposed asylum, for there may be many of our countrymen in India, parti* 
cularly in the IVlofuasii, wbo, having but seldom met wi^h lostaoce^of female de- 
Btituiiuu ill this country, may be slow to credit the existence of that extensive 
distress among the gentler sex which would warrant their aupport of auoh an insti- 
tution. Others again might doubt whether reapectable females aecostomad to an 
Indian life, would not soon grow weary of the proposed employments, and the 
rigid regularity of a secluded nunnery-like establishment y the result of which 
might be quarrels among themselves or with those placed in authority over them. 

These points should be perspicuously explained, and Miss Davy, from her ta- 
lents and good sense, we should suppose well qualified to enter into a more elabor- 
ate statement and consideration of her plans, their prospective advantages, and 
possible obstacles than she baa yet offered. 

From her letter to the President of the Horticultural Society, we extract the 
following paragraphs illustrative of her views, and to these we have annexed aa 
article on the subject of Protestant Nunneries, from a London Periodical, wbich^ 
abould be read by those who take any interest in Miss Davy's proposiiioiuiv^-

[iXTRAijfTS FROM MX88 DAVv's LETTER. J 

I have the honor to transmit herewith two treatises — one on the Chinese anif 
another on the French tnetbo^ oC rearing the Silk worm. The latter is, E under- 
stand, the only one in the country, and is in the hands of tho €oa|/koy'n 
Agents in the Mofuisil. 
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It muit b« obvioof to the moit superficial pereon, that the French is rastlj 
inferior to tjie Chinese method, which is more analogous to the soil, and climate 
of India; for instance ; the Mulberry tree in France, is of one hundred ▼eara*’ 
duration ; in India, they are past sereice in three, in the way they are manag- 
ed ; and the directions for feeding, and rearing the silk worm, are very vague, 
and imperfect, whereas, the Chinese, describes the most minute details, and 
turns eTsry thing to account. < 

My motive for laying the treatise before the Society, is with the hope of obtain- 
ing support for myself, and other destitute females, of the better classes of So- 
ciety by the establishment of a Protfsy ant Nunnery. The outline of my plan 
1 have now the honor to forward to you,* and you will thereby perceive that I 
have adapted the regulations, to the state of Society in India. 

As there are no Ladies of fortune in India, who would by spending a large in- 
come, in such an asylum, enable the managers, to receive those persons who 
could notpay, 1 propose annexing an extensive Silk Factory to, the establish- 
ment, for rearing the Silk worm, and out of the profits otVibe Silk, to allow to 
each Lady, so employed, a small mjfhthly payment. 

Rearing the Silk worm, has been tb^ occupation of the Chinese Ladies, from the 
earliest records of their history, and might with great advantage be introduced 
in India : it would be the means of giving assistai^ce to numbers, who are at this 
time, languishing in obscurity and want. 

Doubtless it would be very difficult by individual exertion to raise funds for 
such an undertaking, but a wise government, extends its justice, audits benefits, 
alike, to all descriptions of people; surely the Widows and Orphans, of the 
natural born subjects of Great Britain, whose Fathers, and relatives, have ren- 
dered good service to the state, have some claims upon the sympathies of English- 
men, and the protecting care of the British Government. While Colleges are 
erected, and enclosed, and Schools established, for the population, and for those of 
the Chinese and Malay, no funds can be found for the shelter, and protection, 
of the destitute females of British parentage, who, when their Fathers or Hus- 
bands have departed this life, their Widows and Children, if without fortune, 
are left in a state of earthly purgatory, without the possibility, from tbe state 
of Indian Soeiety, of being able to earn an honourable support for themselves. 
Tbei? wants and miseries, so far from meeting with commisseration, are re- 
pelled with insult and contempt, by a new set of public functionaries, and past ser- 
vices are forgotten. I speak from sorrowful experience. If the Government, would 
give its sanotion, to a lottery on the same principle as that for tbe improvement of 
Calcutta, sufficient funds ifight be raised, in three successive years, to furnish tho 
means of carrying eo desirable an object into execution. 

It is not Charity I am soliciting, on my own behalf, and that of other distres- 
sed lattes, who would be thankful in being allowed to earn a subsistence for them- 
selves, if tbe means were within their power to obtain it. We have a stronger 
claim on the Government. The Portuguese, our predecessors in tbe East, although 
their conquests, were made in a semi barbarous age, have set us a noble example of 
public inatitotions; in their confraternity of tbe Misericordia, which has been ex- 
tended to all their Colonies, and is exempt from the law of mortmain ; they erect 
hospitals for the sick, they bury the dead, aud relieve the widow and orphan : 
in Che lapse of years, they have saved thousands of Chinese infants from des- 
truction. Their services, are extended alike to tbe mariners of all nations. Not 
long since an English country ship was wrecked in the Chinese seas ; the crew, 
with a lady, the wife of an officer of the ship, were picked up in an open boat, by 
a Chinese Junok, bound for Canton, where the British factory, those dignified 
personages, living under the influence of the Ctdestial Empire, being elevated 
above tbe common f&eltngs cf humanity, did not think proper, to give her tbe 
protection of a British subject ; tbe Chinese Manoerin was in consequence, ob- 
liged to deliver her over to the Portuguese, with a#h^p to the senate in Mtoso, 
.Ity i|hom^«she was hospitably en tertainsd, and 'clothed until her return to Bom- 
baj ; they alpo luppoitod tho Fionchman, who Imd tho good fortuno to osespo 
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beiiifi' murdered, on board the Chin Chew Junck, end enabled him to proeeout* 
the destrovers ofhia oouatrymen, when such a terrible instance of Chinese jus- 
tice, was sfiren to the European nations. They likewise assist young men, with 
money on r(>8pondeutta, tor comuiercial adventure; they have nn institution for 
merchant's daughters, and others, whose Fathers, have held re8i>ecTaMe stations 
in their settlements, and likewise convents, for those who ai*#* religiously disposed. 
The Portugueae power ai^d dominion in the East, has now past away, but their 
institutions, having permanent funds for the*r support, have ' urvived the wreck 
of their fortunes, and afford the means of subsistence, to ibeir impoverished des- 
cendants. 

The English, with all the power dbd wealth nf India at command, have not a 
single institution established on a perniati«iit basis ; they are all supported bj an- 
nual voluntary subscription, excepting the Upper Military Orphan School, fnr the 
support of which, the pay of the officers, is deducted bv the pay master of the 
forces, but by the existing regulations numbers of’ Officer’s daughter.", are with- 
out the means *of siigport. A Government and comiuiinity, purely coniinercial, 
such as British India, must be subject to gre^t vicissitudes of fortune, and indi- 
viduals, VI ho are in affluence, and splendor! to day, may he involved in utter 
ruin to>morrow ; the general distress which fit present prevails from the exten- 
sive bankruptcies, that have taken place, has involved numhera of Widows and 
Orphans in one general ruin« and as the numbers of cases of distress, have 
increased tenfold, the means of atfurditig relief, has decreased in the aame pro- 
porcioD ; which would not be the case, if there were established funds, to support 
public institutions. 


*ENGTISH PROTESTANT Vl7MN£RIES. 

In the wholesale extirpation of monastic institutions, the nunneries were swept 
away. The good which would have resulted from converting them into I’rotestant 
establishments is so obvious, that few persons can have regarded the present state 
of society in these kingdoms as it affects women, without regretting that aa opportu- 
nity for alleviatiug so much eiil should have been neglected. 

Women in the lower classes take their full sliare of occupation, and there is always 
occupation for them. But lu all the intermediate stages between low and high life 
they feel the effects of a crowded population far more severely than thi other sex, and 
more in England than in any other countries, for many reasons. Great port of the 
shop business on the continent is earned on by women, in Enginudvory little ; partly 
because the spirit wherewith trade is carried on requires, in most brunches, an ex- 
ertion of streiigtii and activity which they are not abjq to sustain ; and partly also 
because men have intruded themselves into those braiicfies in whicn women might 
more fituiigly be employed. In no other country is the general character of society 
so ambitious as in this, or the general habits so expensive. They have become so 
during the present reign in consequence of the extraordinary impulse communicated 
to industry and enterprise by tlie calls which the state has made upon them, and by 
the iiiiprovements in machinery. As the value of money lessened and the demand 
for It increased owing to the exigencies of the state, it was both a heartless and a 
hopeless attempt for individuals to accommodate their manner of living to the altered 
circumstances of the age by retrenchment ; the severest economy was insufficient for 
this. The whole pressure of the times fell upon those who bad no other resource, 
persons who had retired from business w'ith what had been a fair competence when 
they withdrew ; widows and single women who had no opportunity of improving 
their limited means, the most suffering but always the most unromplaining part of 
the community. Upon tbe stirring and active members of society who had hope to 
aid them, the effect was like that of task-work upon the willing labourer f every man 
increased his exertions, widened liis views, and extended his concerns. 1 be natural 
consequence of this was a libej[.oif or rather a profuse expenditure. Frugality is tlia 
virtue of a quiet age, when m^tn are contented with small and regular gains. Specu- 
lation leads to extravagance, and when expensive habits become prevalent, and the 
rank which individuals hold if| society is chiefly determined by the appearance wliioh 
they make, many persons fi^m policy ea well as from pride, think it necessary to 
make an appearance beyond their means. In this state of tbinga througlfbut tfte mid- 
dle and lower classes of society, cbildren bavo been educated for a stage above that 
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in which they were born. And now when the peace which we have won so bravely 
has put an end to our extraordinary exertions, as well ns to the dreadful expenditure 
of human life, the evil of a redundant population in the educated classes becomes 
every year more and more apparent and the consequences more and more distressing ; 
every profession and every way of business is overstocked, nor can there be any 
otht^r remedy than colonization. But modern governments have not been accustomed 
to consider colonization as a necessary part of their economy ; and it cannot be ex- 
pected that the best means of relieving the country from ltd sur*chnrge should be de- 
viseilar once, nor that the public feeling should arconimodate itself immediately to 
regular migraiiojiB of this kind, which are absolutely indispensable f^or the general 
good. 

All these changes have had an unfavourable eftect upon the condition of women. 
They also, throughout the intermediate classes, have been educated for refined life* 
Bur it IS in refined life that the moral checks to population operate with full forces 
wit'i such force indeed as to make celibacy the lot of far the greater number of females 
WHO have little or no fortune. Foreigners used to sav of JCngland that it was the 
paradise of women and the hell of horses. It is mure the hell of hofses at this time 
than It could possibly have been before mail-coaches \\eic invanted, and it is less the 
paradise oi wurnou. For though dome^ic happiness is both higher in kind and greater 
i'. degree than it possibly can bo in countries where morals are at a lower standard, 
miinneis more frivolous, and minds less ^^iiltivated, that happiness is comparatively 
i!U‘ loi oi tew ; and the condition of unprotected women is perhuus the greatest evil 
111 our present system oi society. The man w*ho iS( cast upon the world has many 
chances ; lie can bestir himself to better his fortunes, or, at the worst, Ojnve sn/nm 
/(/} tijm Inn, tho wot Ul iH all before him w'lierc to chuse ; it he fail of in success his 
own I oiiiiiry, other countiies are open whicii want inhabitants, where he may find 
sine subsistence ioi hiin>eif, and reasonably hope to foim an establishment for a fa- 
iniis, lint bow many daugliterH of the clergy, of military and naval officers, ot that 
nuimu’ous class who derive their support from hfe-incomes, and of those whom the 
vici.'iM tildes which are always occurring in commercial countries have reduced from 
nfflin'iice to distress, are yearly left with a scanty provision, or with none ! All the 
cnfruin.slunces and all the prejudice.^ of society are against them. Of the fcwemploy- 
ineiits wiiich are IrM't for tliein, there is not one to whiih they can betake themselves 
withuut a certain degree of degradation, and all are overstocked. I hey are fallen 
from the rank in which they have grow^n up, and they wither on the stalk, not in 
single blessedness, but ill forlorn desertion ; witli no other joys than what religion 
can bestow, and no hope in this life except the prospect ot the next, and the belief 
that an all- wise and aliiiiglity Creator, who has m.ide none of his creatures to be ini- 
serablo, w ill rev^nrd Ukio iu a better world for the privations and trials which are 
their portion in this I 

As a remedy for this evil, though it was far less hi his days than in ours, Richard- 
son suggested the estahlishmeni of Brotestant Nunneries in every country, "in 
which single women of smull|Or no fortunes might live with all manner of freedom, 
under such regulntj,on.s ns it would be a disgrace for a modest or good woman not to 
comply with, were she absolutely on her own hands ; and to be allowed to quit when- 
ever they pleased. The governesses, ’Mie would have had, to be women of family, 
of uiiblameable characters from infancy, and noted equally for their prudence, good 
nature, and gentleness ot manners. The attendants for the. slighter services should 
be the hopeful female children of the honest poor. " Do you not imagine,” he con- 
tinues, " that Buch a society as this, all women of unblemished reputation, employ- 
ing themselves as each (consulting her owm genius) at her admission shall undertake 
to employ herself, and supported genteelly, some at more some at less expeuce to 
the foundation, nreording Co their circumstances, inigiit become a national good ; 
and particularly a seminary for good wives, and the institution a stand for virtue in 
an age given up toluxury, extravagance, and amusements little less than riotous ?” 

Richardson’s scheme proceeded no farther than this suggestion ; but even this, as 
coming from^ man of such deserved celebrity is interesting. Among the attempts 
which have been made to institute something like a Protestant nunnery, Mr. Fosbrook 
mentions the curious establishment of the Ferrar i'afeuly at Little Gidding. He is 
mistaken in culling it a nuunery, because it contained parsons of both sexes ; and he 
is mistaken also in sayiug that " this Protestant nunnery was no other than the old 
' 'Fuines.”— The house at Little Gidding bore no resemblance whatever to a begui- 
A more plausible scheme was proposed in ,t6f4,«for "an academy, or col- 
vy nierei^/^aays the programme, ** young ladies may, atavery moderate expence, 

; %9J , inatraoted in the trqe Proteatant religion, and in all virtuous qualiuea that 
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nay adorn that sex ; also bi carefully preserved and secured till the day of their 
marria'^e, under the tuition of u lady jjovfnu'sa, and grave society of vvidu^vs aud vir- 
gins, who have resolved to lead the rest oi their lives m a single, retired, religious 
way, accordiug to the pattern of some Protestant colleges in Geiinany.'^ 

A similar establishment was instituted in 1816, under the sanction of her late Ma- 
jesty ; nor baa there ever been any lusumuou more worthy oi the stieution aud the 
libeiul patronage of ^be public. 

In the spring of 1815, tlfe Dowager Duchess of Huccleugli, Lndy Curysfont, Lady 
Anson, Lady Willoughby, aud Lady Cloubrook, liuwug taken into coiibidci anon the 
plan ot an institution calculated to ulTord the curnfurtK ot life at a iiiuiiei.iie expMiau 
to ladies of respectability uudsinali tortunes, ;• ;rced to form an a:aSoc'iati-m i<ii- die 
purpose of promotirg; esiablishineut^ of that nature. Isniv Ibsbi ila Ki/ig is tlie pei- 
son to whom the merit oi .having originated this ussociutioii is due, und the srnl 
higher merit of having hitherro superintended the lusiuuuou which by hei iiietius 
was formed. The mObi trequeni objections v\)iiehshe hud heard adv.inced H.;aiiist 
her favourite object were, that a society oi woiiww—En glish women, beloiii:ing lo mo 
church 01 Kuglai^d, could never be expected to live io:*ether in peace. Wiiitilm 
fervent hope of proviiigaduit these retlexioiis on her sox, her c>)untiy, and her lea- 
gion were unfounded, Lady Lsabella quitiei'i a hie inuie congenial with her tusie 
and inclinations, and engaged in this uodei taking. 

The general object of" the plan as first proposed, wns the promotion of societies 
so regulated that the larger payments of one part of the cuiuniiiiiiiv liiruwn mm a 
joint stock, should reduce the pay Jiieuts of the reniuiuder to a coineiiioiK limit, 
without subjecting them to uuy unpleasant feeling of pecuniary ohlmuin^ii. iiud 
that all should engage themselves, us fur as then situutiun would udiiiii, in he- 
nevolent aud useful occupation ; their agreements in such pursuits scrviiij; u'^ u bond 
of union, it was thought, however, upon tinther couMdeititiou, that no iiibiituhon 
ought to rest wholly far suppoit on an arraiigenieut which would expose it to grjut 
inconvenience, perhaps total failure, on the. removal of iho richer meuiheis. It 
Wds agreed, therefore, that a sum ot from ten to fifteen thousand poundB should he 
raised by the a-ibociutiua as an cudowment for the primary establishment , and that, 
as an additional support, a limited number of apartments should he allotted to sndi 
ladies, friends of the undertaking, us would agree to reside there, paying u hii'h 
yearly rent for their rooms to the funds of the establishment, and ouiiforining equal- 
ly with the other inmates to the rules uf the instil uuoii. 1 he Queen coutribuii d,^.>tK), 
and signified her intention of subscribing ofltK) uimually. 1 ho late rrincees CJiutr- 
lottc, and the other l^rincesses, conlribuied J^.jO each, llul liulwiihstauding ihia 
distinguished patronage, the whole sum which could be collected in ihe course uf a 
year tell considerably short of five thousand pounds, whereas it hud been hoped that 
from ten to fifteen thousand pouudb might be raised, and less could not suffice for 
pulling the institution upon a perniaiient establishmeiii. Anxious, however, that 
the instituiiun should be no longer delayed, aud lioping that wlieu its pniciicability 
should have been tried and proved, the good would be. so mHuifcpi as to eusuio 
success in a future appeal for public support, Lady Isanella Kin^ ufi'ered to take 
upon herseli whatever risk or responsibility might attend it, and proposed to give 
a year for a furnished house in Derbyshire. Lady Willoughby was of opi- 
nion that it would be better to have the institution in the immediate vicinity of 
Both, and offered to pay the difference of rent which this arrangement would oc- 
casion. Accordingly a lease of Braybrook Bouse neor that city, was taken for 
three years, at a rent of ^ year. 

It had originally been designed that for eoch ^5() accruing yearly to the insti- 
tution from the interest of the collected fund, one indy should be admitted, pnyio{p 
on her part ^'5i) annually tor her apartment and board. But the first step taken 
by the residing mau.igers was to make known their determination of not drawing 
upon the fund, but leaving it to accumulate for three years, during wbfch time 
the society engaged to defray every expence of the estabiiaiimeiit, rent and taxes 
included. • 

The three years devoted to tli^ experiment have elapsed. To those who consider 
the formation of such institutions as desirable, it will be gratifying to learn that all 
who are personally concerned in promoting this undertaking, all who have sctuallj 
visited the establishment aud made themselves thoroughly acquainted with its ar- 
rangements, are cordially deairnus of its continuance. )'be experiment was fairly 
tried, and it succeeded pertfctiy.* No Isdy quitted the society who was elected 
aitei the first year that ia after the principlea of the society were moi^ geifbrally 
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Itnowo, aod its regular and retired habits fully understood. It has been proved 
that such a society of ladies may live in harmony; that they can consider them- 
selves fixed though bound by no vows ; and be contented and happy in their retire- 
ment, though not upon compulsion. The late excellent Queen inspected the es- 
tablishment in person during the last year of her life. She expressed the most 
unqualified approbation of its principles and regulations, and emphatically pronoun- 
ced it ** a blessed asylum.” Though nothing was drawn from the fund, eight lady 
asaociates had been received on the original plan. The establishment was enabled 
to afford this by the ladies president and vice-president residing in it at considera- 
bla expence ; but it is observed that such a mode of upholding it cannot be rested 
upon as permanent : and it was soon found that many ladies looked with an anxious 
but hopeless eye to this retreat, because th^ir total it ant of fortune precluded 
their admi sion, though tor all circumstances of manners, bp’th, education, and 
principles, they would be peculiarly desirable as inmates. A lew official situations 
in the establishment were therefore instituted^ within the last year for ladies 
thus circumsianced, and they were admitted gratuitously. 

There is no want of money among the Catholics for any object connected with 
the propagation of their doctrine. They can erect colleges and purchase estates 
for their support. Means are never wanting where there is z^al. And can there be 
none excited for this Protestant inatifution, the purport of which is rational, its in- 
tention pure, its principles just— and arhich is so excellently adapted to its obiect, 
and BO worthy of au enlightened age and country 1 Itia no doubtful benefit which 
ia proposed, no untried theory, no project of visionary benevolence, no narrow or 
confined advantage. And when we consider the dying necessity for such insti- 
tutions, and the great and certain good which they would produce, we cannot but 
feel that we are performing a public duty in thus endeavouring to excite public 
etteutien to the subject. 


LUCKNOW AFFAIRS. 


Lucknow. — A file of translated Akbbars from this quarter shews little worth 
extracting *, much speculation appears to be entertained as to the probabilitj of the 
King’s succeeding in dntaiuing Aga Meer in continued imprisonment ; ^proclama- 
tion had invited all classes to prefer claims on that individual. Numerous and 
multifarious demands had accordingly been preferred. *'The life of Noah (aays 
the news writer) would not suffice for the investigation and determination of tliese 
mnd the other various claims, which have been set up on the part of the king.” 

The aeal of the Nawab Muntazin-ul-mulk for economy bad exposed him to rather 
a discouraging reproof. He had selected the old bullocks and Korset attached to the 
royal establishment at Lucknow for the purpose of being sent into the interior to 

S raze, on bearihg this His^Majesty observed, that tbeae old servants had passed 
leir youth in th^ service of the state and were now in their old age unable to subsist 
by grazing. Besides observed His Majesty, *' if this is the order of the day, let all 
the old in our employ return to their homes.” The veteran Nawab was abashed. 
An act of Hia Mmeaty not exactly in the spirit of this sentimental benevolence is 
Uenttoned. The Police had been seizing in all directions the daughters of the aweep- 
•rs» for diatribulWrin the different female eatablisbmenta of His Majesty. This 
proceeding bad ^ens favourable opportunity for contention to those employed in 
carrying it into effect. The king bad rewarded those who had brought him a girl of 
peculiar beauty belonging to this claaa . — Bengal Hurkaru, August 28.

subject of Lucknow affairs, and particularly in reference to the virtues of Hukeem 
Mehdee Ully Khan, 1 cannot help remarking, that your contemporary must be 
unaware of the following passages, in print, in the 17th No. of the Asiatic Journal 
Ibr January 1826, under the head of** The Oude Papers,” ** Original Correspon- 
dence,” submitted to the Proprietors of East India Stock. 

Itiikecin Mehdee Ully Khan, was origioallylhe Amil of an extensive district, 

Kyiabsd i the ulento of tw person seems to hays reoonunended kiln at Court, but 
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BO distinct eomplsint of bfs inflaenoe has appeared to os. in the correspondence of 
tiie Resident there (Colonel Baillie) rill the month of Decemher, 1813, when he is 
described as a person, whose disaffection to the British Gorerumeut, and the 
general iricesof his character hare frequently fallen under his (Colonel Baillie'a) 
observation, and bare been brought to the notice of Government by his predecea* 
Bor, us well as by himself,'* and whose pernicious counsels, well ns the false re* 
ports of lutrigniug agei^s employed by the Hakeem at the Presidency, sa well as 
in the city of Lucknow, induced the Vizier to depart from his p^ miiNe ot regArdui^ 
the measures of reform. Upon his Excellency’s wishes (the Nuwab Vizier’s) beiiij^ 
consulted as to his ministers, be desired that iluk>em IMebdee lui&bt he Paishkarto 
ins son, tbe nominal minister, and uy His Lordship ( the Governor General) remark* 
ing, that the Hukeelh had not the confidence of the British Governuieut, the Vizier 
lepiied he had his confidence.” 

In Hiiotber passage an answer to a minute of the Governor General in Council, 
** Colonel Baillie begins by adverting to the introduction of Hukeem Mchdee at 
the late Viziei^’a (Tandut Ully's) Court in 1811, und ascribes to tluir prison the 
obstruction of the refarm. and every untoward circiiuistaiii'e, which took place at 
Lucknow. One of his first devices was to excite a personal enmity in the V'izier 
tow’urds the Resident, whom he desired to remove from his Post. He endeavoured 
to intriuue by means of Agents in Calcutta, and w'ben Capt. McLeod airived ia 
Lucknow in 1811, Colonel Bsiilie u'as inlormed, that the Jlukeem endeavoured to 
open :m intercourse with him f and as Capt. McLeod was on intimate terms with 
the Resident, the latter cautioned bini against the Hukeem. The Vizier's recon- 
ciliation with tbe Resident, took place on the !2d October 1813. when Kiikeem 
Mehdee bad been banished from “ His Excellency’s Councils, and treated as an 
enemy and a traitor !!!!!!!! “ The grounds of tbe Hukeem’s animosity to the 
Resident must be obvious ; be had opposed his accession to power , he hiid disap- 
pointed his views of proceeding to Lord Hastings with treasure, and he had urged 
a reform which must prejudice his interests. ^Jukeem Mehdee’s Arnilship must 
have been valuable, the district he farmed yielded a revenue of thirty lacs per 
ennum.'' 

1 have no wish, Mr. Editor, to enter tbe arena of contest with one, so versed in 
the wiles of court intrigue as tbe gentleman whose praises occupy so large a space 
ilk the columns of a cotemporarv, but printed documents are like faota, stubborn 
tbiiigs : besides we know it to be a favorite ** ruse” of this hoary headed politician 
to send remarks upon himself to the Editors of public juurnals.

We believe, bis character so graph icaVy drawn by a 
correspondent of ours, to be just and correct. For the accuAic.y of the panegyrical 
notices of the Nawab, which we liav(|^ transplanted from the native papers, we are 
not responsible; we believe them bow^^ver to be well deserved, and are confirmed 
by the opinions of European officers who have witnessed ihe condition of the part 
of the country formerly administered by this veteran Statesman. — Bengal Hurharu, 
September !• 

Lucknow. — Notices from this quarter speculate on the probabilities that Mebdi 
Ali Khan, will be finally and foriimlly confirmeii in the office of Minister, and that 
Agha Meer will he released ; or otherwise. 'I hough not obriously related, these 
events, it would seem, are in some degree connected. 

'I he King is stated to have written to the Resident, proposing a particular day 
for the formal investiture (in his pt.seiice) of Mebdi Ah Khan with the Kobe and 
other insignia of the office of Minister. 

As no notice had been taken of this communication, inferences were drawn, that 
the measure was ore on which the British Government had not fiualljr decided, 
and the Nawab is stated in consequence to have wiihdrawn, tor the present, from 
interference in public affairs. The sentiments of the English Government on the 
question were expected with considerable anxiety. 

Ibe guards of the King, (previously removed from the house of Aga Meer) had 
been also removed from tho.se of his dependants in cniisequHnce of a cummunication 
ou the part of the British Government. Aga Meer had made euccessively seveiral 
large deposits of money in the Treasury of the Hi'sident to meet eventually any part 
of the various daims w’hichfibad been set up against him on the pan of the King and 
others, means of«;:nnvuyanoe for a journey had also been collected. Such are the 
circumstances mentioned indicating the probability ol bis departure ; and of these 
it would seem, his rivals had adroitly availed themselves to injure Mehdi Ali Khan 
with the King. They are stated to have urged that their efT.^rts during two and 
balf years bad detained the object of H. M.’s hatred and his dependants in confine- 
nent, but that Mehdi All Khan in a few weeks bad allowed the withdrawal of the 
King’s guards afld aioatributed to the enlargement of Aga Meer ; events which under 
their manageuientwotild never have taken place. It ia meution*>d that tliese repre- 
sentations had made some impf'essinu on the mind of his Majesty and that the party 
by whom they were made had prepared for His Majesty a letter of remonstrance to 
the Governor General which the King had forwarded to the Resident. Subse- 
quently however it would seem from the same cause, Same Ali the uiifonunat# 
JMoonsbi ifho drafted this letter had been pla <}d by the King in arrest. 

** Nothing (says the news- writer) is fixed or settled in this country, God only 
** knows what will be presented to our eyes from htbiud the Curtain of Mystery.’^ 
Kam Buyal it was expected would be soon enlarged. Subsequent to his examinati- 
on at the Residency he is said to have addressed an arzi to the Resident on the 
subject of hia impriaonment and to have received a ge^^ly that he was not confined 
at the instjpee of, or for any offence towards, the* British Goveromeiit ^ to whom 
bia release was a matter of indiffereuce. 
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The K!ii« had added to his eatabliBhment another Ladr denominated the Mahlnom 
end a suitable retinue bad been assigned her . — Bengal Hurharu, ^pfember 7* 

Lvcknow — The complexion of affairs in this quarter appears unaltered. A sari* 
OUB difference is mentioned as existing bettreen the King and the Resident, ia 
consequence of the letter of com jlaint addressed by tbofoiaier to the Governor 
General. The writer o^this lettAr Monshi Sahib Ali (^aa stated in our last notion 
of Lucknow news,) had been confined hv the King. It was reported to His IVlajea. 
ty ibUt the writers iu the Ilesidenoy Persian had opeiilr repeated the tenorof 
an order received from Calcutta, viz. “ That wlipuever the individual who had 
“created the diffeigi^nce and ill wilt between thn Resident and the King was ex- 
“ pelled from the Court of the latter, the iiitHrcourse between the Resident and 
“the King would be resumed : otherwise there was no necessity for the same.” 

Mebdi Ali Khan is enderstood to be the Individual here glanced at. The News- 
writer accordingly observes, that this individual was singularly unfortiiriate. ** The 
Kin? is disiileased wi^h him on account of the relaxation ofsenurilies in resoect to 
Aga Meer and the approaching release of thataierson ; while the Resident apparent* 
ly IS offended by a remonstrance on this subject addressed by the King to the Go- 
vernor General. True it i<i, that that Mehdi Ali Khan had oome verv inopportune- 
ly. I he Resident had required from the King the surrender of the English Writer 
of Mehdi AIi Khan, an European, and had dismissed him after the confinement of 
twodavs. rij<* ground of Ins irr^it and dntentiou are not stated. 

Sonaullali, and the other eight Hircarraha of the Residency who were imprisoned 
avearago when (’olonel Lockeit had taken charge of the Residency, have beea 
lately seni by the King to the Resident. ‘^Peoule are inquisitive as to the nature 

ot the ofteuce charged against them which has subjected them to so severe a 
** puiiisimieiit. It must have been great, otherwise complaisance Las been poshed 
** to its utmost.” 

A reconciliation bad been effected between the King and his Uncles who bad been 
released from arrest. It is also meiitiooed that the King had ordered a Crore of tba 
old Treasure to be disburspd lor the payment of their Stipend and other srrearSt— i 
Bengal Hurkaru, September iJ. 

Lucxnow. — T he Nawah has not yet been invested with the Khilat and it is probs- 
nle be must wait lor some time before he regularly assumes the Oude Ministry. Mr. 
^Jaddock the Residenr objects, it is understood, to his entering into office until tho 
Ex-minister leaves Lucknow ; when this will take place, it is impossible to say. 
Aga Meer has however, got his Majesty’s permission to leave the Oude Territo- 
ries, with the whole of his farnilv, whenever he pleases, and the Niyvab is doing all 
he can to expedite his (Aga Meer’s) removal from hence. The ^uwab is in great 
favor with the King, and since his arrival at Lucknow has done great service to 
the state. He is at present very busy regulating the Financial departments, and tho 
result of hia labours will, ere long, exhibit a moat flattering view of the improvement 
brought about in so short a time. Most of tbe troops which were 12, 14 and somo 
20 months in arrears have been paid up, and a number of reductions have been made 
in tho public estahlishmonrt. The Police system has also been aia|eriBliy improved, 
and tumuli and bloodshed have been completely done away with*— Caurnpere, 14(A 
Sept, — Bengal Hurkaru, October 2, 

^vcKsow . — A mass of these Akhbara us usual afford little worth extraotjng. 
The most pruminent topic is the expected release of the long imprisoned Agbn 
Meer. Ilis farnilv and effects had been conveyed to Cawnpore under charge of a 
strong escort of Dragoons and infantry. The Resident is stated to hfve adopted 
this precaution on an apurehenaian that some attempt might be made to intercept 
the party on its route. It was expected that Agha Meer would follow immediately. 

These events are stated as very unpalateable to the king who bad calculated ou 
the indefinite detention of the prisoner. The party at Court opposed to Muntazim- 
taking advantage of these occurrences to divert from the Natrab 
Ihe Royal favor by representing that bis bad management and inteAirende had 
caused what was to offeoiive to bis Majesty. The Nawab hoiroTer appears to ba 
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■till in pflMflfliion of tbe Roral confidence, bnt it is anticipated that the expected 
release of the favorite liam Du^ral would impair hie influence. This individunl bad 
again been at the Kesidenrr, and he and his party were much elated aince the aa* 
■urance of the Resident that his enlargement would not be displeasing to the Hri- 
tisb gOTernmeat. God alone is omniscient (says the pious news writer) and we 
his creatures can nnlr admire tli» strange vicissitudes in human affairs/* 

Muniin Khan and Mohamtnud Bnkbsh who performed ceirain useful administrative 
Ciffictfg for bis Majesty, had been punished and disgraced. It would seem that they 
had erroneously deemed it part of their doty to take a foretaste of the delicacies 
which they catered for the Royal appetite. 

Janki Pursliad who transacted the pecuniar^ affairs of the deceased Minister 
Fa/l All had withdrawn from Lucknow. 

The Resident had made a written communication to the king to release Jafir-ooz- 
Zuman. This individual had originally been confined at the Residency as iinpiica* 
ted in a forgery coniiectedwith the case of Ram Duval and thence transferred to 
the king, under the influence of Moiitaz:m-Hd- Doulah. « 

Great progress had been made towards the liquidation of ffie long arrears due to 
the servaiita of the State and the relafions of the king. For this purpose the Nawab 
bad raised a large sum on his person akcred it. He had also undertaken for the punc* 
tiial collection of the public revenues for five years at a considerable advance. 
From this arrangement which appears to have occasioned general aatiafHctinn, ex* 
tensive benefit was anticipated. Jt placed the public receipts on a secure footing, 
and at the same time relieved the agricultural po|)ulHtion from the oppressive ex- 
actions of niiinerons and constantly cliaii»iiig inriepeodnnt Amils. It appears to be 
understood that the arrangement now made with the Nawahis a pridimiunry to the 
jgeneral introduction of a direct settlement with the individual Zemiudars and 
occupants of the soil . — Bengal Hurkaru, Oct. 15. . 

To TiiF Kditor of It .*t ‘C alcutta Litfrary Gazette. 

Sir, — As I do not observe any communicaiioiis purely of an epistolary nature 
in the Literary Gazette, 1 know not whether you will admit one. Mine however 
claims a place in your columns from its reference to an article in your lust l^uii day's 
jouriinl, giving necessarily an extensive circulation to an anecdote which has evi« 
dentiy been written under some niiaappreheiision. 

1 allude to the story told of Ilakiin Mhaindec in the lately pobiislied life of the 
lamented licber, wherein an atrocious ahiisu of powei is aiiiibuted to that personage, 
in the case of an Engineer : who bad succeeded in engaging the King's nonce and 
patronage. 

The Hakim is stated to have been the Minister of the late King. He never was 
60 . He was his father, Saadut Ally's favorite, hut that was sucli a number of years 
back that the Ifishop could never have intended to allude to him as the actual 
possessor of pow^r at Jmcknow at the ihiie he wrote, nor could Mrs. Heber who 
edits the work, have spokeu of her unwillingness to publish that which could be 
injurious to Hakim A^hnindee the Minister /Am at the head of atfuirs, w'hen it 
known that until (he last few months, the Hakim has been liviug lor many years iu 
retirement at FurriTckabad. 

But there is other evidence of error in the union of Hakim Mliaindee’s name 
with this very abominable story. 

The unfortunate ^flgiueer is stated to have berome obnoxious to the minister 
(Hakim Mhaiodee Aly Khan) because that person “ feared a rising competitor; 
as well knowing that the ineHuness of bis own birth uud funcuons had been uo 
obstacle to his udvancetneut/' 

Now i'f you will look into Vol. 2, of the late Bishop's interesting journal voii will 
find that he states distinctly that tlu* Hakiin is h uiau of gr^at hereditary ajliience nn<l 
iitfiuence, tkutattment iutite incompatible with that above recorded oi Ins supposed 
•• birth and functions.’^ 

I^ aepnia clear therefore that Bishop Heber alliAled to Aga Meer, the late mi- 
nister to the late King, who teas a man of low birth, and functions, and who teas 
Minister at the period when the Bishop wrote ; and in all probability at the time 
when hii correspondence was prepared f.-r the press by his widow.

We do nut pretqpd to give at leflgib the arguments of the learned Counsel in 
this case, they would not in full be generally interesting to our readers, they would 
be far beyond what our limits could afford, and we shall therefore confine ourselves 
to a general view of the points upon which they rested their clieiiis* interests 
and the arguments urged in support of them. 

The Advocate Geneeal, after Mr. Cochrane had opened the case, said, that not- 
withstanding its importance he trusted he should not he compelled to go at length 
into the entire case, stating its different detain, but that if would be sufficient for 
him in the first instance, to address himself to the principal points, for he would 
he followed by his learned friends for the (Jity of Lyons, whose interests were 
nearly connected with his oiC'n, and they would fill up any omissions which ha 
might make. 

The Advocate General first addressed hia rernaks. to the domicile of the testa- 
tor, urging that it was Knglish, or at least such as rendered it impossible, that 
bis property and effects, could pnder the will, be otherwise distributed than by 
Kiiglisii law. The next point he took was as to the residue, which with the 
exception of four lacs and half, he might perhaps feel it bis duty to claim ou 
behalf of the ('rown, he considered sbojjiM^be distributed according to the 
uiil of the testator, or his meaning as it could be collected from it, and 
go amongst the different chanties mentioned in that will. With lefereiice to the 
first point, the domicile, he would look to the evidence which had been given 
before the Master on the reference and from that be collected; that General 
Martin was a Frenchman and had come out to Pondicherry at an early age in tha 
et'rvice of his country ; thst he siihseqiieiitly entered the service of the United 
Company as a Cadet and rose through its different gradstionstillbe srrivedat tba 
rank of a Major General ; that he lived for some time at Lucknow where he died 
and now lies buried, and then urging such arguments as he could advance, leave 
It open to the Court to determine, where his domicile was, but lie would contend, 
that from the time of Lis first being a Cadet till the period of his^deatb, he was 
under the controul, and enure political coiitroul, of the Unitei^ Company; re- 
ceiving, though for a number of years in the service of a foreign state then in al- 
liance with it, liia half-pay, all he was entitled to under eziating regulations; 
tii.it he took no office though in the service of that country, except by coiiaent 
already obtained, and was appointed to bis command there the recommends* 
tiou of the United Company. „ 

In proof of these facts, the Advocate. General first referred^ to tbe evidence of 
C<d. Imlack, who stated, that the testator had lived at Lucknow and commanded 
tile Vizier's troops in the Mysore ; that be continued in his service rill his deaths 
and could onlv have taken that command by consent of the British Government. 

The next evidence to winch the Advocate General referred, wss a letter front 
Government ill .Tanuary 1786, which shewed that General Martin then went into 
the service of Oude, on an application from the Vizier to the Britiab Govern- 
meut, to have a proper officer appointed to the euperintendance of his arsenal and 
only by tha consent or rather the appointment of the British Government. 

The next wss a letter to the Resident at the Vizier’s Court acquainting bim 
with the appointment of Captain Martin, and then a letter of a subsequent date 
to the Resident from Lord UbrpwaUis, requesting him personally to explain to 
Col. Marlin, in answer to his remonstrance, that according to sti pul align, hg could 
only have half-pay and should look for theieat to the Vizier i slid the oext pisee 
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of «rid«noe was an aztract of a lattar from the Itesident to Lord Morniof^too, 
atating the appointment of the testator to the commond of the Vizier’s troops 
in the field, dated in December, 1798, a few months before his demise, toge- 
ther with the consent of government that he should assume that command, (and 
then follows the material part) from his known zeal and activity in the service of 
the United Companv. 

The Advocate General did not know that, in the first inntance he would be re- 
quired to show, that the testator had an English domicile, but he considered that 
his taking office in the service of the British Government was siifiicient to prove 
that; in this opinion the Chief Justice agreed, and the Advocate General cited 
the case of an Alderman of the Mayor’s Court C ilcutta a German, to show that 
a foreigner having ever taken upon himself the legal character of an Englishman, 
•could not plead that he was a foreigner ; and also, the case of Bruce and Bruce, 
where It was decided, that a Scotchman, when he was in the Company’s service 
in India, had acquired an English domicile, though he bad remitted home funds to 
the country of his birth, and stated, that it was his intention to leside there, and 
that Lis property and effects should be administered accordAig to the English law, 
and stated that it was supposed testator haii died ar sea, yet the place of 
demise formed no part of the consideration in dt^terininiiig that case. 

The Chief Justice remarked that there could be iio doubt,, that in the Mofus- 
oil a Scotchman was subject to English laws, hut luj believed foreigners were nut 
considered in the same light as Englishmen, unless resident in Calcutta. In the 
Upper Provinces a Scotchman would no doubt have tbesame rights as au English 
or an Irishman, a Frenchman he thought would nor. 

I'he Advocate General thought that, this dhstiiiction, in the present case, had 
been done away with, in consequence of he testator's having entered the roili- 
•tary service of the United Company, which has been decided to give an Engligb 
domicile; and therefore, though might be a foreigner, he would be still sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of this C^'urc , then if General Martin had by such ser- 
vice acctuired an English domicile, he contended that such was bis domicile 
when he died, for, from the cases which hecited it appeared, that no person 
could abandon an old domicile till he had regularly acquired a new biie ; that 
the original domicile continued in this intance was plain indeed, for he never 
divested himself of the coutroul of the British government, up to the time of his 
death he received half-pay as an officer from the East India Company, and never 
assumed command in any other service, except by theircnnsent first had ; for these 
Teasona he contended the testator had acquired an Indian domicile, which was 
in effect the same as an English. India for that purfiose being considered within 
Canterbury, and not such a domicile as would affect the distribution of his pro- 
perty according to his wilf under the English law. ^ 

Tiie Advocate\ieneral nest referred to the evidence of a Mussulman taken 
before the Master, from which it appeared, that the testator according to the 
IVIohomedaii law could have had no domicile, under the circumstances, in a 
JMahomedan country, and further that after his death his will should be carried 
into effect, not according to the laws of that country but bis own, for he says, 
n Miistameen he considers not to be a subject; he can leave the country when 
be likes, and go where he pleases ; if he dies, his property will go to Ins Christian 
relaiivee, and if sent to a Christian country , will he divided according to the law of 
that country ; but if those relatives went into the Mussuliuan country, it would bo 
clivided.according to Mahomedan law ; but in case it got into the hands of persons 
residing in Calcutta, it was his opinion it would be divided according to the laws 
prevalent there, unless the Court wished it to be divided accordiug to (he Mussul- 
man law. 'I’bis witness considered an officer lent to the Prince of a Mussulman 
country, where he resided, to be a Mustameeu ami not a subject. 

The "chief Justice here remarked, that the only point upon which he felt any 
doubt, for he was sure the Company had taken care to place their ofiScers above 
the oaiive or any Mahomedan laws, was as to the manner of disposing of the pro- 
perly of foreigners who died in the Mofussil. • ' ^ 

In (he edise of an Armenian be was sure the property would be distributed by 
the Provincial GourtSi according to the Aimtuiau law, and then putting the case 
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of a Frencbman not a British subject, how would it be disposed of and what 
was tbs usage ? on this poiut his Lordship appeared to think it would bo necea« 
ary to bare a reference. 

The Advocate General feared that nothing satisfactory could be obtained from 
such a reference, as to the practice of the Mofuasil Courts; but the Chief Justice 
remarked that the Master had not informed the Court whether any cases of that 
kind had been brought before it, and it so wbathad been tho practice and all tbia 
he could hare ascertained hy e.xH mining the Kcclesiastical Regi.^ter, and then the 
Court could, if the case were canied further, be able to furnish the authorities at 
home with all information in their power, as to rhat had hitherto been the prac- 
tice in such cases in this country. « 

The Advocate GAieral felt so strongly the weight of the cases he had cited, 
and he knew it would be so much to the benefit of his friends lor that next of kin 
to press that inveatigatiun that he ahould not be iliaposed to occupy further 
their Lordships’ attention upon it, hut he would aubmit thut unless it were uniuter- 
runted usage recognized by law, it would be of little weight. 

The Advocate Gentfral next came to the question of the residue, and he wa« 
informed that his learned friends for the next ^f kin would claim that part of it un- 
appropriated under the will, but this he conyemded could not have been the inten- 
tion of the testator, for charity seemed to have been the object continually in his 
view and from bis own words it might be collected, that he wislied to be remem- 
bered by his charily in tba world as the great benefactor of man. The Advo- 
cate General read aeetidltis from the wiH to show, that he bad directed ceitnin 
funds to be invested, and Indigo Factories to be carried on, and when the profits 
increased above a certain sum they were to go to the benefit of ebariries and could 
It Hi the same time he contended, that he intended to leave these sums to those to 
whom he liad bequeathed certain specific legacies ; then if such was not the 
intention of the testator and that any of these proposed chanties or establishments 
could not he carried into effect, their would appropriate the Funds 

to the credit of those charities in such n wav as would, as nearly, ns possible 
come witbiii the intention of the testator, and he, the Advocate General, would 
contend that they should be distributed between tbe other charities. 

Mr. Advocate General concluded by stating, that he did not abandon, but might 
perhaps feel it bis duty to lay claim on behalf of the Crown, to the real estate in 
Calcutta and its proceeds, amounting in all to four lacks aud a'half of rupees, on 
the ground of General Martin having been an alien. 

Mr. Cochrane followed and went into a lengthened history of tbe proceedings in 
the case, fiom the death of Geneial Martin to the consolidation of the three suits 
in 1819, and subsequently from that year to the present time, and stated that 
some unaccountable delay marked the entire proceediu|8. He cofitetided that the 
question of domicile had already been decided ; it was arguefl on exceptions 
to the Master’s report and determined, and against that decree the parties in- 
terested had not appealed or taken any further proceedings, and he therefore con- 
sidered that they were now bound by it and that ibe Court could not alter it if 
there was to be any consistency in judicial investigations, and if the public bad 
any right to see their Lordships’ decrees supported, and what he asked would be 
the consequence if the doctrine was to be now raised, that tbe Court was not 
to be bound by these decrees, and that the domicile of the testator Fhoiild be 
found to be in Oude t wby ibat all the money which had been expended under tbs 
will was illegally paid out, tor the testator was a Mussulman. 

Mr. Cochrane next applied his arguments to the residue and contended that tbs 
great principle, throughout the different clauses of tbe will, was charity, in 
the testator’s own words '* that the donor might be known after *bis death” 
for he ordered tbe funds for tlie charitable bequests and pensions to be .set said# 
from the best pari of his fortune and deposited in the safest possible seounty. 

The Learned Gentleman here cited cases to show that the Court was empower- 
ed, where they couM not give full effect to a charity mentioned in the will, to 
carry tbe testator’a uiientifn *iiyto operation in some manner, as nearly as possible 
approaching to his expressed wishes. That charity was his grand object he con- 
teaded from faiious pacts of the will upon which be reliadi lo if tbe Court could 
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not eurr into afftel th« Lnelcnowebiritr, it would noi giro too fondi oppropri. 
at«d to that, to tba next of kin, for aucb could not bare been his intantioo, 
where he gare them specific legacies ; the question would then be, in trhat manner 
it was to be applied? and he should contend that the Calcutta charitj was best en- 
titled to it, as the most beneficial institution. 

The Chief Justice stated that he thought at present that there should be a further 
investigation, first upon the point, whether any qnalificatton of bis naturalization 
as alien bom, took place from his long service in this country ; secondly, how the 
effects of an alien born officer in the service have hitherto been disposed of ; third- 
ly, what was the whole estate of Louis Martin which went to his children. 

There was also another point which we did ndt exactly collec/, as to the tpplica- 
tion hr Louie Martin of a certain fund. 

Mr. Dickens handed to the Bench reports of the casei decided in the Sudder 
Dewany as to the distributiouf of the propetry of foreiguers. The Court adjourn- 
ed at four o’clock.

SECCfND DAY. 

On the Chief Justice taking his seat this day, he observed, with reference to tba 
first poiut which he thought yesterday evening would require further investigation, 
that taking into consideration the fact, that at the time of the testator's death, Kng- 
land was at war with France, in which country a eyatemof government and lawe exist- 
ed to which the testator owed no allegiance, and which were never recognised by 
England, or any rule, other than that of the exiled King, the only protection the 
Government could hold out to the testator wae the English law and that coupled 
with his long service, he considered sufficient to show hie domicile to be in Eng- 
land. 

Mr. 
first. 

Mr. Prineep had no objection, and after what had fallen from the Court in the 
course of yesterday, the remarks he should have to offer would not occupk much of 
their Lordships’ attention. What he should first observe, was, that he bad not 
been luatrucUMl to oppose the interests of the next of kin, but rather the contrary ; 
however, at the same time he should not neglect the interests of those he repre- 
sented. Upon the question of domicile, Mr. Prinsep would have little to say afrer 
the intimarinn which had been given by the Court, but would first draw their Lord- 
ships’ attention to the treaties by which Europeans were permitted to reside ia 
Dude. The first to which Mr. Prinsep alluded was the treaty betiffeen the Vizier 
and Sir John Shore on the (>art of the United Company, dated 21st February, 1790, 
by the fifteenth clause of which the terms were provided in these words, ** The 
Nabob Saudut Ali Khau engages and promises, that he will not entertain any Eu- 
ropeans of any description in his service, nor allow them to settle in bis country with- 
out the consent of the (Company,” and next cited part of the second article of the 
treaty between the Company and the Vizier of the 21st of May, 177 . which ran 
thus ; ** He also engages, not for any cause, or under any pretence, to entertain 

Europeans of any nation in his service without the consent of the English com- 
pany ; that he will prevent, oppose, and send back, such as offer to come into, 
pass through, or remain, or shall be in his dominions without the perwannah of 
the English Company. The Europeans of every nation in the service of the said 
Nabob are herebv dismissed ; and now, and in the future, he engages never to 
entertain the said Europeans, and to deliver on to the English Company such of 
their servants who have deserted, or may desert, in case of hit apprehending 
them.'* • 

There Was a subsequent treaty after the death of General Martin to which it 
Was unneoessary to allude but from tlieee documeiita Mr. Prinsep argued, that the 
testator could have bad no domicile in Oude, and though be^biight have resided 
there for a number of years and until bis death, he vfas^till subject to the United 
Compdby, ifi whose service he was. Then, if his domicile was not in Oude, he con- 
^deditsottldaot baiaFnace, foi tbs original gorsraiiie»i ondsv which ha waa 


Mincbin wished his friendlCf^ the City of Lyons to address the Court 
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bnrn, WI8 no len^'cr in oxialeneo thoro, nnd ho could tfaorcforo onir owe ollofitne* 
to the British Crovrn, bolUiiifrss ha did, whilst it was at war with France, • oom* 
niissioD iu the service of the United Company, which upon the authority of caiet 
already cited, gave him a domicile in Kngland. 

Mr. Prinsep considered that in this country there existed no power, for tho 
crown could not delegate It, to naturalise foreign subjects, th^uigb it might to a 
certain extent make a ^niaen, and he apprehended the court would not. from tho 
circumatancea, look at denizens here in the same light at in other placet, for 
this country was acquired hy conquest, and then it wae an admitted principle, 
that iu all such cases, the old law must prevail ur less new ones are introduced, 
now in the Mofusail no law of escheat existed but Magistrataa tried all caaea of 
escheats under the Mahomedan law, and if it were so, then in tbia ease all pro- 
perty went as directed by the will, and did not revert to the crown, but to his rela- 
tives in bis native country. If the Mahomedan law of escheats prevailed in this 
case, it would go far to settle the question, for then all property went under tba 
will, which the^urt had declared to be good and suflicieiit, and put at once an end 
to any claim on the pJrt of the crown for these provinces had been conquered, 
and the government have no rights, hut what^iad been gireu by the Mahomedan 
Inw, and for this reason it.wss important to i^cide the qiiesnoi^ by what law tho 
real property in Calcutta was to be distributed ; it would come to the point, does 
]>ro|ierty granted to aliens revert to the crown after their death ? this was of great 
importance, for nothing could iSe more dangerous than the principle contended for 
when so much land was held by foreigners in tbia country. 

Mr. Priosep next remarked, that he had been given to understand, the next kin 
claimed the unapplied residue and the legacy left for the establiahment of the 
Lucknow charity, because it could not be carried iuto effect. To auch claims be 
was not instructed to offer any opposition, but be should imagine their Lord- 
ships were not inclined to raise any new cN^tias, and would therefore divido 
these sums amongst those already iirexisteiyre, 'A>r to his relations, the testator 
left specific legacies, while tho absolute sum to chanties could not he well ascer- 
tained as it was to go on increasin'g and being applied to the enlargement of 
them, aud this showed that such charity was the obect, principally kept in view by 
the testator and for this reason the residue ought to be divided between the 
Calcutta and City of Lyons Chanties. 

Mr. Prinsep said it bad been referred to the Master to enquire as to the will of 
Louis Martin, with a view to ascertaining the residue, and beyond this, with the 
exception of the practice in the Mofiissil of distributing the property of foreign- 
ers, there appeared nothing to be referred back and he thought that the Court 
was in such a situation, as to determine most of the points and settle whether all 
the property was to pass under the will or a part was tb revert tePtbe Company 
as the delegated Sovereigns of the country. If the testator bad i right to hold 
land in the Mofusail by deed, be might peas it to another, by will to his Trustee, 
as was meant to be done in this caae, and it bad been decided by tho Court in 
a former iiistunce, that in the case of an alien bolding lands in Calcutta, the widow 
was entitled to hei dower, so that the son of an alien, be being born in Calcutta, 
might inherit. 

'I'be Chief Justice remarked that it had been also decided, that an alien the son 
of an alien could not inherit. 

Mr. Clelaud followed Mr. Prinsep on the same side, and be contended for two 
points : first, that the testator at the time of bis death had an English do^iicile ; 
secondly, that the residue, as the Lucknow charity could not be effected, must go to 
the other chanties and that the doctrine of eypre did not apply to it. Upon tho 
first point the case of Bruce and Bruce was strong, ss he held a oommiaifton in tbo 
Company’s Service, and the case of Muoro and Douglas waa also worthy of mueh 
atreation ; in that case the testator died in Scotland. Mrs. Munro claimed that 
bis domicile wsa Sootob, which if she could mainuin, by the law of that country 
she would be entitled to half bis property aud abe founded her claim upon th« 
prineipla of Scotch law, thtt krlarn a man baa acquired anew domicile and loses 
it, he IB considered to belong to his domicile in origin ; in England be Ik consider- 
ed ta bsiong to tho second till he hu rtguUrly sequued a nsir one ; and ia 
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th»t r.u0 it VM deciiUd, thnt Munro, bolding a eonitnissioD, bad aequirad an 
Kri^lisb domicile and where he died did not signify. The case of the Indian 
Chief showed that a foreigner residing within any of the Factories of the East, 
was subject to the British law ; and that an Indian domicile was in fact an English 
one, the case of Bruce and Bruce was an express authority. 

Mr. Cleland contended, that the Court would not consider this as a case of 
inteaticy, where the testator had put himself under the piptection of the British 
law aiid'wiahed, ns was evident from hia will, hia domicile to be considered as Eng- 
lish ; and this be considered took it out of the cases of intesticy. It appeared 
from the will, (part of which he here read at length) that the intention of the testa- 
tor was, that the residue should be kept till ft amounted to ten lacks, and then 
be distributed amongst the Calcutta and Lyons chanty, ancf as that in Oude 
could not be established, it roust revert to the other two mentioned. The 
court could only appropriate the fund for Lucknow in tlie way stated in the will, 
for though the general rule was as laid down by Mr. Boper, that where a charita- 
ble bequest could nut he given ellect to in the way slated in the w|ll, the dooinns 
rt/pic applied and the funds, should be appropriated as nea^y as possible in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the tesyitor ; but there was an exception to this where 
a specific not a general charily was tl^ intention, aa in the case before the court, 
where the clear object was to gratify bia ambition by the establishments and sup- 
port of particular institutions. 

Mr, Cleland cited several caaes to shew first that, where a bequest was left 
for a specific charitable purpose, that to apply it to any other was a bad bequest ; 
secondly, that where a charity was left for a particular purpose, it could not be 
given to the poor at large ; thirdly, that if it was the intention of the testator to 
give charity generally, the rule was the Court could apply it, but not unless it ap- 
peared 80 clearly from theyvill, so that, the Lucknow charity having been given for 
the estabiishment of a College, the Court could apply it in no other way, but the 
funds must go with the residue to/^lAlu other chanties, as they appeared from the 
w ill to be the great objects of the testator’s care. With reference to the lauded 
property in Oude, under the Musselman Law, he bad a right to distribute that 
under Ins will. , ^ 

Mr. Mincbiii begun by stating to the Court, on the part of one of the next 
(if km, who had «.ent out a power of Attorney to Mr. Ahboii with direcliona to 
bring his iiitereats turward, his right, on the nuthoricy of a cii'ir> ui England, to be 
allowed lu come in now, though at a late period, consenting to be bound by the 
decree. 

The Chief Justice remarked that he might, but it should be brought forward by 
asoBcific moiioii niiU it might, be thought, be done after the hearing. 

'fbe ('hinf Je Slice enquired who was the attorney for the city of Lyons and was 
informed that Mt. Abbott had a power of Atromny for both the City of Lyons and 
the next of km, and that Messrs, lloiiald and Master were the A ttornies in both cases. 

Mr. Miuchiii began by stating, that if General Maniii had nut been a Christian, 
residing in the kingdom of Oude, be should have bold that be hpd, at tbe time of 
Lis death, a Mahomedan domicile, but he felt the weight of that, fact, and would 
not press it, but would apply his arguments to the ebanties. 

Mr. Minohin in hia remarks, took four different points, upon which ha argued 
with great talent ; the first was, ihat where the charity was to be established out of 
the jurisdiction of the Court, in a foreign country, the Court bad no power over the 
funds to distribute them, and be cited in support, the case of the Provost of Edin- 
horough i;0rfii£5 Aubry, by which it appeared, that where a bequest was made in 
England for the establishment of a chanty in Scotland, tbe Court of Chancery bad 
no power *to distribute it, hut mustpsy it o«’er to the Scottish Court to be by 
them applied. » 

The Chief Justice remarked, that this was a Christian charity, and asked if its 
distribution was to be left to the Mahomedan Government of Oude, and was Con* 
Itantia House to be kept up fur no purpose 1 
Mr. Miiichin observed, that he was for that reaaoh t% consider it void, and even 
iftUi^GouA felt itself bound to keep up the House where the testator lies buried, 
the other paru were Toid } he oe<t oaxae to the second part of his argiuaent which 
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wu: that tbcra bain; a par^eular mode of diatribution pointadont bribe will of 
ibeiesUtor, which formed the «83enceof the bequest; that it could not be distri- 
buted in anj other way than that pointed out, or the bequest was void. The testa- 
tor in bis will, at great length pointed out, the manner in which the building was 
to be carried on, and it could hardly be denied that the great object and essence 
was the establishment of a College for chnatiaii education within the walls of 
Constsntia, and the release of prisoners; from the Report of the Master, it appeared 
that effect could be given to neither of the objects, those were thurefore void; 
but beyond this, there waa the fact of their being in a foreign country, and their 
Lordships Lad therefore no jurisdiction over the funds to distribute them. 

The Chief Justice remarked, that*there was no finding in the report of the Mas- 
ter, that the House of Conatuntia could not be kept up, and the Court might still 
appropriate funds for that purpose, but waa not some beneficial use to be made 
of it ? 

Mr. Minchiu contended, that if the eharitv could not be carried fully into effect, 
in all particulaie, that being void in part, it whs void in all ; but the doctrine of 
cypre or the argumeift that their l^ordships could apply it in anv other wav was 
of no weight in the case before the Court ; thfre w'as no doubt they would when 
the charity was given for .a general purpoac.rand if there were no trustees, the 
King as parens potrtas could distribute the funds in any charity he pleased. He 
nred the esse of Maurice verijLiis the Hishop uf Durham, and contended that the 
Court Lad no power to distribute the funds in a foreign country, and provided 
the bequest failed by the law of that country, it waa void, and then went to the 
third point ; that where there was a bequest whidh could not be carried into effect, 
it goes to the next of kin and not into the •-esidue. This Mr. Minchin contended 
he would show from the will itself, and for this purpose he read the first clause 
by which it appeared the testator had applied a specific lum to it, and the last to 
siiow that be had not provided font in the residuary clause, as he never contem- 
plated a failure of the charity, and cited ^asa where the testator directed, that 
after the payment of all debts and legacies; the residue should be given bo and so, 
but one of the sons dying it wss decided tbst his legacy should be divided be- 
tween the next of kin. and uot go into the general residue. 

Mr. Minchin came lastly to the point ; where by the residuary clause, it was pro- 
vided, that the residue, if it amounted to ten lacks waa to be divided, if the ibirii of 
that sum, in consequence of the inability of tne Court to give affect to the Lucknow 
charity, be earned to the credit of the others, that would he a residue upon a residue 
and must therefore go to the next of kin, and this he supported upon a case cited 
from first Swanson. Mr. Minchin ulso claimed the legacy which bad been left by 
the testator to Pore Martin, and there was no doubt that it bad lapsed, aa he died 
in the life time of the testator, and this amounted to fosty thousaild rupees with 
interest. With reference to the question whether or not the geiferal residue bad 
been disposed of by the will, he had felt the force of it very strongly, and he 
should not press it, but be claimed on behalf of the next of kin, the entire 
amount of the bequest to the Lucknow charity, which could not be carried into 
effect ; the sum which was to be invested, sufficient to realise four thousand 
rupees a year, to be paid for the release of prisoners in Oude, which could not be 
done ; the third of the residue of ten Jacks which was to go to the Lucknow 
chanty, and the lapsed legacy of Pere Martin.

Mr. Dickens appeared on behalf of the next of kin, and 8upported*the argo^ 
manta of Mr. Mincbin ; the drsa question to be considered was the domicile of 
testator, and upon this point he would not go over the ground nor cite the au- 
tboritiea which had, in the course ofi this case, been eo frequently disouased ; 
but he contended that if it had not been for the religion of General Martin, bit 
domicile would have been^e/^eefn in Lucknow, and held that if a European 
foreigner, dying in the Mofoasil, bad other than a British domicile,^ wbidi was 
an important ctnaideration in the present casef it would depend upi>n the poireri 
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o( tlie Gorcrnor Giiiiml ia Couooil, to moko regaUtiiQ*. The liret eet which 
pgve bim iiifti.poir«r wts the 13 of G. 111. chap. 6S ; Mr. Dickens then cited the 
SI 0. III. ebsp. 70; the 33 6. III.; the 37 G. 111. chap 149, which brought 
him down to the year 1797, when the state of Factories in the East might have 
been pretty welt oonsidered to hare ceased ; then the 37, and 40 of G. lll.cha]). 
73, in whicV nothing was said of Factories and brought the time down to 1600, 
in which year the testdtor died ; and then the 47 G. lllechap.* 78 sec. 2 which 
fixed the powers of legislation of the Gorernor General in Council up to 1807, 
and he said, that from a careful consideration of tbeae different acts, it was 
Lia opinion, that the point rested thus ; if a European foreigner, residing 
in India, btfd an English domicile, no regul&lion of the Gjtrernor General in 
Council bad power to alter it, except that regulation was duly registered in 
the Supreme Court ; certainly not if unregistered. Mr. Dickens said, that the 
reason he was anxious to have the testator still considered a Frenchman, and 
that ha had an English domicile, was simply that he was ignorant what harm he 
might be doing to some of hia.cliencs, ifit were determined otherwise by the Court, 
for he could not say by what law, these funds, which were n«fw^liti gating in France, 
might there be distributed. In this country, be said, all foreigners required the 
licence of the United Company. 

The Chief Justice knew of no act of Parliament, which required s foreigner to 
have a licence. , 

Mr. Dickens eaid, perhaps not to come to Bengal, but the Governor General 
in Council, had power to remove a foreigner for a reasonable cause ; now in Black- 
stone, it was laid down as a priifbiple, that in a country where the laws and usages 
were iiiapplicsble to the foreigner, he took with him so much' of the common law 
of hie own country as was necessary for Uia goveruinant ; so a foreigner could not 
be compelled to adopt the British Law, if it did not bold out to bim its be* 
Befits; if be had not the advantages of that law, he could not be made to suffer 
by its disabilities, so in the case^'thy^re the Court the doctrine of escheat could 
not apply, and he used this argument with reference to the claim which bad been 
■et up by the Advocate General, to a portion of the testator'i property, on behalf 
of the crown. % 

Mr. Dickens next referred to the will, and argued from different clauses of it, 
that the next of kin were entitled to the residue, and then argued, that the be- 
quest to the Lucknow establishment should go to them slso, as the Court had 
decided it could not give it effect ; he contended that the doctrine of cypres did 
not apply, and that it being a bequest for a particular purpose if it failed iii part, 
it failed in tb« whole, and the fund would fall into the general residue of the es- 
tate, or go 40'' the next of kin, to the latter he should contend. 

The Chief S^ustice refiiarked, that the Master in his report had not taken 
into oonsidefatihn, the assistance which might be received from the Supreme 
Government of this country, and his Lordship did not think it was impossible 
to have it carried into effect though their assistant. 

Mr. Dickens showed that the King of Oude would not permit the liberation of 
prisoners, and,^ that though he might aancrion the establishment of a College, it 
was not of such ’ir' nature as the one oontemplsted by the testator, the object of 
wliich was conversion to Christianity. The testator never intended to devote Con- 
atantia House for a tomb only, but*to provide a residence for a limited period for 
European gentlemen, and when his long residence in the country and the inconve- 
nienec which were experienced by Europeans in Oude were considered, he did 
not know that the plan was on irrational one, considering the prejudices of the East. 

The Chief Justice said it would be a straD^e combination ; a Tomb, a School, 
a Hotel and a Zenanah. 

Mr. Dickens showed from the will, that each* was to be separate and distinct, 
and aaid, that the school was to be one for the instruction of youth in the prin- 
ciples of the Christian religion ,'^under the foperinteadanee of the King of Oude, 
and from the correspondence which had been given Jn evidence before the Mas- 
ter, it was^vident such an establishment would sever^be siaetioned et Lucknow. 

Tb*e Counsel here referred to letters from the Resident at Oude to Mr. Swintoo, 
and one from the sama to Mr. Stirling, foiirarding a letter from the King deeUa* 
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fn^ tbe montr for tberolitsoof pnsoDort, tllogiog thtt most of tlioio in joil 
wctre for murder or theft, bat ttating that he had no objection to the erection of 
a collejre ; the Resident in his letter seemed to despair of the success of such 
an insrituttoo. 

The Chief Justice thought it moat extraordinarj, that Uie testator who re* 
aided so lonf^ iu Lucknow, should hare made so great a mistake, as to leave a large 
sum of raoner to be appropriated in a manner which no Court Offuld aver carry 
into etFp^ut ; still he was no doubt a man of iutelligenoe and most have been well 
acquainted with the eustome of that country. 

IVlr. Dickens said, that at the time of the testetor’a death, the Government 
of Oude was in diflfrgent hands, eoeP ita Councils were marked with a spirit of 
eomnaratirelr great liberality ; he considered that the Court bsd sufficient evi- 
dence no A' to eljonr, that the Liicknow^roharity could not be osrrisd into effect, 
and if not, then it went to the next of kin. 

The reference to the Master was under the decree of 18St, tO report whether 
it could be carf&ed ii^o effect with the approbation of the Government of Oude, 
and it was imfiossibie to suopose a christinu rollege could ever be eatablished 
with the concurrenoe of a Mahomedau King, aed it would not he contended, be 
sufficient to establish a school, for the bequest of the testator wss specifio and if it 
could not be carried into effect, it waa void and must go to the next of kin, on 
the authority of the case of ^Maurice against the Bishop of Durham, and he 
contended that the oases cited by the Advouste General and others, applied only 
to a general charity, where, no doubt, if it failed the King, as parens paUiae could 
distribute it, but the one in question was specific for a college for the instruction 
of voiith, in the principles of the Christian religion. 

Mr. Dickens then claimed on the authoritv of oaeee which he cited, the third cf 
the residue of ten lacks which could not be applied to the Lucknow cherity, on 
the ground, that to divide it as a residue, wm'^/l make it a residue, upon a residue, 
wilt oh must go to the next of kin, and ha further claimed the lapsed legacy left 
to Pere Martin. 

Mr. Advocate General replied in s short address, in which be regretted that 
the leader for the City of Lvons, whose interests he conceived were nearly con- 
nected with hie own, bad afforded him so little assistance ; be had been told 
that the Government had no power of esehaate, but it bad nevertheless, bo said, 
been exercised, and in all esses the property bed been reetored on petition ; be 
denied tfiat the power of Government in the Mofussil was drawn from any Maho- 
medau power, but waa vested in it by act of Parliament, aud then took a review 
of tbe different arguments which had beau brought forward by tbs counsel for tba 
next of km and said, Mr. Minchin had stated that the doctrine of cypm, did not ap- 
piv to the establishment of a new charity at Lucknow, but where the^equest appear- 
ed to have been given in a spirit of general charity and for the^urpoee of band- 
in? down bis name to posterity, he, the Advocate Generel, eppeariug for the pub- 
lic, did ubt desire to have it established there. The College was to be fora parti- 
cular purpose, and where it could not be carried into effect in Oude the establish- 
ment of euch an institution for the inetruction of youth in Christian knowledge 
within the territories of the United Company, would come nearet^the intention of 
the testator, than that the funds should go to tboeo to whom he had left specifio 
legaciee. The King of Oude had objected to such an establishment within hif 
territories, and he did not think that the difficulty could be overcome by auy ap- 
plication to the Supreme Government ; the Governor' t;eDeral bad no doubt a 
great controul over the Military eetablishmente in Oude, but he did not think be 
had ever attempted to contend for a supremacy in the municipal government of that 
countrv, and for this reason he did not think Government would interfo/h ; this he 
begged to say was only his privets opinion drawn from the circumstances. The 
great object of the testator, he contended, wss charity, and for that reason the 
funds left to Lucknow should go to the other ebaritias, and as be bad left a largtf 
Sum te that of Calcutta than any other, be considered it should bs carried to we 
credit of that, as it appeafetf le bs the greet object of the testetor's cere. 

The Chief Justice^ after eome couialtation with Mr. Justice Ryen, seid thet 

Hm Court would take time to oasiidtr whet judgmeat it would girtf and whet 
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it wi« to do, as elr«et» it apptared, coald oot ba g'ireDX>thoohaTitabla bsqoeit of 
Che testator muds to Locknoir, and upon this be felt quite ate loiSi what course to 
pursue. He di4 not think the Court could refuse to keep up the house of Oon- 
ataatia and saafstablishment of persona for Kgbting and taking care the tomb» as 
directed \ then if the bouse eras to be kept up, was no other use to be made of it. 
and were p'tbera to be prarrsnted from employing it to snr good purpose 1 Then 
bow was the sum Isfe for chtritj to Luoknow to be employed ? upon this, bis 
Lordship "felt quite at a loss after the opinion which had just been given by the 
Advocate Oenerkl. If the Court found it could not apply the fund as dirseted. it 
shonld go to maks up the aum often Uoks end then the first thing, he thought, that 
abould be done, was to be distributed, one-thifd each to the charities at Lyons and 
Calcutta, and then one*thir^d would |i to the residue which should be divided ; 
still one- third fbr Luoknow would remdlKtltiappropriated and then Mr. Dickens' 
«Bse would appfo^ but the question wom^en arise, whether it should fall back 
or be given to tfia neit of the kin. The^urt.his Lordship said, should endea* 
,Tour to find out a proper person to keep up the house ft Constantia as tbs 
executor wonld clearly ba bound to do to. and now that Court had taken that 
office upon itqalf, it baoame equally imperatiYa upon it. and he considered 
it would be. wrong to abandon it ; but bow on earth to efffect the rest of the 
bequest, he felt, he confessed, quite at a loss ] this was ths great difficulty, and 
though there were other points, requiring considerstlon. he did not apprehend be 
•bould find much difficulty in making up hie mind upon them. At to the question 
of the heir-at«law, he felt that the court was in a situation to declare there was 
none according to the English Law. after the oommissioiii to Trance and the 
lapse of thirty years.

The argumetits upon the WilToJll Ckneral Martin etosed yesterday, MrJ 
Dickens having been heard for the next of kin, and the Advocate General, 
in reply, for the Informant, « 

The Court delivered no decision but the Chief Justice said, that the case 
was one of very great importance, and the Judges would take some time to 
consider upoh it, as it involved several important matters which required 
much con aic^jration ; but upon these, he would feel no difficulty, he appre« 
bended, in n^ing up his mind, but a great difficulty presented itself upon 
which he at a loss, the inability of the Court to carry into effiect 

the lestatorli^j^teDtions as to the Charity at Lucknow, in consequence of 
the refusal oi ithe King of Oude to permit the contemplated establishment 
in his domtntohs.

The pain that lias been given the Court to pass the aentenee tbsf hivs done oh 
Captain Spiller is not greater than that which the Commander-in-Chi^ feels in pub- 
hsliing it to the Army. That an officer, distinguished through a career of long and 
arduous service, by zeal, activity, and valour, sod who has received in high employ- 
ment sooh marks of coofideace and approbation from the Uotf^r^ent be serves^ 
shoultl have forgotten that the strict maintenance of the high obgii^ter of on officer 
and a gentleman was u doty on w'liicli no reliance oo establish^ rsputatioo, much 
less the sordid calculation of queationahle pecuniary traoBaeiions, can admit of being 
compromised for one moment, is a melancholy reflection. Captain Spiller has trsiis* 
gresaed against tins principle, and subjected himself to the consequent punisbrnent. 

The Commander-in-Chief cannot desire to conceal the feeling excited in bis mind 
by the perusal of the Court Martial. He can discover nothing in the conduct of any 
individual connected with the transaction which be can mark by hia approbation. 
There is much which peril ips it was bis duty to comment upon with sdVerity ; but 
lie refrains, and also from instituting farther proceedings from a wish to protect tb0 
honour of the army and harmony of society, from the injury both might tastain bjr 
the further agitation of an affair, the recollection of which shoold only exist to wsrpi 
sMfrom future concern in such matters. 

With thia impression, the ikunmandec-in-Cbief deems it bis duty to publish tu

Luclctiow if a larfTfi dirry town, extending alongr the teutb aide of a 

■mall stTeam called from ira aerpentuie course, the Gooutie or Meander, and deoo* 
rated with a number of beautiful sardena laid out on its bandca* Tlie Palace of the 
Ktufr* lies towards the eastward of the town, on the rirdi: aids and ft’ontint: it. It 
consists of six principal Courts— the first ia an area called Puteb Mvhiih for hia 
Majesty’s equipage and attendants. Tlieentrsn>e to thia place if through two 
loftr gateways, over the first is a room call^ the Nowhut Kh&nft or Oroheetra for 
martial music, whi'dh plays morning and evening. The second fe the state apart- 
ments encompassing a square garden, together with an external enclosure for 
smaller rooms. This is called HowUe, from a large well within it, which includes 
a stair naae and smaller recesses, with openings in the well from top to bottom. 
These rooms arts calculated for cool retirement during the hot weather — the aper- 
tures thrniigii the waU*of the well, and the dripping of water renders the air quite 
rerVesliing. At the corner opposite the Bowlie^is an arcaded chamber with a piazza 
for sleeping in during tha solstitial months, she dimension of it are about 18 feet 
square, with a boarded fioor-^purdas, (falling curtains) of Ichus Ichua and crimson 
-velvet superbly embroidered .fiM up the arcades. All round the piazza are fountains 
failing into a car'E^ed marble baaon from whence servants continually sprinkle the 
khus-kbua purdtdis. 

Parallel to the aeoood Court, and to the eastward of it, isnhnndaoms edifice raised 
on III arched terrace, entirely of stone. This building called Suiigee Dalaun (or 
Siouf Court) oompriaes a grand hall, surrounded with a double arcade crowned 
with four cupolas at the Corners and one at the principal front, covered with silver 
doubly gilt, at the extremity of the terrace are two wings for morning and evening 
reaorc. From both fronts extends a long^ower garden beautifully laid out, and 
divided into parterres by walks and fountails- along the side walls runs a eorridor» 
forming one continued arbour of vines, which shades its whole roof. To this garden 
there are four entrances, one on the North side, through a covered passage for the 
accesa of the ladies, two others through spacious gateways on the east and west; 
and a fourth on the south. Within the precincts of this garden ie 4 imaU mosque 
with gilt meenars, commodious offices, and swings for ladies exercise. 

To the north of the Siingee Dalaiin is another garden Court coptsining publio 
offices erected by Shuj a Dowlah called Mutcbee hhowan. remarkimle for nothing 
further than being the first structure of the Subsbs of Lucknow. * it'** with 
Mutchee lliiowaii and to the west of it lies the Zuiianah, tbrsli heavy piles of 
unshapely houses called Sheesh Muhul, Khoorii MuLul, and Hung Mubul* the walls 
thereof being high, with few windows, and those small and latticsiii nothing of 
course can he discerned wtthin them. 

Separated from the palloe by aatreet only is a flower garden called Hoosin Bsug 
bordering on the river, and enclosed with a brick wall covered with yinti. In its 
front stands three stone bastions, the two corner ones supporting op ' srohet, two 
oval fluted cupolas covered with silver, gilt, > 

On the centre bastion stands an octagon summer house with a fist roof, and with* 
in the Garden are parterres^ fountains, baths and dressing rooms. Before all tbo 
gateways of the palace and Zunanabs, are sareens, or small walls, which eoncsal 
the entrances. 

On the summit of almost all the roofs of the palace (particularly the Zuns* 
nahs) are bred flocks of pigeons, to the number of about an hundred in each flock. 
They are selected for the beauty of their plumage and thosa of finfilar colour 
fauoh 08 white with black beadf , black with white tails, all brown, all mottled flee* 
&e.) are kept together. Boys are employed to feed and teach them variety of 
flights. When on the wing they keep in a cluster, and at a whittle fly either away» 
ascend, descend, or return home according to the signal. 

During the whole day sa<h elephants, camels, and hones, all accoutred, wiflk 
palbees, guards, and all sorts of attendants ready st^lrsd, remain ia cimstsaUwait* 
ing before the gates of the palapo* Boats are always in the stme zeadiooss too at 
the water side*

Uia usual codtejranGe from one Zuiianah to another, when cooi, is a gold Tonjohn 
carried by' woihen. 

There 'SVe few Sorereigns whose retinue and equipages are more sumptaoes. 
Besides** DUtnerous train of elephants, camels, draught cattle of various species, 
the iCing of Oude' possesses a stud of above two thousand horses, a thousand of 
which art, perhaps paragons of their kind. On prooessionnl festivals two or three 
hundred are frequently seen together, magn^ticently caparisoned, and his ele* 
phants, palaokaeoa and carriagea, resplendent with doth of gold and embroidery. 
Contiguous to the palace there is a museum, a menagerie, and an armoury all worth* 
thy of observation^-* Bengal Hurk. and Chiron. Nov. 1. 

Agba Meer released from confinement on the SSd Kubi oo^'Sani and pro* 
needed to joill bis family at Cawnpore. Out of the sums deposited by him at the 
Kt'tideney to meet claima, considerable sums had been (iisbursed by the Kesident 
CO those whose demands were proved to be just. 

Cbuprasaees on thepart oi the English Government bad been put in charge of 
the diflVrent houses and gardens of Agba Meer. On the occasion of the Resident's 
Yisiliog one of the gardens, trays in the usual form*bad been offered on the part of 
Aglia Meer and accepted. 

Mohaininud Mali, a rebellious chief who had gained some advantages over the 
King's Troops, had been subdued and slain. His bend was exposed on the City 
Gste.— Bheodeen a noted outlaw Robber had been apprehended. 

Begum Gardener had paid a complimeuiary visit to tbs King, at Shah Bagh, and 
was received #ith attention. The Colonel was also a visitor at Lucknow. 

Ram Dyal, who is atill under arrest^had had other interviews with the Kesident, 
end is mentiousd as having been oxamiued amongst other matters regarding five 
hundred gold moburs, which ThukoorHurkarah bad taken from ^im in the King's 
name and the'applicatioii of which was involved in some mystery. TbukoorUuz^ 
karu was in eonfioement at tbe residency. 

Tbs King is;yspree6n ted as in great grief ai the departure of Ags Meer. This, 
and some events preceding it, are eurmised as .the cause of diminished cordiality 
between tbe tWP states indicated (among other signs) by tbe non-reoeptioti at the 
residency of ibf trays, which had been usually presented on tbe part of the King, in 
ubservsuoeefklEI estimated complimentary oiistem.— Bengal Hurk. and Ckron, Nov. S.

the observations which have appeared in tbe columns of your paper 
*n itfeS^iKibj^t of my proposed plan of establishing an asylum for the assistance 
of femilss of the better claaies of society in Bengal, 1 ouusider myself called upon 
to enter subject. 1 am aware that monastic retirement, and hard 

labour, WoiuK W^be considered as relief, to necessitous ladies, whether English, 
or Brith^ JadUu, but an incrvsse of evils. Tbe manageinent of a Silk Factory for 
loading and rtariDg the Silk Worm, and winding off tbe Silk, would involve no 
auch necessity, for when the superlnteiideuceis divided among a number of ladies, 
the codlinemeat and attendance which fall lightly on each individual ; all that 
would ba inquired of them, would be to see that the lower classes performed their 
duty, and that the worms were fed, sod eleansed at stated heurs, and to euperin* 
land the children, who must be employed in wading off the Silk. Such a mode 
of supporting themselves, would be tbe least irksome, that could be offered to la* 
dies desirous of aarniog a subsisienoe for themselves, and would give them four 
months in the year for vieiting thsU’ frienda and relatives. If the more opuleot, 
and induential ladies of the Preeidenoy could bg indiiced to eosM forward, and 
givciiiheircaaiatenoe towards such an establishment, it would be the means of re* 
^^eying much reel misery, and rescuing many of their own sen from deatriictioa. 
TO aqtar into the details, nteessaiy for the managemaBt and goresMM&t ol an in*

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gtitatSmi of tbis kind, wontfa be nwoHiojit the columna of a nawspipfr top aioeli* 
la a committee of ladies, rules and regulations, might bo ^nwn up, to lebieb iifcll 
ladies as wished to benefit hr the insticuiioii should be bound toattend, nndor tho 
forfeiture of their montblj parments, or expectations from the society, I flatter 
myself, from the experiment made iii England, by Lady Isabella King, tbat'tbo 
same plana might be carried into eflVct in this C uotry for the Protsotimt Ladies of 
the East are as well dispdbed to regulate thear conduct, ,by the rulOO'of good man* 
nera, and live in the harmony with each other, as those in England, .f ^>ropose, to 
assimilate the eatablishmenr, ee near as possible t» that of a Convent n«fr Oporto, 
where three hundred ladies of the first familias in Portugal, butoC OttiaU fortunes, 
are received as boariUrs, but are at 1/berty, to remove at pleasure, and who are ad« 
mitted into the first Society in Oporto. As the greatest proportion nf the Widows, 
end Orpbana, Civil and Military, have only small pensions to .Support them, a 
respectable residence, suited to the circumstances of all those sdnliUed to the es« 
tsblishment, (every Lady being treated with the same respect, whether assisting 
in the factory, ch receded as boarders,) would he of the greatest benefit to nil: 
the Widows of Subaltern Officers, and other Ladies in the Army, whose busbsnds 
being on service in the field, are left exposed and unprotected in forts, I proposo 
to admit, as boarders, at the rats of their hulbands* pay *, and tbs widows accord* 
iug to the amount of their pensions. 1 apprehend tbs Hoogly district, in or nssr 
Bandel would be the most* eltfible place for an establishment of the kind, as being 
but a abort distance from this Presidency, and in the neighbourhood of good Society. 

There has been hitherto but little encouragement given to ladies, who have esta* 
bliahed Schools in India, as all who have the means, send their ehildrsn to Englsod 
for education, while those who place them in Seminaries here, pay so irregularly, 
and there are so many children left, in a state of destitntiou on ths bauds of the 
Ladies who have establisLimenta of the kind, that it is not in their power, to'pay 
assistants, properly qualified for the task of tuition. From the ioformstion 1 have 
i^eceived, for the last twenty years, there h^i^e been only two Ladies, who hsvo 
engaged in the Soholaatio line, that have remixed a competency to retiro on. From 
tlie retrenchments, that have taken place, in every departmentt likid' the agents 
not being disposed to make advances, as heretofore, a new order Qf things, must 
take place, whioh will oblige parents to educate tbeir female cbildrsil st Isyt* in 
the country. If the Officers’ of the Bengal Army, who constitute dilS grsstsst pro- 
portion of the Company’s covenanted servants in this Presidency, would give tbeir 
support to the annexing a school to the establishment, much good might triss from 
such an arrangement, as one of the heaviest burthens on a junior Officer, without 
Staff appointment, is the expenct attending the education of his ddldren. |f rs- 
gular payments were made, it would be in the power, of the Lady snanagsrs, of 
such an lustirution, as is now submitted to the public cbnaideratiofl, fUH^gioro es- 
pecially to the Officers of the Bengal Army, to educate children sc s leglrpitpsiice, 
and at the same time, give them the advantage of every aceomplishmsnttl^y could 
acquire in England. 1 am of opinion, if the Government would givo it's support 
to the undertaking, that the public contributions should be paid into the bands of 
trustees, appointed by the Supreme Court. No doubt there are many gentlemen 
attached to ir, who would receive the contribution, without ehsq^hg^coailmisaioo, 
and appoint a committee toaeille in what manner, it should bs appropriated : tho 
expence of furniabing a house, for such an establisbmeot, would bs much less in 
India, than in England, as every Lady here, is expected to famish bar oWa 
apartment.

We have already 
expressed our general auprobstion of her scheme, though we suggeited the probahtv 
lity of any thing like monaiific*aocLusion or severe manual exercise being consider^ 
ed an ioauperable objeetiou to females in this country, accustomed to \n indolent 
•nd easy Ui9, si far as corporeal exertions sre eoncsi&ed* TJds ebjeeiioBsbto peiac

D&T? bat SAtiBfM^torilj explained. No employni^t of a trying nature would 
be required, and the retirement would by no means be r.gid, as for four montba the 
management of the Silk Factory attached to the eatabliahment, and which would 
be the prineipal labour., would be almoat suspended, and during this period the 
ladies might ^lipy their time as they pleased, in risira to their friends or home 
oceupationa'Md amusements. The proposal of attaching a school to the Asylum for 
thp eoiicatioB of ebjldran is one that has our hearty approbhtion, for in no way could 
necessitooB ladiea more gracefully and usefully employ themaelvea than in teach- 
ing the **ypungidea how to shoot.” The time is fast approaching, we fear when 
many of our oouutrvmen, who in happier days would never have thought of edu- 
cating their children any where but in EnglanS, will be oompglied by the narrow- 
ness of their means to educate them in this country. 

It is therefore highly desirable, that schools should be established on a footing 
St once reasonshls and respectable, and if the proposed asylum should be carried 
into effect, We have every reason to suppose that a acholaatic inatitutioo connec- 
ted with it, might be the means of increasing the fund of ^he gSneral establish- 
ment, and adding to the comforts of the femaleSi at the same time that many of- 
ficers and others in limited circumstinoes might be enabled to rear their children 
in a decent and creditable manner at abmall expense. . 

We recommend Miss Davy to make her plan somewhat more decisive and ex- 
plicit, and distribute printed copies of it with applications for patronage and 
support . — Bengal Murk, and Ckron, Nov. 5. 


ASIATIC SOCIETY-PHYSICAL COMMITTEE. 

At the tnseting of the Committee, held on Wednesdsy svening, the ST^tb Oc- 
tober, 1830— the following communications were read : ,, 

A letter from the Resident at Nag|oor, requesting information on the subject 
of the experiment of boring for water. 

A letter from the Kusstan Resident Minister at Hainburgb, Baron Struve, enm- 
municsted through Mr. H. Velthousen, presenting to the Society • selection of rare 
Norwegian Minerals, and requesting in return a series of Oriental specimens from 
the Society’s Cabinet. ‘ 

A letter from the Secretary to the Royal Society, acknowledging the receipt of 
the Firat Fart of the Asiatic Researcbea, Physical Class, for 1829. 

A letter from Dr. Gerard, ofSoobathoo, transferred from the General Secretary, 
descriptive of some fossik remains of shells, discovered by him in the Ilimmslsyan 
. 

The lofty posi|ion in wnicb the Doctor so unexpectedly, encountered an exten- 
Mve tract of shell form ations, was ascertained by himself to have an elevation of 
15,000 feet above the sea. One of the larger blocks, composed of a multitude of 
sheila of different sizes, imbedded in a matrix of calcareous tufa, was broken off 
from a solid mass of i50 cubic feet, apparently all of the same structure. 

Upon an ojisminstion of these fossils, four classes of shell formation were dis- 
tinguished. 

let. A bivalve, varying in size from a quarter of 'en inch to two inches, very 
closely jeaembling the Unio, a fresh water shell which exists in great abundance 
in tbo plains, at the foot of the lower bills, and throughout the Dooab. 

2ad. > Varieties of the Csrdium : the matrix in which these are imbedded dif- 
fers from the former in being more calcareous. Many of the sheila are lined with 
crystals ot carbonate of lime. 

3rd. varieties of the Ammonite, Nautilus, and Grypbita genera. Most of 
them mineralized by iron, clay and pyrites ; sonTe enclosing calcareous crystals. 

4th. Belsmnitea sod Ortboceratites, mineralized by the same material as the 
Ammonites. Of the two latter olaases of fossils. Dr. Gerard had, on a former occa- 
sion. presented e rich sssortment to the Society. ^Tbeir abundance in the beds 
of various q^oantaiuoua torrents especially the dbndi|K, had been long known, as 
ib^Torm an indiapensable article in the Sacra of the Hindu Thakoordwaree, 
iBoec the name of the Ssligramf Tbo occorrsaoe. howsvsr. of tbo frssh water 
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■boll Unio, at the elevation of 15|000 feet, baa been first \>roagbt to light bjT Dr» 
Gerard's enterprising visit ^to these lofty regions. 

The following oontributilna to the Museum were laid on the table : 

1. Specimens of Anthraoite Coal, from the Kurukpoor hills, near BaghnlpOOff^ 
' by the Secretary. 

2. Bituminous Coal, from the banks of the Wards river, near Chanda, by ttfo 

Secretary. , 

S. Specimens of the coal from tbe coal-field at Palamoo, jrecentlj opened by 
Captain Sage, Barrack- master at Dinapoor, whose report on the subject, together 
with the previous official correspondence of Captaia Franklin, during hie visit 
thither in 1629, formed the subject bf a Note drawn up by Captain Herbert, 
and read to the Society. 

4. Specimens of the Garnet Sand from Cape Comorin, and some Fossil Seeds 
from a stratum of brown coal at Wurkelly, in Travancore — from Colonel W. 
Morison. 

• 

The stratum is statec) to have a de^-ith of fifty feet, and to be situated 120 feet 
below the surface of the ground. The over-^ving rock is laterite auooeeded by 
strata of friable sand stone, aluminous clay, vid bitumioous shale. Tbe strata are 
exposed to view by tbe encroachment of the sea. The seeds are supposed by Mr. 
Potter, of tbe Botanical Gardep, to belong to the genua Canarium of the natural 
order Terebinthaceas. Seeds are frequently received from Penang and Madras, 
exactly resembling the fossil specimen. 

5. Specimens of the Turquois and of the Rocks whence it is derived, — coI« 
lected at the mines near Nisbapoor, in Persia, by E. Stirling, Esq. 

Tbe Turquois occurs in veins or small connhoidal clusters in a matrix of iron 
clay, accompanied with pyrites, jasper, litbomarge, sulphate, and carbonate of 
lime, hornblende, quarts, and felspar. It varies in colour from wliite earthy, yellow 
to light-blue, aud green of different shades -)the blue appears to bo the most rare 
variety. 

On an examination of these genuine specimens, it was ascertainid that their eo« 
louring matter waa oxyde of copper, united with silex, ilumine, ttpli, water, and 
sulphuric acid. They did not contain phosphoric acid, nor any mal^al per oea« 
tage of lime. A more complete analysis was promised to the class htrofter. 

6. Specimen of sandstone from Agra, exhibiting a striking piotoroof ^errttgin* 
ous arboresoence, presented by Major Jos. Stewart. 

7. The progress of tbe Experimental Boring in tbe Fort wai S'x plained totho 
meeting, and specimens were produced of the several strata of oily down to th« 
depth of 109 feet. No accident Las hitherto occurred to impede the works, 
owing to the effective apparatus fitted up by Mr. Kyd for lifting the rods. 

8. An examination of several bottles of water from the Hot Springs on the Ar- 
racan Coast, waa Gommunioated by the Secretary. The specimens were as fvU

Sulphate of Lime was tbe only salt present in an appreciable quantity in any of 
these specimens : in No. 2, it subsided in pearly spicular crystals, dn boiling 
down the water to concentration., 

9. Some discussion too k place on tbe enlargement of tbe Mineralogical Do* 
partment of the Society's Cabinet, and a resolution was passed, that steps ohonld 
be taken to procure specimens of the crystalline gems of Ceylon, and the 3ou^ 
of India. • 
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MEDICAL AND PHYSICAL ^DCIETY. 


At the meeting of the 6th Noveinber, Mr. Allingham wae elected a Member of 
the Societj^and Mr. C. C. Egerton, Aasiatant Secretary. The following commu- 
nications received since the last meeting, were laid before the Society. Notes of a 
case of Lithotomy with remarks, by Mr. Lindsay, A88^stant Surgeon, Kamaoun. 
Two oases of Abscess of the Liver, communicated by the Medical Board. A let- 
ter from the Members of the Medical Society, belonging to the Bombay Presidency, 
expressing their warm approbation of the proceedings of the Society on the occa- 
■100 of the death of the late Dr. Adam. r* 

Mr. Buroard*s account of amputation of the hip joint, and remarks on Lithotomy ; 
Mr. Thomson’s case of wounded abdomen ; Mr. Hutchinson’s communication on 
laceration of the small intestine, from eternal violence ; Riijah Kaleekissen’s letter 
on the Medical purpose to which Docala is applied by the Natives of Bengal ; and 
Mr. Lindsay’s notes on a case of Lithotomy, were then ^ead and discussed by 
the meeting. ^ 

The subject of Mr. Burnard^s opeilition on the bip joint, was a Native boy about 
twelve years of age, who, by a fall from a tree, had sustained a very severe com- 
pound fracture of the right thigh bone, some two inshes below its neck. When cal- 
led to the boy, Mr. Burnard found that the limb, up to the fracture, was in a state 
of mortification. Above the fracture, there was a small extension of mortification 
—but there appeared no disposition of it to spread higher, and nearly the whole of 
the parts affected could be included in the incisious forming the ffap. The hope 
of safety in this case was of course very faint, but even this Mr. B. considered it 
bis duty not to abandon, and he performed the operation accordinglv. The whole 
bocmorrhage did not exceed three or four ounces. The operation and dn^ssing 
occupied about twenty minutes. The^boy bore it well, and was returned to his bed 
Tery little exhausted. Symptoms o[ Tetanus, however, supervened — sRd his life 
ivas three days afterwards terminated by the disease. 

Mr. Thomson’s (of Malacca) case of wound of the abdomen was that of a young 
Malayan, who was reported to have been stabbed through the body with a spear 
on the ^5th of April, 1830. Mr. Thomson was called to see the man next day. 
He found him laying on his right side with his legs drawn up, complaining of vio- 
lent pain in bia bowels, with urgent thirst and vomiting. Countenance anxious, 
skin clammy, respiration difficult, and pulse small and weak It is unnecessary 
in this place to particularly describe the wound — sufiice it, that it was apparently 
of a very sericyis nature, ^it was carefully and judiciously treated, and that the 
man was quitec well again by the l4ib June. 

Mr. Huichinsoo’s case was one of post mortem examination, for judicial inves- 
tigation. A Native have been beaten and kicked about the stomaoli, breast, &c. 
An irregular jagged rent or hole was found in one of the small intestines, which 
at once pointed out the cause of death. 

Rajah Kaleeltissen's letter stated that Docata, Ingly, or Tobacco, is used by 
the Natives as a Narcotic in Toolhacli. It is so used in Catarrh, and in both 
instances in the form of cigar. Incases of hoarseness, a little of the leaf is ad- 
ministered in a paun, or in comhinatiun with Betel. Accordingly, Native airigqra 
use it on this account. It is also taken as a Sternutatory, in the form of powder 
»..and in doses of three or four grains is given a purgative. 

Mr. Liudaay’s operation of Lithotomy was performed on a Brahmin boy six 
years old. Mr. Lindsay proceeded upon the principle of what is called the' Cel* 
aian operation«-and the boy did W 9 li^Cmniment Gagette*
